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The  origin  of  this  work  was  so  fully  explained  at  its  first 
publication  in  January  1883  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  refer 
to  it  again.  It  has  been  compiled  in  the  hope  of  stimulating 
and  widening  an  interest  in  the  labours  of  the  Church,  by 
giving  prominence  to  the  existence  and  working  of  the 
various  Organisations  through  which  she  is  striving  to  fulfil 
lier  mission  to  the  world. 

The  necessity  and  importance  of  such  a  provision  has 
been  fully  recognised  and  enforced  by  the  Official  sanction 
it  has  received,  by  which  a  pledge  is  also  afforded  that  the 
Committee  will  continue  to  be  supported  in  its  efforts  to 
secure  and  present  the  trustworthy  information  upon  which 
the  value  of  this  Record  entirely  depends. 

Profiting  by  many  of  the  friendly  criticisms  which  were 
offered  upon  the  first  issue  of  this  book,  the  Committee  has 
made  certain  modifications  in  some  of  the  details  of  its  plan 
and  construction. 

It  is  both  needful  and  desirable  that,  in  many  respects, 
the  informatioD  should  vary  from  time  to  time  •,  ^om^  Xi^:^ 
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subjects  of  interoHt  miiHt  naturally  take  tho  place  of  others, 
so  that  each  volume  will  have  its  own  special  value. 

The  following  Reports  are  here  presented,  which  did  not 
appear  in  the  previous  year,  viz. :  A  Statement  with  Regard 
to  Paro(!hial  Work  ;  The  (Cathedral  System  ;  Sisterhoods ; 
Convalescent  Homes;  Kndowed  Schools  for  the  Middle 
Classes  ;  Diocesan  Organisations  of  Sunday  Schools. 

Interesting  Records  have  been  furnished  of  the  work  of 
the  Church  in  Ireland  and  Scotland,  compiled  iu  each  case 
by  the  direction  of  the  Archbishops  and  Hishops.  In  ad- 
dition to  these,  an  exceedingly  valuable  sumnuiry  of  the 
work  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  America  has  been  fur- 
nished conjointly  by  the  Secretaries  of  the  House  of  lUshops 
and  the  House  of  Deputies,  in  compliimco  with  a  Resolution 
passed  by  both  Houses  at  th(5  recent  Convention. 

A  Reference  Section  has  been  added  with  a  view  of  sup- 
plying information  concerning  matters  of  practical  necessity 
and  usefulness,  which  could  not  distinctly  come  within  the 
classified  Records  of  Church  work. 

It  has  been  sought  to  improve  the  value  of  the  Statistical 
Section  by  a  detailed  and  compreliensive  statement  of  the 
amount  (1,0(51, (102/.)  spent  upon  Church-builduig  and  resto- 
ration during  the  year  1H82  ;  by  a  Table  showing  the  popu- 
lation of  each  Diocese,  the  number  of  Parishes,  number  of 
Clergy,  beneficed  and  unbeneficed,  resident  and  non-resident, 
and  by  a  statement  of  the  working  of  the  Hospital  Sunday 
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The  Committee  desires  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
offering  its  cordial  acknowledgment  of  the  very  ready  and 
courteous  response  made  by  the  Rural  Deans  in  the  effort 
to  gather  information  regarding  the  existence  of  Licensed 
and  Unlicensed  Buildings  (other  than  Parish  or  District 
Churches)  used  for  Public  Worship  by  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land. Owing  to  the  great  labour  involved  in  tabulating 
these  Returns,  and  other  unavoidable  circumstances,  it  has 
been  found  impossible  to  prepare  a  statement  in  time  for 
insertion  in  this  book.  It  is,  however,  intended  to  complete 
the  Report  and  give  it  publicity  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment. 

The  Committee  and  the  Church  at  large  owe  a  debt  of

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CHAPTER    I. 

TRAIiaKG  OF  CANDID ATEa  FOR  HOLY  ORDERS^THEOLOQICAL 
SCHOOLS— EMBERTIDE  AND  DEVOTIONAL  EXERCISES  FOR  THE 
CLERGT,  ETC. 

TRAINING    FOR    HOLY   ORDERS. 

The  obligation  to  secnre  an  increase  in  the  nnmber  of  candidates  for 
Holy  Orders,  and  the  great  valae  of  any  movement  in  this  direction,  is 
now  more  than  ever  apparent.  There  are  many  yonng  men  who  g^ve 
pTOimse  of  great  nsefolness  and  power  in  the  Ministry  of  the  Chnrch  if 
as&oBtance  can  be  offered  to  enable  them  to  obtain  a  suitable  education  at 
our  Uniyerntaea  or  Theological  Schools. 

The  followiDg  short  statements  of  organisations  already  working 
mth  this  object,  serve  not  only  to  show  that  its  importance  is  recog- 
nised, hnt  thai  at  present  the  claim  has  not  been  so  fully  responded  to  as 
its  urgent  necessity  demands. 

THE  OSnnrATIOH  CAHDIDATZS*  EXHIBITIOK  PUKD. 

This  Fund  was  institated  at  the  close  of  the  year  1873,  and  has  bcei^ 
working  succeasfully  for  the  nine  years  of  its  existence  under  the  direction 

i  of  a  committee  of  the  Additional  Curates  Society. 

\  From  its  commencement  718  applications  for  help  have  been  received.  From 

this  number  the  committee  has  selected  227  of  those  who  seemed  to  g^ve  some 
promise  of  future  fitness  for  their  work  in  the  Church,  and  to  such  it  has  made 
grants  for  three  successive  years,  varying  from  10/.  to  60Z.  per  annum,  but  more 
commonly  ranging  ^m  25/.  to  40/.  To  these  227  Exhibitioners  the  Committee 
has  paid  a  sum-total  of  11,011/. ;  and  as  66  of  them  are  still  upon  the  list,  the 
Committee  is  liable  this  year  for  the  sam  of  1,500/.  Of  the  227  candidates 
elected,  106  have  completed  their  education  and  have  been  ordained,  38  are  now 
ready  for  Ordination,  17  have  been  withdrawn,  and  the  remaining  66  are  satis- 
factorily pursuing  their  education.  Whilst  in  no  way  undervaluing  the 
training  provided  by  Theological  Colleges,  the  chief  object  which  this  Fund  has 
steadily  kept  in  view  is  the  assistance  of  those  candidates  for  OidinaAioTi  ^\io 
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aro  looking  forvnirtl  to  a  Uiilfonilty  caroor,  and  who  would  In  thno  pfono  by 
roadlly  have  galnoil  uxhlbltlonii  and  Hl»irii)ii|)N  at  t)u)  UnlvoriiltluH.  TJio  inuomo 
of  thia  Fund  during  tho  yoar  1882  amounted  to  I,42A/.  2t,  {)ti.

ThlH  Hocioty  was  OMtublUhod  in  Uio  voar  1877,  with  tlio  objoot  of  inuroatdng 
tho  numbor  of  C/andithituH  for  Holy  Onfoni. 

Applioantfi  aro  rotiuirod  to  dtato  their  ruliKiouH  vIowi«,  and  to  pnxluco  rofor- 
ouooM  from  olorgynion  to  whom  thoy  aro  woll  known.  Thoy  aro  oxaniincHl  by 
throo  momborH  of  tho  oonimittoo.  When  aocoptod,  thi^  aro  ontorod  at  tho 
Univomitloii  or  Homo  approved  Tiioolo((iual  Oolh^gt^  Durhi^:  thoir  training  tho 
oommittoo  malntainM  a  corroMpondonoo  with  thoin;  and  at  it  h  oIoho  obtainM  for 
thorn  a  Curacy  under  lome  able  KvanKolioal  incunibont,  in  order  that,  by  Ood'g 
blOMing,  thoy  may  bo  thoroughly  tit  tod  to  be  umoI ul  and  eflloiont  olergvmon. 

Biuoo  tho  foundation  of  thiM  Hooiety  in  tho  yi^ar  1877,  131  iitU(lont«  havo 
roooivod  pecuniary  aMi«t an 00  in  their  prquiration  for  Holy  Onleni,  and  during 
tho  iMint  year  S6  have  been  aided. 

Of  tho  MtudentH  now  under  training,  throe  are  at  Oxford,  twenty  at  Cam- 
bridge, and  twenty-five  at  TheologieiU  Collegen. 

Tho  grantd  made  in  the  year  1882  anu)untod  to  2,276/.    There  in  a  ipooial 
oommittoo  api^ointod  for  the  oxamination  of  candldatoH  who  aro  ap))lioant« 
for  tho  gronUt,  but  all  i)reliminary  oonununicationH  ihould  be  made  through  tho 
Beorotary,  the  llev.

Blnoo  1888  the  number  of  applicationH  for  tlio  Hociety't  aid  wldoh  have  boon 
roaponded  to  in  over  2(M). 

In  tho  didtribution  of  grantH  the  direct orH  aot  ut)on  tho  main  featuroi  of 
tho  following  plan:  1.  All  applicationi  for  grantH  aro  made  by  the  oollogo 
tutort  of  tho  applioantH,  and  all  pavmentM  are  nmde  through  tho  roHpectivo 
tutora.  2.  Amiitance  it  afforded  only  to  those  atudonta  who  aro  bundjkh 
preparing  for  Holy  Ordera.

Thia  Booiety  datea  back  aa  far  m  tho  year  1777,  when  a  body  of  clergy 
formed  tho  deaign  of  ondeavouring  to  aaaiat  auitablo  bandidatea  for  Holv  Ordora,    j 
hut  >¥ho  woro  lacking  anillolent  ntoana  to  meet  tho  ox|)onaoa  of  thoir  oduoation.  I 
Hinoo  \ho  foundation   of  Uio  Hooiety  280  atudenta  iiave  roooivod  aaaiatauoo,    ] 
and  during  tho  liutt  year  aixtoon  candidatCH  aharod  ita  help.    Thoro  aro  at  pre- 
aont  fourtoon  atudenta  at  Oxford  and  (.Cambridge.    Tho  »\m\  expended  in  granta 
during  tho  year  dating  from  Ajiril  1882  to  April  1883  amounted  to  546/.  19«.  Od» 
Tho  granta  aro  confined  to  acme  college  in  Oxford  or  C^ambridge,  and,  aa  a 
general  rule,  they  do  not  exceed  iOl  a  year,  and  mnat  bo  met  by  601.  contributed 
from  private  or  other  aouroea.    The  Itev.  Cimon  Croathwaito,  Vicar  of  Knaroa- 
borough,  roproaenta  tho  oommittoo  aa  Honorary  Soorotary. 
BBZSTOL  OLBBZOAL  BDUOATZON  SOOZBTY. 

In  December  1706  a  Booiety  waa  inatituted  at  Driatol,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  olergymen  of  tho  Churca  of  Kngland,  for  tho  puri)oao  of  educating 
young  men  of  Kvangolioal  prinoiploa,  belonging  to  her  Communion,  fur  the 
miniatry  of  tho  Ohuroh 
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During  the  past  year  (1882),  six  of  tbo  yoong  men  assisted  have  been 
oidainecl. 

Four  new  pensioners  have  been  added  to  the  Society's  list :  the  number  now 
assisted  is  eleven.  Of  these,  two  are  at  Oxford,  two  at  Cambridge,  five  at  St. 
Aidan's,  and  two  at  St.  John*s,  Highbury. 

During  the  eighty-seven  years  of  the  existence  of  this  Society,  it  has  given 
help  to  about  350  students.  All  communications  should  be  made  to  the 
Bev.

[DIOCESAN  ORGANISATIONS.] 

With  regard  to  any  distinctive  diocesan  organisation  in  connection 
with  this  branch  of  Chtirch  work,  there  are  bat  few  dioceses  which 
appear  to  have  taken  any  active  steps  in  the  matter.  Some  provision 
is  made  in  Ganterbnrj,  Exeter,  Carlisle,  Llandaff,  St.  Albans,  and  in 
London  br  the  Bishop  of  Bedford's  Fond ;  whilst  several  Theological 
CoU^ies  nave  set  aside  certain  fonds  with  a  view  to  assist  candi^ttes 
for  l&ij  Orders. 
HWCta  OF  CAVTEBBUBT. 

Jlie  Canterbury  Clerical  Education  Fund  was  fonned  as  the  result  of  a 
resolution  passed  at  the  Diocesan  Conference  in  the  year  1877.  The  object  of 
the  Fund  is  to  contribute  towards  the  education  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
resident  in  or  connected  with  the  Diocese  of  Canterbury,  whose  private  means 
axe  insu£Bci«it  for  the  purpose,  but  who  may  be  recommended  to  the  com- 
mittee as  thoroughly  deserving  of  assistance.  During  the  year  1882,  grants  have 
been  made  to  eight  candidates,  at  a  cost  of  35 U.  lit.  id.,  whilst  other  applica- 
tions remain  unassisted  from  want  of  funds.  The  committee  desires  to  accept 
at  least  three  candidates  every  year,  implying  nine  continually  on  the  books. 
To  provide  for  this,  an  income  of  at  least  450Z.  a  year  would  be  required. 
Of  the  students  at  present  assisted,  four  are  at  Oxford  and  four  at  Cambridge. 
The  Kev.  Canon  Moore,  The  Oaks,  Faversham,  and  the  Bev.  Canon  Routledge, 
Vicar  of  St.  Martin's,  Canterbury,  represent  the  committee  as  Honorary  Secretaries 
of  the  Fund. 
DIOCESE    OP    EXETEB. 

Tlie  Exeter  Theological  Students'  Fund  is  a  provision  made  by  the  late  Bishop 
"PKUpolts,  and  arises  from  a  gift  contributed  by  him  which  has  accumulated  to 
the  capital  sum  of  14,000/.  The  Fund  is  administered  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter, 
who,  after  examination,  award  grants  of  50/.  a  year  to  graduates  or  literates  who 
desire  to  pursue  their  theological  studies  at  the  Universities,  the  candidates 
ondertakiog  to  present  themselves  for  Ordination,  and  te  serve  for  two  years  at 
least  in  the  Dioceses  of  Exeter  or  Truro. 

Nine  students  were  ordained  during  the  year  1882— viz.  seven  in  the  Diocese 
of  Exeter,  and  two  in  the  Diocese  of  Truro.  There  were  four  candidates  elected 
in  that  year  to  fill  vacancies. 

Of  the  thirteen  students  in  this  year,  seven  wore  members  of  the  University  of 
Oxford,  and  six  of  Cambridge.    The  sum  spent  in  that  year  was  416/.  13*.  id, 

9IOCS8E  OF  CABLI8LE. 

The  committee  of  the  Clerical  Training  Fund  has  been  in  existence  since 
the  Diocesan  Conference  of  1874,  and  has  given  help  to  tuctcen  young  men. 
Of  these,  seven  have  been  already  ordained,  and  are  engaged  in  the  work  of 
the  ministry— six  in  this  Diocese  and  one  in  the  Diocese  of  Winchester ;  one 
lias  lately  taken  his  degree  in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  and  one  in  the 
University  of  Durliam. 

The  committee,  in  considering  applications,  have  laid  down  few  rules. 
They  have  always  taken  each  case  entirely  on  its  own  merits,  and  have  afforded 
such  an  amount  of  help  as  was  absolutely  required.  Their  endeavour  has  been 
to  supplement  the  efforts  made  by  a  young  man*s  friends,  rather  than  to 
pay  his  entire  expenses.  They  have  reason  to  believe  tliat,  on  not  a  few 
occasions,  they  have  been  the  means  of  evoking  substantial  help  liom  Q\}[i«r 
sources. 
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Numoroui  appUoationa  are  made  to  Uio  oommitteo.  Wltilo  mine  appHoant* 
are  ooniidorod  unfit  for  a  Univomlty  coumo,  othort  liavo  been  refused  wno  would 
doubtloH  have  beoome  valuable  clergymen  had  tlie  moani  been  at  the  ditpoial 
of  the  oommittoe  to  give  them  the  nooeii*ary  training.  The  HubtoripUoni  to 
the  Fund,  though  liberal  in  amount,  are  but  few  in  number.  The  oommittoe 
hope  that  tliii  vear  the  number  may  bo  materially  incroaMod,  and  tliat  tome 
of  the  olergy  will  nee  their  way  to  grant  an  oifortory  from  time  to  time  for 
a  purpote  no  immediately  aifectlng  the  intereiiti  of  the  (Church  in  thin  diooeto. 

During  the  year  188B  five  oandidatei  were  aiwUtod,  i.e.  two  at  Cambridge, 
and  three  at  Oxford,  The  Uov.

The  Committee  have  commmiicated  the  results  of  the  Conference  to  the  Bishops 
and  their  Kxamining  Chaplains,  and  also  to  the  authorities  of  the  different  Theo- 
logical Colleges.  In  accordance  with  resolutions  of  the  Conference  they  have  also 
nominated  three  Conmiittees  upon  (1)  training  during  the  Diaconate,  (2)  the  study 
of  Cfazistian  ethics :  (3)  the  higher  secular  education  of  non-graduate  students  in 
Theological  Colleges.  The  reports  of  these  Committees  will  be  presented  to  the 
meetiiig  of  the  Conference  which,  by  the  permission  of  the  Council,  will  (D.V.)  be 
held  in  King's  College,  London,  shortly  after  Easter  1884. 

The  syllabus  of  studies  for  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  (price  Is,  Id.),  prepared  by 
Committees  of  the  Conference  of  1881-2,  may  still  be  obtained  &om  the  Bev. 
Plrebendaiy  Worlledge,  Clergy  School,  Leeds,  to  whom  communications  in  reference 
to  the  Conference  may  be  addressed. 

In  order  to  point  oufc^  the  systematic  course  of  training  which 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders  receive  in  the  Theological  Schools  of  the 
Church,  the  following  instances  are  given  by  way  of  illustration  of  the 
regolar  routine  of  instruction  and  pastoral  education  provided. 

TBVSO  SCHOUE  CAKCELLABII.^Founded  in  1877  by  Archbishop  Benson. 

Lectures  are  given  on  the  special  subjects  appointed  for  the  '  Preliminary  exami- 
nation '  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders.     There  is  a  weekly  paper  set  in  one 
or  more  of   the  subjects  which  are  being  read   or  lectured  upon,  and  a 
Terminal  Examination  at  the  end  of  the  autumn  and  summer  terms. 
Taxoehial  Work.     Opportunity  is  given  for  obtaining  experience  in  parochial 
work,  under  the  Clergy  of  Truro  and  the  neighbourhood.    Some  of  the 
students  are  licensed  by  the  Bishop  as  readers,  chiefly  for  holding  Mission 
Services.   Others  teach  in  Sunday  Schools. 
ServiecB,    Students  attend  the  Holy  Communion,  either  in  the  Cathedral  or  in 
one  of  the  Parish  Churches  of  the  City,  to  which  they  may  be  attached  as 
Lay  Helpers.    They  are  recommended  to  communicate  at  least  once  a  fort- 
night. 

The  daily  services  are — 7.30  a.m.,  Matins  in'  the  Cathedral ;  7  P.M. 
Evensong,  at  which  attendance  is  required  at  least  three  days  in  each  week. 
In  the  Chapel  of  the  Hostel  there  is  a  late  service  at  10  p.m.  and  midday 
prayer  at  1.15  p.m. 
Accommodation.  There  is  accommodation  in  the  Hostel  for  ten  students.  The 
remainder  reside  in  lodgings  approved  by  the  authorities.  Number  of 
students  in  1882  was  twenty-four,  of  whom  two  were  graduates.  Of  these 
(say)  sixteen  were  in  residence  at  one  time. 
Punds.  In  the  year  1882, 115^.  was  spent  in  assisting  students,  either  perma- 
nently or  temporarily.  This  sum  was  covered  by  donations,  dividends, 
subscriptions,  a.nd  offertories.

PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATION  OF  CANDIDATES  FOR 

HOLY  ORDERS. 

This  examination  was  set  on  foot  in  1874,  for  objects  which  were  thns 
BMed  by  the  Ck)nncil  of  the  examination  : 

It  is  felt  by  many  as  a  serioas  eyil  that  the  minds  of  candidates  should 
be  engrossed  np  to  the  last  moment  before  Ordination  with  the  anxieties 
of  their  examination,  so  that  they  have  little  opportunity  for  quiet  thought 
at  this  critical  time.  The  preliminary  examination  will  meet  this  want 
by  enabling  the  Bishops  to  relieve  their  own  examinations  of  some  of 
those  subjects  by  which  the  iDtellectual  qualiBcatious  of  candidates  are 
tested,  and  to  ^ve  a  more  devotional  tone  to  the  period  immediately  pre- 
ceding  Ordination.  But  it  has  not  been  thought  to  be  within  the  provmee 
of  the  preliminary  examination  to  deal  with  such  subjects  as  doctrine, 
pastoral  care,  and  a  general  knowledge  of  Holy  Scripture. 

The  estabb'shmeut  of  a  general  examination,  open  to  candidates  for 
Ordination  in  difTerent  Dioceses,  can  scarcely  fail  to  raise  the  level  of 
theological  attainments  among  the  English  clergy  generally. 

The  preliminary  examination  may  likewise  be  expected  to  act  bene- 
ficuHj  on  Theological  Colleges,  by  furnishing  an  external  standard,  such 
as  many  oi  those  interested  in  their  working  have  desired  to  see  esta- 
blished, to  stimulate  and  .direct  the  studies,  as  well  as  to  test  the  pro- 
Bciency  of  their  students. 

The  arrangements  are  under  the  control  of  a  council  of  management, 
consisting  of  the  Divinity  Professors  of  the  two  Universities,  who  are 
willing  to  serve,  elected  representatives  of  the  Theological  Faculty,  and 
Examining  Chaplains,  one  being  nominated  by  each  of  the  Bishops  who 
take  part  in  the  scheme. 

■  The  examiners,  who  must  be  either  graduates  in  Theology,  or  Masters 
of  Arts  in  Priests'  Orders,  are  appointed  annually  by  the  Council. 

Examinations  are  held  twice  every  year,  about  Easter,  and  in  October, 
at  such  different  centres  as  the  Council  from  time  to  time  determines, 
with  a  view  to  suit  as  far  as  possible  the  convenience  of  candidates.  Dae 
notice  is  given  beforehand  of  the  times  and  places  of  examination. 

The  examinations  are  open  to  graduates  of  the  English  ITniversiti^s  ; 
to  members  of  Theological  Colleges  in  connection  with  the  Church  of 
England  who  have  at  least  entered  on  the  last  term  of  the  complete 
course,  and  are  recommended  bv  the  Principal ;  and  also  to  anj^  other 
feTBOQ  who  may  be  recommended  by  a  Bishop  with  a  view  to  Ordinatioii 
la  hia  own  Diocese.

The  extent  of  recognition  at  present  given  to  the  examination  in 
different  DiocesoB  varicB  considerably,  and  can  only  be  ascertained  in  each 
case  from  the  Diocesan  *  Instructions  to  Oandidates  for  Holy  Orders/  In 
some  Dioceses  it  is  taken  to  excuse  a  considerable  part  of  the  usual 
examination  for  the  Diaconate,  while  in  others  it  does  not  excuse,  but  is 
accepted  in  lieu  of  certain  other  preliminary  requirements. 

The  syllabus  is  now  largely  used  as  a  syllabus  for  Diocesan  examina* 
tions.  Ilence  a  candidate  for  Orders  can  from  the  beginning  of  his  studies 
apply  himself  to  the  subjects  stated  in  this  syllabus,  instead  of  waiting, 
as  IS  sometimes  tlio  case,  till  he  has  obtained  a  title,  learnt  to  what  Diocese 
he  is  going,  and  ascertained  what  the  special  syllabus  of  that  Diocese 
requires. 

The  number  of  candidates  examined  in  the  year  has  steadily  increased 
from  94  in  1874  to  about  200.

Thifl  Htatomont  in  tho  roMtdt  of  an  ofTort  which  ban  boon  mado  with  oonsidorablo 
cnro  and  labour  to  anoortiUn  what  wivh  Hpont  duriikg  tho  year  upon  ohurclCbuilding. 

Tlio  inquiry  hiui  ombraood  all  huiuh  over  100^.  expondod  upon  tho  orootion  of  now 
ohurohoa,  and  tho  onlargomont,  n*Mt.oration,  an<l  adornment  of  oxiMtiDg  buildinff*. 
In  tho  abaonoo  of  any  rooonlH  from  which  auoh  facta  aa  thoao  oan  at  proaont  bo 
gathered  and  tabulated  with  abaolute  accuracy  and  cotnpletoneaa,  tho  only  oourao 
open  waa  for  tho  Kditor  to  make  use  of  every  moana  within  roach  to  aaoortain  in 
\v\nKt  i)arlahoa  audi  work  htul  ttikeu  place  an<l  been  completed  in  tho  glvon  year,  and 
then  tomako  ai>«raoual  ai)plkuitt()n  t.o  ouch  inouml>ent  for  tlio  ro<|uirod  itatiatioa; 
tiio  roatUt  thoroioro  aa  it  ap{wara  la  f\illy  reliable,  though  of  noooaaity  it  oannot  bo 
rogar<lod  aa  abaolutoly  oomplote. 

In  addition  to  tho  statistical  information  under  the  threefold  heading 
already  alluded  to,  it  has  been  thought  desimble  to  ffivo  more  in  dotail  a 
record  of  tho  provision  which  tho  Ohnrch  has  mado  K>r  the  spiritual  wants 
of  tho  people  during  the  last  twenty  years  or  more  in  oertain  Diooeses. 
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It  was  intended  to  present  sach  a  report  with  regard  to  the  Dioceses 
of  Durham  and  Manchester,  hat  nnayoidahle  circumstances  have  involyed 
the  postponement  of  the  fulfilment  of  this  intention  until  next  year. 

The  progress  which  the  Church  has  made  in  the  Diocese  of  Winchester 
is  carefullj  described  bj  Canon  Sumner  in  a  paper  which  follows. 

The  statements  concerning  the  Dioceses  of  Liverpool,  Chester,  and 
Peterborough,  which  have  already  appeared,  are  regarded  as  of  such  wide 
and  lasting  interest  that  they  have  been  re-inserted ;  the  Yeab-Book  of 
1883  also  represented  the  efforts  which  the  Church  had  made  to  extend 
her  spiritual  ministrations  in  the  Dioceses  of  Gloucester  and  Bristol, 
Truro,  Lichfield,  and  Lincoln ;  these  are  not  again  given  that  space  may 
be  provided  for  the  publication  of  other  records. 


DIOCESE    OF   WINCHESTER. 

BEPOBT  OF  CHUBCH  EXTEVSIOV,   lS2e-82. 

The  Diocese  of  Winchester  in  the  year  1821  contained,  ezdosivo 
of  the  Channel  Islands,  a  population  of  615,340  souls,  340,785  being 
in  Surrey,  and  274,614  in  Hampshire.  To  this  must  be  added  the 
population  of  Jersey,  which  in  1826  amounted  tp  32,430,  and  that  of 
Guernsey,  Aldemey,  and  Sark,  amounting  in  1827  to  22,640  souls. 
The  total  population,  therefore,  of  the  whole  Diocese  in  1821  miay  be 
taken  approximately  to  have  been  670,000  souls. 

There  were  at  that  time  in  Hampshire  319  churches  and  chapels,

jJ^L  of  Surrey  (as  far  as  the  Diocese  of  Winchester  was  concerned)  to 

^■^  495,114,  and  of  the  Channel  Islands  to  76,065,  making  a  total  of 

926,183,  showing  an  increase  in  twenty  years  of  255,764  souls.    To 

foeet  Uie  wants  of  this  increased  population,  the  number  of  churches  in  1845  had 

increaaed, in  Hampshire  to  370,  in  Surrey  to  194,  in  the  Channel  Islands  to  36,  making 

a  total  ol  o99.    The  number  of  Clergy  working  in  the  Diocese  in  1845  was  647,  of 

whom  234  were  Curates. 

In  1851  the  census  returns    showed  that  the  population  of  Hampshire  had 

increased  to  405,370,  and  that  of  Surrey  to  681 ,244  ;  total,  1,086,614.    The  number  of 

places  of  worship  of  all  kinds  belonging  to  the  Church  of  England  in  Hampshire  had 

increased  to  380,  and  in  Surrey  to  213;  total,  593.    The  number  of  Clergy  had 

increased  to  782,  of  whom  285  were  Curates. 

In  1861  the  population  of  Hampshire,  with  the  Isle  of  Wight,  amounted  to 
481,815 ;  of  that  portion  of  Surrey  in  the  Diocese  of  Winchester  to  695,001,  making, 
with  90,978  in  the  Channel  Islands,  the  total  population  of  the  Diocese  1,267,794. 
The  number  of  churches  and  chapels  had  increased  to  398  in  Hampshire,  to  249  in 
Sorrey,  and  to  40  in  the  Channel  Islands ;  total,  687.  The  Clergy  numbered  888,  of 
whom  330  were  Curates. 

Contrasting  these  figures  with  the  respective  numbers  in  1829,  it  shows  an  increase 
of  79  churches  in  Hampshire,  and  of  107  in  Surrey ;  total,  186  in  thirty-two  years. 

Going  on  another  ten  years  to  1871,  we  find  the  population  of  the  Diocese  amount- 
ing to  1,546,668;  the  number  of  churches  increased  to  754,  and  the  Clergy  to  1,039, 
of  ^w'hom  387  were  Curates.  When  the  preseat  Bishop  came  to  the  See  in  1873,  his 
estixnate  was  that  the  Diocese  contained  a  population  of  *  nearly  2,000,000  souls, 
reaching  from  the  Thames  in  London  to  the  i^ilands  on  the  coast  of  Normandy.* 

In  1877  a  portion  of  the  Diocese  was  cut  ofiF,  and  by  private  subscriptions  and  a 
considerable  sacrifice  of  See  capital  and  income  on  the  part  of  the  Bishop  of  Win-

ohoster,*  a  now  DioooAO  wan  oroatod,oompri8ing  parti  of  iho  old  DloooiMof  Roolieater 
and  Winchoitor.  Tho  nowly  oonMtitntod  DioooMo  of  WinolioRtor  Inoludod  tho  county 
of  Hanti.  tho  Parliamontary  diviitlon  of  Wiwt  Hnrroy,  and  tho  Channel  Iilandf,  with 
a  population  thon  OMti mated  at  800,000.  This  oRtimato  was  probably  correot,  for  bj 
tho  confUB  of  1881  tho  population  of  tho  proNont  Dioooso  was  as  follows :

Tho  numbor  6f  Clorjyy  was  806,  of  whom  818  woro  Curates. 

To  moot  tho  noods  of  tliis  constantly  incronHing  ])opulatIon,  what  moasures,  it 
may  bo  askod,  had  boon  adoptotl  as  regards  church  building  1  It  was  in  tho  large 
towns  that  tho  doflciency  in  church  accommodation  was  most  apparent,  and  in  1887 
a  Church  DuUding  Bocioty  was  formed  with  a  si)ecial  view  to  mooting  tho  noods  of 
largo  populations.  Hinco  tho  beginning  of  tho  century  the  )K)pulatlon  of  Hampshire 
had  increased  88|»  and  that  of  Hurrey  66,  per  cent.,  so  that  the  new  |X)pulation  con- 
stantly accruing  more  than  swallowed  up  any  additional  diun^h  n)om  provided. 
Hinco  18B0,  88  now  dmrches  had  been  built  in  tho  Diocese,  20  more  had  been 
materially  improved  and  enlarged  so  as  almost  to  deserve  the  name  of  new  buildioM 
and  besides  this,  additional  aocomnuMlation  had  been  provided  for  14,000  sonlsln 
130  churdies  in  tho  two  counties.  That  a  great  stimulus  was  given  to  ohuroh 
building  by  tho  new  society  is  evident,  for  in  the  very  tlrst  year  of  its  existence  21 
churches  were  either  built  or  oommenoed. 

In  1846  a  special  local  effort,  was  made  on  behalf  of  tho  suburban  parishes  In 
Hurrey.  In  LamboUi  and  Houthwark,  church  accommodation  was  provided  for  only 
one  in  eight  persons.  In  the  lirst  two  years  of  the  existence  of  this  Houthwark  fund 
(whidi  continuo<l  in  operation  eight  years),  Ave  now  districts  with  four  now  cliurohea 
woro  formed  in  tho  parishes  of  Lambeth  and  Hermondsoy. 

In  1860  HamiMhire  and  Hurrey,  hitherto  unitml  for  the  pur{)osos  of  diurch  building 
(except  in  so  far  as  special  efforts  were  made,  as  detalle<l  alnwe),  formecl  thomselveii 
into  (UMtinct  and  soi)arate  associatlonN.  The  Hurrey  Church  Associaticm  comprised 
amongst  its  operations  the  erection  of  school  buildings,  and  the  general  furtherance 
of  education,  the  augmentatitm  of  endowments,  the  providing  of  spiritual  aid,  and 
erection  of  |)arsonage  houses,  in  addition  to  the  builulng  and  restoring  of  churches» 
This  society  with  its  varie<l  operations  was  so  successful,  Umt  in  1871  Hampshire 
followocl  tho  example  of  Hurrey,  and  the  original  Church  HuUding  Hociety  and 
DIooesan  Hoard  of  Kduoathm  were  merged  Into  a  genertd  Hants  Diocesan  Churob 
Hociety  for  the  f\irihorance  of  the  various  objects  named  alx)vo. 

Tho  following  ifilnilated  statement  will  show  what  has  been  done  in  the  way  of 
ohuroh  building  and  ehureh  restoration  slnee  Uie  year  1820.  Kverv  effort  has  boon 
made  to  obtain  trustworthy  returns,  and  it  is  hoptxl  that  the  statlstios  are  correct. 
Tho  number  of  consecrations  has  not  been  given  Ikhuiuso  it  was  desired  to  show  now 
oliurches  as  distinguished  from  those  olther  rebuilt  or  re-conse(^rat(Ml  after  oxtonslvo 
restoration.  As  fur  ns  can  lie  ascortahuul,  from  1800  to  18IU  Inoluslve,  17,496^.  was 
spent  on  church  building  and  restoration,  and  three  now  churches  built.

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It  may  bo  well  to  add  a  fow  wordn  ro«poctln^  Altlomliot  and  Porinmoulh,  tlio  two 
plaooH  in  iho  Dioooso  to  wlilch  at  tho  priwont  momont  »])Ooial  attention  id  dirootud 
with  a  viow  to  tho  hotter  Hpiritual  provlHlon  for  tlio  inhahitantM. 

Aldorshot  Im  altopfothor  an  oxooptional  dint  riot.  At  tho  boginninp^  of  the  contury  itH 
population  WON  under  500,  and  boforo  tho  formation  of  tho  oamp  botwo(Mi  BOO  and  000. 
but  aftor  1854,  tho  date  of  tho  purchano  of  tho  (ifround  for  a  i^unp,  tho  whole  oipeot 
of  tho  plooo  wai  changed.  Year  aftor  yoar  naw  Iioumoh  of  all  doHorlptioni  rapidly 
built,  and  in  1881  tho  civil  population  amounted  to  9,081).  A  now  diitriot  (Moly 
Trinity)  ha»  been  Hoimratod  fi'om  tho  mother  church,  and  aniongst  thin  population 
(Q,480)  thoro  aro  two  Clergy  at  work.  More  directly  npirltual  aid  \h  much  n©o<lod, 
ai  woll  aH  permanent  miHMion  roomn,  Hnnday  nchooln,  and  a  parnonago  Iiouio  ;  but 
owing  to  thoconntantlv  changing  character  of  tho  nojmlation,  it  Im  diflio\dt  to  raino  a 
iufBoTontly  ntrong  local  intoront.  Tho  namo  renmrk  applien  to  the  mother  clmroh, 
whoro  at  prcMont  tho  Inoumbont  utrlveH  to  grapple  nlnghi-handod  wilh  a  population 
of  between  8,000  and  4,000  ho\jIh.  Military  ChaplainH  and  churchoH  are  provided  for 
the  military  (an  dlHtinguiHhod  from  tho  civil  i)opulation),  which  in  1881  amounted  to 
18,000. 

With  regard  to  Portsmouth  it  may  bo  well  to  enter  a  littlo  more  into  detail,  an 
tho  npiritiuil  needs  of  tho  district  aro  \mdoubtedly  very  groat. 

About  three  years  ago  tho  llishop  of  tho  Diocose  appointed  certain  commissioncrH, 
both  lay  and  clerical,  andsubsoouontly  a  mixedCommitteoof  tho  Hampsliire  Diocesan 
Boolety,  to  inquire  into  tiio  spiritual  condition  and  parochial  needs  of  Portsoa  Island 
and  tlio  iJorough  of  Portsmouth.  Those  two  bodies,  aftor  interviews  with  tho  Clergy 
of  Portsoa  and  Portsmouth,  agrood  in  tho  main  in  tho  reoommendationH' which  they 
reapootlvoly  madg  to  tho  lUaliop.    It  was  found  that  tho  borough  of  Portsmouth,

eonristing  of  tho  two  civil  parishes  ot  Portsmouth  and  I'ortEca,  and  comiiriBing 
vithin  the  panih  of  Foitwa  the  dislricta  locally  known  as  I'urtsca  Town,  BouCbsck, 
LandpoTt,  Kingston,  North  End,  I)ackland,'Fnitton,  and  Milton,  contained  a  popu- 
UtioQ  of  neaxly  130,000.  Ezclasive  ol  the  gairison,  public  inatitutioiu,  such  ax  gaol, 
nnion,  la:.,  and  ships  in  harbour,  there  were  as  it  nppcarod  about  1 18,000  for  whom 
■pirttoal  prorifioQ  was  required.  This  popnlatioD  was  found  to  be  distributed 
UDongst  IS  occleaiafltical  parishes  with  SB  Clergy;  but  so  unevenly  in  tliix  distribu- 
tion nude,  that  while  6S.000  people  are  connected  with  13  of  tlicse  IS  parisliefl,  no 
less  than  53,000  are  a-s-iigncd  tri  the  reinainlng  Ihrcu  liarishcfi.  II  wiih,  Iherefore, 
reconiinen<le(l  that  •ipcciiil  elTorts  nhonld  bo  iiuulu  willi  a  view  to  tlic  liettcr  division 
ottlie  several  parislie.i,  the  buililingof  new  cliurclim  and  tuisiion  rocunfl,  and  thcpro- 
ridiog  ot  living  agents  to  work  amonKSt  tho  dense  masHuaeoDKTt'guted  in  the  boniut,'h. 
Aoconlingl;  a '  Itoiough  of  Portsmouth  Cliarcli  Extension  Fund '  woh  started  wKli  a 
Local  and  a  Diocesan  Cominittoc,  and  at  tho  end  of  tho  first  year's  wnrkiug  thuj- 
are  able  to  report  tliat  a  conventional  ditrtrict  lias  been  taken  out  of  the  large  iiarish 
of  All  Saints,  and  the  servicofi  of  three  Clergymen  SL-curcd  for  the  work,  uninly 
through  the  iibetaliiy  of  Winchester  College,  stipplemcnted  by  the  A<lilitional 
Coratea  Aid  Society.  A  site  fur  a  permanent  churih  hnn  been  obtained,  and  a 
naddlc-cla!9  school  for  girls  started  in  conoection  nilh  tliis  Miinion.  Arrangements 
tie  also  being  made  for  a  jvcondoonvcntionaldiHtrict  to  bo  taken  friim  All  HnJnls'. 
Tie  Hants  Diocesan  Hociety,  Additional  Curalcn  Aid  Kociety,  nod  tile  I'orlsmouth 
Ion]  Fund,  nupply  the  sti^iend  for  titc  Curate  in  cliargc,  A  site  for  n  eliiirch  In  a 
lliird  diitrict  (St.  Steiihen's,  Rnckland)  has  been  purcliaswL  Kiin<ls  are  also  being 
niwd  IOt  a  new  xtari^  churoli  at  Kingston  for  !Jt.  Mar}''ii,  the  mother  elinrch  of  Ihu 
dril  pari.sh  of  Portsca,  St.  Michael's  CImrcli  has  liccn  consermtcd,  and  a  district 
usigned  to  it.  Two  new  mission  ronnis  liave  also  l«i:n  opcnwl,  and  tit.  Potpr's, 
fcutlisea,  lias  l>ocn  completwl  and  consecrateil.  It  will  lie  seen,  Iherefore,  that 
Church  work  iii  being  vigoronBly  and  actively  carried  on  in  Portsmouth  and_thi» 
Beighbourbood,  and  we  trust  that  ere  long  (ho  ciTotta  made  lo  rearrange  the 
psrochial  divisions,  and  supply  churches,  schools,  kr,  tor  the  rajiidly  increasing 
papulation  will  be  rewarded  wilh  sutvcss.

For  some  year-  post  the  incnmo  of  the  Fund  has  fallen  below  list 
usual  average,  and  n  meeting  ot  considerable  inllucnco  has  recently 
Ijccn  held  with  .1  view  to  widen  Ihciiiterest  in  tlie  work  it.svlf  and  to 
a'ld  to  ilR  ri'xi'iurces.  It  is  with  gratitication  tliat  tlin  CVinneil  cnn  report  lliat  this 
ofFort  hn.s  not  failed.  In  diHlributing  the  funds  placed  at  ils  disixisid,  t))C  Board  lias 
ull«red  to  lis  previous  plan  ot  njjjiorlioning  onc-tliini  to  the  iniiinlinnnce  of  living 
■gents,  and  the  remahiing  two-thirds  to  (hi-  otlier  ohjeclii  of  (lie  Fund.

2,fia9,7(J5  to  2,1)18,814,  bolng  an  inoroaHo  of  niMirly  IWO.OOO  nimlA.or  a8,0()0  in  om^h 
auoooaaIvo  yoar.  It  Ih  obvhmn,  thoroforo,  that,  to  provldo  for  tho  Hpirltiuvl  wantn  of 
MO  largo  an  inllux  of  now  population,  hIx  or  novon  now  (^hunihoH  ought  to  bo  built, 
and  tho  Ramo  numbor  of  now  pariHhon  fonnod.  In  oaoh  yoar;  and  altlumgh  Hinco  tho 
inMtitution  of  tho  Fund  progronn  to  that  oxtont  may  havo  boon  attain(«d,  it  muMt  bo 
iwrno  in  mind  that  part  of  thin  work  Ijam  boon  to  mipply  former  arn^am  within  tho 
oontral  aroa  of  liondon,  part  Iuin  bo(«n  for  parinhon  now  dtNtaohod  from  tho  DltHH^iio  of 
Uauhm  and  amtoxcul  to  tho  Sooh  of  UoohoHttT  and  St.  Albann,  antl  oomjmrativoly  a 
Mmall  portion  lattorly  dovotod  to  tho  nuburban  i^arlnhoH  of  Mlddlonox,  in  which  tho 
principal  growth  of  population  ban  taken  place.  It  nmnt  be  regarded  an  Hfttlnfacttiry 
that,  out  t)f  U18  churchoH  built  nlnoe  tho  formation  of  the  Fun<l,  forty-onc  arc 
within  the  Huburban  diHtrlotn,  (»f  which  Kulham,  llanmiernndth,  Wlllemlo'n,  llnmp- 
Htoad,  llornnoy,  Stoko  Newlngton,  Hackney, and  Tottenham  arc  tho  frontier  jmrlnhoH, 
abutting  on  tho  central  aroa  of  Ltrndon;  but  whllnt  thevo  aro  the  dlHtrictH  in  which 
tho  jwpulatlon  Ih  growing  with  the  greatent  raphlity,  a  Hlmllar  growth  Ih  taking 
place,  although  Momowhat  more  gradually,  in  a  conHiderable  nuudx^r  of  more  remote 
INirinhcH.

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DIOCESES  OF  CHESTER  AND   LIVERPOOL. 

TBOnOH  the  Diocese  of  Ghestflr  was  founded 
onlj  in  1541,  it  contained  within  its  original 
area  three  modem  diocessB  (Chester,  Man- 
chester, and  Lirerpool),  and  considerable 
portions  of  three  others  (Ripon,  Carlisle, 
and  St.  Asaph).  Until  witliin  the  last  fifty 
years  it  consisted  of  two  archdeaconries, 
Richmond  and  Chester.  The  centre  of  the 
former  is  in  Yorkshire,  and  it  was  separated 
h  tbe  river  Tees  from  tite  oonnty  and  Diocese  of  Darham ;  while  it 
MO  indadod  the  sonthem  portions  of  Camberland  and  Westmoreland, 
ihtch  had  never  formed  part  of  Scotland,  and  small  portions  of  Flint  and 
Ibningli  shires  in  North  Wales.  It  thus  lay  within  seven  counties,  and 
wu  aboat  £,000  square  nules  in  extent,  or  ei^niralent  to  foar  shires  of 
trerage  aise. 

Dnring  last  centnry  the  population  was  small,  the  roads  bad,  and 
many  of  the  villages  difficult  of  access.  On  comparing  the  list  of  chnrchea 
in  Bishop  GasiroU's  '  Xotitia,'  dr.  1722,  with  that  pubUsbod  at  Chester 
in  1803,  we  see  that  the  progress  of  church  building  was  very  slow ;  in 
tlie  area  comprised  in  the  present  Diocese  of  Liverpool  the  38  of  the 
former  period  had  become  SO  at  the  latter  date,  or  81  years  after.  In 
1699  an  Act  was  passed  creating  the  little  'town  and  liberties'  of  Liver- 
pool a  parish  of  itself  i  and  the  church  erected  in  accordance  with  the 
rcqairements  of  the  Act  was  consecrated  in  1701.  This  was  tbe  first 
parish  chnrch  erected  in  South-west  Lancashire  since  tbe  Reformation. 
It  is  commonly  said  that  it  was  the  first  in  the  whole  county,  and  this  is 
pvobably  true.  Bat  there  were  three  inSaences  in  operation,  each  auxi. 
iiaiy  to  the  oChera,  which  soon  changed  the  whole  face  of  the  country. 
These  were  mining,  manufactures,  and  commerce ;  or  coals,  cotton,  and 
ebippiag. 

The  population  returns  of  1831  surprised  and  alarmed  people  in  many 
parts  of  England,  CBpccially  in  the  two  north-western  counties ;  for  it 
was  fonnd  that  the  Diocese  of  Chester  stood  at  the  top  in  respect  of  popa- 
l&tion,  exceeding  even  that  of  London,'  iind  so  rapid  was  the  increase 
that  even  after  the  part  whicli  lay  in  Yorkshire  had  been  ceded  to  Ripon 
Id  183G.  Chester  outnumbered  Londou. 

In  1847  the  DioceBO  of  ManchcEt«r  was  founded;  and  omitting  the 
nombers  as  shown  by  the  census  of  1B41,  we  fiud  how  Chester  stood  at  tbe 
time  of  its  further  dismemberment.  Gross  population,  2,435,674;  number 
otchnrches,  777.  Thus  the  592  benefices  sliown  by  tbe  list  of  1803  bad 
riBento777;  which  the  120  given  to  Ripon  eleven  years  before  would 
We  raised  to  897  ;  and  as  several  bad  been  added  in  the  Ripon  portion 
dnrbg  the  interval  (say  seven),  the  chorcbea  on  tbe  same  area  bad  risen 
from  592  in  1803  to  about  904  iu  1847.  In  other  words,  they  bad  in- 
cra»ed  527  per  cent,  in  44 years;  not  for  the  supply  of  now  communvUca

About  18!M4  a  groat  church-building  revival  took  place  in  tho  Diooeso 
of  Ohostcr.  A  Diocesan  Society  was  founded,  wkieh  is.said  to  have  been 
the  first  in  England ;  at  all  events,  it  has  probaUy  greater  results  to  show 
than  any  other.  J3ishop  Sumner,  afterwards  Arclibishop  of  Oanterbury, 
was  nineteen  years  and  a  half  connected  with  tho  diocese ;  and  daring 
tliat  period  he  consecrated  an  average  of  one  church  per  month  daring 
tho  whole  of  liis  incumbency.  On  one  occasion  he  consecrated  ten  now 
churchoH  during  ten  connccutive  days !  Tho  details  of  his  work  aro  as 
follows :

'  To  bo  boattod  ovor  at  Uie  uext  avoiilmioo,  which  took  ylscp  Iti  lOOP. 
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Besides  the  Diocesan  Society,  we  have  had  three  Church  Boildiog  Societies  for 
Liverpool  alone : — 

1st.  Fonnded  January  1839.  Bnilt  and  partially  endowed  three  churches,  with 
accommodation  for  3,700  persons,  at  a  cost  of  21,0002. 

2nd.  Founded  July  1846.  Built  four  churches  in  the  new  Feel  districts,  and  one 
set  of  schools.  The  churches  provided  for  a  poor  population  of  30,959, 
securing  accommodation  for  4,170.  The  outlay  for  the  five  objects  was 
25,609/.  In  all  these  cases  the  Societies  purchased  the  sites,  built  the 
churches,  and  fixed  the  patronage. 

3rd.  Founded  November  13,  1865.  As  a  division  of  opinion  existed  respecting 
the  patronage,  the  committee  agreed  to  ignore  it,  and  to  Intild  no  churches 
themselves.  But  they  resolved  to  make  grants  in  favour  of  churches  and 
schools  to  local  committees.  This  Society  was  called  'The  Church  and 
School  Extension  Society ; '  its  duration  was  limited  to  five  years,  but  its 
work  was  not  completed  till  the  end  of  seven. 

The  work  of  the  Society  maybe  summarised  as  follows :~ Thirteen  churches  were 
aided  by  grants  to  the  extent  of  more  than  33,0002.,  two  others  were  enlarged,  and  a 
nte  was  purchased.  Assistance  was  rendered — in  Uie  erection,  enlargement,  repair- 
ing, or  clearing  off  of  debt — to  twenty-one  sets  of  schools,  at  a  further  cost  of  13,8432. 
Twelve  of  the  new  churches,  for  a  population  of  about  75,000,  cost  105,7552.  in  all. 
In  other  words,  73,3022.  was  procured  by  the  promoters  outside  this  Society,  and 
33,4532.  by  grants  made  by  it.  The  schools  which  were  aided  accommodated  7,764  in 
alL    The  promoters  raised  33,9172.  to  meet  the  Society*s  grants  of  3,8432. 

Nor  docs  even  this  tell  the  whole  story.  While  the  Society's  operations  were 
going  forward,  six  churches  in  or  around  the  town  were  erected  at  the  cost  of  private 
benefoctors ;  while  Liverpool  gentlemen  have  erected  churches  on  their  own  estates, 
in  other  parts  of  England,  as  a  provision  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  people. 
The  funds  of  this  Society,  therefore,  in  the  matter  of  churches,  represent  little  mare 
than  ane-fowrth  of  what  has  been  given  in  our  own  locality  in  response  to  the  appeal 
made  in  1865. 

Since  1872  there  has  beou  no  special  society  for  the  borough  or  city, 
and  the  Diocesan  Church  Building  Society  meets  with  inadequate  support. 
But  private  efforts  go  forward  steadily.  In  the  prosp>eetus  issued  for 
funds  to  found  the  See  of  Liverpool,  dated  November  1878,  it  was  stated 
that  '  laverpool  and  its  neighbourhood  alono  require  an  addition  of  at 
least  fifleen  new  churches.'  Of  these  three  have  been  erected,  of  which 
two  are  consecrated.  Two  or  three  others  are  in  process  of  erection.  One 
gentleman  has  undertaken  to  erect  a  church  himself.  Several  congrega- 
tions are  formed  in  temporary  iron  or  other  buildings ;  and  about  nine 
sites  have  been  secured,  to  be  taken  advantage  of  by  local  committees. 
One  church  which  was  deserted  by  population  has  been  sold  for  7,000?., 
an  Act  of  Parliament  having  been  passed  last  session  authorising  its  re- 
erection  among  the  dense  masses  in  the  outskirts ;  and  there  are  about 
five  others  which  require  to  be  removed, — business  having  driven  out  the 
residents  as  in  the  City  of  London.  And  there  are  fourteen  other  eccle- 
siastical districts  in  which  Roman  Catholics  are  in  a  majority  ;  the  gross 
nambers  being — Members  of  the  Church  of  England,  26,742  ;  other  Pro- 
testants, 3,162 ;  Roman  Catholics,  55,925.  These  are  nearly  31,  4,  and 
65  per  cent,  respectively.

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to  the  late  Canon  F17,  Leicester  and  the  Church  at  large  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  in 
respect  of  the  three  churches — St.  John^s,  St.  Andrew's,  and  St.  Matthew's — which 
were  the  result  of  this  great  movement. 

In  1865  it  was  judged  expedient  to  place  church  extension  on  a  more  permanent 
footing;  and  the  Church  Extension  Society  was  accordingly  formed,  with  the  Bishop 
of  the  diocese  as  president.  Bishop  Jeune  issued  a  spirited  appeal  to  the  arch- 
deaconry, and  a  largo  sum  of  money  was  raised.  St.  Matthew's  Church  was  carried 
to  completion,  and  St.  Luke's  was  built  at  a  cost  of  about  6,300/.  It  remained  for 
Bishop  Jeune 's  successor,  as  almost  the  first  act  of  his  Episcopate,  to  consecrate  it. 

In  1869  the  present  Bishop  made  another  appeal  to  the  Churchmen  of  the  arch- 
deaoonr)',  in  view  of  the  still  increasing  population  of  the  town;  and  this  led 
eventnally  to  tlie  building  of  five  new  churches. 

The  Society  was  able  to  build  St.  Paul's,  and  in  conjunction  witli  those  interested 
in  the  Howe  Memorial  (raised  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  first  Earl  Howe), 
St.  ^etc^'^^  and,  also  with  tlie  aid  of  special  funds,  St.  Leonard's. 

Bat  in  connection  with  the  Society  two  noble  churches  arose,  the  gift  in  each  case 
of  private  persons,  whose  munificence  has  entitled  them  to  be  reckoned  as  benefactors 
of  the  Church  in  Leicester.  One  was  St.  Mark's,  built,  endowed,  and  furnished  with 
parsonage  and  schools  by  the  late  Mr.  Perry  Ilerrick  and  his  sister,  Miss  Herrick. 
The  other,  St.  Saviour's,  built,  endowed,  and  furnished  with  parsonage  and  schools  by 
the  late  Bev.  F.  G.  Burnaby.  It  is  understood  that  the  cobt  of  these  two  churches, 
iododing  the  endowment,  reached  70,000/. 

The  Society  has  raised  for  church  extension  since  1865  nearly  25,000/.  Add  to 
this  the  cost  of  the  other  churches  built  within  the  last  fifty  years,  about  27,000/., 
>Qd  with  the  churches  of  St.  lilark  and  St.  Saviour  we  reach  a  total  for  church 
building  alone  of  100,000/.  This  is  independent  of  schools,  parsonages,  and  the 
restoration  of  existing  churches. 

When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  for  all  these  new  churches  endowments  have  been 
pronded,  so  as  to  secure  the  living  ministry  of  the  Word  in  the  several  districts 
tt^gned  to  them,  some  idea  may  be  formed  of  the  grrcat  work  which  has  been  ac- 
oomph'shed — a  work  of  which  Leicester  and  the  diocese  may  be  proud. 

But  with  the  ever  increasing  growth  of  the  population  in  Leicester— it  is  now 
122,350,  more  than  double  the  population  of  1851 — the  Church  Extension  Society 
mast  still  be  active.  A  large  population  is  springing  up  in  the  suburbs  of  Ijcicester, 
and  in  other  centres  of  industry  within  the  archdeaconry.  These  call  for  more 
spiritual  provision ;  and  the  Society  only  waits  for  more  functs  to  extend  its  operations 
into  new  tields. 

Tho  foUowiog  Btatcmcnt  of  church  oxtoDsion  in  Northampton   has 
been  prepared  by  tho  Rev.  T.  C.  Beasloy,  Vicar  of  Dallington  : 

The  first  effort  to  provide  additional  church  accommodation  within  the  last  thirty 

years  was  connected  with  the  building  of  the  church  of  St.  Edmund,  which  was  con- 

secrate<l  in  August  1852.     Tho  cost  of  this  extremely  handsome  church  (showing  the 

great  difference  in  the  value  of  building  entorprises  since  that  time)  was  only  4,000/., 

raised  by  voluntary  subscription  to  seat  950  persons.    This  new  parish,  which  when 

first  formed  contained  about  5,000,  has  lately  numbered  17,000;  but  a  recent  su^- 

diviaon  leaves  it  now  at  12,000.     It  would  be  impossible  to  say  wliat  good  fruit  has 

Wn  seen  of  the  labours  of  its  incumbents  and  curates,  and  of  the  willing  devotion 

and  large  liberality  of  its  congregation  during  the  last  thirty  years. 

In  the  year  1860  fresh  efforts  were  made  to  provide  a  new  church  and  form  a  new 
piriah,  partly  out  of  the  suburbs  of  Northampton,  and  partly,  also,  out  of  the  old 
country  parishes  of  Dallington  and  Duston,  upon  which  the  town  had  been  encroach- 
ujg,  and  which  are  at  the  present  time  included  in  the  Parliamentary  borough.  This 
*w  parish  is  known  as  St.  James's,  Dallington ;  the  civil  district  being  usually  called 
^  James's  End,  Northampton.  It  was  not,  however,  until  1 870  that  a  church  was 
WMecrated  upon  a  site  given  by  the  Rev.  William  Thornton,  of  Kingsthorpe  Hall, 
^  was  both  the  principal  contributor  to  the  building  and  also  the  donor  of  .3,000/. 
^o^triii  the  endowment  of  the  living.  The  cost  of  this  attractive  church  was a,V00l, 
te  Kat  a  ooDgregation  of  420. 
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In  tho  your  1874  tho  i)roHoiit.  HlHhop  of  PotorborouKh,  nhortly  after  ontorlnff  upon 
liiM  Kpidoopato,  ori^inatod  tho  Nurtlmmpton  Ohnroh  KxUmNion  Kooioty, '  wliioh  at 
onoo  nddroNHod  itnolf  to  tho  fortnaiion  of  four  now  ootitroH  for  OIniroli  work,  whioh 
havo  Hinoo  bcoomo  parliiliofi  with  thoir  own  clorp:y,  and  in  two  of  whioli  handaome 
cburohoA  havo  boon  built*  and  oonNooratod.  Tho  flmt  of  thoMO  wot  that  of  Rt.  LawronoOi 
forxnod  out  of  tlio  ))ariH)icH  of  Ht.  Henulohro  and  Ht.  Kdmnnd.  Tho  flrnt  iitono  of 
Ht.  Lawronoo'H  Ohurch  waH  laid  Novoinbor  24,  1870,  and  tho  building  waa  oonsocratod 
in  Ootobor  1878 ;  liavinfif  boon  oomploto<l  at  a  ooit  of  D.OOO/.,  to  soat  800  porNons.  Tlie 
Nooond  ohnroh  built  by  tho  Hooloty  ban  boon  tliat  of  St.  Miohaol,  whioh  was  boffun  In 
tho  yonr  1881,  and  was  oonseoratod  on  Juno  20, 1882.  Tho  oost  has  boon  8,000?.,  and 
020  abHolutoly  froo  and  open  HittinpfM  (aM  in  tho  onso  of  tit.  Lawrenoo  also)  havo  t^us 
boon  added  to  tho  olniroh  aocomniodation  of  tho  town. 

Tho  Clniroh  KxtonHion  Hooioty  liaH  alMo  fostered  and  maintained  tlioso  mission 
olortry  and  oentros  of  work  whioh  are  aH  yot  \tnprovidod  with  oonsooratod  buildings. 
Tho  Sooioty  has  rooeived  from  public  subnoriptfon  a  sum  of  al>out  24,000/.*  althoiigh 
its  oxiNtonoe  has  boon  oxaetly  oontomporaneouH  with  the  nKt*ioultural  and  oonimorolal 
do))roNHion  of  tho  last  six  years. 

Tho  next  ohurch  to  bo  built  is  that  of  Ht.  Mary,  Far  Ootton,  for  whioh  a  liand* 
some  site  has  boon  given  by  K.  Houverlo,  Ksc].,  of  DolapW^  Abbey. 

It  may  bo  added  that  a  misHicm  room,  oalled  St.  (Gregory's  Mission,  has  boon  pro- 
vldod  an(l  paid  for  during  tho  past  twelve  months,  at  a  oost  of  abont  0001.,  by  tho  Vioar 
an<l  parishionors  of  All  Saints\  independently  of  tlio  efforts  of  tho  Ohuroli  Kxtonsion 
Sooioty,  making  tho  sum  spent  last  year  about  0,000/.  in  nil. 

Tlio  sum  needed  to  meet  the  pn^sent  wants  of  Northampton  cannot  be  ostimatod 
at  less  than  80,000/.,  if  it  wore  only  posHJblo  to  olTecjt.  what  ought  to  be  undt»rtakon.

Forty-four  grants,  amounting  to  1,440/., 
were  made  fbr  additional  dergv; 
440/.  expended  in  ten  grants  for 
building  and  restoratitm  of  churches 
and  iniftNion  rooms ;  2^.  for  one  par- 
sonage houw. 

Three  grants  anionnting  to  CO/.,  were 
votetl  for  Church  extension. 

Seven  grants,  amounting  to  l.Or.O/., 
were  made  for  Uie  building  and  en- 
largement of  churches;  470/.  in  five 
grants  for  parsonage  houses ;  ($U0/.  in 
four  grants  for  endowment ;  making 
a  total  of  8,205/.,  to  assist  an  esti- 
mated outlay  of  28,592/.  Since  its 
formation  in  1851  the  Society  has 
spent  the  sum  of  114,854/.  upon 
Church  extension. 

Six  grants  were  made  to  ^church'  build- 
ing and  restoration,  amounting  to 
85/. 

Seven  grants  amounting  to  695/.,  were 
contributed  to  church  building  and 
restoration.  From  1W7  to  1882  the 
Society  has  expended  40,241/.  upon 
its  prescribed  objects,  calling  forth 
voluntary  offerings  for  Church  exten- 
sion to  the  amount  of  800,000/. 

Grants  amounting  to  149L  were  made 
to  the  building  and  restoration  of 
five  clmrches,  at  an  estimated  cof«t  of 
12,042/.

OUR    CATHEDRALS    AND    THEIR    SERVICES. 

Is  iho  previons  Official  Year-Book  attention  was  drawn  at  some  length 
to  the  desire  so  generally  felt  thronghoat  the  Chnrch  that  the  Cathedral 
of  each  Diocese  should  become  the  centre  of  religions  life  and  inflnence.

1.— DIOCESE  OF  LONDON. 

This  parish  is  only  four  years  old,  having  been  constituted  in  1879.  AH  seats  in  the 
church  are  free  and  unappropriated.

S.-BIOCESE   OF  LICHFIELD. 

In  ancient  times  the  Parish  embraced  a  amsiderable  portion  of  North  Staffordshire, 
being  upwards  of  30  square  miles  in  extent.  Under  the  provisions  of  two  special  Acta 
of  Parliament,  and  subsequently  by  the  application  of  the  'Peel  Acts,'  it  was  largely 
Mibdivided,  and  many  new  Parishes  formed,  until,  in  1858,  it  was  left  with  an  extensive 
area  still  for  a  town  Parish  and  a  population  of  8,000  or  9,000.  Since  then  it  has  increased 
rapidly;  in  1871  the  population  hatl  increased  to  11,000,  and  in  Jysl  to  16,460.  Circum- 
stances have  precluded  the  thou;?ht  of  further  subdivision,  and  the  iiroblcin  has  had  to  Ikj 
solve<l  how  it  might  be  worked  vigorously  as  one  Parish.  The  inhabitants  are  chiefly 
of  the  middle  and  labouring  classes.  The  manufacturers  and  largest  of  employers  of 
labour  live  at  a  distance  in  the  country.  An  ample  endowment  happily  enables  the 
Rector  to  employ  7  Curates,  and  these  are  supplemented  by  a  lar^e  body  of  lay  workers, 
who,  as  Sunday  School  Teachers,  District  Visitors,  Nurses  or  Readers  to  the  Sick, 
CoDductors  of  Mothers'  Meetings,  Organisers  of  Temperance  Work,  Leaders  of  Working 
Men's  Societies,  find  their  way  into  every  part  of  the  Parish. 

In  addition  to  the  Parish  Church,  which  accommodates  1,700,  there  are  5  Mission  or 
School  Churches  conveniently  placed  in  various  parts  of  the  Pari.sh,  providing  places  for 
1,380  more.  There  are  besides  A  Mission  Rooms,  which  serve  for  simple  worship 'or  in- 
btmcUon  in  localities  where  the  people  are  known  to  be  not  easily  drawn  to  the  regular 
aervices  of  the  Church.  In  the  Parish  Church  morning  and  evening  prayer  is  said  daily  ;

SECTION  IV.-^-HOME  MISSION  WORK, 

CLERICAL  AND  LAY  AGENCIES. 

The  uecesaitj  of  giving  tho  Chnrch  an  increased  power  of  reaching  the 
Tnassea  through  the  instmmentality  of  living  Agents,  both  Clerical  and 
Lay,  18  \>ecoming  ever  more  deeply  and  widely  felt.  Tho  following  state- 
ments represent  the  efforts  which  are  being  made  in  this  direction  by  some 
of  tho  most  prominent  and  inflnential  organisations.  It  is  a  source  of 
satisfaction  to  mark  from  these  reports  to  how  largo  an  extent  the  contribu- 
tions of  Churchmen  are  being  spent  upon  the  direct  Missionary  work  of  the 
Church,  by  the  employment  of  additional  Clergy  and  laymen  ;  and  yet 
while  this  is  so,  it  is  evident  that  most  active  etforts  must  bo  promptly 
made  to  increase  tho  means  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Church  for 
bringing  the  Ministry  of  the  Gospel  personally  liome  to  thousands  who 
are  now  neglected  and  perishing  without  religious  iustruction  and 
pastoral  care. 

It  will  bo  interesting  to  those  who  will  refer  to  the  statistical  tables 

appearing  in  tho  latter  portion  of  this  book,  to  see  how  liberally  tho 

Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  have  assisted  in  this  department  of  Church 

work.    During  tho  year  1882,  457  grants,  amounting  to  27,370Z.,  were 

made  to  maintain  assistant  clergy  in  twenty  dioceses,  and  throughout  tho 

last  five  years  1,739  grants,  amounting  to  120,210/.,  were  distributed  by 

the  Commissioners  under  like  circumstances ;   in  each  case  drawing  out 

grants  to  a  similar  amount  from  other  sources,  private  or  otherwise.

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The  report  goes  on  to  state  that  to  provide  a  minister  for  every  2,000  souls  there 
would  be  needed  280  more  clerg3rmen  than  there  are  at  present.  The  number  of 
deacons  ordained  in  the  Diocese  was,  in  1878,  32 ;  in  1879,  21 ;  in  1880,  27 ;  and  in 
1881,  23.  About  7  would  be  required  for  death  vacancies,  and  about  14  to  maintain 
the  present  ratio  between  clergy  and  population.  Thus  the  ordinations  are  not  in- 
adequate to  prevent  retrogression,  but  they  leave  untouched  the  vast  deficiency.  In 
1880  the  Additional  Curates  Society  granted  1,980/.  for  28  assistant  clergy;  the 
Chundi  Pastoral-Aid  Society,  1,380/.  for  19 ;  the  Diocesan  Society,  3,290/.  for  23 ;  and 
the  Ecclesiastical  Oommissioners,  6,720/.  for  59  ;  besides  which  the  Curates*  Augmen- 
tation Fund  makes  seven  grants  of  60/.  each.' 

The  Diocese  is  subject  to  an  incessant  immigration  from  people  living  noiih  of 
the  Thames,  demanding  the  constant  increase  of  the  Church's  ministrations  in  one 
form  or  another.  There  are  several  organisations  actively  at  work,  but  it  is  to  the 
Hochester  Diocesan  Society  that  the  work  of  directly  coping  with  the  spiritual  wants 
of  the  people  is  committed.  It  has  been  carrying  out  its  intentions  in  the  past  year 
by  the  employment  of  21  additional  Clergy  for  Mission  districts,  24  Scripture 
readers,  and  46  Mission  women,  so  that  the  Society  is  now  instrumental  in  providing 
91  living  agents  at  a  cost  of  6,000/.  annually.  In  addition  to  this,  grants  are  made  as 
opportunity  permits  for  the  buiding  of  permanent  churches,  mission  buildings,  and 
parsonage  houses.

Daring  this  five-years'  period  five  churches  have  been  consecrated  in  Mission 
districts,  viz.  in  Camberwell,  Mottingham,  Pockham,  Southwark,  and  Woolwich. 
Churches  have  been  begun  in  Battcrsea,  Peckham,  Plumstead,  Wandsworth,  and 
Deptford. 

In  commending  this  work  to  the  Christian  liberality  of  those  with  whom  the 

responsibility  of  increasing  and  strengthening  the  work  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 

must  depend,  it  may  be  fairly  urged  that  its  strongest  claim  lies  in  the  fact  that 

whilst  it  does  not  ignore  the  necessity  of  increasing  church  accommodation,  it  mainly 

spends  its  funds  upon  the  direct  missionary  work  of  sprca<ling  the  Gospel  of  Christ 

in  the  midst  of  a  mass  of  practical  heathenism  and  revolting  ungodliness. 

The  missionary  stations  which  it  has  set  up,  have,  under  God's  blessing,  become 
the  centres  of  new  light  and  life  to  many  thousands  of  our  fellow-creatures.

KNtabllNhod  1878,  to  HUpplv  tho  Kpiritual  noodn  of  tho  ox- 
tromo  oaHt(«rn  dint  riot  h  of  tho  motropoliN,  or  London  in  Ksmox  ;  and  to 
carry  on  In  tluun  tho  proviouH  work  of  tho  lUshop  of  London's  and 
lilHhop  of  UoohoNlor'H  VundM.

Tho  rialNtow  and  Victoria  Dock  MIhnIou  wnn  Htartod,  and,  in  ronptmHO  to  a  Htr<mg 
appeal  for  •  Lomlon  over  tho  Hordor,*  largo  Mumn  of  money  were  rained  for  that  iuuno- 
dlato  noighl>ourhood. 

In  I8«a,  the  JiUhop  of  7.om!on'«  Fimd  wan  eNtablinhed,  and  took  up  tlio  work.  In 
•ovon  yearn  itn  grantu  to  tho  Deanery  of  l^arking  woro  8,Ufia/. 

In  1870,  tho  JiUhop  t^  Jforhrtttrr't  ff^md  \nidortook  tho  reKponnibiUty  for  thin 
dlntriot,  and  in  eight  yoarn  made  grants  to  it  of  28,4 in/.,  whilo  no  Iohh  a  num  than 
U5,763/.  wai  lomlly  riUHOil  to  nu^et  thone  grantH. 

In  1878,  tlio  JHnhop  t^St,Aihafi9'  Fund  tinally  took  up  tho  work,  and  in  four  and 
A  half  yearM  has  rooolved  and  expended  abo\jt  27,000^ 

Deierlptlon  of  Diitrlet,  Population,  fte.-  -^Tho  Distriot  of  tho  Fund  i»  tho  extremo 
Kastorn  i)ortion  of  tho  Motropolin,  and  in  jwirtly  Vthan  -  oonsiutlng  of  crowded 
Rtxoeti,  largo  manufaotories,  tfookn,  railway  and  gas  works,  sugar  refineries,  kc. 
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TbuSy  for  instance,  it  contains  the  largest  gas  works  in  England  at  Beckton — the 
immense  extension  of  the  London  and  St.  £ttharine  Docks  Company  at  the  Boyal 
Victoria  and  Albert  Docks — the  works  of  the  Qreat  Eastern  Railway  at  Stratford — 
and  a  large  proportion  of  the  principal  manufactories  of  East  London.  To  this 
portion  great  attention  was  drawn  some  years  since,  under  the  name  of '  London 
oTer  the  Border.'  The  other  portion  is  Suburban,  But  even  here  a  great  change  has 
taken  place  in  its  character  in  consequence  of  the  growing  vicinity  of  London. 

The  inhabitants  are  for  the  most  part  poor,  and  the  proportion  of  the  wealthy 
dass,  even  in  the  Suburban  Districts,  is  fast  diminishing.  Clerks  employed  in  the 
City  are  becoming  a  numerous  body,  with  only  very  limited  means  at  their  disposal ; 
whilst  in  the  vast  majority  of  the  Urban  Parishes  the  inhabitants  arc  artisans, 
railway  men,  gas  workers,  dock  labourers,  kc. 

The  population  has  been  increasing  of  late  years  with  a  rapidity  almost  unex- 
ampled, as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  statement—

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  population  has  nearly  doubled  in  the  past  ten  years, 
having  increased  about  twice  as  rapidly  as  it  did  in  the  previous  decade.  If  this 
increasing  rate  of  gnrowth  be  maintained  during  the  next  ten  years,  it  will  become  a 
subject  of  much  serious  thought  how  its  spiritual  wants  can  be  supplied. 

FiTe  Ymti*  Work.^  Upwards  of  30,000/.  has  been  raised,  and  the  whole  of  this 
has  been  expended  in  Qrants  to  the  various  objects  of  the  Fund ;  but  chiefly  for 
living  agents.  At  the  present  time  thirty  additional  Clersy  and  yE/j^^^fi  lay  agents 
are  wholly  or  partially  supported  by  the  Fund,  at  a  cost  of  lubout  4,000Z.  a  year. 

PreMXLt  Veedi. — It  is  estimated  that  46  additional  Clergymen,  31,000  additional 
dinich  sittings,  besides  lay  agents  and  mission  rooms,  should  be  provided  at  once. 

Hie  population  has  now  probably  reached  250,000,  or  an  increase  of  136,000  since 
the  Census  of  1871.  And  what  has  been  done  during  that  period  to  provide  in- 
creased  means  of  grace  P  Even  if  the  spiritual  provision  had  been  sufflcient  in  1871 
for  the  then  existing  population  (which  was  far  from  being  the  case)  the  growth  of 
population  would  liave  required  34,000  additional  church  sittings,  while  in  reality 
onlv  nine  Churches  have  been  built,  with  an  additional  accommodation  for  less  than 

At  the  present  time  an  urgent  effort  is  needed  to  build  six  new  Churches  at  least, 
to  complete  ofne  still  unfinished,  and  to  enlarge  another. 

^  In  every  one  of  these  cases  the  building  of  the  permanent  Church  is  felt  by  the 
mission  Cleigyman  and  his  congregation  as  the  greatest  and  mottpreuing  need* 

In  ODB  case  a  beautiful  church,  which  might  oth^^rttise  he  consecrated  within  two 
m^mtAs,  is  left  unfinished  for  want  of  funds. 

Besides  the  mission  rooms  and  iron  churches  which  the  Fund  has  already  helped 
to  provide,  and  which  prepare  the  way  for  the  permanent  Church,  six  more  such 
buildings  are  needed  at  the  present  moment,  and  five  of  them  are  being  proceeded 
with  at  onoe. 

The  income  of  the  year  1883  up  to  November  1  reached  9,000Z.  But  the  whole  of 
this  was  exp>ended ;  and  in  order  to  renew  the  grants  to  the  living  agents,  it  was 
estimated  that  at  least  another  4,000Z.  must  be  received  before  the  end  of  the  year.

Prouing  Needs.  To  oontlntio  tho  work  to  whi(*h  tho  Fund  hiiM  alroady  plodgcHl 
ItHolf,  at  loant  U.OOO/.  In  annually  rocpdrod,  whIlMt  aM  y(«t  tho  yiMirly  rooolptn  <lo  not 
amount  to  nu)ro  than  half  thin  Huni.  Tho  oaNo  Ih  ono  of  Muoh  urgont  no(u««iHlty,  that 
tho  Counoilft^rvontly  hopo  it  nmy  roo(»ivo  tho  thoughtful  oonHiti<»ratlon  of  (Mnirohmon. 

It  i»  only  by  a  raphl  inoroiwo  of  (Morgy  that  tho  Churoh  will  bo  fottnl  ablo  to  oopo 
with  tho  Hplritual  dontitution  of  tho  oantorn  diHtriotM  of  London ;  and  if  tho  ))oor  and 
godloHH  aro  to  bo  gathorod  into  tho  OhurcOi'H  fold,  Nonmthing  nmst  b(»  dono  with  Holf- 
■aorldoo  and  gonorouH  Imnd  to  Hond  tho  Word  of  Llfo  by  living  lipM  to  tho  thounandi 
who  aro  ignorant  of  tho  knowhutgo  and  lovo  of  (hxl. 

Tho  ft>lh>wing  dotallH  will  probably  bo  intoroHtlng. 
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1.  Deaconetsds'  Homes. — Not  only  does  the  Deaconesses*  Ilome,  which  wad 
established  at  Hackney  in  1880,  continae  its  most  nscfnl  aid  in  providing  lady 
workers  for  those  destitute  parishes  in  which  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  assistance  of 
this  kind,  but  at  the  beginning  of  1882,  a  second  Home  was  opened  in  Stepney,  and 
a  branch  of  the  Hackney  Home  has  jnst  been  established  in  Spitalfields. 

In  these  Homes  sixteen  Deaconesses  and  Probationers,  as  well  as  five  other  ladies, 
have  been  residing  daring  the  past  year,  and  have  given  tlieir  invaluable  services  in 
the  poor  parishes  round  about  them  ;  and,  in  aihlition,  two  deaconesses  are  woHc- 
ing  in  connection  with  tliesc  Homes  in  Poplar. 

The  Homes,  moreover,  luive  beim  most  useful  in  that  they  have  served  as  hcad- 
qnnrtiTs  and  nesting-places  for  those  ladies  who,  living  at  a  distAnce,  come  <lown  one 
or  mom  d'Ays  in  the  week  to  work  in  East-End  parishes,  and  who  in  these  Homes  can 
tiecurc  a  necessary  interval  of  rest,  and  also  obtain  assii>tAncc  and  help  in  their  work. 
2.  Special  Mission  Seryices.— With  tlio  view  of  endeavouring  to  reach  the  non- 
worshipping  chLsses,  a  Committ(H3  of  Clergy  and  Laymen  was  formed  in  tlie  autunm 
of  1882,  unrler  the  direction  of  the  Ilisliop  of  Bedfonl,  to  carry  on  an  organised 
ErangolLstic  eflFort  throughout  East  fjondon,  and  as  the  result  of  tliis  effort — 

(a)  During  the  winter  montlis,  services,  consisting  of  hymns,  a  few  prayers,  and  a 
plain  address,  and  at  a  later  hour  tlian  the  regular  Church  services,  have  been  held  on 
8anflay  and  week-day  evenings  in  six  churches,  three  mission  halls,  and  one  public 
hall. 

Thus  effort  to  fulfil  the  injunction  to  'compel  them  to  come  in*  has  been  suc- 
ceiH*ful  in  a  verj*  remarkable  degree,  both  as  reganls  the  numbers  and  the  sort  of 
people  attracted  to  the  services;  the  testimony  of  the  Clergy  wlio  ailoptwl  the 
services,  of  the  speakers  who  delivereil  addresses  at  them,  of  the  Ijay  Helpers  who 
assistetl  in  them,  and  of  the  people  themselves  who  attendeil  them,  all  betfring 
J  empkitic  witness  to  the  fact  that  the  congregations  wore  almost  entirely  composetl 
I       of  those  accustomed  to  recognise  no  religious  obligations  at  all. 

i  To  tabulate  precisely  the  effect  of  work  of  this  sort  is  well-nigh  impossible  ;  but 

beyond  the  fact  that  an  opportunity  has  been  afforded  by  those  services  for  the 

Clergy  to  become  acquainted  with  many  of  their  parishioners  whom  previously  they 

^  not  been  able  to  reach,  and  that  many  persons  have  by  these  services  been 

^Iped  to  take  that  most  difficult  step  of  appearing  at  public  worship  for  the  first 

tuae-results  of  a  more  definite  character  can  be  instancetl.     For  example :    In  one 

ft        ^^  llie  parishes  in  which  these  services  have  been  held,  eight  men  were  recently 

^        ^'inned,  who    were  influenced   to    take    this    step   in   consecjucnce  of    having 

***«i«i6d  the  mission  services. 

(>)  During  the  summer  months,  open-air  services  have  been  conducted  all  over 
the  East  of  London.     Those  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  work  report  that — 

(I)  The  congregations  have  been  large.     In  one  parish  as  many  as  1 ,000  persons 
^^foded  the  services  each  week. 
(S)  The  people  have  been  attentive  and  reverent. 

(3)  In  some  cases  those  who  have  been  impressed  have  afterwards  conferred  with 
toe  preacher,  and  by  him  been  put  into  communication  with  their  parish  Clergyman. 
jl  Help  Contiibnted  from  Wealthier  Parishes. — One  of  the  most  interesting  features 

of  Church  life  and  extension  is  found  in  the  readiness  of  the  rich  congregations 
'»f  the  West  End  and  other  parts  of  London  to  accej^t  the  responsibility  of  assisting 
the  wants  of  the  poorer  districts. 

Jn  many  cases  these  wealthier  parislies  systematically  associate  themselves  with 
tlie  wants  of  the  less  fortunate  ones. 

Jt  is  not  at  present  found  possible  to  give  any  accurate  description  of  the  nature 
of  the  help  generally  so  afforded,  as  it  varies  in  i)articular  cases,  as  often  taking  the 
form  of  personal  service  as  a  monetarj-  contribution.  Since  the  constitution  of  this  Fund 
in  1880,  at  least  forty-four  of  the  richer  parishes  of  London  have  extended  helf)  of 
this  character. 

Help  giyen  by  Public  Schools.— The  movement  by  which  public  schools  and 
colleges  have  taken  up  mission  districts  in  poor  neighbourhoods  has  been  one  full 
of  happy  resiUts  in  all  ways.  Not  only  have  the  districts  themselves  been  largely 
benefited,  but  also  the  boys  in  the  schools,  and  the  young  men  in  the  colleges,  have 
had  a  new  and  worthy  object  of  interest,  and  have  been  drawn  into  closer  sympathy 
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with  other  ohiSHon.  Upplnghmn  began  long  ago.  Wiuchoittor  wati  noon  in  the  ilold, 
and  tho  dl«triot  undortakun  by  thiH  Huhool  in  Kaat  London,  has  now  dovolopotl  into  a 
well-organ inod  and  ooniploto  luirinh,  no  that  tho  Hohool  han  boon  able  to  trannfor  its 
oiTortH  to  a  now  district  in  tlio  dioocHO  of  WinohoKtcr.  Folntod  ban  for  ^onio  yoarn 
givon  regular  help  to  a  poor  Kant  ICnd  pariHh.  Katurally,  howovor,  tho  Kton  College 
diiitriot  in  Ilaokney  Wiok  attraotH  a  largo  iiharo  of  at.tontion,  from  the  intoroAt  whioli 
oontros  in  the  nohooli  and  from  tho  largo  number  of  influential  porsons  who  have 
boon  educated  there.  Thin  niiNdion,  planted  among  a  very  poor  population,  is  full 
of  promino.  Tho  ablo  and  popular  mlHsion-onrate,  tho  Uev.  W.  M.  Carter,  is  woll 
supported  bv  a  vohmteor  follow-lal)Ourer,  tho  Hon.  and  llov.  Algernon  Lawley,  and 
tho  foundations  of  oxcoUont  work  are  being  firmly  laid.  A  good  mission  room  is  in 
course  of  construction,  in  place  of  a  tem]K)rary  iron  building,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
Iwforo  long  old  KtonlauM  will  see  their  way  to  a  handHomo  ohuwh.  King's  CoUcgo 
School  in  providing  KM)/,  a  year  towardn  a  niission-curato,  in  a  new  district  in  Totten- 
ham. Harrow  has  alno  lately  taken  up  a  miNNion  district  in  North-VVest  liondon. 
Ohrist  Ohuroh,  Oxford,  has  for  tho  last  two  years  had  a  very  poor  district,  under  tho 
oaro  of  tho  llov.  II.  L.  Paget,  in  Poplar;  and  St.  John's,  Cambridge,  is  taking  ono  In 
hand  in  Bouthwark.  It  remains  to  namo  yet  another  similar  enterpriso.  Tho  Bishop 
of  Bedford  (a  Hhropshire  man,  and  e<luoated  in  Hhrewsbury  Hohool)  has  organised  a 
Hhropshiro  Mission  for  Kast  London,  to  which  he  has  asHigned  a  largo  district  of 
nowly  built  labourers'  and  artisauM'  housos  in  Tottenham.  A  former  Hhrowsbury 
sohoolboy,  tho  llov.  11.  H.  Dowling,  ono  of  the  Bishop's  chaplains,  is  preimring  to 
take  up  this  work,  and  It  is  hoped  the  (^ntnty  mission  may  bo  no  less  sucocssful 
than  those  undortnkon  by  public  schools  and  colleges.  We  believe  this  to  bo  »  very 
happy  way  of  interesting  one  dnss  in  another,  and  of  leading  manv  whom  God  ban 
blessed  with  worldly  means  and  inliuence  to  assist  in  the  great  work  of  strengthen- 
ing the  Church  to  provide  for  the  wants  of  tho  ever-growing  masses  of  our 
metropolis.

THE    SOCIETY    FOR    THE    EMPLOYMENT    OF 

ADDITIONAL    CURATE8. 

TiiH  origin  and  growth  of  this  Society  were  ftdlyand  (uirefully  described  in  the  YRAlt- 
Book  for  1883;  it  will  therefore  sulllco  now  to  give  some  short  record  of  iUi  most 
recent  work. 

Olijeot  of  the  Sooiety.  Tliis  is  of  a  diNtinotly  missionary  character,  the  funds  at 
tho  disposal  of  tho  Council  being  raised  and  distributed  for  the  solo  purpose  of  giving 
greater  power  and  enicionov  to  the  Church  in  tho  largo  towns  and  growing  centres  of 
population,  by  increasing  the  number  of  Clergy  whoso  time  should  bo  wholly  devoted 
to  tlie  work  of  simply  spreading  tlie  (}os|m)1  of  ClirlHt ,  and  bringing  the  ministrations 
of  the  Church  within  the  reaeli  of  tliose  wlu>  would  bo  otlic^rwiHo  uncarod  for. 

Present  Work.-— Tlio  amount  expended  in  grants  last  year  In  this  great  work  was 
42,047/.  to  meet  40,1  r.D/.  ruisiHl  lixMilly,  giving  a  todd  of  8L',80«/.  to  support  008 
additional  Clergy.

Bnt,  while  progress  has  been  made,  it  is  so  small  compared  with  the  requirements 
of  the  present,  and  the  prospective  needs  of  the  future,  that  this  very  progress  should 
only  be  an  incitement  to  still  greater  exertions.  Fresh  applications  are  constantly 
coming  before  the  Committee,  which  must  be  refiLsc<l  while  the}-  avgJit  to  be  ac- 
ceded to. 

BioeMan  Committees. — The   Dioceses  of  St.  Albans,  Hereford,   Salisbury,  and 

Truro,  have  adopted  a  scheme  of  co-organi^^tion  with  the  Society,  having  their  own 

liocal  Committees  to  watch  over  the  Society's  interests  and  to  advise  in  the  voting  of 

granlR.    Diooeses  so  co-operating  with  the  Society  have  the  privilege  of  electing  a 

Member  ol  Conference  to  serve  on  the  Society's  Committee. 

Loeal  Committees. — Another  movement  has  been  set  on  foot  which  the  Committee 
confidently  hope  will  force  attention  to  the  necessity  for  more  aggressive  efforts  on 
behalf  of  Home  Mission  work,  viz.  the  appointment  of  Local  A.C.S.  Committees  for 
each  of  oar  large  towns.    The  appointment  of  such  Local  Committees  has  been  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Committee  under  the  following  scheme : 

1.  That  three  or  four  towns  be  selected  in  which  the  suggested  experiment  shall 
be  tried. 

2.  That  the  Bishop's  sanction  be  in  the  first  place  asked  for. 

3.  That  the  District  ^Organising  Secretary  be  requested,  after  consultation  with 
the  Rural  Dean,  to  submit  to  the  Committee  a  list  of  leading  men,  Clerical  and  Lay, 
of  the  town  for  which  it  is  proposed  to  appoint  a  Local  Committee  who  should  be 
iiiTited  to  serve  on  such  Committee. 

4-  That  upon  the  approval  by  the  Committee  of  tlie  gentlemen  wliose  names  had 
been  snbmitted,  the  Secretary  be  authorised  to  invite  them  to  serve  on  the  Local 
Committee. 

6.  That  the  Society's  District  Organising  Secretary  be  e^  officio  one  of  the  Hon. 
Secretaries  of  the  Local  Committee. 

6.  That  the  Local  Committee  appoint  one  or  more  Hon.  Secretaries  if  required. 

7.  That  all  vacancies  on  the  Local  Committee  be  filled  up  by  this  Committee  after 
oonsaltation  with  the  Local  Committee.

oontribtitUiUH  would  not  havo  been  oalh^l  ft»rth  but  for  tlu^  HtlmuluM  and  enoouraj^.i- 
numt  aftordeil  by  tho  Krantn  of  tho  Hocioty.  'I'lu*  liabiUtioN  of  the  Hooiety  amotint  to 
flO,3M/.  (irantH  ar«»  now  made  lo  {\\l\  incumlMndM  for  570  clergy  men  ami  KlU  lay 
aK«ntn.    Tl»oHo  aro  working  andcl  a  population  of  nrarfi/^fivf  fitU/hm*, 
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Daring  the  year  ending  March  31, 1883,  268  churches  and  401  mission  rooms  wcro 
opened  or  kept  open,  816  Sunday  and  643  week-day  services  were  provided  for, 
and  847  cottage  lectures  and  1,015  Bible  classes  wore  held,  by  means  of  the  Society's 
help. 

The  following  communication,  recently  received  from  the  incumbent  of  a  parish 
baying  a  g^rant  for  a  curate,  may  serve  to  illustrate  the  value  of  the  assistance  the 
Chorch  Pastoral- Aid  Society  is  enabled  to  render  : 

*  I  beg  on  my  own  behalf  and  that  of  my  parish  to  express  our  deep  thanks  to  the 
oommittee  for  the  valuable  help  we  have  received  from  them  in  the  past.    I  may  be 
allowed  to  mention  the  following  facts,  which  I  think  will  show  that  the  assistance 
given  by  your  committee  has  accomplished  much,  and  is  becoming  increasingly  appre- 
ciated by  our  people.     When  1  came  to  this  parish,  the  population  was  17,000.    It  is 
now  9,000,  a  new  parish  having  been  completely  formed  out  of  it,  and  another  partly 
so.    The  amount  raised  for  the  Church  Pastoral- A  id  Scxiicty  was  then  only  71,    It  is 
now  30/.    The  amount  raised  in  the  parish  to  augment  the  curate's  stipend  was  then 
nif.    It  is  now  80/.    The  communicants  were  then  about  GO.    Tliey  are  now  600.    The 
services,  Bible  classes,  are  doubled,  the  con^^regation  quadrupled ;  and  all  this  al- 
though the  population  has  been  nearly  reduced  to  onc-lialf,  and  what  lias  l^eon  worse, 
those  who  were  in  a  better  position,  as  regards  worldly  means,  have  all  left  the 
neighbourhood,  and  left  none  but  poor  people  l^ehind.     I  think  there  are  few  cases 
more  striking  as  an  illustration  of  the  beneficial  results  of  such  a  Society  as  the  Church 
Pastoral-Aid.' 

The  Church  Pastoral-Aid  Society  from  the  first  took  an  active  part  in  the  syste- 
matic employment  of  Lay  Agency  in  the  Church  of  England.  The  statements  made 
by  the  Society*8  grantees  furnish  abundant  evidence  of  the  beneficial  results  that  have 
followed  the  work  of  the  lay  agents  employed  under  its  superintendence. 

Thus,  the  incumbent  of  a  parish  of  16,000,  after  selecting  one  remarkable  case 
from  his  lay  assistant's  diary,  adds : 

*The  clergy  of  the  district  are  conversant  with  the  particulars  of  the  foregoing 
I'cport,  and  desire  to  confirm  the  truth  of  what  is  here  stated.  At  the  same  time, 
tbey  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  most  sincerely  acknowledging  how  very 
nwchgood  has  been  done  to  the  Hock  of  Christ  by  the  exertions  of  this  lay  assistant, 
and  of  stating  that  by  his  means  many  have  been  added  to  the  Church  of  such  Jis 
ebaUbe  saved.' 

The  incumbent  of  another  enormous  parish  of  over  20,000,  where   individual 
Pastoral  visitation  is  beyond  the  power  of  the  clergy,  writes  : 

'Uyieaiers  are  most  diligent,  and  God  owns  their  work  also.    I  scarcely  ever 
P>S8  a  week  without  one  or  more  persons  to  converse  with,  and  generally  to  receive 
to  Uie  Comnmnion.     Of  these  I  have  between  600  and  700  names  in  my  communicants' 
fegiitcr ;  and  many  of  them  have  been  looked  up  by  the  readers,  from  whom,  in  many 
iQstatioes  at  least,  they  have  received  their  first  religious  impressions,  or  else  have 
^  tbose  impressions — produced  either  through  the  public  preaching  of  the  Word, 
^''affliction  (God  the  Spirit  working  by  both  and  all)— deepened,  confirmed,  and 
fcnmght  to  a  decision  for  Christ.    We  have  not  room  for  our  poor  in  the  church ;  very 
niaaygoaway  every  Sunday,  unable  to  obtain  a  seat;  and  in  the  evenings  the  gal- 
leries, occupied  by  our  schools  in  the  morning,  are  often  quite   full  to  the  very 
ceiling. 

Fifty  new  grants  were  made  during  the  year  ending  March  31,  1883  ;  bub  there 
are  still  over  sixty  cases  on  the  list  of  those  awaiting  aid.  Only  very  urgent  applicii- 
fions  are  added  to  this  list ;  others  have  l)een  reluctantly  declined.  Very  many  dis- 
tinct parishes  have  been  formed,  and  churches  and  mission  rooms  built,  in  conseciuencc 
of  \hQ  timely  aid  of  this  Society.

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LONDON    DIOCESAN    HOME    MISSION. 

The  London  Diocesan  Home  Mission  was  established  in  1857  by  Bishop  Tait»  soon 
after  hia  appointment  to  the  diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  sending  the  Gospel  to  tho 
mnltitades  in  London  whom  the  existing  parochial  machinery  could  liot  reach. 

The  area  in  which  the  Society's  work  is  carried  on  is,  as  its  name  shows,  the 
dioceBe  of  London.  In  1857  the  diocese  included  parts  of  Herts,  Essex,  Kent,  and 
Surrey,  as  well  as  the  whole  of  Middlesex ;  it  is  now  reduced  in  area,  and  is  conter- 
minous with  the  county  of  Bliddlesex. 

The  diocese  is  increasing  at  the  annual  rate  of  38,000  souls,  this  increase  taking 
place  almost  entirely  in  the  suburbs  of  the  metropolis.  The  Society  recognises  it  as 
most  important  that  spiritual  provision  should  keep  abreast  of  this  advancing  tide  of 
population,  that  thousands  may  not  lapse  into  indifference  as  to  religion  or  become 
alienated  from  the  Church  of  England.  Hut  the  extent  of  their  work  is  necessarily 
itgolated  by  their  income,  and  they  would  most  gladly  respond  to  many  urgent 
applications  for  help  if  larger  means  were  placed  at  their  disposal. 

The  Society's  method  of  procednre  is  to  take  the  entire  charge  of  new  districts,  to 
initiate  and  carry  on  work  in  them  by  the  agency  of  carefully  selected  missionary 
clergymen  who  are  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  and  to  continue  sach  work  until  the 
districts  become  fully  organised  parishes.  The  clergy  officiate  in  temporary  buildings 
of  all  kinds,  or  in  dwelling  houses,  or  are  ready  to  preach,  if  need  be,  in  the  open 
air,  thus  meeting  the  spiritual  destitution  at  once,  without  the  dcla}'  entailed  by  the 
erection  of  a  church. 

The  Bishop  of  IjOndon*s  Fund,  since  its  establishment  in  18C.3,  has  conlially  re- 
cognised the  value  of  the  Ix)ndon  Diocesan  Homo  Mission,  and  has  made  it  liberul 
grants  for  work  additional  to  that  carried  on  by  the  Society  out  of  its  own  resources. 

Basalt  of  Past  Work. — The  number  of  churches  built  since  1857  in  districts  con- 
nected with  the  Society  is  now  43,  and  their  aggregate  population  of  about  300,000 
hare  the  sapertision  and  pastoral  care  of  80  clergy. 

Work  in  18t8. — There  were  twenty-four  districts  under  the  charge  of  the  Society, 
containing  a  population  of  about  120,000.  In  one  of  these  districts  a  permanent 
dbnrcfa  was  consecrated,  and  the  missionary  clergyman  appointed  first  incumbent. 

Timanet.— The  income  in  1882  was  3,939/.,  including  2,057/.  from  the  Bishop  of 
London's  Fund,  and  the  expenditure  was  4,432/.

EXETER    DIOCESAN    ADDITIONAL    CURATES    SOCIETY. 

Tins  Society  was  formed  many  years  ago  to  assist  incumbents  of  overg^wn  or 
scattered  parishes  in  providing  Curates. 

Its  grants  are  contined  to  the  Diocese  of  Exeter ;  some  preferring  to  give  aid  for 
their  own  diocese  specially. 

Grants  are  made,  solely  on  the  ground  of  parochial  necessities,  to  between  twenty 
and  thirty  parishes.  Its  income  last  year  was  582/.  12*.  id.,  its  expenses  of  manage- 
ment 92.  18«.  2d. 

The  general  principles  and  working  of  the  Society  are  explained  by  reference  to  the 
following  extract  from  its  Rules :  *  That  the  committee  make  annual  grants  of  money 
towards  the  maintenance  of  additional  clergymen  in  those  parishes  and  districts  which 
are  most  in  want  of  assistance,  strict  regard  being  bad  in  all  cases  to  tho  right  of  the 
incombent,  the  authority  of  the  Bishop,  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  parish  or  district, 
the  amonnt  of  contribution  paid  to  the  treasurer  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  tlie  Asso- 
ciation from  such  parish  or  district,  and  to  the  sums  raised  therein  for  such  addi< 
tional  clergymen.*

THE   LONDON   CITY   MISSION. 

This  Society  was  founded  May  IG,  1835.  Its  simple  object  is  to  carry 
the  message  of  tlio  Gospel  from  house  to  house  in  the  densely  populated 
districts  of  the  great  metropolis.  Though  this  Society  is  not  confined  in 
its  operations  to  tho  Church  of  England,  it  yet  renders  most  efficient 
service  in  the  assistance  it  gives  to  the  parochial  clergy. 

The  number  of  missionaries  is  now  45G.  In  ordinary  districts  they  visit  once  a 
month  abont  650  families,  or  2,900  persons.  Their  work  is  to  pioneer  a  path  among 
the  most  wretched  and  debased  of  our  fellow-creatures.  They  read  tho  Scriptures, 
pny  with  and  exhort  the  people,  give  them  tracts,  see  that  the  children  go  to  school, 
and  that  every  family  is  possessed  of  a  copy  of  the  Word  of  God.  They  attend  tho 
death-beds  of  some  of  those  who  arc  dying  uncared  for,  and  hold  meetings  for  prayer 
and  exposition  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  whom  they  can  collect  in  rooms  in  their 
own  distzicty  and  who  commonly  neglect  public  worship. 

Of  the  members  of  committee  fifteen  are  laymen  of  the  Church  of  England,  and 
amongst  the  examiners  of  candidates  twelve  are  clergy  of  the  Established  Church. 
More  than  1,800  persons  die  in  the  metropolis  every  week.  The  number  of  adult 
persons,  visited  exclusively  by  the  missionaries,  who  died  last  year,  was  1,918. 

Since  the  mission  was  formed,  73,191,906  visits  and  calls  have  been  paid  to  the 

pooT»  ot  which  8,162,779  have  been  to  the  sick  and  dying.     5,605,575  meetings  liave 

been  beWL  lor  prayer  anrl  expounding  the  Scriptures,  91,904,124  tracts  have  been 

given  away,  Mid   396,310   Bibles,  Testaments,  and  portions  distributed.    Special 

missionaries  have  been  appointed  to  visit  the  police,  thieves,  bakers,  night  and  day 

cabmen,  drovers,  omnibus  and  tramcar  men,  soldiers  and  sailors ;  also  to  the  French, 

GemuDS^  Italians,  Spaniards,  Russians,  Norwegians,  Swedes,  Danes,  Dutch,  Orientals, 

Jiews,  Irish  and  Welsh  ;  to  the  hotel  servants,  theatre  employes,  fire  brigades,  gipsies, 

oazLil  boatmen,  Chelsea  pensioners,  hay  carters,  letter  carriers,  coachmen,  grooms,  gaa 

men*  tel^^ph  boys,  and  railway  men;  to  the  workhouses,  hospitals,  and  fallen 

females:    Eighteen  missionaries  have  also  been  appointed  to  the  special  visitation  of 

pnblio-honses  and  coffee  shops. 

The  following  summary  will  illustrate  some  of  the  practical  results  of  this  good 
work  during  the  year  1882-83  :—

ments, and  portions  distributed,  29,841  ;  In-door  meetings  and  Bible  classes  held, 
42,826  ;  Additional  in-door  meetings,  in  factories,  workhouses,  penitentiaries,  &c. 
20»691 ;  Out-door  services  held,  6,424;  Readings  of  Scripture  in  visitation,  772,581 ; 
New  communicants,  1,891;  Restored  to  Church  communion,  395;  Drunkards  re- 
claimed, 4,836 ;  Fallen  women  admitted  to  asylums,  restored  to  their  homes,  or 
otherwise  rescued,  402  ;  Induced  to  attend  public  worship,  6,432 ;  Children  sent  to 
achooLs,  4,930.

outdoor  patients  annually),  tho  Houses  of  Industry,  an<l  a  hook  depAt.  At  other

OhrlHtlan  oonj(re>rations.  In  some  places  the  work  is  of  an  itineratinfc  oluu'aoter, 
vrlnolpally  ;  viwt  districts  nre  ytMirly  visittul  by  tho  ndsslonarles  and  ool|)ortours,  and 
by  this  moana  hundreds  of  thousands  of  .lowsoonu)  in  contact  with  tho  (U)sp(»l.

(In  Kngllsh,  Hebrew,  Cilennan,  SiMinlsh,  Polish,  i';:e.iS:c.)  have  bc<ui  put  Into  their  hamls. 
20,000  copies  of  tho  KuKlish  Liturgy  in  Hebrew  have  been  circulated,  and 
upwards  of  f(mr  millions  of  tracts  and  other  publications,  In  various  langua/os. 

Tho  Society  thu8  coniblnes  tho  ag:enclos  of  missionary,  school,  lUble,  tract,  and 
prayer-book  Mooieth\'«, 

It  is  imnossible  to  cwtlmato  tho  results  of  these  manifold  af?enele8.  Hundreds  of 
Jowl  have  bom  baptised  in  Kngland  (wl»ore  rtO  Christian  Jews  couhi  not  bo  found  in 
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1801^),  and  there  are  probably  4,000  believers  among  the  Jews.  In  Germany  they 
number  5,000;  in  Abyssinia  800  baptisms  have  taken  place.  In  the  world  there 
are  probably  at  the  present  day  100,000  Christian  Jews,  the  principal  part  of  whom 
may  fairly  be  claimed  as  fruits  of  the  Society*s  labours. 

The  report  for  1882-3  presents  many  encourafi^ing  features,  the  most  striking  of 
which  is  the  almost  general  testimony  of  the  missionaries  to  a  decided  decline  in 
Jewish  prejudice,  and  a  consequent  increased  willingness  to  listen  to  the  message  of 
the  Gospel.  In  some  districts  all  the  Jews  are  found  to  possess  the  New  Testament. 
It  is  every  year  increasingly  read.  The  Society's  Christian  schools  are  much 
ai^paeciatcd,  and  there  are  many  thousands  of  Jews  who,  though  outwardly  attached 
to  the  Synagogue,  are  Christians  at  heart. 

The  recent  persecutions  in  Russia  have  driven  thousands  of  Jews  into  contact 
with  missionaries.  Emigrants  passing  through  such  places  as  Hamburg,  Havre, 
London,  and  Liverpool,  have  for  the  first  time  in  their  lives  heard  that  the  Messiah 
has  come,  while  at  Jerusalem  most  extraordinary  work  has  been  going  on 
amongst  the  immigrant  Jews  from  Russia.  The  daily  morning  service  in  Hebrew 
has  an  attendance  of  100.  Inquirers  are  numerous,  50  of  whom  have  expressed 
desire  for  Holy  Baptism.  Tlie  institutions  are  crowded  to  overflowing,  and  a  real 
work  of  grace  is  being  accomplished.

PAROCHIAL   MISSIONS   TO   THE   JEWS   FUND. 

This  Fund  is  quietly  progressing  in  the  sj-mpatliies  of  Cliurclimcn  and  in  the  position 
which  it  hold^  among  the  recognised  Home- Mission  Agencies  of  the  Cliurch  of 
England. 

Its  object  is  to  assist  the  Church— in  every  parish  largely  populated  by  Jews— in 
carrTin<r  out  her  own  spiritual  responsibiliiii's  towanls  that  portion  of  God's  ancient 
people,  by  providing  the  Incumlxjnt  witli  a  Curate  or  Curates  S]XKially  qualified  for 
that  particular  work. 

And,  with  this  end  in  view,  it  is  applied  in  two  ways,  by  gmnts— namely,  either 
towards  Special  Training,  or  towards  the  stipends  of  Curates  approved  and  licensed 
^  the  Bishop. 

Under  the  former  heading,  the  Committee  are  at  the  present  time  (July  1883) 
awsting  two  ver>'  able  and  promising  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  and  for  Curacies 
in  connection  with  the  Fund. 

Under  tie  second  heading,  Curates'  stipends  arc  provided  for  three  large  parishes 
of  East  London,  which  are  to  a  great  extent  inhabited  by  Jews,  and  where  the  work 
is  being  carried  on  successfully  by  the  representatives  of  the  Fund. 

Pn  application  to  the  Hon.  Secretaries  (P.M. J.),  7  Whitehall,  S.W.,  reports  and 
other  information  will  at  once  Ikj  forwarded. 

The  income  for  1882  (including  a  donation  of  500Z.)  amounted  to  056/.  The 
expenditure  for  the  present  year,  at  the  rate  of  existing  engagements  is  estimated  at 
850/. ;  hut  the  Committee  have  several  very  pressing  applications  for  assistance  now 
before  them,  which  they  are  most  anxious  to  satisfy,  and  they  are  only  waiting  for 
additional  means.

IRISH  CHURCH  MISSIONS  TO  THE  ROMAN  CATHOLICS. 

(With  which  is  incorporated  the  late  IBISH  SOCIETY  OF  LONDON.) 

The  object  of  this  Society,  as  stated  in  its  constitution,  is  to  promote  the  glory  of 
God  in  the  salvation  of  the  souls  of  our  Roman  Catholic  fellow-subjects  in  Ireland^ 
through  tjie  instrumentality  of  the  Church  of  IrclamV

lU  operations  arc  carried  on  in  the  followinff  Diooeeee:  Armagh,  Aohonry, 
Olonfort,  Connor,  Oork,  Dublin,  Kildare,  Limorick,  Oasory,  and  Tuam. 

In  purely  Roman  Catholic  districts  the  elTorts  of  the  Society's  missionaries  have 
resulted  in  the  formation  of  congregations  of  converts.  In  parishes  where  there  ara 
iomo  Protestants,  the  Society  assists  the  already  overburdened  clergy  of  the  Irish 
Church,  Uius  enabling  them  more  elTectivclv  to  labour  among  their  Roman 
Catholic  parishioners,  and  so  to  fulfil  their  Onunation  vow  that  they  *  will  be  ready 
with  all  faithful  diligence  to  banisli  and  drive  away  all  erroneous  and  strange 
doctrines  contrary  to  Qod's  Word.' 

Among  the  results  of  the  Bocioty*s  labours  mav  be  mentioned  the  erection  of 
19  churches,  11  orphanages  and  homes,  and  83  schoolhouses. 

The  missionary  offency  comprised  last  year  28  ordained  Clergymen;  workinsr 
under  them  ore  78  Scripture  readers,  who  vinlt  regularly  from  houHo  to  house,  and 
systematiciUly  carry  out  the  purely  toission  work  of  tho  Society. 

There  are  08  schools,  conducted  by  87  schoolmasters  and  66  sdioolmistresses,  the 
schools  being  attended  by  2,867  children,  of  whom  only  784  are  children  of  Protes- 
tant parents. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  83  Sunday  schools  attended  by  2,144  pupUs, 
of  whom  the  greatest  proportion  are  adults  varying  from  the  ago  of  17  to  70  years. 

All  the  schoolmasters  and  schoolmistresses  employed  by  the  Society  are  specially 
prepared  for  their  work  by  a  course  of  iuNtruotion  extending  over  a  period  of  about 
two  years  in  the  Society's  training  sdiools. 

Tiie  national  schools  may  be  said  to  have  alinoMt  revolutionised  the  country.  All 
the  rising  generation  learn  to  speak  and  to  road  Knglinh,  but  a  considerable  number 
of  tliose  more  advanced  in  years  still  retain  their  love  for  tlie  Irish  language. 
Hence  it  is  important  to  note  that  many  of  the  Society's  misHionarios  can  not  only 
speak  and  read  Irish  when  occasion  requirus  them  so  to  do ;  but  also  that  a  staff  of 
60  Irish  Scripture  text  teachers  are  employed  whoso  work  it  in  to  visit  the  scholars  in 
their  homes,  and  teach  them  each  time  a  text  from  the  Wonl  of  (]od.  During  the 
past  year  unwards  of  700  Iloman  Catliolics  have  in  this  way  bei^ome  acquainted  with 
portions  at  least  of  the  Word  of  God. 

The  public  Press  is  also  Itvrgoly  used  by  means  of  advertisements  inserted  week 
by  wook  in  tljroo  of  the  Dublin  nowspapors,  and  it  has  boon  found  that  Roman 
(Catholic  prioNtH,  who  would  Imvo  hwn  acooMsiblo  in  no  other  way,  have  been  thus  led 
to»ui(iytb«  Word  of  (Jod.  A  small  tmci,  or  handbill,  occaHionally  illustrated,  is 
u's.i  t.iii.li -hr,!  pvrry  wrt^k,  mul  Irom  B,'>0()  to  7,000  oopios  jiro  dintributed  gratui- 
loiiNjy. 

It  nuvy  bo  addod,  aH  one  of  the  most  romaVkablo  proofs  of  the  value  set  upon  the 
SooiotyV  work  in  Ireland,  that  tlie  Dublin  ladies  colloot  alwut  16,000/.  annually  for 
tho  maintenance  of  tho  homos  in  which  bot  ween  6,000  and  6,000  destitute  diildron 
are  n\aintulned  every  year,  and  for  other  works  of  philanthropy.

LIVERPOOL    CHURCH    OF    ENGLAND    SCRIPTURE 

READERS   SOCIETY. 

This  Society  was  established  in  the  year  1852  for  the  purpose  of  employing  Scripture 
leaders,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  clergy,  to  work  in  theC'ity  of  Liverpool  and 
its  nei^bonrhood.  The  following  extracts  from  the  Report  recently  issued  will  be 
of  general  interest : 

While  the  tabulation  of  statistics  in  relation  to  religious  work,  by  reason  of  its 
Teiy  natoie,  has  always  been  felt  to  be  a  matter  of  considerable  difficulty,  and  calcu- 
lated to  convey  but  an  inadequate  idea  of  what  is  really  being  accomplished,  it  has 
^ertheless  been  the  Committee's  practice  to  incorporate  in  their  Report  a  carefully 
prepared  summary  of  the  work  of  each  year  ;  the  followinfr,  therefore,  is  the  state- 
nwit  for  1882: 

Total  Visits 123,1)61 

Rick  Visits 11,781 

BiUe  Readings 07,310 

Men  visited 80,730 

Ifeetings  and  Bible  Classes 5,418 

Aggregate  Attendance 226,441 

Hours  spent  in  Work 62,132 

Evening  Hours 17,212 

By  a  comparison  of  the  above  with  the  corresponding  returns  under  each  head 
^orl881,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  abundant  evidence  of  most  satisfactory  progress  ; 
^or  while— owing  to  a  reduced  staff  and  other  causes— /^TTdT-  general  visits  have  been 
raid,  they  appear  to  have  been  more  efficient,  seeing  the  great  increase  in  the  number 
of  Readifigt  of  Scripture.  It  is  also  gratifying  to  note  the  very  large  number  of  men 
who  have  been  visited  during  Evening  Hours,  and  the  marked  im])rovement  in  the 
attendance  at  the  various  Bible  classes  and  meetings. 

The  income  of  the  Society  last  year  amounted  to  over  4,500/.,  out  of  which  the 
"un  of  3,854/.  6*.  2d,  was  expended  in  the  support  of  the  readers  employed.

Tjik  dhuroh  of  Knpfland  MlMnionary  AitNooiation  for  llop-pickoin  wan  foundofl  in 
Maidhtono,  in  1877,  for  tho  pur|M)Ho  of  providing  n\i«HionarioM  toUio  Immigrant  hop- 
piokorH,  and  tho  uho  of  tontn  for  Hp(H*.lal  NorvicoM  In  plaooH  whore  hotter  aooommodation 
cannot  bo  obtainiMl. 

Tho  ANHoolation  Nondn  th<^  ndHHlonarhm  and  tho  tontN  on  tho  applIcAtlon  of  the 
IncumbontM  of  itarlnhoN  vlNltod  by  hop-piokorn,  or  of  any  hop-growor  with  tho  oonMont 
of  tho  inoumbont.

TiiiH  Hoeiety  hiiN  now  been  in  oxiNtenoe  nix  yearn,  and  om])h)yM  Homo  twonty-four 
readern,  all  of  whom,  exci^pt  one,  are  engaged  in  work  amongnt  Kngllnh  navvieM,  one 
miHHioiuiry  being  engag(Hl  amongnt  navvii^H  in  Heotland. 
Tlie  objfu^tN  of  the  Society  are  :

Tim  ftillowing  Hhort  MtatementM  by  way  of  illunt  ration  nuiy  be  interesting  to  many 
aH  conveying  Home  idea  of  the  general  work  accompllnhed  by  tlilH  Socit^ty  : 

Oanterburj.—  A  new  railway  wan  connmuuHnl  between  ANhfonl  and  MaidNtono,  a 
year  nince,  oi\  which  houw  two  thounand  unm  lU'o  emph)yed.  A  Header  in  now  at  work 
amongHt  tlie  men  at  Maidntone,  and  the  nerviceM  art^  fairly  well  attondinl. 

At  llrondey  and  Went  Wick  ham  uiltfiilonH  have  been  mrriod  on  lUCCtVHfuU/ 
lunongHt  the  men  by  ladien. 

At  Tilbury  new  dtK^kn  nro  being  nuule  for  the  Kiuit  and  Went.  India  Dock  Company. 
H<*re  tlu)  Vicar  of  (Miadwell  St.  Mary  in  organining  a  mlNNlon  in  conncH^tion  with  the 
general  work  of  tho  Society.    About  2,000  num  are  cmphwed. 

Ohlobeiter,    Nowhavon,  in  thlei  diooiwo,  Ih  tho  voono  of  ono  of  the  HociotyV  mo»t 
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saooeafnl  misioiis.  Some  700  men  are  employed  upon  the  docks ;  a  mission  room 
caipsble  of  holding  300  has  been  erected.  Bible  classes,  night  schools,  open-air 
Krrioes,  and  Sunday  services  and  Sunday  schools  are  held  in  connection  with  it. 
The  mission  room  is  filled  on  Sunday  evenings,  400  people  generally  assemble  for  the 
open-air  gatherings,  there  are  about  twenty  communicants,  and  several  members  of 
the  prayer  xmion. 

The  numbers  attending  the  services  each  week  vary  from  700  to  1,000. 

Winehestair. — In  connection  with  the  Newbury  and  Southampton  line  two  missions 
hsTe  been  started  at  Whitchurch  and  Winchester  under  the  superintendence  of  two 
eommittees.  A  mission  room  has  been  provided  in  whidi  constant  services  are 
held,  and  the  work  here  under  the  able  lay  readers  appointed  is  likely  to  be  suc- 
oessfol. 

There  is  also  a  new  line  beiug  made  at  Guildford,  in  this  diocese,  where  a  lay 
reader  is  at  work  under  the  Bev.  J.  Paynter.  There  are  already  evidences  of  a  change 
in  the  lives  of  some  of  the  men. 

Winchester. — Leathorhead  is  the  scene  of  one  of  the  Society *8  missions  and  here 
s  missionary  is  labouring  with  the  assistance  of  local  friends. 

Lincoln. — There  is  a  successful  mission  at  Boston,  where  a  reader  is  engaged 
under  Canon  Bleokin.    Ten  candidates  have  just  been  confirmed. 

BipoiL — ^At  Thornton  Moor  a  missionary  is  employed,  and  regular  services  are 
held  in  connection  with  the  waterworks  and  the  Keighley  Bail  way. 

Wakefield. — ^New  waterworks  are  being  made  for  this  town  at  Bingstone,  and  a 
mission  room  is  opened,  services  are  held,  and  a  reading  room  started,  under  the 
loperintendence  of  a  Scripture  reader. 

Tork.— In  connection  with  the  Hull  and  Barnsley  line  and  the  Alexandra  Dock, 
three  lay  readers  have  been  employed,  one  at  N.  Cave,  under  the  Bev.  Canon  Jarrclt, 
one  at  Newington,  and  a  third  at  Hull. 

York.— Whitby  and  Scarborough  Hallway. — Here  a  mission  was  commenced  about 
five  months  since,  and  has  been  the  means  of  influencing  the  men  for  good.  The 
Ker.  J.  Cooper  is  the  local  Secretar}'. 

Bath  and  Wells. — At  Weston-super-Mare  a  reader  works  under  the  Kcctor. 
Open-air  and  temperance  meetings  are  regularly  held  by  the  missionary  here  with 
Mocess. 

Woreester.— Berkeswell  and  Kenilworth  Bailwsy.  A  mission  was  commenced 
^  last  year  for  the  benefit  of  the  navvies,  and  a  reader  employed  under  the  Bev. 
T.E.  rraikljrn.  Constant  services  have  been  held  both  in  the  open  air  and  in  the 
iiQsnoii  loom. 

Balitfavxy. — A  missionary  is  now  employed  on  the  Wareham  and  Dorset  Bailway, 
«nd  is  making  arrangements  for  the  conducting  of  ser^^ices  in  rooms,  and  holding 
open  air  serrices,  temperance  meetings,  &c. 

drUMle, — In  conpection  with  the  Dock  Works  at  Silloth  a  mission  is  conducted, 
isd  the  Vicar  does  all  he  can  to  assist  the  missionary,  who  experiences  great  diffi- 
culties on  account  of  many  of  the  men  being  Irish  Boman  Catholics. 

Vorwieh,  Lowestoft. — A  successful  mission  has  been  recently  carried  on  here 
Wider  the  superintendence  of  the  Vicar  of  St.  John's,  who  speaks  very  highly  of  the 
Dussionary's  services. 

Vorthfleet  and  Sutton-at-Hone.— A  misf^ion  is  just  being  started  in  connection  with 
this  railway,  the  contractor  having  liberally  taken  up  the  matter.  A  man  who  has 
had  much  experience  in  miission  work  amongst  navvies  is  about  to  take  charge  of  the 
niission. 

Gloncotter  and  Bristol.— At  Newcnt  a  missionary  has  been  appointed  who  holds 
»rvices  in  a  hall  and  in  the  open  air  for  the  good  of  the  navvies  employed  on  the 
Newent  and  Gloucester  line. 

Btrond,  Oloncestcr.— A  successful  mission  has  been  carried  on  here  for  some 
months  past. 

]U&ehcster.--Ko88ley.— The  navvies  employed  on  the  Staleybridge  and  Diggle  line 
have  had  the  benefit  of  a  missionary' 's  services  for  several  months  past.  Services,  Bible 
classes,  ice.  are  held  in  the  New  Mission  Boom. 

Dnnsop,  near  Clitheroe.— This  mission  station  is  twelve  miles  from  any  railway 
sUtion,  and  so  the  miesipnary  is  greatly  valued,  and  his  lar^e  gatherings  ot  meiv  Vwje 
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bnott  hold  during  tho  past  yoar  nt  various  plnoos,  notably  ono  at  Lynn,  whoro  about 
400  mon  had  a  toa,  and  woro  afterwards  addrossod  upon  tomnoranoo  topics,  &o, 

Thoro  is  a  Prayer  Union  in  oonnootlon  with  tho  N.M.S.  callod  tho  Ohriiitian 
Exoavators*  Union,  in  which  thoro  aro  lUO  mombors. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-oight  oommunions  woro  made  by  tho  navvies  at  one 
station  during  tho  past  yoar. 

Oommanioaiions  in  roforonoo  to  tho  gonoral  work  of  thin  miBsion 
ahould  bo  mado  to  tho  Ilo7.  0.  F,  Ookford,  64  Samuol  Stroot,  Loeds, 
Yorks. 


YOUNG   WOMEN'S    HELP    SOCIETY. 

KottTY-TiiRHH  branches  of  this  Hooioty  have  boon  formed:  I  in  tho  Diocoso  of 
Hath  and  WoUs,  1  in  Chester,  3  in  Cldohester,  2  in  Kly,  0  in  Uxotor,  1  in  Qlouooitor, 
1 1  in  London,  1  in  Manchester,  4  in  Kewoastlo,  1  in  Totorboroutfli,  5  in  lloohestori 
1  in  Itipon,  2  in  St.  Albans,  1  in  Worcester,  1  in  Ireland,  and  2  in  Jamaica. 

Thirty-  IG  of  which  aro  in  liondon-  aro  working  amongst  sliop  and  factory  girls ; 
tho  remainder  are  at  work  in  purely  agricultuml  districts,  amongst  tho  marriod 
women,  domestic  Horvants,  and  girls  living  in  their  own  homes. 

Tho  number  of  women  and  girls  receiving  benefit  amounts  to  between  8,000  and 
4,000.  Fourteen  club  rooms,  6  Itnlging  housim,  and  i  n^fix'shmont  or  cofToo  liars, havo 
boon  Npecially  Ninrted  by  tho  Society ;  the  rest  of  tlio  branches  make  use  of  paroohial 
rooms  for  clubs  and  cImhhos. 

A  central  homo  luis  been  established  in  Kast  liondon,  20  London  Htroet,  Ilatoliff,  B., 
whoro  lady  workers  reside,  and  carry  on  the  work  of  tho  Society  in  tho  noighlmuring 
parislios  in  which  branches  have  been  started  by  tho  parorhial  clergy.  A  iTonrishing 
club,  open  every  evening,  is  attacluul  to  the  home,  a  lodging  houso  for  homeloss  girls, 
and  a  rofreshmont  bar,  which  Is  always  full  at  tho  dinner  hour,  and  frequented  by 
nmrried  women  ivs  well  as  by  factory  girls. 

Hi^nches  making  full  use  of  the  organisation  of  the  Hocicty  enroll  all  tlio  rospootablo 
women  and  girls  of  the  ^larlsh  us  guardian  members  (giving  them  a  badge),  full 
members,  associates,  or  profit  loners ;  each  woman  or  girl  undertaking  to  trv  aoid  livo 
up  to  tho  *  Uulo  of  Llfe^  on  luu*  card,  ihQ  stAm^nl  of  which  is  highest  on  tho  card  of 
full  membership.  Appropriate  benellts  aro  provided  for  the  nuirrled  women (mothom* 
meetings,  &c.),  servants  (for  whom  there  is  a  s]>eclal  scheme),  shop  girls,  and  factory 
girls,  iH»Mp(K^(.ively ;  and  separate  workers  told  olf  for  the  ditferent  classes  bonofttod 
tuul  ditVeront  sections  of  work  undertaken. 

Most,  of  tho  branches  have  boon  started  with  the  help  of  a  huly  belonging  to  tho 
Central  Committee,  by  whom  addresses  have  been  given  in  explanation  of  the  Hooioty 
to  the  branoli  workers,  as  well  as  to  the  workins;  women  and  tfirls.  Tho  marriod 
women  in  agricultural  districts  havo  respomled  in  a  remarkable  degreo  to  thoso 
addresses,  most  of  which  bear  upon  the  sanctity  of  nuirrlago  and  tho  duties  of 
mothers.  Tho  expenses  of  such  travelllug  workers  are  defrayed  from  tho  oentral 
fund. 

Heveral  of  the  branches  havo  received  grants  of  books  fivm  the  Central  Committeo 
for  their  local  lending  libraries.  Tho  (Vntral  Temperanoo  Department  is  aflUiatod 
with  the  C.IC.T.H,  Women's  Unicm. 

Tlu^  local  expenditure  of  tho  branches,  with  that  incurrtMl  by  the  Kast  London 
Central  Home,  amounts  annually  to  nearly  2,000/.  T\w  oentral  annual  oxpenaos, 
simh  as  printing,  rent  of  ofUoe,  secretary  s  salary,  grants  to  branches,  travoUIng 
expenses,  kc^  anu)unts  to  alxmt  100/.;  whilst  tho  central  annual  receipts,  which  aro 
derived  solely  horn  subscriptions  and  donations,  amount  to  under  80/.

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PAROCHIAL    MISSION    WOMEN'S    FUND. 

This  Association  was  started  in  March  1860.  The  parochial  mission  woman  is 
herself  a  poor  woman,  who  goes  among  her  own  class,  a  living  witness  that  one  of 
themselves  may  be  something  better  and  happier  than  th^  are.  She  is  one  whose 
habits  of  cleanliness,  economy,  order,  and  sincere  piety  are  attainable,  through  God*8 
blessing,  by  all. 

Abundant  testimony  has  been  received  from  the  clergy,  and  ladies  who  superintend 
the  weekly  mothers*  meetings  held  in  connection  with  the  mission  woman's  work, 
that  homes  are  improved,  drinking  habits  discontinued,  husbands  and  wives  re- 
claimed, children  baptised  and  confirmed  and  put  out  respectably,  and  whole  families 
brought  to  church  and  to  Ck>mmunion. 

Almsgiving  is  no  portion  of  the  mission  woman's  work,  but  she  is  to  teach  those 
among  whom  she  visits  how  they  may  endeavour  to  raise  themselves.  A  prominent 
part  of  her  duty  is  the  house-to-house  collection  of  very  small  sums  from  the  poor, 
for  the  porchase  of  useful  clothing  or  necessary  fumitmre.  As  a  collector  she  obtains 
an  entrance  into  houses  where  she  would  not  otherwise  be  admitted.  Bhe  can  often 
help  in  cases  of  sickness,  dean  up  the  house,  make  the  children  tidy,  read  and  speak 
of  God  when  opportunity  offers. 

In  twenty-three  years  ending  November  1882  the  total  of  savings  collected  by  the 

Busnon  women  from  the  poor  has  amounted  to  217,375/.  I3s.  Old.    In  1882  alone  the 

som  collected  was  14,596/.  ids.  8f^.    The  present  income  of  the  Association  is  little 

over  4,000/.,  the  present  expenditure  about  7,400/.,  but  donations  and  other  occasional 

sooroes  of  help  have  hitherto  made  up  the  difference.    The  work,  however,  cannot 

be  maintained,  still  less  extended,  without  a  larger  annual  income.    The  Association 

lu>  no  debt,  no  building,  no  paid  staff,  with  the  exception  of  one  lady  assistant 

Kcietary,  and  the  expenses  of  management  have  averaged  only  2^  per  cent,  on  the 

income.    Thus,  for  every  100/.  contributed  to  the  Parochial  Mission  Women's  Fund 

^^  2/.  lOf.  has  been  spent  in  management;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  for  every 

1^>  IQi.  thus  spent  a  result  of  100/.  can  bo  shown  in  the  savings  of  the  poor. 

The  Association  now  employs  187  mission  women,  working  throughout  18  dioceses, 
140  out  of  the  total  number  being  attached  exclusively  to  the  Dioceses  of  London 
*Bd  Bodiester. 

The  annual  service  was  held  ns  usual  at  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  on  Thursday,  June  7 
«st.  Tbe  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  W.  ^I.  Carter,  Curate  in  Charge  of  the 
Eton  Mission,  Hackney  Wick,  and  was  followed  by  a  celebration  of  tlie  Iloly

THE   YOUNG    MEN'S   FRIENDLY   SOCIETY. 

The  Young  Men*s  Friendly  Society  was  founded  in  1879,  and  commenced  active 

work  in  the  following  year.   Its  aim  is  to  furnish  some  answer  to  the  grave  questions, 

^  the  Church  shall  win,  and  how  keep,  the  lads  and  young  men  of  England.     It 

it  felt  that  personal  influence  is  the  one  human  power  which  can  accomplish  this  ; 

tbat  organisation  is  necessary  to  give  plan  and  definiteness  to  the  work,  and  that 

especially  is  some  machinery  needed  to  guard  against  lads  being  lost  sight  of  when 

they  leave  home,  or  move  from  place  to  place.  The  Society  therefore  consists  of  (a) 

Asociatcs,  and  (J)  Members.   Associates  may  be  ladies  or  gentlemen,  communicants 

of  the  English  Church.    Members  are  young  men  and  lads  of  good  character,  of  the 

age  of  thirteen  and  upwards.      They  are  organised  in  branches  and  in  affiliated 

institutions,  working  either  under  a  Diocesan  Council  or  under  the  Central  Council. 

Complete  independence  is  possessed  by  each  branch,'  and  control  of  it«  own  funds^ 

90  that  only  necessary  informal jozi  is  askecl  for,  and  no  account  ot  local  expenaeA 
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tlomntulod,  by  the  Contnil  (/Oimoll,  which  iilmB  at  boing  Iom  a  govornlng  body  than  a 
link  of  union,  and  a  oont  ro  for  bui*inow<  purpoHow.

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In  30  dioceses  the  Girls*  Friendly  Society  is  established  on  a  diocesan 
footing,  working  nnder  a  diocesan  president  and  council,  and  with  the 
special  sanction  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese ;  while  nnder  the  jarisdiction 
of  the  Bishops  of  London  and  Gibraltar  associates  are  working  in  several 
foreigpi  towns.  Each  diocesan  president  is  a  member  of  the  central 
conncil.

The  idea  of  the  Girls'  Friendly  Society  has  been  taken  np  in  Ireland, 
Scotland,  Canada,  Newfoundland,  America,  Anstralia,  New  Zealand, 
Tasmania,  and  South  Africa,  where  similar  societies  now  exist,  all  work, 
ing  on  the  lines  of  the  parent  Society,  and  holding  its  third  central  rale

DEPABTKEHTB.— Vembers  in  BasineaB.— Twenty-two  dicccsce  have  organised 
this  depBrtment. 

The  work  lies  chiefly  in  establishing  recreation  rooms  and  clubs  for  young  women 
employed  in  shops,  warehouses,  &c.  where  evening  classes  can  be  held,  a^d  innocent 
recreations  provided. 

IKemben  in  Mills  and  Factories. — Nine  dioceses  have  organised  tliis  department. 
Its  oatVmca  vary  but  little  from  those  of  the  department  for  members  in  business; 
but  It 'has been  found  expe<lient  to  carry  out  the  work  by  means  of  a  separate  depart- 
ment, and  a  separate  fund,  which  was  opened  in  January  1882. 

WorkhouM  Girls  in  the  Provinces.— Twenty-seven  dioceses  have  organised  the 
work  of  this  department.    The  head  of  the  department  in  each  diocese  endeavours  to 
secure  the  appointment  of  one  or  more  associates  for  each  workhouse,  who,  with  per- 
mission of  the  guardians,  visit  the  girls,  and  prepare  them  for  admission  to  the  Girls' 
Friendly  Society  on  leaving  the  workhouse.    A  fund  has  been  started  in  connection 
with  this  department  for  workhouse  girls  who  have  j Dined  the  Society;  its  chief 
object  being  to  provide  temporary  lodging  for  them  when  out  of  place,  or  when  a  few 
days  intervene  between  change  of  situations,  and  thus  preventing  the  necessity  of 
their  return  to  the  workhouse. 

Kembers  in  Senrice. — Sixteen  dioceses  have  organised  the  work  of  this  depart- 
ment, which  embraces  all  questions  dealing  specially  with  members  in  service.  The 
rules  of  the  Society  absolutely  prohibit  interference  among  households,  and  enjoin 
that  all  communications  with  members  in  service  be  made  through  their  mistresses. 
There  is  as  yet  no  special  fund  connected  with  this  department. 

Xegistry  Work. — Twenty  dioceses  have  organised  this  department,  which  is  a 
very  widely  spread  and  imix)rtant  one.  The  Society  has  thirty-seven  diocesan  and 
branch  registrj'  offices,  and  avails  itself  of  any  really  trustworthy  local  registries. 
There  is  no  special  fund  connected  with  this  department. 

Lodges  and  Lodgings. — Thirteen  dioceses  ha\e  organised  this  department  of 
work,  which  endeavours  to  insure  that  there  shall  be  safe  and  respectable  lodgings 
in  Girls*  Friendly  Society  Lodges  or  qlsewhere,  within  the  reach  of  every  membei  m 
tbe  diocese;  and  aids  in  the  establishment  of  branch  or  district  lodges  ViYieii  n^^^^. 
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Tho  Booioiy  has  hIx  loclgoo  in  tlio  luotropolb^  and  Mixtoon  in  tbo  pvovinootf.  A  Hpooiiil 
fund  for  thiH  dopaiimont  woa  ononod  In  January  188S.

Koines  of  Best.— Twenty -Mix  (Hooohoh  luivct  urganinodtho  work  of  thin  department, 
which  conHiHts  eliiolly  in  aHoortainin^^  what  homoM  and  hofipitals  can  be  mado  avail- 
able for  Girls'  Friendly  HoeletAr  niornhers,  and  by  kiumlnu:  up,  chiolly  by  small  cont'Ti- 
butlons  from  momborH  themselves,  a  Homo  of  Ucmt  Fund,  from  which  members  may 
bo  asifiritod  In  illness  or  convalesoonoe.  The  Hocloty  has  establUhod  two  Homos  of 
KoMt  of  Its  own— ono  at  Sunninghlll  and  one  at  Malvern. 

Domestio  Eoonomj  and  Industrial  Training.— Thin  brancli  of  tho  Hooloty's  work 
isorganlsed  In  nine  dioccHOM,  and  has  a  Hpi'clal  fund.

PAROCHIAL    MISSIONS. 

It  is  the  object  of  this  Section  to  give  prominence  to  the  efforts  now 
bwig  80  widely  made  to  reach  the  masses  of  non-ohnrchgoing  people  bj 
means  of  Parochial  Missions  and  services  of  an  evangelistic  character, 
carried  out  nnder  the  direction  of  Diocesan  organisations  or  otherwise. 

In  the  Pioceses  of  Lincoln,  Lichfield,  Tmro,  and  Salisbnrv,  this  work 
has  been  for  some  time  actively  carried  on  with  considerable  saccess, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop. 

In  tbe  Diocese  of  Peterborongh  a  society  of  mission  preachers  has  been 
recently  formed  with  the  sanction  of  the  Bishop,  and  has  ajready  taken 
steps  to  reach  the  masses  by  services  of  a  directiy  missionary  character. 

In  the  Diocese  of  Durham  the  Bishop  has  appointed  Canon  Body  as 
Diocesan  Missioner,  nnder  whose  direction  missions  are  now  being 
organised  and  carried  out. 

At  the  recent  sessions  of  Diocesan  Conferences  this  subject  has  in 
several  instances  been  brought  nnder  the  notice  of  Churchmen  with  a 
pointed  recognition  of  its  importance,  and  in  the  following  instances 
resolutions  of  a  practical  character  were  submitted  and  adopted : — 

London. — Proposed,  *  That  a  committee  be  granted  to  inquire  into  tbe  best  way 
of  eTangelising  the  masses  by  lay  help/ 

Exeter. — •That  the  parochial  system  of  the  Chnrch  of  England  in  the  present 
day  requires  a  supplementary  organisation  of  mission  preachers.' 

Horwieh. — •  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  CJonfcrence  it  is  desirable  a  Diocesan 
Rociety  of  Mission  Preachers  should  be  formed.' 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  ascertain  in  what  parishes  parochial  mis- 
sions have  been  held  during  the  past  year,  and  the  list  given  may  be 
.     regarded  ^  a  fairly  complete  report  of  work  done,  though  doubtless  some 
missions  may  have  been  unintentionally  overlooked. 

Tbe  list  of  mission  preachers  following  has  been  constructed  with 

eonsiderable   care,  regard  having  been  had  in  each   case  to  acquired 

experience  in  this  special  branch  of  the  Church's  work.    The  names  have 

been  submitted  to  the  Bishops,  as  it  was  naturally  felt  that  under  these 

circumstances,  greater  confidence  would  bo  given  to  any  who  might  seek 

to  pnt  themselves  into  communication  with  those  who  appear  in  the  list. 

In  the  Reference  Section  of  this  book  will  bo  found  the  rules  and 

f '    principles  upon  which  some  of  the  existing  Diocesan  organisations  have 

been  founded,   and  continue  to  work.     Also  hints  for  the  conduct  of 

parochial  missions,  contributed  by  the  Rev.  W.  Hay  Aitken,  and  a  short 

description  of  literature  specially  designed  for  use  in  this  work 


CHURCH    PAROCHIAL    MISSION    SOCIETY. 

The  Chnrch  Parochial  Mission  Society  commenced  its  work  as  the  Aitken  Memorial 
Mission  Fund.  Under  this  title  it  commemorated  one  whose  zeal  and  love  have  ^xo* 
Toked  veqr  many.    But  it  was  rather  under  the  pressure  of  an  urgent  need,  \Xis^  «a 
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A  trUmto  to  tho  momorv  of  an  Indivldiml,  that  tho  Sooioty  wiim  formed.  After  thn 
general  London  MiNHionIn  1878,  «o  wideiui  intoroBtin  religiouN  matteri  wa«  awakened 
an  to  afTonl  to  tho  clergy  a  fipeoial  opportunity  of  making  tho  Ohuroli  more  than  over 
tlio  contro  of  the  nplritual  vitality  of  tho  pariah.  If  well-known  miiuiitmeni  hud 
accepted  half  tho  Invitations  reouivo<1,  their  own  paroclilal  work  muHt  havo  boon 
neglected.  A  fund  wan  thorefure  raintxl  to  enable  clergymen  who  i)Oiii6MHod  Uio 
needful  giftM  to  devote  themHelveii  excluitivelv  to  the  conduct  of  mlniiionM,  and  to 
provide  additional  curat  oh  for  tlie  |)ariMhoH  of  otherMwho  wore  able  from  time  to  time 
to  aHiInt  in  Rueh  work. 

Ten  mlMNion  prttaolterM  are  ontiroly  engaged  in  the  (lervloe  of  the  Hocioty,  includ- 
ing tiie  diooeiian  miMMioner  for  JJchlield.  Kightoon  othent  reooive  grantH  towanln  tho 
Hti|)endM  of  ouratoM,  thereby  being  net  free  to  go  out  oooaiilonally  on  miMitm  work, 
wliile  a  large  number  give  their  voluntary  help.  UpwanU  of  700  miimionH  have  been 
held  by  itH  agentN.  Hy  ti\e  deed  oonHtitutlng  tho  Sooiety  it  in  provided  that  any 
archbiiihop  or  biiiho])  may  be  a  imtnm,  and  tliat  all  ])atronH  Nhall  bo  t*a  qfieio 
niomborHof  tho  (Council ;  in  addition  to  tliene  tl\ere  are  twenty-four  eleete<l  ntembom, 
wliu  annually  elect  a  eommittee  of  ten.  Tlie  detail  of  tlio  work  in  directed  by  tho 
committee,  of  which  the  Uev.  W.  Ilay  Aitkon  In  the  Oludrman. 

Anotlior  branch  of  the  HocIot.v'H  work  U  tho  emnloymont  of  lay  prtMicherH 
who  conduct  NorviooN  in  hnlln,  HohoolroomH,  tontH,  atxi  miH^ion  rooniN,  and  in  tho 
open  air.  Tl\e  formation  and  HUCtntiiMful  working  of  M^huroh  MiHNlon  Armien*  at 
Woitminitor,  lUrmingham,  Oxford,  Hwannea,  and  in  many  other  important  towmt, 
are  an  indication  that  un(umv(nitlonal  olTortM  to  roach  the  lowoMt  claiweN  will  often 
1)0  UNoful  in  attracting  and  winning  them  where  more  onllnary  metluKlN  ImvefalU^l. 
For  thin  department  tlu>  oonnuittoe  hun  ondt^avourod  to  Moloot  a  ntatf  of  miitablo 
men,  communicantM,  Mound  in  the  faitli  and  oouNlNtont  in  life,  who  work  under  tho 
direction  of  tlu)  ^mroohial  tUergy. 

It  cannot  be  expected  that  a  rolMNltm  nhoidd  be  the  means  of  nmch  permanent 
bonotit  to  a  ])AriHh  unloitN  it  ban  boon  tlie  Rubject  of  much  iirayorful  preparation. 
Tho  organi nation  newled  in  a  pariith  after  tho  miniilonor  ban  left  in  a  matter  of  no 
less  importance.  It  is  one  part  of  tlie  dutioH  of  the  secretary  to  visit  parishoi  which 
apply  for  mission  preachers  and  give  preparatory  addresses  and  to  oolloot  laltablo 
mission  literature;  tho  oHloe  forms  a  medium  of  communication  between  mlMlon 
preachers.  As  the  solemnity  and  importance  of  sucli  crises  in  tho  history  of  parlsho* 
become  rocognlsed,  misMions  become  increasingly  the  subject  of  intercession.  A 
list  of  all  missions  which  are  to  be  taken  tlmiugh  tho  agency  of  the  Kociety,  together 
with  details  of  previous  work,  is  sent  monthly  to  any  who  express  a  desire  to  receive 
it.  In  this  way  many  who  are  not  in  a  iK)sition  to  contribute  towunls  its  fundM, 
by  helping  together  in  prayers  boar  their  part  in  tho  work.

DIOCESE    OF    PETERBOROUGH. 

The  Society  of  Mission  Clergy  for  the  Diocese  of  Peterborougli  was  constituted  on 
Hay  25,  1883.  After  partaking  of  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  Cathedral,  at  which 
the  Bisbop  was  celebrant,  assisted  by  the  Archdeacons  of  Leicester  and  Oakham,  and 

at  wYikh  the  Bishop  delivered  an  address,  the  warden,  ten  members,  and  sixteen 

■•oaaltawere  solemnly  admitte<i  into  the  new  Order  in  the  Chapt'l  at  the  Palace. 

•Several  oilher  accepted  members  and  associates,  who  were  unable  to  be  present  on  that 

day,  have  since  been  atlmitted. 

The  Society  has  adopted  for  its  motto:  *Audiri  rocem  Domini  dicentit:    Quern 

mittsm  T  et  pri*  ibit  nohU  ?    Et  dixi :  Ecce  ego  :  mitU  vie' 

The  objects  of  the  Society  are  defined  in  its  rules  to  be  *  the  conversion  of  the 
ungodly  and  the  revival  and  deepening  of  spiritual  life  in  the  Diocese  of  Peterborough, 
by  promoting  and  facilitating  the  holding  of  parochial  missions,  and  other  special 
wrvioes  of  the  like  kind,  especially  in  country  parishes.'  The  Society  is  to  *  recognise 
no  basis  of  thought,  practice,  or  union,  narrower  or  broader  than  th«  Church  of 
England.' 

The  members  are  *  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  who  are  willing  and  ready,  at  the  request 
of  their  warden,  and  on  the  invitation  of  the  parish  priest,  to  hold  a  mission  at  least 
onoe  a  year  in  some  pari^!h  in  the  Diocese ;  or  to  deliver  a  course  of  sermons  or 
addresses  during  such  mission  ;  or  to  preach  in  consecutive  weeks,  as  through  I^ent  or 
Advent ;  or  to  undertake  some  ecjuivalent  dutv,  liaving  in  view  the  special  objects  of 
the  Society.' 

The  associates  are  •  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  who,  wliile  not  bound  to  undertake 

missions,  or  to  be  responsible  for  corresponding  efforts,  are  willing'  and  ready,  by 
snangement  with  the  warden,  to  promote  the  holding  of  missions  and  other  special 

services,  either  by  personal  presence  and  assistance  at  them,  or  by  supplying  the 

places  of  such  parish  priests  as  may  be  engaged  in  them,  or  in  other  ways  which  may 

fKsent  themselves.' 

Future  members  and  associates  are  to  be  proposed  in  writing  by  three  eii&\m^ 
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monibcrs  or  cusiiooiutuH,  and  «uuh  propoHition  1m  to  bo  ■ubmittod  tlirougU  tho  wonlon  to 
tbo  Bishop.

CATHEDRAL  MISSZOHE&fi. 

(Ngtet. — The  object  of  this  association  is  to  provide  a  stafiE  of  preachers  who,  not 
bemg  bound  by  parodiial  or  other  ties,  may  be  entirely  at  the  disposal  of  the  Bishop 
for  any  work  to  which  he  may  see  fit  to  send  them,  at  the  call  of  the  parochiid 
dergy.  Besides  undertaking  and  ananging  for  missions  (technically  so  called), 
wbcve  the  Bishop  and  the  parochial  clergy  think  desirable,  they  will  endeavour,  as  far 
as  their  nmnbers  may  permit,  to  give  courses  of  sermons  or  lectures  at  populous 
centica,  to  auj^Iy  si^tual  ministrations  during  the  absence  or  sickness  of  incum- 
be&tfliy  to  help  in  the  gathering  of  candidates  for  Confirmation,  in  the  formation  of 
fanaches  of  the  Church  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Holy  LiWng  or  other  societies 
approved  of  by  the  Bishop,  in  the  instruction  or  supervision  of  lay  preachers,  in  tho 
pramoiion  of  mission  chapels,  and  in  other  works  which  aim  at  the  spiritual  and 
moral  inqirovement  of  the  people. 

BalM  and  Prineiples. — There  are  no  rules  as  yet  formally  laid  down.  Tlie  associa 

tioQ  CGOsists  of  persons  living  together  in  the  same  house,  as  one  family,  but  in 

oondncting  their  missions  they  invite  the  co-operation  of  clergymen  and  laymen 

d  the  dioeese,  who  will,  it  is  hoped,  in  time  form  a  body  like  the  •  Novate  Novalc  *  at 

lAnoniln,  ronnd  the  house  of  missioners  as  it^  nucleus.    The  head  of  the  association 

oocupiiea  a  canonical  stall  in  the  Cathe<lml  under  the  title  of  The  Missioner. 

Wotk. — ^Vrom  Advent  1882,  to  the  present  time,  tho  Cathedral  Missioners  have 
directed  Parochial  Missions  for  eight  parishes,  and  otherwise  assisted  in  work  of  a 
direct  missiooaiy  character  pursued  through  the  diocese.

SECTION  VI.— SOME  MISSION  WOBK. 

LAY  READERS. 

It  is  the  intention  of  this  Section  to  point  out  as  shortly  and  olearfy  as 
possible  the  extent  to  which  the  Church  now  recognises  the  extreme 
importance  of  utilising  the  office  of  Lay  readers.  ,.;,, 

A  Report  was  submitted  to  the  Central  Council  of  Diocesan  Con- 
ferences, in  the  year  1882,  giving  a  summary  of  the  action  takoti  in 
various  Dioceses  to  meet  the  special  wants  of  the  Church  by  m«aiis  of 
the  organised  work  of  Lay  Helpers.  This  Report  will  be  found  in  the 
OfcTiciAL  Ybar-Book  op  1883,  p.  111. 

The  following  statement  presents  the  more  recent  action  of  the  C|ii|irch 
in  its  efforts  to  give  a  wider  and  more  powerful  influence  to  an  agency 
which  has  already  proved  itself  capable  of  effecting  so  much  practical 
good. 

I.  COKVOCATIOH  OF  CANTEBBUBT  (Lower  House,  AprU  13,  1888). 

Lay  Beaders. — Resolution  moved  by  Canon  Gregory,  seconded  by  Canon,  Sumner : 
*That  his  Grace  the  President  be  requested  to  direct  that  the  Joint  .Committ^..to;inq|iire 
into  and  to  report  upon  the  functions,  qualifications,  and  manner  of  admiasiop  to  il^e  ofl^ce  of 
Reader  in  the  Church  of  England  should  have  its.  duties  so  far  extended  as  to.  iC^iable  it  to 
confer  wiUi  a  Joint  Committee  of  the  Northern  Convocation  on  the  subject  of  the  ex^nsio^  of 
the  Diaconate  and  Lay  oo-operation.* 

n.  COHVOCATIOH  OF  TOBE  (AprU  5,  1888). 

Lay  Beadera. — Resolution  moved  by  the  Prolocutor  and  seconded  by  the  Dean  of 
Durham :  *Tbat  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Lay  Readers  be  referred  to  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  the  Diaconate  to  consider  both  together.'    Agreed  to  mm,  eon. 

The  Diaoonate. — Resolution  moved  by  the  Archdeacon  of  Chester  and  seconded  by  the 
Bishop  of  Sodor  and  Man :  'That  the  President  be  prayed  to  appoint  a  Joint  Cpmmitteo  of 
this Ocmvocation  to  consider  what  steps  can  advantageously  be  taken  to  secure. »cti(m  upon 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Diaconate,  and  to  obtain  a  conference  with  alike  com- 
mittee of  the  Southern  Convocation,  if  any  be  appointed.'    Agreed  to. 

in.  DIOCESAir  COHFEBEHCES. 

The  following  resolutions  were  passed  at  the  Sessions  of  1883  : 

Chester. — *  That  it  is  desirable  to  consider  the  practicability  of  the  e^^tenaipn  of;  Church 
work  by  La^'men,  and  to  proceed  (with  the  sanction  of  the  Bishop)  to  the  formation  of  a 
Chester  Lay  Helpers'  Association  in  the  lines  of  that  in  the  Diocese  of  London.* 

Chichester. — *That  the  Standing  Committee  be  requested  to  appoint  a  sub-committee  to 
formulate  for  the  consideration  of  the  Lord  Bisliop  of  the  Diocese  a  practical  scheme  for  the 
appointment  of  Lav  Readei-s.' 

Lichfield. — 'That  Lay  Readers  may  with  advantage  conduct  Services  in  the  Church 
provided  always  that  these  persons  have  the  sanction  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Incumbent^  lind 
also  that  the  legal  Services  be  duly  performed  by  the  Clergy. 

London. — A  committee  granted  to  inquire  into  the  best  way  of  eyangelising  the  masses 
by  Lay  help. 

Manchester. — *That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  carry  out  the  resolutions  of  a  previous 
Conference,  and  after  consultation  with  the  Bishop  to  lay  dowa  a  scheme  of  Association  of 
Lay  Helpers,  and  take  measures  to  carry  it  into  effect. 

^  Korwich. — (l)  <That  the  Conference  respectfully  asks  the  Bishop  to  take  into  consider- 
ation the  advisability  of  instituting  the  order  of  a  Reader.' 

(2)  'That  the  Conference  desires  the  establishment  of  a  Diocesan  Lay  Helpers'  Association 
based  upon  the  above  reports  and  recommendations,  and  the  appointment  of.  the  commitjcqe  to 
draw  up  a  scheme  and  to  report  to  the  Bishop.'

LondoxL — Tho  following  short  statement  has  been  famished  by  the 
Bev.  0.  G.  Blaxlandy  M.A.,  Chaplain  to  tho  Bishop  of  London  and  Hon. 
Secretary  to  the  Lay  Helpers*  A^ociation. 

Tho  Lay  Uolponi*  Associntion  for  the  Diocete  of  London  roporU  a  yonr  of  iteadv,  unob* 
truilve  progress,  without  much  change,  for  which  there  is  but  little  scope.  At  its  annual 
celebrations  of  Holy  Communion  in  8t  Paul's  Cathedral  on  Juno  86,  at  one  of  which  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  was  celebrant,  and  gavo  an  address,  tho  number  of  communicants 
amounted  to  more  than  500.  At  tho  service  in  Westminster  Abbey  on  the  evening  of  the 
same  day  the  proacher  was  the  Vorv  Rev.  J.  Oakley,  Dean  of  Carlisle.  At  the  annual 
mooting  in  Kxeter  Hall,  which  took  place  tho  nrovious  week,  the  chair  was  occupied  by  Earl 
Cairns,  who  has  nince  beoimio  oiiu  of  {\w  Vioe-rrcHldent^  of  the  Assodation,  among  whom  is 
also  numbered  Karl  Holhornu.  During  tho  pnnt  yonr  tho  Hiithop  Ium  admitted  »8  new  readers, 
and  balancing  now  mamburn  agnluNt  ruHlgimtionM,  tho  numbur  of  lloailurs  may  be  placed  at 
about  140. 

Training  for  Lay  Beaderi.  —A  oourso  of  instruction  was  provided  for  tho  Roadors,  not 
only  of  tho  London  Diocoso  but  also  ft'om  any  other,  and  was  held  IVom  July  I  to  81.  By  the 
kindness  of  the  Rev.  Hon.  A.  T.  Lyttolton,  the  buildinffs  of  Solwyn  College,  Cambrldge,*wcro 
used  for  tlie  purpose,  and  were  wholly  givon  up  to  the  RoadorH.  Tho  tQmiK)rary  princiiuu  was 
the  Rev.  Chancellor  Looke,  and  he  wos  assistod  by  tho  Rev.  (}.  11.  Ling,  one  of  tho  tutors  of 
Selwyn  College.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  vory  groat  kindness  was  shown  by  resident  members 
of  the  Univenity,  both  in  tho  more  serious  and  the  lighter  engagements  of  the  ooune.  A 
*  Quiet  Day'  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Canon  Wilde,  Rodor  of  i40wth.  The  course  was 
attended  by  89  Readers  in  all,  of  whom  6  came  for  the  whole  three  weeks,  and  the  others  for 
periods  of  one  or  two  weeks.  There  wcro  17  in  residence  each  week.  Of  the  whole  number 
10  were  fVom  the  London  Diocese  t '  eleven  other  Dioceses  were  represented  by  the  remainder. 
It  may  fkirly  be  said  that  the  undertaking  has  proved  not  less  suocessful  at  Cambridge  than 
{t  has  been  for  two  years  post  at  Keblo  College,  Oxford.  It  is  to  lie  ho|MHl  that  as  the  course 
becomes  more  widely  known,  it  will  gather  a  Inrgor  numUT  of  rcaiiors  to  avail  themselves  of 
it,  so  that  it  may  be  carried  on  ovory  yoar. 

The  general  routine  was  as  follows  :  on  SunduyH  tho  Iluly  Communion  was  celebrated  at 
S.O ;  breakfast  followed  at  9.0  |  Matins,  LItnny,  nnd  sernioii  at  10.0 ;  dinner  at  1  p.m.  i  tea 
at  5  i*.M. )  supper  at  8.B0 ;  conference  at  9.0  {  oumplino  at  10.0.  Middav  from  11.IM>  to  l.O  it 
was  suggested  should  be  spent  in  devotional  reading ;  in  tho  aftcrniMm  the  men  walked  out  or 
went  to  some  catechising  or  college  service  ;  in  tho  evening  many  attended  some  town  church. 
On  week-days  Matins  and  short  address  came  at  7.A0 ;  bronkfnNt  at  H.80  i  lecturei  at  0.BO 
and  11.80;  Litany  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  at  12.45;  dinner  at  1.0;  walk  and  sisht- 
•eeing  at  2.16  ;  tea  at  6.0 ;  evensong  at  A.80  ;  conference  at  6.0 ;  supper  at  8.0  ;  Bible  reading 
(optional)  at  8.46  or  9.0;  compline  at  10.0. 

The  Lay  Helpers*  ARsooiation  is  nnder  the  nresidenoy  of  the  Bishop 
of  London,  who  nominates  a  oomniitico,  half  oi  Laymen,  half  of  Olergv, 
and  appoints  all  tho  officers.  They  are  at  present:  Chairman,  O.  A. 
Spottiswoodo,  Esq.;  Treasurer, E.  A.  Ford,  Esq. ;  Hon.  Seo.,  Rev.  0.  C. 
Blaxland,  Falham  Palace,  to  whom  communications  should  be  made. 

By  way  of  practically  iliustratinff  tho  work  which  this  Association 
is  so  usefully  carrying  on,  the  following  extracts  arc  given  from  some  of 
the  missioners*  reports : 

8t.  Saviour*!,  South  Hampitead,  continues  to  progress,  the  candidates  for  oonflrmation 
having  increased  to  OA,  as  against  50  in  the  previous  year,  21  of  whom  were  over  twenty  years  of 
age,  several  having  boon  Nonconformists,  or  liaving  been  baptised  Just  previous  to  confirma- 
tion. The  oonimunicant  roll  has  risen  to  ovor  200,  although  the  mission-room  only  soats  800. 
The  Mon's  Bible  clans  numbers  81,  and  n  second  class  Is  now  being  formed  with  a  new  teacher. 
A  service  fi)r  men  only,  which  was  commenced  in  NovemlM^r  last,  has  already  an  average 
attendance  of  00.  Iho  annual  social  mooting  was  livid  In  January,  and  was  again  presided 
over  by  Karl  Nelson. 

St.  MatthUi*,  Earri  Oourt.  -  During  the  past  autumn  tho  mlsMioncrs  have  carried  on 
a  series  uf  outdoor  services  bcfont  tho  regular  niission  scrvloo  commenced,  and. with  a  very 
good  result.  The  series  was  brought  to  a  close  with  a  harvcNt  festival,  the  outdoor  part  of 
which  was  conducted  by  the  Vicar,  who  was  gratified  at  llndlng  how  good  tho  attendance  was. 
The  services  havo  Just  been  resumed. 

Bt  Jamei'i,  jEnfleld  Highway.  -  Tho  outdoor  morning  services,  commenced  here  in 
^0110  ln§t  by  the  chairmnn  and  niiisiuu  secn^tary,  were  carried  on  most  energetically  till  tht 
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cold  weather,  when  they  were  closed,  and  a  series  of  week-day  evening  services  were 
commenced  in  the  schoolroom.    In  both  instances  the  result  has  been  satisfactory. 

8t.  John's,  Hammersmith. — The  outdoor  processions  and  sermons  instituted  last  summer 
by  the  Vicar  and  a  band  of  zealous  Laymen,  as  a  prelude  to  the  mission  service  in  Holy 
Innocents'  Chapel,  which  were  noticed  in  the  last  report,  proved  so  useful  that  the  two 
neighbouring  parishes  of  St.  Paul  and  St.  Peter  have  joined  in  the  movement,  and  now 
on  Sundays  and  certain  week-day  evenings  the  Clerical  and  Lay  workers  of  the  three  parishes 
unite  in  the  street  work,  and  when  it  is  ended  the  indoor  service  is  held  alternately  in  the 
mission  chapels  of  the  several  parishes. 

DTJBHAJi. — In  this  Diocese  steps  have  already  been  taken  to  organise  a  Diocesan  Lay 
Helpers*  Assodation.  The  Bishop  especially  conunended  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  in  the  year  1882,  and  his  words  will  be  found  at  length  in  the  Official 
Yeab  Book  of  1883,  p.  118.  At  the  recent  Diocesan  Conference  the  Bishop  again  expressed 
his  earnest  hope  that  every  effort  would  be  made  to  unite  the  strength  of  the  Diocese  in 
carrying  out  its  present  determination  to  make  the  office  of  Lay  Readers  one  of  great  practical 
use. 

A  special  ser>-ice  for  Lay  workers  was  held  in  the  Cathedral  in  June  last,  when  the 
attendance  was  very  large.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  preached,  and  in  the  course  of  his 
sermon  he  pointed  out  that  it  was  only  by  means  of  Lav  Readers  that  the  Church  could 
effectually  reach  the  masses,  and  faithfully  discharge  the  heavy  responsibility  pressed  upon 
her  in  these  days.  During  the  service  thirfy-one  Lay  Readers  were  solemnly  commissioned  for 
their  work.  ^^ 

BATH  AHD  WELLS. — In  this  Diocese  action  has  been  taken  in  the  matter  of  Lay  help, 
resulting  in  the  constitution  of  a  Diocesan  Lay  Helpers*  Association ;  the  great es>t  encourage- 
ment has  been  given  to  the  movement  throughout  the  Diocese ;  a  large  number  of  parishes 
have  contributed  most  useful  members. 

The  first  Report,  issued  in  July  1883,  represents  the  present  extent  of  the  organisation  thus : 
Number  in  the  Association— Associates,  160  ;  Members,  912  ;  total,  1,072. 

The  first  annual  festival  was  held  in  the  Cathedral  on  July  26  last ;  after  morning  prayer 
and  s  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  preaching,  commended  to  all 
the  solemn  importance  of  the  movement  which  they  had  met  to  encourage. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  expressed  most  strongly  his  desire 
that  sU  would  labour  and  pray  that  wisdom  and  power  might  be  given  to  this  new  effort  to 
extend  the  kingdom  of  Chnst.

LICSFISLD. — ^The  Lay  Helpers'  Association  in  this  Diocese  continues  to  work  with  great 
activity,  and  to  prove  itself  in  many  ways  an  invaluable  handmaid  of  the  Church. 

The  following  extract  from  the  Diocesan  Calendar  points  out  upon  what  conditions  this 
agency  receives  episcopal  sanction  and  carries  out  its  work : 

Darii^  the  past  year  a  change  has  been  made  in  the  method  of  granting  licences  to  this 
important  body  of  Diocesan  Church  workers.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  sent 
by  the  Bishop  to  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  dated  January  16, 1882. 

*fn  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  a  Report  on  Lay  work  adopted  by  the 
Diocesan  Conference,  it  is  proposed  to  make  some  change  in  the  arrangements  connected  with 
the  Lay  workers  in  this  Diocese. 

*In  future  these  will  all  receive  from  the  Bishop  commissions  as  Lay  Readers,  which 
will  authorise  them  to  perform,  under  the  direction  of  the'  Incumbent  with  whom  they  are 
working,  all  the  duties  specified  in  the  commission.  These  will  include  all  that  has  hitherto 
bc«n  done  either  bpr  Lay  Deacons  or  Lay  Readers,  with  one  exception,  that  of  conducting  public 
aerviees  or  preaching  in  school  rooms  or  mission  rooms.  Where  it  is  desired  that  the  Lay 
reader  should  undertake  this  duty,  special  application  must  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  who  wiU 
then  make  such  inquiry  as  he  may  think  necessary  as  to  the  qualification  of  the  person 
recommended  for  this  work,  and,  if  satisfied,  will  grant  him  a  licence  for  this  purpose  in 
future.' 

Each  one  of  these  Lay  Readers  must  be  recommended  by  the  Clergyman  in  whose  parish  he 
is  working,  and  must  sign  a  form  stating  that  he  is  a  communicant  and  promising  to  abide  by 
the  doctrine  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  to  be  ready  to  relinquish  his  office  at  the  written 
request  of  the  Bishop  or  Clergyman  in  charge  of  the  parish.  He  then  receives  a  formal 
commission  from  the  Bishop,  authorising  him  to  assist  in  Church  work,  with  the  exception  as 
stated  above  of  conducting  public  services  or  preaching.  If,  however,  he  wishes  to  be  allowed 
to  conduct  public  services,  or  preach  in  school  rooms  or  mission  rooms,  he  has  to  answer  fucthftx 
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InqulricH,  and  inuHt  bo  nropnrod  \o  AiiMwor  Homo  ^noral  auoMtionn,  in  order  to  Mutisfv  tlie 
Bluhop  M  to  hiN  knowltHl^  and  tlio  noinidnoM  of  hU  uootrine.  If  tho  nMiilt  of  tdis  be 
Mtlsftcftory  he  will  rmwivo,  in  addition  to  hi«  oommiMion  an  Lay  Koader,  a  liconoe  to  preach 
and  conduct  n^ligiouH  Rorvioei.

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SECTION  VIL—HOME  MISSION  WORK. 

GiriLDS  ANB  UNIONS  FOB  THE  ADVANCEMENT  OF  THE  DEVOTIONAL  LIFE 
AMONG  COMMUNICANTS  AND  CHUBCH  WOBKEES. 

Circumstances  will  not  now  permit  us  to  present  anything  like  a  detailed 
and  comprehensiye  statement  of  the  existence  and  working  of  parochial 
guilds,  or  societies  otherwise  uamed^  for  associating  Communicants  and 
Church  workers  in  a  common  effort  to  deepen  the  spiritual  life,  to 
stimulate  their  efforts  and  extend  their  influence.  This  subject  may 
be  dealt  with  in  future  years.  Meanwhile,  Churchmen  will  observe  with 
great  interest  and  thankfulness,  in  the  following  records,  the  efforts  which 
are  being  made  in  several  Dioceses  to  quicken  the  zeal  and  strengthen  the 
devotional  life  of  those  who  have  professedly  consecrated  their  lives  to 
the  service  of  their  Lord.  In  addition  to  the  illustrations  here  given, 
others  of  a  similar  character  will  be  found  in  the  Yeab-Book  of  1883, 
page  123.. 

DIOCESE  OF  CANTEBBUBT. 

A  festival  of  the  Canterbury  Association  of  Church  Workers  was  held  in  the 
Cathedral  City  on  Thursday,  November  15,  1883,  most  remarkable  for  the 
numbers  which  took  part  in  it  and  the  cordial  manner  in  which  it  was  taken  up 
by  the  whole  of  the  Clergy  of  the  city  and  Rural  Deanery.  The  service  was  pre- 
ceded by  a  tea  at  the  Music  Hall.  A  sub-committee  of  the  Parochial  Clergy, 
assisted  by  twelve  stewards,  had  charge  of  the.  arrangements  of  the  Cathedral, 
and  not  the  least  confusion  was  observable,  although  the  Cathedral  was  crowded 
from  the  commencement  of  the  service.  The  whole  of  the  choir  had  been  re- 
served for  Church  workers,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  portion  appropriated 
to  the  Cathedral  officials  and  their  families.  Shortly  before  the  commencement 
of  the  service  all  vacant  seats  were  filled  up  by  the  general  public.  The  choir, 
assisted  by  the  voluntary  choir  connected  with  the  Cathedral,  ably  led  the  service. 
Dr.  Longhurst  presided  at  the  organ.  The  service  consisted  of  a  shortened  form 
of  evensong,  with  special  Psalms,  lessons,  collects,  and  hymns.  Dr.  Barry 
Bishop  (elect)  of  Sydney,  gave  the  address. 

The  service  was  succeeded  by  a  Conference  at  the  Music  Hall,  which  was 
literally  crowded  in  every  part  with  Church  workers,  many  being  unable  to  ob- 
tain seats. 

The  Bishop  of  Dover  was  in  the  chair,  and  was  supported  by  Canons  Barry, 
Holland,  Cadman,  Elwyn,  and  Mr.  G.  A.  Spottiswoode.  The  first  paper,  by  Canon 
Cadman,  was  on  Church  Work,  its  Difficulties  and  Encouragements.  Canon 
Blwyn's  speech,  that  followed,  insisted  on  perseverance,  and  was  listened  to  with 
marked  attention  and  interest. 

Mr.  G.  A.  Spottiswoode,  Chairman  of  the  Council  of  the  Lay- Helpers'  Associa- 
tion, London,  gave  much  interesting  information  of  the  various  efforts  they  were 
making  in  the  London  Association,  and  insisted  on  tHe  Church  worker  possessing 
himself  of  what  he  aimed  at  imparting  to  others. 

The  second  paper  on  Church  Choirs  was  by  Dr.  Longhurst,  organist  of  Can- 
terbury Cathedral,  and  contained  many  practical  suggestions  on  the  best  method 
of  training  and  promoting  the  efficiency,  sustaining  the  interest  and  deepening 
the  spiritual  tone  of  a  choir. 

The  Bishop  of  Dover  closed  the  proceedings  with  the  Benediction,  and  thus 
terminated  a  most  interesting,  and  it  is  hoped,  useful  festival.  The  singing  of 
the  three  hymns  at  the  Conference,  and  the  united  voices  of  the  Church  workers, 
particularly  in  the  Lord's  Prayer,  were  especially  striking. 

The  Canterbury  Church  Workers*  Assrx^iation  was  originattd  with  the  object 
tit  encouraging  those  who  are  engaged  in  various  br« riches?  ot  GYv\«o\v  woiVVck 
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tho  Dioooso  by  tho  diroot  rooog:nitionand(«anction  of  their  Bishop,  and  affording 
them  op{)ortunitio8  of  meeting  together. 

Tho  late  Archbishop  (Tait)  with  this  view  approved  the  issue  of  recognition 
forms  (in  addition  to  nis  licence  granted  to  lay  readers),  which  on  the  request 
of  the  {)arish  clergyman  he  sigoeii.  These  are  of  four  kinds^for  members  of 
choirs,  Kunday-Bohool  teachers,  general  helpers  as  district  visitors,  and  recently 
A  form  for  bell-ringers ;  an  association  of  the  last  class  having  lately  been  called 
into  existence.  They  contain  a  few  words  of  greeting,  exhortation,  4nd  bene- 
diction. 

It  was  originally  intendeil  that  tho  association  should  foster  the  youngercom- 
municants  of  Uio  ('huroh  after  their  confirmation,  and  for  this  purpose,  as  well  as 
for  the  use  of  any  C'liuroh  workers  wlio  might  desire  it,  a  card  was  drawn  up 
and  issued,  containing  a  few  simple  directions  for  Christian  living,  and  a  prayer 
by  his  Grace.  And  tliis  it  was  hot>ed  might  servo  to  knit  together  in  a  Diocesan 
bond  parochial  guilds  where  they  already  existed,  and  aid  and  encourage  their 
formajtion  where  the  (Clergy  desired  to  establish  them.

The  second  annual  festival  of  the  Lichfield  Diocesan  Communicants* 
Guild  Union  was  held  in  lichfield  Cathedral  on  July  16  last.  Th^  expressed 
object  of  the  Guild  is  *  to  bind  communicants  together  for  holiness,  work,  and 
prayer.*  Tlie  greatest  interest  was  shown  in  the  gathering,  and  the  attendance 
was  consequently  large.  There  were  60  Clergy  present,  and  about  1,00(>  com- 
municants. The  service  commenced  at  12.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  gave  an 
earnest  exhortation  from  1  St.  Peter  i.  16, 16. 

A  Conference  followed  in  the  afternoon.  The  Committee  of  the  Union  sub- 
mitted for  discussion  the  rules  upon  which  it  proposed  to  act  in  carrying  out  its 
work.  These  rules  will  be  found  printed  in  the  *  Reference  Section  *  of  this 
book.  The  fiishop  expressed  his  cordial  sympathy  with  tho  aim  and  work  of  the 
Union,  and  his  desii^  that  its  basis  shoula  always  be  sufficiently  wide  as  to 
bring  wittiin  its  scope  individual  members  who  might  wish  to  join,  though  they 
might  not  happen  to  be  enrolled  in  any  existing  guild.

Tho  object  of  the  Church  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Holy  Living,  which 
has  been  established  in  tho  Dioceso  of  Truro  for  some  years,  is  to  help  those 
who  havo  been  confirmed  and  arc  communicants  to  keep  steadfast  in  the  faith, 
and  to  perse vere  in  a  holy  and  consistent  (-hristian  life. 

There  arc  three  rules  of  membership :  -  I.  To  be  a  regular  communicant  of 
the  Church.  II.  To  undertake  somo  definite  work  in  the  ('hurch.  ill.  To  use 
daily  tho  prayer  of  tho  Society. 

The  Manual  of  the  Society  cont^iins  a  list  of  many  kinds  of  definite  work  in 
tho  Church,  in  explanation  of  Rule  11.  It  also  enumerates  the  necessary  aids 
to  the  communicant  for  holy  living,  and  contains  some  brief  recommendations 
about  prayer,  self-examination,  Scripture  reading,  attendance  at  church,  fasting, 
almsgiving,  thoughts,  conduct,  and  companionship. 

The  work  of  the  Society  has  been  inaugurated  in  about  40  parishes  in  the 
diocese,  and  the  total  number  of  members  oxcoods  1,200. 

Tho  parochial  meetings  of  tho  Society  are  generally  hold  monthly,  in  some 
parishes  more  frequently.  The  office  contained  in  tho  Manual  is  said ;  candi- 
dates to  be  admitted  into  tho  Society  are  made  members ;  an  address  is  givoni 
or  a  spiritual  conference  or  discussion  hold.  Tho  Intercession  and  Thanksgiving 
Taper,  which  is  issued  monthly  to  all  tho  members,  is  used  at  those  meetings, 
or  after  service  in  church,  as  well  as  in  private  devotion. 

An  annual  festival  service  is  held  in  the  Cathedral.

United  services  for  all  the  ChuKxh  workers  in  Newcastle  were  held  in  the 
Cathedral  Church  of  St.  Nicholas,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  on  All  Saints'  Day  last. 
The  services  were  as  follows  :  Holy  Communion,  8  A.M. ;  Morning  Prayer,  9  A.M. ; 
Holy  Communion,  11  AM. ;  Evening  Prayer  and  Sermon,  7.30  P.M.  Church- 
wardens, sidesmen,  choirs,  Sunday-school  teachers,  and  district  visitors  were  all 
invited. 

The  morning  services  were  well  attended.  For  the  evening  service  tickets  had 
been  issued  to  all  Church  workers  of  twenty- two  parishes  of  the  "rural  deanery  of 
Newcastle,  eastern  division.  Bearers  of  tickets  were  admitted  at  the  south-west 
door  of  the  Cathedral  at  7  P.M.  At  7.15  the  west  door  was  thrown  open  to  the 
general  public,  who  thronged  in  in  such  numbers  that  hundreds  had  to  stand 
throughout  the  whole  service.  The  Church  workers  numbered  2,000  in  all,  500 
being  members  of  the  various  choirs.    For  the  latter  the  chancel  was  reserved. 

The  choirs  having  robed  in  the  Corn  Exchange,  proceeded  up  the  nave  singing 
a  hymn,  followed  by  numbers  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  service  was  full  choral.    The  anthem  was  sung  by  500  trained  voices. 

The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Right  Rev.  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Newcastle, 
from  1  Cor.  iii.  6. 

After  the  Bishop  had  pronounced  the  Benediction  the  choirs  and  clergy  left 
the  Church,  singing  a  Recessional  Hymn. 

A  feature  in  the  congregation  was  the  great  number  of  working  men,  whose 
hands  and  clothes  in  many  cases  showed  that  they  had  come  straight  from 
forge  and  factory  to  keep  the  festival. 

There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  gathering,  so  well  conceived  and 
nobly  carried  out,  has  left  an  impression  in  the  city  of  Newcastle  which  will  tend 
not  only  to  draw  together  in  the  bonds  of  common  love  all  who  are  labouring  in 
a  common  work,  but  which  will  also  exert  a  very  powerful  influence  in  strength- 
ening the  attachment  of  some,  and  of  winning  over  others  to  the  Church  of 
their  Baptism.

SEOTION  nil— HOME  MISSION  WOBK. 

THE  DVrr  OF  THE  CHtTBCH  TOWARDS  THE  SPBEADIKG   IRFIDEIITT  OF 
THE  AGE  AND  KIHDBED  HINDBANGES  TO  THE  CHBI8TIAK  FAITH. 

The  advances  of  modern  infidelity  call  for  well-organised  efforts  on 
the  part  of  the  Church  to  defend  the  Christian  faith.  The  subject  is 
naturally  attracting  the  attention  of  thoughtful  men,  and  in  particular 
was  brought  prominently  before  the  Church  in  the  course  of  a  useful 
discussion  at  the  recent  Newcastle  Diocesan  Conference.  It  would  be 
beyond  the  scope  of  this  book  to  do  more  than  briefly  record  the  kind  of 
i^encies  which  are  at  work  for  resisting  the  attempts  which  infidels  and 
secularists  are  now  so  persistently  and  boldly  making  to  undermine  the 
faith.

bv  iho  publication  of  a  nioKt  valnablo  sorios  of  manuals  in  support  of 
Christian  ovidonoo.  It  may  bo  well  to  givo  hero  the  following  short  ox- 
tracts  f^om  rocont  reports  of  the  Sociotj,  represontinff  its  action  in  this 
important  department  of  Church  work  to  the  present  date. 

A  Abort  timo  ago  t)io  Oonnnittoo  conBidorod  carofuUv  tlio  extent  of  tho  ground 
covered  by  tho  workn  already  j)\il)liHliod  under  their  Hunotion,  with  the  view  of  filling 
up  any  hiatuH  which  they  nilK^it  discover.  Tiiey  found  that  tiio  wliolo  field  of  evidence 
had  been  fairly  occupied,  and  that  but  few  blank  npaoen  sequired  to  bo  dealt  with. 

Tho  Horipture  doctrine  of  creation  haa  been  compared  witli  tho  reoent  dlBOOVoriefl 
of  Bcienoe,  Miracleu  have  been  examined  in  their  beiuringa  upon  the  theory  of  the 
contiervation  of  energy,  l^opliecy  hiiM  been  made  to  withatand  tlie  attaoka  of  advanced 
modern  oritlciHtn.  i'liiyer  hiia  been  dealt  with  in  Ita  relation  to  the  aaaume<l  fixity  and 
univeraality  of  nature'a  laws.  The  Hiblc  hiut  Ihhui  put  u|M>n  itH  trial,  botli  in  ita 
hiat>orioal  and  moral  asptu^tH.  Su(Oi  (lueHtiouM  iim  the  Being  of  Ood,  wliioli  modern 
agnoaticiam  would  )iut  bt^yond  the  nMum  of  man'a  facultioa,  have  lM)en  fully  and  fairly 
*  disouaaod  on  the  fundamental  grounda  of  our  common  human  nature.  Morality  haa 
been  aliown  to  have  ita  ultimate  aanctiona  in  religion.  The  do(^trine  of  final  cauae,  m 
preaented  in  PaloyVi  <  Natural  Theology,'  haH  been  re-atated  and  defended  againat 
objectiona  drawn  from  the  theory  of  evolution.  All  theae  queationa,  and  many  more, 
have  been  dwolt  on  in  the  i)ublicaMonH  iaaued  under  the  auapicea  of  tho  Chriatian 
£vidonce  Commit  too. 

Of  the  one  publication  recently  iaaued  by  the  C^ommitteo,  it  can  bo  safely 
said  that  it  d(K>a  not  trench  upon  any  previoua  S.i\O.K.  work,  and  Uiat  it  haa  ita  proper 
rdUf  in  tliat  field  of  evidence  which,  from  ita  very  nature,  ia  vivried  and  cumalatlvo. 
Ptofoaaor  Moxley  in  hia  <  Sermon  on  Nature  *  pointa  out  the  relation  betweon  tho  argu- 
ment from  deaign  and  that  adducible  from  the  exiatence  of  beauty  in  tho  world;  and 
^feaaor  Ruakin  haa  illuatrated  thia  })aralleliam  by  detailed  examplea  and  iUustrationa 
in  aeveral  of  hia  worka,  but  more  eanecially  in  the  fourth  volumo  of  his  <  Modern 
Paintera.'  The  Ilev.  H.  St.  John  TyrAvnltt  haa  dealt  with  thia  evidential  aide  of  besuty 
in  *  Tho  Natural  Theology  of  Natund  Heauty,*  which  haa  been  lately  publifihed  under 
tho  aanotion  of  the  Chrlatian  JCvidenoe  C'Ommittee.  Mr.  Tyrwhltt  preaenta  the  argu- 
ment in  the  flrat  place  in  ita  hlHlorlcal  aajwct,  ahowing  how  both  Aryan  and  BemiUo 
peoplea  were  led  by  tho  aublime  and  atriking  in  Nat  itre  to  Theiatio  or  Panthoiatio 
conoeptions  of  the  Universe.  The  remainder  of  the  book  ia  taken  up  with  modern 
vlewa  on  the  aubjec^t,  but  everywherti  the  readier  will  find  a  freahneaa  and  originality 
wliioh  make  it  at  once  intereating  and  auggeative. 

Tho  worka  publiahod  by  the  Committee  during  tho  paat  year,  though  few,  are  not 
unimvortant.  The  ilev.  11.  J.  Croat hwai to  haa  contributed  liia  work,  *  Tho  Goapela  of 
tho  New  Teatament,  their  genuineneaa  and  auihtrity*  Tho  Uev.  «T.  M,  Wllaon  ia  tho 
author  of  another  moat  important  work,  entitled  *  The  Theory  of  Inapiration,  or  wliy 
Men  do  not  belicvt»  the  JHbh*  Professor  \Vac(i*a  *  Life  of  o\ir  T^ml '  ia  atill  in  oourao 
of  pre)>aration.

Olijeota  and  Conatitution  of  the  Sooloty.— Tho  Christian  Kvldenoo  Hooiety, 
founded  about  tbirtoc»n  yi«ars  ago,  to  njeet  and  repel  the  inoreivalngly  aggroaaivo 
infidelity  of  tho  tinu's,  is  not  a  distinctively  (Church  of  Kngland  Society,  for  it  waa 
originated,  and  has  beiui  since  carried  on  and  aupported  hy  earnest  men  of  many 
Chrlatian  d<>nominations. 

lUit  being  a  vahiable  imd  representative  aasociatlon  in  thia  country  for  making 
known  the  evidencea  of  Christianity  niuougst  tlu^  masses,  and  being  widely  acm^ptod 
M  aueh  by  those  in  a\ithority  in  the  Chun^h  of  Knglaml  and  by  a  largo  number  of 
the  Clergy,  it  finds  a  legitimate  place  in  these  pages.

On  those  oocasionfi  (as  alHo  f^enerally  in  the  cane  of  indoor  lectures)  disoussion  is 
allowed  at  the  oloHe  of  the  lecture.  The  moetings  have,  on  the  whole,  been  very  well 
attended ;  there  lias  hardly  been  an  instance  in  which  the  lecturers  have  not  boon 
gratified  by  the  warm  appreciation  shown  by  their  audiences.  The  opposition  of  tho 
■eoularists  often  takes  tno  form  of  violent  abuse  and  slanderous  aoousationsi  but  the 
■poakers  have  been  sustained  by  the  pfonerous  sympathy  always  shown  by  the  large 
majority.  It  is  no  uncommon  thing  for  )i\indrods  of  men  of  all  ages  and  classes  to 
stand  for  an  hour  or  more  in  drenching  rain  during  the  delivery  of  the  lectures,  an<l 
persons  will  come  from  one  end  of  I^ondon  to  anotlier  to  hear  tho  arguments  of  one 
from  whom  they  have  before  <lerlve<l  profit.  Abundant  testimony  has  l)eon  given  to 
the  solid  and  nermanentroHultH.  Many  have  been  converted  from  sceiiticism  to  (/hris* 
tianlty,  and  iiave  become  regular  attendants  at  places  of  worship  ana  earnest  workers 
for  (/hrist,  while  numy  more  have  thankfully  confessed  that  the  lectures  luivo  saved 
them  from  drifting  into  infidelity. 

III.  Olaisei  and  Bzamlnationi. — The  classes  in  preparation  for  examination  arc 
certainly  not  the  least  valuable  or  instructive  imrt  of  tlie  Society's  work.  The  offer 
of  pvizes  and  certificates  encourages  study  of  works  which,  vIowimI  in  a  purolv  in- 
tolloctual  aspect,  are  calculated  to  brace  tlie  mental  faculties.  Hut  an  intelligent 
interest  in  the  arguments  of  Dtitler  or  Mozley,  of  Whately  or  llow,  is  closely  con- 
nected with  warm  sympathy  for  the  dec^p  moral  and  religious  earnestness  of  most  of 
tho  great  writers  on  the  evidences.  It  is  a  certain  fact  that  the  sjiiritual  faith  of 
many  students  fun  been  immensely  (luickened  by  being  taken  out  of  the  groove  of  a 
shallow  and  often  moribund  tM)pular  theology.  Tliey  have  seen,  somet  imes  with  surprise, 
that  philosophy,  historv,  and  science,  are  all  handmaids  to  Christian  belief,  and  tliat 
whatever  is  go<Ml  in  other  creeds  is  found  purified  and  harmonised  in  C-hristianity. 
Thus  they  have  learnt  that  Jesus  Christ,  the  *  Way,  tho  Truth,  and  the  Life,' alone 
■atisfles  all  the  needs  and  aspirations  of  human  nature.  The  liible  also,  studied  in 
this  way,  and  apart  from  merely  conventional  views,  has  shown  itself  a  mine  of 
priceless  and  unlookod  for  treasures. 

Tho  candidates  for  the  Hocioty's  annual  oxaminaticm  were  this  year  nmcli  fowor 
than  usual  in  the  elementary  grade.  Hut  the  number  of  candidates  for  examination 
in  several  divisions  of  the  advanced  griule  was  larger,  and  the  average  attainmonts 
both  in  the  elementary  and  advan(*-ed  grades  were  miu^h  higher  than  usual. 

It  is  hoped  that  many  who  read  this  will  do  what  they  can  to  promote  the  study 
of  the  subjects  named  in  the  schenus  which  can  be  obtained  at  tin)  office  of  tho 
Hociety  by  personal  or  written  application. 

IV.  Literature.  -The  publications  of  the  Society  have  hiul  a  large  circulation,  and 
tho  latest  volume.  Professor  lied  ford's  *  llandlnrnk  of  Christian  Evidence,' has  now 
reached  a  second  edition,  which  is  issiu^d  at  a  re<luced  price.  The  sale  of  a  thousand 
copies  (the  first  edition)  of  a  nine-shilling  work  in  a\)out  twelve  months  is  a  sign 
that  a  public  want  has  been  effectively  nmt .  Some  of  the  now  tnict«  have  been  greatly 
appreciated  by  artisans.  Much  more,  however,  might  be  done  in  the  i\M»t'»j)eciftlii/ 
in  ihv  jmuluction  of  Irtwii^  written  in  a  popular  style  by  men  of  ability,  were  not 
the  hands  of  the  Committee  ti(»d  by  the  smallness  of  the  income  entrusted  to  their 
charge. 

V.  Centre  of  Information.^It  seems  hardly  necessary  to  insist  upon  the  very 
great  Iwnefit  that  arises  from  the  existence  of  a  centre,  to  which  (^an  go  both  those 
who  are  in  doubt  and  jierplexlty  for  themselves  or  for  those  clear  to  them,  and 
such  as,  having  studlcM]  the  evldenc(»s  in  the  j)ainf\d  scjIiooI  of  earnest  Inquiry,  and 
having  found  light  to  beam  on  their  own  dark  path,  are  anxious  to  help  others  still 
in  gloom.  An  immense  deal  of  most  valuable  work  is  efTec^tcui  by  corresixmdenco 
and  interviews,  and  expn^sslons  of  the  warmest  gratitude  are  friniuently  received  by 
those  who  are  engaged  in  this  specially  arduous  part  of  the  Society's  operations. 

Speaking  gonorally,  it  may  bo  ntatod  that  Uioro  ImB  been  a  moRfc 
marked  incroaHO  of  intoroflt  in  tho  Sooioty*fl  work  displayed  daring  tho 
lost  year.  Appeals  for  help  in  the  way  of  leoturos,  grants  of  traotH,  Ac, 
are  oonstantly  coming  in,  and  are  gladly  met  by  the  Committee  as  oppor- 
0anitj^  pormitB, 
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Those  wishing  to  assist  this  important  branch  of  Chnrch  work  by  their 
offerings  op  personal  service  will  receive  every  information  on  applying 
to  the  Secretary,  or  to  the  Bev.

DIOCESE    OF    MANCHESTER. 

This  branch  has  been  in  existence  only  a  very  short  time,  bnt  considerable  work 
has  been  already  done.  Upwards  of  seventy  lectures  and  addresses  have  been 
delivered  under  its  auspices  on  different  points  of  Christian  evidence.  The  aggre- 
gate attendance  up  to  the  present  has  exceeded  thirty-five  thousand,  giving  an 
average  for  each  lecture  of  over  five  hundred.  The  audience  in  each  case  has  con- 
sisted almost  exclusively  of  men.  At  most  of  these  lectures  questions  have  been 
invited  or  discussion  allowed,  but  in  not  one  instance  has  the  privilege  been  abused. 
If  space  permitted,  numerous  testimonies  to  the  effects  produced  might  be  quoted, 
but  perhaps  the  best  proof  is  the  eagerness  with  which  the  lectures  are  sought. 

The  work  of  the  Society  has  also  included  addresses  to  the  City  Missionariee, 
with  a  view  of  aiding  them  in  their  work ;  to  gatherings  of  Sunday  School  teachers, 
with  the  same  object ;  and  to  mid-day  congregations  of  business  men.  As  soon  as 
possible,  classes  for  the  study  of  Christian  Evidence  will  be  established  at  different 
centres,  and  lists  of  appropriate  books  freely  distributed.

THE  WORK  OF  THE  CHURCH   AMONG  OUR  SEAFARING 

POPULATIONS  AND   EMIGRANTS. 

Tjib  importance  of  bringing  the  ministry  of  tho  Gospel  to  the  great 
seafaring  class  is  admitted  by  all,  and  thoro  will  bo  bnt  ono  desire  to 
strengthen  the  hands  of  the  Church  in  falfllling  this  solemn  responsibility. 
Tho  subject  has  moro  than  onco  prominently  occupied  tho  attention  of 
tho  Church,  and  it  is  to  bo  hoped  that  a  wider  consideration  may  lead  to 
more  actiye  work  in  this  branch  of  Christian  lnl)our.  Tho  Committee  in 
indebted  to  tho  present  Chaplain  of  tho  Fleet  for  tho  yery  interesting 
account  of  the  proyision  made  for  religious  teaching  in  tho  Royal  Nayy 
which  is  incorporated  with  this  statement,  and  to  Commander  Dawson  for 
the  information  ho  has  furnished  regarding  tho  mercantile  aspect  of  this 
branch  of  Church  work.  Beferenoe  is  also  made  in  this  Section  to  tho 
important  subject  of  Emigration  and  to  tho  responsibilities  of  tho  Church 
fn  regard  to  it. 
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THE    ROYAL    NAVY. 

This  year  we  give,  by  the  assistance  of  the  Chaplain  of  the  Fleet,  the 
Official  Regulations  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Royal 
Navy.  This  information  is  extracted  from  printed  documents  issued  by 
authority,  and  will  convey  more  definite  conceptions  than  any  other  kind 

of  description,

*■  The  reUgions  denomination  of  each  man  and  boy  is  recorded  on  his  pardiment 
certificate  and  in  the  service  and  conduct  book.'  (Q.R.  577,  3.)  As  far  as  the  nature 
of  the  service  will  allow,  every  provision  is  made  for  those  belonging  to  other  de- 
nominations ;  but  we  print  only  those  regulations  which  are  concerned  chiefly  with 
the  CSuirch  of  England. 

Ordar  and  Diieipline  generally  on  Board.— <  The  captain  is  to  discountenance  and 
suppresB  all  cursing,  swearing,  drunkenness,  gaming,  rioting,  and  quarrelling;  all 
abosiTe  and  irritating  language  to  inferiors  ;  all  dissolute  or  disorderly  conduct,  and 
in  general  eYer3rthing  tending  to  the  disparagement  of  religion,  or  to  the  promotion 
of  vice  and  immorality.'    (Q.R.  629.) 

Sast  oa  and  Obtenranoe  of  Sundays.—*  The  ship's  company  is  not  to  be  employed 
on  Bnndaya  in  any  work  or  duty  other  than  that  which  the  public  service  may  abso- 
lutely require.     (Q.R.  622.) 

*  When  it  is  necessary  to  salute  on  Sundays,  care  should  be  taken  not  to  do  so 
during  the  hours  of  Divine  Service  ashore  or  in  the  ships.  Should  any  salute  to 
a  for^gn  flag  or  ship  be  delayed  on  this  account,  the  cause  to  be  explained/  (Q.R. 
48.) 

IMTiiie  Serriee  on  Sundays  and  Week  Day  Prayers.—*  The  captain  shall  fake 


'That,  subject  to  the  directions  of  the  senior  officer  present,  and  if  the  duties  of  the 

ship  and  the  state  of  the  weather  do  not  absolutely  prevent  it,  Divine  Service  is  per- 

f ocmed  every  Sunday  according  to  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  a 

sennon  preached,  at  which  he  and  such  of  the  officers  and  men  as  arc  not  on  duty  are 

to  be  permitted  to  attend.'    (Q.R.  623  &.) 

*  ^i\iaX  on  every  week  day,  after  morning, quarters  or  divisions,  short  prayers  from 
the  same  Liturgy  be  read.'    (Q.R.  623  e.) 

'  That  when  no  chaplain  is  on  board,  the  best  arrangements  practicable  are  made 
to  give  effect  to  these  directions  as  to  Divine  Service  and  Morning  Prayers.*  CQ-^* 
B2Sd.) 

Ckaplalnf . — *  The  active  list  of  chaplains,  including  chaplains  who  are  also  Naval 
Instmctors,  will  not  exceed  100.'    (Q.R.  270.) 

Appointment  of  Chaplaini. — *  No  person  will  be  appointed  to  a  chaplaincy  in  the 
Royal  Navy  who  has  not  been  ordained  Deacon  and  Priest  of  the  Church  of  England, 
or  who  has  not  been  admitted  to  the  same  Holy  Orders  by  the  lawful  authority  of  one 
of  t^e  Churches  within  the  realm  of  Qreat  Britain  and  Lreland  which  are  in  coin- 
mnnion  with  the  Church  of  England,  or  whose  age  exceeds  35  years,  or  who  holds  any 
benefice  with  a  cure  of  souls,  or  who  does  not  produce  testimonials  from  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  was  last  licensed,  addressed  to  the  Lords  Conmiissioners 
of  the  Admiralty,  or  who  has  not  been  examined  by  some  competent  person  appointed 
for  that  purpose  by  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  and  hias  been  repotted 
by  him  to  be  in  every  respect  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  fill  the  situation  of  Chaplain 
with  respectability  and  advantage  to  her  Majesty's  Service.'    (Q.R.  240.) 

Tkib  Conditions  of  Serrice,  including  the  scales  of  pay  and  retirement,  are  given 
in  a  *  Circular  for  the  Information  of  Candidates,*  which  can  be  found  in  the 
Quarterly  *  Navy  List,'  or  obtained  from  the  Chaplain  of  the  Fleet. 

Chmplain's  Position. — <  Chaplains  shall  not  hold  any  naval  rank,  but  shall  ret^n 
when  afloat  the  position  to  which  their  office  would  entitle  them  on  shore.*  (Q.R.

Beiptot  to  Ohaplalni^-'Thocaptain  Hhall  tako  caro  that  tho  chaplain  is  treated  at 
all  times  by  tho  ofHcorM  and  men  with  tlio  respect  duo  to  hin  ftaciod  ofHco ;  and  in  not 
required  to  perforin  any  oxocutivo  dutioH  in  connection  therewitli,  ho  tliat  nothing 
may  interfere  with  liin  being  looko<l  n|Hm  m  a  friend  and  adviner  by  all  on  boanl.* 
(Q.ll.  023  a.) 

Oonduot  of  Chaplain.— •'  Tho  cha))lain  in  to  be  most  carofnl  that  tho  morality  of  liiH 
conduct  and  the  propriety  and  rogularity  of  his  maimerH  and  conversation  be  Much  an 
to  become  liinHacred  ofUoo,  and  hm  to  innpiro  tho  oftlcerH  and  Hhip*i»  company  with 
reverence  and  roHpect  towards  Idm.'    (Q.H.  5G8.) 

DUTIES  OF  CHAPLAIN. —Divine  Bervioe  and  Bermoni.  -MTe  is  to  conduct  the 
daily  morning  prayerH,  an<l  to  perform  the  duties  of  tho  Lortrs  Day,  whether  in  liiH 
own  dliip,  or  in  any  otlier  that  may  be  ap(x)inted  by  the  Honior  ottioer,  with  due  solem- 
nity, and  in  sudi  a  manner  that  his  liearurs  may  be  impressed  with  devotion  ;  lie  will 
bo  oaroful  to  adapt  his  sermons  to  their  capiuiity  and  situation  in  lifo,  so  that  hid 
toaohing  may  be  at  once  intelligible  and  benoHcial  to  tbem.*    (Q.H.  560.) 

Holy  Communion.—*  The  chaplain  is  to  take  care  that  op}M)rtunities  bo  given  for 
receiving  the  Holy  Communion  with  regularity,  and,  when  practicable,  monthly;  tho 
captain,  with  whom  he  is  always  to  consult  before  giving  notice  thereof,  will  ensure 
every  proper  facility  being  afforded  as  to  time  and  place.'  (Q.H.  570,  1.)  *Tho 
Bread  and  Wine  will  be  provided  by  the  accountant  oflioer.'    (Q.H.  570,  2;  1680.) 

Viiitation  of  the  Sick  and  Others.—*  Jle  is  to  be  very  assiduous  in  his  attendance 
on  the  sick,  visiting  tlie  sick  bay  daily  ;  ho  is,  if  any  nuin  who  attends  his  ministration 
shall  bo  dangerously  ill,  even  although  he  nmy  not  re(|uest  it,  to  go  to  him,  after  ob« 
taining  tho  medical  ofilcer's  sanction,  to  prenare  him  for  death,  and  to  comfort  and 
admonish  him,  as  the  state  of  his  mind  or  other  circumstances  may  make  it  desirable. 
His  visits  to  the  sick  are  to  be  so  fretpumt  that  they  woidd  not  be  regarded  as  in  any 
way  betokening  that  any  patients  are  physically  in  a  dangerous  or  hopeless  state.' 
(Q.U.  577,  1.)  *  He  is  also  to  visit  the  sick  and  others  wlio  may  require  spiritual 
assistance  on  board  other  ships  or  hospitals,  or  elsewhere  on  shore,  whero  there  is  no 
chaplain.'    (Q.ll.  577,2.) 

keeting i  for  Prayer  and  Consultation.-  '  The  chaplain  Is  to  make  known  to  tho 
captain  whenever  he  shall  have  ascertained  that  any  men  or  boys  are  anxious  to  bo 
allowed  a  place  of  meeting  for  the  purposes  of  prayer  or  of  cons\iltation  with  him  ; 
tho  captain  will  then  C4iuse  a  part  of  the  half-deck,  or  some  otlior  appropriate  place, 
to  be  screencil  off  at  such  times  as  he  may  deem  expedient.'    (Q.H.  57B.) 

BeligiouB  Instruction  to  Offloers  and  Ship's  Company.  *He  is  to  instruct  in  tho 
principles  of  the  Christian  roligion,  not  only  all  such  young  gentlemen  as  the  captain 
shall  put  under  his  care,  but  all  the  boys  in  the  ship.  lie  is  every  Hunday  to  hear  them 
read,  and  is  to  explain  to  them  the  Hcripturus  and  tlie  Church  Catechism :  and  ho  is  to 
be  always  ready  to  give  such  assistance  and  instruction  on  religious  subjects  as  may 
be  required  of  him,  by  any  otWiwr  or  other  person  in  tho  ship.  Hut  ho  is  not  to 
enforce  the  teaching  of  the  Church  of  Kngland  ('atechism  on  any  of  tho  young 
gentlemen  or  boys  who,  l>eing  of  a  different  religious  persuasion,  might  object  to 
receive  instruction  in  a  creed  at  variance  with  their  own;  neither  are  they  to  bo 
obliged  to  read  books  to  which,  on  religious  grounds,  they  have  an  objection ;  but  tho 
captain  will  in  every  instimce  satisfy  him.self  as  to  the  validity  of  such  objections.' 
(Q.H.  574,  1.)  '  Ho  is  to  give  to  men  and  lM)ys,  who  may  voluntarily  attend, 
religious  instruction  at  such  times  in  the  afternoon  us  the  captain  may  order  to  bo 
set  apart  for  the  pur()ose.    (Q.H.  574,  2.) 

Control  of  Scripture  Beaders.  'The  chaplain  is,  when  the  visits  of  Hcripture 
readers  are  simctloned  by  the  captain,  to  take  (uire  that  they  do  not  circulate  tracts 
of  which  he  does  not  approve,  or  preach  or  perform  duties  which  strictly  and  essen- 
tially belong  to  the  ofllce  of  an  ordained  norson ;  he  will  at  once  report  any  infringe- 
mont  of  this  regulation  that  may  come  to  his  notice.  In  a  ship  not  bearing  a  cliaplain 
tho  captain  will  take  care  that  this  rule  is  enforced.*  (Q.H.  57H.) 

Ships  without  Chaplains.—*  If  two  or  more  ships  are  together,  the  senior  officer 
j#  to  make  arrangements  for  the  attt)n<ianoe  at  Divine  Hervice,  on  Sundays,  of  ofticors 
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and  men  of  the  Church  of  England  belonging  to  ships  or  tranRports  present  which 
are  without  chaplains ;  for  this  purpose  the  whole  of  the  chaplains  present  will  be  at 
his  disposal ;  he  will  arrange  the  hours  and  the  ships  in  which  Divine  Service  shall  be 
performed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  bring  the  men  together  in  large  congregations  on 
board  a  few  ships,  rather  than  that  more  numerous  separate  services  should  take  place 
at  probably  inconvenient  hours.'  (Q.R.  625.)  *  The  senior  officer  will  also  arrange 
for  the  attendance  of  chaplains  upon  the  sick  and  others  requiring  spiritual  assistance 
in  ships  without  chaplains,  as  well  as  in  hospital,  sick  quarters,  and  prisons,  where 
the  patients  might  be  unprovided  with  the  ministrations  of  clergymen  ;  and  he  will 
endeavour,  as  far  as  may  be  in  his  power,  to  afford  the  same  benefits  to  men  of  other 
denominations.    (Q.R.  626.) 

Koral  and  Boligioui  Books  for  Distribation.— <  Tlie  chaplain  may  demand  books 
of  a  moral  or  religious  character  which  are  not  included  in  the  ship's  library,  to  the 
value,  during  the  whole  commission,  of  one  pound  for  every  100  of  the  ship's 
complement;  they  will  be  supplied  by  the  Stationery  Office  on  the  demand  being  for- 
warded, through  the  captain  of  the  ship,  to  the  Admiralty.  When  in  charge  of  a 
marine  division  he  can  select  tracts  from  the  catalogues  of  the  Society  for  Promoting 
Christian  Knowledge  and  the  Religious  Tract  Society,  to  the  value  of  five  shillings  a 
quarter,  and  demand  them  through  the  commandant ;  they  will  be  supplied  from  the 
Stationery  Office.'    (Q.R.  672,  1.) 

'In  a  ship  not  bearing  a*c*baplain  the  captain  will,  on  fitting  out,  receive  from 
Deptford  a  supply  of  religious  tracts.'  (Q.R.  573,  2.)  These  are  selected  by  the 
Chaplain  of  the  Fleet. 

Beligioos  Books  for  Ship's  Company.—*  The  accountant  officer  is  to  demand 
stamped  religious  books  for  the  use  of  the  crew  in  sufficient  numbers  to  be  lent  out 
in  the  proportion  of  one  Bible,  one  Testament,  two  Prayer  Books,  two  Psalters,  and 
two  Hymn  Books  (Ancient  and  Modern),  to  every  eight  men  of  the  complement ;  and 
in  the  case  of  guard  and  other  ships  in  which  supernumeraries  are  likely  to  be 
nomeroiis,  sac^  further  quantities  as  may  probably  be  required  in  the  same  propor- 
tion. He  will  also  demand  one  large  copy  of  Hymns  Ancient  and  Modern,  with 
mnsic,  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  Service.'    (Q.R.  1627,  1.) 

•In  addition  to  the  proportion  of  these  books  to  be  provided  gratuitously,  a 
further  umstamped  supply  may  be  demanded  for  issue  to  persons  desirous  of 
purchasing  them.'    (Q.R.  1627,  3.) 

nCULAB  DUTIES  OF  CHAPLAIN.— Schools.- 'The  chaplain  is  to  visit  the 
school  daily,  and  see  that  the  naval  schoolmaster,  or  the  person  doing  the  duty,  is 
attentive  to  his  duty  and  diligent  in  teaching  the  boys  placed  under  Mm,  as  well  as 
the  seamen  and  marines  who  may  choose  to  seek  instruction  from  him.  He  is 
frequently  to  examine  the  progress  made  by  them  in  secular  education,  and,  at  the 
end  of  each  quarter,  report  the  result  in  writing  to  the  captain  ;  noting  such  boys  as 
deserve  commendation  or  otherwise.  He  is  to  examine  the  school  register  and  see 
that  it  18  kept  in  accordance  with  the  Instructions  in  Art.  342,  and  initial  it  weekly.' 
(Q.R.  575,  1.)  *  School  books  and  other  school-necessaries  are  provided  for.'  (Q.R, 
575,  2,  1363.) 

Library. — *He  is  from  time  to  time  to  inquire  into  the  working  of  the  ship's 
library,  and  he  will  suggest  to  the  captain  any  alterations  which  may  appear  to  him 
to  be  likely  to  promote  the  free  circulation  of  the  books  among  the  ship's  company.' 
(Q.B.  576.) 

COHFIBXATIOW  DUEING  THE  PAST  YEAR — The  regular  work,  under 
definite  headings,  of  the  Church  in  the  Royal  Navy  will  be  found  in  the  Year-Book 
for  1883 ;  we  add  here  details  respecting  the  Naval  Confirmations  at  home,  since  the 
dote  of  our  last  issue. 

The  arrangements  for  the  school  instruction  in  the  training  ships  result  practically 
in  the  chaplains  having  classes  always  under  preparation  for  Confirmation  ;  the  work 
being  conducted  systematically  throughout  the  year.  The  Bishops  of  the  Dioceses  in 
which  naval  candidates  are  presented  generally  hold  special  Confirmations  annually. 
Most  of  these  candidates  come  from  Greenwich  Hospital  school,  the  training  ships 
for  boys,  the  training  ship  for  cadets,  the  dep6t  for  marine  recruits,  and  the  marine 
divisions.  The  following  were  the  numbers  presented  for  Confirmation  and  confirmed 
by  the   Bishops  mentioned  or  their  representatives:    Archbishop  ot  Caiitei\)\Mrj 
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(Bishop  of  Dover  for  his  Graoo),  65 ;  nishop  of  Uoohostor,  180;  BiHhop  of  Winoheater, 
227 ;  Bishop  of  Salisbury,  276 ;  Bishop  of  Uxotor,  868 ;  Bishop  of  Truro,  146 ;  Total, 
1,206. 

THE    MISSIONS   TO    SEAMEN. 

Worship  on  the  Seas.— Tlioro  arc  alM)ut  HH,000  tnorohant  nhliM  flying  the  British 
red  ensign,  not  ono  of  wliioh  oarrios  a  Chaplain.  In  tho  groat  majority  of  thoso  thoro 
is  no  united  worship  for  tho  crows,  aooording  to  i\u)  anoiont  custom  of  tho  soa.  Tho 
loDg-vovago  i>assongor  sliips  havo  ordinarily  a  Kunday  sorvlco  for  the  passengers,  in 
whioh  tho  crow  aro  not  always  ponnlttod  to  l4iko  part..  On  tho  other  hand,  in  hor 
MaJosty*8  ships,  two-thlnls  of  wliich  do  not  carry  (;ha])lainH,  thoro  are  public  prayors 
every  morning,  and  In  many  merchant  vchmoIh  every  evening.  In  most  Scandinavian 
merchant  ships  there  are  dally  prayers,  and  tlu^  ItonVn  Day  is  devoutly  observed  liy 
public  worship.  To  encourage  habits  of  worship,  the  Missions  to  Seamen  has 
enrolled  806  captains  and  oHicers,  iU)d  168  seamen,  as  helpers  and  associates  for  tho 
promotion  of  godly  living  on  board  ship. 

The  Ohuroh  In  the  Boaditeadi.  -  Though  the  (Uturch  of  Kngland  was  not  wholly 
neglectful  of  her  sailor  sons  residing  afloat  previous  to  the  foundation,  in  1866,  of 
the  Missions  to  Seamen,  yet  there  wiis  almost  an  entire  alisence  of  clerical  ministra- 
tions on  lK)anl  tho  mercliant  and  fishing  flouts,  and  the)  barges  in  the  roadsteads  and 
harbours  of  these  kingdoms,  and  amcmgst  seamen  tomporarily  residing  In  boarding 
houses  on  shore  at  a  distance  from  their  relatives  an<l  iiomes.  And  to  this  day,  the 
shipping  sheltering  in  the  o\iter  anchorages  at  a  distance  from  the  land,  receive  no 
olerfcal  ministration  but  wluit  reaches  them  through  tho  agency  of  tho  MissioDs  to 
Seamen.  Two  steam  yachts  and  eight  sailing  vessels  aro  daily  omploved  all  the  year 
round,  in  all  weathers,  and  at  all  seasons,  in  carrying  the  mlnlstratltms  of  religion 
from  ship  to  ship,  and  from  smack  to  smack,  amongst  the  fleets  taking  temporary 
refuge  in  tho  eleven  principal  outer  anchorag(*s  of  Kngliuxl  and  Ireland.  For 
twenty-one  years  before  the  formation  of  the  Missions  to  S<^amen,  enterprising 
(Horgymon,  its  forerunners,  had  thus  sailed  from  roadstt^ad  to  roaclstead  in  tho 
Bristol  Channel,  ministering  dally  to  the  neglectc>d  merchant  and  fishing  fleetisheltor- 
ing  therein.  Thus,  during  the  last  forty-eight  years,  its  (liaplains,  or  the  pioneer 
Clergymen  who  preceded  them,  have  ooottpied,  uncluiUenged  and  alone,  these haiardous 
and  stormy  outposts  of  the  (church.  Only  one  life  has  been  lost  in  this  Mission. 
But  last  year  a  Chaplain  and  four  men  wore  thrown  into  deep  water,  and  wore  not 
resonod  from  drowning  till  they  had  clung  for  thirty-five  minutes  to  tho  mast-head 
of  their  Mission- vessel,  which  had  been  overturned  In  a  sqiuiU  whilst  proceeding 
from  service  to  service  on  lx)ard  the  ships  sheltering  In  Belfast  Lough.  Tiio  ox]>oso<l 
anchorages  thus  occupied  fok*  tho  Church  are  tho  Downs,  the  Solent ,  Portland  Roads, 
PlymouUi  Sound,  and  Falmouth  Uoads  on  otir  southern  shores  ;  the  estuary  of  the 
Orwell  on  tho  oastorn  coast;  Klngroad  and  Penarth  Iloiul,  with  the  nelghbouclng 
anchorages  In  the  Bristol  Channel;  Quoonstown  Harbour,  Belfast  though,  with  its 
several  roadsteads,  and  Watorford  Kotuls  In  the  Irish  hviv*.  The  (*.ost  of  nudntalnlng 
eadi  roadstead  station  varies  from  300/.  to  over  600/.  a  year. 

Seamen  on  Shore.— At  tho  invitation  of  the  Parochial  (-Irriry.  and  with  the 
licence  of  tho  Blsho|)s,  the  Society  occu])leM  docks  and  rivers,  and  livvn  disembarks 
some  Chaplains  from  the  waters  altogether,  so  hh  to  follow  t.iio  sailor,  t.he  fisherman, 
and  tho  bargeman  into  boarding  houses,  public-houHes,  and  otluu'  haunts  aw^-y  from 
his  proper  home.  These  temjwrary  abodes  He  jirint^lpjdly  in  ^'ery  j)oor  and  very 
populoiui  seal>oard  ])arishes,  tho  incumbents  of^  whicli  are  overworked,  and  aro 
therefore  (lulte  unable  to  give  exclusive  and  (uinstant  IuumI  to  the  over-clianging 
nautical  locigers  within  their  bo\mds.  The  attondanees  of  seamen  only  at  the  woek- 
mornlng  services  at  Bristol,  were  7,817  in  1882,  besides  8,711  seamen  and  tlielr 
families  at  weok*evonlng  services,  and  18,000  at  Sunday  services.  At  Cardiff  there 
wore  5,081  attendances  of  seamen  at  the  week-day  services  only,  and  at  Swansea, 
6,428.  Tho  congregations  at  these  little  Mission  ('hurches  are  formed  almost  anow 
each  week  by  Incessant  visitation  of  ships  and  boanling  houses ;  e.g.  the  ('haplain  and 
Reader  at  Swansea  mode  0,033  visits,  snd  at  (JardKf  7,008  visits  to  ships  and  • 
boarding  houses,  hospitals,  &o.  in  1882.  Tho  inner  harbour.^  and  docks,  now  more  or 
J^Mf/9  ooofiplod   hy  tbn  paid  aifon<'y  of   the  Miwiiinn.''  ♦<>   Koainon,  aro   thf  Port  of 
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London,  Bristol  Harbour,  Newport  Docks,  Caxdiff  Docks,  Penarth  Docks,  Swansea 
Docks^  Tmro  Biver,  Dartmouth  Harbour,  Estuary  of  the  Exe,  Poole  Harbour,  South- 
azopton  Water,  Portsmouth  Harbour,  the  Sussed  Coast,  Brighton  Beach,  Hastings 
Beacbf  Bye  Harbour,  Dover  Harbour,  Deal  Beach,  The  Medway,  Lowestoft  Harbour, 
Great  Yarmouth  Harbour,  the  Humber,  Whitby  Harbour,  the  Hartlepools,  Sunderland 
Harbour,  the  Tyne,  North  Shields,  the  Mersey,  Birkenhead  Docks,  Runcorn,  EUes- 
mere  Port,  Douglas  (Isle  of  Man),  the  LiSey,  Dunkerque  Docks,  Havre  Harbour, 
Bilbao  Harbour,  the  River  Tagus,  Malta  Harbour,  Marseilles  Docks,  Yokohama. 
The  annual  cost  of  the  better  equipped  of  the  above  dock  stations  is  from  400/.  to 
9002.  a  year ;  but  on  some  of  them  less  than  1002.  is  spent. 

J.  The  Soyal  Navy. — The  Society  supplements  the  labours  of  naval  Chaplains  by  the 
Kidividualising  work  of  Scripture  Readers  amongst  men-of-war  and  Royal  Marines, 
at  Portsmouth,  Chatham,  Dartmouth,  Harwich,  Lisbon,  Malta,  Yokohama,  and  else- 
where, wlulst  the  Missions  to  Seamen  Chaplains  minister  on  board  the  smaller  vessels 
of  war  in  various  roadsteads  and  harbours. 

FiBliermen. — The  90,000  fishermen  around  our  sh(H*es  require  when  absent  from 
their  homes^  special  ministrations.  The  parochial  Clergy  have  called  upon  The 
Missions  to  Seamen  to  supply  the  local  shortcomings  at  such  important  fishing 
stations  as  Great  Yarmouth,  Hastings,  Worthing,  Brighton,  Whitby,  the  Isle  of  ..Man, 
Lowestoft,  and  the  Humber,  &c.,  whilst  English  and  Manx  fishermen  have  been 
specially  cared  for  on  the  Irish  coast,  and  Scotch  fishermen  at  the  Tyne,  the  Wear, 
the  Humber,  and  other  eastern  ports. 

Caaal  lien. — The  inland  bargemen  are  visited  on  the  canals  terminating  in  the 
Thames,  the  Medway,  the  Humber,  and  the  Mersey,  at  Runcorn,  Ellesmere  Port» 
Bristol,  Rochester,  Hull,  and  elsewhere.  Much  remains  yet  undone  for  this  neglected 
class  of  the  population  on  the  waters. 

Emigrant  and  Passenger  Ships. — The  Chaplains  endeavour  to  organise  services, 
classes,  and  schools  for  the  voyage,  and  to  supply  both  the  crews  and  the  passengers 
with  neiedful  literature.  This  has  been  specially  done  in  Plymouth  Sound,  and 
occasionally  in  Falmouth  Roads,  the  Downs,  and  Kingroad ;  bat  the  principal  port  of 
embarkation  is  Liverpool,  where  the  S.P.C.K.  takes  charge  of  the  emigrants. 

Foreign  Seamen  in  British  Ports. — Tens  of  thousands  of  foreign  seamen  of  almost 
every  maritime  nation  frequent  our  harbours  annually,  either  under  their  own  flag 
or  under  ours.  In  default  of  speaking  their  many  languages,  the  Missions  to 
Seamen  agents  have  sold  to  them  thousands  of  Bibles  and  Prayer  Books  in  twenty 
different  languages,  and  circulated  last  year  121,650  tracts  in  seventeen  tongues 
otYiex  than  English. 

BxitadOi  Seamen  in  Foreign  Ports. — The  Scandinavian  Church  sets  us  a  noble 

example  in  the  careful  provision  it  seeks  to  make  for  its  sailor  sons  when  abroiad. 

As  Irtish  crews  reside  on  board  their  vessels  when  in  foreign  ports,  there. is  a 

specially  open  door  for  the  entrance  of  God's  Word  in  the  forecastles  of  British  ships 

when  abix»d.    It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  opportunity  is  so  little,  used,  and  that 

the  lIisBi'ons  to  Seamen  is  only  able    to  spend  693^.  a   year  on  work  abroad. 

However,  at  one  hundred  and  four  ports  in  foreign  and  colonial  lands,  British  Chaplains 

serving  churches  bordering  on  the  sea  have  been  induced  to  welcome  sai J6rs  to 

Sunday  services  ;  and  a  list  of  such  *  Sailors'  friends  and  Sunday  services,  abroad.  * 

is  pasted  into  books  and  magazines,  &c.  issued  to  outward-bound  ships.. 

Literature  Afloat.— 3,449  Bibles  and  1,764  Prayer  Books  were  sold  in  the  year 
1882  to  seamen  of  some  twenty  different  languages,  by  the  Chaplains  and  Readers  in 
twenty-seven  out  of  the  forty-eight  seaports  occupied ;  276  ships  sailed  from  seven 
seaports  with  library  boxes  on  board ;  and  5,270  ships  sailed  from  thirty  seaports 
with  large  bags  of  reading ;  whilst  918  other  vessels  received  packets  of  literature. 
Upwards  of  half  a  million  disused  Bibles,  New  Testaments,  Prayer  Books,  hymn 
books,  library  books,  magazines,  periodicals  and  tracts,  were  thus  placed  on  board 
ship  during  the  y^ar  1882. 

Ahttaining  Seamen.— The  Missions  to  Seamen  branch  of  the  Church  of  England 
Temperance  Society  was  extended  to  thirty-eight  seaports  in  the  year  1882,  and 
enrolled  8,659  merchant  seamen  as  total  abstainers,  making  a  total  of    248 
sailors  who  have  taken  this  pledge  during  the  last  four  years. 

Loss  of  Life  at  Sea. — The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  publicly  stated  on- 
March  8«  1883,  that  there  were  *  3,1 18  liv9i>i  lost  at  sea  from  foundering^  cae^lti^ 
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in  Hhipn,  (lufoctlvo  maohinory,  oxploftion,  ovor-loatlinpr,  and  no  on  in  a  Hln^lo  twelve 
montlis  (1882) ;  or,  to  put  it  in  another  way,  of  the  total  number  of  Hoamen  employed, 
one  in  sixty  met  their  death  laitt  year  (1882)  by  drowning.*  The  Parliamentary 
*  Return  relative  to  tlio  DoatliH  of  Soanion  in  the  Britisli  Merohant  Hervioo  reported 
during  the  Year  1881,'  MhowH  that  of  4,404  doathit  of  seamen  out  of  the  United 
ICing(lom,  nearly  throe-fourths,  or  H,17^  num  wore  Icillod  accidentally,  of  whom 
2,iH)6  died  by  drowning,  and  no  one  wan  puniHhud  or  blatnod  in  connection  with  any 
of  these  sudden  deaths.  Tills  return  sliows  t)mt  out  of  every  1,(M)0  seamen  who  thus 
died  at  sea  or  abroad,  and  whose  age  waM  knjwu,  022  wore  under  80  years  of  age, 
and  f)nly  rt  were  over  00  years  old. 

The  Million  Staff.— The  total  income  of  tlie  Missions  to  Hoamen  in  1882, 
2I,00a/.  \\U.  7r/.,  was  largely  due  to  offertories  from  048  churches,  and  the  gratuitous 
labours  of  500  Honorary  Hecretaries,  and  many  volunteer  colleoton.  The  Mission 
staff  now  inoludoH  2  Clerical  Hunerintendents  of  the  Missions  employed  in  visiting  the 
48  stations,  25  Chaplains  (of  wnom  11,  liowever,  are  only  partly  paid  by  this  Hocloty), 
48  Readers,  and  5  paid  Lay  Helpers ;  provided  with  10  Mission  yachts  and  many 
boats,  with  eight  churchos  and  cnuroli  ships,  and  wilh  several  Mission  rooms.  New 
Heamen*s  Chaplaincies  have  l)een  establis)iod  at  Hartlepool  an<l  at  Sunderland,  and  a 
now  Roadei*ship  at  Dartmouth  .in  1888.  There  are,  besides,  the  valuable  services 
gratuitously  rendore<l  by  70  Ttonorary  (Chaplains,  by  890  captains  and  ofHcers 
enrolled  as  Missions  to  Heamen  Helpers  on  board  ship,  l)y  158  members  of  the  crews 
as  Missions  to  Heamen  Associates,  and  by  large  numbers  of  local  friends  who,  under 
the  guidance  of  the  Chaplains,  devote  themselves  in  various  ways  to  the  aclvanoo- 
ment  of  ('hristV  Kingdom  on  the  waters.

TiiK  annual  meeting  hold  in  July  IsHt  at  the  National  Hodcty'a  Rooms,  and  presided  over 
by  the  Bishop  of  Ko<;hci«ter,  oommemorated  the  twentieth  yenr  of  thn  8oriety*N  existence  i 
snd  the  report  Mhowed  the  remarkable  nuooess  which  hsd  attended  a  ttmsU  and  apparently 
indignifloant  eflbrt  commenced  in  simple  faith  and  with  earneHt  prayer.  In  the  last  iNue 
of  tnin  work  an  account  wan  ({iven  of  the  gradual  oxtenNion  from  a  local  effort  for  the  heQefit 
of  Gravesend  flnhermen  to  the  preHent  important  nnd  inHuential  poNJtion  now  occupied  by  the 
Misnion,  not  only  in  thlM  country  hut  in  foreign  portii.  Tiio  originatorn  f)r  the  MiMion  were 
vtfry  careful  that  the  work  should  be  carried  on  ntrictly  on  Hound  CUuirch  principlen,  and  its 
ohjeot  and  intention  was  thuH  exprenHod  hy  them  in  'their  flrNt  appoiil.  The  work  of  St. 
Andrew*!!  MiMMion  in  to  enrournge  tlie  worHhip  of  (Jod  at  tH\A,  and  to  advance  the  influence  and 
teaching  of  the  C'hur<*h  of  Knglnnd  among  nnilorrt,  flHhermen,  and  eniigrnntH,  on  hoard  ship  or 
eldcwhere.  through  the  ngonoy  of  the  parochial  (Uerify  st  home,  and  the  reMpoimihle  (>lcrgy 
nhroad.  To  thin  prlnoinle  itn  mnnsgers  have  Htrlctly  mlhered,  and  the  report  of  the  Lower 
HouN<M)f  ('onv(K*ati()n  ciuled  Hneeinl  attention  to  it^  iinjiortnnee,  an  the  following  extract  ihows  : 
The  St.  Andrew'M  Watenilde  Mitwion  de«ire«  to  increiiMo  the  nrovihion  of  curstcH  to  minister  in 
dock  and  waterHidc  psriNhcs,  and  thuH  to  help  the  (liurch  where  nhe  mont  needs  help  for 
iiailorti  and  waternide  people.  Would  that  the  Miuue  HyNtom  were  mere  generally  adopted,  for 
whilst  the  Society  d<Hin  not  deniro  to  fVee  parochlsl  Clergy  from  reHpondlhility  with  renMCt  to 
their  Beamon  imriHhionerK,  whether  pernmnentor  temporsrv,  mr  to  iuruintt/ttHy  »ftwhi  wiew*, 
it  Heeks  to  aid  them  with  asHintants  (if  ilmr  own  ttflfvtidnf  and  whenever  Htich  nid  in  most 
neo<led. 

Present  Work,  Port  of  London.— At  (iravcHcnd  the  vosHelM  are  vinited  daily.  Four 
( 'lergy  are  engiged  in  thin  work,  which  could  only  he  ellected  hy  the  tme  of  the  Hteam  launch, 
whicii,  though  neceMsarily  involving  a  conHidorulde  exnenite,  Ih  cHsential  t«  the  eflicient  carry- 
ing on  of  this  important  hranch  of  the  work.  'l*he  MJNNion  ('hurch  Ih  nlHo  nerved  hy  the 
MisNJon  ('lergy,  and  the  day  nnd  Sunday  nohoolM  in  cotmection  with  it  are  well  attended.  The 
KUpnly  of  librnrioH  and  literature  tothoNhipH  Im  kept  tip,  and  Prayer  Bookx,  DihleN,  and  hymn 
hoot<H,  are  provided  for  Divine  nervico  on  hoard  nhip.  Within  the  pant  year  (1882)  a  new 
phane  of  wiiterNide  work  haM  opened  out  on  the  Tilbury  Hide  of  the  ThameH,oppoiiite(lravesend, 
where,  hy  exprewi  arrangement  with  the  HiHhop  of  the  diocese  and  the  rector  of  the  parish, 
the  Clergy  of  the  St.  Andrew's  Wntorside  Miiwion  have  for  the  past  fight  years  actively 
ministered  to  thc^piritual  ncodi  of  those  hitherto  resident  in  the  neighbourhood,  comprising 
the  troops  in  the  fort,  the  coastguard  men,  ond  the  railway  employes.    Now  magnificent  new 
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docks  ut  in  course  of  construction  in  what  were  formerly  marshy  meadows.    About  4,000  to 

5,000  navvies  are  expected  shortly  to  be  employed,  and  about  1,000  are  already  at  work.    The 

rector  of  the  parish  has,  therefore,  formed  a  Parochial  Mission,  in  connection  witli  the  St. 

Andrew's  Wi^erside  Mission,  which  the  Rev.  F.  C.  Nnish,  who  has  been  Mission  curate  at 

Gravesend  since  1874,  takes  charge  of,  with  a  view  to  the  district  beaming  Rome  day  an 

important  waterside  parish,  with  extensive  opportunities  for  work  amongst  sailors  and 

emigrants.    The  London,  Tilbury,  and  Southrad  Railway  have  erected  a  temporary  wooden 

Mission  Church  for  his  use,  as  the  old  School  Church  was  far  too  small.    This  was  opened  on 

February  5,  1883,  the  Archdeacon  of  Essex  preaching  on  behalf  of  the  Bishop  of  St.  Albans 

at  the  opening  service. 

The  Docks. — ^Tho  incumbents  of  the  principal  docks  in  London  are  helped  with  money 
prants  iot  stipends  for  Mission  curate  to  work  aniougst  sailors — viz.  Victoria  and  Albert 
Docks,  Milwall  Decks,  and  Surrey  Commercial  Docks.  Books  and  libraries  are  also  supplied 
for  ships*  uses. 

Home  Ports. — Liverpool,  Great  Grimsby,  Brixham,  Sharpness,  and  Devonport  have  all 
received  grants  both  in  money  and  books,  and  mission  work  amongst  our  sailors,  emigrants, 
and  fishermen  is  most  actively  carried  on.  An  anonymous  donation  of  1,000/.  for  the  work  at 
Liveq>ool  especially  encouraged  tlie  Committee,  and  has  enabled  the  Branch  there  to  consider- 
ably extend  the  work  both  afloat  and  ashure,  tlie  ^hole  of  the  large  docks  being  now 
systematically  visited  by  Mission  der^. 

Emigratiom. — ^This  part  of  the  work  continues  to  receive  especial  attention,  and  the  visitation 
of  the  Clergy  to  outgoing  ships  has  been  most  interesting  and  encouraging.  This  Mission  has 
been  able  to  co-operate  with  the  S.P.C.K.  in  their  scheme,  and  to  supply  large  quantities  of 
leading  matter  for  distribution  on  board  ship. 

Fishing  Fleets. — The  Mission  has  for  some  years  made  an  annual  money  grant  to  the 
Incumbent  of  St.  Andrew's,  Great  Grimsby.  Aliout  4  000  men  and  boys  sail  from  this  port  in 
connection  with  the  North  Sea  Fishery,  and  a  most  interesting  report  is  furnished  by  the 
Missicm  curate  who,  for  the  last  six  years,  has  worked  most  energetically  and  successfully 
amongst  them.  In  addition,  large  supplies  of  reading  have  been  constantly  sent  to  the  fleet 
in  the  North  Sea  by  the  fish  steamers  sailing  from  London.  Grants  of  money  have  been  made 
to  Brixham,  where  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  fishermen  are  most  anxiously •  cared  for  by  the 
devoted  curate  of  St  Peter  the  Fisherman. 

Foreign  Ports.—GenotLy  Constantinople,  the  Danubian  Ports,  Port  Said,  Aden,  Bombay, 
Japan,  Seville,  Dieppe,  Honfleur,  Newfoundland,  Gibraltar,  Malta,  and  other  ports  have  re- 
ceived help  either  in  money  or  books,  and  correspondence  is  kept  up  with  about  forty  foreign 
stations.  Sailors'  Homes  and  Hospitals  have  also  been  helped.  Applications  for  help  have 
been  very  numerous,  but  funds  did  not  admit  of  further  extension. 

Libraries^  8fc. — ^The  gifts  of  books,  magazines,  &c.  for  distribution  on  board  were  very 
large,  but  the  demand  so  increases  that  any  quantity  could  be  usefully  disposed  of.  More 
than  5,000  libraries  have  been  supplied  by  the  Mission,  besides  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
nagaxines,  tracts,  and  illustrated  papers  sent  to  foreign  stations  and  to  the  fishing  fleets. 

Expenditute  and  Income. — The  income  of  the  past  year  was  4,000/.  This,  however, 
indnded  the  special  gift  for  the  work  at  Liverpool.  ^  All  the  branches  of  the  work  were  efficiently 
kept  up,  and  a  few  new  grants  were  made.  No  paid  collectors  or  deputations  are  employed. 
The  snooess  bitherto  has  to  a  great  extent  depended  upon  the  kind  interest  of  the  friends  of 
the  Miaiion  in  making  its  claims  known  to  others.  1  he  Mission  claims  to  be  merely  a  helper 
of  tbe  Cbnrcb,

writing  of  a  single  letter  and  the  circulation  of  a  few  dozen  printed  letters  or  '  Bine 
Backs,'  it  now  has  grown  to  the  writing  of  thousands  of  letters  annually,  the  printing 
and  circulation  of  20,000  *  Blue  Backs  '  a  month,  240,000  a  year,  on  board  every  ship 
of  the  Boyal  Navy,  every  training  ship  for  boys — naval  and  mercantile — coastguard 
stations,  lighthouses,  United  States'  Navy,  merchant  service,  &c.

Has  proved  an  immense  blessing  to  thousands  of  that  hardworking  class.  Each 
Mission  vessel  carries  a  large  medicine  chest,  lending  library,  and  is  in  various 
other  ways  calculated  to  benetit  these  poor  fellows  to  whom  all  landsmen  are  so 
deeply  indebted.  Through  God's  good  providence  there  is  now  a  fourth  smack 
building  for  this  purpose,  and  doubtless  one  will  eventually  be  placed  with  every 
fleet.  The  value  of  such  a  provision  can  hardly  be  overestimated.  The  Society's 
available  income  in  1882  was  4,062/.  128.  lOd.,  but  this  sum  is  quite  inadequate  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  work.

MERSEY   MISSIONS  TO   SEAMEN. 

Objeet. — The  great  object  of  the  Mersey  Missions  is  the  moral  and  spiritual  im- 
provement of  the  British  merchant  seamen  who  frequent  the  ports  on  the  Mersey. 

Ageneies  Employed. — In  furtherance  of  this  end  various  agencies  are  employed, 
viz. :  1.  Services  in  the  sailors'  homes,  mission  rooms,  and  on  shipboard.     2.  Visita- 
tion of  the  homes,  hospitals,  ships,  and  boarding  houses.     3.  The  circulation  of  the 
Word  of  God  and  other  profitable  reading  in  the  forecastles  of  ships  and  steamers, 
specaaUy  for  the  seamen's  use.      4.  Correspondence  with  seamen  in  foreign  ports, 
and  the  promotion  of  a  due  observance  of  the  Sabbath  on  board  ships  at  sea. 

Stalt— The  staff  of  the  Mersey  Missions  at  present  consists  of : — Two  chaplains, 
eiz  lay  missionaries  (four  of  whom  are  engaged  in  Liverpool,  one  at  Birkenhead,  one 
at  Bnnoom  and  Ellesmere  port),  a  colporteur,  and  two  mission-room  keepers. 

The  cause  is  also  greatly  furthered  by  the  kind  help  of  voluntary  workers. 

JKelcU  of  Labonr. — Liverpool  : — Southern  Hospital ;  Sailors'  Institute,  8  Price 
Street ;  South  Sailors'  Home ;  Docks ;  Virginia  Street  JMission  Room ;  Northern 
Hospital;  North  Sailors'  Home;  Branch  Sailors'  Institute,  Trent  Street;  Bootle 
Institnte,  Derby  Road.  Birkenhead  :— Docks ;  Mission  Room,  West  Float.  OuT- 
POBT8: — Runcorn,  Garston,  Ellesmere  Port. 

An  important  branch  of  the  work  is  the  visitation  of  ships,  hospitals,  and  board- 
ing houses. 

At  Runcorn  and  Ellesmere  Port  the  work  has  been  very  successful.  At  the 
Sunday  school  religious  instruction  has  been  given  to  a  larf/e  number  of  the  canal- 
boat  children. 

Day  and  night  schools,  for  the  instruction  of  children  whose  life  aflfords  few 
opportunities  for  consecutive  teaching,  have  been  most  kindly  conducted,  and  with 
saooesB,  by  Christian  helpers. 

The  work  of  temperance  among  our  seamen  and  flatmen — a  very  important  one — • 
has  again  been  an  auxiliary  the  value  of  which  can  scarcely  be  overestimated.

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EMIGRATION. 

Tub  year  1883  has  boon  a  vory  important  ono  in  ro  far  as  emigration  is  conoerned. 
VVhon  thoro  aro  so  many  of  difToront  national! tios  sailing  from  our  ports  for  the 
Hritish  Colonics  and  for  tho  United  Ktatos,  tho  statistioH  as  to  numbers  do  not 
supply  a  correct  idea  of  the  work  that  nmy  bo  dono  by  tho  (/huroh  among  them. 
Swedes  and  (k^rmans,  Uonian  (catholics  and  Jews,  soinotimos  form  a  large  proportion 
of  the  passengers  in  tho  American  steamers,  and  a  manifestation  of  Christian 
oharlty  is  tho  limit  of  the  work  in  such  cases.  The  short  time  that  is  to  spare 
between  tho  emlNvrkatlon  6f  emigrants  and  their  departure  gives  but  few  opportuni- 
ties for  special  services  on  board  steamers  while  in  port,  and  the  speed  witn  which 
the  voyages  to  America  are  now  accomplisliod  prevents  much  being  done  while  they 
are  at  sea.    Twice  during  the  year  Chaplains  have  gono  with  them. 

It  is  therefore  all  the  n»ore  important  that  the  jiarochial  Clergy  should  pay 
special  attention  to  those  ptirishioners  who  are  alxiut  to  emigrate:  it  is  in  the  home 
parish  the  best  work  can  bo  done.  At  tho  port  of  embarkation  the  Clergy  may  l>e 
able  to  supplement  that  work,  but  now  that  so  many  emigrantri  go  away  in  steam- 
ships there  is  much  \vm  time  than  there  used  to  be  for  ^lission  work  on  boanl.  As 
they  remain  but  a  short  time  at  the  iK)rt  of  delnrkation  when  they  go  to  Canada,  the 
true  way  to  measure  the  Church's  responsibility  now  is  not  by  counting  the 
nural>ers  of  those  who  go  away,  but  by  looking  at  tho  vast  tracts  that  are  being 
peopled,  and  to  remember  the  saying,  *  Ocoupv  till  I  come.* 

The  passage  money  for  families  proceeding  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand  Is 
higher  in  steamers  than  in  milling  ships.  There  are  therefore,  generally,  more 
children  to  bo  found  in  tho  latter.  This  will  account  for  the  numbdr  of  baptisms  in 
steamships  being  small,  while  frequently  in  sailing  ships  proceeding  from  London  to 
Australasia,  whole  families  ai'o  baptised.  Koon,  however,  all  emigrants  will  proceed 
by  steamers,  therefore  the  more  care  is  necesiarv  at  the  home  parish,  as  there  is  so 
little  time  for  Mission  work  in  steamships  after  the  emigrants  embark. 

A  great  deal  has  been  said  and  written  with  regard  to  commendatory  letters, 
therefore  it  is  surprising  how  few  are  given  to  emigrants  by  the  Clergvof  the  parishes 
which  they  leave.  The  Colonial  Clergy  could  do  much  more  good  if  the  emigrants 
had  them,  and  the  Clergy  at  the  port  of  departure  find  them  of  great  value.  Those 
persons  who  are  commended  to  their  care  not  only  receive  special  visits,  but  may 
frequently  be  invited  to  take  some  share  in  the  ('hurch's  work,  by  forming  Sunday 
classes  and  Bible  clasHes,  as  well  as  by  encouraging  the  regularity  of  the  worship  on 
board.  It  may  be  suggested  that  letti^rs  commendatory  from  the  home  parish  may 
be  from  Church  workers,  magistrates,  or  other  oflicIalH,  in  the  absence  of  the  Incum- 
bent, but  they  should  state  whether  the  person  commended  to  the  ('hurcirs  care  is 
or  is  not  a  communicant. 

Thc^  wondorfid  way  in  which  tho  (-hm't^h  has  been  founde<l  and  maintained  in  the 
ColoidoM,  without  any  dolinite  system  or  organisation  beyond  that  of  tho  Missionary 
Soclrt ies  at  hoims  and  with  many  local  diOicultit^s  to  contend  with  abroad,  seems 
very  clearly  to  i)olnt  to  the  provlflentiul  care  of  the  Divine  Heiul.  It  is  almost  sad  to 
see  how  few  are  the  (Uergy  compared  with  i\w  nijml)erH  of  ])aHsengei*s  who  go  forth. 
Tlie  number  of  Uoiuan  (-atholic  MissionarieN  going  out  together,  in  companies,  is 
very  romarkal)le,  and  lo  some  of  tho  ('olonlcH,  especially  to  West  Australia  and  to 
Queensland,  more  particuilarly  to  the  former,  there  is  (wldently  a  settled  plan  for 
sending  out  young  Roman  (-atholic  females  to  become  wives  of  the  Colonists.  The 
system  by  which  the  Roman  Church  concentrates  its  peM)ple  into  difTenuit  centres,  by 
arranging  that  the  land  allotments  shall  be  (M)ntiguous.  claims  attention,  not  only  in 
th<i  Coloni<^s,  but  the  various  settlements  of  this  kind  sliould  be  made  known  to  tho 
('hurch  at  hoipo. 

Among  some  of  tho  elder  Colonists  tbere  are,  unha|)pily,  to  be  found  men  without 
any  definite  religion-  these  are  dangerous  companions  for  tho  young  Colonists. 
There  is  much  indood  that  makes  the  warning  more  emphatic  to  the  Church  at  home 
to  bo  more  and  more  active  in  the  caro  of  those  who  emigrate. 

Statistics  with  reference  to  emigration  are  appended. 

Every  ship  with  •emigrants,'  and  nearly  every  ono  with  'passengers'  to  the 
Colonics,  that  has  sailed  from  tho  Thames,  has  boon  visited  by  tho  parochial  Clergy 
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in  the  Docks  or  at  Gravesend,  through  the  means  supplied  by  the  St.  Andrew's 
Waterside  Chnrcli  Mission.  Lay  agents  from  the  British  and  Foreign  Sailors* 
Society,  and  the  Chaplain  of  the  Thames  Church  Mission,  have  done  their  work  in 
most  of  the  *  emigrant'  ships.  The  St.  Andrew's  Waterside  Mission  has  been  able  to 
assist  the  work  at  Liverpool,  Plymouth,  Glasgow,  See.  by  grants  of  books.  The  chief 
work  at  these  ports  has  been  done  by  the  Chaplains  working  in  direct  connection 
with  the  S.P.C.K.  emigration  scheme.  That  Society  also  helps  the  St.  Andrew's  Water- 
aide  Mission  with  a  laige  g^nt  of  its  publications,  suitable  for  emigrants  and 
sailors. 

In  order  to  show  the  difference  between  Church  work  on  board  emigpnnt  gteamers 
and  emigrant  gailing  ships  in  port,  we  give  extracts  from  the  St.  Andrew's  Waterside 
Ifission  log : 

*IViday,  June  1,  1883. — Steamship  Catalonia  to  Wellington,  Canterbury,  and 
Otago,  New  Zealand.  About  180  passengers  and  80  crew.  1  went  about  among  the 
people,  who  seemed  to  be  of  a  superior  class,  asking  about  the  baptism  of  children, 
and  interesting  them  in  the  work  to  be  done.  They  came  below  for  service.  I  left  a 
library  box,  a  sack  full  of  books,  hymn  books,  and  also  reading  books  in  the  fore- 
castle. (In  the  various  ships  visited  to-day  we  gave  away  150  hymn  books,  3  ^ acks 
of  books  and  periodicals,  and  4  library  boxes.  In  the  Catalonia  there  were  2  bound 
for  New  Zeabmd ;  Avetiger,  44  for  Melbourne ;  S.S.  Potomac,  for  Port  Said,  30 ; 
Jenny  Loutteif  for  Demmeara,  24 ;  Zealandia,  for  Auckland,  75;  total,  330  persons.) 

'  Tkunday^  July  19,  1883. — Jemsalein,  for  Queensland,  an  emigrant  ship  of  the 
old  style.  There  was  such  a  crowd  one  could  hardly  move.  Having  ascertained  that 
she  had  two  libraries  already,  and  my  colleague  had  visited  her  with  books  yesterday 
hefore  the  emigrants  came  on  board,  I  was  able  to  be  more  sparing  than  otherwise : 
from  first  to  last  must  have  given  her  a  sack  and  a  half  of  books. 

'  Went  first  among  the  single  women  and  held  a  service.  I  then  had  a  service 
among  the  married.    Afterwards  I  christened  a  child.    Was  on  board  three  hours. 

'Next  day,  July  20. — Went  again  amongst  the  married  people.  I  found  eleven 
more  children  to  be  baptised.  I  returned  to  the  shore  and  found  for  each  of  the 
children  a  Bible  or  Pniyer  Book,  on  which  I  inscribed  a  copy  of  the  baptismal 
register,  and  brought  back  with  these  some  books  for  the  gingle  men.  I  posted  a 
quantity  of  letters  from  them  all.  She  sailed  almost  immediately  after  we  left  her, 
and  we  rang  her  off  with  the  St.  Andrew's  Waterside  Church  Mission  bells.' 

The  Colonial  Clergy  need  the  most  earnest  sympathy  from  the  Church  at  home. 
They  axe  often  isolated,  and  at  other  places  are  brought  into  contact  with  men  who 
have  bat  little  faith,  yet  are  ready  enough  to  find  fault  when  anyone  interferes  with 
them  or  with  their  prejudices.  There  is  a  brighter  side  of  the  picture  when  they 
find  in  neir  arrivals  the  hearty  co-operation  they  so  much  desire.  The  Clergy  at 
home  pOTtA  may  do  something  to  help  the  emigrants  at  the  outset  on  their  new  life, 
hot  how  much  more  might  be  done  in  the  home  parish  before  the  start  is  made  for 
the  new  home.  An  opportanity  offers  then  to  make  up  for  many  that  have  been 
missed. 

Hie  Society  for  Promoting  Christian  Knowledge  has  issued  excellent  handbooks 
for  different  Colonies.  These  might  be  supplemented  with  advantage  by  informa- 
tion famished  from  time  to  time  from  the  different  Dioceses  in  the  Colonies.  In 
these  there  should  be  published,  not  only  the  inducements  each  Colony  holds  out  to 
Church  people,  but  also  wise  words  of  warning  in  respect  to  dangers  to  be  avoided 
and  duties  to  be  done  before  leaving,  upon  the  voyage,  and  after  arrival  in  safety, 
with  a  great  responsibility  to  fulfil. 

The  Clergy  working  in  connection  with  the  St.  Andrew's  Waterside  Church  Mission 
will  be  found  included  in  those  who  are  correspondents  of  the  S.P.C.K.  In  addition 
we  may  mention  at  the  important  centres  of  Montreal  and  Toronto,  the  following 
Clergy :

■crap  books,  and  gifts  of  clothing  for  tho  poorer  emigrants,  may  be  sent  to  the 
London  Dep6t  of  the  Bt.  Andrew's  Waterside  Oliuroh  Mission,  City  Ohamben,  65  Fen- 
diuroh  Btroot,  or  to  Uie  Vestry  of  Ht.  Nioholas'  Churoli.  Any  speoial  gifU  for 
partioular  Mission  Ohurches  at  ports  wliere  emigrants  disembark  will  also  ffladly  bo 
received  and  forwarded.  Qroat  poverty  exists  among  the  fishermen  of  Labrador 
and  Newfoundland.  Many  of  thorn  would  gladly  remove  to  a  moro  genial  climate,  but 
they  are  destitute  of  tho  means,  and  tho  Hystem  of  barter  that  is  carried  on  preventa 
them  liaving  money  whereby  thoy  might  esoapo  to  places  where  thousands  of  our 
emigrants  who  pass  by  the  shores  of  Newfoundland  find  liapplness  and  prosneritv. 
The  Hot.  John  Bridges,  8t.  Nicholas'  Churoli,  Ijlvor])ool,  and  the  Bev.  Canon  Soarth, 
Hon.  Becretarv  to  tho  St.  Andrew's  Waterside  Church  Mission,  65  Fenohuroh  Street, 
London,  will  be  glad  to  receive  or  to  impart  information  that  may  be  benefioial  to 
emigrants  or  to  Church  work  among  thorn. 

EMIGRATION  (8.P.C.K.) 

The  Kmigrntion  Committi^o  nppoiittod  Ity  the  Standing  Coiniuittve  have  recently  reported 
thUN  :— 

Tho  Kmigratiou  ConimittiH)  A)und  tlini  iliov  had  to  dovlMt  a  Hchoine  by  which  the  WAiohful 
oaro  and  firiendly  oflloou  of  tlio  Churoli  nlimld  bo  soouretl  A>r  an  iDtending  emigrant  at  every 
iM)int  in  his  passoge  fVom  hia  proscut  humo  until  ho  oonies  under  tho  Hpodal  charge  of  thu 
Church  abn)ad. 

To  mako  this  Rohonio  tlioroughly  ollloitmt,  the  Kmigration  Conunlttoo  need  tho  CiU'dlsl 
aMiatanco  of  tho  narocliiiil  Clergy  of  tho  IJuIKhI  Kingdom,  tho  liolp  of  tho  various  lines  of 
emigrant  shipH,  anu  the  xealouH  (•o-<)])orntlon  of  the  Chuixth  on  the  othor  aldo. 

1.  To  secure  the  intercAt  of  tlie  pnroohhil  Clergy,  tho  Kmigrntion  Committee  recommendetl 
the  issue  of  haudbookii  for  tho  ooloMi«ii,  of  auoh  itlxe  and  charaotor  an  woidd  convey  tho  Aillest 
and  most  accurate  information  in  tho  simplest  fonu,  touchinuc  upon  the  conunercial,  social,  and 
spiritual  condition  of  any  partiouUr  country.  Tlie  IVaot  Committee  of  the  H.P.C.K.  accord- 
ingly published  the  followlutf :— 100,000  copies  of  n  Handbook  for  Canada  (  20,000  copies  of  a 
Handbook  for  Now  South  VyoIoh  ;  20,000  copluM  of  a  lIandb(M)k  fbr  Queemdand.  Tho  secular 
Information  was  In  each  hiHtunoe  furuUlied,  and  Its  corroctncss  guaranteed,  by  tho  Agents- 
General  of  tho  colonies. 

Handbooks  relating  to  Now  Zealand,  South  Afilca  and  South  AuHtrnlia  are  In  preparation, 
and  ¥rlll  nhortlv  appear. 

Tho  Commltteo  hope  that,  by  thus  putting  their  handbooks  at  tho  dinnosnl  of  tlie  ClerffV, 
they  will  be  enabled  In  some  measure  to  cope  witli  a  great  initial  difltoulty  In  organising 
omlffratlon,  vis.  to  direct  the  movement  at  its  source. 

2.  The  Commltteo  have  oIho  good  ground  for  believing  that  tlio  next  step  in  their  sohomo 
has  been  Hatisfaotorily  taken,  vis.  the  reoepti(»i  of  tlie  emigrant  at  tho  port  of  departure. 

According  to  the  raturns  of  tho  Board  of  Trade,  iMued  in  March  of^  this  year,  tho  distribu- 
tion of  tho  410,288  emigrants  who  left  these  nhoi'es  in  1882  was  :— 284,252  sailed  fVom  Liver- 
pool (  49.097  sailed  firom  Glasgow,  Greenock;  87,907  walled  Aoni  Cork  i  19,r)5U  sailed  firom 
Plymouth  t  11,610  sailed  from  Lon<londerry  i  89,160  Mailed  A'om  London;  and  10,685  sailed 
from  other  ports ;  making  a  t4)tnl  of  4 18,288. 

The  work  at  Liverpool  Ik  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Rev.  Jc^hn  Hrldger,  Or* 
ganiidng  Secretary,  and  it  In  very  thoroughly  and  etllciently  done.  He  receives  dally  a  large 
number  of  letters  from  olergynum  and  others,  commending  to  his  special  care  emigrants  in 
whom  they  are  i>ersonally  Interented,  and  (\Hm\  colonlnts  already  aettlcd,  warmly  expressing 
their  gratitude  for  the  services  ho  has  been  able  to  render  them. 

Tho  following  clergymen  have,  m  Mr.  Hridtfer's  recommendation,  and  with  tho  approval 
of  their  Bishops,  been  appointed  by  the  Committee  as  Chaplains  to  emigrants  at  the  several

3,  The  next  link  in  the  chain  is  not  yet  perfectly  forged,  although  satisfactory  progress  has 
been  made,  viz.  the  spiritual  supervision  of  the  emigrant  on  bis  passage  to  his  new  home. 

The  Emigration  Cfommittee  are  not  without  the  hope  that  the  owners  of  the  most  important 
lines  of  emigrant  vessels  will  be  willing  to  offer  a  reduction  of  pjwsagc  money  to  auy  qualified 
clergyman  midertaking  to  act  as  chaplain  to  the  emigrants  duiing  the  passage. 

4.  The  arrangements  made  for  the  reception  of  emigrants  on  the  other  side,  so  far  as  they 
ha?e  been  settled,  are  satisfactorv  and  efficient. 

Of  the  418,288  emigrants  wlio  left  England  in  1882,  53,475  proceeded  to  British  North 
America. 

The  Emigration  Committee,  upon  the  urgent  request  of  the  BiHhop  of  Quebec,  have  recom- 
mended a  grant  of  200/.  for  one  year  towards  the  payment  of  an  Emigrants'  Chaplain  for 
Quebec  ;  and  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Fyles  has  been  appointed  to  this  oflice.  I  lis  work  is  tu  board 
eminent  ships  at  the  point  where  the  mails  are  landed ;  to  accompany  the  emigrants  to  Point 
Levi,  at  which  place  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  joins  the  steamship  transit.  This  gives  the 
chaplain  an  opportunity  to  find  out  the  destination  of  the  emigrant,  and  to  commeud  liim  to 
the  clergyman  in  whose  district  he  is  about  to  settle.  In  the  province  of  Rupertsland,  of 
which  Manitoba  is  the  centre,  there  has  been  formed  at  Winnipeg,  the  capital,  u  Church  of 
England  Settlers' Society,  with  the  Metropolitan  as  patron.  Frum  this  Societv  any  emigrant, 
conunended  either  by  the  chaplain  at  Quebec  or  by  a  clcrgj'man  of  the  l/uited  Kingdom, 
womld  be  awre  of  a  welcome.  Emigrants  landing  at  (Quebec,  and  going  into  the  maritime 
jHTOvinces,  Upper  Canada,  or  the  United  States,  would  be  commended  to  the  Clergy  in  whose 
locality  the^  were  about  to  settle. 

The  Episcopal  Church  of  America,  in  hearty  and  grateful  appreciation  of  the  action  of  tliis 
Committee,  has  appointed  the  Rev.  Cornelius  L.  Twing,  Emigrants'  Chaplain  at  New  York, 
to  receive  and  commend  to  the  Clerg}"  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of  America  members  of  the 
Chmrch  of  England  who  go  directly  to  the  United  States  through  New  York. 

The  Bishop  of  Capetown  gives  his  cordial  support  to  the  work,  and  earnestly  asks  the  home 
Clejngy  to  provide  their  emigrating  parishioners  with  letters  commendatory. 

The  Church  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand  is  also  co-operatuig  with  the  efforts  of  tiic 
Comnuttee.  The  Bishop  of  North  Queensland  and  the  Dean  of  Adelaide  have  made  special 
provision  for  emigrants  arriving  in  Queensland  and  South  Australia ;  houses  are  estab- 
lished in  the  port  town  of  Adelaide,  at  which  emigrants  can  remain  till  provided  with 
situations.  There  is  no  doubt  that,  in  the  case  of  the  other  colonies,  the  work  of  the  Emigration 
Committee  wiU  receive  hearty  sapport,  since  the  want  of  some  organisation  of  the  kind  has 
long  been  felt.

SECTION  X.—EOME  MISSION  WOEK. 

THE    INCORPORATED    FREE    AND    OPEN    CHURCH 

ASSOCIATION. 

Those  who  have  paid  but  a  moderate  amount  of  attention  to  Church  history  during 
the  last  twenty  years  cannot  but  be  sensible  of  the  vast  improvement  which  has 
taken  place  in  public  opinion  as  regards  the  *  seating  the  congregation.'    The  pioneers 
of  the  movement  were  undoubtedly  the  Cambridge  Camden  Society,  who,  about  the 
year  1840,  commenced  a  vigorous  crusade  against  pews,  or  *  pues '  according  to  the 
Cushion  of  spelling  in  the  early  days  of  enthusiastic  *  correctness.'    The  efforts  of 
the  Society  were,  however,  mainly  directed  against  high  pews,  which  were  unsparingly 
denounced,  the  introduction  of  open  benches  being  earnestly  advocated.    Some  of 
the  arguments  advanced  against  pews  at  that  time  sound  somewhat  strange  after  the 
lapse  of  forty  years.    For  instance,  one  would  hardly  at  the  present  day  put  forward 
the  reason  •  because  they  were  a  part  of  the  wicked  system  of  those  men  who  mur- 
dered their  anointed  sovereign,  King  Charles  the  Martyr.'    The  iniquity  of  selling  or 
letting  pews  was  justly  stigmatised  as  *  no  better  than  a  kind  of  simony,'  but  the  ques- 
tion of  appropriation  was  scarcely  touched  upon.    Indeed,  approptialion  m  soiJaft 
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form*,  of  courso  vrltboiit  paymont,  was  advooatod  as  absolutuly  nocetuiarv  for  pro- 
tforvioR  goo<l  ordor  amongHt  the  oong:rof?ation.  Tbo  public  oonscienoo  bad,  how- 
evor,  l)obn  awakonod,  and  somo  advanoo  was  inado,  tbougb  to  a  ^roat  oxtont  only 
isithetio.  ])ut  wbenovor  an  earnest  attempt  watt  made  to  gfot  '  tbe  people '  to  como 
to  cburob,  appropriation  wan  found  to  bo  a  gr^^"'^  obHtaclo,  and  it  was  noon  perocive(i 
by  Bome  of  the  more  active  town  (Jlorgy  for  instanco  Dr.  Hook  at  Loods  tbat 
notbinf?  Hbort  of  abnolutu  frctulom  would  meet  tlio  noodH  of  tbo  day. 

It  la  not  noooHtMiry  to  trace  in  detail  tbe  growtb  of  public  opinion,  but  it  may  bo 
briefly  HtatcMl  tbat  tlio  fec^ling  in  favour  of  tbo  entire  abolition  botb  of  pew  rcntH  and 
appropriation  wui«  sufliciuntly  pronounced  in  IHftO  to  allow  of  tbo  Martin^  in  Man- 
cbestor  of  tbe  National  AHHociation  for  tbo  Froodon»  of  Worsbip.  A  branob  Com- 
mittee waH  formed  in  London,  anci  in  1860  it  was  U<\t  tbat  tlio  cause  woidd  be  be«t 
promoted  in  tbe  Houtbern  diooosc^H  by  tbo  pstablinbrnt^nt  of  un  independent  body. 
Tbua  tbe  London  Free  and  Open  (^liurcb  AHsociation  wan  orijjfinated,  and  for  many 
yeara  did  much  useful  work.  Jn  1871  it  wuh  decided  to  t»xt(»n(i  tbe  oporationa  of  the 
AsHociation  over  tlie  whole  of  tbo  kingdom,  an<l  accordingly  tbo  wortl  *  London  *  waa 
omiUod  from  tbo  title.  In  1881  ntopH  wore  talcun  to  incoriM)rato  tbe  AHHooiation  under 
the  lioard  of  Trade  rcgulationa  in  order  to  give  it  an  improved  atatua  and  wider 
power. 

l^'or  many  generationa  the  poKSONHion  of  a  fixed  aont  or  j)ew  permanently  apnro- 
priatod  to  the  individual  or  family  baa  been  reganled  aa  one  of  the  moat  cherfabed 
|)rivilego8  of  an  Kn(>;llHl)  Cbun^bman.  Kven  in  agea  not  diatinguiabed  by  love  for  tbo 
Churoli  and  its  aervioea,  a  warm  attachment  to  tbe  church  |H)w  baa  alwaya  manifeate<l 
itaelf  when  any  attenipt  waa  niade  to  deprive  tbe  *  owner '  of  the  privilegea  wbicb, 
perliapf,  bo  did  not  often  avail  himaclf  of.  The  exiatenco  of  this  feeling  baa  rendered 
the  work  of  tbo  Aasociati(m  peculiarly  difficult  and  delicate.  On  the  one  hand  it 
baa  alwaya  been  felt  to  bo  highly  im{)ortant  not  to  otTend  needleasly  the  prejudlcea 
of  ainoero  and  attached  membera  of  the  Omroh  who  have  alwaya  been  aocuatomod  to 
an  appropriated  seat;  on  the  other,  the  Aaaooiation  baa  never  beaitated  to  proclaim 
unshrinkingly  tbo  fundamental  maxim  that,  aince  the  pariah  church  belonga  of  right 
to  all  the  pariahionera  in  common,  tho  poaseasion  of  excluaivo  privilegea  by  the  Sew 
ia  an  invasion  of  tho  rights  of  tho  many. 

It  baa  been  repeatedly  pointed  out  in  the  varioua  publications  of  the  Aaaooiation 
that  tho  general  introduction  of  aeats  in  churchoaiaof  comi)aratively  modrru  (»rigin. 
Tho  tradition  of  an  entirely  free  area  has  never  been  wholly  loat.  Us  exlMtence  in 
very  early  times  ia  proved  by  the  •  faculties*  which  were  iaaued  for  tho  erection  of 
pews,  which  were  tbua  obviously  regarded  aa  irregular.  Tbe  proviaion  of  fn«e  aeata  in 
tbe  Cburch  Uuilding  Acta,  tbe  (Irat  of  which  waa  pa^aed  in  181ft, o^innot  be  r(*gar<led  aa 
anything  but  a  *  survival'  of  a  state  of  things  once  general  tbrougbout  tbo  whole 
of  the  eiunx^h  floor. 

AnotlK^r  very  Important  object  of  the  Aaaooiation  la  tbe  spreading  of  aound  views 
with  regaitl  to  tboolfertory,  which  ia  m'gcd  ujmui  worabipiwra  not  only  iw  a  aid)atitute 
for  pew  renta,  but  aa  a  duty  for  wblc^h  there  la  a  <lirect  Scriptural  warrant.  VVor- 
ship  and  aacHtlce  aliould  alwaya  go  together,  and  whilat  tho  amount  of  the  offering 
may  Iw  left  to  the  ccmacience  of  the  Individual,  it  ahould  alwaya  be  proportionate  to  the 
n»eana  of  blm  who  ofTera.  Thus,  the  f)lTertory  ia  advocated  bvapiHuillng  to  the  highest 
Obriat  Ian  motivea,  ratber  than  aa  moix3  productive  in  jM)int  of  revenue.  Aa  a  matter  of 
fact,  however,  tbia  happenato  bo  tho  case,  aa  waa  concluaively  ahow!»  in  tbe  pamphlet 
of  atatiaticapubliahed  by  tho  Aaaooiation  a  few  yeara  ago.  At  tho  aametitne  it  ahould 
be  added  that  experience  has  pn)ved  that  the  absolute  freedom  of  tho  aeata  is  a 
neceaaary  condition  of  ancceas,  otherwiae  an  inaenaiblo  Impreaalon  ia  created  that  tho 
offertory  ia  not  an 'offering 'at  all,  but  merely  a  ayatem  of  paying  pew  rents  by 
weekly  inatalmenta. 

Aa  regards  the  third  branch  of  tho  Hociety'a  work -tho  opening  of  churches  dally 
for  private  nmyer  much  opposition  boa  been  experienced  from  the  constltuteu 
guardians  of  our  i)laces  of  worship.  Tho  alraoat  universal  neglect  of  the  daily 
aervicea  of  the  Oburob,  which  was  the  rule  for  a  long  period  down  to  tho  y(mr  1880  or 
thereabouta,  had  remlered  the  locked  ehuw'h  (juite  a  familiar  object.  Tbe  idea  of 
using  a  chuwh  at  all  on  a  week-day  had  thus  become  somewhat  strange,  and  its  em- 
ployment for  purposes  of  private  pmy<»r  and  meditatloii  was  mjver  th<mgl)t  of,  It 
Jn  only  within  tho  hint  few  years  tbat  attentbm  has  be<Mi  <llre(^ted  to  tl»e  great  valiio 
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of  such  opportunities  of  retirement,  especially  to  those  who  have  no  such  facilities  in 
their  own  homes.  Hundreds  of  churdies  in  different  parts  of  the  country  are  now 
left  open  all  day  long,  and  are  increasingly  used  by  the  people  for  the  purposes 
of  devotion. 

The  principles  of  the  Association  are  by  no  means  put  forward  as  a  remedy  for  all 
the  ills  under  which  a  parish  may  be  suffering.  It  is  not  pretended  that  a  deserted 
chorch  will  be  suddenly  filled,  and  the  ecclesiastical  coffers  suddenly  replenished  by 
the  abolition  of  pews  and  pew  rents,  nor  will  doors  alwa3's  oixin  at  once  induce 
people  to  habitually  use  their  church  as  a  place  for  retirement  and  private  devotion. 
Indiort,  the  freedom  of  a  church  is  in  no  sense  a  substitute  for  diligent  parochial 
Tisitation,  nor  a  remedy  for  ministerial  inefllciency. 

It  is  however  claimed,  and  abundant  proof  is  forthcoming,  that  free  churches  with 
weekly  offertory  do  attract  the  people  and  enable  them  to  contribute  in  a  simple  and 
nnpretentious  wa)'  to  the  support  of  their  Church,  its  ministrj',  its  8er\nces,  and  every 
good  work.  Except  in  thinly  populate^l  rural  districts  the  free  S3'stem  is  the  only 
posnlde  system  under  which  the  parish  church  can  be  made  fully  available  for  all  the 
pariflhioners.  The  appropriation  by  custom  of  a  number  of  seats,  whether  for  pa}'- 
mcni  or  gratuitously,  does  more  than  restrict  the  church  room  available  for  the 
genenl  body  of  Christians.  It  introduces  distinctions  where  none  should  exist,  and 
the  oongr^ation  is  divided  into  those  who  pay  for,  or  have  for  nothing,  rcser\'ed 
(generally  the  best  in  the  church),  and  those  who  sit  in  the  free  seats. 

the  foregoing,  which  may  be  called  its  general  objects,  the  Association  is 
■ed,  under  its  Articles  of  Incorporation,  to  receive  and  hold  in  trust  money 
amdpropertff  of  every  description,  for  the  following  special  purposes : — 

1.  CliBreh  Bailding  Fond. — To  make  grants  towards  the  building  or  restoration  of 

churches,  the  seats  in  which  are  entirely  fbeb,  i,e,  unappropriated.  In  the 
case  of  every  grant  the  incumbent  and  churchwardens  are  required  to  givo 
an  undertaking  that  the  seats  shall  remain  free,  and  the  Council  will  from 
time  to  time  satisfy  themselves  that  the  stipulation  is  adhered  to. 

2.  Xadowment,    Augmentation,   and  Sepair  Funds. — Any    person  wishing  to 

secure  the  freedom  of  a  church  can  do  this  by  placing  in  the  liands  of  the 
Association  a  sum  of  money  to  be  invested  in  approved  securities,  the  income 
of  which  will  be  applicil  for  any  of  the  above  purposes,  and  the  Council  will 
make  the  annual  payment  only  on  receipt  of  a  ccrtiHcate  from  the  incum- 
bent and  churchwardens   that  the  seats  remain  free.     In  the  event  of  a 
breach  of  this  stipulation  the  payment  will  be  withheld. 
3.  Patronage. — The  Association  is  also  empowered  *  to  create  or  accept  in  trust 
the  patronage  of  any  benefices,  and  to  exercise  or  dispose  of  the  same  from 
time  to  time,  by  presentation,  nomination,  donation,  or  otherwise.'    In  dis- 
posing of  patronage,  care  will  be  taken  to  appoint  those  Clergy  only  who 
are  known  to  be  loyal  to  the  principles  of  the  Association. 

The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Association  contain  a  list  of  old  churches  made  free, 
and  of  new  free  churches  built  during  the  year.  The  lists  are  not  pretended  to  be 
complete,  but  are  given  simply  as  a  record  of  cases  which  actually  come  before  the 
Association  in  the  ordinary  course  of  its  operations.  In  the  Report  for  1879-80,  the 
list  numbered  75;  in  1880-81,  63;  in  1881-2,  73  ;  and  last  year  36. 

The  most  important  public  action  of  the  Association  in  recent  years  has  un- 
doubtedly been  the  promotion  of  the  Parish  Churches  Bill,  which  was  introduced  into 
the  House  of  Commons  on  March  8  last  by  Mr.  Albert  Grey,  supported  by  Mr.  F.  \V. 
Buxton,  Mr.  George  Courtauld,  Mr.  James  Cropper,  Mr.  Stanley  Leighton,  and  Mr. 
W.  H.  Gladstone.    The  Bill  passed  the  tecond  reading  on  March  22,  and  the  Council 
cannot  but  note  with  gratitude  that  the  House  of  Commons  has  thus  accepted  the 
prindple  of  a  measure  which  affirms  that  Common  Law  right  of  the  English  people 
to  the  free  use  of  their  churches  for  which  the  Association  has  so  long  contended. 
Ttie  general  principle  of  the  Bill  has  been  accepted  by  the  Lower  House  of  the  Con- 
vocation of  the  Province  of  Canterbury,  though  the  consideration  of  the  details  of  it 
was  left  to  the  Upper  House.    It  should  be  added  that  petitions  in  its  favour  have 
been  very  generally  promoted  throughout  the  country,  and  a  large  numbex^Toaw^ 
nnmerotisly  signed,  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons. 

^  ^nciumoD,  it  caDDot  he  too  often  insisted  upon,  that  the  AasociaUow  \s  yj\\vAVj 
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unoonnootod  with  any  party,  oithor  in  Ohuroh  or  titato,  and  the  Oounoil  thei'efore 
earnestly  appealn  to  Ohuroh  people  generally  for  support.

CHURCH    OF    ENQLANb    TEMPERANCE    SOCIETY. 

Thu  history,  principloM,  and  objects  of  the  Church  of  England  Tcinpcnitu^c  Hociety 
were  so  fully  sot  fortli  in  the  lirst  issue  of  the  Yuar-Dook  (pp.  1C5,  loa),  1888,  tlmt  it 
is  only  necessary  now  to  summarise  these  points  very  brieiiy. 

Vott&dation.— The  Society  wiis  founded  on  Mny  2,  18G2,  under  the  title  of  the 
Ohuroh  of  England  Total  AbHtiucnue  Hocioty  ;  chiuigud  in  the  next  your  to  that  of 
Ohuroh  of  England  and  Iriiliind  Temperoncu  llufornuition  Society. 

Snlargement  and  Beoonititution.-— In  order,  however,  to  unable  it  to  roach  both 
the  Chwtoh  ofid  thu  nati4m  at  targr^  it  was  fult  that  an  enlargement  of  basis  was 
absolutely  necessary.  This  was  accordingly  brought  about  in  the  autumn  of  1872, 
when  the  Gumubal  Buotion  was  added,  to  include  all,  whether  abstainers  or  not, 
who  would  assist  in  the  promotion  of  the  Society's  objocts. 

Total  Abstinence  still  Beoognised.--  This  step  was  taken  witbout  in  the  slightest 
degree  departing  from  the  Society's  advocacy  of  total  abstinunco  as  an  integral 
feature  of  the  rescue  work ;  for  example's  sake  in  the  cose  of  the  temperate,  for 
safety's  sake  in  that  of  the  young  or  the  tomptod,  and  as  the  first  step  to  true 
repentance  in  that  of  the  drunkard. 

Terms  of  the  Bacons titation.— The  terms  of  this  rcoonstitution  wore  thus  stated 
in  the  Basis  of  the  Society :  *  Union  and  co-operation  upon  perfectly  equal  terms 
between  those  who  use  and  those  who  abHtain  from  intoxicating  liquors.'  * 

Name  of  the  Society. — B^rom  henceforth  the  organisation  was  known  us  the  Church 
of  Knffland  Temperance  Society. 

Vaithfulness  to  Principles.->Though  it  is  oC  course  utterly  impossible  for  so  large 
a  body  to  make  itself  responsible  for  t  lie  utterances  of  the  host  of  f riunds  who  kindly 
volunteer  their  services,  vet,  as  far  as  tlie  most  scrupulous  oversight  could  guarantee, 
its  ofliciiil  utterances,  whether  from  [)ulpit,  platform,  or  press,  have  always  been 
heartily  loyal  to  its  constitution. 

Siplanatien  of  Friction. — In  comparatively  rare  instances  where  misunderstand- 
ings may  have  arisen  between  the  two  sections  of  the  Society's  work  it  has  generally 
transpired  to  have  originated  in  soinu  entirely  iiTes|)onHible  utteranoes  or  actions 
for  which  the  Society  oould  in  no  way  be  hohl  to  blame.  J^oyally  worked,  and  under 
wise  guidance,  the  double  basis  is  the  groat  clement  oC  strength,  extension,  and  per- 
manence. 

Coming  of  Ago.— The  i)aHt  year  has  koou  tho(\K.T.8.  « attain  its  majority,'  and 
has  been  the  occasion  of  si)ocial  rufurotuu^s  and  features  in  several  Diocesan  anni- 
versaries, and  has  also  been  observed  by  a  Kcrios  oC  services  and  meetings  in 
London. 

Oonoral  Progroii, — The  general  progress  during  1888  will  best  be  considered 
under  the  various  heads  as  supplied  in  the  huit  Annual  UoiK)rt,  and  in  an  excellent 
pamphlet  entitled  •  Twenty-one  Years'  Work,'  by  Canon  Ellison. 

Tao  Staff. — In  addition  to  Mr.  A.  Sargant,  the  (General  Secretary,  and  the 
Bev.  Uoword  Wright,  Clerical  Secretary,  lately  appointed  in  consequenoe  of  largely 
increasing  work  at  head-quarters,  there  ore  1 1  Clerical  and  1 1  liay  Secretaries  engaged 
in  the  various  Dioceses,  some  appointed  by  the  Parent  Society  and  others  by  Diocesan 
organisations. 

Komborihip. — The  number  of  members  (see  returns  at  the  end  of  this  article)  is 

put  down  at  a  mininmm  of  482,074  from  27  Dioceses,  as  against  380,087  members  last 

j^esurfrom  26  ViooMOU,    Hince  many  parishes  nmke  no  return,  and  no  Btatement  has 
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been  receivec^  from  the  remaining  Dioceses  this  number  must  be  taken  as  greatly 
hehw  the  actual  total  of  member^ip. 

jfumber  of  Boeieties. — The  same  may  be  said  concerning  the  known  total  of  2,022 
parochial  Societies;  the  actual  list  is  certainly  much  larger  than  this. 

Ordinary  Work. — The  regular  operations  of  parochial  branches  have  been  pursued 
with  zeal,  and  testimony  comes  from  aU  parts  of  direct  blessings  attending  the  work. 
Improved  congregations,  more  Communicants,  larger  Bible  and  other  classes, 
increased  lay  help,  are  among  the  indirect  results  specially  noted. 

Sermons. — Simultaneous  sermons  are  now  usual  in  most  large  towns,  though  the 
area  is  sometimes  extended  to  a  Eural  Deanery,  or  even  a  Diocese.  Thus  from  200 
to  300  sermons  are  often  preached  on  the  same  day. 

XissionB. — Church  Temperance  Missions,  lasting  for  several  days,  have  been  held 
in  a  large  number  of  parishes. 

Attitude  to  the  Blue  Eibbon  Movement. — This  is  a  suitable  place  for  stating  that 
the  O.E.T.S.  has  no  official  connection  of  any  kind  with  the  Blue  Bibbon  or  Gospel 
Temperance  Mission  movement.  It  leaves  its  members  perfectly  free  to  adopt  the 
Blue  Bibbon,  and  to  co-operate  with  the  movement  in  any  manner  which  may  seem 
fit  to  them  as  individuals.  At  the  same  time  it  urges  those  who  do  thus  co-operate 
to  make  it  a  condition  of  their  assistance  that  the  C.E.T.S.  should  not  be  spoken 
against,  and  that  no  permanent  organisation  hostile  thereto  should  be  formed. 

Special  Work. — The  special  works  undertaken  are  as  follows : 

Womon'8  Union. — The  Women's  Union,  v^ith  its  committee  at  head-quarters,  and 
its  own  publication  department,  has  held  a  large  number  of  drawing-room  and  other 
meetings,  and  has  also  issued  27  Monthly  Letters  and  other  general  pamphlets,  &c.  The 
branch  at  the  Battersea  Park  Steam  Laundry  is  in  excellent  working  order.  Thirty 
new  branches  have  been  opened  during  the  year,  and  much  excellent  effort  been  made 
on  the  special  subject  of  Grocers'  Licences  and  Sunday  Closing. 

Seamen's  Branch. — ^Work  amongst  sailors  is  chiefly  carried  on  through  the  agency 
of  the  Missions  to  Seamen  Society ;  36  out  of  48  stations  are  promoting  temperance 
effort.  A  considerable  number  of  sailors  (8,659  at  least)  joined  the  Seamen's  Branch 
last  year.  In  response  to  a  friendly  letter  from  the  Executive,  the  Cunard  Company 
promised  that  coffee  should  be  substituted  for  alcohol  in  the  rations  of  their  crews. 

Army  Work. — Branches  under  the  Army  Chaplains  are  at  work  in  many  garrisons. 

Xissionaries. — Three  Police  Court  Missionaries  are  employed  in  London,  three  in 
ihe  Diocese  of  Bochester,  and  one  each  in  Liverpool  and  Lichfield.  Their  atten- 
dances in  police  courts,  and  the  following  up  of  individual  cases,  are  still  being 
abundantly  blessed  in  the  apparently  permanent  rescue  of  numbers  of  intemperate 
persons.  This  most  deeply  important  sphere  of  practical  labour  suffers  much  from 
lack  of  funds. 

Bailwaj  Work.— Under  the  auspices  of  the  C.E.T.S.  the  United  Kingdom  Eailway 
Tempezanoe  Union  was  formed  at  the  end  of  1882.  The  committee  meets  fort- 
nighUj  at  head  quarters,  and  over  2,000  members  are  enrolled. 

Xnuning  Colleges. — In  addition  to  the  seven  branches  already  formed  at  Training 
Colleges  for  School  Masters  and  Mistresses,  new  ones  have  been  inaugurated  during 
the  year  at  Winchester  and  Norwich.  When  it  is  remembered  that  several  hundreds, 
or  in  some  cases  even  thousands,  of  children  will  pass  through  the  hands  of  these 
masters  and  mistresses,  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  value  of  this  special  feature  of 
the  work. 

Juvenile  Work. — Juvenile  branches  continue  their  useful  operations,  and  their 
number  is  constantly  increasing. 

Among  the  Upper  Classes. — In  order  to  reach  a  class  not  affected  by  the  ordinary 
parochial  effort,  a  *  Juvenile  Union  for  Promoting  Temperance  Work  among  Children 
of  the  Middle  and  Upper  Classes '  is  now  actively  engaged,  and  has  already  estab- 
lished six  flourishing  branches.  Persistent  efforts  are  being  made  to  reach  the  Public 
and  Grammar  schools  of  the  country. 

The  TTniverflities. — From  Oxford  and  Cambridge  we  hear  of  increasing  member- 
ihq>  in  the  University  branches,  and  growing  interest,  especially  among  the  younger 
imdergraduates  and  freshmen.  At  both  Universities  practical  mission  and  counter- 
attractive  work  is  undertaken  by  the  branches. 

Agiioultnre. — By  literature  and  conferences,  reliable  information  and  advice 
upon  *  Harvesting  without  Beer,  &a  &c,*  baa  again  been  widely  diftvieed,  vj\t\i  ^^ 
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roMult  that  an  inoroAMing  nunihor  of  lar^^o  landowners  and  fArmcm  havo  nut  tompor- 
nnoo  prinoiplos  into  ootivo  operation  luuonpf  thoir  mon.  S0,()00  leaflotiioi  rooipoi  for 
homo-inadu  drinkM  woro  ciroulatod  In  tho  Diooono  of  Oxford  alono. 

Oounteraotive  Agenoiei.  ■  CofToo  tavemi,  italla,  and  barrown.  olubi,  and  reading 
rooms  havo  boon  in  froquont  instances  tho  diroct  outcome  of  parochial  temporanco 
work.  In  many  phicum  moro  Ih  an  organiHod  plan  by  whicli  buildings,  or  works  of 
any  kind  in  proginmH,  spooiul  gatluMMngH,  nartios,  wiu^ro  many  coac^hmon  arc  in  wait- 
ing, often  fur  iumrs,  am  rognlivrly  Horvtul  by  Mtalls  or  barrows.  Tlio  CJ.M.T.H.  Htall  at 
Huriiiton  took  n:t<)/.  in  two  yoarn,  and  tluit  at  (Hnmccstor  sold  21, HIM)  ouim  of  cotToo  in 
ono  year. 

Sick  and  Burial  Booiety.— Tlio  Hick  and  Burial  Hoototy  wa^  sot  on  foot  by  tlm 
O.K.T.H.,  il»o\igh  flnant^ially  in<iojMMul(»nt  of  It,  and  Iuih  now  olghty  l>nin(^hos. 

Publioationi.  Tlio  •  (Mironiolo,*  a  weekly  1  tt,  llluNtrat od  ofliotal  organ,  has  incroantMl 
largely  in  circulation  and  popularity  during  the  piuit  yt^ar  and  is  ono  of  tho  groat 
])lllars  of  tho  work,  Tho  •  Young  Htjuulard  HiMuc^r,*  J</.  monthly,  illustrated 
children's  pvper,  and  M)n  the  Lino,'  the  organ  of  the  Hallway  Union,  are  publlshod 
at  head  ofltoes.  HesldeN  these,  thousandH  uf  temiwranco  tracts,  leaflets,  pamphlets, 
hymn  and  song  books,  canls,  and  general  p\iblicat.lonN  havo  boon  iMSued,  and  sixt  v- 
ono  depAtM  (with  seven  in  tho  (\)lonleH)  havo  U)en  established  for  their  sale  in 
different  mrts  of  the  country. 

Lefiilatlve  and  Kedioal  Work.  By  conferences  afid  publications  much  inforn\a- 
tlon  has  been  diffused  u|Hm  tho  Legislative  and  Mtnllcal  aspects  of  the  tomporanco 
(ptostion.  Tho  legislative  nu^asures  iMlvrxMited  by  the  Society  are  as  follows :  Tro- 
grosNlve  restricticm  in  tho  number  of  licensed  houscN  and  in  the  hours  of  sale;  aboli- 
tion of  gi«ocors'  licences ;  so|)aratlon  of  licences  from  music  halls  and  dancing  rooms ; 
a  svstem  of  popular  local  control  for  regulating  the  numl)er,  hours,  and  charaotur  of 
imbllo-houses.  Hills  embodying  these  ]M)lnts  havo  been  pro|)ared  by  tho  Hooioty ; 
but  owing  to  great  pressure  of  bunlnoss  In  tho  HouMoof  (bnmions  have  only  boon  road 
a  first  time.  Karl  Ht4inhoi)e'i  Bill  for  preventing  tho  payment  of  wages  in  publto* 
houses,  rmielved  the  warm  support  of  the  Kxec\itlve,  who  tmvo  also  nuunorialisod  tho 
Prime  Minister  and  every  memln^r  of  tho  (Cabinet  during  tho  yoar  in  favour  of  Uwal 
(Hmtviil  by  means  of  licensing  boards  olected  by  the  ratepayers.  At  Brewster  SoMilons 
tho  action  taken  by  branches  of  tho  O.K.T.H.  Iuvh  greatly  Mtrengthoned  tho  hands  of 
the  mi^(lstrates,  and  full  instruotionH  for  the  opi)oslng  of  applications  for  lloonoes 
can  now  be  obtained  from  the  head  otnocs. 

Ohuroh  OongreiMi  and  Oounoili.  Hy  various  memlN>rsof  t  ho  Hoolety,  the  question 
of  temperance,  Id  its  direct  and  indirect  aspects  such  assanitarv,oconomlo,&a — has 
been  constantly  kept  before  the  attention  of  Dimu'sim  Hyno(ls  mid  (bunoils,  ^c. 
Though  the  specific  Hubject  did  not  find  a  place  In  liutt  year's  C'hun^h  Congress  at 
Heading,  yet  it  is  noteworthy  that  all  tho  lour  n^adi^rs  and  Npeakers  on  PauporiHui 
and  Thrift  (beMld(*s  of  course  njany  others)  wert»  active  ofllclali  or  workers. 

Oolonial  and  Amerioan  Work.  The  HlNter  (Church  of  Ireland  and  tho  Kpisco|)al 
(!huroh  of  Hootland,  fourteen  of  tho  (blonial  Dioceses,  and  last,  but  not  least,  the 
Kplsco{)al  (3hun^h  of  America,  havo  adoptiHl  tho  organlNatiou  of  the  Chun^h  of  Eng- 
land Temperance  Hoclety,  and  the  dual  baHls  Is  now  a  leading  feature  in  the  tem- 
perance work  of  other  religious  IkmUcs. 

Finance. —The  last  report  of  the  I'arcnt  Hoclety  gh'osan  Income  of  11,B78{.,  a  sum 
utterly  lnad(Hpiato  to  tho  vantwork  In  han<l.  In  addition  to  this,  DltKHwan  returns 
show  an  amount  of  11,(K)0/.  looidly  spent,  giving  a  grand  tot^il  of  22,()00/.  Thia  of 
course  docH  not  represent  tho  whole  ex{M>nditure,  lut  it  ncccNsarlly  takes  no  ao(H)unt, 
cxoopt  in  two  l)i(K)eses,  of  tho  amoufit  raised  ami  expended  [svrochially,  often  a  largo 
sum. 

Oonoluiion.— The  tabulated  statement  below  gives  the  chief  statistics  of  tho 
varlouH  Dioceses  us  far  as  returuN  havo  iwen  supplied. 

In  cHthnating  progress,  as  wo  havo  eiuleavoured  to  do  al)ove,  our  remarks  hATO  been 
necessarily  very  general,  for  It  In  not  numbers  nor  subscription  lists  Uiat  really  show 
what  is  being  done.  Kach  uarochial  Hociety  is  a  centre  of  *  (}ospol  Tem|>omnoQ 
work '  in  its  truest  sense,  and  In  Its  ordinary  working  wins  splendid  victories,  norhapit 
unknown  oven  to  itself,  and  sots  In  motion  forces  whose  future  utility  oannot  do  oven 
conjeotunKl.  (Jhange<l  homes,  Ixitt^^red  circumstances,  a  rising  generation  disusing 
ntlwulnntH,  mow  diligent  use  of  the  means  of  grace,  these  things  are  among  the 
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outward  signs  that  God's  Spirit  is  directing  the  movement.  The  real  results  are 
neoessarilj  fax  beyond  our  mortal  sight,  beoiuse  they  are  being  worked  out  in  the 
invisible  sphere  in  which  the  kingdom  of  Christ  is  slowly,  yet  surely,  triumphing  over 
eveiy  form  of  evil.

Tho  Central  fiocloty  will  endeavour  to  aid  bv  literature,  Itu'.lureH,  proaohern,  and 
active  co-operation  in  vnrlouw  way«,  the  AMHoelationH  connected  With  It,  leaving  thorn 
tm  moit  pointfi  to  a<lapt.  their  arrangem<u»tH  to  local  (^InnimHtaTu^oH. 

The  MemberM  and  OlhoerH  of  tlu^  dounell  of  the  (Central  Hoelety  muMt  be  in  full 
oommiinlon  with  tho  Ohun^b  of  Kjjghuul  ;  but  no  Hueh  nwlrletlon  exIntH  In  re«ip<»ct 
of  memberHhIp,  btit  uhmuImth  of  i\u\  (Jrntriil  Hoc^lely  NubsiTlbe  aimually  anum  of  flvo 
HbllllngM,  and  Hign  thn  following  diM^lnnitlon :  '  I  ac'u'rpl  the  prlnolplcM  of  the  Church 
of  Kngland  Purity  Koj-lcty,  and  uiulcMlake  mrordlng  lo  my  ability  to  promoto  Ita 
objects/  Four  hundred  uumuImm-h  have  already  Joined,  and  the  number  Im  HteaAily 
increasing. 

It  i«  honed  that  a.M  the  (^hunih  of  Kngland  Temperanee  Koelety  in,  with  God*a 
blowing,  doing  ho  good  a  work  in  loNMenlng  orje  great  hln<lran(je  to  morality  and  roliglon 
among  all  olaHHen,  h«)  thin  HiMterHoelety  will,  nj<  It  devoh>pH,  prove  no  Iohm  uHoful  in 
attiw^klng  another  fearful  advermiry  to  Hi)lrlt.ual  life  and  national  jjealth  nnd  pro- 
Hperlty,  though  the  meann  employed  muHt  be  eautiouMly  deviled  ami  Iohm  attractive.

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REFORMATORY  AND   REFUGE   WORK. 

Onb  of  the  most  importaDt  and  hopeful  branches  of  Ohnrch  work  is 
now  being  actively  developed  in  the  efforts  so  widely  made  to  bring  the 
young  and  others  who  have  fallen  by  temptation  to  sin  under  the  influence 
of  well-conducted  reformatory  institutions. 

For  many  years  past  this  work  has  been  greatly  assisted  by  means 
of  the  central  organisation  in  London,  known  as  the  Reformatory  and 
Befage  Union.  But  though  not  exclusively  connected  with  the  Church 
of  England,'  it  has  greatly  contributed  to  its  organisations  in  this  depart- 
ment of  work. 

BEFOBMATOBY  AND  BEFUOE   UNION. 

The  Reformatory  and  Refuge  Union  was  instituted  in  1856,  and  has 
gradually  developed  many  schemes  of  usefulness,  the  importance  of  which 
mnst  be  acknowledged  by  any  who  are  at  all  acquainted  with  its  opera- 
tions.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  its  existence  144  schools  had 
joined  the  association,  of  which  the  Union  formed  the  centre.  At  the 
present  time  (here  are  486  afBliated  institutions,  accommodating  39,172 
inmates. 

This  organisation  carries  on  three  distinct  works  : — 

L  Improyement  and  Extension  of  Preventive  Efforts.  By  collecting  and  diffus- 
ing iniormation  as  to  the  operations  and  results  of  all  such  institutions  ;  affording  a 
means  of  communication  between  their  promoters,  and  of  concerted  action  with 
reference  to  the  Government,  the  Legislature,  and  the  public.  By  facilitating  the 
establishment  of  new  institutions,  the  selection  and  training  of  efficient  masters, 
matrons,  and  assistants.  By  periodically  holding  important  conferences  of  managers 
and  superintendents  in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom,  and  smaller  meetings  of  a 
similar  nature  in  the  metropolis. 

These  various  operations  are  supported  out  of  the  General  Fund  of  the  Union. 

n.  Aid  to  those  who  Feed,  Clothe,  and  Educate  the  Destitute.— 1.  By  grants  to 
tboee  refnges,  homes,  and  industrial  schools  in  which  the  homeless,  outcast,  and 
neglected  are  sheltered  and  taught.  More  than  30,0002.  have  been  thus  distributed 
since  the  formation  of  the  Union.  No  grant  is  made  by  the  Union  to  any  institu- 
tion until  a  visit  of  inspection  has  been  paid  by  a  member  of  the  Council,  and  his 
report  of  its  management  and  financial  position  received  and  approved. 

These  giants  are  made  out  of   the   CMldreii's  Aid  and  Refuse  Fund  of  the 
Vnian. 

2.  By  the  maintenance  of  a  Provident  and  Benevolent  Fund,  established  for  the 
benefit  of  officers  in  institutions  connected  with  the  Union  when  they  become  inca- 
pacitated, through  sickness  and  old  age,  for  further  effective  service,  and  for  the 
benefit  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  workers.    This  Fund  is  supported  by 
^  the  officers  themselves,  aided  by  voluntary  contributions  and  occasional  grants  from 
'  the  Union. 

m.  Missionary  Efforts  directed  by  the  Council. — These  are:  1. — A  Woman's 
Misgion  to  Women  (The  Female  IMission  to  the  Fallen),  in  which  Christian  female 
missionaries  are  engaged  labouring  in  the  streets  of  London  among  the  fallen  of 
their  own  sex,  distributing  tracts,  giving  them  kindly  advice,  and  seeking  to  lead 
them  to  a  better  life.  They  have  received  more  than  14,000  young  women  in  the 
mission  houses,  and  have  procured  them  admission  into  homes,  restored  them  to 
friends,  placed  them  in  service,  or  otherwise  provided  for  them. 

This  work  is  supported  by  the  Female  Mission  Ftmd. 

2.  An  agent,  known  as  the  Bot/s*  Beadle,  who  is  employed  to  *look  after' 
the  waifs  and  strays  found  wandering  in  the  great  thoroughfares  of  the  metropolis, 
or  hidden  away  on  the  dooriteps,  or  in  the  dark  comers  of  its  courts  and  alleys.  Hia 
tiuty  is  to  assist  managers  by  investigating  th^  cases  of  applicants  for  admi&sio©  ty 
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tho  varloim  HchoolM,  and  but  for  hU  cnnrtry  and  (llMcriminaiion  many  obildron  would 
never  have  found  their  way  to  the  friendly  nholter  of  a  home;  while,  on  tho  other 
hand,  many  parent n  who  am  quite  able  to  nupport  their  children  would  have  been 
relieved  of  tlieir  reHimnHibllity  at  tho  oxpenM  of  the  public.

Tho  avorago  numlxtr  of  ])onitcnt^  hoM  boon  1.000  :  U18  in  tho  IIouhom  of  Mc*roy  and  88 
in  tho  lUmiK(*M.  Tlu)  nmnbor  of  ponitontM  who  havo  Irft  tlio  Pttnitontiarioi  during  tbo 
yoar  haH  bo(«n  i)42,  of  whom  ftO  wero  tranKforrod  to  llouiirii  in  union ;  and  of  Uioio 
who  havo  loft  tho  llofuKt*M,  1,100,  of  whom  aua  wore  trannforrod  to  IIouhom  In  union. 
Of  tho  1,00ft  romaininK  i^ftor  tho  iio|)aratlon  of  thoNO  tranHforrod,  1)81,  or  01  ]H>r  oont., 
woro  favourable  ciwom  ;  224,  or  14  i>or  cent.,  worn  unfavourablo  oaneM ;  4(M),  or  20  iMjr 
oont.,  woro  doubtful  ciwom.  Two  IIouhoh  havo  been  adndtto<l  into  union  with  tho 
Clnm^li  Ponitontlary  ANNooiation  <lurlng  tlio  yoar— tho  Tonitcntlary  nt  lAMimington, 
whicli  In  manaK(^<l  hy  tho  HiNtorN  of  tho  Holy  Name,  an<l  ono  at  Itoatii,  near  CartiifY, 
i«anaKt»d  by  tho  KlMtorH  of  Kt..  Margaret. 

It  in  n»|H)rted  from  Hal iHbury  tlmt  goo<l  aeeountM  havo  been  received  from  tluiw 
pent  out  to  Hervloe.  Kor  inntanee,  one  ^^\v\  began  with  14/.  a  year,  lier  wagen  havo 
betm  ralHed  to  20/.,  and  Mite  In  inuoli  valued  by  Iht  mlHtn^rw.  f  lireo  girlw  havo  betui 
confirmed  In  tlio  chapel.  OtluT  lIotitieN  give  encouraging  accountN  of  thoir  lato 
inmaten.  To  a  HlMtur  at  tho  Oxford  IIouho  one  girl  .wrote  that  nho  never  knew  tlio 
meaning  of  tho  word  '  homo  *  till  nho  camo  to  tho  IIouho  of  Merc^.  Hy  a  great  ofTort 
tho  debt  upon  the  Iloum.^  at  Ditohlngham  hfui  been  ])aid  olT,  but  tho  ext>enditur(«  i« 
again  thrt^atening  to  exoocKl  tho  imnnno.  Nor  aro  othor  lIouKen  without  like  troublen. 
Tho  Hihtor  in  (Charge  at  tho  IIouho  of  ronco,  Plymouth,  writei :  •  liittlo  do  people  kn«»w 
wlwt  an  anxiety  it  In  to  carry  on  a  work  which  muHtbiMh»pendent,  to  a  certain  extent, 
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on  the  public  for  help.*  Out  of  the  58  inmates  of  this  Plymouth  House,  21  are 
orphans,  6  are  only  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  1  fifteen.  The  Houses  at  Manchester 
and  Stone  are  both  in  want  of  workers.  A  new  House  of  Mercy,  considerably  larger 
than  that  at  Llandaff,  is  being  built  at  Penarth.  From  St.  Mary  Magdalene^s  Home, 
Paddington,  it  is  reported  that  10  women  have  been  confirmed,  12  admitted  to  Holy 
Communion  for  the  first  time,  and  9  were  restored  to  Communion.  It  is  encouraging 
to  find  that  here  *  no  diflBculty  is  experienced  in  finding  excellent  situations  with 
good  wages  for  girls  whose  conduct  in  the  Home  has  been  satisfactory.'  The  report 
of  St.  Martinis  Home,  Hereford,  contains  a  table  which  gives  the  gross  receipts  ^om 
laundry  work  during  seven  years  as  1,938/.,  the  net  gain  for  the  seven  years  being 
1,4702. 13«.  Bd.,  and  the  average  of  the  annual  net  earnings  of  each  of  the  20  penitents 
as  10/.  lOs.  From  the  Pimlico  Refuge  it  is  reported  that  the  house  next  to  their  own 
has  been  taken  for  penitents  of  a  higher  class.  The  accommodation  of  the  Refuge 
at  Aldershot  has  been  increased  from  3  to  10.  Work  at  Poplar  is  extending.  It  is 
encouraging  to  learn  from  Horbury  that  four-fifths  of  the  penitents  who  left  during 
the  year  were  reported  as  very  hopeful. 

Such  are  a  few  specimens  of  the  work  on  behalf  of  which  the  Church  Penitentiary 
Association  asks  for  the  help  given  by  prayer  and  by  alms.  The  amount  g^ranted  to 
the  several  Houses  during  the  year  has  been  1,138/.  The  income  of  the  year  has 
been  1,381/.  28.  ed.

CHURCH    MISSION   TO   THE    FALLEN. 

Objects  of  the  Mission. — The  Church  Mission  to  the  FaUeu  has  been  founded  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  on  direct  missionary  work  amongst  the  fallen  and  unchaste,  and  com- 
bating vice  in  its  own  strongholds.   It  bad  long  been  felt  that  whilst  the  Church  had  to  some 
extent  provided  for  the  care  of  those  who  desire  to  leave  a  life  of  sin,  she  had  been  very  remiss 
in  following  her  Master*s  example  of  endeavouring  to  seek  and  save  that  which  was  lost. 
The  Church  Mission  to  the  Fallen  will  endeavour  to  carry  out  its  work 
(a)  By  the  employment  of  women  as  missionaries  to  seek  out  fallen  women  in  their  own 
homes,  in  the  hospitals,  in  workhouses,  and  in  public  streets. 
(6)  By  holding  Mission  Services  in  chiu-ches  and  schools. 
(c)  By  united  Intercession. 
id)  By  efforts  of  a  preventive  nature. 

The  Church  Mission  to  the  Fallen  does  not  propose  to  establish  Refuges  or  Penitentiaries, 
but  to  confine  itself  to  direct  missionary  work.  It  is  clear,  however,  that  as  the  work  of  the 
Mission  increases,  more  Homes  wiU  be  needed.  May  God  stir  up  the  hearts  ot  those  who  have 
time  and  money  to  spare,  to  give  both  themselves  and  their  goods  for  the  active  work  of  the 
Mission,  and  to  provide  shelter  for  those  who  may  be  gathered  in  ! 

Tbe Allowing  statements  are  made  in  reference  to  this  work  :  The  band  of  voluntary  workers 
has  been  considerably  increased,  more  Mission  Services  have  been  held,  two  paid  Mission  workers 
are  now  employed,  the  work  amongst  men  has  been  continued,  and  the  Intercession  Services 
have  been  better  attended. 

TTie  following  statistics  will  show  more  clearly  than  anything  else  the  growth  of  the  work  : 
Mission  Services  held  at  Battersea  (two  nights)  :  average  attendance,  20 ;  rescued,  8. 
Mission  Services  held  at  Brompton  (two  nights) :  average  attendance,  40 ;  rescued,  10. 
Mission  Service,  Edgware  Road :  average  attendance,  80 ;  rescued,  15.  Mission  Services 
held  at  Gray's  Inn  Road  (three  nights)  :  average  attendance,  80 ;  rescued,  25.  In  addition.to 
these  Mission  Services,  small  parties  have  been  held  for  women  of  a  superior  class,  and  for 
others. 

Report  of  voluntary  workers :  Sent  to  Homes,  7 ;  restored  to  friends,  3 ;  placed  in  situations, 

3  ;  married,  6  ;  placed  under  care  of  Clergy,  2 ;  unsatisfactory,  6  j  died,  1 ;  preventive  cases, 

4  ;  sent  to  Industrial  Schools,  4 ;  placed  in  situations,  2. 

Report  of  paid  Mission  workers :  Sent  to  Homes  or  Refuges,  39 ;  placed  under  charge  of 
Clergy,  25  ;  placed  in  situations,  22  ;  restored  to  friends,  9  ;  preventive  cases,  10  ;  marriedi,  9  ; 
hospital,  7  ;  unsatisfactory,  137 ;  Total,  258. 

A  course  of  sermons  was  preached  to  men,  at  the  Church  of  St.  Edmund  the  King  and 
Martyr,  Lombard  Street,  in  April,  by  the  Rev.  C.  Gore,  Vice-Principal  of  Cuddesdon  College. 
The  sermons  were  listened  to  by  a  large  and  attentive  congregation,  and  from  their  plain- 
spoken  and  earnest  counsels,  cannot  fail  to  have  done  much  good  to  those  who  heard  them.

Thb  object  of  these  Associations  is  to  have  a  band  of  educated  women  in  all  onr 
large  towns,  who  exist  as  an  association  to  attack  the  causes  of  the  degradation  of 
women,  and  work  at  the  centres  rather  than  at  the  extiemities  of  the  evil.  The 
various  branches  of  usefulness  generaUj  taken  up  by  these  associations  are  :

PoaidoM 
tho  amall  house  for  girls  at  Dulwioh,  a  aouond  has  Ix^cn  ojwnod  in  Old  Quobeu 
Stroot,  whoro  twenty  ^Irls  have  boon  rooelvod.    All  three  housoa  aro  (juito  full. 

Twenty-five  boys  anil  twonly-tbroo  girls  have  boon  placed  in  varlovw  institutloiis, 
and  twenty-three  boys  and  ton  girls  under  «ovt»n  years  of  ago  have  been  U^artUn.!  out 
in  cottage  homos  in  the  country. 

The  Society  ia  n»ajK>nHiblo  for  tho  support  and  auporvlslon  of  all  these  chiUlron. 

Four  boys  and  throe  girls  have  boon  omigrateil  to  Canada.  Seven  girls  have  boon 
placed  in  service. 

One  hundroil  and  twenty  cases  in  all  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year  out  of 
hundreds  of  appliotitions. 

In  place  of  the  present  snuill  home  at  Dtdwiob,  A  largo  house  in  an  admirable 
iltuation  has  just  boon  purchased  at  a  cost,  including  tho  freehold,  of  1,000/.  11io 
garden,  which  Is  ovor  800  foot  long,  has  a  fit>nt4ige  at  its  oxtromo  end  to  a  new  roiul, 
whoro  a  socond  houio  can  bo  built  at  some  future  time,  if  necessary. 

A  sum  of  about  1,000/.  is  needed  to  complete  tho  purchase,  and  fit  up  the  houso, 
}v?jJvh  wD)  hold  about  thirty  girls. 


^x&Ut^oobs. 
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Two  more  homes  for  girls  are  in  process  of  formation ;  it  is  intended  that  one 
shonld  be  at  Marylebone ;  for  the  other  a  large  house  with  good  garden  has  been 
rented  at  a  very  low  price,  near  Harrow  Station ;  it  will  accommodate  from  twenty- 
five  to  thirty  girls.  These  homes  will  be  under  the  superintendence  of  two  ladies 
who  have  contributed  largely  towards  their  support. 

The  committee  have  just  accepted  the  offer  of  a  farmhouse  rent  free,  in  Suffolk, 
and  also  of  a  large  house  with  over  13  acres  of  land  in  Somersetshire,  the  use  of 
-which  has  been  given  rent  free  for  a  considerable  period. 

This  house  will  hold  from  thirty  to  forty  boys,  and  the  committee  propose  to  give 
them  a  thorough  practical  training  as  gardeners. 

The  income  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1883,  was  2,100Z. ;  in  the  first  five 
months  of  this  financial  year  the  Society  has  received  between  1,400?.  and  1,600Z.

Aftor  a  poricxl  of  prohat ion  tho  dtMxuuumHoN 
aro  Holomtily  Hot  atxirt  bv  11  form  of  Morvico,  and  givo  thomnolvoN  to  labottr  in 
any  pliw^oM  from  whioh  thoy  mt\y  roooivo  a  call  for  thoir  Htu'vi<H»H.  Thoro  Im  u 
lirunch  at  WalMuU  in  HtufforcUihirts  alno  at  Uovor  and  FolkrHtuno. 
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The  Nmsixig  Branch  has  met  with  modi  encomagemeiit  doring  the  last  year 
—the  ladies  oonnected  with  it  haTing  been  kept  in  almost  constant  employ- 
ment at  private  cases.  Another  lady,  an  excellent  trained  nurse,  has  lately 
been  added  to  this  branch. 

The  Deaconess  Home  at  Walsall  prospers,  and  has  become  the  centre  of 
much  useful  work  in  that  laigely-popnlated  town,  where  the  Deaconesses 
trained  in  tiie  Maidstone  Home  have  met  with  moch  sympathy  in  their  work« 
and  with  general  appreciation. 

The  accounts  received  from  the  Deaconesses  working  in  other  parts  of  England 
are  in  many  respects  most  cheering. 

The  Temporary  Befage  has  met,  since  its  commencement,  with  kind  support 
and  enconragement  in  Maidstone  and  its  neigfabonrfaood ;  and  as  there  is  no 
other  refnge  of  any  kind  in  this  locality,  it  is  generally  felt  to  supply  a  much 
required  need.

DIOCESE  07  LOVBOV. 

The  London  Diocesan  Deaconess  Institution,  founded  A.D.  1861,  aims  at  train- 
ing educated  women  for  Church  work.  When  trained,  they  are  solemnly  set  apart 
by  the  Bishop  as  authorised  Church  Deaconesses,  thus  reviving  the  primitive 
*  order '  of  deaconesses. 

A  committee  manages  the  financial  affairs :  the  Home  is  under  a  head  sbter ; 
a  chaplain  is  responsible  for  the  religious  tone  of  the  Society. 

Some  ladies  after  two  years'  training  are  admitted  to  a  community  (without 
vows) ;  some  after  one  year's  training  become  *  unattached '  Deaconesses. 

Deaconesses  always,  when  sent  out  to  a  mission,  work  under  the  parish  priest, 
the  parish  in  which  they  work  making  a  contribution  to  the  funds.  Each  Sister 
pays  50/.  a  year,  if  able. 

The  work  consists  of  nursing,  visiting,  conducting  clubs,  &c.,  mothers*  meet- 
ings, schools,  classes  of  all  kinds,  and  general  parish  work.  Work  has  been  carried 
on  in  Hammersmith,  Kotherhithe,  St.  Pancras,  Kensington,  and  St.  Martin's,  as 
well  as  Hackney,  and  Mirfield,  Yorkshire. 

The  number  is  far  below  the  demands  of  the  clergy ;  at  present,  Community 
Sisters  14,  unattached  10. 

Attached  to  the  Institution  is  an  Industrial  Home  for  Waifs  and  Strays,  and 
a  Convalescent  Home  at  Westgate-on-Sea. 

Applicants  for  training  must  be  over  twenty-one,  ladies,  communicants,  and 
must  bring  certificates  of  health,  fitness  for  the  life,  consent  of  guardians,  &c. 
Generally  none  over  forty  admitted,  but  relaxation  is  made  occasion^y.  Applica-

BI0CE8E  OF  WIKCHESTEB. 

The  Diocesan  Deaconess  Home  at  Famham  was  opened  in  the  autumn  of 
1879  with  the  intention  of  supplying  the  need  of  an  organisation  of  trained 
workers,  so  often  sorely  felt  by  the  Clergy  in  large  town  or  country  parishes. 
Ladies  who  wish  to  become  Deaconesses  are  able  to  test  their  powers  in  the 
Home,  and  after  two  years'  probation  and  instruction,  may  be  presented  to  the 
Bishop  to  be  set  apart  for  the  service  of  the  Church  with  the  laying  on  of  hands. 

There  are  at  present  thirteen  Deaconesses  and  probationers  working  in 
"Winche-ster,  Aldershot,  Famborougb,  Farnham,  &c.  The  Sisters  are  employed 
in  nursing  the  sick,  visiting  the  poor,  holding  Bible  Classes,  Mothers'  Meetings, 
and  in  all  such  parish  work  as  is  within  the  province  of  women.  Training  ii 
also  given  in  penitentiary  and  out-door  rescue  work.  St.  Andrew's  Home, 
which  receives  freely  thirty-three  girls  too  young  for  admission  to  other  Houses 
of  Mercy,  is  under  the  management  of  the  Deaconess  Home.

Tho  Ely  Diooooan  DoaoonoMOM  Inntitiitlon  wm  oitAblished  in  iho  yoiur  I860, 
lit  objoot  ifi  to  afford  opportunltioR  to  faitliful  women  of  dodioatinff  thomsolvon 
to  tho  special  Morvico  of  Uod,  in  tho  work  of  tho  Church.  Thono  wno  arc  i\\\\n 
employed  act  immediately  un<lor  tho  auUiority  of  the  Biithop  of  tlic  DiocoMe  an<l 
tho  control  of  the  Olcrgy  of  tho  roHpootivo  pariiilieM  within  whidi  their  work  in 
undertaken.  They  nro  not  bound  by  vowh,  but  thoy  undertake  their  work  for  a 
certain  Hpeoiflod  tunu,  not  to  bo  ourtailod  oxoopt  for  ffood  and  sufficient  reanon. 
Xlio  DoaconoNSOM  arc  nut  apart  for  tlioir  work  by  tho  laying  on  of  tho  handn  of 
tho  BiMhop,  uooonling  to  a  form  of  Horvico  duly  (uitlioriMcd  by  him»  aftur  thoy 
liavo  Horvod  m  probationerM  for  a  year,  or  for  nuoh  longer  time  an  ii\  any  oiu4u 
n\ay  be  doomed  doMirablo. 

In  the  year  1871  tlio  lato  Mr.  OiblM,  of  TyntoHfleld,  deiiirouH  of  furthering 
tliis  work,  ofTorod  a  Hum  of  nmnoy  for  tho  purjMmo  of  0H<4iblisldng  it,  if  uoh- 
sible,  on  a  firmer  basiH.  With  UdH  sum  a  houHO  wan  uurolianed  at  Bedford,  wnioh 
in  now  <wotU)iod  m  tho  *  Kly  DeaoonoHiieH*  Homo.'  Tiioro  are  four  DeaooneNMOH  at 
proHont  roHi(llng  in  tho  Homo.  Tlioro  ai'o  aim)  twonty-Novon  aHMociatoM,  who  in 
variotiH  ways  ronder  help  to  tho  Institution,  and  an  tiNsooiato  nurse.  Tlio  work 
undertaken  by  tlie  DeaoonoNsos  at  Bedfonl  inohidoN  the  care  of  the  sick  and  of 
schools,  tlio  miuiagtunont  of  guilds,  and  tho  onlinary  routine  included  \tndor 
tlio  hetul  of  dlstriot  visiting.    There  is  also  an  Or|)hanago  attached  to  the  Homo. 

Tlie  Instituti(m  is  maintained  by  tlio  payments  of  tho  Histers  andtlie  voluntary 
offerings  of  Churchmen.    The  total  amount  of  funds  for  tho  year  1881  was  45W.

Tlie  Diooosan  DtmoonoHHos  Institution,  wldoh  hits  its  head-q\uvrtors  in  Criuui 
Htreet,  Halisbury,  exists  for  tho  pur|)oso  of  giving  a  thorough  fmvotioal  training 
with  religious  liuitruction  to  women  who  desire  to  devote  themselves  to  tho  servioo 
of  tho  Church  In  nursing  tho  sick,  toivoliing  tlie  ignorant,  visiting  the  poor,  and 
assisting  in  all  other  suitable  works  of  piety  and  charity.  By  the  rules  of  tho 
Institution  every  candidate  for  tlie  ofUoo  of  a  Doaoonoss  must  reside  in  the  Homo 
on  trial  for  throe  montlis.  If  at  tho  expiration  of  this  time  she  Is  approved  by  tho 
Chaplain  and  Head  Deaconess,  slio  may  bo  admitted  as  a  ])robatlonor  to  receive 
practical  training  for  her  oftloe.  The  Deaconesses  arc  bound  by  no  vows,  and 
are  at  liberty  to  resign  their  commission,  or  they  may  bo  deprived  of  It  by  thts 
Bishop  of  the  Dlooese.  None  accept  ofllce  in  mty  parish  without  tho  exprt^ss 
authority  of  Uie  Incumbent. 

The  Ilead  Deaconess  at  Halisbury,  besides  the  general  duirge  of  the  institu- 
tion, has  tuider  her  mro  and  direction,  and  under  the  same  roof,  an  institution 
for  training  girls  for  domestic  service.  One  Deaconess  is  in  charge  of  the  Home 
for  Friendless  Ulrls  In  KiUlsbury,  and  another  Is  cmploye<l  In  panwhlal  work  in 
Ht.  Kdmund's  vnuiuh  In  the  san\e  city.  Three  otlier  Deaconesses  are  at  work,  at 
Calno,  in  this  Diocese,  and  at  Ht.  L\ike's,  BrlghUm,  imd  at  Htepney.  One  Iwiy  Is 
under  training  as  a  probationer. 

The  number  of  Associates  Is  12. 

Two  ladies  have  been  reooived  at  tho  Home  for  training  at  tho  Salisbury  In- 
ilrmary  in  nursing,  but  not  with  the  Intention  of  becoming  Deaconesses.

The  following  extracts  are  mado  from  tho  recent  Iloport. 

Tho  Council  thankfully  reports  that  tho  work  has  grown,  and  that  much  has 
boon  acoomplliliod  {  by  (lod's  bloMing  all  hai  prospered. 

The  Institution  has  a  twofold  purpose  in  hand-Doaooness*  work,  and  pro- 
viding nurses  for  tlioso  who  can  pay  for  tho  attendance  of  nurses.    Tlio  one  aids 
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t)ie  dovelopmoht  of  iho  other,  and  it  may  be  hoped  that  the  roligioni  oharacter 
which  belongs  to  a  Divinely  recognised  agenoy  in  the  Ohnroh  of  God,  will  tend 
to  insure  and  to  sustain  a  godly  and  Christian  life  in  all  who  dwell  in  the 
Deaconess  House. 

The  district  nursing  has  been  considerably  extended,  and  is  doing  incalculable 
good ;  and  the  Council  see  no  reason  why,  as  time  goes  on,  this  district  nursing 
should  not  bo  made  to  roach  every  part  of  the  Diocese,  the  whole  system  restinff 
on  the  central  pivot  in  Chester.  The  advantage  would  be  that  if  a  nurse  should 
break  down,  hor  place  could  bo  supplied  from  the  central  Home,  and  the  nurse 
whoHo  health  needs  recruiting  could  at  the  same  time  be  sent  to  some  sea-side 
HotDO.  This  is  not  possible  unless  the  work  is  done  from  a  central  institution. 
A  significant  proof  that  tho  district  nursing  is  appreciated  has  been  given  by  the 
offer  of  1,0002.  to  secure  a  district  nurse  for  the  working  people  in  Saltney ;  and 
tho  wotkmon  at  tho  works  have  agreed  to  subscribe  26^.  per  annum,  in  order  to 
provide  a  room  and  necessary  appliances  for  the  use  of  the  nurso  amongst  them. 

The  room  added  and  now  known  as  the  Jones*  Mission  Boom,  is  of  liffnal 
benefit,  and  in  it  ozoellent  work  is  done,  both  at  Mothers*  Meetings  and  in  Night 
HchoolH.  This  agenoy  is  having  marked  effect  on  the  lives  of  some  girls,  and 
affonlH  good  opportunity  for  tho  training  of  both  probationer  Deaconesses  and 
Church  workers.  Three  ladies  are  being  trained  as  workers,  and  it  is  not  im- 
posMiblo  that,  as  years  go  on,  this  branch  of  the  work  will  be  found  useful  in 
loading  fit  persons  to  become  probationers  and  ultimately  Deaconesses.

IT.  JOHN'S  H0U8I  AND  8X8TSBH00D. 

TiTis  Sisterhood  has  been  in  exlMtencc  for  thirty-six  yosrs,  and  hu  zealously  laboured  by 
pstlent  and  cfllciout  nursing  to  miniiitor  in  the  sick.  It  soeks,  in  addition  to  the  employment 
of  offioient  nuneji,  to  supply  nyHtematio  education  and  hospital  training  to  such  women  as  may 
l)e  ready  to  devote  their  life  to  this  work.  It  Is  impossible  to  gauge  the  extent  to  which  this 
Hiitorhood  has  been  found  serviceable  in  relieving  tne  sufferings  of  the  sick  poor.  The  House 
is  under  the  freauent  visitation  of  the  Bishop  of  Ijondoo,  and  has  the  watchfUl  oaro  of  the 
Bishop  of  Bedfora  as  honorary  chaplain.

Tho  follow- 
ing is  a  statement  in  absirAot  of  tho  number  of  colloctions  and  total  offer- 
ings contributed  by  tho  Church  and  other  denominations  from  1873  to

With  a  view  to  state  ns  far  as  possible  the  full  extent  of  the  Churoh's 
labour  and  sympathy  in  this  movement,  an  effort  has  been  made  to  ascer- 
tain tho  number  and  amount  of  collective  offerings  devoted  to  Hospital 
Sunday  Funds  in  tho  various  Towns  where  this  organisation  exists. 

In  each  case  inquiry  has  been  made  by  direct  communication  with 
tho  ofllrors  of  the  Fnnd  or  other  persons  intimately  acquainted  with  its 
working,  so  that  tho  accuracy  of  ttie  results  may  boperfectlv  relied  upon 
so  far  as  they  are  givon.  These  tables  will  bo  found  in  the  Statistical 
Section. 


CLERGY   HOMES   OF   REST. 

TiiK  attention  of  tho  Chnrch  has  not  unfrequontly  been  called  of  lato  to 
tho  oxtronjo  usefulness  of  itiaking  some  provision  for  tho  over- worked 
(vlorgy  by  which  they  n»ay  be  enabled  to  secure  a  short  interval  of  rest 
from  tho  pressing  strain  of  their  labour.  In  tho  Diocese  of  Tork  tho 
matter  has  boon  carefully  considered  and  actively  dealt  with  by  tho 
establishment  of  tho  Clergy  Soa-sido  House  of  Rest  at  Scarborough,  an 
example  which  will  no  doubt  be  followed,  as  circumstances  permit,  in 
other  cases.  The  following  is  a  brief  statement  of  such  institutions  as 
they  now  exist :

WEST  ICALVEBK  CLEBGY  HOUSE  OF  BEST.— This  House  has  been  in  existence 
ftrMtme  time,  working  under  the  sanction  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  from  the  testimony 
cfrery  many  it  is  wm  known  to  be  doing  a  most  useful  work. 
The  object  of  the  Honse  is  twofold : 

1.  To  afford  a  Honse  in  a  healthy  locality,  and  with  moderate  charges,  to  which  the  Clcrg}* 
can  oome  when  in  need  of  rest  from  their  work. 

2.  To  famish  a  place  at  which  retreats  for  the  Clergy  can  be  held  throughout  the  summer 
and  autumn.

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CHAPTER  III. 


THE  EDUCATIONAL   WORK  OF  THE  CHUIiCH, 


SECTION  L— ELEMENTARY  EDUOATION,  AND  LITERATURE 

FOR  THE  PEOPLE. 

ELEMENTARY   EDUCATION. 

TuE  progreus  of  olemontary  edaoation  during  tho  year  that  hafl  elapsed 
Binoe  the  first  issue  of  the  *  Offioial  Year  Book  *  has  not  been  marked  by 
any  striking  events.  Tho  past  year  has  nevertheless  been  a  oritical  one 
in  the  history  of  tho  sohools  of  tho  Churoh  of  England.  The  long-con- 
tinued affitation  and  disoussions  which  preceded  tho  issue  of  the  Govern- 
ment Education  Godo  of  1882  have  boon  followed  by  a  jperiod  of  great 
uncertainty  and  anxiety.  Tho  educational  results  of  the  (Jodo  au  well  aa 
its  ofToct  upon  tho  flnnncos  of  Ghurch  sohools  have  not  yet  been  fully 
tested.  In  the  meantime  the  energies  of  tho  managers  and  supporters 
of  Ghurch  schools  arc  being  taxed  to  meet  the  increased  roquiroments  of 
the  Education  Department. 

Vitality  of  Churoh  Sohools. — In  spito  of  tho  pressure  which  has  thus 
been  imposed  on  Church  schools,  tho  cases  are  still  comparatively  rare 
in  which  managers  have  so  fur  yielded  as  to  hand  over  their  buildings  to 
School  Boards.  As  ovidenco  of  tho  vitality  of  the  voluntary  system , 
special  attention  is  called  to  the  following  figures  takc^n  from  the  recently 
publiHhod  roturnH  of  tlio  Kducaiioii  l>oparin»ont,  which  show  the  progress 
that  has  been  made  by  tho  various  claHseH  of  schools  throughout  the 
country  during  the  last  throe  years.

Progress. — In  connection  with  these  figares  it  is  important  to  observe 

that  ilie  accommodation  in  Church  schools  in  receipt  of  the  Gt>vemment 

grant  has  risen  from  2,351,235  to  2,385,374,  being  an  increase  of  34,139 

for  the  past  year  as  compared  with  23,856  for  the  year  preceding.    The 

arerage  attendance  has  risen  from  1,490,429  to  1,538,408,  being  an 

increase  of  47,979  as  compared  with  18,814  ia  the  year  preceding.     It 

will  thus  be  seen  that,  in  spite  of  the  exceptional  difficulties  nnder  which 

the  volnntary  schools  have  been  labouriDg,  the  advance  in  the  case  of 

Chnroh  schools  in  the  past  year  has  been  twice  as  great  as  in  the  previous 

year.    The  annual  subscriptions  for  the  maintenance  of  Church  schools 

amounted  to  581,1 79Z.  as  compared  with  582,382Z.  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Work  of  Seventy  Tears. — These  figures,  however,  are  far  from 

giving  an  adequate  impression  of  the  efforts  made  by  the  Church  in  the 

work  of  religious  education.     From  a  careful  investigation  of  the  returns 

€iihe  Education  Department  and  of  the  National  Society,  it  appears  that 

ihe  expenditure  of  the  Church  upon  elementary  education  since  the  year 

1811,  when  the  National  Society  was  founded,  has  been  as  follows  :

■cboote.    This  would  increase  the  total  expenditure  by  at  least  a  million  pounds. 
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Diooaiaa  Inipeotton. — It  has  io  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  work  of 
testing  the  religioas  instruotion  in  Oharoh  sohools,  which  was  discharged 
by  the  State  down  to  the  year  1870,  is  now  carried  on  by  the  Ohnrch 
itself.  A  larffc  body  of  oxporiencod  inspectors,  acting  in  each  case  under 
instructions  from  the  Bishop  of  the  dioooso,  are  engaged  upon  the  work. 
The  maintenance  of  these  inspectors  involves  the  expenditure  of  not  less 
than  15,000/.  a  year  on  the  part  of  the  Diocesan  Boards,  whose  funds  are 
in  many  cases  largely  sunploniofitod  by  the  National  Society. 

Ohuroh  Traimng  OoUeges. — In  like  manner,  the  work  of  testing  the 
religious  inspection  in  Church  Traitiing  Colleges,  which  was  formerly 
provided  for  by  the  State,  has  since  the  year  1870  devolved  entirely  upon 
the  Church,  the  National  Society  contributing  the  whole  amount  of  the 
annual  cost.  This  work  is  intrusted  to  an  Examining  Board,  aided  by  a 
staff  of  experienced  examiners,  who  conduct  the  examination  of  the  various 
classes  of  students  in  training,  and  likowiso  that  of  acting  teachers.  The 
work  of  those  examiners  is  supplemented  by  the  visits  to  the  Training 
Colleges  of  an  Inspector  in  liengious  Knowledge  nominated  by  the  two 
Archbishops.  Archdeacon  Darby,  who  discharges  this  important  duty, 
states  as  follows  in  his  last  annual  report : 

If  ihoHO  who  arc  trained  to  bu  iuaoherN  arc  allowed  to  );row  up  with  inadoquato 
ideas  of  duty,  with  a  moral  Hontie  defloient  in  delicate  tone,  thoNo  whom  they  are 
called  upon  to  teach  will  Krievo\iitly  suffer.  Hence  it.  in  that  our  present  Mystcm  of 
what  may  be  called  homo  life  in  coUofifo  In  of  Nuch  value.  It  \a  indeed  diffloult  to 
believe  that  thoHc  wlio  advocate)  the  withdrawal  of  roligiouH  inNtruotion,  conscien- 
tiously given  aouordinp;  to  Uio  fulnoHM  of  tliu  conviction  of  (ho  toaolu^r,  have  weighed 
the  oonseauoncoB.  No  one  who  has  to  convey  the  trutli  could  long  continue  to  do  mo 
if  he  was  uound  to  wlthliold  part  of  that  whioli  he  was  convinced  Ood  intended  him 
to  impart,  not  as  hiH  own  opinion,  but  as  the  expression  of  the  Divine  will.  The  mind 
of  those  who  touch  under  Hwch  conditions  miist  lone  force,  and  from  Uio  very  pro])erty 
of  truth  conscionoo  would  itself  be  weakunod.  It  will  not  bo  amisH  again  to  point 
out  that  in  every  Ohurcli  of  England  Training  College  there  are  students  who  hiid 
been  pupil  t/eaohors  in  Doard  schools;  this  is  a  sutlicient  refutation  of  the  hasty 
assertion  that  sucli  pupil  teachers  were  entirely  refustul  admission,  in  the  Training 
Colleges  for  Mistresses  tlioro  were  ninety-three  iiiut.  year  students  who  came  from 
Board  schools ;  in  the  Training  Colleges  for  Masters  there  were  ninety-iive—that  is 
to  say,  one-sixth  of  the  whole  number.

The  Fund  is  maoaged  by  the  officers  of  the  Natioiuil  Society,  under  the  direction 
of  ft  Committee  nominated  by  the  National  Society,  and  by  the  Bishops  of  London 
and  Rochester. 

Peconiary  help  is  given  to  the  schools  in  some  of  the  following  -ways : 

1.  ^  a  donation  to  place  the  school  on  a  more  efficient  footing. 

2.  By  a  contiibatjon  towards  m^ntenance  in  exceptionally  poor  districts,  or 
under  exceptional  circumstances. 

3.  By  a  temporary  loan  in  anticipation  of  the  Government  grant,  security 
being  obtained  for  its  repayment, 

la  every  case  where  a  grant  or  loan  is  made  the  school  managers  have  the  benefit 
<rf  the  advice  and  experience  of  some  representative  of  the  Fund,  who  goes  carefully 
loto  their  diiBcultleB,  and  suggests  plans  for  improving  the  finances  as  well  as  for 
iocreMdng  the  fficiency  of  the  school.

■ohooln;  by  Hupplving  frtmi  Itn  Oonlml  I)<'poHlt.ory,  nia  riMluoed  oontto  MnemlHTH,* 
ntacling  nhooiH  an(f  lonnon  ImokN,  ma])N,ap|mratuN,  k{), ;  and  by  ooUeoiing  lUuhlifTuHing 
the  nioNt  reliable  information  with  n^gard  to  any  temporary  or  |>onnimont  OMHlMtance 
that  mav  Ixt  obtaininl  in  the  way  of  grantn  for  educational  objeotn.

f  poHHlblo  tho  dlntlnoilvo  rellgiouH  charaoti^r  of  Ohuroh  Hohooln,  to  fOHtor  an  oftloiont 
Nyntem  of  diocoRan  rellgiouM  InHpoothm,  and  In  general  to  oom|M>nHaiu  for  tho  grt^at 
loHH  infllotod  by  tho  withdrawal  of  all  oncouragentent  by  Oovornmeni  towardn Churoli 
education. 

School  Bttildingi  and  Ttaoheri*  Bnidenon.-  Tho  Hooioiv  hiui  nHHlHioil  in  tho 
erection  of  Huitnblo  Hohool  buildingn  and  teaohorH*  rtmidenooH  by  making  griuitji  from 
itH  fundi.  Formerly  thoro  were  oolloctlonH  in  all  ohurohoN  throtighout  Kngiand  and 
WaloH  on  InOiair  of  tho  Stu^leiy  by  virt\ui  of  Iloyal  Lottorn.  Sln(H>  tho  diHoontinuanoo 
of  thoHO  liOtterH  tho  mnin  inoonui  of  tho  Hooioty  arinen  fr<mi  annual  HubHorlptionN, 
dtmationn,  and  oolleeilotm  In  ohurehen.  The  amotint  roeelvod  from  tlioHo  HourooH  Iuih 
beon  oxpondml  In  building,  enlarging  and  improving  hoIiooIh  ;  in  aHHiNting  to  maintain 
training  inHiltuiionH,  and  iu  making  Hmall  grant h  towardn  procuring  Nunplienof  whool 
Uooki  and  apitaratui.  Kvorv  apnlication  for  a  grant  towardn  any  of  thoio  obiocta  in 
taken  into  fnvo\irablo  conHidorat ion,  ])rovided  li  ban  tho  nanotiou  of  the  inoumuont  oC 
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the  parish  Oft  district,  and,  in  the  case  of  building  grants,  is  countersigned  by  the 
Blahop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  grosB  amonnt  contributed  by  the  Society  towards  the  erection  of  training 
institiitions  and  schools  up  to  December  31, 1882,  is  626,7022.,  and  296,9442.  towards 
the  cost  of  maintaining  training  colleges.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that,  large  as 
this  sum  nndoabtedly  is,  it  only  represents  a  small  portion  of  the  actual  outlay  ex- 
pended, as  each  grant  from  the  Society  is  made  on  the  condition  that  a  proportionate 
amount  of  local  contributions  has,  in  each  case,  been  raised. 

Training  Inititntions. — From  almost  the  date  of  its  foundation,  the  Society's 
attention  was  drawn  to  the  fact  that,  if  Church  education  for  the  poorer  classes  was 
to  accomplish  all  that  its  friends  and  promoters  desired,  it  was  necessary  not  only  to 
assist  in  the  erection  of  school  buildings,  but  also  to  provide  that  competent  teachers 
should  be  found  to  take  charge  of  the  discipline  and  instruction  of  the  children.  The 
Committee  have  accordingly  made  liberal  grants  towards  the  erection  of  twenty-one 
provincial  Training  Institutions,  and  have  had  under  their  own  more  immediate  direc- 
tion five  such  institutions,  viz.,  three  for  schoolmasters  and  two  for  schoolmistresses. 
Grants  in  aid  of  the  annual  maintenance  of  Training  Institutions  for  both  school- 
masteis  and  schoolmistresses  are  at  the  present  time  made  from  the  general  funds  of 
the  Society. 

During  the  past  twelve  years  grants  to  the  amount  of  4,9102.  have  been  voted 
towards  i£e  building  and  enlargement  of  Church  Training  Colleges,  and  42,2842.  have 
been  paid  towards  the  maintenance  of  students  in  these  Training  Colleges. 

BeUgiooB  Inspection  of  Sohools. — The  Government  having  ceased  entirely  to  inspect 
schools  in  religious  subjects,  or  to  make  any  grant  of  money  dependent  on  religious 
knowledge,  it  has  become  of  the  highest  importance  to  organise  by  voluntary  effort  a 
system  of  religious  inspection.    The  Bishops  have  recognised  this  necessity,  and  a 
general  movement  to  supply  the  want  has  been  made  throughout  England.     The 
National  Society  has  already  voted  grants  to  the  amount  of  6,7312.  in  aid  of  this  work 
to  twenty-two  Dioceses  in  addition  to  an  expenditure  of  8912.  in  providing  Schedules 
for  the  use  of  Diocesan  Inspectors.    During  the  past  twelve  years,  a  sum  of  ^,6222.  has 
been  paid  for  the  inspection  and  examination  of  Training  Colleges  in  religious  subjects. 
Central  Depository. — As  an  additional  help  in  furthering  the  work  for  which  the 
Society  was  incorporated,  the  Committee  about  thirty-seven  years  ago  established  a 
Depository  for  the  sale,  at  a  reduced  rate  to  '  members  of  the  Society,'  School  Com- 
mittees, and  Teachers,  of  the  most  approved  school  books,  maps,  slates,  apparatus,  &c. 
The  wisdom  of  this  step  has  been  abundantly  evidenced  by  the  large  sales  now  effected 
in  the  Depository,  and  by  the  favourable  testimony  which  has  been  borne  to  its  use- 
fulness aiMi  oonvenience  by  clergymen  and  school  managers.    The  sales,  which  in 
1846  were  about  3,0002.,  have  amounted  during  the  past  year  to  51,1622. 

Daring  the  past  four  years  a  great  number  of  new  books,  to  meet  the  requirements 

both  of  Schools  and  Training  Colleges,  have  been  published.    These  works  have  been 

entrusted  to  writers  of  reputation,  who  have  practical  experience  as  teachers,  as  well 

as  a  special  knowledge  of  the  subjects  on  which  they  have  to  write.    In  addition  to 

a  laige  number  of  books  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  the  Code  of  1883,  many  new 

publications  have  been  prepared,  suitable  for  use  in  Sunday  Schools. 

Book  Grants,  &c. — ^Although  the  Society  does  not  make  grants  towards  the  annual 
maintenance  of  schools,  the  Committee  have  nevertheless  been  able  to  assist,  to  a 
limited  extent,  in  supplying  suitable  materials  and  apparatus  for  both  day  and  night 
schools.  It  has  also  placed  an  annual  sum  at  the  disposal  of  several  Diocesan  BoaSrds 
to  enable  them  to  make  small  grants  to  applicants  for  the  purchase  of  lesson  books 
and  apparatus,  and  has  also  made  direct  grants  in  cases  where  the  Diocesan  Board 
had  not  availed  itself  of  the  benefits  connected  with  the  Society's  scheme.  Under 
the  heads  of  books,  fittings,  and  repairs,  the  Committee  have  during  the  past  nine 
years  made  g^rants  to  the  amount  of  13,9862. 

Grants  to  Sunday  Schools. — The  Society  makes  grants  towards  the  building  of 
Sunday  Schools,  provided  that  the  Trust  Deed  allows  the  schools  to  be  used  at  any 
future  time  for  day  school  purposes,  and  is  in  other  respects  satisfactory.  Grants  are 
also  made,  under  certain  conditions,  for  books,  fittings,  and  repairs. 

iBformation  on  School  Matters.— Besides  giving  educational  advice  to  all  who 
Bffplj  for  it,  the  Committee  publish  a  Weekly  Paper,  called  *  The  School  Guardian,' 
which  was  established,  January  1876,  in  place  of  the  Society's  Monthly  Paper  and  has 
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A  larpfo  wnl  oonntnntly  Incn^aHlnpr  Hrouliitlon.  *Tbo  Hchool  Ounnlinn*  oontainff  a 
rooonl  of  tho  notiiid  prootMHlin^^M  of  tho  Hooioty,nn(l  iUho  nuoh  gonoral  information  oon-

Occasionally  grants  arc  made  towards  building  and 
enlarging  training  colleges.  For  some  years  past  assistance  has  been  given  to  tho 
London  and  Rochester  Diocesan  Boards  of  Religious  Education,  to  meet  the  expenses 
of  organising  classes  of  Board  School  and  other  pupil  teachers  in  the  London  School 
Board  district,  and  giving  them  systematic  religious  instruction.

2.  Abroad. — The  largest  part  of  the  Society's  income  is  used  in  the  diffusion  of 
knowledge,  both  among  our  own  countr}'men  abroad  and  the  heathen.  Grants  are 
made  towards  endowment  funds  for  Bishops  and  Clergy  abroad.  During  the  past 
year  1,0002.  has  been  granted  for  the  See  of  Algoma,  and  2,000/.  towards  the  new 
Australian  Diooese  of  Riverina,  5001.  towards  raising  each  of  the  endowment  funds 
of  Saskatchewan,  Nassau,  and  Antigua. 

The  Society  aids  in  the  training  of  native  ministries  by  grants  towards  the 
boilding  and  maintenance  of  theological  colleges ;  maintaining  suitable  students  in 
such  colleges,  maintaining  and  training  converts  for  the  work  of  sub-deacon, 
catechist,  reader,  mission- agent,  &c.  Two  grants  have  been  made  in  the  past  year 
fox  college  buildings  ;  5001.  each  to  the  Dioceses  of  Saskatchewan  and  Mads^ascar. 

The  Society  has  paid  the  whole  or  part  passage  money  of  eighteen  Missionaries. 
In  additdon,  grants  have  been  made  towards  the  building  of  Churches  and  Schools. 
The  Sodety  haa  also  granted  750/.  towards  the  establishment  of  a  high  school  in  the 
Diooese  of  Madras,  and  600/.  towards  a  Medical  Mission  at  Pakhoi  in  the  Diocese  of 
Victoria  (Hong  Kong).

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RELIGIOUS    TRACT    SOCIETY. 

This  Sodety  was  established  in  1799,  on  the  basis  of  united  action  on  the  part  of 
Chnrcbmen  and  Nonconformists  in  the  production  and  circulation  of  Evangelical 
Literature.  It  was  felt  that,  without  any  compromise  or  surrender  of  the  distinctive 
principles  of  the  body  to  which  they  might  individually  belong,  they  could  heartily 
co-operate  in  difihising  literature  inculcating  and  upholding  those  great  Gospel  truths 
on  the  importance  of  which  all  Protestant  Evangelical  Christians  are  agreed.  80 
from  the  first  the  Committee  of  the  Society  has  been  composed  of  an  equal  number 
of  Churchmen  and  Nonconformists.  Both  are  represented  on  its  editorial  staff.  One 
6f  its  Honorary  Secretaries  is  always  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England,  the  other 
a  Konoonf ormist  minister. 

Many  eminent  Churchmen  have  written  its  books  or  contributed  to  its  periodicals. 
Among  such  recently  may  be  mentioned  the  late  Archbishop  Tait,  the  Archbishop  of 
York,  the  Bishop  of  Rochester,  Bishop  Titcomb,  Canons  Bawlinson,  Tristram,  Rowe, 
Fleming,  Jenkins ;  Professor  Sayce ;  Drs.  Edersheim,  Stanley  Leathes  ;  Rev.  F.  Bour- 
dlHon,  5,  Bverard,  Wheler  Bush,  and  many  others. 

The  subscribers  belong  to  many  Churches — a  very  large  proportion  to  the  Church 

of  England.    Its  grants  are  made  without  distinction  to  all  who  apply  and  make 

put  a  case  for  assistance.    It  is  impossible  accurately  to  say  how  many  grants  were 

made  last  year  to  Nonconformists  and  how  many  to  Churchmen,  but  the  Clergy  and 

laity  of  the  Church  of  England  participate  very  largely  in  them.    Not  a  week  passes 

without  grants  being  made  in  aid  of  Church  of  England  Sunday  schools  and  parochial 

libraries.     Curates  in  the  first  year  after  their  ordination  receive  grants  of  books  at 

greatly  reduced  rates.    Students  at  theological  colleges  are  supplied  at  half  price. 

Free  grants  of  tracts  are  made  continually  for  parochial  use  and  for  Church  Mission 

services. 

The  Foreijgn  operations  of  the  Society  are  also  extensive  through  its  corresponding 
Cbnimittees  in  India,  China,  Japan,  &;c.  &c.,  by  help  given  to  missionaries  all  over  the 
world.  The  Society  does  an  important  work  in  the  publication  of  a  Christian  litera- 
ture— the  Missionaries  of  all  Protestant  Societies  participate  in  the  help  thus  given, 
and  some  of  the  best-known  and  valued  Missionaries  of  the  Church  of  England  serve 
on  these  Committees.  The  grants  made  by  the  Society  in  aid  of  Colportage  and  in 
idd  of  the  formation  of  circulating  libraries,  as  well  as  those  for  the  circulation  of 
periodicals  and  tracts,  are  most  thankfully  acknowledged  by  Colonial  Bishops  and 
EsigliBli  Chaplains  abroad.

BOOK-HAWKINQ  ASSOCIATION. 

Book-Hawkinq  Assooiations  in  England  dato  from  the  yoar  1851|  when 
the  late  Bishop  of  Boohesior,  thon  Arohdeaoon  Wigranii  set  on  foot  thin 
branoh  of  Church  work  in  Hamptihiro.  But  for  several  years  before,  a 
similar  work  had  been  oarried  on,  in  a  more  private  manner,  bv  the  Bev. 
Thomas  Keble,  of  Bisley,  the  brother  of  the  revered  author  of  the 
*  Christian  Year.'  The  objoot  aimed  at  was  to  niroulate  throuffhout  the 
country,  by  moans  of  lioonsod  hawkers,  literature  of  a  good  and  wnolesome 
oharaoter,  by  ofTorinff  for  salo  books,  poriodioals,  pictures,  and  other 
publioations  at  tho  ordinary  prioo,  at  every  house  and  oottage  in  a  district, 
it  was  believed,  and  experience  proved  tho  trutli  of  tho  belief,  that  in  this 
way  the  vile  and  degrading  literature  with  whicli  tho  homes  of  the  work- 
ing  classes  were  too  often  flooded  might  be  most  effectually  superseded, 
andk  its  emissaries  driven  out  of  the  field.  The  system  made  rapid  pro- 
gress, and  for  a  long  time  proved  eminently  successful,  until  the  multipli- 
cation of  other  affcncios  for  the  distribution  of  books  in  country  plaoes, 
through  the  ordinarv  operation  of  trade,  has  left  comparatively  little 
scope  for  tho  work  of  tho  Book-Hawking  Societv. 

in  the  year  ]  858,  when  upwards  of  fifty  of  these  Associations  had  been 
formed  in  various  parts  of  tho  kinffdom,  it  was  felt  that  some  kind  of 
union  among  these  many  independent  bodies  was  much  wanted,  for 
mutual  help  and  improvement  in  the  work ;  and  accordingly  at  a  large 
meeting  of  tho  local  managers,  held  in  London,  tho  *  Churoii  of  England 
Book-Hawking  Union '  was  established,  and  shortly  afterwards  a  central 
depdt  was  opened  in  Paternostor  llow,  together  with  a  register  of 
hawkers,  and  a  quarterly  paper  of  information  and  suggestions,  '  The 
Book-Hawking  Circular,^  was  begun.  Tlio  late  Prince  Consort,  among 
his  numberless  good  works,  gave  valued*  help  to  the  Union  by  accepting 
the  office  of  patron.  Tho  number  of  local  associations  increased  to  up- 
wards of  sixty,  together  soiling,  as  it  was  ostimatod,  about  twelve  thou- 
sand pounds  worth  of  usofbl  publioations  in  the  course  of  the  yoar.  In 
1867  the  Commissionors  of  the  Paris  International  Exhibition  awarded  a 
gold  modal  to  the  Church  of  England  Book-Hawking  Union,  ono  of  two 
gold  modals  only  which  were  awarded  to  Enorland  in  group  X. — *  Articles 
exhibited  with  tho  special  object  of  improving  tho  physical  and  moral 
condition  of  the  people.'  Tho  other  was  given  to  the  South  Kensington 
School  of  Art.

Out  of  the  many  Book-Hawking  Sooiotios  formerly  at  work,  ten  only 
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Borviye  at  present ;  some  of  these,  however,  as  saccessfnl  as  ever,  more 
especially  that  in  South  Essex,  as  is  witnessed  by  a  sale  of  books  last 
year  effected  by  its  single  hawker  to  the  amount  of  544/.,  giving  an 
average  of  101,  IBs.  worth  of  publications  sold  by  him  weekly. 

Whether  there  may  yet  be  opportunity  for  extending  the  book-hawk- 
ing system  once  more,  or  whether  it  is  destined  to  give  place  to  other 
agencies,  it  has  undoubtedly  done  good  service  during  the  last  thirty 
years,  and  may  claim  to  be  considered,  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  word,  a 
home  mission,  a  real  handmaid  of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  this  land, 
a  yalnable,  and  even  in  many  districts  necessary,  supplement  to  the 
parochial  system,  affording  as  it  has  often  done  a  means  of  reaching  those 
who  have  proved  inaccessible  in  other  ways ;  carrying  on  and  directing 
to  a  right  use  the  education  received  in  the  school ;  supplying  to  the  poor 
man  a  recreation  of  which  he  stands  much  in  need,  and  for  want  of 
which  he  is  often  driven  to  recreations  unworthy  of  the  name ;  supplying 
him,  moreover,  with  wholesome  food  in  place  of  the  poison  which  would 
othea^se  be  set  before  him ;  and  still  further,  leading  him  to  love  his 
homOf  and  gathering  the  family  around  their  own  fireside,  to  hear  some 
simple  ballad  read  out  by  a  child,  or  some  stirring  tale  of  home  or  foreign 
life ;  or  that  story,  ever  new,  of  how  the  scattered  families  of  earth  may 
be  trained  up  for,  and  gathered  into,  the  one  family  above.

The  subject  of  providing  popular  literature  for  the  people  has  frequently  occupied 
the  thougbtful  attention  of  the  Committee,  and  a  sum  of  3,000^.  was  voted  in  March, 
1882,  wiSi  a  view  of  making  a  practical  effort  to  meet  a  need  so  generally  felt.  It 
was  hoped  that  it  might  be  possible  to  publish  a  weekly  periodical  especially  suited 
to  the  habits,  and  character  of  the  working  classes,  but  difficulties  have  arisen  in  the 
carrying  out  of  this  plan,  which  is  therefore  for  the  present  ^.bandonQd.

SECTION  IL— SUNDAY  SCHOOLS, 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WORK. 

In  this  section  an  effort  is  made  to  present  in  condensed  form  the  extent 
to  which  thild  Church  is  recognising  the  ever-increasing  importance  of 
strengthening  the  Snnday  school  system  in  order  that  it  may  become  a 
more  powerful  influence  for  good.  The  Church  of  England  Sunday  School 
Institute  continues  to  occupy  its  deservedly  important  position  as  the 
principal  instrument  in  this  work,  and  to  its  labours  the  Church  at  large 
owes  a  debt  of  deep  thankfulness. 

The  altered  circumstances  under  which  our  Day  schools  are  now 
placed  with  regard  to  religious  instruction  has  necessarily  tended  to 
increase  the  importance  of  any  movement  to  secure  thorough  systematic 
religions  teaching. 

If  the  Sunday  school  is  ever  to  prove  itself  effectual  in  meeting  this 
growing  responsibility,  it  is  clear  that  much  more  must  yet  be  done  to 
increase  its  numerical  and  intellectual  strength.  Much  care  has  been 
taken  to  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  course  of  Diocesan  action  in  this 
direction,  and  the  brief  reports  which  follow  may  be  taken  to  represent 
generally  the  measure  and  character  of  the  work  which  is  being  effected. 

CHURCH    OF   ENGLAND    SUNDAY  SCHOOL    INSTITUTE. 

At  a  Cicntre  of  Communication. — The  Institute  exists  as  a  centre  of  communication 
throngfa  wludi  information  as  to  the  best  methods  of  organising  and  conducting 
Ghnzdi  Sandxy  schools  may  be  given  and  received,  and  statistical  details  obtained 
and  leotnded. 

GStnrespondence  has  been  maintained  with  upwards  of  300  Branch  Associations  in 

the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Colonies.    Statistics  of  Church  of  England   Sunday 

schools  have  been  collected  throughout  England  and  Wales,  with  the  sanction  and 

Upproval  of  the  Archbishops  and  Bishops.     Returns  have  been  obtained  of   Bible 

Classes  and  Associations  for  Young  People  existing  in  the  metropolitan  area. 

Branch  Associations. — It  promotes  the  establishment  of  Local  Associations  of 
Sunday  schools,  with  their  clergy  and  teachers,  over  convenient  areas ;  ecclesiastical 
divisions  being  adhered  to  wherever  possible. 

Several  new  associations  have  been  formed.     The  number  in  the  metropolis  is  now 
41 ;  in  other  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  Ireland  250 ;  and  in  the  Colonies  11.

The  number  of  the  publications  of  all  kinds  issued  by  the  Institute  was  during 
the  last  year  about  1,A00,00().  In  addition  to  lussonH  of  varied  character,  hymn 
books,  prayers,  liturgies,  sliortened  scrvicos,  services  of  song,  prise  books,  manuals, 
addresses,  almanacs,  tracts,  maps,  engravings,  class  registerH,  roll  books,  Catechisms 
for  the  Young,  and  Hunday  school  utationery  of  every  duscription,  three  serials  are 
Issttcd  monthly,  namely,  tho  *  ('liurch  Knnihiy  Hchool  Magaxine '  as  the  s|)0cial  organ 
of  the  Institute;  the  *  Church  Worker,*  a  cheap  pori(Mlical  embracing  subjects  of 
general  interest  to  all  who  are  engaged  in  tho  various  1>rancliCH  of  Church  work ; 
ami  tho  *  Boys  and  Girls'  ComiMUiion,*  an  iUust rated  magazine  for  tlio  young. 

Deputations. — It  provides  oxj)oriencod  ViHitors  (forming  its  deputation  staff)  to 
attend  mootingH  of  Hunday  school  toacherN.  for  tho  puriKwo  of  giving  lectures  and 
training  IcssonH,  and  afToniing  rcqnirod  information  on  all  mnttors  uonnected  with 
tiio  managcimont  and  working  of  Hunday  w^hools.  About.  400  viMltH  have  boon  \wAd 
to  difforont  placH^s  in  the  kingdom,  and  moetingN  attondcMl  by  roproNontniivoN  of  the 
Jnstiiiito,  for  tho  dolivcry  of  training  Iohnouh,  mldroHHOH,  kc.  About  ono-oightit  of  the 
meotingH  wore  within  tho  motroi)olitan  aroa,  and  tho  remaining  sovon-eighths  In  tho 
provinooM. 

Normal  Olasses.  It  undortakcs  to  provide  Normal  (Ujissos  for  tho  direct  instruo- 
tion  of  teachcrM  in  their  art,  at  contros  where  arrangomonts  mn  Iw  made.  Normal 
cliiMHC'H  luivo  l)eon  oomluote<l  for  sovt^ral  weokn  wuoooHsivoly  at  various  oontres  in 
Kngland. 

Teaohers*  Examinations.  Under  tlio  sanction  of  tho  ArohbiHlu)|)N,  it  holdn  a 
yoarlv  Kxamination  of  Hundiiy  Hchool  Teaohors  in  Kngland  and  WaloH,  Hootland 
and  Ireland,  and  the  Colonies;  awanling certificates  of  various  gradcvt,  and  prises  to 
successful  candidates.  A  sohotno  for  tiio  examination  of  Hunday  school  scholars  is 
also  in  o))oraiion.  At  tlie  last  Tcachors'  Kxamination  there  were  cxauiine<l  nearly  a 
t.liousand  candidates,  divided  into  two  classes,  those  entering  for  tlie  elementary  ami 
the  advanced  NOOtionH. 

The  Hevised  H<^heme  of  the  TeaoherH*  Kxamination  came  into  operation  last 
year.  TIiIm  now  soheme  consists  of  two  distinct  sections,  named  rcspootively  t lie 
•elementary'  and  the  ♦advanced,'  and  oa<Oi  section  consiwls  of  tiiro<»  i>arts,  the 
subjects  being  tho  snme  in  each  section,  and  a  »«keloton  lesson  for  filling  up  is  suppliod 
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to  the  candidates  in  the  elementary  section.  The  successfal  candidates  in  this  section 
are  divided  into  two  classes ;  those  in  the  first  class  receiving  a  certificate,  and  those 
in  the  second  class  having  their  names  placed  in  alphabetical  order  in  the  Examiners* 
Report.  In  the  advanced  section  the  candidates  are  divided  into  three  classes ;  those 
wlio  stand  highest  being  entitled  to  an  honours  certificate,  signed  by  the  Arch- 
bishops ;  those  next  in  merit  being  awarded  a  certificate  of  the  first  class ;  and  those 
last  in  order  a  certificate  of  the  second  class.  As  in  former  years,  prizes  are  given 
in  each  section. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  results  of  the  last  examination : — Candidates 
entered:  elementary  359,  advanced  375;  total  1,144.  Candidates  examined:  ele- 
mentary 292,  advanced  672 ;  total  964.  Candidates  advanced  section :  honours  list, 
'93;  first  class  certificates,  133;  second  class  certificates,  322.  Candidates  elementary 
section:  first  class  certificates,  127;  second  class  certificates  (passes),  115.  Metro- 
politan candidates,  266 ;  number  of  centres,  147. 

In  completion  of  the  revised  scheme  of  the  examination,  the  committee  have 
arranged  for  a  further  grade,  so  that  a  candidate  may  compete  for  the  *  special 
certificate  of  efilciency  *  as  a  Sunday  school  teacher.

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Orftnti.--lt  itiakoM GruntN of  mnterial  and  pnblioationi  to Churoh  Sunday  Bohooli  in 
poor  poriHhoM.  OrantR  havo  bc(*n  inado  to  tho  BchoolH  of  various  parislief  in  Qreat 
Britain  and  Ireland.  Ah  a  memorial  of  tlio  Centenary  of  Bunday  HohoolB,  oelobratod 
in  1880,  the  Committee  of  tho  Institute  undertook  and  completed  tho  restoration  of 
the  old  Crypt  Sohoolu,  at  (Houcoster,  with  the  result  of  ailording  to  the  parish 
increased  Bunday  school  accommodation  which  was  greatly  needed.  Tho  cost  of 
restoring  these  soIiooIh,  which  wore  closely  identified  with  the  early  labours  of  Robert 
Raikes,  uxcoodod  500/. 

Other  Means.—In  addition  to  the  means  speoitiod  for  carrying  out  the  primary 
objects  of  the  Booioty,  there  have  been  cHtablished  under  its  auspices : 

I.  Annual  Days  of  Intercession  in  belialf  of  Bunday  schools,  now  generally  ob- 
served by  tho  Church  throughout  tho  world,  and  serving  to  imi)ress  upon  oongro- 
gations  tho  importance  of  Bunday  school  work,  while  ailording  a  necessary  stimulus 
to  workers  thomselvoH. 

In  previous  years  during  which  the  observance  of  special  days  for  Prayer  and 
Thanksgiving  in  refercTioo  to  tho  important  branch  of  Church  Work  carried  on  in  tho 
Bundny  school  has  boon  customary,  the  approval  of  Uie  Archbishops  and  of  many  of 
the  Bishops  has  been  freely  given.  The  Committee  are  glad  to  state  tliat  the  present 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  has  oxpresHod  his  ])erHonal  interest  in  ilie  movement,  and 
recommetidH  tho  Clergy  of  IjIh  own  Diooose  to  observe  the  days  appointed.  The 
movement  has  also  roceivod  the  support  of  tho  Archbishop  of  York. 

Tho  Committee,  while  it  is  their  obvious  duty  to  leave  tlie  Hishops,  Clergy,  and 
others  to  make  wlmtever  arrangements  may  seem  to  them  best  respecting  the  form 
which  the  observance  of  such  days  should  take,  yet  venture  to  suggest  in  a  circular 
issued  yearly,  various  methods  for  their  obsorvanoo. 

II.  A  Churoh  Teachers*  Prayer  Union. 

III.  A  Bunday  Bchool  Choir,  consisting  of  upwards  of  6,000  adults  and  children 
connected  with  the  Church  Bunday  schools  of  the  metropolis,  who  are  in  training 
for  a  considerable  part  of  the  year,  directly,  with  t.he  object  of  tiUclng  part  in  tho 
annual  festival  of  the  choir,  and,  indirectly,  of  improving  the  singing  in  their 
respective  schools,  and  the  services  of  the  Church. 

IV.  Conf(ireiJC<'H  of  Clergy,  BuperintcndentH,  and  'IVaohern,  hold  periodically,  for 
the  advancetnetit  and  improvement  of  Bunday-school  work. 

V.  (>entral  Classes  for  the  preiMiration  of  teachers  for  tho  examination. 
Diooeian  Bepreientation  on  the  Oommittee.    The  (Jommittoe  of  tlie  Instituto  lias 

made  an  addition  to  the  rules,  by  which  the  members  belonging  to  each  Dioceso  arc 
entitled,  upon  certain  conditions,  to  elect  a  representative  to  serve  on  the  Committ4)o 
of  the  Institute.    The  new  rule  referring  to  this  subject  is  as  follows  :— 

Bule  III. — A  Diocesan  representative  may  be  elected  to  serve  on  the  Committee 
from  any  Diocese  containing  not  less  than  fifty  members  of  the  Institute,  and

Tkh  National  Society,  and  the  Society  for  Promoting  Christian  Knowledge,  n^cog- 
nislng  the  enlarged  sphere  of  uHofulness  lyiug  before  tho  Suiuluy  school  system,  luivo 
set  apart  a  portion  of  their  funds  to  assist  in  the  building  of  Bunday  schools,  or  in 
other  ways  to  i)romoto  tiheir  ofllcienoy.

DIOCESAN   OB  OTHEBWISE. 


Deflcription 


Theie  is  no  Diocesan  organisation  a»  yet,  but  associations  of  teachers 
hare  been  formed  in  various  parts;  one  of  them,  the  East  Dartford 
Deanery  Teachers'  Association,  was  noticed  in  the  last  Year  Book, 
and  some  further  particukirs  concerning  its  work  are  here  given. 

Three  new  paiishes  have  joined ;  the  number  of  members  has  increased 
to  215. 

A  course  of  training  lessons  has  been  ^ivcn,  the  subject  being '  The  Life 
of  Our  Lord.*  The  course  commenced  with  a  special  service  on  the  Day  of 
Intercession  for  Sunday  schools,  when  three  addresses  were  given  by  neigh- 
bouriDg  Clergy,  and  ended  with  a  choral  service  with  sermon  at  Crayford 
Church.    There  were  ten  meetings  at  different  centres,  all  well  attended. 

The  priocipal  feature  iu  the  last  course  was  the  formation  of  a  mis- 
sionary branch  in  connection  with  this  association.

No  Diocesan  or  Archidiaconal  organisation  exists.  In  several  parts  of 
the  Diocese  associations  have  been  formed  in  connection  with  the  Church 
of  England  Sunday  School  Institute,  and  meetings  are  held  once  a  year 
or  oftener  to  discuss  papers  or  hear  model  lessons. 

In  the  York  Church  Institute  arrangements  are  made  for  instruction 
classes. 

Many  of  the  Clergy  hold  monthly  teachers'  meetings. 

In  the  Scarborough  Deanery  an  examination  is  held  at  the  various 
schools  simultaneously.  The  children's  paper  work  is  sent  to  the  Secretary, 
and  by  him  to  the  examiners.    Certificates  and  prizes  are  awarded.

Local  circumstances  tend  rather  to  prevent  Diocesan  or  Archidiaconal 
organisations ;  but  there  are  many  local  associations,  and  in  some  of  the 
towns  instruction  classes  for  teachers. 

There  is  no  organised  inspection  of  Sunday  schools ;  Sunday  school 
teachers  are  invit^  to  submit  to  the  examinations  held  in  May  for  the 
pupil  teachers  imder  the  direction  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Education.

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Diocesan  Conference,  and  referred  to 
in  the  last  Year  Book,  has  been  successful  in  forming  Sunday  School 
Associations  in  several  Deaneries. 

Model  lessons  are  given,  and  examinations  of  teachers  are  frequently 
held.  The  Committee  also  issues  aniiaally  a  syllabus  of  lessons,  the 
annual  sale  of  which  has  been  about  3,000  copies.

There  is  no  Diocesan  or  Archidiaconal  organisation  at  present ;  but 
associations  exist  in  Chester,  Stockport,  and  Macclesfield ;  and  a  similar 
one  is  about  to  be  formed  in  Runcorn. 

An  excellent  association  also  exists  for  the  churches  in  the  parish  of 
Wallase}'.

No  definite  organisations,  but  a  Committee  appointed  by  the  Diocesan 
Conference  has  the  subject  under  consideration.

No  Diocesan  organisation  exists,  but  in  Liverpool  and  its  suburbs 
8  local  associations  have  been  formed  in  connection  with  the  Church  of 
England  Sunday  School  Institute,  which  have  been  cordially  recognised  by 
the  Bishop.    Associations  also  exist  at  Hindley,  Ormskirk,  and  Prescot. 

The  number  of  Church  Sunday  scholars  in  the  city  of  Liverpool  is 
82,881 ;  in  the  suburbs,  8,149;  total,  41,030. 

The  average  attendance  of  teachers  has  been  84  per  cent.,  and  of 
scholan  70  per  cent. 

One  new  association  has  been  formed,  the  East  Suburban. 

In  many  pari^es  the  Days  of  Intercession  on  behalf  of  Sunday 
schools  were  observed. 

The  result  of  the  teachers*  examination  have  not  equalled  those  of 
former  years,  but  those  of  the  scholars'  examination  are  in  advance  of 
previous  years. 

Elder  Scholars,— Of  68  schools  which  have  answered  inquiries,  there 
are  nearly  6,000  scholars  over  15  on  the  books. 

In  Liverpool  there  are  monthly  meetings  of  Clergy  and  teachers ;  in 
the  country  half-yearly  or  quarterly  meetings,  for  discussing  Sunday 
school  topics,  arranging  for  examinations,  preparing  notes  of  lessons, 
establishing  preparation  classes  for  teachers,  collecting  statistics  and 
arranging  for  special  services. 

There  is  an  annual  conversazione.

The  first  examination  was  held  at  various  centres  on  June  14  last. 

Fifty  teachers  and  6  other  persons  in  various  positions  and  stations 
in  life  presented  themselves. 

Had  a  class  list  been  issued,  at  least  20  would  have  been  placed  in 
the  first  class,  while  none  failed  altogether. 

Lectures  on  the  subjects  proposed  have  been  given  at  various  centres 
throughout  the  Diocese. 

A  certificate  is  issued  to  those  who  have  passed  the  examination,  thus 
giving  them  some  official  recognition  of  their  position  as  teachers  in  the 
Church  of  Christ.

meetings  are  held  annually,  two  in  Welsh  and  two  in  English,  fur  dis- 
cussion and  mutual  counsel.  In  the  Deanery  of  Kidwelly,  comprising 
fourteen  parishes,  two  parishes  arjB  reported  to  have  teachers'  instruction 
classes,  and  six  to  employ  systematic  courses  of  lessons. 

Archdeaconry  of  Ccurdigan. — Returns  have  been  received  from  one 
deanery  only.  In  this  three  public  catechisings  of  Sunday  schools  take 
place  annually,  and  are  found  to  infuse  life  into  the  Sunday  schools.

The  rural  deaneries  are  divided  into  four  parts,  each  part  consisting 
of  three  deaneries. 

The  Diocesan  Committee  consists  of  a  Clergyman  and  a  Layman 
elected  by  each  of  the  decanal  s^'nod3,  with  other  members  added  by  the 
Diocesan  Conference. 

A  syllabus  of  five  courses  of  lessons  is  drawn  up  annually.  An  exami- 
nation of  teachers  (^advanced  and  elemcntari/)  is  held  twice  a  year,  and 
certificates  are  granted.  One  hundred  and  sixty-three  teachers  were 
examined  in  1883. 

The  object  of  the  examinations  is  not  to  afford  a  single  test  of  suffi- 
cient proficiency,  but  rather  to  act  as  an  encouragement  to  a  continuous 
course  of  studyl 

Forty-five  teachers  have  already  completed  their  number  of  six  passes, 
which  entitles  to  the  Bishop's  certificate  ;  five  teachers  have  obtained  the 
full  certificate  for  twelve  passes. 

Teachers*  meetings  are  held  at  a  few  centres.  A  certain  number  of 
Clergy  and  Laity  are  ready  when  desired  to  give  model  lessons. 

Several  important  meetings,  of  Sunday  school  teachers  from  one  or 
more  deaneries  have  been  held  again  this  year  with  much  success.  At 
a  meeting  at  Truro  in  July,  at  which  the  Bishop  presided,  more  than  300 
teachers  took  part.  At  these  meetings  model  lessons  have  usually  been 
given.

The  Diocesan  Board  of  Education  provides  a  *  Prize  Scheme '  exami- 
nation for  senior  scholars  (over  fifteen),  and  for  junior  scholars  under 
fifteen,  who  are  not  day  scholars. 

The  prizes  are  annually  presented  in  the  Chapter  House  at  Worcester, 
on  the  Saturday  in  Easter  week. 

The  Diocesan  Inspectors  inspect  Sunday  schools  when  desired. 

There  is  an  annual  festival  for  the  Archdeaconry  of  Worcester  in  the 
Cathedral,  and  the  Chapter  House  is  granted  for  a  Conference.  For  the 
expenses  of  the  festival  a  special  grant  is  made  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  Church  of  England  Sundav  School  Institute  provides  training 
lessons  for  this  and  the  adjoining  Dioceses.

MIDDLE   CLASS   SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

The  importance  of  exerting  a  definite  and  wide-spread  influence  upon  the 
religions  life  and  training  of  the  children  of  the  middle  and  upper  classed 
is  prominently  occupying  the  attention  of  the  Church.  A  useful  discus- 
sion  upon  this  subject  took  place  at  the  Church  Congress  at  Beading ; 
several  of  the  Clergy  in  charge  of  influential  Parishes  gave  their  experience 
pointing  to  the  successful  carrying  out  of  Middle  Class  Sunday  Schools 
in  a  greater  otr  less  degree. 
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In  the  Year-Book  of  1883  (p.  223),  Canon  EUiRon  ihoaghtfally 
described  tbo  working  of  suoh  a  Bonool  in  WindRor.

Our  Hcliool  waH,  ho  far  aH  I  know,  tho  flrnt,  certainly  one  of  the  (Irnt  of  the  kind 
CMtabliMlied  in  T^ondon,  and  we  were  not  at  all  fianguine  an  to  the  roHult,  which, 
however,  has  far  exceeded  our  expt^ctationH.  My  Adstintant  Clergy  are  the  auperln-

Diooeie  of  Booheiter.— Bt.  OyprUn*s,  Brookley. 
Thti  Sunday  school  at  St.  ('yj)rian'H,  lirockley,  has  ir>4  children  on  the  books:  58 
boys,  r>8  girls,  and  88  infants,  with  an  average  attendance  of  92.  There  is  a  super- 
intendent of  the  boys'  school,  and  another  for  the  infants'  and  girls'  combined. 
There  are  4  teachers  to  the  boys,  4  to  the  girls,  and  2  to  the  infants,  The  course  of 
instruction  is  -in  the  lower  classes,  tho  Catechism,  Hishop  Forbes'  Catechism,  and 
liible  lessons  with  pictures.  In  tho  upper  classes,  at  pre$ent^  Hadler's  Manual,  and 
MUs  Yimgo's  Quest  i(ms  on  the  Prayer  Hook.  The  children  learn  a  i>ortion  of  tho 
catechism  or  the  collect  and  a  text  during  the  week.  The  teachers  meet  once  a  wook 
to  report  progress  and  receive  a  lesson  from  the  (Htrato  in  charge.  There  was  a 
magic  lantern  entertainment  at  Christmas,  and  an  excursion  in  tho  summer.  Atton- 
< lance  is  also  encouraged  by  a  system  of  rowanl- tickets  and  ])rizes,  so  that  ovory 
child  who  perseveres  in  doing  well  gets  a  prize.  Absentees  are  regularly  vlsito<l. 
The  s(!hool  wa^  opened  for  all  on  June  11, 1882,  when  about  M)  presented  themselves. 
Nothing  was  said  of  its  being  intended  for  any  sneclal  class,  but  children  of  hU 
classes  in  Hrockley,  from  the  professional  down  to  the  ix)orest,  have  presented  them- 
selves, and  none  have  been  withdrawn  u))on  social  grounds.

Bioceie  of  Lichfield.— Parish,  Wolverhampton. 

This  school  was  started  January  1882.    As  many  as  .SO  girls  have  joined  it — 

doctors*,  clergjrmen's,  manufacturers',  and  leading  shopkeepers'  daughters.    It  is 

open  from  9.60  to  10.50  A.M.,  the  girls  mostly  attending  our  children's  service  at 

church  in  the  afternoon.    They  pay  1*.  Sd.  a  quarter  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 

room.    The  Kector  opens  it  with  hymn  and  collect,  and  then  gives  a  collective 

lesson  in  consecutive  parts  of  the  Church  Catechism  Sunday  by  Sunday  until  10.15, 

at  which  time  the  school  breaks  up  into  three  classes — the  first,  girls  over  15 ;  the 

second,  girls  from  12  to  15 ;  the  third,  girls  under  12.  These  three  classes  are  taught 

by  a  governess  and  two  of  the  Rector's  daughters,  taking  a  fixed  portion  of  the  New 

Testament.    No  prizes  are  given.    The  attendance  and  payments  arc  regular.    Two 

or  three  of  the  elder  girls  take  classes  in  the  Infant  Sunday  school  in  the  afternoon. 

It  formed  a  first-rate  nursery-ground  for  Confirmation  candidates  after  being 

opened  twelve  months,  but  no  new  scholars  have  joined  it  this  year,  probably  to 

some  extent  because  the  children  of  that  particular  rank  and  age  are  nearly  exhausted 

in  a  parish  in  the  centre  of  a  large  town.

CHURCH    OF    ENGLAND    SCHOOLS. 

A  LIST  or  SCHOOLS  FOB  BOYS  AND  OIBLS  IN  WHICH,  AS  PABT  OB 
THE  BEGULAB  SCHOOL  COTIBSE,  THE  DOCTBINES  AND  DUTIES  OB 
CHBI8TIANITT  ABE  TAUGHT,  AS  THE  SAME  ABE  HELD  BT  THE 
CHUBCH  OB  ENGLAND. 

Public  attention  having  been  directed  very  forcibly  of  late  to  the  subject  of 
education,  it  is  natural  that  parents  should  inquire  what  system  of  religious  instruc- 
tion is  given  in  any  of  the  many  public  schools  scattered  up  and  down  the  land.    The 
following  list  is  an  attempt  to  answer  these  inquiries  as  far  as  distinctly  Church  of 
Sngland  education  is  concerned,  together  with  an  approximate  idea  of  the  expenses 
&c.  of  such  schools.    It  is  obvious  that  a  first  attempt  to  form  such  a  list  must  bo 
very  imperfect ;  many  schools  giving  religious  teaching  of  a  Church  of  England  type 
have  doubtless  been  omitted,  whilst  probably  some  few  having  but  little  real  claim 
to  that  distinction  have  found  a  way  into  the  list.    It  is  earnestly  requested  that  all 
who  are  interested  in  providing  a  good  secular  education,  founded  upon  a  sound 
religious  Church  of  England  basis,  will  assist  in  the  formation  of  a  more  trustworthy 
list  for  1886  by  sending  additions  and  coiTCctions  to  the  Rev.  W.  Wilks,  Shirley 
Vicarage,  Croydon.    680  forms  of  inquiry  were  sent  out  to  as  many  schools,  but  of 
these  only  412  have  been  returned,  and  owing  to  a  want  of  sufficient  clearness  in  the 
wording  of  the  form,  it  has  been  found  impossible  this  year  to  tabulate  much  of  the 
information  sent :  on  this  account  also  it  has  been  thought  advisable  to  omit  for  the 
present  those  schools  whose  regulations  only  admit  of  Church  of  England  teaching 
being  given  on  Sundays.     Confessedly  imperfect,  and  to  some  slight  extent,  no 
doubt  erroneous,  as  the  present  list  is,  it  is  hoped  it  may  nevertheless  be  useful  as 
the  basis  of  a  more  complete  and  more  correct  one  in  the  future. 

An  attempt  has  also  been  made  to  gather  up  information  as  to  any  diocesan  work 
that  may  be  going  on  relating  to  the  religieife  instruction  given  in  schools  above  the 
elementary  class,  or  for  the  providing  schools  in  which  the  syllabus  shall  include 
religions  instruction  of  a  distinctly  Church  of  England  character,  but  although  these 
qaestions  are  stirring  in  almost  every  diocese  and  committees  of  the  Diocesan 
Conferences  have  in  some  instances  been  appointed  to  take  the  matter  into  con- 
sideration, as  yet,  however,  little  has  been  actually  done.  From  this  should  be 
excepted  the  scheme  lately  aet  on  foot  in  the  diocese  of  Oxford,  undet  t\ift  ^^ct^Xai^-

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CHAPTER  IV. 

THU  FOREIGN  MISSION  WORK  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

SECTION  L— CENTRAL  AND  SPECIAL  ORGANISATIONS. 

SOCIETY    FOR    THE    PROPAGATION    OF    THE    GOSPEL 

IN    FOREIGN    PARTS. 

I.  Origin  of  the  Society. — ^About  the  year  1696,  when  Dr.  Thomas  Bray 
was  appointed  Gomnussary  of  the  Bishop  of  London  for  Maryland,  many 
faithful  Churchmen  in  England  were  awakened  to  the  fact  that  after  six- 
teen centuries  of  Christianity  '  not  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  population 
of  the  world  bears  the  name  of  Christian ; '  and  they  were  moved  by 
God^s  Holy  Spirit  to  give  their  attention  particularly  to  the  spiritual 
wants  of  those  fourteen  colonies  on  the  coast  of  North  America  which 
were  then  subject  to  the  British  Crown.     In  that  strip  of  land,  peopled 
by  240,000  colonists,  and  extending  from  Maine  to  South  Carolina,  some 
provinces  were  without  any  public  form  of  religion ;  five  are  described 
as  without  any  professed  members  of  the  Church  of  England ;  its  mini- 
strations were  accessible  only  at  a  few  places  in  Virginia,  Maryland,  New 
Tork,  and  at  Philadelphia  and  Boston ;  and  the  neighbouring  Iroquois 
and  Yammonsea  Indians  had  been  partly  instructed  only  by  the  Jesuits 
and  the  New  England  Society.     To  extend  the  Gospel  there  first  was  the 
object  of  Dr.  Bray  and  his  friends.   Knowing  that  they  might  form  them- 
selves into  a  voluntary  society,  they  deliberately  preferred  acting  under 
authority  as  a  chartered  body.    Dr.  Bray's  zealous  efforts  were  power- 
faJiy  aided  by  Archbishop  Tenison,  Bishop  Compton,  and  other  Bishops  ; 
by  the  Lower  House  of  the  Convocation  of  Canterbury,  in  which  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  in  March  1700  to  consider  *the  best  means  of 
promoting  the  Christian  religion  in  the  colonies;*  as  well  as  by  some 
eminent  laymen.     At  length,  after  meeting  only  rebuffs  and  failures  for 
five  years,  the  petition  of  Dr.  Bray,  supported  by  Archbishop  Tenison, 
succeeded  in  procuring,  on  June  16,  1701,  a  Charter  under  the  Royal 
Seal  of  King  William  III.  constituting  ninety-six  persons  the  first  mem- 
bers of  a  corporate  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign 
Parts.     On  April  6,  1882,  the  old  Charter  having  been  found  to  be  not 
in  harmony  with  the  present  condition  and  wants  of  the  Society,  her 
Majesty  was  graciously  pleased  to  grant  a  Supplemental  Charter,  which 
simplified  the  Society's  operations,  and  by  representation  gives  to  all  its 
members  a  share  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs. 

The  circumstances  which  called  the  Society  into  existence  are  stated 
both  in  the  petition  presented  by  Dr,  Bray,  and  in  the  GhaTtev^to  VjKi\ 
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1,  That  in  many  oolonios  tlio  provision  made  for  miniators  is  vorj  mean. 

2.  That  many  other  colonies  arc  wholly  dostitato  of  a  maintenance  for 
ministers  and  the  public  worship  of  uod.  d.  That  for  want  of  such 
maintenance  many  of  the  King's  subjects  are  without  the  administration 
of  God*s  Word  and  Sacraments,  and  seem  to  bo  abandoned  to  atheism, 
infidelity,  and  superstition. 

With  the  ultimate  hope,  therefore,  of  promoting  the  glory  of  God  by 
the  instruciion  of  those  people  in  the  Ghristian  religion,  the  Society  was 
directed  by  its  Charter  to  endeavour — 1.  To  provide  a  sufficient  main- 
tenanco  for  an  orthodox  Clergy  to  live  among  them ;  2.  To  make  other 
provision  for  the  propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  those  parts;  and,  8.  To 
receive,  manage,  and  dispose  of  the  charity  of  his  Majesty's  subjects  for 
those  purposes. 

When  the  Society  began  to  set  about  the  work  for  which  it  had  been 
called  into  existence  by  the  united  voice  of  the  spiritual  and  temporal 
rulers  of  the  land,  it  was  found  that  its  work  consisted  of  three  great 
branches  :  1.  The  care  and  instruction  of  our  own  people  settled  in  the 
colonies ;  2.  The  conversion  of  the  Indian  natives ;  ana  3.  The  conver- 
sion of  the  negro  slaves.  The  first  missionaries  of  the  Society,  the  Bev. 
George  Keith  and  the  Bev.  Patrick  Gordon,  sailed  from  Enffland  on 
April  24, 1702,  and  landed  at  Boston  in  North  America  on  Juno  11. 
Other  clergymen,  schoolmasters,  and  presents  of  books  wore  sent  imme- 
diately afterwards  to  the  continent  of  America. 

II.  Korth  America. — Ah  Um  boon  alroady  moniionod,  tho  portion  of  the  Korth 
Amerioan  oontinont  whioh  in  now  known  aM  tho  Unitod  Htutos  was  tho  Hoono  of  the 
Kooioty'H  carlioHt  labourM.  Until  1784  it  wan  biiHily  ongaKOtl  in  planting  tho  OhuK^ 
of  ChriHt  in  tlioHo  rogiontt,  and  in  OHsisting  tho  mombori  of  that  Ohuroh  in  thoir 
ui^f^ent  (loniamlH  for  tho  K])iH(H)pato.  Among  tho  labourorN  whobo  horolo  carooni  are 
apt  to  Ih>  forgotton  and  ])UHhod  aHido  by  moro  rooont  triiunphw  of  miwionary  sorvioe 
waH  John  Wenloy,  who  for  two  ycarw  was  a  jnlHHionary  of  tho  Hooloty  In  Ooorgia. 
Whon  th(j  War  of  Indopondonco  broke  out  in  1776,  tho  Hooloty  uupnortod  novonty- 
Rovon  Olurgymon  in  Uio  HtatoH,  and  thoHO  Bufforod  moHt  Hovoroly  for  thoir  stoady  attaou- 
mout  to  thoir  Ohuroh  and  King ;  many  of  thoni  baroly  oHoaping  with  their  lives  to 
England,  or  to  tho  nolghbouring  provinooB  of  (-anada  and  Nova  Scotia,  whioh  Htill 
rotalnod  thoir  alloglimoo  to  tho  mother  country.  Tlio  poaoo  of  1788  found  tho  Church 
In  Aniorli^a  waHtod  and  almoHt  dontroyod.  Virginia  hiwl  164  ohurohoH  and  ninoty-ono 
olorgymon  at  tho  beginning  of  tho  war ;  at  t  ho  ond  of  it  vory^nany  of  hor  ohurohos 
wero  in  nilnB  (Homo  of  wliioli  romaln  to  this  day),  and  of  her  ninoty-ono  clergymen 
only  twenty-eight  remained. 

Yet  otit  of  thlH  voryHoeno  of  death  came  life.  The  Hunie  Htroko  which  luid  nevorod 
the  colonlcH  from  Kngland  had  Hot  the  (lluiroh  uIho  free  to  o))lain  for  IieiBelf  at  laHt 
that  gift  of  tlio  KplBcoi)ato  wlilch  hiul  been  no  long  denied  to  her  eai'noHt  and  panHlon- 
ato  longlngH.  Ah  soon  an  tho  poaco  wan  nuvde,  Dr.  Hnmuel  Hoabury,  one  of  tho 
Hociety'H  miBsionarioH,  being  (deotod  lUnhop  by  the  Clergy  of  Connectieut,  wont  to 
England  for  oonHOoration,  which  ho  at  length  obtained  from  tho  IHBhopB  of  tho 
Church  of  Hcotland,  on  November  U,  1784.  Three  yearn  afU^rwardn,  lUwhop  Wliito, 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  JUnhop  Vrovoost,  of  Now  York,  w(^ro  oonHOcrated  In  Lambeth 
Palaco  Chapel,  on  Kobrnary  4,  1787,  and  HlHhop  MadiHon  of  Virginia  waH  alno  conHO- 
orated  in  Kngland  in  1790.  By  these  four  BinhopH  otherH  wore  duly  conHocrated  m 
ocoanlon  called  for  it,  and  new  blHhoprlcH  wero  created,  until  their  number  hiu  now 
incroaned  to  Hlxty-llvc,  the  number  of  (-lorgy  being  more  than  8,500, 

At  tho  triennial  (Jonventlon  of  tho  Church  of  tho  Unltixl  fitatoH,  which  wan  held 
In  rhlladelphla,  In  October  1888,  the  lUnhop  of  Uochonter  waH  the  bearer  of  a  letter 
of  congratulation  from  tho  Hocloty,  on  the  approaching  centenary  of  tho  American 
KpiHoopatc.    Tho  l(»tler  wan  written  at  tho  re<jueHt  of  tho  Htandlng  Commlttoo  by  \\\o 
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Pxesidait  of  the  Society,  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  who  has  also  invited  the 
Convention  to  send  a  delegate  to  this  country  in  1884,  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
part  in  the  Society's  183rd  anniversary.  Bishop  Bedell  of  Ohio  has  been  chosen,  and 
will  preach  the  Anniversary  Sermon  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  on  June  18,  1884. 

The  Society's  work  in  the  United  States  being  completed,  and  the  American 
Ghnrch  having  become  by  the  treaty  of  1783  no  longer  a  Church  in  the  Colonies  or 
dependencies  of  Great  Britain,  the  Society  was  released  from  any  further  obligations 
to  it,  and  was  thus  enablCKi  to  devote  its  energies  to  a  like  fostering  of  the  infant 
Ohorches  in  those  portions  of  the  North  American  continent  which  still  remained 
under  the  dominion -of  the  British  Crown. 

In  'i860  the  Sodety  became  connected  with  Rupertsland,  then  almost  unknown 

to  the  onter  world ;  for  fifteen  years  its  grants  did  not  exceed  2501.  per  annum ;  but 

now  that  it  lias  become  the  most  promising  field  fOr  immigrants  that  the  world  has 

ever  knowiF,;'it8  grsknts  have  been  increased   tenfold.    The    original  diocese  has 

already  become  four;  to  Moosonee  and  Athabasca  the  Society  has  not  extended  help, 

but  i^3a^  h&Sn  mainly  instrumental  in  founding  the  diocese  of  Saskatchewan.    The 

saddenness'^f  the  l^rge  addition  to  the  population  has  strained  the  resources  of  the 

Choidi  to  f£e  utmost,  and,  the  Society  has  made  every  effort  in  its  power  to  assist 

in  bringing '^e  nainistratidns  of  the  Church  to  the  wide-spread  settlements  that  are 

ooveriqg  Ma^toba  and  North  West  Canada.    There  is  now  aa  opportunity  for  the 

Chorch  of  England's  being  God's  instrument  in  laying  the  foundations  of  a  gpreat, 

spiritual  building  equal  for  size  and  strength  to  any  in  the  Colonial  Church..  Ji  she 

feil  now  the  opportunity  will  pass,  and  in  those  parts  where  irreligion  will  not  run 

riot,  other  agent*  than  those  of  the  Church  t)f  England  will  take  care  for  the  souls  of 

men.    Already  others  show  a  zeal  which  should  provoke  her  to  a  godly  jealousy,  and 

stir  her  up  not  to  let  this  generation  and  the  millions  of  the  generations  to  come  in 

Manitoba  and  Assiniboia  be  without  that  union  of  Evangelical  truth  and  Apostolic 

order  which  at  home  is  such  a  cause  of  thankfulness. 

For  the  three  dioceses  of  Algoma,  Rupertsland,  and  Saskatchewan,  the  Society 
oontinnes  to  make  its  Special  Appeal,  besides  largely  helping  them  from  its  General 
Fund. 

The  sums  voted  in  1882  and  1883  amount  together  to  no  less  than  14,290Z. 
But  much  more  should  be  done,  and  especially  in  connection  with  the  new 
diocese  of  Assiniboia,  which  the  Provincial  Synod  of  Rupertsland  in  August  1883 
was  compelled  to  determine  to  establish. 

Aaunboia  is  the  new  province  lying  to  the  west  of  Manitoba,  and  the  new 
diocese  wUl  relieve  both  the  dioceses  of  Rupertsland  and  Saskatchewan.  A  very 
large  propoiiion  of  the  immigrants  passing  by  Manitoba  go  to  Assiniboia.  The  first 
Clen;yinan  in  the  whole  of  this  province  (with  the  exception  of  a  C.M.S.  missionary 
to  IndAnt)  arrived  there  only  in  the  month  of  December  1882. 

Tbaee  months  before  there  was  no  one  at  the  place  now  called  Regina. 
When  that  first  Clergyman  arrived  there  were  1,000  people,  and  it  has  since 
rapidly  increased.    It  is  made  the  seat  of  government  of  the  North-West  Territories, 
and  round  it  for  many  miles  are  villages  and  settlements  springing  up,  especially 
along  the  line  of  railway. 

The  Synod  have  rightly  resolved  that  the  Church  should  occupy  this  land  with  a 
Bishop  as  well  as  Clergy.  There  were  also  resolutions  passed  as  to  the  desirability  of 
forming  two  other  dioceses,  to  be  called  respectively  Alberta  and  Southern 
Athabasca,  and  the  formation  of  the  latter  was  definitely  agreed  upon. 

m.  The  West  Indiei.— The  first  report  of  the  Society  records  a  small  grant  made 
to  Jamaica  in  1704,  but  it  was  not  until  1710  that  the  Society  became  permanently 
connected  with  the  West  Indies  by  the  bequest  of  General  Codrington.  On  the  estate 
devised  by  that  great  man  a  college  has  been  built  and  still  flourishes,  which  has 
educated  the  large  majority  of  the  Clergy  of  the  West  Indies.  In  1732  the  Society 
placed  Clergymen  in  the  Bahamas,  now  the  Diocese  of  Nassau,  and  has  continued 
its  assistance  to  the  present  time.  The  State  formerly  assisted  the  Church  in  the 
West  Indies,  and  recent  disestablishment  has  been  a  heavy  blow.  The  Society  has 
assisted  in  the  endowment  of  Jamaica  by  a  grant  of  1,000Z.,  and  of  the  See  of 
Nassau  by  a  grant  of  1,600?.,  and  of  the  See  of  Antigua  by  a  grant  of  1,000Z.  It 
also  gftve  i500?.  to  Nassau  for  Clergy  endowment,  and  1,000^  to  the  West  Indian 
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AfrloAn  MiMion,  wliich  In  hi  work  in  tlio  TontfiMi  Country  on  tlio  Weil  OoMt  of 
Africa. 

In  1884  UiA  Kooiety  oomntonotHl  work  in  (htiAna,  and  in  1844  ^hve  fiOOI.  towarda 
the  ondowmoni  of  tho  (^oUoKft^  in  OrorKc^town.  Tho  n^n^nrknblo  openinK*  forevM)- 
ireliitio  work  nmong  thu  (^uolioN  hnvo  bcon  |)oworfiilly  reproiicntinl  to  the  mother 
Ohuroh  by  liiiihon  AiiMtin,  who  oomplut^d,  on  Ht.  liArUiolomnw'H  Day,  18821,  his  fortieth 
year  of  opinoopAl  lubovir  in  tin  oxooptlonftlly  iryintr  olimftto. 

IV.  Attitrftlia.— In  171)5  tlm  Hoointy  nmi  two  Nohoolmiuiteni  to  New  Routh  Walee, 
and  three  yoarN  laU^r  it  m^nt  a  clor^yniim  to  Norfolk  iMlandi  then  a  |)enal  aettlemeni. 
There  wmt  no  Jliithoi)  in  AuHtrulia  until  tho  i^)n»ooration  of  Ardidoaoon  Droughton  in 
1886;  but*,  aK  Arohcfoaooni  that  romarknble  man  had  made  enormous  journeys  In  hit' 
future  dioceMO,  ami  liiM  oonstmration  k^vo  fnmh  ini|HituN  to  thu  Church's  work.  The 
Hooiatv  sunph^montotl  tho  Oovt^rnuHmt  allowanot«M  niadti  to  fifteen  additional  ohap* 
lains  in  1887,  and  for  many  yown  it  Ni)ont  its  fundH  lavishly  in  Australiat  whioh 
is  now  a  proof  of  thu  wlMdom  of  its  past  ex|wnditunn 

Besides  larfco  annual  Krants,  now  no  lonKor  made,  to  the  flourishing  and  wealthy 
diooesos,  the  Hooiuty  luis  ^flvun  8,*J5()/.  to  thu  endowntont  of  the  Hee  of  rertli,  1,0001. 
to  the  endowment  of  eauh  of  thu  Hues  of  (4ovdburn  and  Drisltane,  1,0001.  to  the 
Clergy  Kndowment  Funds  of  the  Diooeses  of  IVrth  and  Hallarat,  and  6001.  to  that 
of  North  Queensland,  and  it  supixirtud  thu  lllshop  of  North  Queensland  until  Uiat 
diooese  possessed  an  endowment  of  10,0(H)/. 

There  are  now  twulvu  diooeses  in  Aiistralia,  whioh  a  century  ago  was  a  desert, 
and  of  these  dioousus  tun  are  wholly  independent  of  the  Hooiety.  To  the  Diooifo  of 
North  Queensland,  in  consideration  of  its  rtuiunt  sottlument,  and  to  tlie  Diooeeo  of 
Perth,  whose  conditions  are  p<icu1iar.  the  Hocluty  continues  its  assistance. 

y,  Asia.--The  first  non-Uoman  MisHion  in  India  was  establislied  in  1708,  in  Iran- 
quebar,  bv  Ziegenbalg:  it  was  opened  under  the  auspices  of  Frederick  IV.  of  Den- 
mark, and  was  largelv  assisted  by  the  Hociety  for  J*romoting  C^hristian  Knowledge,  to 
whose  care  many  of  its  congregations  and  schools  were  afterwards  transferred.  The 
flrst  mission  of  our  (Church  in  India  was  establishud  at  Madras  by  the  H.P.C.K.  in  1786t 
the  flrst  missionary,  HohuUs,  a  Oerman  Lutheran,  Inting  followed  by  Hohwarti  and 
KohlhofT.  In  1824  thusu  missions  wuru  tranNfurred  to  the  H.P.O.:  there  were  only 
Ave  missionaries,  but  twulvu  chief  stivtions.  Thu  H.T.C.K.  o|)enud  also  a  mission  in 
Calcutta,  in  1708,  John  Kiernander  Udng  at  the  head. 

In  1814  liishop  Middluton  was  consucratud  flrst  liishon  of  (^lUcutta,  and  in  1818 
the  Hociety  oonununtHul  work  in  India,  sutt<ing  A.OOO/.  at  tlu)  disiiosal  of  the  Bishop 
for  general  missionary  purtxisus :  in  thu  following  year  It  gave  4A,(H)0/.  towards  the 
foundation  of  Jlishop  s  (\>ll(^gu,  which  has  recently  buen  removed  from  its  original 
site  and  transfurre<l  to  a  \u\yr  site  In  thu  city  of  (Calcutta. 

In  1841  thu  Hocluty  oommunoed  a  ntUsion  at  (^awn)M>re,  where  two  of  its  mission- 
aries wuru  massacnul  in  thu  Mutiny  of  1HA7.  In  18Ail  thu  Hocluty  duvotetl  8,000/. 
out  of  its  Jubilee  Fund  to  thu  ustabllHlununt  of  the  Delhi  Mission,  which  was  oom- 
men(H)d  by  thu  He  v.  J.  Htuart- Jackson  and  thu  lluv.  A.  It,  Hubbartl.  The  progress 
maile  almost  innnudlatuly  uxuitu<i  the  angt^r  of  thu  natives,  and  in  tlt(t  Mutiny  the 
Mission  was  Hwupt  away  and  thu  \U>v,  M.  J.  Junnlngs,  the  cliaplain,  and  the  liev.  A. 
H.  Hubbard,  thu  missionary,  and  Mr.  Handys,  a  (MUtH^hist,  wuru  killed  at  their  posts. 

The  great  work  of  thu  (ihota  Nagporu  MiNnlon  is  annually  growing  in  all  its 
doi)artmentH.  Thuru  are  now  more  than  12,()()()  l>apttsud  i)ursons  in  thu  Mission,  and 
of  thu  21  MlHsionarius  wo  loss  than  lA  arc  native  ('lurgy,  besides  05  native  oatechlsts 
and  readers. 

The  grants  of  the  Hociety  to  thu  Dioousu  of  Madriut  have  long  been  larger  than 
tho  griuits  made  to  any  other  Diocese  in  any  part  of  tho  world.  For  many  years 
the  Rocietv*s  gmnt  avenigod  lO.OOO/.  pur  annum.  It  now  rtuiubus  thu  high  average 
of  18,200/.  i)ur  ann\nn.  Thu  Mtalf  of  wcirkurs  umployud  by  thu  Hocluty  is  vury  largo. 
It  inoludus  liSuropuans,  whosu  salaries  aru  wholly  met  by  thu  Hooiuty,  and  natives 
engiHfud  in  various  du})artmunts  of  work,  whosu  salarius  aru  mut  \)o,ri\y  by  the 
Hociety  and  partly  by  local  funds.    Their  number  Is  as  follows :  -

The  Missions  are  divided  into  three  circles.  One  comprises  Aladras  itself,  with  a 
few  isolated  stations,  and  the  Missions  in  the  Telugu  country  and  Kurnool.  Another 
comprises  Tanjore  and  Trichinopoly,  including  the  various  districts  and  stations 
connected  with  them,  together  with  Cuddalore.  The  third  comprises  Tinnevelly  and  . 
Bamnad.  The  most  interesting  particulars  connected  with  these  Missions  are  the 
following;

It  will  not  be  supposed  that  all  the  people  included  in  this  list  are  to  be 
regarded,  or  are  regarded  by  the  Missionaries,  as  true  Christians  in  the  best  sense  of 
the  term.  Such  a  supposition  could  not  be  entertained  respecting  any  considerable 
community  of  persons  professing  and  calling  themselves  Christians  in  any  part  of  the 
world.  But  the  thoroughness  of  the  instruction  they  all  receive,  and  the  fatherlj' 
discipline  to  which  they  willingly  submit,  and  especially  the  large  proportion  of 
them  who  are  Communicants,  and  the  large  and  constantly  increasing  amounts  con- 
tributed by  them  to  Church  purposes,  justify  our  entertaining  a  well-grounded  hope 
respecting  the  Christian  character  of  a  very  large  number  of  them. 

With  Bombay  the  Society  became  first  connected  in  1830,  but  its  Inissions  were 
feeble  and  the  missionaries  few  until  a  recent  date.  The  work  in  Ahmednagar 
promiBes  to  rival  that  in  Tinnevelly. 

To  the  endowment  of  the  See  of  Bangoon  the  Society  gave  2,0002.,  and  it  has  had 
the  honoQi  of  maintaining  all  the  missions  of  the  Churdi  of  England  in  Bangoon 
from  the  first.  It  was  the  wish  of  Bishop  Cotton  that  while  the  Church  Missionary 
Society  penetrated  northward  the  S.P.G.  should  go  and  work  southward  in  Assam  and 
Bormali,  and  thence  towards  Singapore  and  its  old  missions  in  Borneo.  The  work  in 
Bangoon  has  ^om  the  first  been  largely  educational,  but,  especially  among  the 
Karena,  it  has  also  been  distinctly  evangelistic. 

The  opening  at  Mandalay,  which  once  seemed  so  hopeful,  has  long  been  closed, 
but  the  buildings  belonging  to  the  mission  remain,  and  when  Independent  Burmah 
again  becomes  open  to  the  world  the  Church  will  resume  possession.  The  mission  to 
the  Karens  in  the  mountains  round  Tounghoo  is  analogous  with  that  to  the  Kols  in 
Chotft  Nagpore.  The  American  Baptists  have  the  honour  of  first  winning  these 
people  to  Christianity,  but  a  time  came  when  the  converts  were  dissatisfied  with  their 
spiritual  position  and  demanded  of  Bishop  Milman  that  he  should  receive  them  into 
the  Church. 

Bishop  Cotton  declared  that  there  were  three  great  missionary  successes  in  India 
1.  The  work  of  the  Church  in  Tinnevelly ;  2.  The  work  of  the  Lutherans  in  the 
'peasant  church'  of  Chotd  Nagpore;  3.  The  work  of  the  American  Baptists  in 
Burmah.  It  fell  to  the  lot  of  his  successor  to  win  over  to  the  Church  the  fruits  of 
the  labour  of  Dissenters  in  the  two  last-named  fields,  while  in  the  first  the  work  has 
grown  since  his  decease  to  a  degree  which  he  never  contemplated. 

The  Society  commenced  work  in  Ceylon  in  1838.  It  has  recently  offered  2,500Z. 
towards  the  endowment  of  the  See,  which  will  not  be  maintained  out  of  public 
moneys  after  the  incumbency  of  the  present  Bishop ;  and  it  endowed  St.  Thomas's 
College  with  ^n  equal  sum. 
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Tho  niiMlon  to  Dornuo  wiui  ooiumonood  in  1847  by  a  oommlttoe  who  railed  a 
Mnooial  fund  to  whioh  the  Hooioty  (lontrihiitod.  In  1HR4  tho  Hooiety  took  the  reipon- 
Ntbility  of  tho  wholo  uiinHlon,  whidh  it  han  homo  ovor  idnoo.  It  i^avo  6,000^  towmrda 
the  undowmont  o£  thu  Hoo,  iukI  \u\h  rooontly  oitorod  2,000/.  in  order  that  the  endow- 
niont  oC  tho  Koo  nuiy  bo  lulocpmtt^Iy  ootnphttcd. 

To  tho  Diooorto  of  Viotnrla,  IIohh:  Kong,  tho  H(M^ioty  <H}ntrlbutod  9,000/.  for  the 
undowmont  of  thu  Hoc,  but  It  him  hud  no  ndHHionn  within  Kit  liniita  of  any  xnagni* 
tudo. 

Aftor  tho  fifNt  Day  of  Intonu^Hrtion  (Poo.  20,  1872)  a  munlfloont  lityman  olHered  a 
nubnoription  of  1,000/.  por  auniun  for  11  vo  yoarn,  on  oondition  tliat  tho  Hooiutv  entered 
on  now  work.  At  iho  Hiimu  timo  ii  promiNo  of  500/.  for  mimionH  in  China  waa 
rocoivod. 

ThuH  onoourafjftMl,  tlio  Hooioty  H(Mit  two  (llofKyn^on  to  Japan  In  1878  and  two  to 
North  China  in  1874.  Thon^  aro  now  llvo  niiHHionarloH  of  tho  Hooiutv  in  Japan,  and  in 
China  tho  llrnt  mlKHionary  haH  Ixu^i  connooratod  lUnhop,  and  hiM  with  him  four  Clergy* 
mon  boNidtm  Hovoral  younfjf  nion  who  aro  training  for  minHionary  work. 

Thu  miHHionH  in  .lai>an  liavo  nadly  ftUt  iho  nuod  of  a  lliHhop  -  a  nood  all  the  more 
pruNning  in  oonNoquouoo  of  tho  rapidity  wltli  wliioli  oliangu  Ih  working  ia^ every 
dopartmont  of  Ja{)an(^No  lifo.

To  l\us  ondovvmont  of  tho  H<<o  of  (IraliamMtown,  in  IHrtH,  th(>  Hooioty  gave  6)000/., 
and  to  that  of  Natal  tho  Ntim  of  t.noO/.  ht  IHOa  tho  Hooioty  mado  itnolf  roH^ioniiiblo 
for  tho  Htlporul  of  tho  lUHliop  of  tho  Orango  Vrm  Htato,  which  it  continued  for 
oightoon  yearn  \intll  tlu^  Hoc  wan  o!id<)wod,  tlio  Hooioty  contributing  nearly  2,000/.  to 
that  object.  It  haH  alwo  iniulo  annual  gninlH  to  tho  mlnHlonn  in  thin  DIoooho  :  the  grant 
for  1884  Ih  088/.  Tho  DIoooho  of  Ht.  Jolni'H,  which  in  now  iwhUUhX  bv  tho  Hoottlnh 
(Hmroh,  wan  originated  by  tho  Hooioty,  which  oontinucn  itH  undimlnlnhod  iiHHistanoo 
to  it.  Himllarly  tho  work  In  Ztiluland  wan  originated  by  tho  Hooioty,  whoNO  grnntii 
havu  ruoently  been  dimlnlnhod  In  view  of  tho  nnnettlod  Htato  of  the  country,  and  of 
tho  gruator  n(UHlH  of  other  landn.  To  tho  endowment  of  tho  DicHMmo  of  Mauritlun 
tho  Bocloty  contributed  8,000/. ;  In  Madagancuir  thu  Hooioty  com mencod  work  in  1861, 
and  HUO(U)odod  in  obtaining  the  couHCcratitm  of  a  JUnhop  to  load  thu  mlHHlonn  in 
1874,  Hlncu  whloh  date  It  hnn  boon  reMponnlblo  for  tho  Hupport  of  the  lUnhop  and 
of  the  wholo  mlwilonary  body.  Cn  tho  wtwtorn  coant  of  Africa  tho  Hooioty  ai«niH<a 
the  Went  Indian  Mlnnlon  to  the  Vongan,  and  In  thu  inland  of  Ht.  Holona  and  in 
the  remote  Huttlctnont  of  TrUtan  (rAcunlia  tho  Hooiety'H  granti  have  been  and  aro 
tho  malnntay  of  tho  Church. 

VII  V$w  Zealand  and  the  Paoiflo.    Thu  Hooloty'n  labonrn  In  New  SSoaland  oom- 
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menoed  in  1839,  two  years  before  the  consecration  of  Bishop  Selwyn.  It  immediately 
gave  considerable  assistance  to  the  Bishop,  which  his  lordship  was  ever  forward  to 
acknowledge ;  it  also  contributed  largely  to  the  endowment  of  Theological  Colleges. 
The  single  See  of  New  Zealand  has  grown  into  six,  all  of  which  arc  now  independent 
of  aid  from  England. 

To  the  Melanesian  Mission  the  Society  contributed  annually,  from  1863  until 

1880.    On  the  decease  of  Bishop  Fatteson  the  Society  was  able,  by  an  appeal  to  the 

mother  Church,  to  raise  7,000Z.  for  the  perpetuation  of  his  memory.     Of  this  sum 

2,0002.  were  spent  on  the  erection  of  the  Memorial  Church  in  Norfolk  Island,  1,500/. 

were  applied  to  the  cost  of  the  Church  ship,  the  Southern  Cross,  and  the  balance 

was  voted  to  the  endowment  of  the  Mission. 

The  Society  is  now  assisting  in  the  maintenance  of  Clergymen  in  Fiji  and  in 

New  Caledonia,  Honolulu,  and  Norfolk  Island. 

The  following  table  gives  at  a  glance  a  view  of  the  Society's  Grants,  and  the 

number  of  Boropean  and  native   missionaries    engaged  in    Colonial  work,  and 

among  the  heathen  and  native  converts.

CHURCH    MISSICNARY   SCCIETY. 

Instituted  April  12, 1799. 

A  FULL  conspectus  of  the  Missions  of  the  Church  Missionary  Society  having  been 
given  in  the  previous  issue  of  the  Year-Book,  it  is  only  necessary  here  to  sum- 
marise the  work  of  the  past  year. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1883,  amounted  to  225,231/.,  of  which 
200,4022.  was  *  Ordinary,*  and  the  remainder  *  Extraordinary '  and  for  special  funds. 
This  does  not  include  a  gift  of  72,192Z.  ISs.  Sd,  Stock  from  William  Charles  Jones, 
Kaq.,  for  a  *  China  and  Japan  Native  Church  and  Mission  Fund.' 

The  receipts  on  the  Extension  Fwnd  included  1,5002.  raised  by  Bishop  Burden 

towards  a  new  Mission  in  Western  Quan-tung ;  1,3262.  raised  by  Dr.  Bruce  towards 

a  new  Mission  at  Bagdad ;  and  6002.  from  Mrs.  Henry  Wright  for  a  Medical  Mission 

at  Salt.    The  contributions  to  other  Special  Fimds  included  1,7512.  for  the  Egypt 

and  Palestine  Fund  ;  2,0612.  for  the  Bishop  of  the  Niger's  Funds  j  1,6032.  additional 

for  the  Henry  Wright  Memorial  Fund ;  and  1,0002.  on  account  of  a  fund  raised  in 

memory  of  the  late  Dr.  Shann,  of  York,  to  be  used  in  providing  Medical  Missions 

with  instruments  and  medicines. 

The  'Ordinary  Beceipts'  showed  an  increase  on  the  preceding  year  of  nearly 
10,0001.   The  average  ordinary  receipts  for  the  four  years  ending  Till«Ki\i^\,\'^'^i,

Tliat  enterprlne,  which  at  firnt  promincd 
well,  did  not  prove  Hucc&mnful,  although  a  large  numlnsr  of  the  Coptic  Clergy,  and 
one  Binhop,  were  trained  in  the  C.M.H.  Hominarv  at  Cairo.

Weit  Aftrioa.  In  the  Hoolety'n  Minnionn  in  Wkht  Akuk^a,  there  are  many  Hlgnu 
of  nu(w«rtl  nronperity  and  growth,  but  great  need  of  det>per  npirit\uU  life.  On  tho 
M^rf*,  nt)(wl(hn(anding  many  trlaln  and  diHappointmen(N,  the  proucreMn  in  remark- 
able, tn  the  Delta,  where  ten  ytmm  ago  the  mont  degraded  heatheninm  aiul 
b»r))arlnm  reignc<l  altnont.  untliniurluHl,  there  are    now  4,(KH)  nouln  under  n^gtdar 
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Christian  instruction ;  and  at  some  of  the  upper  stations  (the  farthest  of  which  is 
320  miles  up  the  river)  there  have  been  notable  conversions  in  the  past  year. 

SMt  AMea. — From  East  Afbiga,  the  missionaries  report  peace  and  progress  at 
the  settlements  of  Frere  Town  and  Kisulutini,  no  less  than  seventy-one  adult 
baptisms,  mostly  of  liberated  slaves,  and  a  move  forward  into  the  Teita  country. 
Chaiges  brought  against  the  Mission  by  the  Wall  of  Mombasa  only  resulted  in  their 
complete  rebuttal  before  the  Sultan  of  Zanzibar,  who  thereupon  wrote  to  the  Society 
a  letter  of  confidence  and  friendship.  A  steamer  for  the  use  of  this  Mission,  built 
■with  funds  raised  in  memory  of  the  late  Rev.  Henry  Wright,  and  named  after  him, 
has  been  lately  sent  out. 

From  the  stations  connected  with  the  Nyanza  Mission,  the  reports  are  also 
hopeful.  In  Uganda,  the  king  has  continued  friendly,  the  people  accessible  and 
teachable,  and  the  secular  work,  building,  cultivating,  &c.,  successful.  The  first  five 
converts  have  been  baptised.  All  was  well  in  July  1883.  There  are  also  stations 
between  the  coast  and  the  Great  Lake,  at  Mamboia,  Mpwapwa,  and  Uyui. 

IniUa. — ^The  progress  of  Christianity  in  India  is  witnessed  to  very  remarkably 

by  the  Decennial  Statistics  of  Protestant   Missions  lately  published.      Including 

Burma,  but  excluding  Ceylon  (to  correspond  with   the  Government  Census),  the 

numb^  of  native  Protestant  Christians  is  492,882,  or  almost  half  a  millioii  of  souls. 

Taking  India  alone  (without  Burma),  the  rate  of  increase  in  the  decade  has  been 

86  per  cent.,  a  rate  fifteen  times  that  of  the  general  increase  of  the  population  as 

shown  by  the  Census.    The  communicants  are  now  113,000  in  India  proper,  an 

increase  of  no  less  than  114  per  cent,  in  the  ten  years.    The  Church  Missionary 

Society  has  fully  shared  in  this  advance,  and  it  still  stands  first  of  all  the  societies 

in  the  number  of  its  converts.    More  than  1,200  adult  baptisms  are  recorded  in  the 

past  year.    Although  the  great  majority  of  these  converts  were  from  the  low-caste 

or  non-caste  people  of  the  south,  yet  there  have  been  interesting  cases  of  Brahmins 

and  others  of  high  caste  taking  up  their  cross  and  following  Christ.    There  have 

also  been  several  conversions  from  Mohammedanism. 

The  Non-Aryan  hill  tribes  continue  to  present  a  most  inviting  field  for  evange- 
listic effort.    The  Satttdls,  indeed,  have  not  been  coming  in  as  once  they  did ;  but 
the  Pahdris  living  on  the  tops  of  the  hills  which  the  SantSl  villages  skirt,  who  have 
hitherto  been  very  hard  to  get  at,  seem  now  to  be  yielding.    Six  whole  villages 
lately  renounced  idolatry  and  placed  themselves  formally  under  Christian  instruction. 
The  66nd  Mission  in  Central  India  is  also  most  promising.     The  Xai  Mission  on 
the  Grod&vari  is  partly  worked  by  native  evangelists  from  Tinnevelly,  who  have 
come  into  what  is  to  them  a  foreign  country,  and  are  learning  a  strange  language. 
Among  the  Arriuns  of  Travancore  there  has  lately  been  a  remarkable  movement 
towards  Christianity ;  and  at  one  place,  ninety-seven  lately  gave  up  their  idols  and 
removed  their  kudtimis  (sacred  hair-tufts)  at  one  time. 

Tbrooghout  India,  the  Reports  show  that  the  various  branches  of  missionary 

effort — evangelistic,  educational,  pastoral — are  being  zealously  prosecuted  among 

all  castes  and  classes.    The  Society's  educational  agencies,  consisting  of  no  less 

than  1,160  schools  of  all  grades — from  the  Anglo- Vernacular  College  to  the  humblest 

village  school — have  become  increasingly  important  in  view  of  the  probable  issues 

of  the  Viceregal  Commission  on  Education.    The  President  and  other  members  of 

the  Commission  have  expressed  cordial    satisfaction  with    the  Society's    schools 

visited  by  them.    At  Jabalpur,  in  particular,  the  President,  Dr.  Hunter,  in  a  public 

address,  referred  to  the  important  work  done  by  the  C.M.S.  High    School,  and 

informed  the  missionary  that  it  and  its  branch  institutions  presented  the  largest 

assemblage  of  boys  he  had  seen  in  India,  *  a  proof  of  its  efficiency  and  value  as  well 

as  of  its  popularity.'    In  Ibmale  Uducation,  besides  the  important  work  done  by  the 

■ocieties  specially  devoted  to  it  in  association  with  C.M.S.  missionaries,  the  Church 

Missionary  Society  itself  takes  an  active  share.    Its  own  schools  give  a  Christian 

education  to  more  than  11,000  girls,  which  in  India  is  a  good  proportion  to  set 

against  the  33,000  boys. 

The  Native  Clergy  of  India  connected  with  the  Society  now  number  124.  They 
have  been  increased  by  the  ordination  of  three  deacons  by  the  Bishop  of  Calcutta, 
*wo  by  the  Bishop  of  Lahore,  and  one  by  the  Bishop  of  Travancore  and  Cochin, 
bishop  French's  ordination,  on  February  26  last,  was  held  iu  tbe  n^w  chapel  of  th^ 
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LiiluM'ti  J)ivlnll<v  (^oUciKu,  which  hiiN  buiiti   huiit  with  fumlH  pruvMod  by  tho  liiUs 
(Idoricfl  Maxwnll  (lonhiiif  ur  taiWiwUHl  by  bin  friondM.

Siimvronf*  oxanijdtwttf  tbo  touohlnjf  HlmpUolty  of  faith,  tho  norupulouH  olM»orvnnce 
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of  IHviiie  ddiDances,  and  eager  thirst  for  the  Word  of  God,  which  have  always  been 
Gbaxa($teiiftio  of  Bed  Indian  Christianity,  occur  in  the  reports  of  last  year ;  and 
thece  luivit'been  baptisms  of  adult  converts  in  almost  all  the  tribes  that  come  imder 
the  inflaence  of  the  Missions — Crees,  Ojibbeways,  Chipewyans,  Slavis,  Tukudh,  &c. 
Ac  The  Eskimo  of  Hudson's  Bay  continue  to  supply  true  disciples  of  the  one  Lord 
and  Savioiir.  In  the  past  three  years  sixty-four  adults  and  forty  children  foom  this 
most  ignoiaiit  and  degraded  people  have  been  baptised,  and  there  are  forty  cate- 
chumens preparing  for  baptism. 

In  the  Far  West  also,  at  Alert  Bay,  at  the  north  end  of  Vancouver's  Island,  the 
fiist  two  converts  from  the  Kwa-gntl  nation  have  been  baptised. 

At  Metlakahtla  there  is  stiU  cause  for  much  anxiety.  The  minority  of  the 
Christian  Indians,  who  have  remained  faithful  to  the  Church  of  England  and  the 
Society,  are  ministered  to  by  Bishop  Kidley  and  the  missionaries,  but  they  have  not 
met  with  brotherly  treatment  or  even  fair  toleration  from  the  seceded  majority. 
These  latter,  under  Mr.  Duncan's  influence,  have  virtually  joined  the  *  Reformed 
Episcopal  Church,'  whose  Bishop,  Mr,  Cridge,  has  baptised  a  large  number  of  the 
\mbapUsed  adherents  among  them.

LADDIES'  ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  PROMOTION  OF 
FEMALE  EDUCATION  IN  INDIA  AND  OTHER  HEATHEN 
COUNTRIES. 

(In  Connection  with  the  Missions  of  the  Society  fob  the  Propagatjon 

OF  THE  Gospel.) 

I,  Origin  of  the  Association. — In  the  missions  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation 
of  the  Gospel  the  want  of  a  much  larger  number  of  female  teachers  had  been  long 
felt,  and  many  thought  that  the  preparation,  selection,  and  general  supervision  of 
these  teachers,  and  the  contribution  of  funds  for  their*  maintenance,  was  a  work 
properly  belonging  to  members  of  their  own  sex,  and  one  which  wguld  be  most 
suitably  undertaken  by  them.  At  the  instance  of  a  large  number  of  the  members  of 
the  Society,  and  others  who  were  of  this  opinion,  a  meeting  was  held  on  May  11, 
1866,  by  the  kind  permission  of  the  then  Bishop  of  London  and  Mrs.  Tait,  at  London 
House.  The  subject  was  fully  discussed,  plans  were  drawn  up,  and  an  influential 
committee  was  formed.  The  Rev.  W.  T.  Bullock,  Secretary  of  the  Society,  who  may 
justly  be  regarded  as  the  founder  of  the  Ladies'  Association,  drafted  a  constitution 
which  after  due  deliberation  was  adopted,  and  forms  the  basis  of  the  laws  by  which 
the  Association  is  governed. 

H.  Objects. — 'Ae  objects  of  the  Association  are :  (1)  To  provide  female  teachers 
for  the  instruction  of  native  women  and  children  in  the  missions  of  the  Society ; 
2.  To  assist  female  mission  schools  by  providing  suitable  clothing,  and  a  maintenance 
lor  boai^ers.    To  carry  out  these  objects  funds  are  raised  in  EngVand  \>7  e^Xa^S^^^csMi^ 
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Dranoh  Ausooiations  throughout  the  oountry  for  ooUocting  subsoriptioni,  oare  being 
taJcen  that  no  Association  shall  divert  or  interfere  with  subscriptions  to  the  Society. 
Funds  are  also  raised  by  ladies*  work,  for  the  sale  of  which  abroad  arrangements 
are  made  by  the  Association. 

III.  Adskinistration.— The  funds  thus  raised  are  administered  by  a  committee  of 
ladies,  aided  in  thoir  deliberations  by  two  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  S.P.G.,  and  bv  the  Secretary  of  the  Society.  Total  receipts  in  1882,  6,1851. 
Expenditure,  0,884/. 

IV.  Progress  of  the  Association.— In  1867  the  first  teacher  was  sent  out  to  Mada- 
gascar, and  in  tiio  following  year  two  ladies  wont  out  to  join  the  Delhi  Zenana 
Mission  (which  had  been  commenced  by  Mrs.  Winter  about  two  years  previously), 
and  a  Rohoolmlstross  was  sent  to  Durmah.  In  186U  the  work  of  the  Association  was 
extended  to  South  Africa.  Zenana  Missions  wore  gradually  established,  at  Calcutta 
in  1870,  Bombay  in  1871,  CawniK)re  in  1872,  Madras  in  1870,  Alimodnagar  in  1880, 
Itoorkoo  and  Kula[x)ro  in  1881,  and  at  Tanjoro  in  1882.  Schools  also  were  opened  or 
asaiHteil  witii  grants  in  Houtli  Africa,  Madagascar,  and  Japan. 

V.  Present  Operations.— In  t)io  Zenana  MisnionH  at  A)uuo<lnagar,  Uombay,  Dapoli, 
Kolapore,  Calcutta,  Cawnporo,  Delhi,  iloorkce,  Madras  and  Tanjore,  about  2,000  pupils 
are  under  instruction.  lo  addition  to  the  pupils  in  the  Zenanas,  and  in  the  schools 
connected  with  the  Zenana  Missions,  about  1 ,250  girls  are  being  taught  in  the  schools 
connected  with  the  Ladieu*  Association  in  Burmah,  Japan,  Madras,  Madaffasoar,  and 
South  Africa,  and  180  are  maintained  and  educated  in  S.P.Q.  schools  at  the  expense 
of  members  of  the  Association.  One  hundred  and  twenty  teachers  are  now  on  the 
list  of  the  Association.  Between  200  and  800  Knglish  working  parties  contribute 
a  large  quantity  of  work  and  native  clothing,  whicn  enables  the  Association  to  send 
out  in  the  course  of  the  year  alK>ut  tliirty-nve  large  and  valuable  boxes  to  various 
missions  in  India  and  South  Africa.

Originatod  from  tho  ofTortM  of  two  Indion  who.  nrior  to  1808,  workod  privntoly  for  several 
misflionn  of  the  C.M.S.  In  J8C8  theso  ladies  publlsiiod  monthly  under  tho  title  of  *  Missionary 
Leaves '  the  letters  received  by  them  fh)m  niissioDaries  of  the  C.M.S.  So  much  additional 
interest  was  excited  by  tlie8e  tlmt  in  1870  it  became  necessary  to  ftirm  amore  regular  organisa- 
tion, which  took  its  title  from  this  magazine. 

Tlie  obJectH  of  tlie  ANMOciation  are  to  supply  tlie  nilNsionaries  and  ntations  of  the  C.M.S. 
witli  help  in  money  and  material  towardn  such  reouinites  as  it  is  not  in  the  province  of  the 
society  to  supplv,  but  whicli  aid  nevertheless  is  found  to  bo  most  helpful  in  the  various  works 
undertaken  by  the  niissionaricH.  All  the  members  of  the  Committee  are  memberH  of  the  C.M.S. 
Committee. 

The  Funds  of  tho  Association  ore  expended  upon  the  maintenance  of  children  In  (/.M.S. 
mission  schools  ;  the  erection  of  mission  churches,  schoo's,  &c. ;  the  purchase  of  the  accessoriett 
of  public  worship,  such  as  church  .furniture,  bells,  bookn,  harmoniums,  &c. ;  and  towords 
Missionary  Diocesan  Funds,  and  other  similar  objects. 

During  thenbwelve  years  ending  1H82  the  AsHociation  has  leceived  and  forwarded  contribu- 
tions in  money  to  the  amount  of  17,000/.  and  in  goods  to  the  value  of  1*2,000/.

CHURCH  OP  ENGLAND  ZENANA  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

The  Church  of  Rngland  Zenana  Missionary  Sooioty  (in  oo-operation  with  tho  Church 

Missionary  Hocioty)  was  formed  in  1880,  bythoso  momliers  of  tho  Indian  Fomalu 

Normal  School  andf  Instruction  SoQioty  who  thought  that  tho  worH  might  bo  hotter 
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done  by  an  exclusively  Church  Society.    Until  this  year  (1883)  its  operations  have 
been  confined  to  India,  but  it  has  now,  on  the  invitation  ef  the  O.M.S.,  commenced 
work  in  China.    The  primary  object  of  the  Society  is  *  to  make  known  the  Gospel  of 
Christ  to  the  women  of  India  in  accordance  with  the  Protestant  and  Evangelical 
teaching  of  the  Articles  and  formularies  of  the  Church  of  England.'    Its  affairs  are 
conducted  by  a  Committee  in  London,  and  its  agents  are  Christian  women  who  seek 
to  win  tbeir  Indian  sisters  to  Christ  by  means  of  Zenana  visitation,  medical 
missions,  village  missions,  normal  schools,  Hindu  and  Mahommedan  female  schools, 
Bible  women,  and  the  like.    Besides  one  station  in  China,  they  have  twenty-eight 
stations  in  the  Dioceses  of  Calcutta,  Madras,  Lahore,  Travancore,  and  the  missionary 
districts  of  Tinnevelly.    The  work  in  India  is  under  the  direction  of  three  corre- 
sponding committees  for  Calcutta,  Madras,  and  the  Pan  jab  respectively,  the  Bishop 
being  in  each  case  President.     Bishop  Speechlyof  Travancore  and  Bishop  Sargent  of 
Tinnevelly  are  also  cordial  supporters  of  the  Society.    The  present  staff  is  60  Zenana 
missionaries,  25  assistant  missionaries,  88  Bible  women,  and  159  native  assistants : 
331  in  all.    There  are  in  all  557  associations,  formed  in  connection  with  the  Society 
in  England,  Ireland,  Normandy,  the  South  of  France,  Australia,  Canada,  kc.  Sec. 
The  work  is  regarded  as  pre-eminently  women's  work,  and  not  only  the  agents 
abroad,  but  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  and  Committee  are  ladies.    The  results 
in  India  have  been  most  encouraging.    The  number  of  Hindu  and  Mahommedan 
houses  open  for  Zenana  visits  is  constantly  on  the  increase.    Village  work,  too,  is 
developing  continuall3\      By  the   Society's  schools  many  high-caste    pupils  are 
reached,  and  a  large  number  of  Mahommedan  as  well  as  Hindu  children  are  trained 
in  the  Word  of  God.    The  Society's  agencies  are  especially  directed  to  the  Christian- 
ising the  ladien  of  India  and  the  families  of  the  upper  classes.    The  ordinary  income 
for  the  past  year  has  been  17,420/.  lis.  Id.  as  compared  with  15,614/.  in  the  year 
preceding.

THE    SOUTH    AMERICAN    MISSIONARY    SOCIETY. 

DuRiilQ  the  past  year  the  Society  has  been  carrying  on  its  work  in  the  fol- 
lowing spheres  of  labour : 

1.  The  Southern  KiBsion.— Keppel  Island,  one  of  the  Falklands,  has  been 
occupied  as  a  mission  station  since  1855 ;  it  was  leased  by  the  Government  to  the 
Society  at  a  peppercorn  rent.  It  forms  a  valuable  missionary  settlement,  where 
natives  of  Tierra  del  Fuego,  brought  over  at  their  own  request,  are  boarded,  instructed 
in  Christian  doctrine,  and  trained  in  husbandry,  &c.  The  school  is  under  the  care  of 
a  cateehisty  who  is  an  artisan,  and  who  conducts  the  religious  services  in  the  absence 
of  the  superintendent. 

The  industrial  farm,  which  is  very  productive,  is  managed  by  a  bailifiF.  The 
school,  the  workshop,  and  the  farm,  together  with  the  numerous  flocks  and  herds, 
afford  abundant  means  of  educating  the  natives  to  lead  Christian  lives  and  to  follow 
peaceful  pursuits  on  the  return  to  their  own  country. 

Ooshooia,  oh  the  northern  shore  of  the  Beagle  Channel,  was  the  first  missionary 
station  in  Tierra  del  Fuego.  The  Kev.  Thomas  Bridges,  who  went  out  in  1856,  is 
still  the  superintendent  of  the  Mission,  and  carries  on  Ids  work  with  the  assistance  of 
others. 

The  Fuegians,  in  their  natural  state,  have  long  been  known  as  among  the  most 
degn^ed  of  all  heathen  people,  and  given  up  to  every  vice  and  abomination,  and 
without  any  belief  in  a  God  of  any  kind.  The  late  Professor  Darwin,  who  visited 
them  many  years  ago,  wrote  of  them  as  being  in  *the  lowest  state  '  of  any  people  in 
any  part  of  the  world,  and  considered  them  utterly  incapable  of  being  Christianised 
or  civilised.  Moreover,  as  intimated  by  Captain  Cook  in  the  account  of  his  inter- 
course with  them,  it  seemed  doubtful  whether  they  possessed  what  could  be  called  an 
articulate  language.

Tho  nativos,  in  larffo  numbors,  * olothod  and  in  their 
right  mind,'  11  vo  In  cottagOH,  with  ganlonH  attAotiod,  and  follow  tho  varioua  oooupa- 
lionH  of  (liviliMod  llfo ;  and  wimt  in  wortiiy  of  ii|M)oial  rooonl  Ih  tho  fact  tliat  they  ara 
now  ill  poHHoHHion  of  part  of  tho  Now  ToHtaniont  Horlpturoi,  tranvlat^nl  Into  tlioir  own 
langUHiCo  by  Uto  lluv.  T.  Uridf^oH. 

Mr.  Darwin  liad  thoiio  fiu^H  t)rouKht  to  hii  notioo,  and  whon  ho  liad  anoortained 
tliuir  trutli  ho  booanio  a  donor  to  tlio  Hooioty.  Tho  Knf(liMli  Admiralty  a  fow  years 
Hhico  iHHUod  a  notioo  to  all  tho  niaritinio  nationN  of  tlio  world  tliat  within  certain 
limit M  or  tlic  l^'uoKlan  ArolilpolaK<)  Hiiinwrooko<l  marinom  would  bo  kindly  treated  by 
tiio  nativim  who  luul  0(mio  witliin  tlio  intiuonoo  of  tho  Hooioty>  work. 

Moro  rocontly  furtiior  toHtimony  wiim  borno  by  Captain  novo,  tlio  oommander  of 
tho  It^dian  aitd  Argont  Ino  Antarotio  Kxpoditi(m,  whion  Hpont  a  oonNidorablo  time  in 
Tiorra  dol  1^'uof^).

IbwaH  proHontod,  not  only  to  oommomorato  tho  roHOue  of  tlie  ship- 
wrookod  oxpodition  wlion  roHcuod  by  tho  miMvion  yawl,  AUi*n  Oardiner^  but  also  in 
rooog:nition  of  tho  Hooioty*N  NnrviooH  in  tho  (uiuho  of  (^hriMtian  liumanlty.  This  is 
tONtimony  from  momborn  of  Uio  Homan  C^atlioiio  Clmrch  ! 

(hible  iHland  in  noar  tiio  ontranoo  of  tiio  Doaglo  C'liannol,  and  liaM  had  plaoo<l 
upon  it,  by  Dinliop  Htirlin^t  Hovoral  head  or  cattle,  undor  tlio  caro  of  tnutworthy 
nativoH,  preparatory  to  itH  being  occupied  an  an  additional  minion  ntation. 

'V\\^  AUvn  Oardiuvr  mihHion  yawl  Ih  employed  in  keeping  oi)on  oommunioatlonH 
with  OoHliooia,  Keppel,  Gable  iHland,  and  Handy  Point.,  conveying  miiwlonarios  and 
natives  to  and  fn)m  tho  coaHt,  and  in  carrying  farm  ])roduce,  general  HtoroSi  and 
Hupplies  between  the  HtationH;  and  will,  nM  (|ua1ifled  iigontN  incroato,  bo  usod  in 
opiuiing  new  Httitlonn  on  tho  mainland.  ITi^r  crew  conNlNt^i  of  a  miiMtorand  crow  of 
four  men.  A  Htoamt^r  in  about  to  bo  built  to  take  tho  place  of  tho  yawl,  with  a  viow 
to  exptmNlon  or  the  work.  The  fund  for  tho  Hteamer  htiM  reached  1,000/. ;  about  2,600Z. 
more  is  iieedtxl ;  this  amount  also  in(*.ludeH  tho  cost  of  a  tendor,  which  will  bo  of 
grcMit  Herviec. 

2.  EAST  OOAST.— Argentina  Bapublio.— Pat  agones  or  Kl  Carmen,  id  a  iiiedical 
Mission,  where  thn  lli»v.  G.  A.  llumblo,  M.l).,  ban  laboured  with  varying  huoochh  ninoe 
1 804. 

Tho  church  and  dispetiHary  are  resorted  to  by  numerous  l*atagonians,  tho  lIorMo 
Indianii  or  the  Pamuas,  and  alHo  by  the  Hpanish-spoaking  nativoH,  amongst  whom  tho 
Holy  Horlptures  and  traiUs  arc  freely  diHtril)uted. 

Many  of  our  fellow-countrymon  on  the  Uio  Negn)  likowiso  derive  benefit  from 
this  mission. 

UoHiirlo,  in  the  province  of  Hanta  K6.  Population  40,000.  Pastor,  tho  Uev.  F.  N. 
liott.  A  handsome  church  has  Immui  (M'eoted,  and  is  attended  by  an  Kngiish-s^waking 
congn«gatIon,  who  aro  also  provided  with  prosperouM  Hunday  ami  day  hoIiooIm. 

Krayle  Mu<«rto  is  visited  by  Mr.  liOtt  periodically.  The  missionary  department  of 
the  work  includcH  servI<^eH  in  Hpanlsh,  a  Hpanish  Hunday  school,  and  tlie  dissonii- 
nation  of  rellglouif  publh^atlons,  with  servieeH  on  boanl  ships  and  [ihuM's  (mtsido  tho 
city. 

Cordoba  Is  und(»r  the  pantoral  care  of  the  Uov.  i<\JN.  Lett.  Mr.  Ilenrleksen,  of  tho 
llrltlsh  and  1^'orelgn  lUbio  Hooiety,  has  been  taking  the  regular  uervIocH  on  Humlay  an 
an  honorary  agcmt  of  the  Hociety. 

The  Central  Argentine  (Colonies,  &o.--Thoso  districts  are  attached  to  Uosario,and 
Horvloes  are  held  fortnightly,  as  at  Caroarafia ;  or  at  intervals,  aocording  to  tho  neods 
of  the  people. 

Huonos  Aynm  Province.  Tho  cha])lainoy  at  this  station  is  vacant.,  but  a  suitablo 
(chaplain  is  being  sought  after, 

Hahia  Hlanca.— A  now  chaplaincy  has  been  formed  to  meet  the  rapid  influx  of 
lOngllsh-speaklng  settlers.  Tho  Jlev.  U.  Allen,  H.A.,  lato  association  Hccwtary,  Ims 
b<*en  appointed  chaplain. 

Alexander  (*olony.  Gran  Chaoo.-    Ponding  a  permanent  appointment  as  obaplaiu 
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the  sum  of  IWk  per  annum  has  heen  placed  at  Bishop  Stirling's  disposal  to  provide 
for  the  Omich  seryices.  Mr.  James  Ferguson  has  been  appointed  lay  missionary 
espedaUy  for  Spanish-  evangelistic  work,  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  endeavour  to 
open  up  misaionaiy  work  amongst  the  Gran  Chaco  Indians, 

Ghnpnt  (Welsh)  Colony.— The  Rev.  Hugh  Davies  was  ordained  Priest  by  Bishop 
Stilling  at  the  Chapel  Boyal,  Savoy,  in  July,  and  sailed  for  his  post  on  August  18. 
He  will  minister  to  the  colonists,  and  open  up  missionary  work  amongst  the 
Patagonian  Indians,  with  whom  the  colonists  are  on  a  very  friendly  footing. 

Fray  Bentos. — The  importance  of  this  place  arises  from  its  being  the  head-quarters 
of  certain  celebrated  meat-extracting  operations.  A  church,  school,  and  parsonage 
aro  in  existence  here.  The  Bev.  W.  H.  Shimield's  period  of  service  having  expired, 
the  Bey.  J.  Domingnez,  of  Concordia,  will  periodically  visit  the  station. 

Concordia,  Salto,  and  Paysandu,  on  the  river  Uruguay. — These  cities  united  have  a 
pqpulaticm  of  20,000  inhabitants.  The  Bev.  J.  Dominguez  is  the  pastor.  Service  is 
held  on  Sunday  afternoons  in  the  first-class 'waiting-room  of  the  East  Argentine  Bail- 
way,  and  Spanish  services  are  also  held.  Mr.  Bowring,  as  schoolmaster  and  evange- 
Ust,  ooenpies  the  special  sphere  of  Salto.  A  church  and  school  exist  here.  The 
chaplain  holds  services  every  six  weeks  in  the  '  camps '  of  the  Mandisovi  Grande, 
Entre  Bios,  sixty  miles  from  Concordia. 

Bracil,  Bio  de  Janeiro. — There  is  at  this  important  port  a  mission  to  seamen  ashore 
and  afloat,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  chaplain,  the  Bev.  F.  Young. 

Sao  Paulo  and  Santos. — These  united  stations  are  under  the  charge  of  the  Bev. 
Dr.  Gross.  Sao  Paulo  possesses  a  commodious  church ;  the  services  at  Santos  are  held 
St  the  ndlway  station.  The  chaplain  also  ministers  to  the  hospital  patients  and  the 
shipping. 

A  grant  is  made  to  Pastor  Zink  for  work  amongst  the  German  colonists ;  he  also 
holdB  services  in  Portuguese  Pemambuco.  The  committee  has  decided  to  make  an 
t^^T'w-l  grant  towards  the  proposed  mission  to  seamen  at  tl^s  port,  to  be  under  the 
SBperintendence  of  the  Bev.  James  Midgley,  the  British  chaplain. 

8.  WX8T  C0A8T. — Chili.— Santiago. — It  is  hopd  that  the  chaplaincy  to  the 
JBnglish  community  in  this' interesting  city  will  again  be  filled  at  no  distant  date. 

Lota  and  neighbourhood. — The  first  of  the  Society's  stations  in  Chili  was  opened 
in  1861  by  the  late  Bev.  A.  W.  Gardiner,  son  of  Commander  Allen  Gardiner,  the 
founder  of  the  Society.    It  benefits  chiefly  the  English  miners,  &c. 

There  are  chmrch  (recently  restored),  schoolhouse,  and  parsonage.  The  Bev. 
3.  A.  Dodds  is  the  present  chaplain;  the  services  and  Sunday  school  are  well 
attended. 

Chanaral. — The  community  at  this  place  is  largely  composed  of  miners  and  those 
eng^aged  in  commerce.  Mr.  J.  S.  Bobertson  acts  as  lay  reader,  and  also  conducts  a 
day  school  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of  the  EngUsh.  Periodical  visits  are  made 
to  Pan  de  Azucar,  Tsdtal,  Carrizalillo,  and  Las  Animas.  He  also  ministers  to  the 
seamen  as  opportunities  occur. 

The  income  of  the  Society  during  the  past  year  amounted  to  15,223Z.

THE    UNIVERSITIES    MISSION    TO    CENTRAL    AFRICA. 

Thb  Bishopric  of  this  Mission,  which  had  remained  vacant  for  nearly  the  whole  year, 
owing  to  its  exceptional  nature,  has  been  offered  to,  and  accepted  by  the  Rev.  Charles 
Alan  Smytiues,  M.A.,  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  and  Vicar  of  Boath. 

Up  to  the  end  of  October,  whilst  eight  members  of  the  staff  had  come  home  for 
temporary  rest,  ten  members  had  gone  out,  and  with  those  preparing  to  sail  the 
number  of  Europeans  on  the  staff  is  forty-three,  a  far  larger  number  than  at  any 
former  time. 

In  Zanzibar  Island,  each  department  has  made  steady  progress.  There  are  now 
more  than  200  children  in  the  schools,  and  the  adults  on  the  Mission  Farm  at 
Mbweni  exceed  300.    Evangelistic  work  in  the  town  itself  has  gone  on  steadily,  and 
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amonffrtt  othor  luboum  Mr.  Madnn  Um  oomnlltNt  n  H^ahill  roadinp;  book  from  many 
MourooH,  Inoludinu;  *  Pilgrlm'N  l^rugrom/  whlmt  Cecil  Majolcwa,  a  Native  Reader,  hM 
traniilatod  '  Agathoi  *  and  othor  fitorioif.  Arohdoaoon  Hodp;iion  and  Mr.  Madan  have 
been  at  work  on  tho  Dook  of  Daniel,  and  the  latter  hai  greatly  enlarged  BiMliop 
Steore'N  Bwahili-Kngliiih  vooabiilary. 

In  tho  llMimlNira  country  tho  chiNHrH  and  hoIiooIn  havo  grown  Ktoadlly.  A  flourinh- 
ing  branoli  of  tho  (church  Tnmporanoo  H(M!i«ty  Imii  boon  oNtablinhod,  a  oonitiderablo 
number  of  oandidatoH  are  waiting  for  Oonilrtnatlon  ;  and  an  thiH  in  the  distriot  whore 
two  Native  DeaconH  are  already  working,  ho  here  there  are  two  more  only  awaiting 
the  Hiiiliop'H  arrival  for  their  ordination. 

Tho  work  in  the  MamiHi  dlvtrlet  haH  been  severely  tried.  Tho  wild  Gwangwara 
trilK)  broke  in  upon  tlte  village  and  ourrled  off  many  of  tho  froedmen  an  cantiveii. 
Althougli  the  majority  of  themj  were  reeovere^l  by  the  effortHof  tho  Uev.  W.  C,  Porter, 
wlu)  followed  them  2<K)  mlhm  to  tht^lr  own  Iioiik^h  noar  the  north  of  Lake  Nyaiwa,  vet 
it  waN  deemed  imulvlNable  to  nialnliiiii,  an  a  Het(l(*nieMt  of  freed  nlavefi,  a  Mtation 
whloh  from  ItN  poKltton  would  alwayM  be  (Exported  to  a  Nltnllarattaek.  A  otmniderable 
number  of  thpNO  freedmen  have  a(MM)r(llngly  for  (ho  prenent  rt^turned  to  tho  MlNNlon 
Farm  at  Mbwenl,  In  Zanzibar:  but  Home  nlxty  have  N(«tMnd  down  with  tho  Uovh.  0. 
MapleH  and  W.  ().  Porter  at  the  NulmUitlon  of  Newala,  yfhlvU  Hoh  nearer  the  liovuma 
river  than  MaMaNl,  and  1h  nrotoeted  by  natural  advantageN  from  danger  of  attaok. 
There  Ih  no  Intention  of  anandonlng  the  Mimanl  dlNtrtet  an  a  ))laco  of  evangelintio 
work,  it  Ih  only  an  a  Mottlemont  of  freed  NlaveH  that  the  village  iiM  boon  transfernMl 
to  Newala. 

Ilie  greatent  Hten  In  advance  during  the  year  huN  be<ui  ma<le  in  the  immediate 
noighbourliood  of  tne  Lake  NyaNHa  by  the  Uev.  W.  P.  .lohnmm.  Ilo  luu  travolUxl 
widelv  throughout  the  country,  Including  a  vlnlt  t(i  Magomero,  the  original  Rtation  of 
the  NllNNlon  under  HUhop  Mackenxle  on  the  (me  luuid,  and  the  wild  (iwangwaran 
ihemHelveft  on  the  other,  lie  {KilntN  out  that  thcne  trlboH,  which  am  now  tho  terror  of 
the  (Muintry,  are  the  very  ouch  ariujngNt  whom  mlHHlonary  work  will  be  the  nmut  im- 
portant, Iniummoh  im  It  in  believed  that  thu future  of  Africa  r(*NtN  with  them.  Ho  luiH 
iiele<ited  several  healthy  nit  cm  for  ntatlotiN,  and  pleiwlM  cHpeclally  for  Mlmmpa,  whoro 
there  In  an  excellent  harlK)ur,  and  a  Intffn  dhow  to  ac^t  uh  Htore  and  training  Nhip,  and 
a  meauH  of  working  the  vilUgeH  along  the  HhorcH  of  the  Lake,  lie  further  pro|M)Neii 
that  fwlult  freed  NlavoH  releiutiKl  at  ZiinElbar  Hhould  be  nent  up  direct  to  him,  whoro 
many  would  at  once  return  to  their  own  frlendN,  and  bo  the  Nt  rongertt  evidence  of 
the  unnelflHlmoNNof  the  MlHnlonary'N  IntentlonK  In  living  amongMt  them.  It  In  hardly 
noccMNary  to  point  out  how  tltcHc  plann,  long  and  (uirefullv  thought  out  In  themNolvoM, 
have  become  more  feaNlble  by  the  apiM)lntment  of  a  HrltlNh  ('(miiul,  Vl<m-OonMul,  anci 
Hecretary  for  Lake  NyaHMa.  1*he  main  diflhndty  of  receiving  free<t  NlaveN,  that 
of  a  comi)et(U)t  MiHl  authority,  being  remove<l,  It  only  renuiluH  for  tho  ('hurch  at  homo 
to  do  ItH  ])art  in  backing  up  thU  brave  ])loneer.

With  a  vlow  to  thlN  they  oponod  a  lK>ardlng-8ohool  for  thn  ^mN  of  nntlvo  (iirlNtUuN  nt  tho 
b«Klnntng  of  1HH2,  whloU  Hm  now  grown  to  ovor  thirty  boyN.  DoNldoN  thoNo,  thoy  hnvo  thr«9 
YOung  natlvoi  living  with  them,  ono  ai  a  Iny-roombor  of  tho  Urotborhood. 
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It  is  with  deep  rogret  that  we  have  to  record  the  death  of  the  Rey.  M.  F.  Argles,  one 
of  the  first  to  join  the  Mission,  a  fellow  of  St.  John's  College,  Oxford.  He  caught  the  jungle 
fever  when  away  from  Calcutta  on  his  holiday,  was  sent  home  for  the  summer,  and  aied  at 
Torquay,  shortly  alter  his  arrival,  on  Whit  Sunday  1883.

CAMBRIDGE    MISSION    TO    DELHI. 

(In  connection  with  the  S.P.G.) 

Thb  Cambridge  Mission  to  North  India  was  first  proposed  in  papers  read  before 
the  Cambridge  University  Church  Society,  and  the  Cambridge  Graduates*  Mission 
Aid  Sodety,  by  the  Bev.  E.  Bickersteth,  and  the  Rev.  T.  Y.  French,  now  Bishop 
of  Lahore,  in  February  1876.  The  suggestion  was  warmly  welcomed,  and  the  pro- 
posal resulted  in  the  formation  of  a  hand  of  fellow-workers,  whose  special  object 
flihonld  be,  in  addition  to  evangelistic  labours,  to  promote  higher  ^ucation,  to 
provide  a  home  for  Christian,  students,  and  to  undertake  literary  and  other  work  which 
might  reach  the  more  educated  and  thoughtful  heathen.  Many  considerations  pointed 
to  Delhi,  the  centre  of  the  native  populations  of  India,  as  the  place  for  such  a  mission ; 
and  a  letter  of  Sir  Bartle  Frere  to  the  S.P.G.  upon  the  greatness  of  the  opening  there, 
the  high  promise  of  the  work  already  organised  by  the  Bev.  B.  B.  Winter,  and  the 
urgent  need  of  men  for  the  educational  part  of  it,  led  finally  to  the  choice  of  that 
city  as  the  field  for  their  labours.  An  arrangement  was  entered  into  with  the  S.P.G. 
by  wMch  the  Mission  was  closely  connected  with  that  Society,  from  which  it  has 
received  from  the  first  cordial  and  liberal  assistance. 

The  first  members  of  the  Mission  Staff  were  Mr.  Bickersteth,  of  Pembroke  College, 
and  Mr.  Murray,  of  St.  John's,  who  joined  Mr.  Winter  at  Delhi  in  December  1877. 
Two  other  members  went  out  in  December  1878,  Mr.  Carlyon,  of  Sidney,  and  Mr. 
Blackett,  of  St.  John's,  followed  in  December  1879  by  Mr.  Allnutt,  of  St.  John's,  and  Mr. 
Lefroy,  of  Trinity.  Mr.  Murray  and  Mr.  Blackett  were  compelled  to  return  to 
Englaxid  through  ill-healt^.  Mr.  Bickersteth  is  temporarily  at  home  for  the  same 
reason.  In  October,  1883,  Mr.  Wright  and  Mr.  Haig,  both  of  Pembroke,  went  out  to 
ioin  the  Mission.    It  is  hoped  that  others  will  offer  themselves  for  work  at  Delhi. 

The  labours  of  the  Mission  may  now  be  grouped  as  follows : 

1.  Direct  evangelistic  work,  such  as  preaching  in  the  bazaars,  and  the  super- 
intendenoe  of  allotted  portions  of  the  city  and  surrounding  districts. 

2.  The  charge  of  St.  Stephen's  High  School,  with  about  160  boys,  who  are  trained 
up  to  the  standard  of  the  University  Entrance  Examinations ;  and,  in  connection  vnth 
thiB,  several  branch  schools  in  which  400  or  500  pupils  are  under  preparatory  training. 
The  Christian  Boys'  Boarding  School,  with  some  fourteen  pupils.  Classes  for  Catechists 
and  Headers.  Occasional  lectures,  and  the  oversight  of  a  club  for  some  of  the  High 
School  pupils,  and  of  a  book  shop  for  Christian  and  educational  literature. 

3.   The  preparation  of  Students  for  the  B.A.   Examination.    The  College  has 

lately  been  affiliated  to  the  Punjab  University. 

The  income  of  the  Society  for  the  year  1882  was  629^.  lis,  ^, 

The  S.P.G.  contributes  more  than  half  the  stipends  of  the  missionaries  at  Delhi, 

and  provides  them  with  a  house.

MELANE8IAN    MISSION. 

In  the  year  1841,  the  late  Bishop  Selwyn  was  consecrated  Bishop  of  New  Zealand  ; 
Archbishop  Howley's  valedictory  letter  to  him  contained  these  words :  *  Your  Mission 
a^ilixe?  an  importance  exceeding  all  escalation,  whenyom  8qo  Uie|^^<^^\Xy^ 
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oentral  point  of  a  vyi torn  extonding  iU  inflttonco  in  nil  dirooUoni,  m  a  fountain  diflufing 
tho  itroami  of  «alvation  over  tho  iilandii  and  ooaati  of  the  PacitlO)  ai  a  luminanr  to 
which  nativoi  enslaved  and  dobaaod  by  barbaroui  and  bloody  tnperititions  will  look 
for  light.'  ThoMO  wordti  w«ro  tho  leoil  of  tho  Molanoiian  Miision.  It  waa,  howovor, 
■omo  tiino  boforo  tho  DiHhop  oould  aot  on  thorn ;  but  in  tho  year  1848  he  vialtocl 
tomo  of  the  iHlamlH,  in  II.M.H.  JH4i<i,  and  in  tho  foUowiiig  yoar  mado  hii  flnt  Mieeion 
▼oyaffu  in  tho  tfndint*,  bringinfc  back  live  Holiolan  to  Now  Zealand.  He  viiited  the 
iflandi  from  titno  to  tiino  \in  to  tho  yoar  1861,  when  he  retired  from  tho  Mission 
work,  and  on  HI,  Mntthioai'M  Diur  in  Umtyoar  tho  Hov.  John  Coleridge  Patteson  was 
oonsooriittxl  (Irnt  MlHinionary  DiHiiop  for  Melanesia. 

Owinfr  to  tlio  f^roat  nmnl>or  of  the  iiilandM,  their  unheal thineim,  and  Uio  groat 
Tariety  of  lanj^n^oH  among  thorn,  it  would  have  l)eon  impoisiblo  to  plaoo  Bnglish 
Clergy inoii  on  oooh  of  them.  Tho  Dinhop  therefore  lookoa  to  tho  natives  themsolves 
as  tho  souron  wlumoo  teaohoni  oould  1)0  obt^vlncd.  Tho  plan  of  tho  MlNsion  has  there- 
fore alwayn  remained  tho  namo.  Hoholarn  brought  from  the  different  islands  are 
oducatcMl  at  the  Central  Hohool,  and  sent  baok,  from  time  to  time»  to  work  among  their 
own  countrymon. 

On  Hoptotnbor  20, 1871,  lUnhon  PuttoMon  was  killed  on  tho  inland  of  Nukapu,  near 
Banta  Crux.  For  Movoral  yearn  tiio  Mission  remained  without  a  Dishop,  till,  in  the 
year  1 877,  tho  lie  v.  John  lllohonlrion  Holwyn,  younger  son  of  the  founder  of  the  Mission, 
WOK  oonnooratod  in  Blnhop  PattOHon's  place. 

Tho  ))lan  laid  down  by  Blnhop  Holwyn  and  followed  by  Binhop  Pattoson  has  largely 
developed  of  lute  years.  HohoolH  aro  ostablishofl  on  most  of  the  iHlandSipresided 
over  by  teachom,  who  have  themHolvss  been  taught  in  the  Central  Hohool.  The  head- 
quarters of  the  MiHHlon  are  at  Norfolk  Island,  where  is  tho  Central  Hohool,  and  whore 
is  alHo  the  chapel  lately  built  as  a  memorial  to  lUshop  l^tteson.  Tho  staff  of  the 
MisHlon  oonsints,  at  present,  of  tho  Bishon,  six  Knglisn  and  one  native  priests,  one 
Knglish  and  (We  native  deaoons,  and  one  Bnglish  Inyman. 

The  principal  exponsoMof  the  Mission  are :  tho  maintenance  of  the  Clergy,  Bnglish 
and  native  {  tho  expenses  of  tho  ship,  and  tho  support  of  the  schools  in  tne  various 
islands  visited  by  the  Mission.  Tho  total  income  of  tho  Mission  for  tho  year  1882, 
from  Bnglish  souroes,  amounted  to  2,148Z.  Oi.  Ud,

INDIAN    CHUROH    AID    ASSOCIATION. 

Tun  aim  of  this  Association  is  to  create  and  siuitnin  among  the  Bnglish  public,  par- 
ticularly among  persons  oonneoted  by  pn))>ertv,  resldenoe,  or  otherwise  with  India, 
an  interest  in  i\w  various  departments  of  Church  work  in  the  several  Piooeses  oi 
India. 

The  fourth  anniversary  of  the  Indian  Clmrch  Aid  Association  took  place  on  Tues- 
day, Juno  12.  An  opening  service  was  hold  as  \isual  at  Ht.  Poter*s,  Baton  Htiuaro  (by 
kind  permission  of  the  Incujubent).  It  consisted  of  a  processional,  *  Onward, 
brethren,  onward,*  and  the  Holy  Communion  service,  during  which  another  hymn 
was  sung  and  an  address  given  by  the  Most  Kev.  the  Bishop  of  Calcutta,  who  was  tho 
oelobrant.  'J'lie  number  of  oonimunioants  wiui  about  forty  ;  the  congregation  was 
larger  than  in  previous  years,  although  this  year  tho  service  at  the  Abbey  on  July  18, 
at  which  the  Bishop  of  Calcutta  ])reached  on  the  Association's  behalf »  might  have 
been  expected  to  draw  off  some  members,  whieh,  in  fact,  it  dl<l. 

The  chief  assemblage  of  the  day  was  the  meeting  in  the  lA>wer  Hall,  Willis's  Booms, 
at  8  P.M.  At  this  there  nmst  have  been  over  120|)re8ent ;  theproooedings  were  hearty  and 
enthusiastic.  Tlie  objeut  of  Uio  Association  was  oloarly  brought  out  by  the  speiucors. 
It  aimed  especially  at  the  spiritual  welfare  of  tho  largo  and  rapidly  increasing  and  very 
much  neglected  class  of  Buropeans  and  Burasians  in  India,  wno  got  tho  benefit  neither 
of  tho  Government  Chaplain's  ministrations  nor  of  those  of  tho  Bnglish  missionaries. 
The  report  $tBUH\  ihi^t  tiio  sum  of  6881.  On.  104.  had  boon  paid  during  1882  towards 
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strictly  IhdUm  objects,  out  of  which  4672.  6s,  lOd.  was  sent  out  to  the  various  dioceses 
of  Oalcutta,  Madnus,  Bombay,  Lahore,  and  Bangoon;  71.  2s.  was  paid  to  S.P.G.  Home 
Treasurer  te  Xonghoo,  and  691.  2s,  was  expended  on  passage  and  outfit  of  a  chap- 
lain for  Gachar.    BtQe  II.  hereafter  was  to  stand  as  follows :  *  That  the  aim  of  the 
association  be  to  create  and  sustain  among  the  English  public,  particularly  among 
persons  connected  by  property,  residence,  or  otherwise  with  India,  an  interest  in  the 
various  departments  of  Church  work  in  the  several  dioceses  of  India,  <md  to  aid  with 
fiindt  M  tvarks  of  this  land,  which  hwoe  no  agencies  in  this  country,'    The  report  also 
stated  that  the  Committee  had  been  enlarged,  and  Sub-Committees  had  been  appointed 
for  the  Dioceses  of  Calcutta,  Madras,  Bombay,  Lahore,  and  Bangoon.  The  Conmiittee 
deplored  the  loss  which  they  had  sustained  during  the  last  twelve  months,  through 
tiie  deaUi  of  Archdeacon  Dealtry.    The  speakers  were  the  President  of  the  Associa- 
tion, Sir  Bicfaacd  Temple,  who  occupied  the  chair,  the  Bishop  and  the  Archdeacon  of 
Cedcatta^  B&.  Charles  Baikes,  General  B.  Maclagan,  R.E.,  and  the  Bight  Bev.  Bishop 
Titoomb.    It  is  quite  impossible  in  the  space  of  a  short  report  to  give  any  idea  of  the 
speeches,  which  brought  out  very  clearly  the  great  need  there  was  for  the  association, 
and  the  important  work  which  it  had  before  it.    The  President  unfortunately  had  to 
leave  the  chair  soon  after  four,  being  bound  to  Cambridge  for  his  Honorary  Degree. 
The  chair  was  then  occupied  by  Mr.  Raikes.    Bishop  Caldwell  was  present  at  the 
meeting,  and  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  which  was  seconded 
by  Sir  Walter  Farquhar.    After  the  meeting  was  over,  tea  was  served  in  a  side  room, 
and  an  opportunity,  of  which  the.  majority  availed  themselves,  was  afforded  for  con- 
versation and  friendly  intercourse.

MARITZBURG     MISSION. 

In  giving  an  account  of  the  present  position  and  working  of  this  Mission,  it  may  be 
stated  th^t  the  Diocese  of  Maritzburg  has  thirty-five  Clergy,  about  thirty  churches 
and.  school  chapels,  numerous  other  licensed  buildings,  besides  churches  proposed 
or  in  pcogress. 

Since  Easter  1869  the  number  of  Clei'gy  has  been  multiplied  three  times;  the 
number  of  communicants  five  times. 

At  the  Cathedral  the  Holy  Communion  is  administered  daily.  At  eleven  other 
centres,  at  least  weekly.  At  two  places,  three  times  monthly.  At  three  more,  twice 
in  a  month. 

At  preset  there  are  two  parishes  which  have  neither  priest  nor  services,  and  others 
have  no  resident  Clergy  and  only  occasional  services.' 

The  woock  of  the  Church  naturally  divides  itself  into  two  parts — the  colonial  work 
and  the  missionary.  Of  the  former  it  is  only  to  be  added  that,  in  view  of  the  gradual 
withdrawal  of  the  S.P.G.  Grant,  the  Synod  has,  within  the  last  year,  determined  on  a 
r^^olar  assessment  of  the  various  parishes,  which  will  realise  a  sum  of  3,445^.  annually, 
and,  passing  through  the  hands  of  the  Finance  Board,  will  be  distributed,  together 
with  the  interest  of  investments  and  the  money  received  from  England,  in  stipends  to 
the  Clergy,  according  to  a  sc£de  agreed  on  in  Synod. 

The  missionary  work  has  many  interesting  features.  Natal  has  been  the  cradle  of 
ilie  native  Churches,  both  in  EadOEraria  and  Zululand.  There  are  now  six  or  seven 
Clergy  entirely  devoted  to  native  work,  four  or  five  settlements  of  native  Christians. 
St.  Alban's  CoUege,  in  Maritzburg,  for  native  youths  desirous  of  instruction  in  the 
faith,  was  established  during  the  year  1881,  and  already  larger  premises  are  needed  to 
carry  on  the  work.  There  are  two  homes  for  native  or  half-caste  girls,  superintended 
by  English  ladies,  besides  schools  for  children  in  most  of  the  parishes,  and  night 
schools  in  the  principal  towns  for  adults.  One  native  deacon  has  tills  year  entered 
open  work  in  the  Diocese,  and  several  Kafir  catechists  are  working  earnestly  among 
^heir  own  people. 

A  separate  responsibility  has  lately  been  incurred  by  the  importation  of  coolie 
laboox  in  the  southern  districts,  where  there  is  now  an  Indian  population  out- 
numbering the  white,  and  calling  for  separate  schools  and  services,  which  have  been 
begun  in  a  few  places.    Many  people  from  St.  Helena  have  moved  to  "SS^itsA.  ^Sxic.^  \)cia 
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AltorRtlon  of  tho  rotitc  to  India,  and  havo  wldod  iho  diftioulty  of  another  laoguaffe ; 
benldos  Umt,  numy  bAlf-ooiitoN  ii()oak  Oorraan  dialoot&  A  coloured  Dutch-ipeakmg 
oongrogation  waitod  on  tho  IUhUop  whon  ho  wan  in  the  north  of  hli  Diooefe,  eameetly 
bogffinu:  for  toaohcm.    nomandN  liku  thofle  aro  oonstantly  ooowrring. 

It  iM  to  bo  hoped  that  ultinmtoly  the  use  of  the  ohurohee  and  endowmenle 
loit  by  tho  HohiHm  under  Dr.  C^oloniio  may  ho  regained,  but  many  legal  diffloultiea 
Nurround  tho  sul)]oct,  nor  would  a  fiucoomiful  iMue  reiiult  in  any  great  increaee 
of  wealth  to  tho  diocoHu,  a«  i\w  {mrooliial  enduwmentii  will  only  be  eufRolent 
for  the  incroaiied  hoimIh  of  tho  |)opulation,  and  the  inoome  of  the  Bishop,  by  the  terme 
upon  whioh  it  was  guaranteed  by  lUnhop  ()ray,  gooN  to  tho  further  developinent  of 
episoopaoy  in  tho  province.  Tiio  HiNliop  liai  applle<l  for  tho  Mtipend  paid  to  Bishop 
dolenMo,  but  tho  anvwor  cannot  \)o  oxpeoted  until  the  oonolufion  of  tbe  prooeedinge 
threatened  in  tiio  cane  of  tiie  Binhop  of  Capetown.  Meantime,  the  reoeptton  of  •uoh 
of  Oolonio*H  olergy  a«  may  bo  willing  to  join  the  Churoh  of  Houth  Africa  oooaalons  a 
epeoial  demand  for  f undu,  aa  for  the  time  they  have  to  give  up  their  meani  of  fupport. 
One  out  of  tho  hIx  or  ho  von  remaining  at  the  time  of  HiMhop  Oolento'ii  death  haf 
been  housed  by  tho  Arolidoaoon  of  Maritiburg ;  others,  it  is  hoped,  will  follow  hie 
example,  and  sucli  a  matter  as  money  should  not  impede  tho  healing  of  this  ead 
Bohism.  Tho  liolp  of  Churchmen  in  Kngland,  botii  by  prayers  and  alms,  is  needed  in 
this  important  crisis.

THE    TRANSVAAL    MISSION. 

Tub  IHshop  of  Tretoria  was  consecrated  in  1878.  Tho  area  of  the  Diooese  is  about 
the  same  as  that  of  France.  Tlie  population  oomprises,  besides  half  a  million  of 
Kaf)lrs,  60,000  white  peonle.  There  are  eight  Clergy  at  work  in  the  Diooese,  and 
misHion  centroH  are  oHtablished  in  the  chief  towns.  The  Iiwal  ("Shurch  is  doing  its 
best  to  supply  its  own  needs,  and  in  the  year  U^fore  the  war  subscribed  3,0001.  for 
this  purjxme,  but  liberal  support  from  the  motltor  Church  is  necessary  for  the  next 
few  years.

COLONIAL  AND  CONTINENTAL  CHUROH   SOCIETY. 

TiiK  (^)lonial  Church  Hociety  and  tho  Newfoundland  Hchool  Hociety  were  united 
on  January  1,  1801,  and  formed  into  the  Colonial  Church  and  Holmol  Hociety.  The 
present  name  was  adopttul  on  May  1,  1801. 

The  Nowfoun<lIand  Hchool  Hociety  was  formed  in  the  year  1833  by  Hamuel 
Codner,  Kmi.,  a  Newfoundland  merchant,  witb  a  view  to  the  benefit,  in  tho  first 
instances  of  the  poor  settlers  in  Newfoundhmd,  who,  In  ixjint  of  religious  and  moral 
i/istructlon,  were  at  that  time  in  a  most  deplorable  condition.    The  founders  and 
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framers  of  the  Society  then  entertained  the  hope  that,  if  God  prospered  the  design, 
it  might  in  due  time  extend  its  operations  to  other  of  the  North  American  colonies. 
It«  beneficial  effects  soon  became  evident  and  were  on  all  hands  acknowledged,  and 
in  the  sixth  year  of  its  existence  the  attempt  was  made  at  further  extension,  and 
Britdsb  North  America  was  added  to  the  original  designation  of  the  Newfound- 
land School  Society.  This  design  was  not  practically  carried  into  execution  till  the 
beginning  of  1839,  when  the  Society  established  its  first  school  in  Lower  Canada. 

The  Colonial  Church  Society  was  established  on  September  23,  1835,  for  the 
purpose  of  sending  Clergymen,  catechists,  and  schoolmasters  to  the  Colonies  of 
Gr^  Britain,  and  to  minister  to  British  residents  in  other  parts  of  the  world.  It 
was  united  on  January  1, 1861,  with  the  Church  of  England  School  Society  for  New- 
foundland and  the  Colonies,  and  the  two  societies  were  designated  the  Colonial 
Ghtirch  and  School  Society. 

The  amalgamation  led  to  a  rapid  growth  of  its  means  and  an  extension  of  its 
operations,  and  its  name  was  changed  again  in  1861  to  the  Colonial  and  Continental 
Clinch  Society. 

The  Society's  present  laibours  are  carried  on  in  twenty-eight  colonial  dioceses, 
viz.:

Tbe  income  for  1883  was  41,599?.  95.  Id. 
In  the  Colonies  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  special  effort. 
From  the  official  returns  to  the  House  of  Commons  published  in  March  last,  it 
appeared  that  during  the  preceding  twelve  months  no  fewer  than  279,366  emigrants 
of  BrititJi  origin — our  own  fellow-countrymen — had  left  their  native  shores  to  seek 
a  new  home  in  the  settlements  growing  up  in  and  around  our  various  colonies. 

Landed  in  a  foreign  port  amidst  strange  faces  and  surroundings,  and  cut  off,  pro- 
bably for  ever,  from  all  the  associations  familiar  to  him  from  childhood,  the  immigrant 
is  in  a  position  which  renders  him  singularly  susceptible  to  spiritual  influence,  for 
good  or  evil. 

But  the  provision  made  for  ministering  to  his  wants  has  hitherto  been  very  in- 
adequate. The  Society,  therefore,  to  meet  this  difficulty,  has  made  a  special  grant 
to  a  Clergyman  in  Montreal  for  work  among  the  great  number  of  immigrants,  some- 
times amounting  to  1,000  in  a  single  day,  who  pass  through  or  halt  in  that  city  on 
their  way  to  the  Far  West. 

The  reports  which  have  since  been  received  from  Montreal  of  the  progress  of  this 
work  are  of  a  most  encouraging  character. 

To  the  Diocese  of  Bupertsland  the  Society  has  long  extended  assistance,  but  this 
year  it  has  been  enabled  to  increase  its  support,  and  also  for  the  first  time  to 
make  a  grant  to  the  Bishop  of  Athabasca,  into  whose  Diocese  very  many  English 
families  have  transplanted  themselves. 

In  the  Australian  colonies  an  increased  grant  has  been  made  to  aid  the  very 
pressing  needs  of  the  important  Diocese  of  North  Queensland,  and  a  new  grant  has 
been  devoted  to  mission  work  in  Ballarat. 

On  the  Continent  the  progress  ot  the  year  has  been  satisfactoiy. 
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In  six  now  lummor  RiationA  hna  land  boon  obtninod  and  plMM  for  now  ohmohM 
preparod,  vii.,  at  BoUagio,  Olion,  tho  lUftol,  TMrasp«  ViUll^l••u^Allon  and  Royat* 
loa-Bainf,  whilo  at  Aiz*le8*lUvinf  tho  Ohuroh  has,  thn>\igh  tho  kindnon  of  tho  late  Sir 
Ramuel  Whalloy,  boon  transforrod  to  tho  Hooioty. 

In  BruMoln,  a  valuablo  nito  in  ono  of  tlio  mo«t  oontral  partii  of  tho  city  havinff 
l)Oon  obtainod,  a  tomporary  iron  ohuroh  waa  erootod  to  moottlio  wantii  of  tho  Bnglivh 
colony  and  of  viiiitorf,  ponding  tho  building  of  a  i)ormanont  oilifloci  to  bo  callod 
Ohriitohuroh,  from  plans  already  pronarod  and  approved. 

At  Dioppo,  too,  stops  have  boon  takon  for  obtaining  tho  loaso  of  a  oonvoniontiito» 
with  a  viow  to  tho  erection  of  a  suitaMo  iron  olmroh.  Tlirough  tlio  onorgy  of  tho 
Hooioty*s  chaplain  there,  a  moitt  valuablo  work  is  Itoing  oarriod  on  among  thoBnglish 
sailors  who  visit  tho  Port  and  who  form  a  largo  mrl.  of  his  conffrcgatlon. 

Tho  usefulness  of  tliis  sootion  of  tho  Hooioty  m  oi>omtions  it  is  diflloult  to  over- 
estimate, and  an  increasing  int<^rost  has  been  n)port.o<l  among  \\w  sailors  visiting  tho 
other  maritime  stations  of  the  Society,  at  Billmo,  liarc^lona,  and  Punkorque,  and  also 
at  Boville.    Ho  encoursffing,  indeed,  have  Iwrn  tho  result^!  of  their  work  in  tho  aoa- 

Krts,  Uiat  tho  Hooioty  has  assent od  to  request,  the  Hishopof  (Hbraltar  to  aild  to  their 
ttho  chaplaincy  of  Oarthagena,  to  which  a  grant  will  benmdofor  itK  supiH>rt>. 

Turning  to  tlio  wint^^r  olmplainoies  whicli  are  largely  renort^d  to  by  invalids  and 
otliers,  the  past  year  has  witnessed  tho  complot.lon  of  tht'  o1i\iroh  at>  Davos-am* Plats, 
a  rapidly-rising  Alpine  sanatorium.  At  dlarons-Montreux  armngt'menti  are  in  pro- 
gress for  tho  puronaHO  of  a  site,  and  at  ]1y6reN  a  Frencli  gt«nt  lonmu  has  promi«Q<1  a 
sum  of  80,000  francs  towards  tlio  purdiase  of  a  new  cluirch  t  hert^  Tite  wurki  aro  now 
in  active  progress,  and  it  will  be  completed,  it  is  hoped,  next  January. 

Those  are  the  more  important  pointii  in  the  history  of  the  work  of  the  past  year, 
but,  while  tlie  Hooioty  is  thankful  that  it  hax  been  enabUnl  to  extena  its  iiolcl 
of  operations,  there  have  been  many  oases  in  which  it  has  b(H:in  rehtctantly  com- 
polled  to  withhold  its  hand  from  frttsli  work,  to  which  it  was  urgtul  by  tho  most  press- 
ing claims  of  nooessity  and  the  promiHoof  a  rich  harvest  to  whoever  shoultl  break  tho 
sou. 

That  these  waste  places  may  not  remain  untiUed  is  the  earnest.  |)rayer  of  the  Com- 
mittee, who  look  forward  to  the  coming  year  in  the  oontUlont  hope  that  its  efforts 
may  be  blessed  with  a  yet  more  oxtendwt  sphere  of  energy  and  uHofulness.

ANGLO-CONTINENTAL  SOCIETY. 

Thr  Anglo-Oontinental  Hooioty  was  instituted  in  the  year  IHAi),  to  mu've  i\h  an  organ 
of  tho  Church  of  Knglimd  in  dealing  witli  (UirlNlliutH  outfit lo  of  Kngland,  in  the  siuno 
way  as  other  societies  fulfil  a  like  omce  in  res^M^ot  to  our  ooloniHtN  and  to  tho  heathen. 
Tho  objects  of  the  Hoclety  aro  : 

1.  To  make  tho  principles  of  the  Knglish  (Imn^h  blotter  known  In  the  difTorent 
countries  of  Kuropo  and  throughout  the  world. 

2.  To  help  forward  the  internal  reformation  of  National  (^lum^hes  luid  other 
religious  communities,  by  spreading  information  within  them,  rather  than  by  pro* 
solytising  from  them.' 

8.  To  save  men,  whoso  religious  convictions  are  already  \mHet.tled»  frt)m  drifting 
into  infldolity,  by  exhibiting  to  them  a  puritiod  Christianity,  which  they  n\ay  be  able 
f'O  embmoo, 
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In  parsaance  of  these  objects,  it  has  issued  a  series  of  publications  in  Latin,  French, 

Italian,  Spanish,  Portuguese,  German,  Swedish,  Danish,  Icelandic,  Greek,  i^rmenian, 

Buflflian,  Arabic,  English,  amounting  to  about  200,  which  are  illustrative  of  the 

doctrin^  discipline,  status,  and  religious  spirit  of  the  English  Church,  and  the 

character  of  her  Beformation.    These  books  and  tracts,  together  with  the  8.P.C.E. 

versioiis  of  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book,  it  has  circulated  by  the  help  of  British  and 

American  chaplains,  of  English  residents  on  the  Continent,  travellers,  booksellers, 

depdt  keepers,  book  hawkers,  and  occasionally  by  the  assistance  of  agents  charged  with 

the  duty  of  explaining  by  word  of  mouth,  and  by  any  other  means  that  they  could 

usefully  adopt,  the  nature  of  the  English  Beformation,  and  the  example  that  it  offers 

to  other  national  Churches  and  religious  bodies.   It  has  also  come  forward  to  welcome, 

and  to  offer  sympathy  and  help  to,  the  leaders  of  movements  for  Catholic  Bef orm  on 

the  Continent,  and  has  kept  up  a  friendly  correspondence  with  them.    Its  President  is 

the  Bishop  of  Winchester. 

The  country  in  which  the  Society  first  carried  on  its  operations  was  Italy.  A 
quarter  of  a  century  ago  it  appeared  likely  that  the  Italians  would  work  out  not  only 
tb^  political,  but  also  their  religious  regeneration.  No  fewer  than  9,000  priests  had 
followed  Passaglia's  lead  in  protesting  against  the  temporal  power  of  the  Pope.  Two 
or  three  himdred  priests  were  banded  together  at  Naples  under  the  protection  of  the 
King's  l^iscopal  Chaplain,  who  demanded  doctrinal  reformation  within  the  Xtalian 
Chxact  and  the  curtailment  of  the  Papal  power.  The  leaders  gladly  held  out  their 
hands  to  their  English  brethren,  and  a  national  movement  for  reform  was  apparently 
impending.  All  depended  upon  the  action  of  the  Italian  Government.  After  some 
heatation  between  the  two  policies  of  supporting  a  National  Church  against  the  Papacy, 
and  ihe  sacrifice  of  the  liberties  of  the  National  Church  to  the  Pope,  the  Italian 
Qovemment  chose  the  latter  policy,  and  in  consequence  the  reformers  in  Italy  with 
whom  Hie  Society  was  co-operating  were,  one  by  one,  stamped  out,  and  the  hope  of  an 
internal  reformation  of  the  Italian  Church  was  deferred. 

A  few  years  after  this  time  there  was  held  the  Vatican  Council,  and  in  consequence 
there  sprang  up  the  Old  Catholic  movement  in  Germany  and  Switzerland.    The  chief 
scene  of  the  Scxjiety's  activity  was  then  transfierred  to  these  two  countries.    It  at  once 
held  out  its  hand  to  Dr.  Dollinger,  and  the  priests  and  la3rmen  associated  with  him. 
The  President  of  the  Society,  two  of  its  Vice-Presidents,  the  Bishops  of  Lincoln  and 
Maryland,  and  one  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Society,  Lord  Charles  Hervey,  and  other 
members  of  the  Committee  were  present  at  the  great  meeting  of  the  Old  Catholics  at 
Cologne  in  1873 ;  and  the  President  and  the  other  Secretary  of  the  Society  attended 
the  Conferences  of  Bonn  called  by  Dr.  Dollinger  in  1874  and  1875  for  the  recon- 
ciliation of  divided  Christians  on  the  principle  of  an  appeal  to  the  authority  of  Holy 
Bcripthre  and  the  witness  of  the  Primitive  Church.  Since  that  time  the  union  between 
the  leaders  of  the  Old  Catholics  and  the  Society  has  been  very  close.    Li  1882  the 
German  and  Swiss  Old  Catholic  Bishops  paid  a  visit  to  England  at  the  invitation  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Society,  and  were  received  with  great  cordiality  by  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  the  Bishops  of  London,  Durham,  Winchester,  Lincoln,  Ely,  and 
others. 

The  operations  of  the  Society  are  theoretically  conterminous  with  the  whole  of 
Christendom,  but  from  lack  of  funds  it  is  unable  to  act  with  vigour  over  so  vast  a 
sphere. 

*  The  Society  consists  of  English,  Irish,  Scottish,  Colonial,  and  American  Church- 
men. It  will  not  willingly  go  one  step  beyond,  or  fall  short  by  one  step  of,  the 
teaching  of  the  Church  of  England. 

*  There  is  a  Primitive  School  in  Germany,  Switzerland,  France,  Italy,  and  Scan- 
dinavia ;  and  there  are  in  Spain  and  South  America  many  who  have  learnt  to  dis- 
believe in  the  Papal  theory  of  unity.  With  the  former  the  Society  is  anxious  to 
co-operate,  and  is  co-operating ;  in  the  latter  it  desires  to  point  out  what  it  believes 
to  be  the  more  excellent  way.  At  the  same  time  it  wishes  it  to  be  understood  that 
its  object  is  not  to  proselytise  individuals,  but  to  help  towards  the  reformation  and 
revivification  of  Churches  and  communities. 

*  Its  primary  aim  is  to  procure  an  intelligent  appreciation  of  the  principles  of  the 
Church  of  England  by  those  who  are  not  ignorant  of  them.  Such  an  appreciation  can 
be  irauf^ht  with  no  evil  result  to  the  English  Church ;  it  may  have  com^et^\&  ^^<&^\> 
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for  good  on  other  national  Churohos  and  roligioui  bodlet.    Let  it  bear  its  legitimate 
fruit. 

*  The  ground  thuH  ooouniod  in  covered  by  no  other  Sooiety.  Tlio  place  thus  fined  i$ 
left  vacant  both  by  Foreign  and  Homo  booietie«i  which  eervo  as  the  organs  of  the 
Cfliuroh.'  •

THE   BRITISH   AND   FOREIGN    BIBLE   SOCIETY. 

Its  Origin.  The  oIroumitt.iin(HiN  which  lod  to  iho  (mtabllNhment  of  this  Hocioty 
are  narrated  in  its  hintory  by  tho  ilov.  .luhn  Owon  (1810),  and  also  in  tlmt  by  the 
Rev.  Qeorgo  Drowne  (I86U).  Tho  immodinto  oocoiiion  won  tho  groat  want  of  Dibles 
for  Wales.  Tlio  ncIiooIh  CNtabliHhod  by  tlio  liov.  Thomas  Charles,  of  l)ala»  had  in- 
creased the  number  of  romlorH  anxious  to  obtain  tho  Uoly  Horiptures,  but  unable  to 
do  so.  Ono  of  those  was  a  Wctlnh  girl  nanuul  Murv  Jones,  wlio  saved  up  her  earnings 
for  six  years,  and  in  ]8(X)  walked  barefoot  26  miles  over  tho  mountains  to  buy  a 
Bible  from  Mr.  Charles.  IIo  had  none  to  si)aro,  and  had  l)een  unable  to  obtain 
further  supplies.  l)ut  he  oould  not  resist  the  girl's  tears  of  disappointment,  and  he 
ffave  her  a  copy  lie  had  reserved  for  a  friend.  It  may  \w  seen  in  tlie  library  of  the 
Bible  House,  liO  Queen  Viotoria  Hinn^t,  ».(}.  And  the  story  of  Mary  Jones  and  her 
Bible  has  lately  been  published  for  tho  H(K)iety  in  an  attractive  form  for  the  young. 
Translations  of  it  in  ])utoh  and  in  Ucrnuui  have  been  issued,  and  others  are  in  pro- 
gress. 

On  March  7,  1804,  the  Hooloty  was  formed  at  a  public  meeting  over  which  Qran- 
ville  Hliarp,  Ks(|.,  presided.  The  first  seoretarles  were  the  llev.  John  Owen,  M.A., 
Hector  of  raglesliam,  Kssex;  the  Uev.  Joseph  Hughes,  M.A. ;  and  the  lieT.  Dr. 
Hteinkopft. 

Its  Abject.— Tlie  sole  object  of  tho  Hocioty  is  to  nromote  the  wider  circulation  of 
the  Holy  Horiptures,  witliout  note  or  comment,  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  Hence  its 
one  aim  is  to  provide  the  Word  of  Qod  in  its  simplicity  and  its  newer  for  all  nations 
in  such  translations  an<l  forms,  an<l  at  such  prices,  iu$  to  make  It  accessible  and  ac- 
ceptable to  rtoh  and  poor  alike.  The  Interpretation  of  the  Hook  is  left  to  those  to 
whom  that  otlhie  api)ertalns,  and  alK)ve  all  to  the  Holy  Hplrit  Himself,  who  often 
guides  men  to  Christ  through  Ills  Word  without  any  Inunan  teacher. 

Its  Oatholioity.  •  The  provision  of  living  teachers  m\ist  be  tho  work  of  eooh  Oliris- 
tian  l)ody  for  itself;  but  In  the  simple  circulation  of  what  the  whole  (Hiurch  of  Christ 
accepts  as  the  (Canonical  Hcrlptures,  without  note  or  comment,  all  CUirlstlims  can  bo 
invited  to  unite  their  prayers,  their  labours,  mtd  their  gifts  without  any  com|)romiso 
of  their  individual  convictions  <u'  ecclesiastical  principles.  And  by  this  concentra- 
tion of  aim,  combined  with  so  (H)n)prchensive  a  cotiNtltuenoy,  results  have  under  tho 
Divine  blessing  l)een  attained  uiK)n  a  scale  wholly  without  a  [Mirallel.  The  range  of 
Christian  symixithy  hns  also  been  mont  happllv  extend^Kl. 

Its  Oonstitution.— The  laymen  who  form  the  committee  apitolnted  at  c^ach  annual 
meeting  of  the  Hoclety  are  UO  In  number.  Hlx  are  foreigners  residing  In  or  near 
ii(md(m.  Of  the  remaining  80,  half  lire  members  of  the  ('hun^h  of  l^ngland,  and  the 
rest  are  reprcNentatlves  of  other  denomlnatUms  of  (^hristlauH.  The  prenldent  (thu 
Ulght  Hon.  the  Karl  of  Hhaftesbury,  K.(J.),  vice-presidents, treanurer, and  stn^retarles 
are  ra  officio  members  of  the  connnlttee.  Oovernors,  and  such  Clergymen  and  Ncm- 
eimformist  ministers  as  are  membtirs  of  the  (Parent)  Hoclety  are  eittltled  to  attend 
and  vote  at  all  meetings  of  the  committee. 

Its  Operations.— 1.  Eome  Work.— Not  only  are  the  Holy  Hcrlptures  provided  in  a 
large  variety  of  editions  end  bindings  at,  or  below,  the  cost  of  production,  but  also 

f  rants  free,  or  at  a  larger  reduction  below  <wst.,  are  every  year  made  on  a  large  scale. 
)avand  Hundav  schools,  hospitals,  asylums,  rail wavNtatlons,  navvies,  soldlern,  sailors, 
emigrants,  foreigners,  the  poor,  and  the  blind,  received  grants  in  books  In  18H2-il  to 
the  value  of  about  0,0()02.  Theological  students  in  recognised  colleges  received 
grants  of  Hcrlptures  in  English,  Qreek,  Hebrew,  and  Latin  to  the  value  of  t)0/.  U.  4d. 
The  colportage  operations  of  the  Missions  to  Heamen  were  assisted  to  the  amount  of 
^JfM  4i,  Id*  in  money  and  books,    Those  of  the  Thames  Church  Mission  were  similarly 


aided  to  the  sum  of  529?.  7s.  M.  Other  home  colportage  Work  absorbed  320Z. ;  the 
Liondon  City  Mission,  49/.  5s,  Id, ;  and  the  London  Bible  Women's  Mission  444/.  \2s. 
This  is  the  only  Society  which  provides  the  Scriptures  in  all  the  languages  spoken 
in  the  United  Kingdom.  And  the  British  colonies  and  possessions  abroad  depend 
upon  it  to  a  very  large  extent  for  their  supply  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

2.  Foreign.  Work. — The  Society  has  agents  or  correspondents  actively  engaged  in 
printing  or  spreading  the  Word  of  God  by  means  of  depots  and  colporteurs  in  BYance, 
Belgium,  Holland,  Germany,  Switzerland,  Austria,  Italy,  Spain,  Portugal,  Sweden, 
Norway,  Denmark,  Russia,  Siberia,  the  Caucasus,  Central  Asia,  Turkey,  Greece,  Syria, 
Egypt,  N.  Africa,  Persia,  Malaysia,  China,  Japan,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Argentine 
Bepublic,  Brazil,  and  the  West  Indies.    It  has  numerous  Auxiliaries  in  N.  America 
and  India.    The  grants  to  India  and  Ceylon  in  1882  cost  the  Society  above  11,000/. 
About  .300  colporteurs  are  employed  in  Kurope,  and  200  more  in  other  parts  of  the 
world.    The  former  sold  about  442,000  volumes  of  Scripture,  and  the  latter  about 
290,000  in  1882.    The  indispensable  aid  which  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society 
renders  to  missions  abroad  is  often  forgotten,  but  without  that  aid  those  missions 
would  at  once  have  to  suspend  their  operations.     Speaking  generally,  translations  of 
the  Scriptures  ifi  about  seventy  languages  are  now  used  in  the  Foreign  Missions  of 
the  Church  of  England.    Of  these  about  six-sevenths  can  be  obtained  only  from  the 
Bible  Society,  and  practically  nearly  all  the  rest  are  furnished  by  it.    No  less  than 
forty  languages  have  been  reduced  to  writing  for  its  service.    It  found  the  Scriptfires 
in  some  fifty  languages.    It  has  issued  or  assisted  to  issue  at  least  parts  of  them  in 
255  languages  or  dialects,  and  the  number  grows  year  by  year.    Action  was  taken 
in  1882  in  the  translation  or  revision  of  the  Scriptures  in  69  languages,  including  the 
Amoy  Colloquial,  Aniwa,  Armenian  for  the  Blind,  Corean,  Frisian,  Hakka,  Japanese, 
Javanese,  Jolof,  Kalmuck,  Tartar,  Khasi,  Koi,  Malagasi,  Motu,  Niuean,   Pahari, 
Persian,  Qagutl,  Buss,  Ruthenian,  Slav6,  Slovak,  Slovenian,  Swahili,  Tahitian,  Tibetan, 
Transcaucasian-Turkish,  Wogul,  Wotjak,  Yahgan,  Yoruba,  and  the  chief  languages  of 
India.    The  first  law  of  the  Society  restricts  it  to  the  Authorised  Version  in  English. 
The  copies  of  Scripture  printed  for  the  Society  in  1882-3  were  above  10,000  a  day  for 
the  working  days  of  the  year  and  amounted  to  3,370,678  cepies  of  Bibles,  Testaments, 
and  portions.    The  copies  issued  during  the  same  period  were  2,964,636.    The  expen- 
diture was  207.996/.   os.  2d.   and  the  income    was   112,632/.   6«.   l\d.  free,    and 
98,068/.  6«.  2d.  by  the  sale  of  Scriptures,  making  a  total  of  210,600/.  13*.  Id,    The 
issues  of  the  Society  from  its  commencement  now  reach  a  total  of  96,917,629  copies, 
and  it  has  been  the  fruitful  parent  of  many  other  Bible  Societies.    To  God  alone  be 
the  glory  of  all  He  has  enabled  it  to  do.

A  new  edition  of  the  Hlble  in  WoInIi  wan  undortakon  in  174S,  an(l 
publlHhed  In  1748.  »(),0(M)  of  thin  (Nlltion  wax  clnudat4Ml  by  170R,  and  another  odition 
of  20,000  then  iMMUed.  In  \7dd  a  new  ihIHIou,  eonHUting  of  10,000  oopiofl,  wa«  pub- 
liMhed  and  Hold  in  the  Prlnelnallty  at  half  the  cottt  price  in  Hhoet^t.  In  1710  wo  find 
tho  Hooioty  Nondlng  out  to  tne  MlNHlon  at  TratKiuebar,  then  bitt  lately  OHtablijihorl  Uy

Tbe  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  (established  1804)  employs  itself  ez- 

clusirely  in  producing  versions    of   the  Holy  Bible,  and  has  either  directly  or 

indirecUy  issued  and  circulated  large  numbers  in  many  of  the  languages  of  the 

wmid.    The  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Church  have  no  doubt  been  lately  aided  by 

th6  versions  of  the  Scriptures  issued  by  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  and 

the  work  hitherto  done  by  this  Society  is  of  a  highly  useful  character.    Still  it  has 

hteai  found,  a6  in  New  Zealand,  for  instance,  that  a  Bible  without  note  or  comment 

may  lead,  among  heathens,  to  strange  perversions  of  the  truth.    Owing  to  this,  there 

seems  to  be  d  growing  feeling,  among  Churchmen  at  least,  in  favour  of  publishing 

along  with  foreign  versions  of  the  Bible  a  brief  and  clear  commentary.      The 

B.P.O.K.y  as  a  Church  Society,  is  thoroughly  alive  to  the  importance  of  this,  and 

has  lately  extended  the  sphere  of  operations  of  its  Foreign  Translation  Committee, 

so  as  to  enable  this  Committee  to  undertake  any  kind  of  work  which  may  be 

deemed  by  our  Bishops  abroad  likely  to  spread  Christian  knowledge.    Hence  the 

recent  issues  by  t^at  Society  of  commentaries,  Catechisms,  manuals,  hymn  books, 

evidential  works,  grammars,  and  dictionaries,  in  various  foreign  lang^uages.    During 

the  year  1881-2  there  have  appeared  from  the  Society's  press  the  following,  among 

other  foreign  vernacular  works :  A  grammar  in  Boondei  (Central  Africa) ;  a  grammar 

in  Lugana  (Central  Africa) ;  a  vocabulary  in  Ibo  (West  Africa) ;  a  grammar  in  Mende 

(West  Africa) ;  and  within  the  last  two  years  similar  works  dealing  with  Makua,  Yao, 

Nyamwezi,  and  other  languages  of  the  East  Coast  of  Africa,  have  been  produced  for 

the  use  of  mission  students  about  to  enter  upon  their  work  there.

SECTION  IL— FOREIGN  MISSION  WORK. 
mSSlOlTARY  COLLEGES,  and  STUDENTSHIP  ASSOCIATIONS. 

ST.  AUGUSTINE'8  COLLEGE,  CANTERBURY. 

(Founded  by  Royal  Ohabteb,  a.d.  1848.) 

Pomidatioii. — The  College  was  founded  for  the  education  of  young  men  for  the 
gtrvioe  of  the  Church  in  the  distant  dependencies  of  the  British  Empire.  The  build- 
ings comprise  the  restored  ruins  of  the  ancient  Abbey  of  St.  Augustine,  with  others 
Aewly  erected  for  the  Warden,  Fellows,  and  Students. 

Xodowment. — The  endowment,  which  is  only  in  part  as  yet  provided,  has  been 
raised  by  means  of  free  contributions,  and  is  from  time  to  time  increased  by  benefac- 
tions, annual  subscriptions,  and  donations.  A  third  fellowship  has  been  founded  called 
tbe  Oriental  Fellowship,  of  which  the  holder  is  bound  to  have  all  Oriental  students  in 
special  charge. 

Conditions  required  for  Entrance. — The  students  must  be  in  communion  with  the 
Church  of  England,  and  of  the  age  of  about  twenty  years,  or  not  much  less,  at  the 
time  of  admission.  They  must  be  provided  with  satisfactory  testimonials  of  their 
moral  and  religious  character,  and  special  promise  of  fitness  for  missionary  service. 
"Rvery  candidate,  after  his  arrival  in  college,  and  after  having  passed  the  matriculation 
eaEamination,  is  for  a  time  on  probation ;  and,  before  his  formal  admission  as  a  student, 
must  declare  his  intention  of  devoting  himself  to  the  service  of  God,  in  the  ministry  of 
the  Church  of  England,  in  the  distant  dependencies  of  the  British  Empire.

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THE  DISiaSSAL  OF  KISSIONABIES. 

Thb  Valedictory  Dismissals  of  C.M.S.  missionaries  are  of  two  kinds  :  1.  In  the  autumn 
of  each  year,  the  Committee  take  leave  of  the  men  going  out  (as  the  majority  do)  in 
October,  i.e,  the  Islington  men,  who  have  received  Deacon's  Orders  at  the  London 
IVinity  ordination,  any  other  new  missionaries,  and  any  of  those  at  home  on  furlough 
retoming  to  the  field.  2.  In  the  cases  of  men  leaving  in  the  first  half  of  the  year, 
they  are  tiCken  leave  of  at  any  ordinary  committee  meeting.  The  larger  gatherings 
also  are  technically  meetings  of  the  Committee  to  which  friends  are  invited,  but 
sometimes  there  have  been  600  persons  present. 

The  princiiMBLl  Valedictory  Dismisssd  for  1883  was  held  on  October  1,  at  the 
Vestry  Hall,  Kensington.  Nine  mi^ionaries  were  returning  to  their  posts;  four 
were  returning  to  the  field,  but  to  different  missions;  and  nine  were  going  out  for  the 
first  time.  Tlffee  others  in  the  first  category,  two  in  the  second,  and  four  in  the  third, 
had  previously  been  taken  leave  of  at  ordinary  meetings.  Of  the  thirteen  new  men, 
lour  were  University  men,  six  Islington  men,  two  medical  men,  and  one  a  school- 
master. 


MISSION    HOUSE    OF    ST.  BONIFACE,  WARMINSTER. 

This  House  was  established  in  the  year  1860,  for  the  purpose  of  educating 
men  who  desire  to  devote  their  lives  to  the  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Church 
England. 

There  is  no  restriction  as  to  the  age  of  the  students,  but  it  is  desirable  that  they 
should  not  be  under  seventeen  years. 

There  are  two  terms  in  each  year,  extending  together  over  forty  weeks.  The 
first  commences  about  the  end  of  January,  and  the  second  towards  the  end  of 
Angnst. 

Candidates  for  admission  are  examined  in  their  knowledge  of  Holy  Scripture,  of 
the  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars,  and  of  Elementary  Arithmetic. 

The  course  of  study  is  varied  as  far  as  possible  to  suit  individual  needs. 

Lectures  are  given  in  Medicine  and  Surgery  throughout  the  course,  by  a  qualified 
medical  practitioner. 

Besides  the  Theological  and  Scholastic  Course,  a  distinct  and  important  part  of 
the  training  given  is  Manual  and  Technical.  The  Manual  Departments  are: 
1.  Printing;  2.  Carpenter's  work;  3.  Smith's  work;  4.  Bookbinding  and  Illumina- 
tion ;  5.  Gardening ;  6.  Shoemaker's  work. 

Every  student  is  required  to  go  through  at  least  two  or  three  of  these,  and  to 
acquire  a  practical  mastery  of  them.  Besides  the  above,  vocal  and  instrumental 
music  are  taught  throughout  the  course. 

As  far  as  possible  every  senior  student  learns  to  play  the  organ. 

The  students  attend  daily  services  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Mission  House,  and  on 
Sundays  and  Fridays  attend  the  Parish  Church.  Endeavour  is  made  to  give  them  a 
practical  knowledge  of  teaching  in  Sunday  Schools  and  in  Bible  Classes. 

The  Mission  House  has  been  received  into  connection  with  the  University  of 
Durham,  by  a  formal  act  of  the  Senate.  Students,  therefore,  who  have  resided  here 
for  three  years,  and  passed  the  Terminal  Examinations,  can  matriculate  at^.Durham 
without  further  examination ;  and  after  residing  there  for  one  year  (instead'of  two), 
and  passing  one  examination,  obtain  the  Degree  of  B.A. 

llie  annual  charge  for  each  student  is  40T. 

There  are  now  thirty  students  in  residence. 

The  institution  has  no  endowment  whatever ;  and  the  buildings  are  inadequate 
to  the  requirements  of  the  students.    But  a  fund  is  being  raised  for  the  erection  oi ' 
additional  and  more  suitable  buildings,  and  it  is  hoped  before  long  to  make  a  com- 
mencement in  carrying  out  this  much  needed  work.

ST.   PAUL'S   MISSION    HOUSE,    BURGH. 

St.  Paul's  Mission  House  was  dedicated  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Lincoln  on  St.  Paul's 
Day,  1878. 

Objeet  and  Xanagement. — Its  object  is  to  educate  young  men  who  have  evinced 
a  decided  wish  to  devote  themselves  to  a  missionary's  life,  and  to  help  them  to  Qt 
themselves  for  a  higher  training  at  St.  Augustine's,  Canterbury,  or  elsewhere.  The 
visitor  is  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  and  its  management  is  in  the  hands  of  a  com- 
mittee ;  the  Bishop  of  Nottingham  acting  as  chairman.  The  principal  is  the  Rev. 
T.  Skelton,  B.D.,  late  Fellow  of  Queens'  College,  Cambridge,  S.P.G.  missionary  at 
Delhi,  and  Principal  of  Bishop's  College,  Calcutta ;  the  tutor,  H.  B.  DoUond,  B.A., 
Woroesfcer  College,  Oxford. 

Iti  Work. — Since  the  commencement,  59  students  have  "been  received,  of  whom 
twenty-four  have  proceeded  to  St.  Augustine's ;  two  to  other  colleges,  while  four  have 
gone  to  mission  work  direct.  The  present  number  is  12.  The  course  of  instruc- 
tion embraces  English,  Latin,  Greek,  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  the  Prayer  Book.  A 
portion  of  each  day  is  spent  in  gardening,  carpentering,  &xi.  The  students  attend 
morning  and  evening  prayer  in  Burgh  parish  church,  and  on  Sundays  they  engage  in 
some  form  of  Church  work,  under  the  direction  of  the  neighbouring  clergy.  The 
annual  charge  for  the  maintenance  of  each  student  is  40^.,  assistance  towards  which 
is  often  furnished  by  missionary  studentship  associations.  The  spring  term  extends 
from  the  fourth  week  of  January  to  the  end  of  June ;  the  autumn  term  from  the  end 
of  August  to  the  fourth  week  of  December. 

Aiuiiveniary  Festival. — The  last  anniversary  was  held  on  St.  Paul's  Day,  1883, 
The  sermon  was  preached  on  the  occasion  by  the  Ilev.  E.  Bickersteth,  M.A.

MISSIONARY   STUDENTSHIP  ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  formation  and  growing  usefulness  of  Diocesan  Missionary  Student- 
sliip  Associations  gives  further  witness  to  the  widespread  desire  to  quicken 
-with  reality  and  power  the  missionary  enterprises  of  the  Church.  There 
is  now  a  very  general  effort  to  encourage  the  voluntary  offering  of  personal 
service  for  missionary  work,  by  providing,  where  it  is  needed,  the  requisite 
means  for  obtaining  the  necessary  training,  and  perhaps  no  organisation  is 
more  likely  to  bring  a  diocese  into  practical  sympathy  with  foreign  work.

DIOCESE   OF  SALISBURY. 

SISTEBHOOD  OF  ST.  DENTS. 

The  Sisterhood  of  St.  Denys  is  distinctively  missionary.  Its  chief  object  is  in 
farthering,  in  foreign  missions,  every  branch  of  woman's  work  in  the  Chnrch,  The 
Sisters,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Bishop  of  Lahore,  have  opened  a  school  at  Murree  in 
the  Punjab,  for  European  and  Eurasian  girls,  and  have  already  more  than  thirty 
scholars,  although  the  school  has  been  only  opened  a  year.  The  principal  work  of 
the  Sisters  at  home  is  to  prepare  ladies  for  any  mission  abroad ;  and  the  terms  for 
those  who  have  small  means  are  very  moderate.  The  preparation  consists  in  orphanage, 
hospital,  educational,  parochial,  and  clomestic  work.  Application  to  be  made  to  the

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,  Stiyenys  has  a  ischool  for  ladies,  at  the  Manor  House,  Warminster,  where  «•  good 
Church  education  is  given.  There  is  also  a  small  branch  house  in  the  Close,  Salisbtiy, 
and  the*Sisters  work  in  St.  Martin's  parish. 

WABMINSTEB  MISSIONABT  TTNION. 

Thb  object  of  this  UnioB  is  united  prayer  for  Missions.  A  devotional  meeting  i« 
held  monthly,  and  an  annual  festival,  is  kept  in  the  churches  at  Warminster.  The 
ineinbers  pledge  themselves  to  say  the  appointed  prayer  daily,  and  to  contribute, 
ftccordhig  to  their  means,  to  missionary  purposes.  The  money  so  given  is  voted  by 
the  mem]^rs  at  the  quarterly  meetings,  one-third  being  sent  to  the  S.P.G.,  and  the 
rest  to  whatever  mission  the  members  decide  to  aid.  The  Union  numbers  over  800 
members,  in  all  parts  of  England  or  elsewhere — at  least  forty  of  whom  are  engaged 
in  the  mission  work  of  the  Church  abroad.

MISSIONABT  LIBRABIES. 

Thbbb  are. two  Missionary  Libraries  in  the  Diocese  of  Salisbury — ope  at  Salisbury, 
the  other  at  Devizes.  The  latter  is  now  in  great  measure  incorporated  with  the 
Devis^  Church  Library  and  Reading  Boom,  and  is  managed  by  its  committee.  The 
former  hieus,  and  will  no  doubt  continue  to  have,  a  separate  organisation. 

The  object  of  each  is  identical,  viz.  to  supply  the  Clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese 
yith- full- and  accurate  information  on  missionary  work,  and  to  provide  maps  and 
di8(gRan&  wherewith  missionary  lectures  may  be  illustrated.  The  Salisbury  Library 
also  cont£uns  some  curiosities  which  may  be  useful,  for  the  same  purpose.  ,^ 

lli(B  Devizes  Library  is  used  by  the  Clergy  and  laity  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Wilts. 
The  Salisbury  Library  embraces  those  in  the  Archdeaconry  of  Sarum  and  Dorset, 
but  neither  receives  a  very  general  support. 

It  is  prqbable,  however,  that  when  the  Church  House  for  the  Diocese  is  in  working 
order,  and  the  Salisbury  Missionary  Library  finds  a  home  within  its  walls,  >the  number 
of  its  books  will  be  materially  increased,  and  its  influence  extended.  Hitherto  it  has 
been  cramped  by  want  of  room. 

Th^  subscription  to  both  libraries  is  the  same,  viz,  5*.  per  annum. 

The  Salisbury  Library  is  managed  by  a  committee,  which  includes  the  Bish<tp  of 
the  Diocese  as  president,  and  the  Dean  of  Salisbury  and  the  Archdeacon  of  Sarum  as 
vice-pre^dents. 

The  books  and  diagrams  are  obtained  from  the  Libraries,  either  on  the  personal 
apidicatiqa  of  the  sulScribers,  or  by  letter  addressed  to  the  Secretary  or  the  Librarian. 
fii  the  latter  case  the  cost  of  carriage  must  be  defrayed  by  the  subscriber. 

Onmis  of  reports,  &c.  have  been  obtained  from  the  various  missionary  societies; 
and  some  gifts  have  been  made  by  private  individuals.  In  the  case  of  the  Salis- 
bury Library,  books  have  been  purcbalsed  on  favourable  terms  at  the  annual  sales  of 
a  book  society.  The  nimiber  of  volumes  in  the  Devizes  Library,  exchmve  of  annual 
reports  and  other  periodical  publications  of  Missionary  Societies,  is  sixty-four.  The 
number  of  diagrams  is  123. 

In  the  Salisbury  Missionary  Library  there  are,  exclusive  of  reports,  &c!,  101  volumes 
and  96  diagrams.

variety  of  which  in  in  great  repute.  Manufaotorien  are  now  npringing  up,  and  there 
are  6  cotton  miUft,  boHidoN  nIioo  faotorioM  and  other  indUHtrien.

The  excitement  eauMiul  by  tho  retxirtM  from  Manitoba  han  eauHod  a  temi)ornry  ozodnN 
from  thiM  province,  thcmgh  in  Momo  oaaoM  omigrantM  have  returned  p(M)rer  than  when 
they  went.

Idttoation.— At  proMont  \mMectarian  education  Im  provided  by  tlie  Uovcrnmtmt.  for 
allwho  will  receive  it.  A  Hoclety  waM  incorporated  by  Uoyal  Charter  in  1810  (and 
afterwiirdM  oontinnod  by  Act  of  AMMombly)  for  maintaining  olomontary  (Umrcli  hcIiooIn 
on  tho  *  MiulrsM  MyMtoin,*  introduced  by  Dr.  Doll.  Um  fundM  are  not  large,  though 
ihcy  have  boon  Momewhat  inorosMod  by  legnoloi  and  donatlonM ;  but  tlten)  are  8  good 
ifobooh  in  oonneoUon  with  thii  corporation,  and  ono  or  two  moro  malntnin  n  pro- 
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oaiions  eiiateitoe.  This  ia  the  onl;  attempt  at  Chanih  day  schooU.  In  18S3  there 
were  ^Kmt  90  Snndaj  schools,  ivith  abont  6,000  children  on  the  re^iatcra.  The  mla> 
sionsneB  have  to  travel  sach  great  distances  on  Sundays,  and  the  Church  people  are 
so  BoatWted,  that  Sunday  achoola  are  a  grave  difficulty  in  the  oonntry  distncta. 

Vasd*. — There  is  great  need  o{  Church  schools  for  boys  and  girls;  if  such  a  school 
were  founded  (especially  for  girls)  it  would  meet  a  great  want,  and  there  is  little 
doubt  that  it  would  succeed.  There  is  also  pressing  need  of  one  or  two  tiavelling 
miamonaries  to  visit  outlying  settlements.  The  superannuation  fund  ought  to  be 
largely  inoreaaed ;  at  present  it  is  so  small  that  it  does  not  provide  enotigh  for  one 
letired  olergyman.

There 
are  80  patiohes  and  missioiui,  with  127  churches  and  66  other  atatioos  whete  Bervices 
ore  ocoarionallj  held.  The  Clei^y  nnmberSS,  the  Lay  lieadera  11,  and  the  stndentB  of 
the  Diocesan  Theological  Collyge,  of  whom  there  were  IS  laat  year,  work  in  the  vacant 
parJHhw  and  missions  dming  the  sammer  months.  In  18S2  there  were  1,165  baptJitms, 
8S6  confinnatioQS,  and  S  ordinations. 

BdnMtioii. — liie  daj  schools  number  34,  the  Sunday  schools  111 ;  in  tbe  latter 
there  are  6,010  scholars,  with  197  teachers. 

FlBuee. — The  somof  2B,731i.  was  raised  in  the  Dioccee  in  1882  for  every  branch 
of  Church  work,  bat  this  does  not  by  any  means  cover  all  the  sums  actually  contri- 
buted by  members  for  the  erection  of  new  churches,  the  support  of  the  Clergy,  and 
tbe  muntenance  of  the  ministrations  of  the  Church  even  within  the  Diocese,  much 
less  doee  it  cover  all  the  contributions  for  similar  objects  outside.  The  late  Major 
Hiram  Hills,  of  Montreal,  bequeathed  to  the  Bishop  the  sum  of  nearly  6,5002.  to  be 
held  in  trust,  and  tbe  interest  only  to  be  used ;  this  sum  the  Biahop  has  divided 
equally  between  the  Sustentation  Fund,  the  Theological  College,  and  the  Snper- 
annnatfoD  Fond. 

VMdi. — Owing  to  the  Church  x>opuIation  being  scattered,  and  generally  not  well 
pff,  there  is  great  difficulty  in  keeping  up  a  supply  of  religious  ordinances.  Thank? 
to  the  liberality  of  a  leading  Churchman  in  Montreal,  there  is  in  that  city  an 
ezeeedingly  Qseful  Theological  College,  under  the  presidency  of  Ihe  Bishop,  which 
lie  expects  will  greatly  aid  him  in  this  matter.

blOCESS  OF  HURON. 
eenerU  Desoription.— The  ^ee  was  founded  in  IBSS.  The  Biocese 
is  bounded  on  Ihe  north  by  Lake  Huron,  on  the  south  by  Lake 
Erie,  on  the  east  by  the  Diocese  of  Ni^ara,  and  on  Ihe  west  by  I^ke 
St.  Clair.  It  extends  over  an  area  of  12,000  square  miles,  and  has 
a  popnlation  of  more  than  800,000. 

The  people  in  the  Diocese  are  indusfrions  in  the  general  pursuit 
of  business,  in  trade  and  in  farming,  all  doing  well,  bnt  there  are 
very  few  wealthy  people. 

Chureh  Work, — The  nnmber  of  Church  members  is  about  120,000. 
Gf  commnnicants,  in  1882,  8,910 ;  of  Clergy,  ]  S.'i ;  of  psiishes,  103 ; 
Slnety-ojie  localities  have  been  supplied  with  the  ministrations  of  the  Church.  There 
are  207  churches  in  the  Diocese.     The  numl>er  of  parsonages  is  66. 

Wnoation.— There  are  166  Sunday  schools  in  the  Diocese,  and  nearly  16,000 
Snnday  scholars.  There  are  no  day  schools  attached  to  parishes,  but  there  are  in 
the  Diocese  the  following  educational  institutions :— The  Dufferin  College  for  Boys, 
known  as  Hellmuth  Coll^« ;  tbe  Hellmuth  ladies'  College,  at  which  about  130 
attend ;  the  Huron  Theological  College,  affiliated  with  the  Western  Dniversity ;  the 
Hedic^  Faculty,  affiliated  also  with  the  Western  University.  All  these  are  under 
Cbnrcb  auspices. 

Tlnanee.— The  voluntary  diocesan  income  for  mission  work  smonnted,  in  1882,  to 
S^ill.  161.7 id.;  the  invested  capital  amounted, in  1882,  to  139,94U  8t.  6d.;  tbe 
TBlne  of  parsonages,  in  1882,  27,601?.  3t.  id. ;  the  value  of  churches,  in  1S82, 
I87,663f.  6/.  S<;. 

FrMdng  Heeds.— There  are  no  pressing  needs.  The  people  are  able  and  willing 
to  snpply  l^  ordinary  wants  of  the  Church.  The  colleges  need  larger  endowments 
to  oope  with  institutions  belonging  to  ether  bodies.

PROVINCE    OF    COLUMBIA. 

DIOCESE  OF  COLVMBU. 

General  Desoription.~This  Diocese  was  founded  in  1S59;  the 
Diocese  of  Caledonia  was  separated  from  it  in  1879,  and  in  the  same 
year  the  Diocese  of  New  Westminster  also  was  formed  out  of  it. 
It  now  comprises  Vancouver  Island  and  the  adjacent  ^Mt^^nd^^  and 
has  an  area  of  16,000  square  miles,  being  about  290  miles  in 
length  by  from  50  to  70  in  breadth.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north 
by  the  Diocese  of  Caledonia,  on  the  east  by  that  of  Kew  West« 
minster,  on  the  west  by  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  on  the  -south  by 
the  Straits  of  Juan  de  Fuca,  which  separate  it  from  the  Diocese  of 
Washington  Territory  in  the  United  States.  Its  position  on  the 
,  American  continent  is  similar  to  that  which  England  occupies  in 

xejfeieoce  to  Europe,  having  the  same  latitude,  and  much  the  same  climate  and 
seasons  9I40,  Agricidture,  coal  mining,  iron  foundries,  lumber  mills,  leather  factories, 
sUpbuilding  yards,  salmon  and  seal  fisheries,  employ  most  of  the  people.  The 
populaUc^jjincludipg  idl  races,  is  about  22,00^ 

Ghi|ve]i;Work. — In  this  Diocese  is  situated  Victoria,  the  capital  6£  the  Provinee  of 
British  Columbia,  the  two  parishes  of  which  are  self-supporting.  The  Clergy  number 
11 ;  .UiMe  foe  14  churches  and  22  parishes,  or  mission  stations,  witb  450  communi« 
cants.  I|i.lL9^  there  were  87  baptisms,  46  persons  were  confirmed,  and  an  Ordination 
was  lield  at  irhich,  three  deacons  were  advanced  to  the  priesthood ;  about  1,350/.  was 
raised  in  .Hie  Diocese  for  Church  purposes.  A  Diocesan  Synod  was  formed  in  1875. 
The  .CIM.S.  has  a  mission  to  the  Quoquolt  Indians  at  Alert  Bay. 

UnMtien. — The  College  School  for  boys  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  C.  H. 
B^Jey,  MJL.  of.  Oxford,  Head-master,  and  the  Rev,  F,  G.  Walker,  B.A.  of 
Cambridge.  Angela  College  for  girls  is  also  in  connection  with  the  Church  of 
England. 

Veede.-:r-The  approaching  completion  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  is  attract* 
ing  immigrants,  and  railway  construction  will  shortly  commence  in  this  Diocese. 
Without  aid  from  the  Mother  Church,  the  Church  is  quite  unable  to  carry  on  existing 
work,  still  less  to  enter  on  new  ground.  Aid  is  needed  for  the  support  of  eleven 
mis^ionaiy  Clergy,  of  whom  six  were  at  work  in  1882,  and  five  more  are  required,  but 
as  yet  the  means  are  wanting.  Besides  the  emigrant  settlers  there  are  many  Indians 
and  Chinese,  for  whom  nothing  is  done  at  present.  About  six  churches  are  needed. 
The  College  School  buildings  were  recently  destroyed  by  fire,  and  it  is  proposed  to 
erect,  in  or  near  Victoria,  new  buildings  for  school  and  college,  which  shall  be  avail- 
able, not  only  for  the  whole  of  British  Columbia,  but  for  part  of  the  North- West 
Tencitory  east  o|  the  Rocky  Mountains,  the  climate  of  Victoria  being  mild  and  salu- 
briope  at  eU  seasons.  For  t^is  very  important  work  the  aid  of  the  Venerable  Bodety 
for  ibfi  Plcopagation  of  the  Gospel  will  be  sought,

Though  it  is  not  a  diocesan  matter,  I  would  mention  in  this  connection  the 
nedeasity  of  erecting  a  new  Bishopric  for  the  province  of  Assiniboia.  In  the  whole 
of  ihis  civil ^^vince,  into  which  immigration  is  now  rapidly  flowing  and  will  flow, 
there  is  as  yet  only  one  settled  clergyman  for  the  colonbts.

DIOCESE  OF  XOOSONEE. 

JM  General  Description. — This  is  the  largest  Diocese  in  British 

£jtk  North  America.    Surrouncling  Hudson's  Bay,  it  extends  inland  from 

^^_^9SS  300  to  600  miles  on  its  eastern,  western,  and  southern  sides, 

^S^^JpM^'^        and  northward  as  far  as  human  beings  exist.    It  touches  seven 

other  Dioceses — Athabasca,  Saskatchewan,  and  Kupert's  Land  on 
the  west ;  Algoma  and  Ottawa  on  the  south ;  and  on  the  east 
Quebec  and  Newfoundland.     The  most  northern  part  is  quite  unfit 
for  the  abode  of  civilised  man,  but  in  the  south  agriculture  might 
be  carried  on  with  considerable  success,  although  wheat  will  scarcely 
ripen,  and  in  winter  the  climate  is  very  severe,  the  thermometer 
sometimes  falling  to  60°  below  zero.    Railroads  are  projected  from  Lake  Superior  to 
Moose,  and  from  Saskatchewan  to  Churchill,  where  there  is  an  excellent  harbour. 
The  population  may  be  estimated  at  10,000,  and  consists  of  a  small  number  of  whites 
in  the  service  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  who  have  fur-trading  stations  scattered 
over  "the  entire  country,  half-castes,  Eskimo,  Ojibbeways,  Crees,  and  Chippeways. 
There  is  no  immigration  whatever.     The  few  Europeans  are  all  connected  with  the 
far  trade;  the  Indians  are  all  hunters,  and  carry  on  their  occupation  during  the 
winter,  trapping  beaver,  marten,  fox,  lynx,  mink,  bear,  and  other  animals,  and  bring- 
ing their  skins  to  the  various  trading  ports  in  the  early  summer,  when  they  exchange 
them  for  European  clothing,  flour,  guns,  &c.    At  the  frincipal  ports  they  are 
employed  during  the  summer  as  voyagers  to  transport  trading  goods  to  the  distant 
stations,  and  in  other  kinds  of  labour,  and  they  work  well  and  are  very  fairly  paid 
for  their  work. 

Cmureh  Work. — Moosonee  formed  part  of  the  original  Diocese  of  Rupert's  Land, 
but  of  which  it  was  taken  in  1872,  the  present  Bishop  (the  first)  having  been  con- 
secrated on  December  16,  1872.  The  Church  members  are  about  4,000,  the  com- 
mnnicanti  700,  and  there  are  6  Clergy.  There  are  no  consecrated  churches,  but  9 
missiooaiy  stations.  The  returns  of  baptisms  are  incomplete,  but  at  Moose,  the 
Bishop's  residence,  21  persons  were  baptised  and  88  confirmed.  In  each  tribe  the 
best  instructed  Indian  is  appointed  catechist  or  teacher ;  to  him  all  the  members 
look  for  advice  in  their  difficulties,  and  for  comfort  in  the  hour  of  trial,  when  far 
removed  from  the  missionary,  to  whom  the  <3atechist  reports  all  that  has  happened 
during  the  bunting  season ;  these  men,  receiving  little  or  no  remuneration  for  their 
services,  are  very  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  are  a  great  help  to  the 
missionary. 

The  Bishop  returned  to  his  Diocese,  aft  er  a  visit  to  England,  in  August  1882, 

having  eighteen  days  of  canoe  travelling  before  reaching  home,  and  before  the  end 

of  the  year  he  made  two  missionary  journeys.    He  had  fully  intended  spending  the 

whole  summer  of  1883  in  travelling  through  the  eastern  part  of  the  Diocese ;  but  being 

obliged  to  await  the  arrival  from  the  Whale  River  of  a  young  man,  who  has  since 

been  ordained,  and  is  now  on  his  way  to  York  and  Churchill,  he  sent  his  assistant, 

the  Rev.  H.  Nevitt,  in  his  stead.    At  this  moment  journeys  are  in  progress,  the  result 

of  which  will  be  that  not  a  single  tribe  will  remain  unvisited  this  j^ear.    Archdeacon 

"Vincent  is  on  a  journey  to  Martin's  Falls  and  Osnaburgh,  having  already  visited 

Henley— he  will  have  travelled  2,000  miles.     Mr.  Nevitt  is  on  his  way  through  the

PROVINCE   OF  CALCUTTA, 

DIOCESE  OF  CALCUTTA. 

The  most  important  and  interesting  event  of  the  current  year 
which  has  to  be  recorded  is  the  meeting  of  the  Bishops  of  the 
province  who  assembled  in  conference  at  Calcutta  in  February 
last. 

Such  a  formal  gathering  had  never  before  taken  place  ;  and  as 
the  number  of  Bishops  in  the  province  is  now  as  many  as  nine,  their 
deliberations  assumed  a  more  important  aspect.  There  were 
present  the  Bishop  of  Calcutta  (Metropolitan),  the  Bishops  of 
Madras,  Bombay,  Colombo,  Lahore,  Rangoon,  and  Cochin  and 
Travancore  and  the  two  assistant  Bishops  to  the  Bishop  of  Madras, 
Bishop  Caldwell  and  Bishop  Sargent. 
Besohitions  were  passed  on  the  Future  of  the  Church  in  India,  the  Marriage 
Laws,  the  Admission  of  Catechumens,  and  other  more  immediately  local  subjects. 
As  regards  Catechumens,  it  was  decided  that  *  the  least  that  can  be  required  of  them 
18  a  pablie  renunciation  of  all  idolatrous  and  other  heathen  practices ;  while,  on  the 
other  handy  no  definite  profession  of  the  Christian  faith  is  to  be  required  as  a  qnali- 
fioation  for  admission  to  that  order,  nor  should  the  sign  of  the  Cross  be  signed  upon 
them.* 

On  the  subject  of  the  Marriage  Laws  it  was  resolved  that  the  function  of  the 
Church  is  to  maintain  those  principles  which  she  has  received  from  the  revealed 
Word  of  God,  that  we  have  no  power  to  alter  the  law  of  the  Church,  and  that  no 
application  to  any  individual  Bishop  to  relax  the  law  of  the  Church  ought  to  be 
entertained,  and  that  it  cannot  be  insisted  upon  as  the  duty  of  any  minister  of  the 
Church  to  marry  any  divorced  person,  whether  convicted  of  adultery  or  not,  during 
the  liEetime  of  the  other  party,  while  the  marriage,  during  the  lifetime  of  the  injured 
party  of  a  person  against  whom  adultery  has  been  proved,  constitutes  an  offence 
against  the  Church. 

On  the  Future  of  the  Church  in  India  it  was  resolved :  '  That  all  Christians  in 
India  connected  with  the  Church  of  England,  to  whatsoever  race  they  may  belong, 
are  always  to  be  regarded  and  dealt  with  as  one  body ;  that  in  order  to  preserve 
inviolate  the  deposit  of  Apostolic  truth  given  to  us  in  trust,  the  primitive  framework 
of  Apostolic  order  and  discipline  should  be  maintained  in  its  integrity ;  and  that  the 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  be  asked  to  consider  whether  the  Church 
in  at  least  some  parts  of  India  has  not  arrived  at  a  stage  of  development  which  may 
be  held  virtually  to  satisfy  the  conditions  under  which  the  Society  expresses  its 
readiness  to  transfer  the  management  of  its  Missions  to  local  diocesan  authority.' 

The  Conference  lasted  for  four  days,  and  before  its  meetings  were  closed  a 
letter  was  drawn  up  addressed  to  all  in  India  of  every  race  and  religion.  It  was 
feigned  by  all  the  Bishops  of  the  province  except  the  Bishop  of  Lahore,  who  was 
nnable  to  remain  for  the  final  adoption  of  the  document.  The  object  of  the  letter 
was  to  exhort  all  members  of  the  Church  to  walk  worthy  of  their  calling,  and  to 
place  before  the  non-Christian  races  the  grounds  upon  which  the  Church  of  England 
offers  to  them  the  One  Truth  and  the  One  Salvation.  *  We  believe '  (to  quote  a  chief 
passage  of  the  letter)  *  that  the  inheritance  of  Catholic  truth  and  organisation  which 
has  come  down  to  our  times  by  the  means  of  the  Church  of  England  has  come  down 
in  His  Providence  to  our  times  for  the  good  of  all,  and  is  especially  .fitted  to  meet  His 
purposes  for  this  land.  Holding,  therefore,  that  inheritance,  not  for  ourselves,  but  for 
all,  we  accept  in  His  Name  this  great  responsibility.  We  offer  in  His  Name  a 
rallying  point  to  Christians,  and  we  offer  to  non-Christians  access  to  those  gifts  of 
tn^tb  8^d  grace,  and  of  the  means  of  cherishing  these,  with  which  God  has  entrusted

Oennml  DewripUom.— Thia  Diocese  was  Beparated  from  that  of 
Calcutta  in  1S32.  It  comprises  the  whole  Preddency  of  Bombay, 
except  the  Province  of  Sind,  which  was  attached  to  the  new  Dio- 
■■-  cese  of  Lahore  in  1878 ;  bat  the  Bishop  al»o  visits  several  military 
''  stations  in  Rajputana  and  Central  India,  not  included  in  the  Fresi- 
dency,  as  well  aa  Aden  in  Atsbia.  The  population,  according  to  the 
census  retams  of  1881,  was  11,040,691,  of  whom  12,003,603  were 
Hiodua,  1, 1 33,9^7  Mafaommcdans,  2 IG  ,033  Jains,  1 31 ,235  Christians, 
71,002  Parsis,  7,799  Jews,  302  Duddhists,  124  Sikhs,  17  Brahmo 
Soma],  y  Uoitariana,  and  476,634  aboriginals. 

Chiueli  Work.— The  Church  members  in  1681  were  ie,G3S,  of 
whom  2,5113  were  natives  of  India ;  as  to  communicants  it  is  impossible  to  give  accu- 
T>t«'itA^stiC3,  as  the  population  of  the  stations  alters  so  rapidly.  There  aie  M  Cletgy — 
'  68  Bnn^eans  and  6  natives — of  whom  27  are  Qovemment  chapMns,  12  belong  to  the 
B.P.Q.,  13  to  theC.U.S.,  9  are  members  of,  or  workers  with,  the  Society  of  St.  John  the 
Bvsoigelii^  2  are  masters  ol  high  schools,  and  2  arc  r^lway  or  harboui  chaplains. 
The  ooueerated  (lurches  number  34,  and  there  are  29  other  places  of  worship  and 
8  miaaiMi  stations.  Last  year  20T  persons  were  couGrmed,  and  2  priests  were 
ord«ioed. 

JHBMtiiin. — The  number  of  children  under  instruction  In  the  European  and  Indo- 
Boropeaa  schools  is  1,071,  in  the  S.P.Q.  schools  380,  and  in  the  C.M.S.  schools  160, 
all  of  whom  are  Christians ;  other  schools  educate  1 10  scholars, 

Wiwifli — The  most  pressing  need  is  large  reinforcements  for  the  mission  field. 
Tbe  Bishop  hopes  to  spend  the  first  few  months  of  1884  in  Knrope.     Letters  to  be 
Bddreasedtottaecaraolthe  Bev.

Senaral  Seierlpttoii. — This  Diocese  was  founded  in  1846,  and  com- 
prises the  island  of  Ceylon,  with  a  population  of  about  2,600,000. 

Church  Work.— The  adult  members  of  Che  Church  (i.e.  those  over 
16)  were  computed  by  an  unofficial  census  taken  in  1882  to  be  16,000, 
but  probably  this  is  a  little  under  the  number.  There  are  72  Clergy 
in  the  Diocese.  21  licensed  catechists,  and  18  Lay  Headers;  31  con- 
secrated churches,  and  62  other  churches  and  chapels,  and  284 
Church  schools. 

Finance.— The  Colonial  Qovemment  contributed  16,3281.,  tlie 
S.P.a.  4,0G4;.,  and  the  C.M.S.  21,2192.  Tbe  local  contributions

PROVINCE   OF  CHRISTCHURCH. 

DIOCESE  07  CHSISTGHmCS. 
Qaneral  Seisriptiim.— This  Diocese  was  founded  in  1866,  the 
Right  Rev.  Henry  John  Chitty  Harper  being  consecrated  first 
Bishop  in  that  year;  in  1868  he  was  elected  Primate  of  New  Zea- 
land by  tbe  General  Synod  of  the  Province.  Christchurch  Cathedral 
was  consecrated  in  1881 ;  it  consists  at  present  of  nave,  two  aisles, 
tower  and  spiie,  with  ten  bells,  and  a  temporary  apse.  Transepts 
and  a  permanent  chancel  have  yet  to  be  added  to  complete  the 
design.  The  Diocese  forms  part  of  the  middle  island  of  New  Zea- 
land, and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  river  Hnrnnni,  from  its 
mouth  to  its  source ;  thence  by  a  straight  line  to  the  soutce  of  tha 
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Tort^tniikuu,  thonoo  followiiiK  tliln  rlvur  to  its  mouth;  towardtf  Uio  north-woit  by  the 
coUHt-lliio,inoludin((  iho  adjacent  iMlondu;  towards  Uio  soutli  andw<yt  by  Uio  Awama, 
and  from  its  sourco  by  a  lino  drawn  to  that  of  the  Waitangi ;  thonoe  by  tho  ooane 
of  that  riVor,  and  towanlH  tho  Houth  and  oitMt  by  tho  ooait*lino,  Induding  the  adja- 
cent iiihuulH  and  tho  (^latham  iMlandn.  Tho  prlnol})aI  ocoupatioiui  aro  fha«p  farm- 
ing, af(rioulture,  tho  manufiioturo  of  wool  Ion  oh)Ui,  loathor,  bootiand  (rtioos,  «hoop- 
■kin  nuitM,  ropo  and  twino,  |M>ttory  and  briokri,  iron  founding,  saw  milling)  and  iho 
ooastlnf^  trado.    Tho  |)opultttion  is  120,074,  oxcIuhIvo  of  Maoris. 

Ohuroh  Work.  -Tho  number  of  Oiiurch  membori  an  iiliown  by  the  laat  oanaus 
(April  1H91)  wnri  about  01,100 ;  thoy  may  now  bo  OHtimated  as  at  loaot  66,000.  The 
eommunioants  aro  returned  aH  8,100,  but  may  fairly  bo  estimated  at  between 
6,000  and  0,000,  tho  returnn  boin^^  very  incomplete.  The  l>aptlsms  in  the  year  ending 
with  Kiutter  18H»  woro  Tho  far  aH  i\w  roturnH  extend),  public,  1,644,  private,  SOO;  the 
oonflrmationH002,  tho  orainations  6-3  prlcstM  and  8  deacons.  Tho  Olorgyof  the 
DiooOHO  are  02  (bosidoH  tho  liiNhop),  and  thero  are  10  licensed  Ijay  Headers,  hohl- 
ing  serviooH  in  dilTerent  localitioH ;  ono  native  doaoon,  acting  under  the  superinten- 
<1onco  of  an  KngliMh  priest  who  Hp(*aks  the  language,  ministers  among  tho  Maoris, 
and  4  native  Lay  lUmdors  aroliconsiKl  to  conduct  servioeH  among  their  own  people.  The 
catliedral  siafi  oonsiHts  of  a  dean,  6  canons  and  1  minor  canon,  6  lavolorki,  and  16 
boy  choristers  receiving  free  education,  and  in  most  oases  free  boant  also. 

Idnoation.— There  are  86  Hunday  sohoolH,  with  about  7,H0O  scholars,  and  an  average 
attendance  of  4,K00.  Churcl\  dav  nchools  are  for  the  most  ])art  impossible,  In  the 
face  of  a  (]ovommoi\t  system  of  free  ediimtion.  Tho  soliool  committees  have  power 
to  adndt  or  repel  clorgymon,  or  othor  porsonH,  who  apply  for  leave  to  give  religious 
instmctton.  In  many  cases  adniissicm  has  boon  granted.  In  all  other  respeole  the 
syntoni  is  secular  only. 

Flnanot.-  -The  rettirns  show  a  total  s\im  of  nearly  la.OOOZ.  raiswl  in  tho  Diocese 
in  the  year  for  (^Imrcli  work,  b\it  nnich  was  mined  which  does  not  appear  In  any 
synodioal  or  dioooHan  rettirn.  Tho  endowments  of  the  DioooHo  yieldoil  about  1SI,000{, 
in  addition. 

Training  Oollogo,— Tho  rudiments  of  a  Traiidng  College  for  Olergy  have  boon  in 
exiritenco  ff)r  several  years,  under  the  Dean  of  Christehureh,  but  the  system  was  im- 
proved in  1882  by  the  ap|M>intment  of  Oanon  Htanford,  M.A.,  as  Principal  uf  tho 
T!iooh)glcid  (k)Ilego,  or  tipner  de])artnu)nt  of  (Uirist's  (!olloge,  (-hrist church,  to 
whom  the  training  of  candhfateN  for  Holy  Orders  \h  now  entrusted.  A  residonoo  for 
the  Trincipal  has  Iteen  erected  in  the  nrecinots  of  the  college,  at  a  cost  of  1,800{.,  and 
tliore  In  provisUm  for  his  salary,  whicn,  with  stipend  of  oanonry,  amounts  to  600^  a 
year  boNldes  bounlers'  feos.  Abotit  450/.  is  exi)euded  yearly  in  scholarshlpe  for 
students  for  Holy  Orders.

DI00E8E  OF  AUOXLAND. 

General  Dosoription.  This  Dioeems  formerly  known  as  that  of 
N(tw  Zealand,  is  that  part  of  tlu^  colony  which  the  late  Hishop 
Helwyn  retnined  for  himHolf  after  rc^wignlng  the  charges  of  thoso 
provino(»s  which  now  form  the  DioccHCH  of  Christehureh,  Welling- 
ton, NelMon,  Waia])u,  and  Dunedln. 

The  (IrHt  Hiriho[)  of  the  DioccNe,  Dr.  Oeorge  Augustus  Relwyn, 
afterwards  HIhIio])  of  lilehlleld,  was  ronsecrated  In  1811,  and  hia 
suecoHsor,  the  present  IUnIu))),  in  1801). 

The   Diocese  of  Auckland  ctmiprlHes  the  nortlu^rn  ]>art  of  tho 
northern  island  of  the  colony  of  New  ZiMiland,  extending  from  xmth 
hit.  W  20'  to  aU"  20\  and  from  east  long.  172°  86'  to  176^  and  con- 
tains an  area  of  abo\it.  16,069  stiuare  miles,  with  a  scattered  Kuro))ean  iK)pulation  uf 
about  101,864  (aoeordlng  to  the  census  of  1881). 

A  lar^re  portion  of  the  population  is  engaged  in  commerce,  Au<^kland  nossesslng 
the  principal  harbour  of  the  cohiny;  a  ctmHldorable  porticm  is  engi\geu  in  agri- 
cultural and  iMistoral  omph>ymeutN,  and  some  thousands  work  in  the 'fliaiues  gold 
tlehls^  and  in  digging  the  gum  of  the  Kauri  pine 
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Chnrak  Vork,  fta. — Thenmnberol  Clergy  is  at  present  CO,  including  12  Maoris, 
and  the  nnmber  ol  congregations  about  200.  Of  the  European  population  about 
46,033,  and  of  the  Maori  population  about  18,000,  are  members  of  the  Churiih. 
■  EdnMtlAB. — Tfaeie  is  a  college  situated  about  six  miles  from  Auckland  for  the 
trainiDg  of  aandidates  for  Holy  Orders  and  other  young  men,  the  gross  income  ot 
the  college  being  at  present  about  300Z. 

TinaBM. — There  are  scarcely  any  parish  endowments,  the  Clergy  being  main- 
tained almost  entirely  by  the  weekly  offerings  of  the  people. 

Frauiag  Xeedi. — He  chief  wants  of  the  Diocese  are  :  young  men  of  zeal,  possess- 
ing phyaicu  sUreogth  and  intellectual  training,  for  the  pastoral  charge  oE  the  multi- 
plying coi^regations ;  and  funds  to  support  them.

DIOCIBE  OF  HZLBOR, 

Oaueral  Dsioription,— This  Diocese  was  founded  in  1667,  and 
consists  of  the  northern  portion  of  the  aonth  island  of  New  Zealand. 
It  is  abont  180  miles  from  north  to  south,  and  120  miles  from  east 
to  west,  and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Straits  and  on  the  south 
by  tho  Hurunui  and  Teremakau  rivers.  On  the  western  side  are 
gold-Belds,  in  the  middle  is  an  agricultural  and  timber  district,  and 
on  the  east  are  sheep  and  cattle  runs,  with  a  small  goId-Seld.  It  is 
intersected  by  lofty  mount^n  ranges,  from  2,000  to  10,000  feet  in 
height ;  tie  roads  are  imperfect ;  there  are  fapid  rirers,  very  scantily 
bridged,  so  that  many  caf^ualttea  from  drowning  occur  in  the  course 
ot  the  year.  The  climate  of  Nelson  is  pioyerbially  fine;  the  maximum  beat  in  1880 
was  70°,  the  minjmnm  30".  The  population  is  44,000;  a  great  itiorease  took  place 
between  1S6S  and  IBTO,  but  since  that  time  it  has  been  stationary-. 

Chnith  Work. — About  20,000  persons  (47  per  cent.)  profess  to  be  members  of  the 
Chnrch  of  Epgland ;  the  number  of  communicants  it  is  difficult  to  estinlate ;  they 
are  not  more  than  one  in  twenty,  but  are  increasing.  There  are  five  duly  consti- 
tuted palishes,  with  fifteen  parochial  and  missionary  districts;  thirty-thiee  churches, 
and  twenty  other  places  nsed  for  Divine  service.  The  licensed  Clergy  number  twenty- 
two.  Confirmations  are  held  yearly  and  whenever  asked  for;  abont  300  are  con- 
Unned  biennially.  Education  is  conducted  by  the  State,  and  is  secular,  but  there  are 
occasional  opportonitles  for  Bible  reading. 

Knanet.— There  is  a  fund  of  11,000!.,  the  interest  of  which  is  chalked  with  the 
Bishop's  stipend  of  500(.  (inadequate),  and  the  balance  is  given  in  grants  to  the 
Clergy,  to  supplement  local  contributions.  There  are  also  a  Stipend  Fund,  supported 
by  volnntftiy  contributions,  a  General  CI mrch  Fund,  and  funds  for  pensions  and  for 
education  for  the  ministry. 

SMdi. — The  Diocese  needs  assistance  in  new  and  outlying  districts,  taken  up  by 
settlers  recently  arrived.  Endowments  are  needed  also  for  the  promotion  of  clerical 
education.

Qsneral  Description.— This  Diooese  was  founded  in  the  year 
1B69,  .  It  is  bounded  on  the  East  by  the  oceau,  north  by  the  Bay  of 
Plenty,  west  by  deg.  176  E.  long,  to  the  Manatvatn  Gorge,  thence 
along  the  boundary  of  the  Hawkes'  Bay  District  (lat.  10°  Stf  S.)  to 
C^pe  Tnmagain.  The  population  consists  of  24,G2G  English  and 
1S,461  Maori;  in  all  41,077. 

Chaioh  Work.— The  number  of  Church  members  is  22,875 ;  of 
these  12,376  are  Ei^liah  and  lO,500  Maori.  The  total  number  of 
communicants  is  1,422,  837  of  these  being  English  and  596  Maori. 
There  are  13  English  churches  and  24  Maori,  in  all  37 ;  the  Clei^ 
niunbet  32,  of  which  number  19  are  English  and  13  Maori.  During  tha  year  18B2-3, 
there  have  been  653  baptisms,  73  persons  have  been  confirmed,  1  deacon  and  2  priests 
bave  been  ordained.

Saanml  DMOription. — This  See  wai  founiied  by  an  Act  of  the 
General  Synod  in  1868,  by  which  it  waa  cut  off  from  that  of  Thrist- 
cbnrch ;  but.  in  accordance  with  a  clause  in  the  italute,  the  Bishop 
of  Chriat^ihnrch  coniianed  to  aierci bo  episcopal  autliority  in  tliu 
r  Dioceae  nntil  the  piesent  lliehop  was  appointed  in  ISTl.  Tlie 
Diocese  comprises  the  southern  portion  of  Die  middle  islanil  of  New 
Zealand,  together  with  Ktewart's  Islaii<l  (somotiineH  called  the 
Sonth  Mand),  and  is  conterminous  with  thv  provincial  district  of 
Otago.  It  is  surrounded  by  water  on  nil  sides  except  ttie  north,  and 
itsarea  is  little  less  tlian  that  of  Ireland.  Thepopulution.acconlii^ 
to  the  Qoremmeut  census  of  IS62,  wiw  ]41,4I«0,of  whom  ST,7G3 
describe  themedTCH  as  members  oE  the  Church  uf  England,  l>i),2T2 
sre  Presbyterians,  and  the  remainder  are  divided  bclwccn  tiic  Itoiiian  Catholics, 
Wesleyans,  and  other  minor  sects.  There  are  800  tiaorics.  and  perhaps  aa  many 
Chineae.  The  coontry  peopio  are  amall  settlers,  on  the  deterred  payment  system. 
and  Tery  poor ;  local  industries  have  not  yet  been  established,  except  one  or  two  cloth 
factoilw.    Immigration  is  now  very  small,  Government  aid  luiving  been  withdrawn. 

OkuakTork. — The  Clergy  (including  the  Bishop)  number  24,  and  there  are  36 
chordie^beddea  some  nnconsecrated  buildings.  ConHrmations  were  held  last  year 
in  14  paridiea,  and  S30  persons  were  confirmed.  About  13,000'.  was  raised  in  the 
Sfooese  for  all  purposes. 

Xdneattatt.— The  Government  system  of  education  is  entirely  secular,  but  many 
of  tbe  Clei^  tCAch  the  children  out  of  school  hours,  and  in  almost  every  district 
there  i»  a  Siuiday  school.     Some  of  the  Clergy  are  striving  to  midntain  day  schools. 

KMdi. — There  is  as  yet  neither  See  House  nor  Cailiedral.  The  Bishop  has  raised 
sibontS.OOOI.  towards  the  support  of  mieaionary  Clergy,  and  the  same  amount  is  greatly 
needed  towards  the  foundation  of  a  theological  tutorship.  No  endowment,  either 
jn  money  or  land,  was  given  at  Ihe  foundation  of  the  See,  even  church  sites  having 
to  be  poichased  in  open  market.  The  Bishop  woulil  gratefully  acknowledge  help 
towards  the  General  Clergy  Htfintenance  Fund,  or  the  Theological  Tutorship 
Endowment  Fund,

PROVINCE  OF   NEW  SOUTH  WALES. 

The  Dioceses  within  the  Province  are  Sydney,  Newcastle,  Gonlbnrn, 
Grafton  and  Anoidale,  and  Bathnrst. 

DIOCESE  OF  BTDNET. 

The  Diocese  of  Sydney  is  sitoated  on  the  easlem  coast  of  New 
South  Wales,  and  is  about  200  miles  from  north  to  south,  and  100 
miles  from  east  to  west. 

The  present  Diocese  of  Sydney  comprises  but  a  small  porijon  of 
the  territory  presided  over  by  tho  first  Bishop  of  Australia.  The 
Bishopric  of  Australia,  including  New  Zealand  and  Tasmania 
(formerly  a  dependency  of  the  Diocese  of  Calcutta),  was  formed  in 
1836,  New  Zealand  was  detached  in  18*1,  and  formed  into  a 
separate  See.  Tasmania  was  next  detached  in  1842.  In  1847  the 
Diocese  of  Aostralia  was  again  divided,  the  Sees  of  Sydney,  New- 
castle, Adelaide,  and  Melbourne  being  formed,  and  the  Bishop  of 
.Australia  was  created,  by  letters  Patent,  Bishop  of  Sydney  and  Metropolitan  of 
Australia  and  Tasmania.  The  See  of  Sydney  has  since  been  greatly  reduced  by  the 
fovndation  in  1863  of  the  Diocese  of  Qoalbnro,  and  in  1869  of  the  Diocese  of 
BBthoisL 

Chnreh  Work.— There  are  "7  parishes,  71  consecratedcharches.and  1 1 7  other  build- 
ings used  for  Divine  service;  109  Clergymen,  68  being  Curates  and  Clergymen  licensed 
to  coree.and  21  being  Clergymen  licensed  without  cures.  The  members  of  the  Church 
ol  England  ore  estimated  at  140,000,  the  Communicants  at  70,000 ;  there  is  accom-

-Thin  DIoooho  wan  founded  in  18^,  and  oon- 
taluH  an  area  of  about  14,(100  m^uaro  uiilcH,  with  a)M)pulation  of  about 
02,500.  It  Ih  boundinl  on  the  north  by  tho  lMooeHot)f  Orafton  and 
Armidale,  on  the  cant  by^ho  ocean,  on  tho  went  by  tho  DIoooho  of 
Hathurnt,  and  on  tho  wouth  by  tho  DIoccho  of  Hydney.  Tho  InduHtrioa 
aro  agrlcidtiu'o,  graiiing,  gold,  copper  luul  coal  n\lning,  nhipplng  and 
Hhipbuildlng,  manufaoturo  of  presttrved  nioatn,  tubacoo,  wine,  nmlxona, 
loathor,  ^o. 

Ohuroh  Work.— Tho  moutborri  of  thoOhuroh  of  Kngland  numbor 
42,087 ;  tho  CUorgy  thirty,  and  tho  (uitoohiiJitN  tliroo.    Tlio  oouHOcratod 
(Uu)rohoM  and  Minnlon  itatlonn  provldo  alttingn  for  12,420  pooplo.     Tho  iMiptismii 
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last  year  were  1,655,  the  marriages  271,  and  the  burials  450.  Four  Churches  have 
lately  been  opened,  eight  more  are  about  to  be  erected,  and  a  beginning  has  been 
made  with  building  a  Cathedral  in  the  City  of  Newcastle.  The  amount  raised  in 
1882  for  every  branch  of  Church  work  was  18,708Z. 

Sdneation. — By  the  Public  Instruction  Act  of  1880,  all  aid  to  denominational 
schools  ceased  at  the  end  of  1882.  The  Act  provides  that  in  day  or  public  schools  the 
teaching  shall  be  non-sectarian,  but  that  the  words  '  secular  instruction '  shall  be  held 
to  include  general  religious  teaching,  as  distinguished  from  dogmatic  or  polemical 
theology.  It  also  provides  that  a  portion  of  each  day,  not  more  than  one  hour,  shall 
be  set  apart,  when  the  children  of  any  religious  persuasion  may  be  instructed  by  the 
clergyman,  or  other  religious  teacher  of  such  persuasion.  The  number  of  State  day- 
schools  is  197,  and  the  enrolled  scholars  are  17,515,  of  whom  it  is  estimated  that 
7,167  belong  to  the  Church  of  England.  There  are  4,742  scholars  in  the  Sunday 
schools,  with  454  teachers.

DIOCESE  OF  XELBOUBKE. 

« 

General  Description. — This  Diocese  was  founded  in  1847,  and 
consists  of  the  eastern  half  of  the  colony  of  Victoria,  the  area  of 
which  is  88,198  square  miles,  or  a  little  less  than  that  of  Great  Britain. 
At  the  end  of  1882  the  estimated  population  of  the  Diocese  was 
636,209,  and  of  the  colony  906,225.  At  the  census  taken  on  April  3, 
1881,  there  were  195,606  British  bom,  86,733  Irish,  499,199  Victorians, 
39,861  other  Australians,  8,571  Germans,  and  39,861  Chinese.  This 
colony  has  almost  ceased  to  increase  by  immigration,  though  other 
Australian  colonies  still  continue  to  expend  large  sums  annually  on 
the  introduction  of  immigrants.  In  the  year  1882  the  immigration 
by  sea  was  59,404,  and  the  emigration  48,524,  and  in  the  decade  ending  April 
1881  the  excess  of  the  former  over  the  latter  was  only  52,352,  while  a  great 
loss  of  population,  of  which  no  account  was  taken,  was  sustained  by  departures 
across  the  border  to  the  neighbouring  colonies  of  New  South  Wales  and  South 
Australia.  The  character  of  the  native  population  is  somewhat  restless  and  en- 
tbxisiastic,  more  American  than  English.  The  people  are  sheep  and  cattle  owners, 
farme];!,  miners,  merchants,  tradesmen,  artisans,  &c.  Some  few  of  the  sheep 
fanners  (*  squatters ')  are  wealthy,  but  the  population  may  generally  be  described  as 
prosperous  but  not  wealthy ;  many  of  the  *  selectors  *  are  very  poor.  The  exports 
are  wool,  wheat,  gold,  carcases,  hides,  tallow,  horses,  &c. ;  the  imports  include  soft 
goods,  hardware,  liquors,  tea,  sugar,  &c. 

Chnreh  Work. — The  number  of  Church  members  is  about  230,000 ;  of  communi- 
cants, 10,432.  There  are  125  parishes,  or  parochial  and  mission  districts.  The  licensed 
Clergy  are  114,  and  there  are  37  readers,  who  are  mostly  probationers  for  Holy 
Orders,  besides  166  honorary  readers,  gentlemen  who  conduct  Divine  service  with 
the  Bishop's  sanction.  The  baptisms  in  1882  were  6,000,  the  confirmations  1,334, 
and  the  ordinations  11,  4  Deacons  and  7  Priests. 

Education.' — There  are  no  primary  day  schools  connected  with  the  Church ;  the 
State  system  of  *  free,  secular,  and  compulsory '  education  defies  competition.  There 
are,  however,  some  4  or  5  grammar  schools,  in  which  the  sons  of  the  wealthier 
colonists  receive  a  liberal  education,  leading  up  to  that  of  the  Melbourne  University. 
There  are  248  Sunday  schools,  with  25,725  scholars. 

Finanoe. — The  amount  raised  in  the  Diocese  in  1882  for  every  branch  of  Church 
wcMrk  was  77,652/.  This  sum,  though  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  ordinary  annual 
income,  does  not  include  the  result  of  a  special  effort  in  aid  of  the  new  Cathedral 
now  in  course  of  erection.  Towards  this  object  upwards  of  11,000/.  was  raised 
during  the  year. 

Trinity  College  is  affiliated  to  the  University  of  Melbourne,  where  certain  of  the 
students  pass  through  a  theological  course.  There  are  seven  theological  scholarships 
of  the  aggregate  value  of  400/.,  in  addition  to  which  500/.  is  voted  annually  towards 
the  expenses  of  such  Divinity  students  as  need  pecuniary  assistance. 
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Needi.  — Trained  men  for  tho  ministry  aro  muoh  ncedod,  whom  neyortbelcsi  It  it 
boat  for  um  to  oducato  oumolvoii.

The  greatest  need  at  present  is  more  Clergy;  active  andoameffciaa&wlio 
aro  able  and  willing  to  work  in  scattered  districts  aro  sure  of  stipends  of  not  Use 
than  200/.  The  Hishon  has  organised  a  society  called  tho  Hlsliop  of  Adelaide's  Homo 
MlsNion  Hooioty,  which  mlNos  funds  for  tho  employment  of  Clergy  to  work  during 
<iortaln  montim  in  tho  bush,  or  in  country  distrlctH,  an<l  during  the  remainder  of  tho 
yoar  in  tJio  subiirbs  of  Adelaide,  while  residing  at  Ht.  HarnaluiN*  Theological  Oollego, 
and  receiving  help  In  their  studios,  if  required.  Tho  organising  chaplain  for  Uio 
suburban  nilsHlon  work  Is  tho  liov.  F.  Whftlngton.  Funds  aro  greatly  needed  for 
this  society,  and  also  for  the  completion  of  the  ('athedml.  There  Is  ample  sco|>o  also 
for  tho  work  of  tlcMioonimHCH,  and  of  a  limited  number  of  oatochlHtK.

General  Desoription.  -This  Hoo  was  formed  from  tho  Dlooese  of 
A(l<«laido  in  1H57;  It  Is  conterminous  with  tho  colony  of  Western 
AuNtralia,  which  embraccm  that  portion  of  the  continent  lying  west  of 
the  12Uth  meridian  of  east  longitude,  and  is  1,4U0  miles  from  north 
to  south,  by  about  HOO  from  east  to  west,  having  an  estimated  area  of 
1,0(10,000  Hcpuiro  miles.  Tho  po))\dati()n  is  chiefly  oontlned  to  Uio 
w(*Nt(irn  coMsts,  few  settlements  being  nu)ro  than  2(M)  miles  inland, 
and  along  the  southern  coast  also  there  aro  scattered  settlements  its 
far  as  Kuola,  at  tho  head  of  the  great  Atistralian  Bight.  Tho  largo 
dislrlotof  Iloxlxmrne,  on  tho  north-west  coast,  the  central  point  of 
which  Is  abotit  1,000  miles  from  Terth,  Is  now  settled  througho\it ;  and  tho  district  of 
Klmberley,  oocunylng  tho  nort'hernnu)st  portion  of  the  colony.  Is  being  rapidly  takon 
u))  by  settlers.  Tlie  ponulatlon  at  the  olosn  of  the  year  188 L  consisted  of  80,011) 
Kuro|)eans,  and  2,]M0  al>orlglium  within  tho  settled  districts,  but  there  are  moro 
natives  In  the  Inttnlor,  and  In  the  yet  unoccupied  narts  of  the  northern  districts.  The 
occupations  of  the  settlers  aro  chiefly  pastoral  ancl  agricultural.  The  country  abounds 
with  fine  trees,  and  the  timber  stations  employ  a  goo<l  many  hands ;  the  grapo  ia 
largely  cultivated,  and  fruit  trees  of  all  klmls  are  gmwn  throughout  tho  soutliorn 
<llstrlcts.  Fish  are  abundant,  and  along  the  north-west  coast  a  thriving  pearl  fishery 
is  carried  on. 

Churoh  Work.     According  to  \\w  census  of  1881  there  were  1(],'20.1  members  of  tho 
Uhuri'))  of  lOnghuul,  of  whom  1,200  are  communicants.    TlM«re  are  twenty-one  Clergy 
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and  thirty  churches  (besides  four  in  course  of  erection),  and  about  forty  schools  cr 
other  buildings  used  for  Divine  service.  No  paid  readers  or  catechists  are  employed, 
but  a  good  d&Bl  of  lay  help  is  given  voluntarily.  The  baptisms  in  1882  were  about 
460;  there  were  eight  Confirmations,  at  which  160  persons  were  confirmed,  and  one 
Deacon  was  ordained. 

Xdaeation. — The  day  schools,  with  the  exception  of  two  orphanages— one  for  boys 
and  one  for  girls — ^and  two  industrial  schools  for  native  and  half-caste  children,  are 
all  (so  far  as  children  connected  with  the  Church  and  other  Protestant  denominations 
are  concerned)  under  Government,  provision  being  made  under  the  Education  Act  of 
1871  for  reading  the  Bible,  and  other  books  of  religious  instruction  authorised  by  the 
Central  Board,  during  stated  hours  in  school.  All  children  attending  the  Govern- 
ment schools  are  annually  examined  in  religious  knowledge,  under  the  direction  of 
a  Religious  Education  Committee,  of  which  the  Bishop  of  l*erth  is  chairman.  By 
the  census  of  1881  there  were  2,777  children  at  Government  schools,  1,323  at  assisted 
(chiefly  Boman  Catholic)  schools,  748  at  private  schools,  and  1,479  were  educated 
at  home.  Among  the  private  schools  is  the  Bishop's  Girls*  College,  which  has  about 
60  pupils,  and  is  maintained  by  the  pupils'  payments.  There  are  Sunday  schools  in 
every  parish  in  connection  with  the  principal  church,  and  in  many  instances  in 
the  schools  or  other  places  where  services  are  held.  The  number  of  scholars  in  1882 
was  about  1,300. 

FinuLte. — The  amount  of  income  available  in  1882  for  Church  purposes  was  : 

From  Imperial  grant,  760/.;  from  Colonial  Treasury,  2,191/.;  from  local  endow- 
ments, 140^.;  from  subscriptions  and  donations  to  Diocesan  Church  Fund,  1.030/. 
The  offertory  collections  amounted  to  about  1,200/.,  the  pew  rents  to  600/.,  and  the 
grants  from^nglish  Societies  646/. ;  of  which  the  S.P.G.  gave  300/.,  and  the  Colonial 
and  Continental  Church  Society  gave  160/. 

This  statement  takes  no  account  of  special  local  efforts  for  church  building  and 
erection  of  parsonages,  or  for  local  charitable  objects. 

The  income  of  the  See  amounts  at  present  to  about  680/.  with  a  house,  derived 
from  an  endowment  fund  of  a  little  over  8,000/. 

The  Church  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Diocese  has  reached  nearly  6,160/.,  invested 
in  real  security,  of  which  the  interest  is  accumulating.  This  fund  is  assisted  by 
special  grants  from  the  S.P.G.  and  the  S.P.C.K.,  payable  in  instalments  to  meet 
amounts  raised  in  the  Diocese. 

A  sum  of  7,372/.  has  been  raised  in  the  Diocese  during  the  past  four  years  towards 
the  erection  of  a  new  cathedral  and  parish  church  in  Perth.  A  substantial  church 
has  been  built  at  a  cost  of  7,600/.  at  Freeman  tie,  the  chief  port  of  the  colony,  and  is 
now  in  progress,  while  a  small  church,  erected  at  Roxbourne  on  the  north-west  coast, 
at  a  cost  of  about  800/.,  now  awaits  consecration.  A  small  portion  of  the  grant  from 
the  Colonial  Treasury  is  set  apart  Sach  year  for  the  Diocesan  Building  Fund,  which 
has  now  reached  a  little  over  1,000/.  Out  of  this  fund  loans  are  made,  without  inter- 
est, towards  the  erection  of  churches  and  parsonages,  upon  guarantees  being  given 
for  their  repayment  in  annual  instalments.

DIOCESE  OF   GBAFTOK  AND   ARHIDALE. 

General  Description. — This  Diocese  is  bounded  on  the  north  by 
Queensland,  on  the  east  by  the  sea,  on  the  west  by  the  Diocese  of 
Bathurst  and  by  Queensland,  and  on  the  south  by  the  Liverpool 
range.     The  population  in  1871  was  about  53,000. 

Grafton  is  on  the  Clarence  River,  about  fifty  miles  from  the  sea, 
and  is  the  centre  of  a  large  and  increasing  population.  Like  most 
important  Australian  towns,  its  growth  has  been  rapid,  its  situation 
on  the  banks  of  a  magnificent  river  having  materially  aided  its 
advancement.  Sugar-growing  has  of  late  years  studded  both  banks 
of  the  Clarence  with  comfortable  homesteads,  while  farther  back 
are  to  be  seen  the  more  ordinary  phases  of  agriculture,  and  be3'ond 
that  .again  are  the  squatters'  *  runs,'  stocked  with  cattle,  for  which  there  is  a  market 
at  the  meat-preserving  works  at  Ramomie,  about  nine  miles  from  GiaXtoii.    W^^

BdueanoB. — ^The  State  School  education  is  absolutely  secular,  compulsory,  tax- 
supported  and  free.     There  are  therefore,  practically,  no  Church  of  England  day 
schools.   There  are  8,000  children  returned  as  Sunday  scholars,  with  707  teachers,  but 
the  letoms  are  not  complete.    The  level  of  education  in  secular  matters  is  high ;  large 
nombers  of  the  rising  generation  matriculate  at  the  ]\Ielbourne  University.     The 
amount  of  religious  ignorance  is  considerable.    In  the  colony  at  large  (population 
900,000),  100,000  children  who  might  be  expected  to  attend  Sunday  schools  are  not 
found  in  any. 

\  Speeial  Heeds. — The  special  need  of  the  Diocese  at  this  time  is  money  for  build - 
I?  ing,  on  loan,  in  the  'selector*  districts,  churches,  parsonages,  and  Sunday  schools 
(the  use  of  the  church  for  these  being  undesirable  if  it  can  be  avoided),  and  for 
txaining,  horsing,  and  helping  to  maintain  Clergy  for  bush  missionary  districts.  An 
endowment  fund  of  85,0002.  is  needed  to  furnish  an  adequate  backbone  of  income 
for  diocesan  operations  in  this  department;  and  about  25,000Z.  has  been  accumu- 
lated. Further,  a  considerable  accession  of  income  is  needed  to  the  Chinese  missions 
in  the  colony,  a  Chinese-speaking  Clergyman  being  required  to  superintend  them ;  a 
ohnrch  is  also  wanted  for  the  aboriginal  mission  station,  Lake  Condah.  No  aid  what- 
ever is  now  received  by  the  Diocese  from  the  State.  The  S.P.G.  and  S.P.C.K.  have 
helped  liberally  towards  the  Endowment  Fund,  and  the  former  made'an  annual  grant 
till  1981.    The  Colonial  and  Continental  Church  Society  now  grants  100/.  a  year.

DIOCESE  OF  KOBTH  QUEEKSLAND. 

Oeneral  Description.— This  Diocese  was  founded  in  1878,  but 
the  endowment  was  not  raised  till  1882,  when  it  reached  11,000/. 
It  includes  the  northern  half  of  Queensland,  and  extends  from 
Cape  Palmerston  to  Thursday  Island,  and  from  the  coast  to  the 
eastern  boundary  of  South  Australia.    It  contains  about  400,000 
square  miles,  and  has  a  rapidly  increasing  British  population,  now 
estimated  at  30,000,  and    about  8,000  Chinese  and   South   Sea 
Islanders.    The  aborigines  are  few,  and  are  too  scattered  for  enu- 
meration.    Immigrants   are    brought  by  the    Queensland    mail 
steamers,  and  distributed  along  the  coast  according  to  the  demand 
for  labour;  in  the  year  1882  about  2,000  immigrants  landed  in  this 
part  of  Australia.    In  addition  to  ordinary  trade,  the  colony  has  vast  mineral  re- 
sources— gold,  silver,  tin,  lead,  copper,  and  iron  are  found  in  abundance.    The  coast - 
land  is  favourable  for  sugar-growing ;  the  grassy  plains  of  the  interior  are  occupied 
by  sqnattetB^who  have  large  cattle  or  sheep  runs.    The  exportation  of  frozen  meat  is 
becoming  an  important  industry.    The  climate  is  healthy ;  high  table-land  is  reached 
onJj  thirty  miles  from  the  coast,  and,  though  within  the  tropics,  enjoys  a  clear,  dry 
atmosphere ;  the  nights  are  always  cool,  and  usually  cold.    Information  respecting 
the  colony  will  be  found  in  the  *  Handbook  for  Emigrants  to  Queensland,'  published 
by  the  S.P.C.K. 

Choroli  Work. — One-third  of  the  population  may  be  considered  Church  members, 
since  they  accept  and  support  Church  ministration.  The  number  of  communicants 
18  reckoned  to  be  about  800,  and  there  are  10  Clergy,  serving  12  parishes  or  districts. 
In  1881  there  were  about  500  baptisms,  150  persons  were  confirmed,  and  4  were 
ordained.  The  State  provides  free  and  compulsory  secular  education,  and  in  largo 
towns  supports  grammar  schools ;  the  Sunday  schools  have  some  1,600  children  in 
attendance. 

Finance. — The  sum  of  4,600^.  was  raised  in  the  Diocese  in  1882  for  all  Church 
purposes.  No  State  aid  of  any  kind  is  given  for  religion.  The  Bishop  is  endeavour- 
ing to  purchase  land  while  it  can  be  had  at  a  moderate  price,  and  thus  to  create 
revenue  for  Church  purposes.  He  will  gladly  receive  gifts  of  Church  furniture  or 
decoration,  and  standard  theological  works  for  a  proposed  Clerical  Library. 

The  colleges  at  Sydney  have  hitherto  supplied  the  means  of  clerical  education. 
St.  Pianl's  College  is  connected  with  Sydney  University,  while  Moore  Collf  ge  gives 
strictly  theological  training.

Many  pereons,  both  Bnropeans  and  natives,  are  employed  in  tiansport-riding.  la 
some  distiiota  the  natives  are  adopting  agricultural  implements  for  cultivating 
maise,  uid  are  doing  well. 

Chnnh  Work. — The  members  of  the  Church  nnmber  4,738,  of  whom  1,437  ota 
licants.    The  parishes  are  10,  but  there  are  altogether  4S  centres  (inolading 
n  stations)  where  aerviee  is  held.    The  nuniber  of  Clergy  is  33. 
«ti<ni. — There  are  13  day,  6  evening,  and  16  Sunday  scbooU,  with  about  874 
csblldcen  under  instruction . 

Tntinl^  (Mlege. — St.  Alban's  College  for  training  natives  as  catecMsts  and 
csndidBles  for  Holy  Oiders  has  just  received  a  welcome  encouragement  in  the  gift 
af  A  honse  rent-free  for  live  years.  There  is  a  capital  sum  of  300i.,  the  interest  of 
wtiiali  pcovides  for  training  one  candidate.  Contributions  to  either  the  Building 
01  BndowmMit  Fund  are  much  needed. 

Xwii.^tfaese  must  be  nomerous  in  so  young  a  community,  whore  settlers  are 
ROattend  amongst,  an  overwhelming  native  population.  The  most  urgent  is  that  of 
foods  to  snpporC  the  raquisite  number  of  Clergy  to  provide  periodical  services  in  all 
jMwts  ot  the  colony.  For  the  general  work  of  the  Diocese,  therefore,  contributions  to 
tiu)  OlerKj  Snstentation  Fund  are  most  needed.  Of  other  needs  one  of  the  most 
praaiiig  IB  the  establislnaent  of  a  thoroughly  good  Diocesan  Grammar  Sohool,  tJie 
Government  system  of  secular  education  having  at  present  succeeded  in  crashing  all 
tHo  eStaU  at  the  Church  ia  this  direction.  Bt.  Anne's  College  for  Qirls,  with  its 
bruieliea  at  Qnytown,  Durban,  and  Bichmond,  has  been  set  on  foot  by  the  energy 
and  Ubwalli;  of  a  lady,  bat  will  ueed  steady  snpport  to  hold  its  own.

mOCSSS  OF  ZULVLAKD. 
OensTsI  Daicription. — This  is  a  missionary  Bishopric,  and 
was  founded  in  1870  as  a  memorial  to  the  late  Bishop 
Mackenzie,  of  Central  Africa.  It  includes  Swaziland,  Tonga- 
land,  and  Delagoa  Bay,  with  the  coast  to  the  north  thereof. 
Wand  all  between  the  coast  and  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
Transvaal  State,  and  its  area  may  be  roughly  stated  at  30O 
by  100  miles.  The  population  is  considerable,  but  impossible 
to  estimate  on  account  of  the  habits  of  the  natives,  who 
live  in  small  kraals,  scattered  over  the  country,  often  contain- 
ing only  six  to  ten  huts.  Among  the  Zulus  and  Swazies  a 
few  only  care  to  leave  the  land  to  work  for  wages  in  Natal ; 
the  Tongas  do  so  more  readily,  having  no  cattle.  The  Zulus, 
who  are  certainly  the  leading  race,  have  fine  natural  capa- 
bilitiea;  they  are  noble  in  their  bearing,  frank  and  shrewd;  idle,  because  their 
wants  are  small  and  too  easily  supplied  by  the  labour  of  their  vdves,  for  all  the 
tribes  are  polygamists.  They  have  no  trade,  and  live  on  mealies  (maize),  and  on  Kafir 
com  (millet)  with  curded  milk,  and  a  kind  of  beer  made  from  the  Kalir  com. 

Chvreli  Work. — The  late  war  caused  grievous  ruin  and  convulsion,  from  which  the 
Diocese  ia  only  slowly  recovering,  and  it  is  impossible  to  give  the  numbers  of  Church 
members.  In  Znluiand  there  are  five  stations,  with  four  priests  and  four  deacons  (of 
whom  one  is  a  native),  and  one  schoolmaster;  in  Swaziland  there  are  three  stations, 
nnder  the  charge  respectively  of  a  priest,  a  deacon,  and  a  catechist.  There  are 
■chools  at  all  the  stations,  bnt  for  the  most  part  small,  except  at  Kwawagwaza, 
where  the  attendance  is  about  fifty  by  day  and  seventy  in  the  evening,  and  at  St, 
AuKuatine's,  where  the  attendance  is  about  thirty-five  by  day. 

riainoe.— The  Diocese  is  absolutely  dependent  upon  external  aid.  The  S.P.O. 
grant  for  last  year  was  reduced  from  8261,  to  SOOl.  Private  effort  raises  abont  1,0001. 
a  year,  chiefly  through  the  inatrumentality  of  the  Ket  and  its  editor.  The  Bisboprio 
Endowment  Fnnd  does  not  at  present  produce  4001.  a  year.

DIOCESE  OF  FBETOBIA. 

Ctoneral  Deseription. — This  Diocese  was  founded  in  1877.  It 
consists  of  the  Transvaal  State,  the  area  of  which  is  120,000  square 
miles,  and  the  population  about  553,000.  As  a  consequence  of  the 
war,  immigration  ceased,  and  emigration  prevailed  to  a  ruinous  extent 
in  1881 ;  but  the  year  1882  was  one  of  transition  from  collapse  and 
confusion  to  the  more  calm  and  hopeful  times  in  which  we  are  at 
present.  The  Dutch  Boers  are  an  ignorant,  unprogressive,  and  in 
many  cases  a  degraded  race;  the  Kaffirs  very  hopeful.  Both  are 
engs^;ed  in  farming  and  stock-keeping.  The  principal  trade  is  in 
gold,  minerals,  wool,  and  common  agricultural  products,  and  is 
dUefly  in  the  hsmds  of  English,  Africanders,  and  Germans,  by  whom  also  mining 
opeialioQs  are  principally  conducted. 

Okvieh  Work. — l^e  number  of  Church  members  may  be  estimated  at  1,500 ;  the 
coipiininU»nt8  at  about  350.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  fresh  Clergy  came  to  my 
•id,  M|d  8  more  towards  the  close,  when  our  Siat  Synod  was  held.  There  are  now 
ll^OteBrgj — 6  Priests  and  5  Deacons — and  1  catechist.  The  churches  are  5,  and  4  more 
are.  building,  and  there  are  3  school  chapels,  besides  6  mission  stations.  The  returns 
of  baptisms  for  1882  are  imperfect ;  the  confirmations  were  37.  There  were  2  ordi- 
nations. Gliere  are  7  day  sdiools  and  11  Sunday  schools,  and  the  number  of  scholar^ 
ta  estimated  at  375. 

Prtiiliig  Heeds. — 1.  A  proper  income  for  the  Bishop,  whose  travelling  and  stable 
eiqwses  are  necessarily  very  large.  This  cannot  be  provided  by  a  scattered  pe<^e, 
snaall  in  munbers,.  who  have  their  local  Clergy  to  maintain.  2.  Maintenance  for 
itineraniCSergy;  to  whom  the  previous  remarks  apply.  3.  Good  buildings  for  Central 
J^iocesan  8<diools  in  Pretoria.  4.  Funds  for  commencing  mission  work  among  the 
natives.

PROVINCE  OF  GUIANA. 

DIOCESE  OF  Iq^UIANA. 

Oeneral  Description. — British  Guiana  is  the  part  of  Guiana  (or 
the  •  Wild  Coast ')  which  lies  between  Venezuela  and  the  river  Co- 
rentque ;  its  sea  coast  is  about  280  miles  long,  and  it  stretches  inland 
for  a  distance  varying  from  300  to  450  miles.  The  origin  of  the 
colony  is  supposed  to  have  been  a  settlement  effected  by  some  Hol- 
landers on  the  Pomeroon  and  Essequibo  rivers  in  1580,  which,  after 
various  vicissitudes,  finally  became  British  territory  in  1796.  It  con- 
tains an  area  of  about  76,000  square  miles,  and  is  divided  into  three 
counties— Demerara,  Essequibo,  and  Berbice.  The  population  in  1881 
was  252,186  (of  whom  about  8,000  are  aborigines),  having  increased 
■  by  nearly  60,000  in  the  last  ten  years.  The  immigrants  in  1882 
Were  nearly  4,000,  coming  from  the  West  India  Islands  and  the  East  Indies.  The 
iMBople  are  as  a  rule  quiet  and  law-abiding,  especially  those  bom  in  the  colony.  They 
tixe  <5hiefly  employed  in  agriculture,  the  staple  products  being  sugar,  rum,  molasses, 
coffee,  cocoa,  and  timber. 

Chnrch' Work.— Guiana  was  once  part  of  the  Diocese  of  Barbados,  but  was  erected 
into  a  separate  See  in  1842,  when  the  present  Bishop  (then  Archdeacon),  Dr.  William 
Piercy  Austin,  was  consecrated.  There  are  82  parishes,  districts,  chapelries,  and  mis- 
M:obary  stations,  and  39  Clergy  in  all,  besides  about  70  catechists  and  schoolmasters. 
Thfe  Communicants  number  18,131.    According  to  the  latest  annual  returns  the  baj>- 
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t  iHmi  wora  8,968,  tho  oonflrmatlonii  602,  and  thoro  was  ono  ordination.  There  art  77 
(lay  nohoolH  oonnooto<l  with  tho  (7hun^h,  oontnlninfr  about  8,60()  Moliolam.

Ono  very  heavy 
oharge  in  oonneotion  witli  the  building  will  bo  tho  foundatlcms,  estimated  at  I0|800l. 
These  are  necessary  to  support  tho  enormous  weight  of  tlio  structure,  12,881  tonii  ot 
which  4,188  are  at  the  west  end,  where  tho  two  towers  will  bo.

JM  General  Desoription.— In  tho  year  1824  Jamaica,  the  Bahamaa, 

£B^  and  the  sottlomonts  in  tho  Day  of  Honduras  were  oroatwl  a  Bishop** 

WW  Boo,  but  the  Bahamas  havo  since  boon  made  a  soparnto  Diocese,  and 

^^^■^^      the  Diocese  now  consists  of  the  island  of  Jiuniilca,  which  is  144  milea 

long  bv  40  broad,  and  contains  4,108  sauare  miles.  The  oeneus  of 
1881  showed  a  population  of  880,804,  of  whom  14,482  were  white*, 
100,048  oolourcd,  444,188  black.  11,018  coolies,  00  Chinese,  and  1,126 
not  stated.  Tho  chief  ooctipat  Ion  of  the  labouring  classes  is  a^^oul* 
turo.  They  work  on  sugar  estates,  (x>ffoe  plantations,  and  oattlo- 
breeding  pens,  or  farms,  ^any  of  t4iom  aro  small  settlers,  cultivating 
their  own  lamls,  \\\  which  they  grow  olilofly  ground  provisions,  fruit, 
oofToo,  and  sugar.  Thoro  are  also  t  radesmon  of  viifiouH  cIimnos,  such  m  masons,  oar* 
ponters,  shoonmkers,  bhieksmiths,  cooiH)rH,  imd  the  like.  Tho  only  Immigration  ia 
that  of  Kast  Indian  coolies,  who  aro  brought  to  Jtimalca.(undor  arrangements 
sanctioned  and  oontrolle<l  by  Government)  to  servo  on  the  sugar  estates  and  oofleo 
plantations  for  a  term  of  years,  at  a  fixed  rate  of  payment.  Hinoo  1870  the  average 
number  that  has  landed  each  year  has  been  020.  About  one-third  of  thoio  immi- 
grants return  to  India  when  their  period  of  sorviiw  expires.  In  Heptember  1880  tho 
whole  number  of  Kast  Indian  immigrants  in  Jamaica  was  18,227,  of  whom  441  had 
deposltod  18,888/.  in  the  (lovernuient  savings  banks.  The  coolies  who  returned  to 
India  between  1871  and  1880  took  with  them  80,188/.  in  Uovornment  bills.  Thoro  ia 
a  great  opening  for  mission  work  among  these  )N)ople. 

Ohuron  Work.  -Not  nearly  so  many  persons  filled  In  the  n^turn  relating  to 
religious  denominations  in  the  census  of  IKHl  as  in  that  of  1871,  so  that  enoh  of  the 
princi|>al  religious  bodies  has  ap|)arently  fewer  adhortmts  than  befcms  Of  the  whole 
|)opulation  ^880,804),  as  many  as  280,000  failed  to  return  theinselves  as  iwlonging 
to  any  religious  body;  of  Uioso  who  did  make  a  naurn  110,224  belonged  to  tho 
(Jhurcn  of  Rngland,  and  about  100,000  to  all  other  denominations.  There  are  on  the 
diocesan  Uits  for  1882,  S|4,)08  registered  communiq^nts,  besides  8,018  othor  i)orsoni^ 
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'whx),  as  registered  non-communicants,  subscribe  regularly  to  the  fnnds  of  the  Chnrchi 
as  eommimicants  are  expected  to  do.  Total  registered  members,  27,116.  The  nnmbef 
of  consecrated  churches  is  95;  in  addition  to  which  there  are  43  school  chapels, 
in  which  Divine  service  is  regularly  held  by  Clergymen  and  catechists.  Of  these  83 
are  mission  stations,  in  connection  with  the  Jamaica  Church  Home  and  Foreign 
Jfissionaiy  Society.  There  are  74  Clergy  on  the  active  list,  and  also  56  licensed 
cateohists.  The  baptisms  in  1882  were  7,232;  the  confirmations  2,698;  and  the 
ordinations  14 — 7  IMests  and  6  Deacons. 

Bdueation. — The  Church  has  223  primary  schools  under  Government  inspection, 
with  about  18,000  scholars.  The  Government  grant  earned  by  these  schools  was 
5,4402.,  or  about  one- third  of  the  whole  amount  earned  by  denominational  schools. 
The  last  complete  return  showed  138  Sunday  schools  (including  those  kept  at  out- 
stations),  and  20,176  scholars. 

During  1882  the  Church  of  England  and  Collegiate  School  at  Kingston  was 
brought  into  active  operation.  There  is  a  good  stafiE  of  masters,  and  an  attendance 
of  about  160  boys,  several  of  whom  passed  the  Cambridge  Local  Examination  held  in 
December. 

Fiaaase. — The  total  voluntary  contributions  in  1882  (including  special  efforts 
made  for  restoration  of  churches  and  schools  destroyed  or  injured  by  the  hurricane 
of  1880)  were  20,4142.  from  churches,  and  3132.  from  mission  stations.  These 
amonnts  are  exclusive  of  day-school  fees.  The  Colonial  and  Continental  Church 
Sodetj  aids  in  sustaining  Clergy  in  five  parishes,  at  a  cost  of  2602.,  and  the  S.P.C.K. 
gives  frequent  and  libci^  aid  towards  church  and  school  buildings.  The  Christian 
I^th  Society  g^ves  about  4502.,  and  the  Taylor  Trust  and  the  Ladies'  Association 
assist  school  and  other  work  to  the  extent  of  about  2402.  a  year.  During  the  past 
year  considerable  progress  was  made  in  restoring  the  numerous  churches  and  schools 
destroyed  and  injured  by  the  hurricane  of  1880,  and  they  will  probably  all  be  ready 
for  use  again  in  1883. 

If  sods. — The  following  are  among  the  pressing  needs  of  the  Diocese  at  the  present 
time :  (1)  Assistance  for  the  General  Sustentatiou  Fund,  to  aid  in  maintenance  of  the 
Cleigy  in  poor  parishes.   (2)  Completion  of  Episcopal  Endowment  Fund.    This  fund 
ocAsists  of  8,0002. ;  if  increased  to  1 2,000/.  the  churches  would  be  relieved  from  the 
annual  charge  required  to  make  up  the  Bishop's  stipend  of  5002.    (3)  A  regular  annual 
supply  of  three  or  four  men  from  England,  f  idly  qualified  for  the  work  of  the  ministry. 
C4)  Aid  towards  the  support  of  the  Diocesan  Theological  College.    A  building  has 
h^sa  purchased  for  1,0002.  (chiefly  borrowed),  but  there  are  no  endowments  for  salary 
of  principal,  or  support  of  students.    At  present  there  are  three  men  in  residence  at  * 
the  college  (which  we  call  a  Divinity  School),  and  two  more  are  coming  next  term. 
Besides  some  assistance  given  to  catechists  of  a  lower  grade,  21  catechists  are  under 
special  direction  in  their  studies,  for  which  they  reside  at  the  Institution  for  short 
periods  during  the  year.    The  Bev.  J.  B.  Ellis  is  tutor  in  charge.    It  is  desirable  that 
provision  should  be  made  for  the  maintenance  and  education  of  so  many  students  as 
would  furnish  six  candidates  for  Ordination  yearly.    For  several  years  past  about 
2502.  has  been  spent  in  assisting  in  various  ways  in  the  training  of  Clergy  and  cate- 
chists.   (5)  One  or  two  Clergymen  who  could  do  ordinary  parish  work  during  a 
portion  of  their  time,  in  connection  with  churches  in  the  sugar-growing  districts, 
and  devote  the  rest  of  their  time  to  mission  work  among  the  coolies,  and  to  training 
catechists  for  this  particular  work. 

British  Honduras. — Since  the  disestablishment  of  the  Church  in  Jamaica  and 
British  Honduras,  there  has  been  no  definite  settlement  of  the  relations  between  the 
churches  in  the  two  countries.  Until  the  present  year.  During  a  part  of  this  time  a 
retired  Bishop  of  Jamaica  exercised  Episcopal  authority  over  British  Honduras,  but 
that  arrangement  has  now  ceased,  and  the  present  Bishop  of  Jamaica  has  been  asked 
to  give  the  needful  supervision.  This  he  will  probably  do,  until  a  more  satisfactory 
arrangement  can  be  made,  but  the  Church  in  Jamaica  needs  the  entire  services  of 
its  Bishop.  In  February  of  this  year  the  Bishop  of  Jamaica  visited  Honduras ; 
secured  the  passing  of  a  law  by  the  Colonial  Legislature  removing  hindrances  to 
Diocesan  organisation  caused  by  defective  disestablishment  laws;  and  then  held 
a  Synod  for  passing  canons  and  completing  the  ecclesiastical  organisation.  At  the 
same  time  two  Priests  were  ordained,  and  170  persons  were  confirmed.  Axt«xv^<^- 
ments  are  being  made,  under  the  direction  of  the  Archbisliop  oi  Caxi\.ex\svM:^A^'5^ 
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giving  ecclesiastical  validity  and  completeness  to  the  Piocesan  organisation.  For 
the  present  the  Diocese  will  remain  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  Jamaica, 
the  Bev.  J.  Oldfield  being  his  resident  commissary,  but  it  is  hoped  that  before  long 
a  resident  Bishop  may  be  appointed,  who  will  also  exercise  the  functions  of  a  Hiis- 
sionary  Bishop  among  the  large  English  population  scattered  over  the  surrounding 
portions  of  Central  America. 

The  following  particulars  respecting  British  Honduras  are  available  at  present 
The  area  of  the  colony  is  7,562  square  miles,  and  the  population  in  1881  was  27»452. 
It  is  about  700  miles  due  west  of  Jamaica,  on  the  east  coast  of  Central  America, 
Formerly  there  was  direct  communication  to  and  fro  between  Jamaica  and 
Honduras,  but  now,  while  there  is  an  occasional  steamer  to  Honduras,  the  return 
journey  ordinarily  includes  a  sea  voyage  of  five^  days  to  New  Orleans,  thenoe  a 
journey  by  sea  or  land  to  New  York,  and  thence  a  sea  voyage  to  Jamaica  of  six 
days. 

There  are  three  resident  Clergy  in  Honduras,' though  more  are  needed.  Two 
reside  in  the  town  of  Belize,  where  there  are  two  chmx^hes,  needing  the  regnlar 
services  of  a  Priest  and  a  Deacon.  The  other  is  opening  up  mission  work  in  the 
northern  district,  at  Orange  Walk  and  Corosal.  There  is  a  mission  station,  with  a 
cateohist,  at  Toledo,  a  settlement  in  the  southern  district.  The  contributions  of  the 
people  for  Church  purposes  amount  to  about  600Z.  a  year.

DI0CS8S  OF  BABBAD08  AHD  THE  WIVDWAED  I8LAHB8. 

Gtoneral  Deseription. — The  Diocese  of  Barbados,  founded  in  1894, 
originally  extended  from  British  Quiana  to  the  Virgin  Islands,  and^ 
was   divided   into    three   archdeaconries — Barbados,   Quiana,    and. 
Antigua.    After  the  resignation  of  the  first  Bishop,  Dr.  Williank. 
Hart  Coleridge,  the  Diocese  was  divided  into  three,  each  ArchdeaconTjr' 
becoming  a  separate  See,  and  Archdeacon  Pany,  of  Barbados,  hecsm^ 
Bishop  of  that  Diocese,  to  whom  Dr.  Mitchinson  succeeded  in  1878* 
Before  his  appointment  Trinidad  had  become  a  separate  Diocese,  an& 
daring  his  episcopate  the  islands  of  St.  Vincent  and  Grenada,  wills. 
the  Grenadines  and  Tobago,  were  formed  into  the  Diocese  of  th9 
Windward  Islands.    St.  Lucia  was  not  incorporated  with  the  othe^ 
islands,  but  by  their  Anglican  Church  ordinance  of  1875  the  Bishop  of  Barbados  ha0 
episcopal  supervision  over  the  Anglican  congregation^  there,  though  he  has  no  legally 
defined  jurisdiction.    On  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Mitchinson  in  1881,  the  present; 
Bishop  was  appointed,  and  was  consecrated  in  Lambeth  Palace  Chapel,  on  St.  Philip 
and  St.  James's  Day,  1882. 

Diooese  of  Barbadoi. 

Church  Work. — The  Diocese  is  co-extensive  with  the  island  of  Barbados,  and  haf 
a  population,  according  to  the  last  census,  of  171,860,  of  whom  151,048  are  entered 
as  belonging  to  the  Church  of  England.  The  number  of  communicants  in  1882  was 
11,128,  and  there  were  48  Clergy,  including  those  holding  chaplaincies  and  engaged 
in  educational  work,  besides  14  Lay  Headers.  The  baptisms  were  6,128,  the  con- 
firmations 1,395,  and  2  Priests  were  ordained.  There  are  11  parish  churches  and  34 
district  chapels. 

Sdnoation.— The  Island  possesses  the  College  founded  in  1710  by  General  Cod« 
rington,  whose  name  it  bears.  It  is  administered  by  the  S.P.G.,  who  are  the  trustees 
under  his  will,  and  it  was  affiliated  in  1875  to  the  University  of  Durham.  Libend 
provision  is  made  throughout  the  Colony  for  education,  under  the  control  of  an 
Education  Board,  with  an  annual  grant  from  the  Colonial  Legislature  limited  to 
15,0002.  There  are  3  first  grade  and  6  second  grade  schools.  The  Churdi  has  146 
elementaiy  schools,  with  8,632  scholars,  and  the  Wesleyans  have  21,  the  Moravians 
20  schools,  with  1,295  and  1,223  scholars  respectively. 

Finance. — The  Church  is  established  and  salaried  by  the  Colonial  Legislature. 
The  Bishop  receives  1,0002.,  the  rectors  3252.  with  residence  and  glebe,  and  the 
curates  2001  per  annum,  with,  in  some  cases,  a  very  small  glebe  and  either  a  house 
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or  an  allowance  for  rent.  Tlie  offertories  in  1 882  produced  2,239Z.,  the  pew-rents 
1 ,429/.,  sabscriptions  and  donations  1,027Z.,  and  2,092/.  was  raised  by  other  methods, 
including  1,500/.  advanced  by  the  Legislature  for  Church  building,  on  the  security  of 
the  parish  rates.    In  some  cases  the  returns  have  been  defective. 

Koeds.^— An  increased  supply  of  Clergy  to  meet  the  rapidly  increasing  population, 
each  Clergyman  having  on  an  average  4,000  souls  under  bis  care ;  also  an  augmenta- 
tion of  certain  curacies,  for  which  at  least  1,000/.  is  needed.  A  Diocesan  Church 
Fund  was  started  at  the  session  of  the  Church  Council  for  1883,  and  about  200/. 
a  year  was  promised  at  once.  An  earnest  appeal  for  aid  to  this  Fund  is  made  to  the 
proprietors  of  estates,  most  of  whom  live  in  England. 

Diocese  of  the  Windward  Islands. 

Church  Work. — This  Diocese  is  divided  into  two  Archdeaconries — St.  Vincent, 
including  that  island  and  the  Grenadines,  and  Grenada,  including  Tobago.  The 
population  is  .101,002,  of  whom  43,877  are  Church  members,  and  6,100  are  com- 
niTmlcants.  There  are  21  Clergy,  7  licensed  readers,  and  32  Churches.  The  education 
is  denominational,  and  is  assisted  by  Government  grants. 

Finaaee.— In  Grenada  the  Church  is  disestablished  and  disendowed,  saving  vested 
interests;  in  St.  Vincent  and  Tobago  it  is  disestablished,  but  there  is  concurrent 
endowment,  the  Wesleyans,  Moravians,  and  Boman  Catholics  receiving  aid  according 
to  their  numbers.  Formerly  the  Church  received  a  large  amount  of  Imperial  aid, 
but  as  each  vested  right  lapses,  this  is  withdrawn,  and  in  a  few  years  it  will  be 
extinct.  For  the  salaries  of  the  Clergy,  and  for  building  and  repairing  churches, 
schools,  and  parsonages,  the  Church  must  depend  on  voluntary  effort,  which  means 
really  the  pence  of  the  labouring  classes,  who  are  very  poor.  There  are  churches 
now  standing  unfinished,  and  schools  crumbling  to  ruin,  for  lack  of  funds,  and 
complaints  come  in  from  all  parishes  as  to  the  difficulty  of  getting  in  the  Sustenta-* 
tion  Fnnd.  The  Wesleyans  and  other  bodies  receive  aid  from  home,  but  we  receive 
none,  with  the  exception  of  a  grant  from  the  Christian  Faith  Society.  Unless  some 
assistance  is  given,  the  position  of  the  Anglican  Church  will  become  very  critical 
when  the  Imperial  grants  are  all  withdrawn.  The  Bishop  receives  no  salary  beyond 
the  payment  of  his  travelling  expenses. 

Heeds. — Among  other  needs  one  of  the  most  pressing  is  some  provision  for  higher 
education,  of  which  there  is  practically  none.

DIOCESE  OF  NASSAU. 

General  Description. — The  See  of  Nassau  was  founded  in  1861, 
having  been  previously  an  archdeaconry  of  Jamaica.  The  Diocese 
consists  of  the  Bahama  Islands  together  with  Turks  and  Caicos 
group,  and  has  an  area  of  about  4,420  square  miles.  The  Bahamas 
lie  south-east  of  the  coast  of  Florida,  and  north-east  of  Cuba,  and 
the  Turks  and  Caicos  lie  to  the  south  of  the  Bahamas. 

The  population  according  to  the  census  of  1881  was  48,253.  The 
character  of  the  people  is  indolent,  and  among  the  lower  classes 
there  is  much  immorality.  They  are  an  agricultural  people,  grow- 
ing sugar-cane,  vegetables,  pine-apples,  and  other  fruit.  The  prin- 
cipal trade  is  in  sponges,  and  some  pearls  also  are  found,  which 
generally  realise  a  good  price. 

Church  Work. — The  number  of  mission  stations,  including  churches,  is  81 ;  of 
Clergy  14 ;  of  professing  Church  people  about  13,037,  and  of  communicants  3,491. 
One  Cleigyman  has  been  ordained,  and  there  have  been  about  777  baptisms  and  412 
confirmations  in  the  Diocese  in  1882. 

Education. — There  are  13  Church  day  schools  (apart  from  Government)  with  1,820 
scholars,  and  21  Sunday  schools,  having  an  estimated  number  of  3,300  scholars. 

Tinanee. — The  amount  raised  in  the  Diocese  for  Church  work  in  1882  (exclusive  of 
Government  stipends,  and  interest  on  Diocesan  Funds)  was  1,8812.  Is.  2<2.

7,8tfS  chlldron.  HuIIkIduh  in«truutluii  ii  givun  for  ono  honr  In  tho  week  to  our 
chtidroD  v/lw  nlLuiiil  (Jovornmunt  iwhool*  iu  tho  town  and  lotuu  other  parUhcM. 
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The  Chnich  of  England  has  9  Sunday  schools,  with  460  scholars.  We  have  no  high 
school  or  coU^^.  The  Qaeen's  College,  maintained  by  Government,  excludes  religion. 
The  Bomah  Catholics  have  a  college,  chiefly  maintained  by  Government,  and  there 
is  also  a  Spanish  college. 

Keedf . — 1.  More  Clergy.  Thirty  years  ago, when  parts  of  the  island,  now  cultivated, 
were  forest,  and  the  Church  population,  by  census,  was  only  16,246,  there  were  an 
Archdeacon,  16  other  Clergy,  and  4  catechists  ;  now  there  is  a  Bishop,  14  other  Clergy, 
and  6  catechists.  There  has  been  expansion  in  everything  except  the  staff  of  the 
Church  of  England. 

2.  Money.    The  income  of  the  Sustentation  Fund  barely  suffices  for  the  present 

salaries,  and  leaves  no  margin  for  aid  to  buildings,  which,  being  mostly  of  timber,  do 

not  last  long  in  a  damp  tropical  climate.    The  expense  of  building  is  far  beyond  the 

means  of  congregations  consisting  chiefly  of  labourers  and  persons  of  the  lower 

middle  class.  The  Bishop's  income  and  gifts  from  his  former  parishes  in  England  have 

alone  made  possible  several  of  these  works  of  first  necessity.     Within  10  years,  7  new 

churches  have  been  built,  and  5  churches  and  1  parsonage  rebuilt,  besides  enlarge- 

m^ents  and  extensive  repairs.    Parishes  struggling  with  local  wants  contribute  little 

to  the  IMocesan  Fund,  and  other  causes  connected  with  the  circumstances  and  habits 

of  the  people  make  it  difl^cult  to  maintain  even  the  present  income,  which  does 

not  enable  the  Bishop  to  employ  an  additional  catechist,  much  less  to  organise  a 

mission  among  the  Hindoo  immigrants,  which  is  a  first  duty  of  the  Church.    He 

regrets   being  obliged  to  leave  this  good  work  to  a  well-appointed  Presbyterian 

mission  from  Nova  Scotia. 

3.  JleHffious  ediieationfor  the  upper  and  middle  classes.  The  Queen's  College,  pre- 
oocnpying  the  ground  and  excluding  religion,  while  the  Roman  Catholics  have  their 
own  college,  largely  aided  by  Government,  is  a  grievance  to  Protestants,  who  furnish 
the  greater  number  of  its  pupils.

mm  General  Description. — This  Diocese  was  founded  in  1842.    It  is  of 

ff^  an  exceptional  nature,  including  British  congregations  in  the  Canary 

rvBttt"^      Islands,  in  Madeira,  on  the  coast  of  Morocco,  in  Spain,  Portugal,  Italy, 
•Ft^iCrit      Q^^  Greece,  on  the  seaboard  and  islands  of  the  Mediterranean  (ex- 
cepting Egypt  and  Syria),  in  the  Adriatic  and  Grreek  Archipelago,  at 
Constantinople,  in  Roumania  and  on  the  seaboard  of  Asia  Minor,  and 
on  the  shores  of  the  Black  Sea.    The  ministrations  of  the  Clergy  are 
confined  to  members  of  the  Church  of  England,  except  in  the  case  of 
the  few  Clergy  appointed  by  the  Church  Missionary  Society  and  the 
London  Society  for  Promoting  Christianity  among  the  Jews.    The 
soldiers  at  Gibraltar,  in  Malta,  and  Cyprus  are  under  the  charge  of  chaplains,  who 
are  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop,  but  of  the  Chaplain-General. 

Church  Work. — There  are  90  Clergy  and  41  churches,  but  at  30  only  of  the  chap- 
laincies are  services  held  during  the  whole  year.  Some  of  the  chaplaincies,  e.g.  in 
Northern  Italy,  are  for  the  summer  only ;  others  for  the  winter  and  spring,  e.g.  along 
the  Biviera,  in  France  and  Italy.  The  Jews'  Society  has  mission  stations  at  Bucha- 
rest, Smyrna,  Constantinople,  Tunis,  and  Mogador.  Between  October  1881  and 
October  1882  confirmations  were  held  at  Cannes,  Milan,  Turin,  Genoa,  Florence, 
Borne,  Naples,  Malta,  Nicosia,  Polynesia,  at  the  camp  in  Cyprus,  and  at  Smyrna.  No 
ordinations  were  held ;  Clergy  are  not  qualified  for  the  work  of  a  chaplain  abroad 
till  they  have  learned  experience  of  ministerial  duty  at  home,  so  that  the  Bishop  of 
Gibraltar  rarely  ordains. 

Education. — There  are  few  poor  in  this  Diocese ;  the  English*  belong  almost  en- 
tirely to  the  npper  and  middle  classes,  and  send  their  children  to  England  toT 
ednoation.    There  is,  however^  a  school  for  the  English  poor,  m  (^TlTl^c^.\oxi^^i^  ^^ 
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Momorlal  Churoliiit  OonHtiintinoplo,  und  at  OibralUr  ami  Lisbon  tboro  ato  Clmroli 
tohuolM  for  tlio  liibouring  dawi;  at  Miiltn  and  (jjibrultar  thuro  aro  solioolv  fbr  tho 
diildron  of  Koldiorn,  and  at  Oibraltar  and  Hniyrna  tltoro  aro  nilddlo  cImi  nohoolN,  but 
thoy  aro  in  thu  handH  of  laynuui,  and  not  in  oonnootion  with  tbo  Churoli  of  Knglond.

Church  Work.  <  The  (-huiTh  of  Kngland  ban  done  conipamtlvely  little  hitherto  fc»r 
thlN  vant  n^glon.  The  available  ])olntN  when«  nitHHlouH  might  have  b(«en  ttHtnbllHbod 
in  thlM  DloeeHC,  aM  now  couMtltuted,  are  Ilong  Kong,  Kuehow,  the  mpltal  of  Fuklon, 
Araoy  on  thoHouth  border  of  the  Hame  j)rovhu'e.  the  Inland  of  Konnona,  Swatow  ut 
tho  eiiHtern  extremity  of  the  province  of  Kwan^tung,  tho  gnMvt  city  of  ('anton,  tbo 
capital  of  Kwangtung,  dlntant  abo\it  80  mllen  from  Ilong  Kong,  the  inland  of  Hainan, 
and  Takhol  at  the  wentern  extrendty  of  Kwangtung.  All  thene  itolntn,  with  the  exoop- 
tion  of  thu  two  laHt  mentioned,  are  occupied  by  ('lirlntlan  mlnHioimrleH  fnun  Kngland 
and  America,  b\it  1  regret  to  nay  that  until  lant  year  Clnm^j  of  Knghnid  mlNHlonarlcH 
woro  found  only  in  Hong  Kong  and  Kuchow.  Lant  yt»ar  Canton  wan  mad<»  a  miniiion 
station  of  the  Church  Mlnslonary  Hocioty  In  addition  to  Ilong  Kong  and  Ftichow. 
Tho  iBlandH  of  Hainan  and  Takhoi  an\  1  hope,  alno  Hoon  to  be  occu]>led  l>y  tho  samo 
Booiety.

TJw  chiot  miatilonary  snccoss  in  U\o  iHoceHo  bun  \ioeii  rcaliMod  In  tho  Fnkirn 
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Mission.  Acoording  to  the  last  report  there  are  upwards  of  100  mission  stations 
scattered  over  a  large  part  of  the  province,  93  native  catechists  who  are  paid,  and  a 
large  noxnb^  of  nnpaid  helpers,  4  native  Clergy,  2,244  baptised  members  and  1,386 
commimioants.  There  is  a  college  for  the  training  of  native  catechists  and  Clergy, 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  Bev.  E.  Stewart,  M.A.  I  have  not  at  hand  the  statis- 
tics of  the  Hong  Kong  and  Canton  Missions. 

Xhe  ^(Bssionary  College  at.  Hong  Kong,  spoken  of  in  the  Bishop  of  London^s  letter 
qnofed  above,  has  not  been  found  to  answer  the  wishes  of  its  founders.  The  endless 
variety  of  cUalects  in  China  prevents  the  possibility  of  carrying  out  the  original  scheme  of 
a  Training  College  for  all  China,  and  the  teaching  of  English  as  the  medium  of  training 
was  found  to  be  too  great  a  temptation  to  the  youths  who  had  while  in  college  sought 
and- obtained  baptism  to  derive  lucrative  appointments  in  English  mercantUe  houses, 
rather  than  the  self-denying  work  of  a  Christian  catechist  or  clergyman.  I  have 
therefore  found  great  difficulty,  as  my  predecessors  did,  in  carrying  out  this  part  of 
the  original  scheme,  although,  if  Church  of  England  missions  increase  and  prosper  in 
thepiovince  of  Kwangtung,  in  which  Hong  Kong  is  situated,  I  do  not  despair  of  seeing 
the  ooU^  supplied  with  native  Christian  students.  In  the  meantime  the  building 
known,a8  St.  Paul's  College,  part  of  which  is  the  Bishop's  residence,  is  being  utilised 
as  a  day  school  for  European  children,  and  free  quarters  are  given  to  the  master  of 
the  school  and  also  to  one  or  more  chaplains.

DIOCESE  OF  MATTBITITrS. 

General  Description. — This  See  was  founded  in  1854 ;  it  is,  and 
will  be  for  many  years,  rather  of  a  missionary  than  a  colonial  type. 
It  is  co-extensive  with  the  colony  and  its  dependencies,  which  com- 
prise 149  small  islands  widely  scattered  over  the  southern  Indian  Ocean, 
at  distances  varying  from  300  to  1,200  miles  from  the  colony.    The 
most  important  group,  the  Seychelles,  is  nearly  1,000  miles  to  the 
north,  and  nearly  on  the  Equator.    The  actual  area  of  land  is,  how- 
ever, only  about  1,400  square  mUes,  of  which  Mauritius  itself  oc- 
cupies 714.    The  little  work  hitherto  attempted  in  the  neighbouring 
French  island  of  B^union  (115  miles  to  the  west)  has  been  done  from 
Mauritius ;  and  till  the  formation  of  a  separate  missionary  Bishopric  in 
1874,  Madagascar,  300  miles  farther  westward,  was  also  included*  in  the  Diocese. 
SpiBcopal  ministrations  were  also  rendered  to  the  Mombasa  Mission  of  the  C.M.S., 
by  xeqwBBt,  in  1864  and  1878,    The  population  amounts  to  378,809,  of  whom  all  but 
17,962  are  found  in  the  island  of  Mauritius.    There  are  248,993  British  Indians,  and 
the  rest  form  the  mixed  general  population  of  English,  French,  Creoles,*  Mala- 
gacfaes,  Africans,  and  Chinese.     The  population  of  the  Seychelles  Archipelago  is 
14,081,  and  of  the  other  scattered  islets  3,881.     On  the  census  day  of  .1881  the 
military  and  sailors  in  Mauritius  numbered  436  and  537  respectively,  but  the  number 
of  sailors  who  arrived  in  British  ships  in  the  course  of  the  year  was  nearly  9,400.    The 
population  of  the  island  has  exactly  doubled  during  the  last  thirty  years,  and  it  is 
more  dosely  distributed  than  that  of  Belgium. 

Immigration. — There  are  248,993  coolies,  of  whom  more  than  half  were  bom  in 
India.  They  begin  now  to  settle  more  permanently  in  the  colony,  and  have  driven 
out  the  Creoles  of  African  descent,  being  more  thrifty,  intelligent,  and  diligent. 
Originally  labourers  under  contract  on  the  sugar  estates,  they  are  becoming  largely 
an  independent  population  of  agricultural  labourers,  servants,  hawkers,  and  small 
tradesmen.  In  the  latter  position,  however,  they  are  beaten  by  the  Chinese,  who 
number  3,356.  The  Arabs  are  the  chief  rice  merchants,  the  Creoles  the  chief  artisans. 
Sugar,  vanilla,  and  lately  aloes  (for  fibre),  are  the  chief  industries  of  Mauritius ; 
coffee,  chocolate,  and  cocoa-nut  oil,  of  the  dependencies.  The  export  and  import  trade 
is  very  great,  but  the  chief  wealth  is  in  the  hands  of  Koman  Catholics,  of  French  ex- 
traction. Our  own  community  consists  mainly  of  Government  employes,  who  consider 
Bngland  their  natural  and  future  home,  and  who  seek  to  lay  by  for  retirement,  and 
of  oonverts  from  the  Indian  immigrants,  who  are  scattered,  irrespectively  ot  t^c^  ^x 

Jo  Maarftitwa  'Creole* is  a  person  bom  on  the  island,  ot  whatevex  e?[tcM:^kiIi ox  ^id^'crw* 
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languaf^Q,  ovor  tho  wliolo  Inland.  An  unusual  proportion  of  both  thoso  olaMoa  oonslits 
of  unmarried  men,  and  luoh  a  population  is  very  uncertain.  This  olroumstanoo  adda 
to  tho  importnnoo,  no  loss  than  to  tho  dlffloultj  and  reiteration,  of  our  work.  Great 
opposition  is  maintained  by  the  Roman  Oatholio  Ohuroh,  but  their  hold  over  the  malo 
portion  of  their  fiook  lias  muoli  weakened  of  lato  years.  The  original  oreole  element 
of  our  population,  having  been  negleoted  by  our  Ohuroh  at  tho  slave  emancipation, 
was  absorbed  by  Homo,  and  beoamo  more  or  loss  Fronoli  in  sympathy.  It  is  now 
greatly  waning  in  numlK)rs  and  influenoe,  and  the  only  remedy  against  the  early 
MupersoNMion  of  thin  kindly  and  intoresting  olass  by4he  Indian  immigrants,  lies  in  the 
infusion  of  pure  roligion  and  of  Knglish  civilisation  and  education. 

Ohuroh  work.  —Tho  QHtimato<l  iiuinbi^r  of  Ohuroh  members  (entered  very  Imper- 
fectly in  tho  liiMt  oouHtm)  is  from  0,000  to  10,000,  of  whom  2,861  are  Indians,  and 
8,800  nioro  belong  to  tho  dopondonoios.  Tho  communicants  are  estimated  at  1,800, 
of  whom  460  tiro  Indians.  Thoro  nro  60  oongrcgations  — 18  Knglish,  21  French, 
1 1  Ilimlhi,  12  Tamil,  1  Hongali,  and  1  Tolugu— using  in  common  tho  28  churches  and 
school  clmpols.  Tiio  i)ars(>nagQs  and  mission  houses  number  11.  The  Olergy  are  20-  - 
0  for  Knglish,  6  for  Fronch,  and  9  for  Indian  work.  Tho  baptisms  in  1882  were  287 
among  the  gonoral  population,  and  241  among  Indians.  Oonflrmations  wore  hold  8 
times,  and  167  persons  woro  oonfirmod— 76  of  the  gonoral  population,  and  82  Indians. 
One  Indian  was  ordalnod— tho  first  instance  of  an  Indian  croolo  being  ordained. 

Sduoation.— This  work  was  bogun  by  the  Ohuroh  in  1880,  but  since  then  many 
schools  have  boon  transforrod  to  tho  Government  Dopartmont,  which  gives  full  oppor- 
tunity to  all  Cliristlim  donominations  to  instruct  tholr  own  youth  in  religion  during 
school  hours..  DohIcIon  thoso,  the  Ohuroh  has  86  day  and  1 1  Hun<lay  schools,  containing 
respeotlvoly  1,884  and  446  scholars ;  among  tho  former  are  many  heathen.  It  is  hoped 
that  tho  local  government  is  about  to  introduce  measures  for  tho  oducation  of  tho 
masses.  Tho  Iloman  Oatholio  Ohuroh  has  a  lai^go  number  of  educational  agents,  and 
bitterly  opposes  the  exooUent  governmental  svstom. 

Finanoe.— During  the  year  1882,  4,0002.  (including  aid  from  the  Home  Societies) 
was  raised  from  private  sources  for  Ohuroh  work.  The  Qovemment  contributes  to 
the  stipend  of  tho  Bishop  (as  *  sonior  chaplain '),  pays  four  Olergymen  wholly,  and 
othors  partly.  Letters  patent  woro  withdrawn  by  the  Orown  in  1872,  but  disendow- 
mont  wai  avorttxl.  The  Diocese  is  under  great  obligations  to  liomo  societies ;  tlio 
H.P.G.  assists  tlve  Clergy,  the  O.M.H.  six.  The  number  and  composition  of  the  popu- 
lation, together  with  the  [)eouliar  dlfticultles  of  missionary  work  in  sucli  close  contaot 
with  llomanism,  furnish 'strong  pleas  for  tho  maintenance  and  increase  of  help  from 
tho  mother  Churuh. 

Ohuroh  Oovernment,  fto.— Thoro  is  a  roprosontatlvo  Ohuroh  Ouuncll,  but  no  formal 
Synod.  Owing  to  various  dlfHotilllos,  there  is  not  as  yet  any  distinctive  Training 
OoUego,  but  tho  mission  boarding  schools  have  been  sucooHsful  in  proi)aring  a  fair 
number  of  ('hrlHtian  Indians,  who  are  omployod  as  schoolmasters  in  mission  and 
Oovernment  schools.  There  are  also  twenty-one  Indian,  one  Ohinese,  and  sovon  Creole 
catochlsts.  Of  the  Olergy,  two  are  French-speaking  credos,  four  are  natives  of  India, 
and  two  are  Indians  born  in  tho  colony.  Of  tliose,  all  but  one  have  been  trained  ami 
ordained  in  Mauritius.  In  spite  of  all  dlfUoultles  arlnlng  from  tho  groat  resources  and 
incessant  opposition  of  the  Ohuroh  of  liome,  and  from  the  scattered  nature  of  tho 
Dlocoso,wlth  Its  multilingual  population,  it  is  believed  that  tho  work  of  tho  Gospol  la 
spreading  here,  and  becoming  more  de(«p  and  fixed  among  us.  The  Indian  Ohuroh  in 
becoming  united,  and  tho  general  orgtuiisatlon  of  the  Diocese  is  improved.  The  moHt 
pressing  noed  at  the  present  time  is  a  Training  C^^oUoge  for  t)ie  raising  up  of  an 
indigenous  agency,  both  for  the  Indian  and  Oreulc,  and  alno  for  the  poorer  Kuropoau 
population.

The  Qioceie  of  Labuan  and  Sarawak  was  founded  in  1865.  In 
1868  the  British  colony  of  th«  Straits  Settlements,  i.e.  Singapore, 
Pensng,  and  Ualacca,  with  their  dependencies,  which  np  to  that 
time  had  heen  includjed  in  the  Diocese  of  Calcutta,  were  placed 
nnder  the  jorisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  X^baan  and  Samwak.  In 
1881  the  title  of  the  See  was  changed  to  Singapore,  Labnan,  and 
Sarawak.  The  Bishop,  under  a  comraiBaion  from  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbnry  and  the  Bishop  of  London,  has  episcopal  authority  over 
the  Clergy  and  congregations  in  Java  and  elsewhere  throughout  the 
Mala;  Archipelago.  Among  the  races  at  present  brought  under  the 
work  of  the  Mission,  the  following  languages  arc  spoken:  Malay 
Syak  (two  dialects),  ChineEe  (five  dialects),  Tamil,  Telngn,  and  Javanese. 

ObnieK  Work. — The  number  o(  Christians  in  communion  with  the  Church  of 
Xngland  ia  computed  at  3,600,  of  whom  probably  1,000  are  Europeans  and  Eurasians. 
Then  KO  14  Clergymen,  viz.  10  Kuropeana,  1  Eurasian,  and  3  Asiatics.  There  are 
12  o(inaeciat«d  churches  and  II  mission  chapels.  In  1B82  three  persons  were 
ordained  Osaoons,  and  these  have  since  been  admitted  t«  the  Priesthood.  In  the  name 
yev  SM  pcowma  were  confirmed. 

HuatlaB. — Of  Church  schools  (here  are  in  the  Straits  Settlements  3  day  schools 
and  4  Sunday  achoals.  In  Sarawak  there  is  a  school  attached  to  eaob  of  the  G 
centnl  mission  statjons. 

TraiBiBK  lutitiLtions.^-Native  students  are  boarded  and  prepared  for  the  office 
of  catecbist  in  the  Bishop's  house,  at  Sarawak,  and  in  the  house  of  the  Bev.  W.  U. 
Gomia,  B.D.,  at  Singapore.

DIOCESE  OF  HOVOLITLir. 

Gantral  Olioiiptioii.— This  See  was  founded  in  1862  (the  first 
Bishop  being  the  Bight  Bev.  T.  N.  Staley),  during  the  reign  of  Kam- 
chami^  IV.,  whose  love  for  the  Anglican  Church  was  shown  by  his 
translation  of  the  Prayer  Book  into  the  Hawaiian  language.  The 
Diocese  embraces  the  Hawaiian  (or  Sandwich)  Islands,  viz.  Niihan. 
Eauai,  Oahu,  Molokai,  Maui,  Lanai,  and  Hawaii  (formerly  spelt 
Oiehyhee),  which  form  the  independent  kingdom  of  Kalakaua. 
They  are  situated  in  the  North  Pacific,  between  the  I9th  and  22nd 
degrees  of  N.  latitude,  and  the  166th  and  160th  degrees  of  W. 
longitude,  and  contain  an  area  of  6,000  square  miles.  The  most 
southerly  island  is  Hawaii,  coutaining  4,000  square  miles,  a  great  part 
of  which  is  taken  up  with  the  mountains  of  MaunaKea  atidMauna  Loa,  on  the  side  of 
which  latter  is  the  wonderful  volcano  Kilauea.  To  the  north-west  are  Mani,  aa 
island  of  considerable  size,  and  the  smaller  islands  of  Lanai  and  Mololiai,  on  which 
ia  the  Bettlement  set  apart  for  the  unhappy  victims  of  leprosy.  Honolulu,  the  capital 
of  the  Hawaiian  kingdom,  is  on  Oahu,  70  miles  N.W.  from  Maui,  and  90  miles  in 
the  same  direction  from  Oahu  is  Kanai.  The  population,  which  was  given  last  year 
at  70,000,  may  now  be  reckoned  at  75,000,  the  increase  being  mainly  due  to  the 
immigration  of  Portuguese  from  the  Azores  and  of  Chinese,  especially  the  latter.  The 
native  population  is  about  44,000  ;  the  remainder  being  made  up  of  Americans, 
Englieh,  Germans,  Portuguese,  and  Chinese.  There  has  of  iate  years  been  a  rapid 
developmeilt  of  the  resources  of  these  islands.  The  cnltivation  of  the  sugar  cane 
and  the  manufacture  of  sugar  are  the  leading  industries,  rice  cultivation  being  nejt 
in  importance  [  wool,  coffee,  hides,  fungna,  and  bananas  arc  al^io  exported.  The 
number  of  sngar  plantations  has  risen  in  the  last  ten  years  from  thirty  to  eighty ; 
the  labotirers  on  the  plantations  are  Hawailans,  Chinese,  South  Sea  Islanders,  and 
FortDgnese  from  the  Azores.  The  native  race  has  been  steadily  declining,  but  now 
ubowB  some  rigns  of  recovery,  aa  the  laws  of  health  are  better  andent.QO^,%a'^'mtn« 
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oara  in  tnkcm  of  tho  oliildron.  It  in  too  early  to  do  moro  than  oxproM  tho  hopo  that 
thiM  romnant  of  an  anoiont  raco  may  yoi  aKain  inoroa«o  and  inultiply.  Oonaidor- 
ablo  liffht  haM  boon  ilm>wn  upon  tho  paHt  hiittory  of  tho  pooplo  in  *  Tho  Polynoiian 
Itacc,'  by  Abraham  Korniuidor  (2  volt.,  TrUbnor  k  Co.). 

'  Ohuroh  Work.— Tho  prciiont  infornmtion  in  f^von  during  tlio  Biiihop*H  absonco 
from  hlfi  Huo,  no  that  an  aconrato  Ntatomont  of  Ohuroh  work  must  bo  dcfozvod  till 
next  yoar  ,*  but  tho  Churoli  momlHim  may  bo  Ntato<l  gcmorally  at  1,000,  and  tho  oom- 
munioantM  iim  ovor  !iOO.  No  oonUrinatioiis  woro  hold  laiit  yoar,  owing  to  tho  BisU(^*ii 
abHonoo;  but  in  IHHl,  183  iwntonii  woro  bantisod  and  70  oonflrmod.  Tho  olerloal 
stafT  oonMiHtN  of  0  I'ricMtH  and  B  Doaoonn,  of  whom  2  aro  oandldatoifor  tho  prioothoocl 
at  tho  ('hrlNtninM  onllnation.  OuiMido  of  Honolulu  thero  aro  4  miiwion  HtatlonH  in 
Hawaii  (ono  oHlablinhod  last  yoar  and  Holf-iupporting),  2  on  Maui,  2  on  Kauai,  and  1 
on  Oalni.  A  ohuroh  in  boing  built  at  tho  now  Mtatlon  in  Hawaii,  whioh  will  bo  tho 
fourth  in  tho  DIooomo,  in  addition  to  tho  temporary  Cathodral. 

Sdaoation.  -  In  tho  faoo  of  a  (lovornmont  NVHtom  of  oduoation  thore  i«  groat 
difllouUy  in  maintaining  Ohuroh  day  boIiooIn.  In  Honolulu  thoro  ii  a  boarding  Mhool 
f6r  girlM,  under  tho  Hiiitor«  of  tho  Holy  Trinity,  Devonport,  founded  br  li^M  Sollar, 
and  ono  for  lK)yi  under  tho  immediato  su|)erviiiion  of  tho  Iiishop,and  thoro  aro  two 
female  boarding  ncIiooIn,  and  throo  day  mcIiooU  boHidoH ;  300  oJiildron  reooivo  inotruo- 
tion  in  theiio  noIiooIh. 

Fiaanoo.— -Thill  maohinery  of  liiiihop,  (Hergy,  and  Mohools  \h  maintained  at  a  coMt 
to  miHBionary  fundH  ralHrd  in  Kngland  of  1,000/.  a  year  (including  tho  H.P.Q.  grant)^ 
whioh  iit  loHH  than  a  thinl  of  tho  wholo  oxiM^nso  of  tho  Miwiion.  Lirlng  In  tho 
iiilandii  iri  doarer  than  in  ICngland.  The  proiM^rty  of  tho  Ohuroh  in  vestod  la  tho 
truHteoN  of  tlio  AngUoan  Olniroh  in  Hawaii,  a  body  <luly  inoort)orated  aoooidlng  to 
the  lawi  of  the  Hawaiian  kingdom. 

Ohuroh  Oovemment,  kc,—A  diooodan  fiyno<l  wom  d\dy  organised  in  1880,  br  whioh 
tho  mode  of  theoleotion  of  tho  truHtoos  and  their  funotions  are  now  detonnuod».*  aa 
provided  in  tho  charier  of  incorporation.    Tho  training  of  a  Chinese  oandidato  for 
the  miniHtry  In  the  tlrHt  stop  that  has  boon  takon  towanbt  a  mlHsion  to  tho  Chinoao. 

Proiiing  Keodi.— The  need  of  a  pormanont  churoh  in  Honolulu  is  now  koenly 
felt.  Tho  foundation  of  tho  chanool  of  a  ohuroh,  to  be  the  Oatliedral  of  tho  Dioooso, 
was  laid  as  long  ago  as  1HG7  to  the  memory  of  Kamehameha  IV.,  but  tho  building 
was  suHpcndod,  till  in  1H81  tlie  work  of  (jiuirryitig  Ntcmo  was  rooommenood,  and 
last  yoar  tho  JUshop  wan  in  Kngland,  ]>lc(uling  for  fundn  for  tho  (^rootioA'of  this 
ohuroh.  Tlio  contriwt  for  tlio  orootion  of  tho  olioir  Iuim  now  boon  signed^  an^  tlio 
work  was  commonood  in  July  IK83.  Towards  tlilH  building  2,000/.  was  raised  In 
Kngland  in  1882,  oxclusivo  of  a  grant  of  2,000^  from  tho  H.]\(\K.-  Hituatod  on  the 
ocean  highway  botwtuui  Hm\  KranolHco  and  tho  o<)h)nirH,  Honolulu  lias  ao(]uiroda 
oommorolal  im|)ortanoo  whioh  f(^w  probably  forosaw  when  this  branoli  of  the  Olmroli 
was  llrHt  nlantod  Mn  tho  ulinost  boundn  of  th<^  Wt'Hl.*  With  ov(Ty  prospect  of  Uie 
continuod  progress  of  thn  iHlandH,  and  tlio  dovolopnicnl'  of  their  rommroos,  the  time 
has  arrivod  when  tho  wornliij)  of  tho  Anglloan  (/hurch  Hhotdd  bo  ofTored  in  aatruo- 
turo  moro  wortliy  of  itn  hlHtt>rlo  liimiigo  than  a  building  tho  wallH  of  which  arcj  one- 
inch  boards,  and  its  roof  nliingleH  ono  tluit  will  hear  otitward  wILncHs  that  Uie 
Anglican  Cliuroh  has  booonie  an  abiding  itmtituMon  In  (ho  land.

Oenoral  Deicription.— TIiIh  DioooM^  wan  founded  In  1880,  and 
oonHlHtH  of  the  Mix  northern  ])r()vln(^'M  of  China,  roohili,  Hhantung, 
Hhanni,  llonnn,  Hhenni,  and  KriOHU,  a  dlntriot  nix  or  eight  timea  tho 
hixe  of  Kngland.  The  poptilatlon  in  Homething  iMttwoen  nixty  and 
elglity  inillienM,  or  poNHihlv  more  notie  ean  Hay.  The  character  of 
the  eouutry  in  ehletiy  agricultural,  and  Ml.raw-i»lalt  is  alno  prepared 
for  foreign  market h. 

Church  Work.— There  are  112  Cliine«o  memberH  of  tho  Church  of  Kngland,  antl 
CO  communioantH,  29  Chineno  and  21  fondgnorN.  Thoro  ant  3  churches,  1  mission 
station,  with  2  oul-stationn,  and  3  Clergy.    In  1882,  i  Chinese  and  6  foreignors  woro 
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baptised ;  27  Chinese  and  two  foreigners  were  confirmed.  There  is  a  boarding-school 
for  Christian  boys,  a  day  school  for  heathen  boys,  and  ^so  a  Sunday  school— about 
20  chUdien  are  under  instruction.  There  is  1  day  school  and  1  Sunday  school,  each 
containing  13  scholars.  About  21.  88.  was  raised  from  Chinese  last  year,  and  242. 
from  foreigners. 

There  is  a  College  at  Chefoo,  in  which  at  present  two  men  are  being  trained  for 
Holy  Orders  under  my  immediate  care,  the  chaplain  who  was  in  c^rge  having  been 
called  to  England  for  a  time.  A  sum  of  2,000/.,  or  more,  has  been  raised  for  this  work 
to  make  an  experiment  for  three  years.  The  house  has  been  purchased,  and  the 
students  have  everything  found  for  them ;  the  annual  cost  per  head  is  estimated 
at  about  80^.,  including  eveiything. 

Heeds. — A  University  graduate,  between  twenty-five  and  thirty-five  years  of  age,  to 
take  charge  of  the  Training  College;  a  doctor  to  start  hospital  work  at  Peking, 
Chefoo,  or  in  the  interior,  as  may  seem  best ;  a  priest  for  the  mission  work  at  Peking 
and  in  the  neighbourhood ;  2  or  more  deaconesses,  or  other  lady  workers,  to  open 
schools  for  Christian  girls  in  Peking,  and  to  work  among  Chinese  women  in  town 
and  country.

DIOCESE  OF  FALEXAKB  ISLANDS. 

The  Bishopric  was  founded  in  1869.  The  islands  from  which  the 
title  is  derived  have  a  population  of  less  than  1,600  persons, 
all  told.  The  work  of  the  Bishop  lies  principally  on  the  continent  of 
South  America.  His  commission  gives  him  jurisdiction  over  all  the 
English  Episcopal  Clergy  and  congregations  throughout  this  conti- 
nent, British  Guiana  excepted.  A  single  tour  for  confirmation 
requires  the  Bishop  to  cross  the  equator  twice.  During  the  year  now 
closing  he  has  visited  the  Churches  and  scattered  English  settlers  in 
the  Argentine  Confederation  and  Uruguay,  and  on  the  sea-board  of 
Brazil  from  Santo  Paulo  to  Pemambuco.  Panama  in  the  north,  and 
Patagonia  in  the  south,  come  under  his  jurisdiction,  so  far  as  the 
Church  of  England  is  concerned. 

Missions  to  the  Indian  tribes  belong  also  to  the  Bishop's  care.  These  missions 
have  .generally  followed  the  course  of  English  immigration.  Thus,  in  Tierra  del 
Fuego  the  work  has  been  closely  connected  with  the  occupation  of  the  Falkland 
Islands.  These  islands  have  no  native  population,  but  they  are  adjacent  to  the 
Archipelago  of  Tierra  del  Fuego,  where  Indians  exist,  and  to  Patagonia,  famous  for  its 
aboriginal  tribes.  In  the  latter  country  the  presence  of  Welsh  settlers  trading  with 
the  TnHiatiif  suggcsts,  and  renders  expedient,  a  Christian  mission  for  their  benefit. 

Gaptein  Bov6,  of  the  Royal  Italian  Navy,  in  a  recently  published  narrative  of  a 
scientiSSo  expedition,  thus  writes :  *  The  presence  of  English  missionaries  in  Tierra  del 
Fuego  has  undoubtedly  modified  the  character  of  a  great  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Bea^  Channel.  So  rapid  is  the  improvement,  so  great  are  the  sacrifices  which  the 
good  missionaries  impose  on  themselves,  that  I  believe  we  shall  in  a  few  years  be  able 
to  say  of  all  the  Fuegiaus  what  is  now  said  of  Pallalaia,  "  he  was  one  of  the  most 
quarrelsome,  the  most  dishonest,  the  most  superstitious  of  the  inhabitants  of  Tierra 
del  Fuego,  and  now  he  lives  under  the  shadow  of  the  Cross,  a  model  of  virtue  and  a 
pattern  of  industry." ' 

Chnroh  Work.— The  Clergy  in  South  America  are  but  twenty  at  present.  Of  acknow- 
ledged lay  workers  there  are  at  least  thirty.  Before  the  war,  so  disastrous  for  Peru, 
between  that  country  and  Chili,  there  were  four  Clergymen  engaged  in  Peru.  The 
Churches  are  now  closed,  but  the  prospect  of  peace  leads  to  the  hope  that  English 
Church  work  will  be  renewed  in  Peru  before  very  long. 

Missions  to  seamen  in  various  South  American  ports  are  superintended  by  a 
chaplain  who  has  shown  much  interest  in  their  welfare. 

Heeds. — A  Church  in  the  Falkland  Islands  is  greatly  needed.  Hitherto  a  Govern- 
ment building  has  been  fitted  up,  and  set  apart  for  the  services  of  the  Church,  but 
the  Governor  has  notified  his  desire  for  the  appropriation  of  this  building  for  school 
purpoees.    A  wooden  or  an  iron  church  could  be  easily  procured  by  funds  raised  in 
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tlio  oolonjr,  but  tlio  DiMhop  oornoNtly  hopon  that  a  Huitablo  and  moro  doalrable 
odiHcQ  may  bo  oroctod  for  tho  purpoNo.

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tenancc  falls  at  present  chiefly  on  the  C.M.S.,  though  it  was  started  with  funds  given 
by  an  Indian  civilian  many  years  ago,  as  an  expression  of  his  regret  at  having  been 
connected  officially  with  the  Opium  Department.  It  is  at  present  under  the  charge  of 
an  excellent  Scotch  physician,  who,  with  his  wife,  relieves  the  sufferings  of  more  than 
20  in-patients,  male  and  female,  on  an  average,  besides  dispensing  twice  a  week  to  a 
much  larger  nnmber.  The  hospital  accommodation  is  very  inadequate,  and  we  are 
applying  for  help  to  erect  a  suitable  building,  and  also  to  train  young  Christians  as 
m^cal  missionaries.  The  doctor's  residence  is  in  this  city  (a  vast  one,  its  wall  being 
12  miles  in  circuit,  besides  great  suburbs),  and  he  makes  occasional  visits  for  dispensing 
purposes  to  two  or  three  neighbouring  stations.

THE   ENTHRONEMENT  OF  THE   ARCHBISHOP  OF 

CANTERBURY. 

On  Thui*iMluy,  March  2l»,  I88:i,  Uio  Mtist  Uovorond  Kclwanl  Whlto  Uonaon,  D.U.. 
Uto  Hlnhop  of  Truro,  having;  boon  duly  olootutl  and  oonHrniod  ArohbiHliop  of  CtinU«r- 
bury,  waH  Holomnly  onthroncMl  in  i\w  C-athodral  ut  (3anU»rbury.  IIo  roHohwl  Ui6  city 
tho  (biy  boforo,  boin^:  nx^t  at  tbo  railway  Htaition  by  Mm  Uuan  and  Home  of  tbo 
principal  ulti/cns  on  behalf  o{  llio  Town  ('ounoil,  by  whom  ho  wan  oonduotod  to  the 
Ouildhall.  lU*ro  tho  Arc^hbinhop  waH  roooivod  by  tho  Mayor,  who  piH^Montod  au 
addroHM  of  woloonio.  ThiH  public  roooption  wivm  a  revival  of  an  ancient  cuMtom  whloh 
had  fallen  into  dinuHo  after  tho  riotous  and  inHulting  t-roatmont  of  Arohbishop 
Howlcy  by  a  Canterbury  mob  about  Hfty  yoara  ago. 

On  the  morning  of  the  2Uth  there  was  an  early  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion 
in  tho  ('alhodral,  which  whh  atiendotl  by  tlio  Archbinhop,  who  pronounced  tho 
AbHolution  and  tho  Henediction. 

At  eh»ven  o'clock,  after  certain  legal  ft»rniaHtieM,  tho  catluHlral  (Uergy  and  tho 
aHondant  UishopH,  about  twenty  in  miniber,  conducted  tho  ArchblMhop,  followed  by 
his  chaplains  and  otliccrs,  from  tho  deanery,  through  tho  cloisters,  whore  thoy  foil  into 
the  i*car  of  a  long  proct»ssion  of  city  niagnates  and  diocesan  Clergy.  This  long  array 
)>n8Mc<l  through  tho  cloisters,  and  tiled  into  tho  navo  of  tho  cathedral  through  tlio 
groat  western  door,  tho  cathedral  choir  singing  ilrst  *  Onward,  Cliristinn  soldiers/  and 
♦  Tho  Church's  One  Foundation,'  an<l  then  chanting  iValms  cxxl ,  cxii.  A  vasit 
congregation  tilled  tho  church,  occupying  tho  nave,  choir,  choir- transepts, and  Trinity 
Chapel. 

The  (UtM'gy  took  their  i)lnces  as  they  entered,  tilling  not  only  the  entire  *  Presby- 
tery,' but  also  tho  whole  of  tho  lofty  tlight  of  nuirblo  stejw  mounting  eastward  up  to 
the  j)latform  on  which  stands  the  Holy  Table.  Th(i  Aivhbishop  and  the  other  lUahoj« 
reached  their  places  last  on  that  upper  plat  form. 

Then  the  choir,  relnfoived  for  tlie  occiuslon,  broke  the  bilence  with  the  well-known 
8t rains  of  tho  Hallelujah  ( Miorus. 

Tho  right  of  enthroning  an  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  as  well  at  all  Hishops  of 
his  i)rovince,  belongs  to  the  ArtJhdcacon  of  Canterbury,  by  virtue  of  his  ancient  otilce. 
Tho  fourth  lUshop  of  Dover  (Dr.  lC<lward  Parry),  who  is  also  the  eighty-ninth 
Archdeacon  of  ('anti»rbury,  n(»w  tendered  to  his  (J race*,  tho  ninety-tldrd  Arehbisliop 
of  that  (*lmir,  the  usual  declaration  tluit  he  would  nuiintain  intiu^  the  rightn  of  the 
MetrojK)litical  Church.  Then  Morning  rr4yer  was  said  to  the  end  of  the  h'lrst 
Lesson,  when  tho  Arch<leacon  (accompanied  by  tho  Dean  and  (^anon  in  rosidenoe) 
inductiMl  and  installed  tho  Archbishop  (after  tho  ICnthronement  Mandate  hml  been 
read)  into  his  throm>  in  tho  choir,  a  memorial  of  Archbishop  Howley.  At  the  cltmo 
of  Morning  Prayer,  the  An'hdeacon  (with  tho  Dean  and  Canon  in  residtMico)  comhictiHl 
tho  Archbisljop,  attended  by  tho  JUshons  holding  or  iepi*e«entlng  tho  holders  of 
provincial  oIIIcoh,  out  of  the  south  gate  of  the  choir,  throng,  ho  Trinity  ('hajwl,  and 
past  the  lUack  Prince's  Tomb,  into  Heckct's  ('rown,  when*,  at  tho  eastornmoiit  end  of 
tho  church  stands  tho  ancient  nuirblo  chair,  tho  throne  of  Kthelbert,  tho  patriarohal 
goat  of  AugiiH\\iK\    At  the  moment  of  this  second  enthronenient,  a  bright  gleam  of 
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sunshine  darting  through  a  side  window  in  the  *  Crown  '  lighted  up  the  picturesque 
and  ImposiDg  scene. 

Turning  once  more  westwards  into  the  choir,  a  third  induction  put  the  Archbishop 
in  temporary  possession  of  the  Dean's  stall  in  the  choir,  after  which  the  *  Te  Deum  * 
was  sung,  some  special  prayers  were  said  by  the  Dean,  and  the  Archbishop  pronounced 
the  blessing,  *  The  peace  of  God,'  &c. 

This  marked  the  appointed  conclusion  of  the  solemn  service,  but  as  the  retam 
procession,  led  by  the  Archdeacon  of  Canterbury,  left  the  choir  through  the  screen 
door,  the  Archbishop  paused  for  a  moment  on  the  highest  step,  and  looking  down  from 
thence  upon  the  silent  throng  which  lined  each  side  of  the  stately  nave,  pronounced 
a  second  benediction,  *  The  Lord  bless  you  and  keep  you,'  &c.  The  eifect  of  this 
impromptu  action  was  as  unexpected  as  it  was  impressive.  At  the  moment  when  his 
voice  was  heard,  thq  whole  multitude  in  the  nave  sank  on  their  knees,  not  in  a  long 
Tippling  wave  from  the  steps  westward,  but  all  at  once  as  by  one  impulse.  Thus 
happily  almost  the  most  interesting  part  of  the  day's  memorable  proceedings  was 
reserved  for  those  who  had  been  of.  necessity  shut  out  from  the  actual  enthronement 
scenes  in  the  choir  and  Trinity  Chapel. 

Atter  this  the  Archbishop  was  installed  by  the  Archdeacon,  for  the  fourth  and 
last  time,  in  the  stone  seat  in  the  great  Chapter- house  of  the  ancient  Benedictine 
Monastery  of  Christ  Church,  and  the  Clergy  and  other  officials  of  the  cathedral  one 
by  one  promised  to  pay  him  canonical  obedience. 

On  the  following  day  his  Grace  visited  St.  Augustine's  College,  the  King's  School, 
and  the  Clergy  Orphan  School,  and  also  held  a  reception  in  the  Chapter  Library  for 
the  Clergy  of  Canterbury  and  its  neighbourhood. 

CONSECRATIONS  OF   BISHOPS. 

THE  BISHOP  OF  LLANBAFF. 

On  the  festival  of  St.  Mark,  the  Ven.  Richard  Lewis,  Archdeacon   of  St.  David's, 

was  consecrated,  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  Bishop  of  Llandaff. 

The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  was  assisted  by  the  Bishops  Of  London,  Bangor, 

Lichfield,  Ely,  St.  David's,  Newcastle,  Bedford,  and  Bloemfontein  ;  the  sermon  was 

preached  by  the  Rev.  John  Jayne,  Principal  of  St.  David's  College,  Lampeter. 

The  Ven.  Richard  Lewis  was  a  scholar  of  Worcester  College,  Oxford,  and  took  his 
degree  in  1843.  He  was  ordained  deacon  in  1844  ;  in  1851  he  was  presented  by  the 
Bishop  of  St.  l)avid's  to  the  living  of  Lampeter  Velfry ;  in  1876  he  was  appointed 
Archdeacon  of  St.  David's,  Prebendary  of  Mydiun,  and  Chaplain  to  the  Bishop.  The 
enthronement  of  the  Bishop  took  place  in  Llandaff  Cathedral  on  May  2. 

THE  BISHOP  OF  TBXFBO. 

The  Rev.  George  Howard  Wilkinson  was  consecrated  Bishop  of  Truro  in  St.  Paul's 
Cathedral  on  the  festival  of  St.  Mark.  The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  was  assisted 
by  the  Bishops  of  London,  Bangor,  Lichfield,  Ely,  St.  David's,  Newcastle,  Bedford,  and 
Bloemfontein ;  the  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  the  Principal  of  St.  David's 
College,  Lampeter. 

The  Rev.  George  Howard  Wilkinson,  scholar  of  Oriel  College,  Oxford,  graduated 
in  1855.  In  1857  he  was  ordained  deacon  by  the  Bishop  of  London  and  was  appointed 
to  the  curacy  of  Kensington ;  he  became  Perpetual  Curate  of  Seaham  Harbour  in 
1869,  and  in  1863  was  appointed  Rector  of  Auckland.  In  1867  he  accepted  the  In- 
cumbency of  St.  Peter's,  Great  Windmill  Street,  Westminster,  and  in  1870  he  was 
appointeil  Vicar  of  St.  Peters.  Pimlico  ;  in  1877  he  became  Examining  Chaplain  to 
the  Bishop  of  Truro,  and  in  the  following  year  Hon.  Canon  of  St.  Petroc  in  Truro 
Cathedral ;  he  was  Select  Preacher  at  Oxford  from  1879  to  1881,  and  was  elected 
Proctor  for  the  Diocese  of  Londoti  in  1880. 

The  Bishop  was  enthroned  on  May  15. 

J  ;(  THE  BISHOP  OF  TASMAKIA. 

The  Rev.  Daniel  P.  Sandford,  LL.D.,  was  consecrated  Bishop  of  Tasmania  on  the 
festival  of  St.  Mark.    The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  was  assisted  by  t\xft  "ftV^o^^^vV^ 
took  part  in  the  consecrations  of  the  Bishops  of  Llandaff  and  Ttuio, 
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Thu  1U)V.  Daiiiul  F.  Haudford  waa  ordained  Doaoon  by  tho  lliihop  of  Argylo  uud 
the  IsloN  in  186S,  Priost  by  tho  JUshop  of  Kdinburffh  in  1866.  He  WM  oorate  of  Looh- 

filphoad,  1808-66,  8t.  John  tho  Bvangolidt,  Bdinburgh,  1866-78,  Incumbent  of  St. 
ohn  tho  Kvangelist,  Kdinburgh,  1878-88,  Oanon  of  Ht.  Mary's  Oathodral,  Bdinbuxgh, 
1878. 

TRI  BISHOP  OF  8IIB&A  LBOVB. 

On  tho  foHtival  of  Ht.  Matthow,  tho  llov.  KrnoNt  James  Ingham,  D.D.,  Vicar  of 
Ht.  Matthuw's,  lioeds,  vftxn  conitooratod  iHMhop  of  Hiorra  liOone  in  tho  Ohapel  Royal, 
Whitehall.  The  Art^hbishop  of!  York  was  amlstod  by  tho  Bishops  of  London,  Rochester, 
Ht.  David'H,  Antigua,  and  Hishop  Oheotham.  Tho  proaohor  was  tho  Rot.  Oanon 
Hoaro,  who  took  for  liis  text,  Hevehition  xii.  11. 

Tho  Ilov.  Kriuwt  Jamos  Ingham  was  oduoatcd  at  Ht.  Mary's  Hall,  Oxford,  where 
ho  graduated  in  187H.  Ho  wiih  ordained  Deaoon  in  1874,  and  Priost  in  1876,  by  the 
DisTiot)  of  (Chester,  and  was  curate  of  Holy  Trinity,  Toxtoth  Tark,  Liverpool,  1874-76, 
and  01  Ht.  Matthow'H,  Uughy,  1870-78.  In  1878  he  was  appointed  Association  Secro- 
tary  of  d.M.H.  for  tho  West  Utding  of  Yorknhiro,  and  in  1880  was  presented  to  tho 
living  of  Ht.  Matthow'H,  LchuIh. 

THE  BISHOP  or  OEBTBAL  AfBIOA. 

On  Ht.  Andrew's  Day,  the  Rev.  Charles  Alan  HmvUiies,  M.A.,  was  oonseoratod 
Bishop  of  Centrid  Africa  in  Ht.  i'aul's  Catheilral.  Tho  following  Prelates  asslited  tho 
ArohbiHhop  of  Canterbury  :  liondoni  Carlisle,  Oxford,  UandafT,  Bodford,  and  Bishop 
Toxer.  The  sermon  wns  preached  by  ('anon  King,  from  Ht.  John  xii.  S] .  The  dior- 
tory  was  given  to  the  Central  Africiin  Mission. 

Tho  llev.  Charles  Alan  Hmythios  was  oduoatcd  at  Trinity  College,  Cambridgo, 
whero  ho  graduated  in  1867 ;  the  following  yoar  he  spent  at  Ouddesdon,  and  he  was 
ordained  in  1800.  lie  was  eurato  of  Great  Mario w,  180&-72,  and  of  Uoath,  1872-80  ; 
in  1880  the  Marquis  of  Bute  presented  him  to  the  living  of  Koath,  near  Cardiff. 

THE  BISHOP  or  JAPAN. 

On  All  Halnts'  Day,  the  llev.  A.  W.  Poole  was  consecrated  at  Lamhoth  I'aluoo  tube 
the  DrNt  Misnionary  Hinhop  in  Ja|)an. 

Tho  Uev.  Arthur  W,  Poole,  of  WorcwHtftr  (lollcge,  Oxford,  was  ortlained  Deacon  in 
187({,  and  Vrlont  in  1877,  by  the  Binho])  of  Oxford,  lie  was  curate  of  Ht.  Aldate's, 
Oxford,  from  IKTO  7H,  iind  innNtor  of  tho  'Noble'  High  Hrhool,  Masulipatom, 
1878  81.

It  is  not  needful  liere  to  enter  into  any  explnnaiion  as  to  the  ronsons  whioli  nave 
tended  to  give  Mueh  Importanoe  to  this  movement,  nor  to  enlarge  upon  tho  measure  uf 

its  HVlCOeHH. 

It  in  with  great  thankfulnoHN  tliat  we  are  able  to  ]K)int  to  tho  creation  of  the  four 
new  Hees  of  Truro,  Ht.  Albans,  Liverpool,  and  Newcnstlo.  Thoattention  of  tho  Church 
is  now  centred  unon  the  foundation  of  tho  Hee  of  Houtliwell,  and  by  the  kindness  of 
the  Uev.  (Janon  (UementH,  Hub-Dean  of  Lincoln,  we  are  ponnitted  to  jjresent  the  fol- 
lowing explanation  of  the  present  positi<m  of  this  movement. 

SOUTHWELL  BISHOPRIC  PUVD. 

Tho  »7im/mwm amount  ro(iuirc<l  for  tho  foundntinn  of  tho  Bouihwoll  BiHiinurlr,  nnmoly,  mii 
ncoino  from  HubflcripUonH  of  2,200/.  a  yoar,  hnn  boon  fuiuUui,  oiul  notice  of  the  met  hnn^boiMi 
givon  to  tlio  KcoIcHiAMt  irnl  CoiniuiMionorM. 

About  1A,000/.  have  boon  oontributt^d  by  Churohmcn  at  Isrgo;  about  80,000/.  by  tho 
DIocPHo  of  Lincoln  (Dinhop  of  Linooln,  8,000/.  \  County  of  Lincoln.  10.200/. ;  County  of  Notting- 
ham,  tO,HOO/.)»    Tlw  rentaindor  Iiah  como  from  tho  Diooose  of  Jiichflvhl. 
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The  old  palace  of  the  Aichbishops  of  York  at  Southwell,  with  some  surrounding  land,  has 
been  purchased  by  the  Bishop  Suffragan  of  Nottingham,  and  partially  restored  by  him,  and 
has  been  oonyeyea  to  trustees  for  the  completion  of  the  endowment  of  the  Bishopric.  This 
palace  is  about  to  be  surveyed  by  Mr.  Christian,  on  behalf  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners, 
and  will  probably  require  a  further  sum  of  from  8,000/.  to  5,000/.  to  be  expended  upon  it  before 
it  is  accepted  as  'a  fitting  residence '  for  the  Bishop.  As  soon,  therefore,  as  the  trustees  ojf  the 
Additional  Home  Bishoprics'  Fund '  are  in  a  position  to  guarantee  this  additional  amount,  the 
Bishopric  will  be  founded  by  Order  in  Council,  and  the  first  Bishop  appointed.  The  deficiency 
in  the  funds  at  present  in  hand  will  vary  from  1,500/.  to  3,500/.,  according  to  the  amount  Mr. 
Christian  may  require  to  be  laid  out  upon  the  proposed  Residence  House  before  he  can  recom- 
mend its  acceptance  under  the  Act  in  lieu  of  an  additional  500/.  a  year.  This  deficiency,  it  is 
trusted,  will  speedUy  be  subscribed  by  Churchmen.

The  Bishops  of  Lincoln  and  Lichfield  have  since  put  forth  the  following  statement 
relative  to  the  new  Bishopric  of  Southwell : 

*  We  have  received  from]the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Additional  Bishoprics  Fund, 
the  Bev.  Arthur  J.  Ing^m,  to  whom  we  owe  so  much,  a  communication  announcing 
that  a  snfficient  sum  has  been  now  invested  in  approved  secnrities  to  produce,  toge- 
ther with  the  contributions  from  our  own  bishoprics,  the  minimum  annual  endowment 
reqoired  by  the  Act  of  Parliament  of  1878  for  the  foundation  of  the  new  See  of  South- 
well ;  and  that,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  that  Act,  a  fitting  residence — re- 
qmring,  however,  some  substantial  repairs,  for  which  further  contributions  are  needed 
— ^has  been  provided  for  the  future  bishop  of  that  see,  and  that  the  design  for  the 
foundation  of  the  see  now  awaits  only  the  certificate  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Com- 
missioners to  Her  Majesty  that  the  statutable  conditions  for  its  erection  have  been, 
or  will  be,  duly  complied  with. 

'  Under  these  circumstances  we  feel  it  our  duty  to  express  our  heartfelt  thankful- 
ness to  Almighty  God  for  prospering  a  work  which  we  hope  and  believe  will  promote 
His  glory  and  the  salvation  of  immortal  souls. 

'  We  also  offer  our  cordial  thanks  to  all  those  who  have  contributed  to  it ;  and  we 
farther  request  that  they  and  the  Clergy  and  laity  in  our  dioceses  and  in  the  Church 
generally  will  unite  with  us  in  fervent  thanks  to  God  for  His  goodness,  and  in  devout 
prayer  that  it  may  please  Him  to  guide  and  bless  the  choice  of  a  fit  person  to  serve 
as  bishop  in  the  new  see.

SECTION  III— THE    COLONIAL   EPISCOPATE. 

Isr  the  Teab-Book  of  1883  an  effort  was  made  to  trace  carefully  and  concisely  the 
history  of  the  foundation  and  growth  of  the  Colonial  Episcopate,  and  we  do  not  pro- 
pose, for  this  year  at  least,  to  again  repeat  all  the  facts  there  stated.  The  supreme 
importance  of  securing  efficient  episcopal  supervision  for  the  Church  in  our  Colonies 
is  universally  recognised,  and  the  extension  of  this  provision  has  demonstrated  in  the 
most  forcible  way  the  vitality  and  wide-spread  influence  of  the  Church. 

It  will  doubtless  be  desirable  at  some  future  time  to  repeat  in  detail  the  history  of 
this  great  movement,  but  for  the  present  we  confine  ourselves  to  the  following 
summary. 

It:is  well  known  that  the  Council  of  the  Colonial  Bishoprics  Fund  has  been  mainly 
instrumental  in  this  work  which  has  proved  so  fruitful  in  beneficial  results  to  the 
Church.  From  the  year  1841  to  1882  the  Council  has  been  the  means  of  raising  the 
sum  of  635,31  IZ.  towards  the  permanent  endowment  of  forty-one  Sees.

CHORAL  ASSOCIATIONS  AND  BELL-RINGERS'   UNIONS. 

CHURCH    CHORAL    ASSOCIATION. 

In  attempting  to  give  a  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Church,  it  is 
obvious  that  such  a  record  would  be  imperfect  without  some  special 
mention  of  the  influence  exerted  by  Choral  Associations  in  deepening  the 
tone  and  elevating  the  outward  expression  of  public  worship.  The  atten- 
tion which  this  matter  has  received  throughout  the  Church  has  been  very 
marked  of  late  years.  It  has  been  made  the  subject  of  discussion  at 
Church  Congresses,  Diocesan  and  other  gatherings  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity.  In  addition  to  the  direct  benefits  which  a  more  careful  cultivation 
of  music  in  our  congregations  must  have  in  throwing  life  into  our  public 
services,  it  is  impossible  to  overlook  the  individual  gain  to.  many  who  are 
thus  brought  more  closely  into  the  active  work  of  the  Church.  These 
Choral  Societies  also  afford  the  opportunity  of  uniting  many  in  the 
bonds  of  Christian  fellowship,  and  of  bringing  out  and  using  the  gifts  of 
those  who  would  otherwise  be  lost  in  the  Church's  service.  The  tabular 
records  which  follow  abundantly  show  how  fully  the  importance  of  this 
branch  of  Church  work  is  recognised.  The  very  greatest  care  has  been 
taken  in  compiling  these  statistics,  and  they  are  the  result  of  a  direct 
Application  in  each  case.  The  Committee  desires  to  express  its  warm 
thanks  to  the  Rev.  J.  Troutbcck,  D.D.,  Minor  Canon  of  Westminster,  for 
having  been  the  medium  of  communication  in  obtaining  these  returns. 
It  .'is  possible  that  mention  may  have  been  omitted  of  some  existing 
Societies,  and  a  few  made  their  returns  too  late  for  insertion.  In  respect  of 
both  cases  it  is  hoped  next  year  to  make  the  statement  perfect.  Any  sug- 
gestions which  may  tend  to  make  this  record  more  complete  and  useful 
in  farthering  information  will  be  gladly  received,  and  as  far  as  possible 
acted  upon.

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The  tables  subjoined  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Diocesan  Associations 
from  (^  to  7;  and  in  that  of  the  Associations  of  Counties,  &c.,  from  10  to  13.  Various 
Guilds  ponoM  their  special  excellences,  as,  e.g.,  Oxford  is  most  successful  in  its  local 
brandies:  Devon,  in  promoting  repairs  and  new  work  in  the  towers;  Kent  pays 
epedal  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  belfries ;  York  and  the  Midlands  aim  at  a 
yzrj  Idgfa  standard  of  skill  in  ringers ;  and  on  the  other  hand,  Middlesex,  and  a  very 
laige  portion  of  the  Midland  Counties,  show  how  difficult  it  is  to  organise 
thcnooghly.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  city  of  York,  and  of  the  town  of  North- 
ampton, both  of  which  report  Ringing  Societies  doing  good  work,  but  isolated ;  and 
tiimfoie  they  do  not  appear. 

My  reasons  for  omitting  to  mention  such  Societies  as  the  College  Youths,  the 
Camberlands,  and  others  of  like  standing,  were  given  last  year,  and  ne^d  not  be 
repeated.  Ifremains  for  me  to  thank  the  various  Secretaries  to  whom  I  am  indebted 
for  information,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  leniency  will  be  shown  towards  any 
errors  which  may  have  crept  unavoidably  into  the  tabulated  summaries.

The  annual  festivals  are  held  in  each  Diocese  alter- 
nately; and  it  would  almost  appear  as  if  the 
Association  took  pains  to  visit  such  towers  as 
need  special  attention.  There  are  also  district 
meetings  each  year.

The  organisation  is  not  complete  as  yet.  The  Rules 
of  the  Norwich  Association  have  been  adopted 
provisionally. 


21  Ringing  Meetings  have  been  held  in  various  parts 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  annual  festival  is  held  at  Norwich  and  Ipswich 
alternately.  There  are,  in  addition,  3  district 
meetings  in  each  year. 

The  Master  of  the  Guild  is  the  Rer.  F.  E.  Robinson, 
Drayton  Vicarage,  Abingdon.  There  are  8  in- 
structors belonging  to  it.  It  issues  specimen 
rules  and  certificates  of  membership.  It  requires 
candidates  to  produce  a  voucher  signed  by  the 
Clergyman  of  their  parish,  and  by  a  ringing 
member  of  the  Guild.  It  has  issued,  latelv. 
Belfry  Certificates,  and  a  short  Office  to  be  said 
in  belfries  before  ringing.

Special 
aim  to  enable  the  fntore  Clergy  to  superintend 
the  ringing  in  their  parishes. 

There  are  51  Life  Members  of  the  Society,  in  ad- 
dition to  those  already  mentioned. 


There  are  also  7  Life  Members ;  and  the  Stratford 
band,  which  rings  with  that  of  West  Ham.  Three 
district  meetings  are  held  in  the  year  beside 
the  festival. 

Three  district  meetings  were  held  last  year.  Ko 
band  admitted  until  the  Central  Association  be 
certified,  by  its  own  officers,  that  the  belfry  and 
bells  are  in  proper  condition,  the  ringers  orderly, 
and  their  rules  suitable.  The  Association  issues 
outline  rules,  certificates  of  membership,  lists  of 
the  ordinary  times  of  practice  of  every  band.  It 
also  arranges  for  instruction  by  one  of  its  recog- 
nised instructors ;  of  these  there  are  at  present 
4,  some  of  whom  give  their  services. 

The  annual  Report  sets  forth  the  methods  rung  by 
each  band,  their  practice  nights,  and  chief  per- 
•  formances,  &c.  In  Devonshire,  2  new  peals  of 
6  bells  each  have  been  hung,  and  6  old  peals  of 
bells  have  been  repaired,  during  the  year.  In 
Cornwall  3  new  peals  of  6  bells  each  have  been 
hung,  and  2  more  repaired. 

This  Association  holds  three  district  meetings  also 
in  each  year  at  different  centres.  Five  of  its 
members  act  as  instructors,  and  a  rule  provides 
for  the  rate  of  their  pajrment  when  so  employed. 


This  Association  includes  bands  from  the  shires  of 
Derby,  Leicester,  Notts,  and  Stafford.  It  has 
taken  the  place  of  the '  Derby  and  District  Asso- 
ciation ; '  it  consists  of  skilled  ringers  only. 

Intended  in  the  first  instance  for  the  Archdeaconry 
of  Stafford.

This  Association  employs  11  local  secretaries.  It 
has  issued  a  form  of  prayer  for  use  in  belfries 
before  ringing  for  Divine  service ;  also  a  ringers' 
calendar,  and  an  annual  list  of  ringing  perfor- 
mances in  the  district.

marry  her  mother's  husband  j  when  a  woman  is  forhlddcm  to  marry  her  husband's 
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*;  brother,  a  man  is  equally  forbidden  to  marry  his  wife's  sister.  If  this  rule  is  not 
adopted,  a  man  Is  at  liberty  to  marry  his  own  daughter ;  whilst,  by  parity  of  reasoning, 
if  this  rule  is  not  accepted,  the  Tenth  Commandment,  which  forbids  a  man  to  covet 
his  neighbour's  wife,  might  be  interpreted  to  permit  a  woman  to  covet  her  neighbour's 
husband. 

'That  for  fourteen  centuries  this  rule  was  always  maintained  in  Christendom, 
mnd  no  unions  between  persons  included  in  the  list  of  prohibited  degrees  accepted 
by  the  Church  of  England  are  known  to  have  taken  place. 

*  That  in  the  fifteenth  century  a  dispensation  was  obtained  from  the  Pope  to 
allow,  for  political  reasons,  the  union  of  a  man  with  his  wife's  sister.  Since  that 
time  other  unions  of  the  kind  have  been  allowed  by  Pftpal  dispensation  and  in  some 
countries  by  legal  enactment. 

*  That  an  attempt  is  being  made  in  Parliament  to  override  the  law  of  God  by 
passing  an  Act  to  legalise  unions  between  a  man  and  his  wife's  sister. 

*  That  this  House  cannot  recognise  the  power  of  Parliament  to  dispense  with  the 
law  of  Gk)d  so  as  to  declare  that  to  be  right  which  He  pronounces  to  be  wrong,  any 
more  than  it  could  recognise  the  power  of  the  Pope  to  dispense  with  that  law.    If, 

l\  therefore,  the  Bill  before  Parliament  should  unhappily  become  an  Act,  it  would  not 
[»  only  produce  untold  miseries  in  families,  but  would  also  bring  the  law  of  the  land 
''.  into  direct  antagonism  with  the  law  of  God  and  His  Church,  would  practically 
-     destroy  the  prolubition  of  marriage  to  all  persons  related  by  affinity,  as  it  would

seriously  endanger  the  maintenance  of  friendly  relations  between  the  Church  and 
State.

That  in  every  case  of  marriage  by  banns  the  parties  make  and  sign  a 
statutory  declaration  before  the  Incumbents  of  their  several  parishes,  or  some  one 
authorised  by  them,  respecting  age,  condition,  residence,  affinity,  or  consanguinity, 
and  whether  either  party  has  been  divorced.  (If  both  parties  reside  in  the  same 
parish,  but  not  otherwise,  the  declaration  of  one  may  suffice.)  That  a  certificate  of 
such  declaration  shall  be  given  to  the  Incumbent  of  the  parish  in  which  the  marriage 
is  to  be  solemnised. 

*  5.  That  in  conformity  with  the  principles  of  the  existing  canons,  in  every  case 
of  marriage  by  licence,  a  similar  declaration  be  made  before  the  person  who  issues 
the  licence. 

*6.  That  the  penalties  of  perjury  be  attached  to  false  declarations  made  by 
persons  applying  for  banns  or  licence. 

*  7.  That  a  Clergyman  who  through  negligence  or  inadvertence,  and  not  of 
vvilf  ul  corrupt  purpose,  celebrates  a  marriage  without  proper  authority,  be  punishable 
for  misdemeanour  only,  and  not,  as  under  existing  law,  for  felony. 

*  8.  That  no  penalty  attach  to  a  Clergyman  for  delajdng  or  declining  to 
celebrate  a  marriage  when  he  has  reason  to  believe  that  the  requisite  conditions 
have  not  been  satisfied ;  hut  that  if  he  do  so  delay  or  decline  to  celehrate  such  pro^ 
posed  marriage,  lie  be  obliged  to  give  an  account  of  the  same  in  writing  to  the  Ordinary 
and  tothepa/rties  concerned  within  four-and-twenty  hours^  *

the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  seconded  by  the  Bishop  of  Exeter  I    - 

*  That  this  House,  having  received  a  gravamen  numerously  signed  by  members  of 
the  Lower  House  respecting  an  innovation  in  the  materia  sacramenti  of  the  Holy 
Eucharist,  and  praying  this  House  to  take  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  best  f ot 
checking  such  an  innovation,  is  of  opinion  that  agitation  of  any  question  on  so 
sacred  a  subject  is  much  to  be  deprecated  as  tending  to  distress  many  religious 
persons,  to  unsettle  the  weak,  and  even  to  lead  to  schism.  That  it  is  quite  un- 
necessary to  raise  the  question  referred  to  in  the  gravamen,  inasmuch  as  the  Church  j 
though  always  insisting  on  the  use  of  wine  in  the  Holy  Communion,  has  never  pre* 
scribed  the  strength  or  weakness  of  the  wine  to  be  used,  and  consequently  it  is 
always  possible  to  deal  with  even  extreme  cases,  without  departing  from  the  custom 
observed  by  the  Church ;  and  that  it  is  therefore  most  convenient  that  the  Clergy 
should  conform  to  ancient  and  unbroken  usage,  and  should  discountenance  all 
attempts  to  deviate  from  it. 

*  That  a  copy  of  this  Report  be  sent  down  to  the  Lower  House.'

lUrriage  with  Deceased  Wife's  Bitter.— Rksolution  on  Report.  Moved  by 
the  Bishop  of  Gloucester  and  Bristol,  seconded  by  the  Bishop  of  Winchester,  that 
the  following  Report  be  adopted  as  the  answer  to  the  request  of  the  Lower  House  on 
this  subject : 

•The  CJommittee  of  the  Upper  House  of  Convocation  of  Canterbury,  appointed  to 
draw  up  an  answer  to  the  representation  and  request  of  the  Lower  House,  recom- 
mend the  Upper  House  to  adopt  the  following  Resolution : 

•  That  this  House  concurs  with  the  Lower  House  in  their  earnest  desire  for  the 
maintenance,  in  its  integrity,  of  the  Table  of  Prohibited  Degrees  set  forth  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  1563,  and  ordered  to  be  publicly  set  up  in  churches  by  the  09th 
Canon. 

•  They  deem  the  following  considerations,  amongst  others,  to  be  of  great  moment, 
and  such  as  ought  especially  to  be  set  forth  at  the  present  time : 

'  First — That  the  proposal  to  legalise  marriage  with  a  deceased  wife's  sister  is 
contrary  to  the  just  inferences  dmwn  from  the  prohibitions  specified  in  Holy 
Scripture  on  the  subject  of  unlawful  marriages ;  that  in  the  Book  of  Leviticus  a 
marriage  between  a  widow  and  her  deceased  husband's  kindred  within  the  tliird 
degree  is  expressly  forbidden;  that  Our  Lord  and  His  Apostle  St.  Paul  having 
declared  that  in  regard  to  holy  matrimony  husband  and  wife  are  on  an  equality,  a 
widower  is  by  necessary  inference  forbidden  to  marry  his  deceased  wife's  kindred 
within  the  same  limits  ;  and  whatsoever  rule  or  concession  to  the  contrary  may  have 
been  made  in  the  Mosaic  legislation  is  by  Our  Lord's  authority  thus  finally  abolished. 

•  The  primal  declaration  in  Holy  Scripture,  thus  repeated  by  Our  Blessed  Lord, 
only  receives  in  the  Table  of  Prohibited  Degrees  its  fuller  and  more  detailed 
exposition. 

•  Secondly — That  the  Church  has  so  understood  and  interpreted  the  declaration 
of  Holy  Scripture  from  the  beginning  ;  and  that  there  is  no  trace  whatever  of  any 
such  marriages  having  been  recognised  as  permissible  in  the  Church  of  Christ  until 
fourteen  centuries  after  Christ,  when  dispensations  were  first  gpranted.  The  mind  of 
the  Church  of  England  on  this  subject  has  been  clearly  doclared  in  her  Table  of 
Prohibited  Degrees,  her  Canons,  and  in  the  decisions  of  her  Ecclesiastical  Courts. 
In  Scotland  and  on  the  Continent  the  Reformers,  both  Calvinistic  and  Lutheran, 
were  equally  clear  in  interpreting  the  Word  of  God  as  condemnatory  of  these 
marriages. 

•  Thirdly — That  if  the  rule  thus  derived  from  God's  Word  be  set  aside,  no  other 
rule  or  principle  can  be  found  to  take  its  place.  No  distinction  between  the  wife's 
sister  and  the  rest  of  the  wife's  kindred  has  ever  been  made  out.  If  the  relation- 
ship by  affinity  is  no  bar  in  one  case  it  is  no  bar  in  any  case ;  all  stand  or  fall 
together.  A  code  of  law  which  should  allow  one,  and  only  one,  relaxation,  would 
be,  on  the  face  of  it,  self -condemned ;  nor  is  there  any  example  in  Europe  of  a 
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country  in  which  the  law  having  been  so  altered  as  to  permit  marriages  with  a 
deceased  wife's  sister  has  remained  without  further  relaxations. 

*  Fourthly — That  the  proposed  relaxation  of  the  marriage  laws  would  tend  to  im- 
pair the  reverence  felt  for  the  sanctity  of  Christian  marriage,  and  to  produce  a 
more  widely  spread  social  corruption.  In  countries  which  have  allowed  union 
between  persons  near  of  kin,  divorce  has  been  more  and  more  freely  permitted,  with 
the  inevitable  effect  of  effacing  the  true  significance  of  Our  Lord's  solemn  repetition 
of  the  words,  "  They  twain  shall  be  one  flesh." 

*  Fifthly — That  it  is  the  plain  duty  of  the  Church  to  guard  and  maintain  the 
purity  of  domestic  life,  and  to  teach  that  the  members  of  a  Christian  family  are 
bound  together  by  common  interests  and  mutual  affections  growing  out  of  the 
marriage  tie  between  the  parents.  That  the  aunt,  or  other  near  kinswoman  of  the 
children,  should  stand  in  no  relation  to  their  father  and  be  regarded  by  him  as  a 
stranger  would  be  inconsistent  with  the  very  idea  of  the  family,  and  subversive  both 
of  its  happiness  and  of  its  moral  welfare. 

•Lastly — That  if  the  law  of  the  land,  which,  im.  regard  to  marriages  of  this 
nature,  has  from  the  very  first  been  identical  with  the  Divine  law,  should  be  changed, 
grave  scandal  and  perplexity  would  inevijably  ensue.  The  Clergy,  bound  to  obey 
the  law  as  contained  in  the  Bible  and  referred  to  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer, 
would  be  brought  into  frequent  collision  with  the  claims  of  those  who  might  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  relaxation  that  would  thus  have  been  granted  for  the  first 
time.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  Clergy  should  thoroughly  inform 
themselves  on  these  points,  and  on  others  which  bear  on  this  grave  question  ;  and 
that  they  should,  on  proper  occasions,  explain,  clearly  and  firmly,  with  all  charity  to 
opponents,  its  true  character  and  bearings.' 

Rbsolution. — Moved  by  the  Bishop  of  Gloucester  and  Bristol : 

*  That  the  above  Eeport  be  communicated  to  the  Lower  House.' 

Day  of  IntercesBlon  for  Missions. — Committee.  •  Moved  by  the  Bishop  of  Traro« 
seconded  by  the  Bishop  of  Rochester : 

*  That  his  Grace  the  President  be  requested  to  direct  the  appointment  of  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Lower  House  to  ascertain  the  reasons*  for  the  declining  observance  of 
the  Day  of  Intercession  for  Foreign  Missions.' 

Bemaneration  of  Officers  of  Convocation. — Resolution.  Moved  by  the  Bishop 
of  Hereford,  seconded  by  the  Bishop  of  Gloucester  and  Bristol :

Harriage  laws. —Resolution  on  Repobt.  (Continued  from  July  6.)  Moved 
by  Archdeacon  Nevill : 

*2.  That  this  House  thinks  it  desirable  that  the  Registrar-General  should  be 
requested  to  issue  a  statement,  authorised  by  the  legal  officers  of  the  Crown,  pointing 
out  the  differences  between  English  and  foreign  laws  respecting  the  legal  require- 
ments for  marriage,  and  the  preliminaries  necessary  to  secure  a  legal  marriage,  so  as 
to  preserve  English  women  from  the  distressing  position  into  which  many  have  been 
thrown  by  ignorance  of  foreign  laws. 

'  3.  That  this  House  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Upper  House  to  the  expe- 
diency of  the  Registrar-General  being  asked  to  issue  a  paper  so  far  summarising 
decisions  of  Courts  of  Law  as  to  make  plain  what  persons  are  entitled  by  residence 
to  marriage  in  a  church,  and  supplying  such  information  with  respect  to  marriages 
between  English  persons  and  foreigners  as  it  may  be  essential  for  Clergymen  to 
possess  in  order  to  secure  legal  marriages ;  such  paper  to  be  of  a  form  and  gize 
convenient  for  insertion  in  the  register-book  of  marriage. 

*  4.  That  this  House  earnestly  deprecates  any  alteration  in  the  existing  Table  of 
Inhibited  Degrees  of  Marriage. 

•5,  Th»t  this  goxjse  deepljr  re§jet3  the  exi§teRC§  ot  thp  Piyoroe  Act?,  and  the 
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liberty  which  thej  grant  for  the  re-marriage  of  divorced  persons,  as  tending  to  lower 
both  the  public  estimate  of  the  indissolnbleness  of  the  marriage  bond  and  the  tone 
of  public  morals,  and  also  as  liable  to  cause  diflScultyand  embarrassment  to  the 
Clergy  in  reference  to  publishing  the  banns  of  divorced  persons,  and  to  admitting 
those  who  have  contracted  such  a  marriage  to  the  Holy  Communion ;  and  desires  to 
call  the  attention  of  Churchmen  to  the  law  of  Holy  Scripture  as  set  forth  by  the 
Church  in  Canon  107.* 

Friendly  Societies  Aets. — Committee.  Moved  by  Prebendary  Salmon,  seconded 
by  Sir  J.  B.  Philipps  : 

*  That  having  regard  to  the  prominent  position  taken  by  large  numbers  of  the 
Clergy,  especially  in  the  rural  districts,  in  the  management  of  Provident  Societies 
established  for  the  benefit  of  the  working  classes,  and  to  the  desirability  of  such 
societies  being  established  on  thoroughly  sound  principles  of  finance,  his  Grace  the 
President  be  respectfully  requested  to  appoint  a  Committee  of  the  Lower  House  of 
Convocation  to  consider  the  general  working  of  the  Friendly  Societies  Acts,  and  the 
various  facilities  offered  by  Qovemment  for  the  promotion  of  provident  habits.'

*  That  great  evil  arises,  not  only  to  individual  parishes,  but  to  the  Church  at 
large,  through  Church  schools  erected  by  the  pious  liberality  of  Churchmen  and 
intended  for  the  education  of  the  children  of  Churchmen  im.  the  principles  of  the 
Church  being  transferred  to  School  Boards,  whereby  it  is  rendered  impossible  for  the 
children  to  be  definitely  taught  the  truths  of  our  most  holy  religion  as  contained  in 
the  formularies  of  the  Church. 

<  That  such  transfers  are  sometimes  caused  by  the  exceptional  poverty  or  indiffer- 
ence of  the  parishioners,  sometimes  by  the  apathy  or  want  of  skill  of  the  managers 
of  the  school,  and  that  such  transfers  might  be  averted  by  the  existence  of  some 
diocesan  organisation  for  giving  advice  and  assistance  in  managing  the  school,  and, 
in  oases  of  special  necessity,  a  certain  amount  of  pecuniary  aid. 

*  The  Lower  House  respectfully  request  their  Lordships  the  Bishops  to  take  this 
evil  into  their  serious  consideration,  and  through  their  diocesan  or  archidiaconal 
boards  of  education,  or  by  constituting  a  new  organisation  (if  necessary),  to  provide 
the  means  for  giving  advice  and  assistance  to  school  managers,  in  order  to  retain 
Church  schools  for  Church  teaching.*

Tiiu  Ohuroh  Congrofw  hold  its  twonty-thinl  mooting  at  Reading  in  the 
month  of  Ootobor  lant.  The  proocodings  maiiifostod  no  abatement  of  the 
interest  whioh  is  folt  in  thcso  annual  gathcringH.  Tho  attondanoe  was 
oonsidorably  above  tho  average,  tho  number  or  members*  tiokots  istaed 
being  about  3,800,  nnd  the  number  of  day  tickets  about  1,000.  The 
most  striking  feature  of  this  Congress  was  the  remarkable  spirit  of 
moderation  and  mutual  forbearanoo  whioh  prevailed  throughout  its 
meetings.  Every  school  of  religious  tliougtit  in  the  Ghuroh  was 
adequately  represented  both  bv  Olergy  and  Lait^,  and  the  prooeedin|[S 
were  happily  ftoo  from  all  exhibitions  of  party  strife.  We  trust  that  this 
may  be  taken  as  an  augury  of  ^ood  for  ooming  ^oarH ;  and  that  the  same 
spirit  of  love  and  harmonv  whioh  was  so  oonspicuous  in  the  prooeedings 
of  the  Ohuroh  Oon|]|rcss  of  this  year,  may,  by  Qod^s  moroy,  be  yet  more 
fully  rcnliNod  in  all  its  future  dclibei*atiou8.

Up  to  tho  pronont  timo  thono  ( Itmtf itMnon  hnd  Norv«d  to 
oxtond  And  doopon  tho  mixm  of  unity  in  tho  ('huroh.  IIo  prnved  thnt  tlilA  ono  might  tquAl 
And  oxool  ItA  itrodoooANori  in  tliU  roApoot.  Tho  tlm«Nlu»ld  of  tho  Komon  Honnto  Uouno  waa  ao 
nppointod  thnt  ovcry  (lionAtor,  m  ho  vnt«ro<l,  ptnood  hid  right  f(K»t  on  tho  A^'mbul  of  oononrd, 
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the  battling  serpents  twined  in  harmony  around  the  divine  wand.  He  prayed  that  the 
CiiUrch*s  mightier  token,  the  Sign  of  Suffering  and  Love  Divine,  might  bring  to  every  heart 
that  peace  in  which  all  things  are  to  be  reconciled  by  that  sign  at  last,  whether  they  be 

*  things  in  heaven  or  things  on  earth,  or  things  under  the  earth,  when  their  Shepherd  should 

*  stamd  and  feed  His  sheep,  and  they  should  abide.' 

At  St.  Lawrence^s  Church  the  preacher  was  the  Bishop  of  Winchester.  He  preached  a  most 
able  and  suggestive  sermon  on  the  Antichrist,  taking  for  his  text  2  Thess.  ii.  6-7.  It  is  to  be 
published  shortly  in  a  separate  form. 

At  St.  Giles'  the  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bishop  of  Meath  ^Lord  Plunket).  The  key 
note  of  his  sermon  was  unity  ;  ms  text  being  taken  from  the  beautiful  prayer  of  our  Lord  for 
His  disciples  in  John  xvii.  22, '  That  the^  all  may  be  one.'  With  much  tender  earnestness  he 
besought  his  hearers  to  strive  for  the  fulhlment  of  that  prayer. 

PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 

At  two  o'clock  the  Congress  Hall  was  densely  crowded  to  hear  the  Bishop  of  Oxford's 
Presidential  Address.  After  a  few  graceful  words  of  welcome  he  briefly  referred  to  the  subjects 
about  to  come  before  them  for  discussion,  selecting  for  especial  notice  the  work  of  the  Church 
in  the  Universities  and  Public  Schools,  the  Relation  of  Revelation  to  Science,  the  proposed 
alteration  in  the  Marriage  Laws,  Purity,  and  the  Observance  of  the  Lord's  Day.  He  dwelt 
mudb  on  the  topic  last  mentioned,  and  observed  with  evident  concern  the  growing  tendency  to 
Sunday  desecration.  He  said,  that  in  relaxing  those  restraints  which  seemed  to  belong  to  a 
Judai<»l  idea  of  the  Sabbatb,  he  feared  that  we  had  sometimes  neglected  to  ascertain  the  real 
nature  and  limits  of  the  obligation  to  keep  the  Lord's  day  holy.  There  was,  he  added,  some 
reason  to  fear  a  gi-owing  tendency  not  to  observe  it  at  all.  His  kindly  allusion  to  the 
unsparing  labours  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  the  Ecclesiastical  Courts,  whose  Report  was  to 
be  considered  on  the  last  day  of  the  Congress,  met  with  much  sympathy.  The  address  was 
temperate  and  sensible  ;  it  was  also  hearty,  straightforward,  and  well  adapted  to  its  immediate 
purpose.  The  local  allusions  with  which  it  was  adorned  were  very  happily  brought  in,  and  his 
candid  and  manly  dealing  with  several  questions  of  general  interest  gave  great  satisfaction. 
At  the  dose  of  his  address  the  Bishop  requested  the  audience  to  join  him  in  the  recitation  of 
the  Apostles'  Creed,  which  was  done  as  b}'  one  voice  and  with  marked  fervour. 

Subject :  Recent   Advances  in  Xaturat.  Science  in  their  Relation  to  the 

Christian  Faith. 

Professor  Flower,  President  of  the  Zoological  Society,  read  the  first  paper.  He  directed 
his  remarks  almost  exclusively  to  the  doctrine  of  Evolution  considered  in  its  relation  to  the 
Christian  faith.  This  doctrine  he  did  not  deny ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  did  not  avow.  The 
question,  he  said,  of  the  fixity  or  the  transmutation  of  species  was  a  purely  scientific  one,  only 
to  be  discussed  and  decided  on  scientific  grounds.  The  wonder  and  mystery  of  Creation,  he 
concluded,  remain  as  w^onderful  and  mysterious  as  before.  Of  the  origin  of  the  whole  science 
tella  us  nothing.  It  is  still  as  impossible  as  ever  to  conceive  that  such  a  world,  governed  by 
laws  the  operation  of  which  have  led  to  such  mighty  results,  could  have  originated  without  the 
intervention  of  some  power  external  to  itself.  If  the  succession  of  small  miracles,  formerly 
supposed  to  regulate  the  operations  of  nature,  no  longer  satisfies  us,  have  we  not,  he  said, 
substituted  for  them  one  of  immeasurable  greatness  and  grandeur  ? 

The  Bishop  of  Carlisle  then  read  a  paper  on  the  same  subject.  He  comn^enced 
by  saying  that  there  was  a  fundamental  antithesis  between  science  and  faith.  But  that 
antithesis  did  not  necessarily  imply  a  contradictory  position  on  the  part  of  science  to  faith. 
His  paper  was  confined  to  recent  discoveries  in  science.  These  he  summed  up  in  the  words  of 
Sir  John  Lubbock :  the  doctrine  of  evolution,  the  antiquity  of  man,  the  far  greater  antiquity 
of  the  world,  the  correlation  of  physical  forces,  the  conservation  of  energy,  spectrum  anal^'sis 
and  its  application  to  celestial  physics,  the  higher  algebra  and  the  modem  geometry ; 
and,  lastly,  the  innumerable  applications  of  science  to  practice  life,  as,  for  instance,  in 
photography,  the  locomotive  engine,  the  spectroscope,  and  most  recently  the  electric 
fight  and  the  telephone.  The  three  first  items  only  of  these,  he  proceeded,  have  any 
bearing  on  the  subject  now  before  us.  In  reference  to  the  first  two  he  remarked  that  the 
antiquity  of  the  globe,  or  even  of  man,  was  no  obstacle  to  faith  if  it  was  believed  that, 
at  some  period  in  the  history  of  our  race,  God  condescended  to  become  a  member  of  the  human 
family.  These  questions  might,  therefore,  safely  be  dismissed.  Then  the  only  question  which 
remained  was  the  theory  of  Evolution.  And  so,  he  proceeded  to  say,  the  issue  to  be  tried  is 
this :  '  Is  there  anything  in  this  theoi^%  which  as  honest  men  we  feel  bound  to  receive,  and 
which  is  destructive  of  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  ?  '  In  answering  this  question  he  remarked  that 
there  were  two  forms  in  which  the  theory  of  Evolution  might  be  stated.  In  one  form  of  the 
doctrine  there  might  only  be  careful  induction  from  observed  facts.  In  that  sense  all  would  be 
bound  to  accept  the  doctrine.  But  Evolution  may  be  taken  to  include  doctrines  not  only 
inoonaistent  with  the  being  of  God,  and,  therefore,  with  any  revelation  from  God,  but  even 
^th  the  most  simple  axioms  of  the  human  intellect.    The  true  doctrine  of  Evolution  was  not. 
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tt$X\y  oppoHitd,  in  Hie  mhm  In  which  thfl  onpoMltion  wm  oommonly  iipoken  of,  to  tbo  Bil)lic»l

IHh  Addrt^na  wah  llntened  to 
with  marked  Attention,  lie  dwelt  nmiuly  on  mAttera  coniJected  with  Ancient  K^vpt,  And 
HUgKCHted  the  ibrnmtion  of  an  l*<Kyid  Kx))lorAtlon  Fund,  with  the  view  of  ivcoveriuK  thono 
wonderful  monumentH  of  the  pANt  which  now  lie  buried  otit  of  NiKht. 

The  Dean  of  ('Iikhtku  dcNlred  to  call  attention  to  the  ImmenHc  importance  of  one  Hcntence 
^^  ProAMiaor  Banday'n  pa(>er,  namely,  thAt  tho  moat  dvatructlvu  critica  AgiH»o  iu  aooepting  four 


Epistles  of  St  Paul,  the  Epistles  to  the  Romans  and  Galatians,  and  the  two  to  the  Corinthians, 
as  anthentie.  He  believed  that  Tve  had  in  this  concession  all  that  we  needed.  For  what  does 
it  lead  to  ?  We  have  in  these  documents  Christianity,  its  facts,  doctrines,  and  institutions. 
Again,  we  have  in  these  Epistles  the  personality  of  St.  Paul,  his  character  and  experience 
His  account  of  himself  presents  great  difficulty  to  unbelievers.  But  the  greatest  of  all  diffi- 
culties is  that  which  runs  through  all  these  four'Epistles,  the  devotion  of  St.  Paul  to  Christ. 

Canon  Girdlestoxe,  of  Wycliffe  Hall,  Oxford,  thought  that  the  evening's  discussion  was 
a  fitting  and  welcome  sequel  to  that  of  the  afternoon.  Some  of  them  had  felt  that  the  clouds 
which  we  afternoon's  discussion  had  raised  were  dispelled  by  the  evening's  debate.  It  had 
been  plainly  shown  that  the  Old  Bible  stands  as  firmly  on  the  truth  as  ever. 

Canon  Kawlinson,  Rev.  A.  Hatchard,  and  others  took  part  in  the  discussion. 

7  jpj«. — Subject :  Laymen's  Practical  Work. 

The  first  paper  was  read  by  the  Rev.  H.  T.  Armfield.  He  said  that  in  the  past  the 
Church  had  lost  a  great  many  godly  and  earnest  Laymen,  who,  having  an  intense  desire  to 
work  and  speak  for  God,  and  having  no  opportunity  of  doing  so  afforded  to  them  by  the 
Church,  were  obliged  to  find  a  path  for  themselves.  For  the  future  a  place  must  be  found  for 
such.  He  advocated  the  absorption  of  more  Lay  help  by  a  large  extension  of  the  Diaconate, 
but  protested  against  the  notion  of  raising  a  large  number  of  Lay  Readers  into  the  position  of 
Deacons.  Such  a  prox)osal  was  impracticable,  for  in  order  to  carry  it  out  it  would  be  necessary 
to  pfMt  an  Act  of  Parliament  to  repeal  one  of  the  Canons,  and  revise  the  Prayer  Book. 

Mr.  Q.  A  Spottiswoode  followed.  His  opinion,  as  a  Layman,  was  very  valuable.  He 
was  eminently  practical  in  his  suggestions.  He  deprecated  the  multiplication  of  societies,  many 
of  them  covering  the  same  ground.  He  urged  more  sympathy  between  the  Clergy  and  Laity. 
The  Clergy,  he  said,  must  believe  that  the  Laity  did  not  wish  to  take  away  any  of  their 
preroffatives :  the  Laity  must  work  with  a  determination  to  help  the  Clergy.  His  suggestion 
that  me  Clergy  would  do  well  to  train  a  few  Laymen,  and  make  them  efficient,  and  then 
superintend  them  in  their  work,  was  a  very  happy  one.  In  suggesting  how  much  good  might 
be  ^ected  if  large  employers  of  labour  would  help  on  religious  work  in  their  fairies  an4 
workshope,  there  is  little  doubt  that  he  was  speaking  from  his  own  experience. 

After  a  short  speech  by  Professor  Burrows, 

The  Hon.  Thomas  H.  W.  Pelham  delivered  an  earnest  address.  He  confined  his  remarks 
ahonost  entirely  to  work  amongst  3^oung  men.  His  experience,  he  said,  was  that  Laymen  were 
the  best  able  to  reach  them,  physically,  socially,  and  religiously.  He  made  an  excellent 
eugffestion  when  he  intimated  that  far  greater  use  might  be  made  by  the  Laity  of  their  houses, 
parks,  and  gardens,  for  Christian  work. 

Another  Layman,  Mr.  John  Trevarthen,  Provost  of  the  Guild  of  St.  Alban's,  followed. 
Being  a  Cornish  man  he  wished  to  testifv  to  the  ^ood  work  of  the  Wesley ans  in- that  county, 
and  lUs  said  that  much  might  be  learned  from  their  methods  of  work.  He  pleaded  for  greater 
elasticity  in  the  Church  Service,  so  as  to  meet  the  present  needs. 

The  Rev.  C.  J.  Thompson,  of  Cardiff,  made  a  suggestion  that  orphans,  instead  of  being 
sent  to  the  workhouse,  should  be  adopted  by  childless  Laymen.  He  pleaded  for  the  employ- 
ment of  Laymen  in  the  more  spiritual  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel. 

The  Rev.  W.  Carlile,  of  the  Church  Army,  advocated  the  employment  of  the  working 
men  themselves  as  evangelists.  He  said  that  it  was  found  that,  working  under  the  Clergy, 
they  werd  able  to  reach  the  very  lowest  grades  of  society,  and  bring  in  people  whom  the 
Clergy  themselves  could  not  reach. 

WEDNESDAY,  October  3. 

10  A.M. — Subject :  Woman's  Work. 

This  subject  was  considered  under  four  heads.  (1)  Sisters;  (2)  Deaconesses;  (3)  District 
Visitors  :  (4)  Mission  Women. 

The  Kev.  Canon  Carter,  of  Clewer,  read  the  first  paper,  dealing  with  Sisteriioods.  He 
said  that  Sisterhoods  were  a  revival  of  a  long-established  form  of  Christian  life.  He 
arranged  his  remarks  under  two  heads — the  Constitution  of  Sisterhoods,  and  the  Life  of 
Sisters.  As  a  constitution  they  claimed  certain  rights  and  liberties  within  the  general  action 
of  the  Church.  The  chief  points  to  be  secured  were — that  they  should  have  a  voice  in  the 
appointment  of  their  Superior,  that  they  should  manage  their  own  funds,  and  be  governed 
according  to  their  rule  and  not  by  the  mere  personsd  will  of  their  Superior,  the  Superior 
herself  acting  according  to  rule  ;  thus  they  would  have  a  constitution^,  and  not  an  absolute, 
government.  The  practice  of  the  Church  had  been  that  there  should  be  a  supervision  vested 
in  the  Bishop,  and  that  the  Rule  of  a  Sisterhood  should  have  Episcopal  sanction.  The 
essential  quahfication  for  a  Sister  was  that  she  shoidd  have  a  vocation  for  this  particular  form 
of  life.  This  was  judged  of  by  her  disposition,  but  ample  time  was  allowed  to  test  a  vocation 
— ordiiuDrily  two  years  and  a  half,  six  months  as  a  postulant,  two  years  in  a  noviciate.  If  she 
were  accepted  she  entered  this  consecrated  state  of  life,  believing  it  to  be  of  God,  and  therefore 
to  be  regarded  as  lifdong.  The  vow  was  simply  the  outward  acfaiowledgment  of  an  inward 
paipose,  and  was  useful  as  the  seal  and  pledge  of  its  truth.    He  considered  that  vows  should  be 
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ren«wiible  at  intorviilii,  and  that  vowm  ought  not  to  bo  taken  at  li  v«ry  earljr  ago.  And 
Mooondly,  at  to  t  ho  Llfo  of  SUton.  They  tfavu  up  their  own  will— not  their  own  oonaoltnoe— 
to  aot  tof^ether  in  an  undUtraotod,  undividiMl  net  vice.  In  a  f^  oonoentration  of  aU  tlieir  powera 
fur  the  end  wliloh  thoy  bellevwl  to  bo  the  highent  ^vithin  Uioir  reaoh.  It  waa  thia  whlon  ffave 
I)ower  to  thoir  work,  hIukUmum  to  their  devotion,  and  quietnoM  to  their  minds.  After 
annwerlng  the  ol\|ection  thnt  Siiitvrhoodii  tended  to  break  or  divparaife  home  tiai,  he  oon- 
eluded  thus :— That  the  ('htire)i  of  ICngland  had  n'otignitoil  and  aoceptid  Uie  leorAof  Siatem 
ii  a  tfain  to  the  life  of  ICngland  \  but  it  remained  Htlll  for  the  (^huroh  to  reootfnlM  and  aooept 
the  I\f9  of  Hiitterii,  and  for  thin  the  pravere  of  all  who  love  the  Church  of  ICngland  w  Qod^a 
ItMtrument  for  the  life  and  neace  of  Kngland  are  earncitly  deiiirod,  for  the  love  and  through 
the  nn^ritM  of  their  Lord  ami  Saviour  Jenuii  Chrint. 

Tli«  Denn  of  (-iikhtkii  then  read  a  pa|M*r  on  thn  Hubjeot  of  Deaconoiaea.  He  oommenoed 
by  ntferriuK  io  the  protrreMi  whioh  hmi  bet'n  made  in  n*oent  yearn  in  the  practical  treatment 
nr  thin  qm^tion.  lie  inNtiinoed  the  founding  of  the  I^tndon  DeaconeMoa*  InHiitution,  and 
similar  inKtitntlonN  in  the  Dioooieii  of  Kly,  (-anterbury,  Ohciter,  and  Haliibnry,  the 
organination  of  the  (iirU*  Friendly  8ooioiy,  and  the  entabliiiltment  of  achooli  (br  the  higher 
education  of  women.  He  eonitidered  that  the  DeatMmoHii  (lueMtion  might,  In  one  point  of  Tiew, 
he  Maid  to  be  the  nUlKiouM  Ride  of  a  much  larger  qucHiion.  He  proceeded  to  etate  more  pre- 
ciMely  what  wnrt  intendiMl  by  the  word  *  Dt^aconoim.*  The  Mcheme,  ho  aaid,  ii  a  very  great 
and  ambitiouii  one.  It  in  nothing  lent  than  an  endeavour  to  rentore  to  the  Churoh  what 
the  Church  Imii  lost,  and  without  which  it  i«  placed  at  a  great  disadvantage  In  the 
utruggle  ngainrttHin,  ignorance,  and  iiorrt)w.  He  couiidered  that  tlin  mo<lorn  Rtate  of  ioeiety 
needii  quite  an  much  an  any  previou*  age  an  authorieed  and  well-organised  ministrv  of  women. 
What  we  want,  he  said,  is  an  authorised  oflloial  Diaconate  of  women  as  an  integral  part  of  our 
I'hurch  system— a  \wi\y  of  l)eac(m(Mis(«s  oo-extenslve  with  the  Chtiroh  itself,  ready  ror  HrTi€i$ 
wherever  they  ai^e  wanted,  but  ap|M)inted  and  dintrted  by  the  Bishops,  and  serving  undwr  the 
i)arcchinl  (MeVgy.  The  system  he  advocated  was,  moreover,  on  liiblo  lines  as  well  as  onCharch 
lines.  If  they  took  their  stand  on  tho  ground  of  the  Now  Tostanient,  the  argument  for  the 
recognition  of  Deaconosses  as  a  part  of  tlie  Christian  ministry  wnH  as  strtmg  as  the  argument 
for  Kpiscopacy.  The  Dean  then  tirgtMl  that  tho  subject  of  tne  female  Diaconate  In  the  early 
Church  doservnd  a  closer  study  thsn  it  had  nu^eived.  He  proceeded  to  considor  the  rsUtlon 
of  lleaconcHHes*  Institutions  to  nioceses,  and  the  qu<«stion  whether  the  oflloe  should  be  considered 
an  oilice  for  life.  While  believing  that  a  woman  pn^senting  lierself  for  service  ought  to  Tiew 
it  as  a  life  of  survlco,  he  did  not  soe  any  authority  for  ollicial  vows,  ami  in  mmflrmation  of  this 
view,  quoted  the  words  of  tlie  late  Uishop  Wilberforce  at  the  Oxford  Church  Congress  In  the 
year  1800. 

Dr.  Arut.ANn,  sneaking  on  the  subject  of  District  Vitfltors,  dwolt  in  some  detail  upon  the 
qualities  nerossary  i<)r  a  successftil  nurse. 

Mr.  J.  (}.  TAi.n<vr,  M.IV,  s|Huiklng  of  Misnion  Women,  pointed  otit  that  by  means  of  this 
organisntion  ptxir  women  themselves  were  made  to  be  minlstrants  of  the  Churo^i. 

Archdeacon  Kmkuy  thought  that  all  the  four  classes  referred  to  must  be  teaching  women, 
and  if  thuy  woru  to  do  g(K)d  norvice,  must  bo  pi'ooerly  instructed  and  traiiUKl. 

The  Uev.  0.  KvicuAUh  advoontod  f«nmle  iniluence  in  the  cause  of  tt«m|)erance. 

Thn  Hishopof  Mkatii,  Karl  Nki<mon,  Archdeacon  li\TinruMT,  the  Itev.  U.  (\>mi*t<)M,  and 
others  took  part  in  the  discuMsion. 

The  Hishoitof  WiNdiiKNiKu,  in  closing  the  debate,  gave  some  interCMting  particulars  of 
the  DeaooncHNCM*  InstitutlonH  at  Farnham  and  Hedford. 

10  A.M.— Subject:    IM'UITY^  ANI»  TIIK   PuKVKMTION  ok  FlC.MAt.K   DKdUADATloN. 

There  was  a  very  largo  attondanoo  at  this  meeting,  to  which  men  only  were  admittml.  The 
Itev.  Dr.  HiuniNd,  iload-Mastor  of  Winrlu«Htcr,  reml  the  llrHt  pajier.  lie  said  that  the  countrv 
wante<i  a  ('huroh  tlni(m  to  assirtt  the  Auiral  atid  splritaml  work  of^  the  Church  in  two  ways.  It 
needed  combined  attention  to  insist  on  political,  social,  educational,  and  hygi(*nic  i^eforms,  antl 
to  elevate  tho  character  and  (Hmdition  of  the  people;  and  it  needed  the  rreation  of  a  social 

mght  that  something  In  the 
vantud.    Ho  paid  a  high 
'  way  of  practical  work  it 
was  difllcult  to  proaoh  on  the  sul^uct  before  mixo<l  audieum^s.    ilut  a  gn«at  deal  might  bo  done 
by  the  training  of  the  young,  fk-om  the  nursery  onwards. 

The  lion,  and  Uov.  A.  T.  Lyttki.ton  spoke  especially  of  ]>urity  an\ong  young  men. 
He  said  that  silonce  had  failed  as  a  remedy  for  the  gigantic  evil  whioh  was  In  our  midst. 
They  could  no  longer  ignore  or  silently  denloro  the  evil.  The  present  state  of  society  had 
grown  up  under  a  r<',<;imc  of  sllen(H)  on  the  subject.  Action  was  nocessary,  and  he  rocommendiMl 
the  formation  of  a  Purity  AMsociation  to  attack  the  evil. 

The  Hev.  Canon  Ihni.icu  i\\m  read  a  i>a)H^r  on  tho  Prevention  of  the  Degradation  of 

Women  and  Chlldnni.    After  pointing  out  that  the  protection  afforded  to  girls  and  young 

women  under  the  ICngllsh  law  was  of  the  weakest  possible  kind,  he  urged  that  legislation  was 

jiiHHltHl  oil  tho  Htibjvct,  and  entreated  those  present  to  cultivate  In  themselves,  and,  as  fhr  as 


to  elevate  tne  cnaracior  ana  (H)nani(m  oi  ine  poopuM  ami  ii  neetiei 
public  opinion,  which  should  place  a  ban  ujmn  immorality.  He  thoug 
nature  of  a  great  Vlgilanee  Committee  of  the  whole  nation  was  wi 
tribute  to  the  intluenee  of  ('Ourt  example  in  this  diriH«tion.    In  the 
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might  be,  in  others,  the  sense  of  woraan*s  nobility,  and  in  every  way  to  defend  and  protect 
her  as  a  weak  Teasel  against  those  who  wonld  use  her  amiss. 

Admiral  Rtdeb  read  a  paper  on  the  same  subject,  in  which  he  detailed  what  bad  been 
done  by  the  State. 

Canon  Scott  Holland  gave  a  very  eloquent  and  stirring  address.  Leaving  the  details 
on  which  the  other  speakers  had  touched,  he  went  back  to  the  great  principles  of  action. 
The  incolcation  of  purity  was  met  by  two  difficulties ;  its  magnitude  in  great  cities,  and  the 
fact  that  the  sin  of  impurity  dared  to  reason  in  favour  of  its  existence.  He  urged  that  the  . 
work  of  rescue  was  not  sufficient ;  as  long  as  there  was  the  demand,  tliere  would  be  the  supply. 
What  they  most  do  was,  by  all  the  means  in  their  power,  to  make  the  demand  less. 

The  Bev.  A.  G.  Butleb,  of  Oriel  College,  pointed  out  what  had  been  done  at  Oxford 
in  this  direction. 

Lord  Brabazon  made  some  useful  practical  suggestions,  recommending  especially  the 
ibrmation  of  Vigilance  Committees  in  large  town  parishes,  and  of  Associations  of  the  young 
of  both,  sexes,  with  a  view  to  the  promotion  of  purity  and  temperance. 

The  Sev.  H.  Y.  Stanton,  Mr.  Hbaton,  and  others  took  part  in  the  discussion. 

2.30.  P.M. — Subject :  The  Marriage  Laws, 

The  Archdeacon  of  Buckingham  introduced  the  subject.  After  a  review  of  the  changes 
wMch  ^ad  been  made  in  the  State  law  on  the  subject  of  divorce,  he  urged  that,  if  the  law  of 
marriage  was  to  be  recovered  where  it  had  been  depraved,  and  maintained  where  it  was 
intact,  that  must  be  on  a  revival  of  the  belief  that  the  marriage  law  was  of  Divine  appoint* 
ment,  and  it  must  be  initiated  by  some  act  of  the  Church  in  the  direction  of  disciplinary 
re^olation.  The  relaxation  of  one  part  of  the  Divine  law  of  marriage  would  probably 
develop  laxity  in  other  particulars  of  the  law.  The  Church,  he  maintained,  shoidd  speak  out 
aatb<mtatively,  and  without  delay. 

The  Archdeacon  of  Middlesex  read  the  second  paper,  dealing  with  the  subject  of  Marriage 
with' a  Deceased  Wife's  Sister.  He  objected  to  the  proposed  legislation  on  Scriptural,  logical^ 
historical,  pc^tical,  and  ecclesiastical  grounds.  He  dwelt  especially  on  the  topic  last  men- 
tioned, pointing  out  that  the  proposed  legislation  would  greatly  disturb,  if  not  fat^y  endanger^ 
the  existing  connection  of  Church  and  State. 

The  view  thus  presented  was  supported  by  the  Right  Hon.  G.  Sclater-Booth,  M.P.,  who 
expressed  himself  as  speaking  from  a  political  rather  than  from  a  social  point  of  view,  and 
by  Mr.  J.  Walter,  M.P.,  who  replied  to  the  arguments  usually  urged  in  favour  of  the  pro- 
posed change. 

Right  Hon.  A.  J.  Beresford  Hope,  M.P.,  said  that  this  matter  affected  not  only 
Chiffchmen,  but  all  classes  of  the  community,  and  that  therefore  they  ought  not  to  refuse  the 
co-operation  of  other  than  members  of  the  Church  of  England.  He  was  glad,  therefore,  to 
observe  that,  in  defence  of  the  existing  law,  there  were  to  be  seen  by  the  side  of  the  Arch- 
bishop^  of  Canterbury  the  leading  Scotch  Presbyterians,  the  leading  English  Dissenters,  and 
also  a  Bishop  of  the  Roman  Church. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Colman,  of  the  American  Church,  Canon  Trevor,  and  others  followed  on 
the  same  side. 

2.30  P.M.— Subject :  Pauperism  and  Thrift. 

The  Rev.  W.  L.  Blackley,  who  read  the  first  paper  on  this  subject,  made  some  valuable 
suggestions  in  reference  to  Friendly  Societies.  With  regard  to  these  societies,  he  said  he  would 
first  ask  them  to  study  the  subject.  Secondly,  to  agitate  and  to  enlighten  public  opinion 
according  to  their  opportunities.  Thirdlv,  if  a  club  existed  in  their  neighbourhood,  to  assist 
it  wherever  they  found  it  to  be  sound,  li'ourthly,  if  there  were  no  good  society,  to  promote 
the  introduction  of  one.  On  this  point  he  cordially  recommended  the  organisation  in  con- 
nection with  the  Church  of  England  Temperance  Society,  hianaged  by  Mr.  Mark  Elnowles. 

Mr.  Mark  Knowles  followed.  He  considered  that  Friendly  Societies  had  been  a  great 
blessing  to  working  men.  On  the  point  of  insurance  he  endeavoured  to  show  that  the  total 
abstainer  was  a  better  member  than  a  *  moderate  '  man.  He  dwelt  in  detail  on  the  methods 
of  the  Church  of  England  Temperance  Society,  and  of  the  Rechabite  Society,  speaking  highly 
of  both. 

The  Rev.  E.  Sturges,  Mr.  Wyndham  Portal,  Prebendary  Salmon,  and  others  took  part 
in  the  discussion. 

7  P.M. — Subject :  Foreign  Missions. 

Papers  were  read  on  this  subject  by  the  Bishop  of  Lahore  and  Sir  W.  Muitt.  The 
selected  speakers  were  Archdeacon  Farler  and  the  Rev.  W.  Townsend  Stores. 

Canon  Hoare  and  others  took  part  in  the  discussion. 

The  Chairman,  Lord  Plunket,  in  closing,  said  that  it  would  lend  additional  interest  to 
thcdr  proceedings  when  he  told  them  that  the  Bishop  of  Lahore,  who  introduced  the  snbjec^

That  ideal,  he  would  MAy,  wmn  to  be 
a  brave,  true,  independent,  geiu*rouH,  (lod-fuAring  man,  doing  to  othurM  an  he 'would  they 
ihould  do  to  him. 

Canon  Hauuy  then  delivered  en  AddrcNN  on  Nelf-MAcritlce.  He  pointc«d  out  the  mddlity  of  it 
in  family  life,  Nocial  liAs  and  political  life.  lie  believed  that  that  principle  (xuild  never 
thoroughly  llouriNh  in  the  heartM  of  nien  uulexN  it  were  united  with  a  faith  in  (iiMi  aN  the  Father 
of  aU  tiu)  liuniAU  family.  *  Vou  will  And  it,*  ho  concluded,  *  in  the  wordN  and  life  of  our  Lord 
JeiUN  (IhriKt.* 

Canon  IIolk  then  addrcMied  the  m<*eting.  He  Npoke  Nome  wordN  of  eanicMt  warning  agahiNt 
thoee  who  mRde  mlMchief  lH*tW(H«n  claM  and  clanN,  who  Induced  the  rich  mnn  to  withhold  all 
NVmnathv  and  help  from  the  ptMtr,  and  induced  the  noor  man  to  think  hard  thlngn  of  the  rich, 
lie  iidt  tbat  if  they  could  gut  rid  of  thexo  perMonK  the  diilcn«nt  clanNeN  in  our  land  wotild  live 
on  tonuN  of  mutual  alVcctitm  an<l  rcMpcct.  What  waM  wanted  for  the  Church  whn  that  nhe 
Nhould  have  a  luune  in  the  heartN  ot  the  people,  for  that  waM  a  reghm  beyond  the  reAtdi  of 
ActN  of  Parliament,  tlu  wlHhed  the  working  men  would  get  up  a  ('(mgrcMN,  and  invite  the 
working  ('lergy  to  It. 

After  a  few  wonlrt  from  Sir  John  MownuAV,  the  lUNliop  pronoiinecd  the  Ik*nodictlon,  and 
the  prouecdingN  tcniiliiateil.

10  A.M.- -Subject:  Tim  Cinimnf  and  thu  Univmuhitiioh. 

The  Kev.  U.  Aimm.kton,  Fellow  of  Trinity  College,  Can>bridge,  intrmlucfd  the  Mibject 
lieferrlng  tt»  the  NcricM  of  reftirmi  which  had  been  effected  in  the  couNtltution  of  tlie  (Jni- 
veroitieN,  the  laNt  act  of  which  waH  completed  IhnI  veiir,  ho  Nuid  that  It  miiNt  dcjiend  now  on 
the  memberrt  of  the  (!hurclt  nt  large  whether  the  ilMlvcrHiticN  Nhould  Ntill  he  nurNcrlcN  of 
idouM  learning  and  of  vIgoroUM  fNltli.  'I'hc  chnngeN  he  refcnvd  to  were  no  <1oubt  inevitable  { 
out  the  ('hurch,  he  nnld,  nUght  take  a  hopeful  view  of  the  Hituathm.  If  there  wen«  few 
privilegcN  or  rcHtrlctitniN  on  her  behalf,  there  were  (theoretically)  n<»  fi'tterN  impeding  her. 
An  the  matter  now  MjumI,  every  Hlep  taken  in  the  cauHc  of  the  Cliurch  had  more  ellbct  from 
the  very  fact  that  it  wan  NptmtnneouH,  dictated  hv  no  indirect  lnducenu»nt,  and  likely  to  be 
Ninct«re.*  The  (3hurch  had  a  fair  Held  :  dhe  would  be  Ntrorig  anuuig  them  in  i>roi>orlion  aN  aho 
waN  Ntrong  in  the  country  at  large:  whiit  nhe  waN  in  the  nation,  that  the  would  lie  in  them. 
In  eonuluNion  he  urged  tlmt  the  Nttidy  of  theology  needed  further  endowment— tmt  no  much 
in  the  way  of  pri/eN  for  di4tinguiHbed  nucccnn  ai  in  the  foundation  of  exhibitionN  to  enable 
poorer  mon  who  intended  to  tillVr  themNelvcN  for  the  MiniNtry  to  enter  the  UniverNitv,  or  to 
remain  there  Nf^er  taking  their  degree,  and  read  for  Ordination. 

Canon  WoitimwouTii  dealt  with  theprcMont  legal  ponitiou  vf  the  Church  in  tiiv  Uuivorvity 
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<^  Oxford  under  the  new  statutes,  and  pointed  out  how  that  position  was  to  be  improved  in 
regard  to  general  education,  and  especiallj'  in  regard  to  clerical  and  missionary  training. 

Canon  Kjmo  spoke  in  a  spirit  of  trustful  hope  for  the  future  of  the  University  of  Oxford. 
It  seemed  to  him  that  the  scare  of  unbelief  was  in  a  considerable  measure  less  than  it  was 
twenty  or  thirty  years  ago.  There  were,  however,  real  dangers,  and  he  earnestly  appealed  to 
fwients  not  to  send  their  sons  to  creedless  schools.  It  was  the  late  sowing,  he  said,  that  risked 
the  reaping  of  the  harvest. 

The  Rev.  J.  E.  C.  Welldox,  Head  Master  of  Dulwich  College,  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that 
infidelity  was  not  so  much  an  intellectual  malady  as  an  atrophy  of  the  spiritual  sense.  He 
thought  that  the  battle  with  unbelief  would  have  to  be  fought  on  the  field  of  personal  holiness. 
If,  he  said,  I  may  sum  up  in  one  brief  sentence  the  lesson  which  has  been  borne  in  upon  my 
mmd  by  the  study  of  contemporary  life  and  thought  at  Cambridge,  it  can  be  no  other  than 
this — ^that  it  will  be  the  Church  s  wisdom  in  the  future  to  place  her  trust,  not  so  much  in 
institutions  or  in  privileges  fenced  and  guarded  by  legal  enactments,  which,  after  all,  may  fail 
ber  in  the  hour  of  need,  but  to  place  it  rather  in  the  sanctity  and  devotion  of  individual 
Christian  Uves. 

The  Hon.  and  Rev.  A.  T.  Lyttelton  believed  that  the  great  work  of  the  Church  in  the 
Universities  was  to  convince  people  that  in  its  life,  strength,  and  work  the  cause  of  the  Church 
■was  not  a  losing  cause,  but  one  which  every  day  of  its  existence  gathered  strength  and  courage 
fw  the  future.  The  great  hope  alike  of  the  present  and  of  the  future  lay  in  voluntary  efforts 
and  voluntary  methods. 

Archdeacon  Denison,  Dr.  Ince,  Sir  J.  Mowbray,  and  others  took  part  in  the  discussion 
irhieh.followed. 

10  A.M.--STLbject :  Sunday  Teaching  fob  Childken. 

The  Rev.  F.  F.  Goe,  Rector  of  St.  George's,  Bloomsbury,  read  the  first  paper.  He  held 
that  the  future  of  a  child  greatly  depended  on  the  manner  in  which  Sunday  was  presented  to 
bin).  It  ought  to  be  made  the  happiest  dav  in  the  week.  Parental  influence  wisely  exerted 
on  Sunday  oftentimes  invested  religion  witli  a  charm  of  earlv  association  which  the  lapse  of 
time  couli  not  destroy.  Sunday  teaching,  he  said,  should  begin  at  home,  the  family  being  the 
natniBl  mould  of  character,  the  divinely  constituted  nursery  of  the  Church.  Sunday  teaching, 
as  giyeA  by  the  Clergy,  should  aim  at  making  the  Church  Services  popular  and  attractive  to 
children,  so  that  as  they  grew  up  they  should  have  no  wish  to  exchange  them  for  those  of 
other  communities.  If  they  desire  to  have  Sunday  teaching  such  as  should  influence  the  whole 
After-life  of  the  scholar,  two  things  should  be  borne  in  mind  :  the  one  was  the  ultimate  end 
of  Sunday  teaching,  which  was  the  winning  of  the  hearts  of  children  to  the  love  of  Christ,  the 
other  was  the  importance  of  making  the  Sunday  school  a  happy  place.  The  more  our  Sunday 
teaching  succeeded  in  winning  the  affections  of  the  young,  the  more  abiding  would  be  the  results. 

The  Rev.  R.  W.  Randall,  of  Clifton,  did  not  believe  in  broad  distinctions  between  teach- 
ing the  upper  and  lower  classes.  He  dwelt  on  the  duty  of  the  Clergy  to  bring  all  their 
cbil^h  under  the  influence  of  catechetical  teaching  in  the  Church,  and  to  give  more  pro- 
'minence  to  the  usefulness  of  the  Church  Catechism  as  a  guide  for  all  teachers  in  the  instruction 
of  the  young. 

Mr.  J.  G.  Talbot,  M.P.,  spoke  of  the  ignorance  of  the  children  of  the  upper  classes  in  ele- 
^  inentary  rdigious  knowledge.  Parents,  he  said,  had  the  ultimate  responsibility  for  their  children. 
'If  the  foundations  were  deeply  laid  in  the  years  spent  at  home,  then  whatever  instruction  was 
given  afterwards  would  have  more  effect :  sermons  would  be  better  understood,  the  Holy 
Scriptures  would  be  listened  to  with  intelligence,  and  school  lessons  would  confirm  the  good 
impressions  already  made. 

Mr.  T.  C.  Thompson,  M.P.,  said  that  after  twenty-five  years*  experience  he  could  speak  in 
bigh  terms  of  the  great  improvement  in  religious  teaching  of  late  years.  He  referred  to  his 
irork  among  gipsy  children  in  the  Sussex  Wolds,  and  its  happy  results. 

The  Rev.  tf.  T.  Jeffcock,  of  Wolverhampton,  described  his  school  or  class  for  the  children 
of  the  middle  classes.  From  this  school  he  said  that  many  of  his  Sunday  school  teachers  had 
heen.  drawn. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Belcher,  the  Rev.  Sir  James  Phillips,  Canon  Holland,  and  others  took 
part  in  the  discussion. 

2.30  P.M.— Subject ;  The  Churoh  and  the  Public  Schools. 

The  Rev.  E.  C.  WicKHAM  introduced  the  subject.  He  maintained  the  view  that  the  work 
cf  teaching  was  eminently  a  pastoral  work.  The  maintenance  of  a  considerable  clerical 
element  in  the  teaching  staff  of  our  Public  Schools  was  of  great  importance.  The  presence  of 
a  body,  of  Clergy  amongst  the  mastei*s  was  most  desirable,  as  keeping  up  a  distinctively  religious 
dhuracter.  After  some  further  remarks  on  this  subject,  he  said  that  in  maintaining  the  con- 
BieQtion  between  the  Church  and  schools,  the  institution  of  School  Missions,  which  had 
recently  been  so  happily  started  and  so  nobly  carried  on,  was  most  valuable. 

The  Rev.  G.  W.  Sergeant  read  the  second  paper.  He  spoke  of  the  better  religious  tone 
now  observable  in  all.  our  Public  Schools.  He  strongly  protested  against  the  proposal  to 
uppoint  a  chaplain  to  conduct  the  religious  teaching  of  the  bovs.    He  dwelt  on  the  importance

7' P.M.— Subject:  The  Services  op  the  Ch^uecu  and  thbib  Adaptatioit 

;  TO  Modern  Needs. 

,  .  The  Bishop  of  Bedford  read  the  first  paper.  He  said  that  there  was  a  need  of  greater 
▼{inety  and  larger  power  of  adaptation  in  our  Church  Services  than  they  at  present  possessed. 
Jh  £alt  London  exceedingly  simple  mission  services  were  used,  and  it  was  found  uy  expe- 
Hence  that  thieise  mission  services  led  many  who  had  never  previously  attended  any  place  of 
irpxship  to  become  Churchgoers  and  to.  pass  on  to  Confirmation  and  Holy  Communion.  -  He 
4tSd  not  see  w^y  they  need  fear  a  considerable  amount  of  freedom  in  the  use  of  additional 
wnrioes  in  their  churches  under  episcopal  sanction.  He  pleaded  earnestly  for  the  far  more 
general  obseiivance  of  the  ChurcVs  rule  of  daily  prayer,  but  then  he  would  allow  great 
n^odom  in  supplementing  the  regular  stated  services,  and  he  desired  in  all  ways  consistent 
iritibi  reveience  and  devotion  to  endeavour  to  meet  the  actual  wants  of  the  people. 

The  Rev.  Canon  Medd  also  read  a  paper,  in  which  he  pointed  out,  among  other  things, 
the  great  need  there  was  for  a  special  Harvest  Festival  Service  and  a  special  late  Service  tor 
New  Tear's  JEve. 

The  Bev.  Berdmore  Comptox  spoke  on  other  matters  of  detail^  pleading  especially  for 
unproYement  in  the  quality  of  the  sermons  preached  bv  the  Cler^.    .

10  AJK.«-Siibjeet :  Personal  !Relioion. 

After  a  few  introductory  remarks  by  the  President,  the  Bev.  Canon  King,  Professor  of 
Pastoral  Theology  in  the  university  of  Oxford,  read  the  first  paper.  He  desired,  he  said,  to 
iiSer  a  few  practical  suggestions  in  reference  to  the  relation  of  personal  rcligien  to  the  three 
great  features  of  the  Christian  character,  faith,  hope,  and  love.  In  reference  to  the  first  point, 
%e  needed,  he  said,  to  consider  faith  oh  the  side  of  acceptance^  our  faith  being  not  the  creation 
of  our  own  reason  but  the  gift  of  God.  '  He  maintained  that  man's  spiritual  activity  depends 
throughout  om.grace,  as  originating,  assisting,  and  sustaining  it  to  the  end.  Another  aspect 
of  faith,,  he  ioontinued.  Is  the  fulness  of  the  act  on  our  part — ^it  is  not  the  bare  assent  of  the 
inHellect,  it  is  rather  a  threefold  act  involving  the  intelligence,  the  heart,  and  the  will — a 
^mrremibr  of  our  whole  being  to  God.  And  lastly,  the  end  of  our  faith,  he  said,  is  not  know- 
ledge but  worship  ;  the  discoveries  of  science  rightly  end  in  admiration,  the  vision  of  God  in 
adoration.  The  practical  efilict  of  this  on  our  spirittial  life  should  be,  first,  a  more  simple 
hnmiBty,  and  secondly  a  more  indestructible  peace.  In  reference  to  the  subject  of  Love,  -after 
Ohfti^rying  that  *  the  love  of  God  and  of  man  are  man's  perfection,'  he  proceeded  to  answer  the 
qu^tioH,  How  are  we  to  attain  to  this  height  ?  In  reference  to  this  point  he  desired  to 
commend  to  the  consideration  of  his  hearers,  first,  the  fatberlv  use  of  authority.  Might  not 
this,  he  said,  be  more  beneficially  used  than  it  generally  is  by  parents  over,  their^ildren, 
by  enlployers  over  their  emploved,  and  by  all  who  have  the  responsibility  of  authority 
oitrasted  to  them  ?  And  secondly,  the  patient  toleration  of  mixed  motives  in  bringing  man 
to  his  true  end,  the  free,  disinterested  love  of  God  and  man.  Pure  principles  of  right  and 
wrong,  he  urged,  do  not  touch  the  very  wrong ;  they  need  laws  and  rules,  and  also  rewards 
and  punishments,  allurements  to  that  which  is  right.  To  these  remarks  on  our  present 
rdatum  to  faith  and  love  he  added  a  few  words,  on  our  present  relation  to  hope.  Mignt  not, 
he  aaked,  the  communion  of  saints  become  a  greater  reality  to  us  than  it  usually  is  ?  Might 
ire  not,  day  fay  day,  accustom  ourselves  so  to  realise  the  lue  of  those  who  are  living  on  the 
Other  side,  that  death  would  lose  much  of  its  terrors  and  old  age  all  its  melancholy,  knowing 
that  each  winter  faring  us  so  much  nearer  to  the  eternal  spring?  Would  not  such  a 
brightening  hope  be  fittmgfor  those  who  profess  to  bo  *  waiting  for  Him,*  'looking  for  Him,' 
'loving  His  appearing'?  Such,  he  concluded,  are  some  of  the  special  requirements  of  our 
personal  religion  in  the  present  day.  A  Faitli  which  has  the  characteristics  of  humility  and 
t)eace,  'a  Love  which  in  voluntary  obedience  is  regaining  its  purity  and  perfect  freedom,  and 
lisUy  an  ever-brightening  Hope,  ■       - 

/nie  Bev.  F.  J.  Ciiayasse,  Bector  of  St.  Peter  le  Bailey,  Oxford,  read  the  next  paper.  '  He

Father  And  with  HIh  Son  Jcnua  (MtriAt.* 

The  lANt  Aclected  Hpcaker  waa  tho  Kev.  H.  Jamkh,  Itector  of  Llvermero.  In  connection  with 
tho  Aubjcct  of  personal  religion  ho  (lesired,  ho  AAid,  to  dwell  on  two  points,  Its  end,  and  tho 
development  necvssnry  to  that  end.  rerHonal  religion,  lie  said,  Ia  upHnciph  aa  well  aa  a powif. 
Taking  its  rise  fi'om  a  personal  union  with  a  personal  (/hriAt,it  had  ItA courAo  through  neraonal 
rommunion  and  ita  conMimnmtion  in  being  Aatiatled  when  we  awake  with  HIa  likeness. 
What,  ho  asked,  are  the  condltionA  of  tho  deveh>pmcnt  rcqiUred  ?  The  llrat  ho  would  mention 
WAA  roAlisAtion.  It  ia  with  this  that  all  true  personal  religion  begins;  the  moment  of  trust  is 
the  moment  of  union.  Then  it  ia  that,  tho  ilrst  tlow  of  the  life-Aapcommomnv.  If  our  iMmonal 
religion  Ia  to  bo  of  a  wholesonu>  and  vigorouA  sort,  it  nuiat  havo  ita  roota  in  a  eoUAciouanoss  of 
present  forgivencAA.  A  further  ciujdition  of  (levelonment  and  a  flirther  help  to  godliness  might 
1)0  found  in  faithfulnoAA  in  tho  daticA  of  life.  Faitiifulnraa  obtaina  a  lartre  moaaure  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  it  tenda  to  form  charActer,  to  lit  ua  for  phices  of  groAter  n*AnonAil)ilitA^,  and  thereby  to 
tlx  our  condition.  Another  condition  of  development  waa  fellowAhip  with  Uml.  The  spirit  of 
man  growA  by  what  it  ia  fed  on,  and  ita  proper  nourlAhmont  Ia  tho  Aupply  of  the  Spirit  of  God. 
Ono  other  aid  to  the  development  of  personal  roligicm  ho  would  add,  In  coneluAion,  was  expecta- 
tion. Wo  muAt  have  motivrs  aA  well  aA  mran»t  and  wo  find  one  in  thlA,  the  hope  of  the  Advent. 
TAke,  ho  AAid,  Any  feature  of  (iod'a  character  which  requirea  ImitAtion,  and  we  shall  find  it 
urged  And  enforced  in  connection  with  the  pArAuiount  truth  of  tho  Lord's  return.  In  oon- 
cluAion  ho  AAid  ho  had  no  better  wish  for  himself  and  hiA  hearera  than  tlmt  tho  epitaph  of  each 
might  bo  AA  tho  epitaph  of  .lehoAaphat,  'Ilia  heart  was  lifted  up  in  the  WAya  of  tho  Lord.* 
There  waa  religion  in  his  lifo  And  life  in  his  religion.  Christ  was  tho  principle,  the  pattern 
and  tho  power  of  that  life,  even  to  the  end. 

After  A  few  brief  renuirka  bv  Mr.  Kiujknic  Stock,  the  Pkrhidknt  addressed  the  meoUng. 
lie  spoke  of  tho  iniereat  evidontlv  manifeAtod  in  tlmt  morning^  subject  by  tho  very  largo 
assomblsgo  of  persons  who  had  gAthurvd  together  In  tho  hall  on  this  oocaslon.    Ue  earnestly 
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prayed  that  some  words  then  spoken  might  find  apiace  in  the  inmost  hearts  of  many.  May  I, 
he  said  in  conclusion,  give  you  this  good,  kindly,  and  Christian  vrish,  that  when  you  look  back 
to  the  Reading  Church  Congress,  you  may  say,  not  on  a  platform  perhaps,  nor  even  to  your 
nearest  and  dearest  friend,  but  on  your  knees  before  God  in  prayer,  *  Thank  God  for  the  morning 
on  which  I  heard  that  word  ! ' 

A  closing  hymn  was  then  simg,  and  the  me?ting  was  dismissed  with  the  Benediction. 

10  A.M. — Subject :  The  Ecclesiastical  Courts. 

A  paper  was  read  on  this  subject  by  the  Kev.  Canon  IIayman,  Rector  of  Aldringham, 
which  was  followed  by  an  address  by  the  Rev.  Canon  Trevor. 

A  discussion  followed,  in  which  the  Bishop  of  Winchester,  Mr.  Sydney  Gedoe,  the 
Rev.  G.  H.  Sumner,  the  Rev.  Canon  EsriN,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Belcher,  and  others  took  part. 

2.30  P.M. — Subject :  The  Ecclesiastical  Courts. 

This  subject  was  resumed  at  the  afternoon  sitting  of  the  Congress. 

A  paper  was  read  by  Dr.  Phillimore,  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  Lincoln,  which  was 
followed  by  an  address  by  Mr.  Lewis  T.  Dibdin,  Barrister  at  Law. 

A  discussion  followed  in  which  Bishop  Perry,  Archdeacon  Emery,  Mr.  Parker,  of 
Oxford,  the  Hon.  C.  L.  Wood,  the  Dean  of  Windsor,  Mr.  Beresford  Hope,  M.P.,  Canon 
EsPiN  and  others  took  part. 

2.30  P.M. — Subject:  The  Relation  of  the  Church  at  Home  to  the  Church  m 

the  Colonies  and  in  Missionary  Dioceses. 

The  Rev.  Canon  Barry,  Bishop  Designate  of  Sydney,  introduced  the  subject.  He  taid 
that  two  points  appeared  to  him  to  be  clear  on  this  important  subject.  The  tirst  was  that  the 
relations  of  the  Colonial  and  Missionary  Churches  were  relations  which  must  grow  and 
shape  th^nselves  by  natural  and  varied  developments,  and  which  it  would  be  impossible  to  fix 
by  rigid  and  abstract  definition.  Clearly,  he  said,  there  was  a  unity  which  should  bind  in  one 
all  these  Churches,  and  he  would  describe  this  unity,  as  unity  of  doctrine,  and  unity  of 
missicm.  But,  be  added,  under  the  shadow  of  these  principles  of  unity,  there  should  be  in 
these  daughter  Churches  all  possible  freedom  and  variety  of  development.  They  have  to  deal 
with  human  nature  under  all  varieties  of  race,  civilisation,  and  religious  history,  and  to  this 
variety  <^  need  and  mission  must  correspond  variety  of  action  and  orgaifisation.  But  secondly 
he  would  contend  that  the  relation  of  the  actual  growth  of  these  Churches  to  the  Church  at 
home  will  be  largely  determined  by  the  relations,  political  and  social,  of  the  colonies  themselves 
to  the  mother  country.  After  briefly  reviewing  the  general  character  of  these  relations,  he 
said  that  be  believed  all  these  things  had  their  true  analogy  in  things  ecclesiastical  and 
religious.  He  dwelt  on  the  importance  of  maintaining  rightly  the  balance  of  independence 
and  unity,  and  expressed  his  belief  that  though  difficult  it  was  not  impossible.  As  England 
over  her  daughter  nations,  so,  he  concluded,  should  the  Church  sit  a  mother  among  her 
daughter  Churches.  Those  Churches  grow  from  the  complete  dependence  of  childhood  to  the 
large  independence  of  maturity,  but  they  must  be  daughter  Churches,  and  therefore  bound 
together  not  only  by  the  supreme  unity  m  the  One  Father,  the  One  Lord  and  Head,  the  One 
Spirit  of  Life,  but  also  by  the  lesser  but  still  sacred  relation  of  filial  deference  and  love  to  her 
who  is  the  mother  of  them  all. 

•  Bishop  Mitchinson  read  the  next  paper,  in  which,  after  describing  the  gradual  develop- 
ment which  had  taken  place  in  the  Colonial  Churches,  he  pointed  out  some  valuable  lessons 
which  the  Colonial  Churches  had  taught  to  the  mother  Church,  and  showed  what  the  Charch 
of  England  had  done  in  return  for  these  her  daughter  Churches. 

Lord  Nelson,  Bishop  Abraham,  Dr.  Leighton  Colman,  of  Ohio,  and  others  took  part 
in  the  discussion  which  followed. 

COKVESSAZIOKE  AND  FINAL  MEETING. 
A  SOCIAL  entertainment  or  conversazione  was  given  to  the  members  on  Friday  evening  by 
the  Worshipful  tbe  Mayor  of  Reading.  The  attendance  was  large,  and  in  the  course  of  the 
evening  a  few  speeches  were  made.  The  Right  Hon.  Sir  John  Mowbray  proposed  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Oxford  for  the  able  manner  in  which  he  had  performed  the 
dnties  of  President.  This  was  most  cordially  and  unanimously  accorded  bv  all  present.  The 
President,  after  gracefully  replying  to  the  resolution,  spoke  with  evident  feeling  of  the  kindness 
which  had  been  shown  to  the  members  of  the  Congress  by  the  inhabitants  of  Reading,  and 
of  the  generous  hospitality  accorded  to  them  by  the  Mayor.  In  the  name  of  the  Congress  he 
tendered  his  hearty  thanks  to  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  Reading,  and  for  placing  at  their 
disposal  the  municipal  buildings  of  this  town. 

The  Mayor  of  Reading  having  briefly  replied  to  this  resolution,  which  embodied  the 
feelings  of  all  the  members  of  the  Congress,  and  having  expressed  the  satisfaction  and  enjoy- 
ment which  he  had  himself  derived  from  its  meetings,  Canon  Hoare  proposed  a  vote  of 
tlianks  to  the  inhabitants  of  Reading  for  their  kind  and  Christian  hospitality,  which  was 
coarteoosly  acknowledged  by  Mr.  J.  Walter,  M.P.  Archdeacon  Balston  moved  a  vote  of 
t|)i)9](8  t9  (h^  reii4^fi  ai^d  speaker,  ^hicl^was  acki(owle4ged  br^e^y  by  Dr.  Acland,  of 
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Osfbrd.  The  D«ftn  of  York  propoRcd  a  grateful  iioknowlodgmoat  of  the  patient  and  tfloii&t 
lerrices  of  the  seorptarloe  and  othorn  who  hml  made  the  neoeMwrv  preparaUoni  fbr  their 
aooommodation  ami  comfort.  Tliin  wan  briefly  hut  warmly  reapondod  to  by  the  ReT.  N^  T« 
GaukTi  Vicar  of  St.  Mary's.  Arohdoaoon  Kmkuy  then  invited  all  present  to  Carliile  Ant  th« 
next  Churoli  ConffroM,  wnoro,  ho  addotl,  a  hoarty  woloomc  will  ewait  them.

agrood  to : 

Olijeot  of  the  Church  Oongreii.  —Tho  objoct  of  tho  Church  Congroaa  la  to  bring 
togutbor  nicnilx'rM  of  tho  (Jhun^h  of  ICn^land  and  of  Clmn^hoH  in  communion  with  hor, 
for  froo  doUboratioii,  and  for  tho  oxohango  of  o))iMion  and  oxporivnoo  on  mibject^i 
which  affect  tlio  ))raciical  cilicioncy  of  tho  ('hurch,  and  tho  moana  of  dofonco  nnd 
extonNiim ;  uIho  for  the  cncouray:<'n\(mt  of  a  general  intorcNt  in  thoHo  and  kindnul 
iubjoota  amongst  tho  (Ucrgy  anci  Laity  in  ditTcront  ))artHof  tho  country. 

1.  That  ))olnt4  of  thuologlcid  doctrine  and  Hpoculation  bo  not  suloctcd  as  iubjeoti 
for  diaouHHion. 

2.  That  no  quontion  arining  out  of  any  papor  road,  or  subject  treated,  at  any 
general  or  sectional  meeting,  bo  put  to  tho  vote. 

8.  Tliat  the  several  subject H  nelectcd  for  dlHCUsHlon  be  introduced  bvpaporsiuid 
prepared  speeches  (ordinarily  not  more  tlian  four),  limited  in  length  at  tho  disorotion 
of  the  Local  C'Ommittoe;  but  that  ample  time  bo  reserved  in  each  session  for  fro« 
and  open  <lebate. 

4.  That  tho  Congress  moot,  for  four  days— vlx.  Tuesday,  "Wednesday,  Thursday, 
and  Friday ^in,  or  as  near  as  may  bo  to,  tho  llrst  week  in  October,  lui  ^all  be  flxod 
by  tlio  liOcal  Committee. 

fi.  That  the  proceedings  bo  opened  with  T)ivino  service,  with  a  sermon  or  icrmons, 
^tbt  orrangomcntH  for  which  shall  bo  made  by  tho  Local  Committee. 
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'  6.  That  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  where  the  Congress  is  held  be  president ;  but  in 
the  event  of  ^the  Bishop  not  being  able  for  anj  reason  to  preside,  he  be  requested  to 
appoint  a  depnty. 

7.  That  none  but  bond  fide  members  of  the  Church  of  England,  or  of  Churches  in 
communion  with  her,  be  permitted  to  address  the  Congress. 

.    8.  That  all  questions  concerning  the  order  of  proceedings  be  in  the  discretion  of 
the  president  or  presiding  chairman,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

9.  That  any  member  of  the  Congress  desirous  of  speaking  on  the  subject  before 
the  meeting,  shall  give  his  card  to  the  secretary  in  attendance,  and  await  the  call  of 
the  chairman. 

10.  That  every  speaker  shall  address  the  chair  only,  confine  himself  strictly  to 
the  subject  under  discussion,  cease  when  time  is  called,  and  not  be  permitted  to 
speak  twice  on  the  same  subject. 

11.  That  the  time  allowed  to  each  speaker  other  than  those  specially  invited  to 
read  papers  or  to  give  prepared  addresses  shall  not  exceed  ten  minutes. 

-  12.  That  the  ^chbishops  of  Canterbury  and  York  be  requested  to  be  patrons  of 
Congress. 

13.  That  there  be  a  Congress  Consultative  Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  the 
Presidents  and  Secretaries  of  past  Congresses,  with  other  members,  lay  and  clerical,  to 
be  nominated  at  each  Congress. 

14.  That  the  Consultative  Committee's  duty  be — 

(1)  To  receive  invitations  for  future  Congresses. 
.  ■  (2)  To  determine  where  the.  next  Congress  shall  be  held. 

(3)  To  advise  generally  with  the  Local  Committee. 

15.  That  there  be  a  permanent  Secretary  of  Church  Congress  appointed  by  the

A  petition  was  presented  on  behalf  of  several  members  of  the 
Conference,  praying  that  representatives  to  the  Conference  might  be 
chosen  not  later  than  the  previous  October. 

The  Bishop  in  his  opening  address  alluded  to  the  death  of  Arch- 
bishop Tait,  and  the  proposed  draft  statutes  issued  by  the  Cathedral 
Establishments  Commissioners  affecting  Ely  Cathedral.     His  Lord- 
siiip  then  reviewed  favourably  the  Bishop  of  Exeter's  Bill ;  commending  the  provi- 
sion which  empowers  the  Bishop  to  assign  to  the  curate  in  charge  of  a  vacant  bene- 
S<5«  a  stipend  at  the  rate  of  2001.  per  annum,  and  the  permission  given  to  unite  small 
t>^iiefices,  and  the  method  adopted  by  the  Bill  for  dealing  with  cases  of  clerical  neg- 
^^iC2t.    The  address  concluded  with  a  reference  to  the  Deceased  Wife's  Sister  Bill.

2.  Committee  for  the  Promotion  of  Social  Purity. — *  That  the  Lord  Bishop  be 
respectfully  requested  to  appoint  a  permanent  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  adopting 
sucm  measures  as  they  may  think  best  suited  to  carry  into  effect  the  recommen- 
dations contained  in  the  Beport  of  the  Bishop's  Committee  on  the  Degradation  of 
Women,  and  that  it  be  an  instruction  to  such  Committee  to  make  the  formation  of  a 
Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Church  of  England  Purity  Society  one  of  the  first  objectjs  of 
their  care.'

2.  The  Dwellings  of  the  Industrial  Classes. — *  That  this  Conference,  feeling  deeply 
that  the  provision  of  healthy  dwellings  for  the  working  classes  is,  in  the  interest  of 
the  spiritual,  moral,  and  physical  welfare  of  the  community,  a  subject  of  the  first  and 
highest  importance,  desires  to  urge  upon  the  City  Council  of  Liverpool  that  they  do 
put  in  force  as  speedily  as  possible  the  powers  which  they  possess  for  the  acquisition, 
and  when  needful  the  demolition  of  insanitary  dwellings,  careful  regard  being  at  the 
same  time  had  to  the  absolute  need  for  the  due  provision  of  suitable  dwelling 
accommodation  for  those  who  may  thereby  be  displaced.  Further,  the  Conference 
desires  to  impress  upon  urban  sanitary  authorities  in  the  Diocese  the  fulfilment  of 
their  duty  to  take  immediate  steps  for  the  improvement,  and,  if  needful,  demolition 
of  insanitary  dwellings  in  their  districts.'

Tho  following  resolution  waM 
carrie<l  unanimously :  '  That  the  members  of  this  Conferenoo  desiru 
to  express  their  deep  sympathy  with  tho  Bishop  of  lUpon  in  hla 
illness,  and  regret  at  liis  being  so  prevented  from  presiding  at  thin 
nieetlng,  and  they  pray  that  tlie  Almiglity  may  speedily  restore  him 
to  health.'

1.  ReiM)rt  of  tho  Royal  (commission  on  Kccleslastical  Court s.^A  paper  was  road, 
and  the  following  resolution  carried  :  *  That  the  Report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on 
Kcclesiastical  Courts  is  entitled  to  tho  favourable  consideration  of  this  Conferenoo, 


in  the  hope  that  the  general  adoption  of  the  proposals  therein  contained  may  conduce 
to  the  peace  of  the  cSiurch,  while  affording  secuiity  for  the  better  observation  of  the 
ecclesiastical  laws.' 

2.  Charitable  Trusts  Bill. — A  paper  was  read,  and  the  following  resolution  agreed 
to  :  *  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  the  proposals  of  the  Charitable  Trusts 
Bill,  1883,  would,  if  enacted,  enlarge  to  an  unnecessary  extent  the  powers  of  the 
Charity  Commissioners  in  dealing  with  existing  trusts.  And  this  Conference  is 
further  of  opinion  that,  before  entering  upon  the  consideration  of  any  further 
enlargement  of  the  powers  of  the  Charity  Commissioners,  official  inquiry  be  made  as 
to  the  manner  in  which  they  exercise  the  powers  which  they  already  possess.* 

3.  Deceased  Wife's  Sister  Bill. — A  paper  was  read,  and  the  following  resolution 
carried  :  *  Tliat  the  proposal  to  permit  marriage  between  a  man  and  the  sister  of  bis 
deceased  wife  rests  on  no  sound  principle,  is  opposed  to  the  teaching  of  Holy  Scripture 
as  understood  by  the  Church  and  expressed  in  the  99th  Canon,  and,  if  adopted,  is 
likely  to  be  fraught  with  great  social  danger  to  our  country.' 

Middle  Class  Education. — A  paper  was  read,  and  the  following  resolution  adopted  : 
*  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  make  inquiry  into  the  state  of  Middle  Class 
Church  Education  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  report  on  the  same  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Conference.' 

6.  Financial  Position  of  Voluntary  Schools. — A  paper  was  read,  and  the  following 
resolution  adopted :  *  That  this  Conference  is  desirous  of  expressing  its  decided 
opinion  that  voluntary  schools  have  a  just  claim  upon  the  Government  for  an 
increased  Parliamentary  grant,  and  also  recommends  the  formation  of  Church  Day- 
school  Associations,  throughout  the  Diocese  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  to  preserve 
our  elementary  schools  in  full  efficiency.' 

Representatives  were  elected  to  serve  on  the  Central  Council  of  Diocesan  Con- 
ferences. '    . 


DIOCESE   OF   ROCHESTER. 

This  Conference  met  On  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  May  30  and  31, 
at  Rochester.  There  was  a  Celebration  in  the  Cathedral  on  Thursday 
morning.  After  service  in  th,e  Cathedral,  the  Bishop  opened  the 
Conference.  In  his  address  his  Lordship  alluded  to  the  Fund  for  the 
erection  of  ten  Churches  in  South  London,  St.  Saviour's,  Southwark, 
the  appointment  of  a  Diocesan  Organising  Inspector  for  Church 
Schools,  and  drew  attention  to  the  need  that  exists  for  a  Clergy 
School. 

BtTSiyESS. 

1.  Report  received  and  adopted :  the  financial  statement. 
n.  Reports  received,  and  motions  made  thereon. 

1.  Spiritual  Aid. — *  That  the  Spiritual  Aid  Committee  be  requested  to  report  to  the 
next  Conference  on  the  best  means  of  recruiting  the  ranks  of  the  sacred  ministry  of 
Christ's  Church.' 

2.  Parliamentary  Committee. — *  That  the  report  be  referred  to  the  Committee  to 
inquire  what  ancient  endowments  appropriated  to  the  Church  and  other  eleemosynary 
parpofles,  now  obsolete,  might  be  properly  applied  to  educational  purposes  in  this 
diocese.' 

3.  Women's  Work.—*  That  it  is  desirable  that  a  Sisterhood  for  nursing  and  rescue 
work,  or  a  Deaconess  Institution  be  established  in  the  diocese.'

and  Convocation  to  tldH  efTeot.* 

4.  Tithe.-  *That  the  law  In  rt«gard  to  titho  re(iuin>!<  amondroont,  and  that  it  bo 
referred  to  the  I^aw  and  ParliaiiuMitury  Ounimittoo  tf)  connidcr  luid  report  upon  tho 
Hubjeot  in  tho  direction  indicated  by  ilit  HiU«  of  Karl  Sianho^w  and  Mr.  Htanloy 
LoiKhton.* 

fi.  l^lrit\^ — A  petition  was  adoptt^l  in  fa\*our  of  better  protection  for  young  fi^rK 
— *  That  it  iM  dcHirable  that  a  Kocit^ty  of  Men  be  formed  for  promoting  purity  amongHt 
their  own  hcx,  and  for  ])rev(Miting  the  dishonour  and  degradation  of  women  and 
ohlldron,  and  that  the  Standing  ( -ouiniittoe  l>e  nniuoHtiHl  to  nondnate  a  oommittoo  to 
taJko  such  Hteps  an  may  be  nec(*88nry  for  the  pronu)tif)n  of  8\ioh  a  Society.* 

6.  PenHiouM. — *  Tliat  a  C'Ommittoe  be  apixilnted  to  examine  tho  Mohemoii  rocontly 
put  forward  for  tlie  establishment  of  a  C -lorgy  PonHit)n  and  Widows  Fund.* 

7.  The  Snirltual  (-ondititm  of  the  Manses. — A  |)aper  was  read  and  tho  following 
adopted:  *Tnat  in  view  of  the  prestmt  unsatisfactory  spiritual  condition  of  great 
massoi  of  tho  popuhitlon,  notably  in  our  own  diocese,  the  Cliuroh  should  endeavour 
to  aooompUsh  her  grout  task  by  si)e(^ial  efforts  and  metluMls,  at  once  in  harmony  with 
her  own  4>'8tom  and  doctrine,  and  with  all  the  froinlomand  eliu«tlcity  i)ermltted under 
her  laws,  and  that  it  be  referred  to  tho  Spiritual  Aid  Oommittoo  to  consider  and  report 
on  tho  subject.* 

8.  Interchange  of  Pulpits.  -  •'  That  there  Is  so  large  an  area  of  o<)mmon  ground  in 
belief  and  practice  amongst  the  various  schools  of  tliought  within  tho  Churoh  of 
Kngland,  that  a  greater  co-oi)eratlon  betW(H>n  them  thiui  at  ])resont  exists  is  both 
deurablo  and  attainable,  and  that  this  ('Onferenc(^  would  suggest  Interohangoof  pulpit 
ministrations  by  the  (Hergy  within  tlieir  respective  neighlHnirhoods.*

— It  was  resolved  :  *  That  the  Committee  on  Condition 
of  Vagrants  be  instructed  to  give  further  consideration  ta  the  subject  of  charity 
organisation.* 

3.  Neglect  of  Holy  -Baptism,  and  Infidelity. — The  following  resolutions  were 
carried  :  (i.)  *  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Committee  to  watch  the  progress  of 
the  infidel  organisation  described  in  the  Beport,  and  to  collect  and  lay  before  the 
Synod  from  time  td  time  information  respecting  the  moyements  of  infidelity,  (ii.) 
That  the  Comniittee  be  further  instructed  to  consider  in  whAt  rannner  tke  principles 
of  association  may  be  best  employed  to.  counteract  the  efforts  of  secular  and  Infidel 
societies.* 

4.  Church  House.— The  following  resolution  was  carried :  'That  it  is  desirable  to 
institute  a  registry  fqr  Clergy,  teachers,  and  other  Church  workers  seeking  engage- 
ments, and  that  the  three  Archdeacons  be  requested  to  found  such  an  institution  in 
connection  with  Church  House.' 

DISCTJSSIOy. 

The  following  subjects  were  discussed  and  motions  made  thereon : 

1.  Day  of  Special  Prayer  for  Blessing  on  the  Land. — It  was  resolved  that  a 
petition  should  be  presented  to  the  Upper  House  of  Convocation  of  Canterbury, 
praying  the  House  to  appoint  Bogation  Sunday  or  some  other  suitable  Sunday  for 
special  prayer  for  blessing  on  the  fruits  of  the  earth. 

2.  Cottage  Accommodation. — The  following  resolution  was  in  the  first'  instance 
an  amendment:  *  That  this  Synod,  feeling  very  strongly  how  greatly  the  moral  and 
religions  condition  of  our  country  parishes  depends  upon  suflScient  and  proper  cottage 
accommodation,  desires  to  urge  respectfully  upon  all  landlords,  sanitary  authorities, 
and  others  more  directly  concerned  therein,  the  importance  of  taking  such  st^'an 
may  tend  more  effectually  to  secure  the  requisite  acconmiodation,  and  that  th§ 
secretaries  of  the  Synod  be  instructed  to  forward  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  tlici 
chairmen  of  the  respective  sanitary  authorities  within  the  Diocese.*  • 

3.  Beligious  Education  of  GirLs. — A  resolution  was  adopted  instrnctifag  *tb«f 
Committee  of  Selection  to  select  members  of  the  Synod  and  others  to  join  with  -tins 
Comimittee  to  entertain,  if  it  think  fit,  any  other  portion  of  the  subject  of  middle 
class  education. 

4.  It  was  resolved  that  petitions  against  the  following  Bills  shoQid  be  presented 
to  both  flouses  of  Parlianient:  (a)  Burial  Fees  Bill;  (*)  Cemeteries  BiU;  (c) 
Church  Boards  Bill ;  (d)  Churchwardens*  Admission  Bill ;  (/?)  Parliamentary  Oaths 
Act  (1866)  Amendment  Bill — this  was  carried  by  114  to  24;  (/)  Marriage  with 
Deceased  Wife*s  Sister  Bill.  An  amendment  praying  for  the  legalisation  of  such 
marriages  was  rejected  by  112  to  13,  and  the  motion  for  the  petition  against  any 
alteration  in  the  Table  of  Elindred  and  Affinity  carried  by  about  the  same  number.    ' 

5.  National  Insurance.^ — The  following  resolution  was  adopted:  *  That  Mr. 
B]ackley*s  scheme  of  national  insurance  be  referred  back  to  the .  Committer  of 
Pauperism  and  Thrift  for  further  consideration.  And  that  the  Committee  be 
instructed  to  ascertain  what  provident  societies  and  clubs  are  in  operation  in  the 
Diocese,  and  consider  what  may  be  suggested  to  make  sound  schemes,  of  insurance 
more  attractive.* 

Committees  were  appointed  (1 )  To  consider  what  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  can 
do  towards  assisting  intending  emigrants ;  (2)  To  inquire  into  objections  as  to  the 
management  and  administration  of  Queen  Aiine's  Bounty. 

The  debate  on  Sunday  Closing  was  adjourned  owing  to  the  death  of  a  member  of 
the  Synod  taking  part  in  the  discussion.  A  resolution  on  the  subject  of  Tithes  fell 
through  in  the  absence  of  the  mover.  The  Bishop  gave  an  account  of  the  income 
and  expenditure  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  A  motion  for  sending  representatives  to 
the  Central  Council  of  Diocesan  Conferences  was  withdrawn.

A  full  account  was  given  in  the  Official  Yeae-Book  of  last  year 
(see  pp.  402-417)  of  the  origin,  objects,  and  constitution  of  the  Central 
Council,  as  well  as  of  the  proceedings  of  the  first  two  years  of  its  exisf- 
ence.  The  main  object  is  to  gather  up  the  past  decisions  of  Diocesan 
Conferences,  and  by  discussion  and  resolution  through  representative 
members  sent  by  them,  as  well  as  by  suggestion  of  subjects  worthy  of 
consideration  in  future  Conferences,  to  obtain  the  general  opinion  of  the 
Church  on  matters  affecting  its  welfare,  with  a  view  to  their  being 
brought  prominently,  if  thought  desirable,  before  the  Convocations  and 
Parliament. 

Two  meetings  of  the  Council  were  held  in  1883 — viz.  March  13,  14, 
and  July  10, 11,  at  the  latter  of  which  it  was  agreed  to  enlarge  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee,  so  that  in  future  it  should  consist  of  twelve  Clerical 
and  twelve  Lay  members,  in  addition  to  the  officers,  five  to  form  a 
quorum.

Also 
other  persons  may  be  present  as  hearers  with  permission  of  the  Presi- 
dent. 

The  Executive  Committee,  or,  with  the  consent  of  the  meeting,  the 
President,  may  invite  other  gentlemen,  not  elected  members  of  the  Council, 
to  speak,  but  not  to  vote,  on  any  subjects  on  which  they  may  have  special 
knowledge  or  experience. 

PROCEEDINGS  IN  MARCH. 

The  Chair  was  taken  by  the  President. 

Prayers  were  said  by  the  Very  Rev.  the  Dean  of  Lichfield. 

The  President  called  on  Archdeacon  Emery  to  read  a  Report  of  the 
work  of  the  Council  in  188 1  and  1882,  and  certain  resolutions  agreed  to  in 
the  past  meetings  of  the  Council  on  special  subjects,  in  connection  with 
the  decisions  and  debates  of  the  various  Conferences  thereon. 

Chnrcli  Legiilation. — A  Report  was  read  by  Mr.  Stanley  Leighton,  M.P.,  of  seven- 
teen Bills  at  that  date  before  Parliament  which  called  for  the  careful  attention  of 
Churchmen. 

Note. — ^The  abstract  statement  of  these  Bills  will  be  found  given  in  the  section  of  the 
Teab-Book  dealing  with  the  subject  of  *  Church  Defence  and  Bills  before  Parliament.* 

Special  Subjects  before  the  Council  for  Discussion. 

Deeeaied  Wife^a  Sister  Bill. — The  following  resolution  was  passed  with  one 
dissentient : 

'  lliat  the  proposal  to  relax  the  law  which  at  present  forbids  Marriage  with  the 
Sister  of  a  Deceased  Wife  should  be  opposed  in  accordance  with  all  the  Diocesan 
Conferences  which  have  voted  thereon.' 

Note.— The  following  twelve  Conferences  hare  distinctly  and  emphatically  protested 
tgainst  this  measure:  Ely,  1879;  SaBebur}',  1879;  Lichfield,  1881;  Oxford,  1881;  York, 
1881 ;  Oxford,  Exeter,  Winchester,  Hereford,  Lincoln,  Carlisle,  Chester,  Salisbury,  all  in 
1882 ;  London,  1883. 

yjnaneial  Difficulty  of  Voluntary  Schools  under  the  New  Code  of  Bating. — The 
Besolution  passed  unanimously  was  as  follows  : 

*  That  the  best  mode  of  strengthening  the  financial  position  of  Voluntary  Schools 
under  the  New  Code  be  respectfully  suggested  to  the  Diocesan  Conference  for  dis- 
cussion.' 

An  amendment,  by  Mr.  C.  Bushell,  and  seconded  by  Canon  Gore,  to  add,  *  And 
that  it  be  further  suggested  to  them  to  consider  the  resources  which  may  be  found 
in  our  large  towns,  and  in  the  various  Dioceses,  for  the  accomplishment  of  this 
object/  was  lost. 

Note. — ^The  probable  working  of  the  New  Code  has  engaged  the  attention  of  many 
Conferences,  especially  in  Ely,  Salisbury,  Gloucester  and  Bristol,  Norwich,  Chichester,  Chester, 
Canterbury,  Oxford. 

With  respect  to  the  financial  aspects  of  voluntary  schools  the  following  i^aoki^ions  have 
been  passed,  in  accordance  with  similar  views  expressed  in  Convocation  and  elsewhere  : 

Truro, — ^That  the  attention  of  the  Government  ought  to  be  caL'ed  to  the  injustice  of 
taxing  persons  who  maintain  denominational  schools  for  the  support  of  Board  schools,  whilst 
the  schools  of  which  they  approve  receive  no  help  from  the  rates ;  and  that  some  scheme 
ought  to  be  devised  by  which  all  schools  might  be  helped. 

York, — That  the  Conference  approves  the  following  resolution  lately  passed  by  the  National 
Society :  '  That  a  petition  be  drawn  up  fur  presentation  to  the  Houses  of  Parliament,  to  the 
following  effect :  That  in  School  Board  districts,  subscribers  to  voluntary  schools,  approved 
1^  the  Education  Department  as  efiScient,  may,  to  the  amount  of  their  subscriptions,  be  relieved 
from  the  rate  levied  for  the  support  of  Board  schools ;  or  that  other  means  he  taken  to  redress 
tlie  veipr  imequal  pecuniarv  conditions  under  which  voluntary  schools  and  Board  schoola  ara 
reflectively  carried  on  in  cQstricts  where  school  rates  are  levied,' 
'  Bangor,  in  1875,  resolved  in  like  sense. 
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FarooliiAl  Oou&ollf  and  Oharoh  Boardi.— Tlio  following  rotolution  was  flnallj 
ligrecd  ib  by  83  to  2 :

oo-opcration  of  lay  Chunjliincn  in  (soutifiol  an  In  work  with  tho  paroohial  Clergy,  in 
mattorH  affootiiiK  the  nillKiotiH  wulfaru  of  tholr  ],)arislioH,  but  deprooatON  ParUamontMrj 
loglHlation  on  tho  Nubjoc.t.' 

An  aniondtncnt  lut  roUowii  wait  movod,  but  lont  by  a  largo  majority :  *  That  tho 
Counnll,  in  tho  liojx)  and  Ixilinf  that  tlin  oninionH  and  Horviouii  of  laymun  aro  oonatantly 
ronoiving  groiiior  rucognltion  and  a})pr(H)ia(i()n  tliroughuut  tlio  country,  and  with  tho

further  steps  to  extend  and  promote  the  establishment  and  efficiency  of '  Ohucch  of 
£ngland  schools  for  boys  and  girls  of  the  middle  class,  including  especially  within 
such  extension  those  now  comprised  in  the  higher  grade  of  primary  schools.- 

On  the  suggestion  of  the  President,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  arrange- 
ments'wei:e  made  by  which  any  gentlemen  who  were  willing  to  consider  the  possi- 
bility of .  initiating  a  scheme  of  Church  of  England  Middle  Class  Education^  in 
connection  with  the  National  Society  or  otherwise,. might  have  an  opportunity  of 

meetihjgr* 

The  result  of  this  meeting  was  the  formation  of  the  Church  Schools  Company,  with. 

the  AtchbiJshoftiEi  of  Canterbuty  and  York-  as  patrons,    (J^e  bfyond.) 

I'foTii:.— This/  subject  has  been  considered  in  Gloucester  and  Bristol,  J.^80, 1881, 188^  aud  au 
examiner  of  Middle  Class  Schools  of  the  county  appointed.  Salisbury,  1877,  Ely,  188 1,  appointed 
6omm!ltees  for  like  purpose.  Ch  ichester,  in  1 879,  appbi  nted'a  cbmmittee  to  consider  about  grantH 
to  start  43uch  schools,  and  its  report  was  adopted  in  1880.- 

>  In  1882  Lichfield  recommended  the  promotion  and  support  of  Public  Boarding  and  Day 
Schools  as  recommended  bv  the  committee  ;  a;nd  further  was  of  opinion  that  an  organisation 
such  as  that  of  St.  Nicolas  College  is  admirably  adapted  for  founding  and  nmking  perm(iHent 
f  ueh  schools. 

In  lo82  St.  David's  discussed  Higher  and  Intermediate  Education  in.  Wales.  In  1882., SL 
Albans  passed  a  resolution  in  favour  of  the  establishment  of  good  Middle  Class  School^.    '  , 

L'.  Parliamentary  Committee  of  Diocesan  Conference. — ^After  discussion  the  following 
resolution  was  carried  unanimously : 

J  *  That  in  view  of  the  important  measures  affecting  the  Church  constantly  brought 
befbre'I^rliament,  it  be  recommended  to  each  of  the  Diocesan  Conferencesto  consider 
the  question  of  establishing  a  standing  Parliamentary  committee,  where  such  does 
Bot  exiBt  now  ;  which  committee  shall  be  in  communication  with  the  Members  of  the 
Houses  of  Parliament  in  that  Diocese.' 

Praiant  Agricaltural  Distress,  and  Difficulties  in  Churcli  Work  arising  thevefrom. 
— The  following  resolution  of  Archdeacon  Emery,  seconded  by  Sir  Walter  Farquhar, 
^as  carried  unanimously : 

.  *That  this  Council  would  respectfully  recommend  as  a  suitable  subject  for  discus- 
sion in  all  the  Diocesan  Conferences:  The  injurious  effects  of  the  depression  iii 
agriculture  (1)  upon  the  position  of  Incumbents  dependent  on  glebes  and  tithe,  and 
(2)  upon  the  carrying  out  of  Church  work.* 

• . .  Mr.  Gainbier  Parry  proposed,  and  Archdeacon  Palmer  seconded,  a  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  President  for  his  able  conduct  in  the  chair. 

PROCEEDINGS    IN  „JULY. 

A  Reporfc  of  the  Executive  Committee  wa^  read,  in  which  it  was  stated 
ttiat  *  it  does  not  appertain  ta  the  functions  pf  the  Council  to  interfere  in 
any  manner  with  trie  internal  regulations  and  orders  which  approve  them- 
selves to  the  Conferences  and  their  Presidents  the  Bishops  as  wisest 
under  the  special  circumstances  of  each  district.*

<^  tl^e  Cotmcil  a  statement  in  reference  to  proposed  Parliamentary  legislation 
ilifeCting  the  Church. 
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After  oaroful  oonildoration  and  disouwiion  arising  out  of  the  Iteport  it  wm  Anally 
ftgrood  unnniiuounly : 

'That,  wltliout  oommlMin^  itNolf  to  )\\n  viowi  on  the  varloui  subjooti  dealt  with 
in  Uio  Httport,  iho  (bunoil  iondor  to  Mr.  Htanloy  Loighton  thoir  bolt  thanki  for  hia 
Heport  on  ('huroh  LoK^fihition/

J>ower«  it  propom^H  to  ^'ive  to  tho  (Charity  ConnniHMioncrM,  MooniM  u  tlttlng  nubjeoi

The  rcHolulIon  wan  agnMMl  to. 

Sunday  Sohooli.  -  Thin  subject,  It  wan  re])ort<Ml,  had  for  (several  yearn  boon  luh- 
mltted  in  various  formn  to  the  DIoecHan  (N>nfer<MUM^H,  which,  by  rcHolution  or  in 
diHCUHMlon,  have  Huggcnted  the  doHlrabbMicHM  of  promoting  the  giWtor  cfHcienoy  of 
Kunday  nchooln. 

The  following  r<W)lutlon  wan  jmipoHcd  : 

*  That.  IncnMVHCMl  olTortM  to  HyHttunatine  and  perfect  the  organination  and  teaching 
in  our  Hunday  hc^IiooIm  are  demanded  in  vl<jw  of  tho  itronuoui  ondoatouri  mado 
during  tho  woek  to  further  secular  inHtructi<m.'

It  was  proposed  to  add  as  a  rider : 

« It  being  earnestly  hoped  that  such  efforts  may  not  be  permitted  to  diminish 
those  which  it  is  more  needful  should  be  made  to  secure  sound  religious  instruction 
in  the  day  schools.* 

Finally,  lest  there  should  be  any  appearance  of  disparaging  secular  eduoation  in 
day  schools,  the  Besolution  was  adopted  in  the  following  form : 

*  That  increased  efforts  to  systematise  and  perfect  the  organisation  and  teaching 
in  our  Sunday  schools  are  demanded  at  the  present  time.* 

Sunday  Schools  for  the  Upper  Glasses. — The  Eev.  Dr.  Thornton  introduced  the 
subject  and  proposed : 

« That  in  the  religious  teaching  of  the  young  care  should  be  taken  to  provide,  as 
far  as  possible,  in  Sunday  schools  and  otherwise,  for  children  of  different  social 
position.' 

Objection  was  taken  to  the  providing  in  Sunday  schools  or  elsewhere  of  class  dis- 
tinctions. It  was  urged  that  whilst  we  were  getting  rid  of  the  pew  system  in 
churches  we  might  under  cover  of  this  motion  be  erecting  it  in  our  Sunday  schools. 

After  discus»on  the  following  was  at  last  unanimously  agreed  to  : 

*  That  in  the  religious  teaching  of  the  young  care  should  be  taken  to  provide  for 
children  of  every  social  condition.* 

Chnroh  Finance. — It  was  moved : 

•  That  the  subject  of  the  formation  of  Parochial  Church  Finance  Committees  is 
worthy  of  special  attention  at  the  present  time,  in  view  of  the  increasing  adoption  of 
the  offertory  system,  and  of  collections  in  churches,  as  well  as  voluntary  rates,  for 
supplying  the  needful  funds  for  Church  objects  of  various  kinds.* 

A  proposal  was  made  to  alter  slightly  the  form  of  the  resolution,  and  in  its  altered 
form  it  was  agreed  to,  viz. : 

•  That  the  subject  of  the  formation  of  Parochial  Church  Finance  Committees  is 
worthy  of  consideration  by  Diocesan  Conferences  with  the  view  of  supplying  needful 
and  increased  funds  for  Church  objects  of  various  kinds.' 

Soclesiastieal  Courts  Oommission. — Chancellor  Espin  stated  that  the  Beport 
would  probably  be  made  public  before  long,  and  he  thought  it  very  desirable  that 
Churchmen  should  pronounce  their  opinion  upon  it  without  delay.  A  resolution  was 
therefore,  upon  his  motion,  agreed  to  ; 

•That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Diocesan  Conferences  for  discussion  at  their 
autumn  session.' 

Votes  of  thanks  to  the  President  and  Lord  Egerton  of  Tatton  brought  the  session 
to  a  close. 

The  Archdeacon  of  Ely  pronounced  the  Benediction.

The  following  is  a  stLmmary  of  tbe  charges  delivered  by  certain  Bishops 
at  their  visitations  during  the  year  1883  :^

Tlie  visitation  was  held  at  the  following  places  : — 

Archdeaconry  of  Gloucdster: — At  Gloucester  Cathedral,  for  the  Deaneries  of 
Gloucester  and  the  Forest*  October  23.  At  Stroud,  for  the  Deanery  of  Stonehouse, 
October  24.  At  Cheltenham,  for  the  Deanery  of  Winchcombe,  October  25.  At 
Dursley,  for  the  Deanery  of  Dursley,  October  26. 

Archdeaconry  of  Cirencester :— At  Cirencester,  for  the  Deaneries  of  Cirencester 
and  Fairford,  October  29.  At  Stow,  for  the  Deaneries  of  Stow  and  Korthleach, 
October  .SO.    At  Campden,  for  the  Deanery  of  Campden,  October  31. 

The  Bishop  commenced  his  charge  by  briefly  referring  to  certain  changes  which 
he  had  recently  made  in  the  character  of  the  visitation. 

Work  done  in  the  last  Three  Years. — He  then  proceeded  to  speak  of  the  Christian 
work  which  had  been  accomplished  during  the  period  which  had  elapsed  since  his  last 
visitation.    He  remarked  with  thankfulness  that  the  Holy  Communion  was  more  fre- 
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quontly  oolobrntod  in  mnny  pnrlHlirH,  nnd  ho  far  At  ho  oould  loam,  tho  nnmbor  of  obm- 
muiitciuitN  had  inoreaNod.  The  holydiiyH  of  tlio  Cliun^h  woro  obflorvod  in  a  for  lai^r 
uumburuf  Churohoi  thaik^  prrviuuHly,  luul  thuro  wiih  a  woll-doflnod  advanoo  in  Qio 
()l)H(*rvatioo  of  Advontand  IamxI.  Public  t^atooliiHlnK  waH  bocomiiifr  inoro  luualf  aini 
a  larfco  number  of  ad<litional  HrtrviooH  had  boon  iniititutod.  Tlie  numbor  of  Oonllrma- 
ilonit  had  inoroaHO<l,  and  a  largur  proportion  of  ilu)  OatoohuinonH  hadbocoineOommunU 
canU.  Tiiu  liisliop  hero  iirKod  tlin  f^roai  import-ancci  of  oomnnanioontii*  olamofti  which, 
ho  Haid,  now  oxiNUul  in  about  half  ihn  pariHtioii  of  tho  two  AmhdoAOonrioi. 

-Kiddie  Olaii  Eduoation.— 'I'ho  DifUiop  thon  ])roc()odod  ta  revlow  thofipooial  tabjcot 
ho  had  Holootod  for  oonMldc^at  ion.  Ilo  ntatcd  that  tho  Commit  too  appoiuled  by  tlio< 
Dioootan  Conforonoo  in  IBHO,  had  rocommondnd  thai  tholr  aim  ihould  be,  not  tho 
CHtabllNhmont  of  now  aoIiooIh,  but  thu  imnrovomont  of  thomi  Already  oxiiiting.

Reform  of  the  Eooleiiaitioal  Oourts.— Tlio  lUnhop  oxpn^rtml  IiIm  Hlncoro  prratitudo' 
for  tlio  llo|)ort  of  the  KooloiiiiiHtioul  OourtN  (•omniiiMion,  and  jUho  hiH  H))proYal  of  tho 
broad  outlino  of  their  niconunondationH,  and  oHpocially  of  tho  prot)OHod  renovation  of 
tho  DloooHiui  ('Oiirt.  in  ro^ranl  to  tho  proponrd  Ootirtof  Ultiniato  Ap|)oal,  ho  ))Oinio<V 
nut;  that  on  tho  ono  hand  tho  HiipnMnuoy  of  tho  (!rown  and  itMundoubt^Hl  viiiitAtorial 
powur  woro  tirnily  nuiintainOd»  on  tlio  othor  hand  proviHion  wan  mmio  that  Uio

Ordinationi.  After  notlcin^^  a  nllj^ht  Incrcaxo  in  the  nmnbor  of  (^)nflrmationn,  ho 
obNcrvod  with  thankfulncMH  tlmt  tho  numbor  of  citndidateN  for  Holy  Ordorn  coming 
from  tho  two  anciont  UnivorHitlcM  had  IncroaHod.  lie  oxproHHod  a  very  carnoMt  hopo 
tliat  tlio  rankH  of  o»jr  ('hT^y  wt)uld  never  wiw^  to  bo  recruited  from  thoHo  mnirooji. 

Elementary  Eduoation.— The  Hlnhop  ol)Norv<Mi  that  the  HyHt(«m  of  luHpoctinK  and 
oxaminlnK  Klenu^ntary  Hohooln  in  Ih^li^louH  Knowledfro  had  been  ctmtimtod  with 
HUccoHN  during  the  Innt  thn^o  yearn.  A  (M)iiNiderablo  number  of  the  children  oxaminod 
had  TjaHH(*d  with  p:n*at  credit. 

Cnurch  Building  and  Roitoration.  While  thankftillyacknowlo<lKin^  tho  work  which 
liad  lH«(«n  accompliHluMl  nincc  hin  luHt  viHiUitlon,  tho  liinhop  urf^od  the  utm\  of  furthur 
oiTort»<,  oHpecially  in  tlio  town  of  lUrmlnKhanii  wlu^ro  there  wan  a  very  larH;oandf(rowinf( 
Huburhan  poprdat  ion  inadtupiately  provided  with  meann  of  (;raeo. 

Siooeian  OoUeotioni.*  •  Tho  If innot)  Knit^ifuUv  aoknowled^c<l  thu  roady  roNponNo 
whioli  had  been  ma<lo  to  hU  reipiext  tuat  on  tlio  luHt  Sunday  in  January  tlio  olnima  of 
thu  DiucvHan  tiooiutiuM  vhuuld  bo  plctulud  throughout  tho  Diooeeo.    lio  Uionght  that 
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no  parish  should  be  content  without  at  least  one  Church  collection  in  the  year  for 
one  or  more  of  these  Societies. 

Agricnltural  Distress. — After  referring  to  the  effect  of  the  late  agricultural  de- 
pression on  the  incomes  of  the  Clergy,  the  Bishop  suggested  that  it  would  be  well, 
when  practicable,  to  put  the  possession  of  Glebe  lands  into  the  hands,  who  should 
invest  for  the  benefit  of  the  Clergy  the  moneys  obtained  from  the  sale. 

Bevised  Yersion  of  the  New  Testament. — After  noticing  some  of  its  merits  and 
faults,  the  Bishop  said  that,  while  accepting  it  with  gratitude  as  a  valuable  com- 
mentary on  the  Sacred  Books,  he  thought  we  could  not  consent  that  it  should 
displace  the  *  present  Version '  from  the  position  it  has  so  long  and  deservedly 
occupied. 

lUocesan  Conferences. — Speaking  on  this  point  the  Bishop  thought  that  the  diffi- 
culty was  insuperable  of  securing  such  general  attendance  of  the  laity  as  would  invest 
the  resolutions  of  the  proposed  Conferences  with  the  respect  due  to  the  opinions  of 
the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  upon  ecclesiastical  questions,  This  difficulty,  he 
said,  of  giving  the  Conference  a  truly  representative  character,  applied  no  less  to  the 
Central  Council  of  Diocesan  Conferences. 

Proposed  Legislative  Sanction  of  the  First  Prayer  Book  of  Edward  VI. — Beferring 
to  addresses  which  had  been  presented  to  him  on  this  subject,  the  Bishop  said  he 
thought  those  who  valued  the  principles  of  our  Church  would  regard  the  bringing 
back  of  the  Prayer  Book  of  1549  as  a  step  towards  undoing  the  Reformation.  He 
noticed  three  changes  made  in  the  Second  Revision,  in  reference  to  the  *  Tradition  of 
the  Instruments '  in  the  Ordinal,  the  alteration  of  the  place  of  the  prayer  of  Oblation, 
and  the  omission  of  the  word  *  Altar.' 

Chnrch  Legislation. — The  Bishop  noticed  with  satisfaction  the  appointment  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Church  Courts.  He  observed  with  thankfulness  that  the 
Burial  Act  of  1880  had  not  produced  the  evil  results  appehended. 

Tlie  Charch  of  the  Future. — The  Bishop  turned  from  the  past  to  the  future.  He' 
niged  upon  his  Clergy  especially  these  two  things ;  that,  in  their  efforts  to  shake  off 
the  undoubted  errors  which  the  ignorance  and  infirmity  of  fallible  men  had  allowed 
to  gather  round  our  religion,  they  should  not  be  content  to  stop  short  of  the  fountain 
he£^ ;  and  that  they  should  not  be  led  away  by  the  prevailing  fashion  of  the  day  to 
give  undue  importance  to  matters  ecclesiastical  and  ritual,  in  comparison  with  what 
is  spiritual  and  moral. 

Holy  Communion. — The  Bishop  warned  his  Clergy  to  impress  clearly  and  carefully 
on  their  flocks  the  fundamental  difference  between  the  doctrine  and  usage  of  the 
Mass  in  the  Church  of  Rome,  and  the  doctrine  and  practice  of  the  Church  of  England 
as  set  forth  in  her  Office  for  the  Administration  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

Conclnsion. — The  Bishop  concluded  his  address  by  an  earnest  and  affectionate 
exhortation  to  mutual  love.  He  ended  in  the  words  of  the  beloved  Apostle  St.  John, 
*  It  is  the  Lord's  command,'  and  if  this  alone  be  done  it  is  enough. 

DIOCESE  OF  EXETES. 

.  The  Bishop  commenced  his  visitation  on  April  3,  and  continned  it 
ax^cording  to  the  following  arrangement : — 

Plymouth,  on  April  3 ;  Totnes,  on  April  4 ;  Newton* Abbot,  on  April  5 ;  Okehampton, 
on  April  6. 

In  the  course  of  his  charge  the  Bishop  dwelt  upon  the  following  subjects : — 

1.  The  Sisters'  Marriage  Bill. — The  Bishop  pointed  out  in  the  first  instance  as  a 
serious  blot  in  the  Bill,  the  uncertain  position  in  which  the  Clergy  would  be  placed  in. 
regaid  to  marriages  under  it.  He  then  dwelt  upon  the  scriptural  aspect  of  the 
subject  and  the  tendency  of  the  Bill  to  lower  the  sanctity  and  dignity  of  the 
marriage  tie. 

2.  The  Burial  Fees  Bill. — The  Bishop  thought  that  the  scheme  was  not  altogether 
unreasonable,  but  he  did  not  think  that  all  the  fees  should  be  swept  away  without 
careful  consideration ;  he  suggested  the  Lower  House  of  Convocation  should  carefully 
Xooik  into  the  matter,  and  make  some  proposal  either  for  submission  to  Parliament,  or 
as  a  gt^ide  to  the  Bishops  in  the  House  of  Lords. 

3.  The  Cemeteries  Bill. — The  Bishop  thought  it  would  not  be  wise  to  contend  for 
a- right  t^  haVe  a  portion  of  every  cemetery  consecrated,  nor  for  the  payment  of  the 
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expoDSOS  of  iiuoh  oonsooration  by  tho  burial  boordi ;  ho  bolioved  that  thoso  exponfOM 
would  bo  bout  mot  by  voluntary  oontributiouH. 

4.  Ohttroh  Diioiplino.— With  roKnrd  to  tho  Kooleiilastioal  Prooocloro  Bill  and  tho 
Publlo  Womhip  Rugulatlon  Act  Atnondmont  lUll,  ho  thought  tho  lattor  preforable  to 
tho  formor,  though  noitlinr  won)  likoly  to  paHii. 

6.  Other  BiUi. — With  regard  to  oxtraordinary  tithe  ho  thought  it  wan  ovidontly 
bottor  for  the  Church  that  tho  inoomo  of  tho  IncuinUuit  nhuuld  not  bo  liable  to 
iluotuationri,  and  that  tlio  tribunal  propoMod  bv  tho  liill  wan  a  witiMfaotory  one.  His 
Lordiliip  saw  no  obioction  to  extending  the  Iiours  in  whicli  niarriagoii  may  bo 
Rolomnisod,  but  ho  doomed  the  lUll  for  allowing  cliurchwardenM  to  mako  thtir 
deolarationii  before  the  Kural  Dean  inexpedient. 

6.  The  Oathedral  Statutes  Bill.— With  regard  to  tliiM  Bill  tho  BlHhop  hopod  that  it 
would  not  paMH  in  its  pronent  Hhapo,  aM  he  feared  that  before  very  long  tlio  work  would 
liavo  to  bo  done  ovor  again. 

7.  The  Oontempti  of  Oourt  Bill  and  the  Pluralities  Bill— Tho  progrosa  of  thopo 
Bills  tlio  BiMhop  thought  Hhould  depend  on  the  U(>port  of  tho  lloyal  CuminisHlon  on 
Boolesiaatical  Courtn. 

8.  The  Beligious  Question  of  the  Day.— Tlio  HiHliop  oommontod  at  some  length 
upon  the  intellectual  and  tlie  emotional  act  ivity  of  tlu)  prc^Hont  day,  and  rooommenoed 
his  hoarors  not  to  lose  their  own  Nelf-control ;  neither  to  let  tho  goodncwi  of  thoir  end 
nor  tho  intouHity  of  tlieir  feolingn  lead  tliem  to  teaoh  what  is  not  reiUly  truo  on  the 
ono  side,  still  less  on  the  other  side  to  condoum  or  denounce,  or  impute  base  motives. 

0.  The  Young.— Tlie  Disho])  drew  particular  attention  to  tho  fact  tliat  if  tlio 
Ohuroh  iri  to  kei^p  her  hold  upon  tlio  voung,  too  much  attention  cannot  bo  given  to 
teaching  and  training,  lie  pointed  out  the  growth  of  the  tem}>eranoo  move- 
ment an  an  inntance  of  the  inliuenoo  of  early  training  in  Bands  of  Hope  and  su^i 
unions.  Particular  HtroPH  wiU4  laid  u))(m  the  duty  of  reaching  not  merely  tho  under- 
standings, but  the  heartM  of  thoMo  who  were  being  prepared  for  Condrmatlon.  He 
urged  tho  Clergy  to  take  ])art  in  the  rollgiouM  instruction  of  children  in  their  Hohools. 
In  dealing  with  the  young  the  future  of  the  Cliuroh  hingoH,  and  lie  begged  all  who 
loved  the  Ohuroh  to  hoc  to  it,  that  th(7  were  really  doing  as  much  as  they  ought  t^ 
do  for  tho  young  in  tliln  direction. 

THE  DIOCESE  OF  ST.  DAVID'S. 

Tho  Bishop  oommoncod  hia  viHitaiion  on  Octobor  17,  whloh  was  oon- 
tinuod  according  to  tho  following  arrangomont : — 

At  Imnipet*^,  ()ctol««r  17,  for  the  Archdoa(!onry  of  Cardigan;  at  lh(»f'.on,X\;tobcr 
10,  for  the  Archdoaoonry  of  Hrrcon ;  at  Ilnvcrfordwost,  Oc^tolxT  23,  for  iho  Aroh- 
demumry  of  St.  Davld'M;  at  Carmarthen,  October  24,  for  tho  Archdeaconry  of 
(-armarth(Mi. 

The  BlHhop,  nfivr  a  f(»w  j)roliminary  ronuirkH,  proceeded  to  connlder  in  dotf  •!  the 
infornnttlon  wlih^.h  had  hovn  laid  lu^fore  him  in  refen^ice  to  Church  w.^rU  and 
progrcHH  in  the  varlouH  iiarinhes  of  hin  DioccHc. 

Baptisms  and  Conflrmations.  He  observed,  with  thankfulnoNM,  a  oonHiderablo 
increiu4e  in  the  number  of  ImptlnniH  and  c<m(lrmationH  during  the  hint  throe  years. 

Holy  Communion. — The  total  number  of  cominunlcantH  during  tliis  x^eriod  bad 
aim)  incroiiMed. 

Ohuroh  Building.  Tho  HlNhop  ntated  that  the  number  of  (v'hurchoH  oonseoratod 
during  his  eplHco|)ate  averagiul  l\  ])er  annum,  but  since  his  last  visitation  Iho 
average  had  been  rather  more  than  6  per  annum.  (Benldes  thone,  other  Churohes 
had  boen  btillt  and  licouHcd  for  worship.)  He  added  that  never  before  had  there 
boon  so  many  ohurches  undt^r  restoration  or  about  to  be  rcNtored. 

Inoreased  Number  of  Sorvioes.— The  number  of  churches  In  which  there  wore 
less  than  two  HorviccH  on  tiunday  was,  he  stated,  greatly  dlmlnlHluMl.  Of  403  parishcN, 
2)04  have  Home  Hervioes  on  week  days,  WW  liad  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion 
on  AseenHlon  Day. 

Ordinations.— The  Blnhop  ntated  that  tho  number  of  pornons  onlaincd  was 
decidedly  on  the  inoreane,  although  lie  had  lately  declined  to  admit  any  who  had 
not  had    somo   oollego  training.     (Ho    announced    his    intention    of    ozaoting 
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St  BaTid's  College,  Lampeter. — The  last  few  years,  the  Bishop  stated,  had  seen  a 
Vast  accession  of  members,  and  a  visibly  improved  tone. 

The  Diocesan  Conference. — Of  the  events  which  had  occurred  since  his  last 
yisitation,  none  other,  he  said,  had  been  so  important  as  the  establishment  of  the 
Biooesan  Conference.  He  proposed  to  inquire  what  the  Conference  had  actually 
done, in  the  way  of  practical  work.  He  mentioned  six  subjects  which  the  Conference 
had  entrusted  to  its  Committee  for  consideration,  with  a  view,  if  possible,  to 
{nractical  action : — (1)  The  formation  of  a  local  Committee  in  connection  with  the 
Incorporated  Church  Building  Society,  which  shall  advise  the  Committee  of  the 
Society  as  to  the  distribution  of  grants.  (2)  The  provision  of  additional  Clergy  in 
some  places,  and  more  adequate  remuneration  for  those  who  already  minister  in 
others.  (3)  The  formation  of  a  Diocesan  branch  of  the  Church  of  England- 
Temperance  Society.  (4)  The  employment  of  Lay  Agency.  On  this  point  the 
Bishop  dwelt  at  some  length,  and  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that,  while  the  tone  of  our 
Articles  and  Ordination  is  distinctly  averse  to  lay  ministration  carried  to  the  extent 
of  public  preaching,  some  power  should  be  given  to  the  laity  to  exercise  such  minis- 
trations, and  that  it  need  not  be  limited  to  unconsecrated  buildings.  The  Bishop 
conndered  that  this. could  best  be  done  by  the  institution  of  a  separate  and  inferior 
order  of  the  ministry,  which  should  not  be  regarded  as  indelible,  nor  as  incompatible 
with  a  secular  avocation  ;  and  he  thought  that  no  more  appropriate  name  could  be 
fonnd  for  such  ministers  than  the  ancient  name  of  Sub-deacon.  (5)  The  revision  of 
Rural  Deaneries  and  Archdeaconries,  and  (6)  the  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  a  recent  Act  of  Parliament  for  the  use  of  special  short  forms  of  service.  Before 
quitting  this  subject,  the  Bishop  made  some  reference  to  the  Central  Council  of 
Diocesan  Conferences,  to  which  it  was  recently  decided  by  the  St.  David's  Con- 
ference to  send  representatives,  as  a  tentative  measure.  The  Bishop,  though  con- 
sidering this  step  somewhat  hasty  and  premature,  held  it  to  be  a  st  ep  in  the  right 
direction. 

Beform  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Courts. — After  discussing  a  few  minor  topics  the  Bishop 
passed  to  the  consideration  of  this  subject.  After  noticing  certain  objections  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  Royal  Commission,  made  from  opposite  poir.ts  of  view, 
he  expressed  himself  as  on  the  whole  favourable  to  those  recommendations. 

The  Church  and  Dissent. — Disestablishment. — This  was  the  last  topic  on  which 
the  Bishop  dwelt.  On  this  point  he  first  referred  to  the  efforts  which  had  been 
recently  made  for  the  disestablishment  of  the  Chilrch  in  Wales.  He  denied  the 
existence  of  any  reason  for  treating  the  position  of  the  Church  of  Wales  as  peculiar. 
While  admitting  that  the  Church  is  in  a  minority,  he  contended  that  in  large  groups 
of '  contiguous  parishes  it  is  more  flourishing  than  in  most  parts  of  England.  He 
considered  that  it  should  be  dealt  with  on  equal  terms  with  the  Church  in  England. 
In  reference  to  the  general  question,  the  Bishop  proposed  to  inquire  in  what  lies  the 
essential  difference  between  the  Church  and  Dissent ;  and  in  particular,  between  the 
Clergy  and  other  ministers.  Plainly  not,  he  replied,  in  the  fact  that  the  Church  is 
established  and  endowed.  This  position,  he  said,  was  an  accident  and  no  part  of  her 
essence.  If  disestablished,  she  would  be  the  same  Church  still.  The  Bishop  then 
noticed  a  second  ground  of  difference,  which  he  believed  to  be  false  and  unsound, 
namely,  the  social  difference  exist  ing  to  a  certain  extent  between  Churchmen  and 
Dissenters.  If,  he  said,  the  Church  were  disestablished,  she  would  not  lose  an 
i^ypreclable  number  of  the  educated  persons  who  are  now  attached  to  her.  He  con- 
ceived .  the  real  difference  to  consist  in  the  fact  of  our  Church  being  the  ancient 
Church  of  the  nation,  and  a  branch  of  the  anpient  Catholic  Church  throughout  the 
world.  The  Bishop  concluded  by  exhorting  all  to  follow  after  that  charity  which 
is  in  itself  at  once  more  precious  than  external  imity,  and  the  only  means  of 
^eeoring  and  preserving  it.

THE    CHURCH    DEFENCE    INSTITUTION,   AND    SHORT 
STATEMENT  OF   BILLS   BEFORE   PARLIAMENT. 

Tub  work  of  Uio  Olutroh  Dofonoo  Institution  lioi  inoroasDd  fproatly  in  importanM 
durin{(  tho  {mMt  year.  Tho  aotivity  of  tho  Ohuroh'N  onomion  hu  naturally  prodaoed  a 
groat  a()C()HMion  of  ournoNt  vij^mr  on  tho  part  of  Churohmon  thomaolvos.  Though 
Kn^lf^nd  in  by  no  ntoanH  loft  iinivHHailod,  tliu  aitaok  haH  latterly  boon  ohiofly  dir«oted 
fiKainHt  tho  (Muiroh  in  WaloH,  and  it  in  obvious  tliat  an  uflPort  will  bo  mado  in  tho 
ouHuittg  HoHnion  to  itoouro  Hoparato  lop:iHlation  for  tho  Principality,  by  the  Diseitabliih- 
xnont  and  Diiondowmont  of  tho  Church  in  Walos. 

In  view  of  this  and  of  tho  mcctinKK  and  conforoncoH  of  political  Nonoonformlits 
which  liavc  already  boon  hold  in  tlio  various  hirgo  towns,  tho  Oommittoo  of  the  Ohuroli 
Dofonoo  Institution  have  had  a  larpfo  number  of  their  publioationt  translated  into 
the  Welsh  languaKo,  and  those  have  Iwon  distributed  widelv,  and  will  no  doubt  be 
more  and  more  called  for.  Welsh  Clum^hmon  are  thoroughly  alive  to  the  leriont 
character  of  the  attivok,  and  as  thoroughly  resolved  that  nothing  shall  be  lacking  on 
their  part  to  secure  its  defeat.  Hranohes  of  tho  Institution  are  being  formed,  and 
arrangements  are  being  made  by  hx^al  Oommittoos  for  tho  supply  of  aoourate 
information  on  Church  (luestioiui  b()th  by  publications  and  the  instrumentalitj  of  tho 
able  lecturers  of  tho  Institution.  In  Wales,  to  a  larger  extent  probably  than  iA  an j 
other  part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  tho  (Church  of  Kngland  suiTers  grievously  from 
ignorance.  Knglishmen  will  soarcelv  cnKlit  what  tho  Welsh  people  are  in  their 
Welsh  tongue  taught  about  the  Churcli.  Home  of  tho  letters  of  incmiry  received  at 
the  oMlco  of  tlie  Church  Defence  Institution,  written  apparently  m  i>erfeot  faith, 
would  utterly  astound  those  who  Imvo  passed  their  lives  in  high-class  ooclesiastioal 
circles.  There  still  exists,  for  instance,  a  widespreiul  belief  that  the  Churoh  of 
Kngland  began  at  tho  Uoformation,  that  she  was  then  endowed  with  the  revenuot  of 
a  DiHoHtablished  lloman  Catholic  (-imrch,  and  that  thcHo  endowments  are  to  Ik)  traced 
originally  to  Htate  enactments.  Kven  a  Cabinet  Minister  has  within  the  T)ast  year 
given  currency  to  his  conviotion  that  tho  (Ohuroli  of  Kngland  is  a  '  scot,'  and  that  her 
j)roporty  is  'national  j)roperty,*  not  aj)i)arontly  realising  what  a  serious  thing  it 
wouhl  bo  for  all  tho  numerous  Nonconformist  bodies  if  his  assumiition  were  a  fnot 
and  the  inference  drawn  were  allowed  in  all  cases. 

Against  this  ignorance,  unfortunately  far  from  unknown  within  the  borders  of  the 
Churoh  itself,  tho  Church  Defence  Institution  has  to  wage  a  i)orpetual  war.  Tho 
mission  of  the  Hooiety  is  to  carry  light  into  dark  ])laces.  If  onoo  tho  truth  wore 
known  and  acknowledged  universally,  the  ground  would  be  for  over  out  from  tJie 
feet  of  tho  so-callod  Liberation  Hooiety.  Hitherto,  owing  to  insuHlclent  mennii, 
this  work  has  not  been  carried  out  as  thoroughly  as  could  be  wished,  but  by  the  em- 
ployment of  additional  lecturers,  atwl  tlu)  pid)lication  and  issue  of  a  far  larger 
number  of  publications  explaining  to  tho  uninformed  the  truth  about  Church  History 
and  Churoh  l»roi)erty,  it  is  hoped  tliat  great  advance  will  now  be  made  both  in  tlio 
nmioval  of  ignorance  and  in  the  dissemination  of  sounder  opinions  on  this  all- 
important  subject. 

During  tlie  last  twelve  months  tho  Institution  has  sufTc^red  two  very  serious,  losses 
in  tho  removal,  by  death,  first  of  its  rn^sldent.  Archbishop  Tait,  whose  interest  in 
Church  Defence  was  ever  so  keenly  manifested,  and  secondly  of  its  unwearied  and 
most  a))lo  Heoretarv,  Dr.  Alfred  T.  Lee,  whose  whole  life  and  powers  of  mind  wore 
devoted  to  tho  work  of  the  Institution  which  for  eleven  years  he  so  faithfully  servod. 

Tho  income  of  the  InNtitution  for  the  year  ending  December  Ul,  1B82,  was 
4,702/.  7s.  Id,,  as  against  5,7()G/.  V2i,  id,  in  1881.  There  was,  it  will  be  seen,  a  dimi- 
nution, but  this  may  l>e  largely  traced  to  the  many  handsome  donations  forwarded  to 
the  Institution  in  1881  in  answer  to  the  Archbishop's  appeal  for  increased  help.

BILLS   BEFORE    PARLIAMENT.

The  following  abstract  of  Bills  submitted  to  Parliament  has  been 
drawn  up  by  the  Rev.  H.  G.  Dickson,  Clerical  Secretary  of  the  Church 
Defence  Institution.     Of  these  but  one  became  law : 

The  Parochial  Charities  (London)  Act. — This  measure,  brought  in  by  Mr.  Bryce, 
Mr.  P611,  Sir  Henry  Peek,  Mr.  W.  James,  3Ir.  Cohen,  and  Mr.  Davey,  gives  power  to 
the  Charity  Commissioners,  adding  for  this  purpose  two  to  their  number,  to  inquire 
into  the  parochial  charities  of  the  city  of  London,  distinguishing  between  general 
and  Ecclesiastical  Charities.  Vested  interests  are  to  be  equitably  considered,  and 
the  resultfl  of  the  inquiry  generally  are  to  be  published.  The  Commissioners  are 
next  to  prepare  schemes  for  the  future  application  and  management  of  charitable 
property.  Under  these  schemes  they  are  directed  to  reserve  Ecclesiastical  charities 
for  Ecclesiastical  purposes,  primarily  to  be  applied  in  the  parishes  in  which  they 
arise,  so  far  as  they  are  still  beneficial,  and  subsequently  to  be  vested  in  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Commissioners,  for  building  neW  churches  and  parsonages,  for  the  endowment 
of  new  benefices,  and  th^  better  endowment  of  existing  benefices,  and  generally  for 
extending  the  benefits  of  the  ministrations  of  the  Church  of  England. 

The  general  charity  property  is  to  be  applied  (1)  to  the  promotion  and  improve- 
ment of  the  education  of  the  poor ;  (2)  to  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
libraries  5  (3)  to  the  preserving,  providing,  and  maintaining  of  recreation  grounds ; 
(i)  to  the  promotion  of  provident  institutions.  A  new  governing  body,  to  be  called 
'  lUie  Trustees  of  the  London  Parochial  Charities,' is  to  be  established  in  order  to 
administer  the  schemes  thus  framed,  such  body  to  consist  of  nineteen  persons. 

The  Bill  was  read  a  second  time  on  May  2,  referred  to  a  Select  Committee,  then 
recommitted,  and  read  a  third  time,  July  30. 

A  great  effort  was  made  by  a  small  but  active  section  of  *  Liberationists  '  to  secure 
the  secularisation  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Charities,  but  this  was  firmly  resisted  by 
Mr.  Bryce,  who  had  also  the  support  of  the  Government. 

The  Burial  Fees  Bill. — Introduced  by  Sir  Alexander  Gk>rdon.  This  Bill  abolished 
all  Burial  Fees  now  payable  to  Incumbents,  Parish  Clerks,  or  Sextons  upon  next 
vacancy;  as  also  all  fees  for  tablets,  gravestones,  and  monuments  in  churchyards 
and  parochial  cemeteries.  It  required  the  Incumbent  to  fix  a  certain  time  of  not  less 
than  two  hours  on  the  usual  days  for  funerals,  when  all  Burials  should  be  free ;  for 
funerals  at  other  times  he  was  to  receive  a  fee  of  58. 

All  Incumbents  whose  incomes  might  be  affected  by  the  passing  of  the  Act  were 
to  be  compensated  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners. 

The  Cathedral  Statutes  Bill  (No.  1),  introduced  by  Mr.  Beresford  Hope,  provided 
for  the  appointment  of  a  Cathedral  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council,  which  should 
have  power  to  frame  draft  statutes  for  the  future  regulation  of  Cathedral  bodies. 
The  Cathedral  Commissioners  and  the  various  Deans  and  Chapt^s  might  submit 
draft  statutes  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee.  These  statutes  when  finally 
settled  by  the  Committee  and  approved  of  by  the  Queen  in  Council  were  to  become  a 
statute  of  the  Cathedral  to  which  they  related  from  the  date  of  the  order  approving 
ihe  same.  Before  the  consent  of  the  Queen  in  Council  was  asked,  the  draft,  statutes 
were  to  be  laid  before  Parliament,  and  if  neither  House  within  twelve  weeks 
presented  an  address  prajdng  Her  Majesty  to  withhold  her  consent,  such  draft  on 
the  Queen's  approving  the  same  would  become  law. 

The  Cathedral  Statutes  Bill  (No.  2),  introduced  by  the  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  was  in 
the  main  identical  with  (No.  1),  but  made  the  consent  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter 
essential  to  any  alteration  of  the  statutes.

8n  (Tubllo  WorHhii)  Itogulation 
Aot),  and  Hubntitut.od  Mhroo  monthn*  for  MlinHJ  yearn,'  for  the  time  tho  inhiWt Ion 
should  remain  in  force. 

Hootion  U  nnule  atiy  *d(»po.scd  *  Clerk  incapalJc  of  holding  pnlcrmont  for  five  years 
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after  deprivation.  Section  10  applied  the  same  to  *  inhibited  *  Clerks,  unless  before 
relieved  by  the  Judge  under  Public  Worship  Act. 

The  Church  of  England  (Patronage)  Bill,  brought  in  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Leatham,  made 
sales  of  limited  interests  (i.e,  next  presentations)  in  advowsons  void  except  in  case  of 
marriage  and  other  settlements.  Section  6  repealed  9  Geo.  IV.  c.  94,  permitting  re- 
signation bonds.  Section  6  abolished  donatives.  Section  7  made  alienation  of  the 
fee  simple  of  advowsons  void  except  to  public  patrons,  or  owners  of  land  within  the 
limits  of  the  benefice.  Section  8  restrained  testamentary  alienation  of  advowsons. 
Sections  9-14  permitted  sale  of  advowson  by  patron  to  Queen  Anne's  Bounty;  price 
agreed  upon  to  be  paid  to  patron  to  be  made  a  charge  on  the  benefice  after  next 
avoidance,  and  the  Governors  of  Queen  Anne's  Bounty  to  pay  the  price  of  advowson  to 
patron  out  of  any  moneys  in  their  hands  ;  the  patronage  of  advowsons  held  by  Queen 
Anne*s  Bounty  to  be  vested  alternately  in  the  Crown  and  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Churchwardens'  Admission  Bill,  brought  in  by  Sir  Gabriel  Goldney,  enabled 
Churchwardens  after  their  appointment  to  make  their  declaration  before  the  Incum- 
bent of  the  Parish,  the  Rural  Dean,  or  the  Archdeacont 

The  Clerical  Disabilities  (House  of  CommonB)  Bill,  brought  in  by  Mr.  Houndell, 
was  not  printed,  but  its  object  may  be  gathered  from  its  title. 

The  Marriage  (Hours  of  Solemnisation)  Bill,  brought  in  by  Mr.  Caine,  proposed  to 
permit  marriages  between  8  A.M.  and  6  P.M.,  and  remit  any  penalties  for  celebrating 
them  during  t^se  hours. 

The  Mazriage  with  Deceased  Wife's  Sister  Bill  was  introduced  into  the  House  of 
Lords  by  Lord  Dalhousie,  and  was  read  a  second  time  on  June  1 1,  by  a  majority  of 
7.  Various  amendments  were  made  in  Committee  on  June  18,  but  on  June  28,  oh 
the  third  reading,  the  Bill  was  rejected  by  a  majority  of  5. 

The  Parish  Churches  Bill,  brought  in  by  Mr.  Albert  Grey,  declared  that 
henceforth  *  every  Parish  Church  in  England  and  Wales  is  to  be  for  the  free  use  in 
common  of  all  the  parishioners  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  Worship  according  to  the 
rites  and  ceremonies  of  the  Church  of  England ' ;  forbade  the  issue  in  future  of 
faculties  for  pews;  curtailed  the  rights  of  Churchwardens  to  assign  any  seat  to 
parishioners ;  preserved  rights  of  the  ordinary,  and  letting  of  seats  under  certain 
Acts ;  and  saved  right  of  Rectors  in  chancels,  *  legal  titles  by  faculty  or  prescription,' 
and  private  aisles,  chapels,  and  chantries,  not  used  from  time  immemorial  by 
parishioners,  and  kept  in  repair  by  the  owners  thereof, 

The  Parliamentary  Oaths  Act  (1886)  Amendment  Bill,  brought  in  by  the  Attorney- 
General  on  behalf  of  the  Government,  proposed  in  lieu  of  Section  4  of  the  Parlia- 
mentary Oaths  Act,  1866,  to  enact  the  following :  Every  member  of  either  House  of 
Parliament  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  instead  of  making  and  subscribing  the  Oath  of 
Allegiance  appointed  by  the  Parliament  Oaths  Act  1866,  as  amended  by  the  Promis- 
sory Oftths  Act  1868,  make  and  subscribe  a  solemn  affirmation  in  the  form  of  the 
said  Oath,  substituting  the  words  *  solemnly,  sincerely,  and  truly  declare  and  affirm ' 
for  the  word  *  swear,'  and  omitting  the  words  *  So  help  me  God ;  *  and  the  making 
and  subscribing  of  such  affirmation  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  the  making  and 
subscribing  of  the  said  Oath. 

The  BiU  was  rejected,  on  the  motion  for  the  second  reading,  on  Thursday,  May  3, 
by  a  majority  of  3,  the  figures  being  289  to  292. 

The  Pluralities  Act  Amendment  Bill,  introduced  by  the  Bishop  of  Exeter,  provided 
for  the  formation  of  a  body  of  Commissioners  to  inquire  into  inadequate  performance 
of  ecclesiastical  duties. 

Its  chief  provisions  were : — 

Section  2.  That  the  term  ecclesiastical  duties  shall  include  the  due  performance 
of  Divine  Service  on  Sundays  and  holydays,  the  visiting  of  the  sick  and  whole,  the 
religious  instruction  of  the  young,  and  the  preparation  of  them  for  Confirmation 
lawfully  required  of  any  incumbent ;  and,  in  the  case  of  Wales  and  such  English 
))arishes  as  contain  500  Welsh  speaking  persons,  shall  include  ministrations  in  the 
Welsh  lang^uage  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct. 

Sections  3,  4,  6.  That  the  Commissioners  consist  of  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Arch- 
deaooniy,  or  Bural  Dean  of  the  Rural  Deanery  in  which  the  parish  of  the  Incumbent 
whdse  case  is  under  consideration  is  situate,  a  member  of  the  Cathedral  Body  to  be 
appointed  triennially  by  the  Greater  Chapter,  a  beneficed  Clergyman  of  the  Arch- 
d^oonry,  elected  likewise  triennially  by  the  Clergy,  a  magistrate  of  the  coxmty,  in 
addition  to  which  four  the  said  Incumbent  may  if  he  please  nominate  a  fifth. 
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Sootion  (K  Whoro  tho  population  of  a  bonoflco  (tho  Inonmbont  boing  non-roaident) 
fihall  exoood  two  thoiiiana  porNoiid,  or  whoro  tlioro  aro  two  or  rooro  churchoi  boloog* 
ing  to  said  bonofloo  not  Iqhb  than  a  milo  apart.,  tho  HiHhop  may  roqulro  tho  Inoombent 
to  nominato  two  or  tnoro  ])or(}()un  to  bo  lioonnod  an  Ouratos ;  and  in  tho  orent  of  hii 
falling  to  nominato  within  thrco  monthii  tho  HiNhon  may  appoint  and  Uocnio  two 
Curatofl,  andaMHlgn  to  tliom  HtipondN  not  cxcooding  by  70^.  tho  ronpootlvo  itlpondfl  al- 
lowed by  I  &  2  Vict.  0.  100,  MB.  7fi-77i  providod  that  m\io)i  iitipondH  do  not  oxoood  tho 
full  not  valuo  of  tho  bon(»fl(^o. 

Th«  Pabllo  Worihip  Bogalation  Aot  (18T4)  Amendment  Bill,  brought  in  by  Mr. 
Bold,  j)r()vldiul  tluit  thn^o  wooks*  publlo  noti(^o  Bhoiild  b(»  givon  of  any  roprfliontntlon 
pro{)ONod  to  bo  Hont  to  tlio  Hishop  under  Nfuition  8  of  tho  rnblio  Worship  Itogulation 
Aot,  1H74.  During  thcuio  wookN  thoHo  ontltlod  to  vote  at  the  eloetion  of  Ohurch- 
wardouH  for  tho  paridii  inight>  moot ;  and  if  thry  docldod  by  a  majorltv  that  the 
reproHcntution  wan  not  appruvod,  tlion  tho  DiHhop  nhouUl  not  entortaln  ciuehropreiion* 
tali  on. 

B\it  if  tho  lUnlion  ontortainod  tho  roproi^cntatlon,  lie  iihould  not  proeeed  under 
vootion  0  of  tlio  rublio  WorHliip  Itoguhition  Aot,  IK74,but  Hhould  dooide  the  quoHtion

Hootlon  5  providod  that  if  tho  inouml>ont  diiioboyo<l  the  monition,  tho  lUiihop 
might  HUHpcnd  him  for  a  tonn  not  oxooeding  thrro  monthft!  if  afterwards  ho  eon- 
tinned  wilfully  to  dUobov,  hU  bonolloo  nhould  •booomovoid  for  all  purponea  an  if 
Huoh  inoumbont  w<^re  (lead/  Tho  lUshop,  under  npeoial  oiroumstanoeii,  miglit 
mitigate  penult  ion. 

In  oano  of  the  Hinhoi)  being  patron,  or  otherwise  prevented  from  roooivlng  the 

SroHontatlon,  tho  ArohbiHhop  of  tho  Province  was  to  aot  In  his  stead,  or,  if  tlio 
Toh bishop  were  patron,  then  some  tUshop  appointed  by  tho  Crown  under  Bigu 
Manual. 

If  a  bonofloo  wore  declared  void  under  this  Aot,  tho  inoumlwnt  might  within  one 
month  appeal  to  tho  civil  tribuiml,  but  the  onlv  (luoHtion  to  bo  deoided  by  that 
Court  of  Appeal  should  bo  whether  or  not  tho  niHuop  were  right  in  issuing  such 
monition,  or  in  determining  that  the  inonmbont  had  been  guilty  of  wilful  dis- 
obediunoo  to  his  monition. 

Tho  Tithe  Bent-ohargo  Bill,  introduced  int.o  tho  House  of  Lonls  by  Karl  Htanhope, 
propoHod  that  tho  owitor  nhouUl  always  bo  liable  for  'IHthe  Uont-ohargo  as  between 
nimself  and  his  tenant;  so  tliat  whenever  the  tenant  had  bin  goods  distrained,  or 
paid  to  avoid  distn^HH,  ho  woAild  be  entitled  to  be  recouped  by  his  landlord.  It  fixed 
the  Tithe  llent-cluirge  at  tlie  ])reNont  value,  viz ,  100/.  \a.  i)|^.,  an<l  proi)ONed  that  it 
should  not  hereafter  vary.  While  the  lUU  retained  the  remedv  of  distress,  it  pr*)- 
i)osod  that  the  tithe-owner  should  have  also  a  right  of  ))erHonal  action  against  the 
landowner.  A  deduction  of  three  per  cent,  was  to  bo  allowed  if  tho  landlord  paid 
within  one  month. 

Tho  Tithe  Bont-ohargo  Booovery  Bill,  introduci^d  by  Mr.  Htanley  lieighton,  pro- 
vided that  the  tenant  of  any  landM  paying  Tit  lie  ilent-charge  should  deduct  tho 
amount  HO  paid  from  his  rent,  nmklng  the  deduction  out  of  tho  tlrst  )myment  next 
due.  Any  lan<llord  refusing  to  allow  such  deduction  to  forfeit  a  sum  equal  to 
(Umble  tho  amount  of  the  sanui. 

Tho  Titho  Bent-ohargo  (Extraordinary)  Bill.  —Introduced  by  Mr.  Inderwick, 
])ropOHod  to  abolish  Kxtraonllnary  Tithe  Jlent-charge  on  ho))-grounds,  oreluirds,  and 
nuirket-gardt^TiH,  after  April  I,  IH85,  and  to  com])unHato  tho  persons  at  present 
entitle<l  tlx^n^to. 

The  nu^thod  of  compcuisatlon  to  l)0  as  follows :  The  Titho  (JommlHsionors  won»  to 
ascertain  ihv  gross  amount  of  (extraordinary  charge  jmyable  by  eac}\  landlord  on  land 
in  tho  district  on  an  average  of  siwcn  years  ;  from  this  amount  a  sum  of  twenty-flvo  per 
cent,  was  to  bo  deducted  for  expiuises  of  collocation,  raters,  taxi^s,  and  other  outgoings, 
and  the  net  result  to  bo  taken  to  bo  tlio  annual  valtie  of  tlio  oharge.  Moreover,  in 
order  to  estlnuite  the  capital  vahic  of  the  charge  in  eaeli  district,  tho  Commissioners 
were  to  take  into  ccmsiderathm  tho  length  of  time  during  which  the  oluurgo  has  boon 
paid,  the  prospect  of  the  (continuance  of  the  special  cultivation  so  charged,  and^  the 
value  of  the  land  subject  thereto.  Tho  capital  value  being  thus  arrived  at,  interest 
at  four  per  cent,  thereon  to  be  made  a  flrst-charge  on  the  land  heretofore  subjeot  to 
extraordinary  tithe. 
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.  ^  The  .Vnion  of  Benofloes  Act  (Amendment)  Bill,  introduced  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Russell, 
jproposed  to  constitute  a  Commission,  to  consist  of  nine  members,  one  to  be  nomi- 
];iated  by  the  Crown,  two  by  the  Bishop  of  London,  one  each  by  the  Corporation  of 
the  City,  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Sion  College,  the  Council  of  the  Boyal 
Ini^tate  of  British  Architects,  the  Bishops  of  Rochester  and  St.  Albans,  and  by  the 
chtixchwardens  of  City  parishes,  all  to  be  members  of  the  Church  of  England.  These 
Coinmissioners  were  to  inquire  into  the  state  of  the  various  ecclesiastical  revenues  in 
the  City  of  London,  to  make  schemes  for  uniting  contiguous  benefices,  for  removing 
churches  which  may  be  deemed  no  longer  necessary,  and  for  applying  revenues  so 
obtained  to  the  erection  and  endowment  of  new  churches  in  ix)pulous  places.  The 
Tested  interests  of  existing  incumbents  and  patrons  were  to  be  provided  for,  and  the 
reVennes.  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners.  A  special 
clause  enacted  that  the  endowment  of  St.  Andrew  TJndershaft,  should,  in  any  case,  be 
detained  for  the  use  of  the  Suffragan  to  the  Bishop  of  London. 

The  "CTniversitieB*  Committee  of  Privy  Council  Bill,  brought  in  by  Mr.  Charles 
j^undell,  proposed  to  amend  the  constitution  of  the  Universities'  Committee  of  the 
Privy  Counoil  for  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  and  enlarge  its  powers. 


SECTION  VIL— LEGAL  DECISIONS  AND  OHUBGH 

COMMISSIONS. 

DIGEST  OF   LEGAL   DECISIONS. 

Digest  of  the  principal  decisions  in  Ecclesiastical  Gases  of  general 
mteresfc  reported  between  Angast  1,  1882,  and  July  31,  1888,  and  not 
reported  as  reversed  daring  that  period  : 

.  Bigamy.— In  a  prosecution  for  bigamy,  if  there  is  evidence  of  cohabitation,  and 
no  proof  that  the  prisoner  and  his  wife  had  ever  separated,  the  presumption  in  the 
absence  of  evidence  to  the  contrary,  is  that  the  existing  state  continued,  and 
therefore  the  prisoner  was  rightly  convicted.  Meg.  v.  Jofie$  (Law  Eeports,  11 
Qneen^s  Bench  Division  118),  in  the  Court  for  Crown  Cases  Beserved,  before  Lord 
Coleridge,  C.J.,  Pollock,  B.,  Manisty,  Lopes,  and  Stephen,  JJ. 

Bliwphemy. — The  mere  denial  of  the  truth  of  the  Christian  religion  is  not  enough 
alone  to  constitute  the  offence  of  blasphemy.  If  the  decencies  of  controversy  are 
observed,  even  the  fundamentals  of  religion  may  be  attacked.  Per  Lord  Coleridge, 
CJ.,  in  the  case  of  Beg.  r,  Foote  <f  othert. 

These  dicta,  although  based  upon  a  carefully  considered  examination  of  the  cases, 
add  published  by  the  learned  judge  himself,  were  enunciated  in  the  summing  up  in 
a  criminal  prosecution,  and  therefore  do  not  strictly  speaking  carry  the  full  weight  of 
judicial  authority;  and  the  termination  of  the  proceedings  was  such  as  to  give 
no  opportunity  for  a  consideration  of  these  opinions  by  the  Court  of  Criminal 
App^.  A  different  conclusion  had  previously  been  arrived  at  by  Mr.  Justice 
Stephen,  who,  after  an  equally  elaborate  examination'  of  the  cases,  in  his  *  History 
of  the  Criminal  Law,'  vol.  ii.,  gives  it  as  his  opinion  (p.  474)  that  *  blasphemy '  con- 
sists in  the  character  of  the  matter  published,  and  not  in  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
stated. 

Burial  Board. — ^A  burial  board  cannot  be  constituted  in  a  district  forming  part  of 
an  area  over  which  a  burial  board  already  exercises  jurisdiction.  Reg.  v.  Overseers  of 
Tonbridge  (Law  Reports,  11  Queen's  Bench  Division,  134),  in  the  Queen's  Beuch 
Diyision,  before  Field  and  Mathew,  JJ. 

Church  Discipline  Act,  1840. — 1.  A  suit  having  been  brought  against  a  Clerk  in  the 
Oonrt  of  Arches  under  this  Act,  a  sentence  of  suspension  for  six  months  was  pro* 
iioimced,  on  March  9,  1878,  but  was  made  conditional  on  an  affidavit  being  tUed. 
.forwards  the  affidavit  was  filed,  and  an  unconditional  sentence  was  pronounced  on 
lluch  23,  and  served  on  the  defendant  A  fresh  suit  was  instituted,  in  1880,  for 
freih  offences,  and  also  for  contumacious  disobedience  to  the  sentence  of  March  23, 
1S78.

][arriage.-^The  publication  of  the  banns  of  marriage,  and  the  solemnisation  of 
marriage  are  ecclesiastical  purposes  within  the  meaning  of  19  &  20  Vict.  cap.  104, 
•ec.  14,  and  where  a  district  becomes  within  this  section  a  separate  and  distinct 
parish  for  ecclesiastical  purposes,  the  Incumbent  of  such  parish  has  the  exclusive 
right  of  performing  the  office  of  marriage  in  the  case  of  persons  resident  in  his 
parish,  and  of  receiving  the  fees  for  such  marriage,  and  consequently  the  incumbent 
of  the  mother  parish  has  no  right  to  solemnise  such  marriages  in  the  church  of  the 
mother  parish,  or  to  receive  the  fees  for  the  same.

PuIiUd  Worship  Begolation  Act  1874. — 1.  There  is  no  power  given  by  this  Act 
to  substitute  succeeding  churchwardens  for  a  churchwarden  who  has  instituted  a 
suit  jtor  acts  committed  during  the  time  he  was  churchwarden.  Quere :  As  to  the 
eff^  upon  a  suit  of  the  churchwarden  who  instituted  it  ceasing  to  be  a  church- 
warden or  a  parishioner.  Harru  v.  Perkins  (Law  Reports  7  Probate  Division  161), 
before  the  Judicial  Committee,  consisting  of  Lord  BramweU,  Sir  B.  Peacock,  Sir  B. 
Collier,  Sir  H.  S.  Keating,  and  Sir  J.  Mellor,  with  the  Bishops  of  London,  Durham, 
and  Liverpool  as  assessors. 

2. .  An  ijQCumbent  of  a  parish  in  the  Diocese  of  M.  was  pronounced  by  the 
Ofi^ial  Principal  of  the  Chancery  Court  of  York  to  have  committed  certain 
pfBems^  against  Ecclesiastical  Law,  and  on  June  27, 1879,  the  judge  issued  a  monition 
isdmomshing  him  to  refrain  from  such  offences  for  the  future.  The  defendant  failed  to 
ob^  the  monition,  and  the  Official  Principal  in  August  1879,  by  an  inhibition  under 
the  Ptiblic  Worship  Regulation  Act,  inhibited  him  for  three  months,  and  until  th» 
inJ^Mliox\  had  been  relaxed,  from  performing  the  services  of  the  Ohtuch  or  ezerdsing 
the  core  of  souls  within  the  Diocese  of  M.  Whilst  the  inhibition  was  still  in 
force  the  defendant  disobeyed  it  by  officiating  in  the  parish  church  on  several 
occasions,  and  thereupon  his  contempt  was  signified  to  the  Queen  in  Chanceiy,  and  he 
.was  in  March  1881  taken  into  custody  under  a  writ  de  oontnmaee  capiendo.  In  August 
1882  the  defendant  still  remained  in  custody  under  the  writ,  but  by  the  operation  of 
the  Public  Worship  Regulation  Act  ceased  to  be  rector  of  the  parish.  The  Bishop 
of  M.  then  applied  to  the  Official  Principal  for  the  discharge  of  the  defendant. 
The  application  was  neither  supported  by  the  defendant  nor  opposed  by.  the  com- 
plainants: Held,  that  the  application  was  rightly  made  by  the  Bishop  of  M. : 
Jleld  also,  that  the  defendant  had  satisfied  '  his  contempt  *  within  the  meaning  of 
53  Geo.  III.  cap.  127,  and  that  a  writ  of  deliverance  in  the  form  prescribed  by  that 
statute  ought  to  issue  for  his  discharge.  Dean  v.  Oreen  (Law  Reports,  8  Probate 
Division  79),  in  the  Chancery  Court  of  York,  before  Lord  Penzance.

CATHEDRAL    ESTABLISHMENTS    COMMISSION. 

A  BOYAL  COMMISSION  was  issued  on  July  4, 1879,  to  the  late  Archbishop  Tait,  and 
to  Viscount  Cranbrook,  the  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  Lord  Coleridge,  Sir  Henry  Jackson* 
>Ir.  Beresford  Hope,  and  Mr.  Charles  Dalrymple,  to  inquire  into  the  condition  of  the 
cathedrals.  There  was  a  special  provision  that  as  the  case  of  each  cathedral  eame 
onder  view,  the  Dean  and  one  of  the  Canons  should  be  special  Conunissioners.  This 
exclusion  of  the  Bishop  from  all  participation  in  the  delioerations  of  the  Commission 
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wfii  objootod  to  in  the  IIouho  of  liOrdH,  bnt  Lord  Benoonifleld  refused  to  liiiten  to  the 
arKumoiiti  brouf^ht  before  him.    On  «lune  UO,  1880,  a  frofh  OommiMlon  wm  iMued, 
omlttliitf  Lord  ColoridRo,  whoM  iiidioial  duties  prevented  hii  attendattoe,  and  adding     , 
Lord  lUaohford  and  Hir  WiUtur  J  anion.

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THE  CHURCH  OF  IRELAND. 

TiiK  rotnrns  fi*om  iho  CenRUR  for  tho  lofit  thrco  docadea  Akown  above 
mako  evident  iho  fact  that  iho  Church  of  Ireland  counts  little  more  than 
one*oighth  of  the  population  as  hor  mombors,  and  has  increaaed  her 
relative  proportion  littlo,  if  at  all,  ivithiu  the  last  twenty  jroars.  And  the 
question  may  naturally  bo  asked  whether  she  has  any  right  to  the  title 
that  she  bears  P  or  if  that  right  ever  has  been,  whether  she  Iiaa  been 
grossly  neglectful  of  the  duties  which  it  implies  P  or  whether  anr  reasons 
external  to  hor  own  action  can  be  assigned  for  the  marked  aiflTerenoe 
between  her  small  hold  upon  the  mass  of  the  population,  and  the  far 
more  favourable  numerical  proportion  which  the  sister  Church  of  Bngland 
maintains  P  It  may  be  answered  that  her  title  to  be  called  the  Church  of 
Ireland  rests  on  the  flBbcts  assured  beyond  all  reasonable  doubt,  that  the 
Ohovoh  of  Ireland,  which  was  disestablished  in  1869,  has  maintained  an 
nnfaroken  sucocHsion  of  I^ishops  since  the  earliest  days  of  Christianity  in 
Ivriand,  and  that  if  she  did  not  Iohc  the  right  to  the  title  when  at  English 
instigation  she  accepted  the  position  of  obedience  to  the  See  of  Rome, 
she  did  not  forfeit  it  afterwards  whon  at  similar  promptings  she 
renounced  that  authority  again,  nor  whon  in  1800  she  entered  into 
legislative  union  with  iho  Church  of  Kngland,  nor  when  in  186D  sho  was 
restored  to  her  soparato  independence  again  ;  and  her  failure  to  win  the 
mass  of  the  population  to  the  acceptance  of  the  teaching  of  hor  legitimate 
Ministry  is  shown  by  any  careful  study  of  her  history,  to  be  due  to  her 
misfortune  rather  than  hor  fault. 

It  was  not  the  hoHiiliiy  of  iho  Roman  PontiffH,  but  iho  mistaken 
policy  of  KngliHh  statcHnion,  that  pr0Hont4>d  iho  moHt  formidable  obstacles 
to  the  HU0C08S  of  iho  iieformatiou  in  Ireland.  On  Kaster  i)t\y  ITiSl  the 
Knglish  Liturgy  was  HubHiituiod  for  the  lioman  Service,  the  Prayer 
Book  in  iho  KngliHh  tongue  being  iho  HrHt  book  printed  in  Ireland.  The 
religion  of  iho  (U)uiiiry  wan  then  based  upon  the  principles  that  public 
prayer  was  to  bo  Haid  in  the  vulgar  tongue,  and  doctrine  to  be  brought  to 
the  tost  of  Holy  Writ.  Ihit  tlie  timidity  of  English  statesmen  would  not 
permit  ihoni  to  do  anything  that  would  tend  to  bind  the  IriHh  together 
i)v  the  bond  of  books  printed  in  their  native  tongue.  Knglish  alone  was 
allowed  to  be  rcc^ognised  as  the  vulgar  tongue  in  Ireland  as  in  Encrland. 
It  was  enacted  in  15(50  that  when  English  was  not  understooa,  the 
prayers  must  bo  said  in  Latin  !  More  than  fifty  years  elapsed  before  tho 
liturgy  WON  given  to  tho  Irinh  in  the  Irish  language.  The  first  edition 
of  iho  J'rayer  IJook  in  Irish  anpeared  in  1(>08,  the  first  Irish  Now 
Testament  in  1()()8,  while  the  Old  Testament  was  not  translated  into  tho 
language  of  the  people  till  another  century  had  elapsed. 

The  degree  in  wnioh  this  fatal  delay  wan  due  to  influence  external  to 
Ireland,  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  in  17(K)  and  1711  the  Convocation 
of  the  Church  of  Ireland  nmdo  an  humble  represent ation  on  tho  necessity 
of  disseminating  the  Scriptures  in  the  Irish  langunge,  and  of  raising  up 
an  Irisluspeaking  Ministry,  but  that  these  proposals  were  overruled  hv 
ilie  temporal  power  as  unfavourable  to  the  English  interest  in  Ireland. 
(Bp.  Mant,  ii.  1(54.) 
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This  inconsistency  of  planting  in  tlie  country  a  system  of  religion 
whicli  appealed  to  tbe  individual  conscience,  while  the  means  of  enlighten- 
ing conscience  were  withheld,  is  enough  to  account  for  the  initial  failure 
of  the  reformed  religion  in  Ireland  as  compared  with  England.  Bat 
after  this  inconsistency  had  been  removed,  other  acts  of  shortsighted 
policy  put  hindrances  in  the  way  of  the  Church. 

LJeinds  and  tithes  were  taken  from  the  Church  to  enrich  lay  favourites. 
Tithes  on  grass  lands  were  abolished,  and  the  Ministry  pauperised  by  the 
change.  Parishes  so  reduced  in  income  were  amalgamated  till  their 
extent  became  unmanageable.  Persons  ignorant  of  the  country  were  im- 
ported into  the  Bishoprics  and  other  dignities  for  political  or  personal 
reasons,  and  public  money  was  applied  to  the  support  of  rival  religions. 
So  that  when  the  Church  was  disestablished  in  1869,  the  Consolidated 
Fund  was  relieved  of  a  regium  donum  to  the  Presbyterians,  and  of  the 
annual  charge  of  not  far  from  30,000Z.  for  Maynooth.  The  expendi- 
ture for  the  Presbyterians  and  the  Church  of  Rome  was  taken  out  of 
the  confiscated  property  of  the  Irish  Church,  the  former  reaching  in 
all  758,230Z.  4^.,  and  the  latter  372,331Z.  Os.  6c?.  These  figures  show 
the  amount  of  rival  influence  which  necessarily  counteracted  not  a  little 
tbe  efforts  of  the  Church  of  Ireland,  and  account,  with  the  other  facts 
ai)ove  alluded  to,  to  some  extent  at  least,  for  her  not  possessing  the 
numerical  preponderance  which  the  Church  of  England  enjoys. 

In  the  statement  regarding  the  Irish  Church  published  last  year,  it  was 
shown  that  some  notions  entertained  as  to  the  Church  being  re-endowed 
by  the  Church  Act  were  erroneous,  and  that  all  that  the  Irish  Chnrch, 
deprived  of  all  her  productive  property  by  the  Irish  Church  Act  1869, 
possessed  on  January  1,  1871,  washer  Churches,  if  claimed  rightly  and  in 
due  time,  the  burial  grounds  immediately  attached  to  them,  and  the 
sclioolhouses  used  in  connection  with  these  Churches,  besides  500,000/. 
in  lieu  of  private  endowments.  There  was  also  the  right  given  to  purchase 
the  glebe  houses  (built  by  the  Clergy  out  of  their  own  moneys),  and  lands 
not  as  a  rule  exceeding  ten  acres  for  a  Glebe,  and  thirty  for  a  See  house,  on 
reasonable  terms.  Besides  these  privileges,  the  Irish  Church  was  granted 
the  life  services  of  a  whole  generation  of  Bishops  and  Clergy,  as  the 
annuities  awarded  were  made  conditional  on  service,  and  this  has  enabled 
tbe  Church  to  fund  for  future  use  the  contributions  made  from  year  to 
year,  since  disendowment,  by.  the  members  of  the  Church  of  Ireland, 
which  contributions  have  amounted  in  the  aggregate  to  2,603,926Z.  It 
is  an  erroneous  notion  then  that  the  Church  of  Ireland  has  been  re- 
endowed  by  the  Church  Act.  The  success  in  that  direction  has  been  the 
fhiit  of  the  offerings  of  her  own  members — Bishops,  Clergy  and  Laity. 
Another  erroneous  notion  entertained  by  many  is  that  the  Prayer  Book, 
the  common  heritage  of  the  Churches  of  England  and  Ireland,  has 
been  altered  more  than  it  has  been  by  the  revision  made  by  the  General 
Synod.  The  extent  of  the  revision  may  be  to  some  extent  understood  by 
the  Preface  to  the  Revised  Prayer  Book,  which  follows,  and  by  under- 
standing that  the  Prayer  Book  has  been  enlarged  by  the  addition  of 
certain  prayers  and  thanksgivings  for  special  occasions  and  other  services : 
*  Service  to  be  used  on  the  first  Sunday  on  which  a  Minister  officiates  in 
a  new  Cure,'  *  A  iPorm  of  Thanksgiving  for  the  Blessings  of  Harvest,' 
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*  The  Form  for  tlio  CoDsccration  of  a  Chnroh,* '  Tbo  Form  of  Gonseoratioxi 
of  a  Churchyard  or  othor  Uarial  Ground,*  *  A  Form  of  Prayor  for  tho 


yisitation  of  PrisoncrH.'

Ah  conoornin^  tlio  Holy  (\)mmunion,  hoiuo  of  our  bn^hron  woro  at  first  oarnotiit

In  the  KormularieH  relating  to  HaptiNiu  wo  have  nuulo  no  Hubnt ant tal  ohango, 
though  Honu)  havo  drninMl  to  alter  or  omit  certain  expn^HNionH  tou(^hing  whioh 
diverHiti(«H  oC  o])ini(ni  havo  prevailed  among  faithful  nuMubern  of  (Uir  (-hurt^h.  At  tho 
Hanu)  tluun  wo  deniro  ftdly  to  rccognine  the  liberty  of  (expounding  theno  FormnlarioH 
hitherto  aUow(»d  by  tho  gt^ncral  practice  of  the  rhurch.  And  an  (5onc(»rning  thoito 
I>ointH  whereupon  nuch  liberty  ban  been  allowed,  we  lu«reby  further  declare  that  no 
MiniHt(U'  of  thin  (■Inmrh  in  nniuin^d  to  hold  or  teiu^h  any  dootrlm)  whl(*h  haM  not  boon 
clearly  dotermlned  by  tho  Artlolen  of  Bollgion. 

Thu  S|HM*.ial  Abnolution  in  tho  Oflloo  for  tho  ViHltathm  of  tho  Sick  luiH  boon  tlm 
cauHu  of  otl'onco  to  !nany ;  and  an  it  in  a  form  \inknown  to  tho  (Miuroh  in  anoiont 
timoM,  and  an  wonaw  no  adotpiattt  roanon  for  itH  rotontion.and  no  grcmnd  for  uMorting 
that  it!  removal  would  nuiko  any  change  in  tho  doctrino  of  tho  (-hurch,  wo  havo 
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deemed  it  fitting  that,  in  the  special  cases  contemplated  in  this  Office,  and  in  that 
for  the  Visitation  of  Prisoners,  absolution  should  be  pronounced  to  penitents  in  the 
form  appointed  in  the  Office  for  the  Holy  Communion. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  formula  of  Ordinatipn  of  Priests,  though  desired 
by  some ;  for,  upon  a  full  review  of  our  Formularies,  we  deem  it  plain  and  here 
declare  that,  save  in  the  matter  of  Ecclesiastical  censures,  no  power  or  authority  is 
by  them  ascribed  to  the  Church  or  to  any  of  its  Ministers,  in  respect  of  forgiveness  of 
sins  after  Baptism,  other  than  that  of  declaring  and  pronouncing,  on  God's  part, 
remission  of  sins  to  all  that  are  truly  penitent,  to  the  quieting  of  their  conscience, 
and  the  removal  of  all  doubt  and  scruple;  nor  is  it  anywhere  in  our  Formularies 
taught,  or  implied,  that  confession  to  and  absolution  by  a  Priest  are  any  conditions 
of  God's  pardon ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  it  is  fully  taught  that  all  Christians  who 
sincerely  repent,  and  unfeignedly  believe  the  Gospel,  may  draw  nigh,  as  worthy 
communicants,  to  the  Lord's  Table  without  any  such  confession  or  absolution  :  which 
comfortable  doctrine  of  God's  free  forgiveness  of  sin  is  also  more  largely  set  forth  in 
the  Homily  of  Repentance  and  in  that  of  the  Salvation  of  Mankind. 

With  reference  to  the  Athanasian  Creed  (commonly  so  called),  we  have  removed 
the  Bubric  directing  its  use  on  certain  days ;  but,  in  so-doing,  this  Church  has  not 
withdrawn  its  witness,  as  expressed  in  the  Articles  of  Beligion,  and  here  again 
renewed,  to  the  truth  of  the  Articles  of  the  Christian  Faith  therein  contained. 

In  revising  the  Table  of  Lessons,  we  have  judged  it  convenient  to  follow  generally 
the  new  Table  which  the  Church  of  England  has  lately  adopted,  with  these  princip^ 
exceptions,  that  whereas  in  that  Table  some  Lessons  are  still  tsiken  out  of  the  Books' 
called  Apocryphal,  we  have  so  arranged  ours  as  that  all  the  Lessons  shall  be  taken 
out  of  the  Canonical  Scriptures ;  and  we  have  included  in  our  Lectionary  the  whole 
of  the  Bevelation  of  St.  John. 

And  now,  if  some  shall  complain  that  these  changes  are  not  enough,  and  that  we 
should  have  taken  this  opportunity  of  making  this  Book  as  perfect  in  all  respects  as 
they  think  it  might  be  made,  or  if  others  shall  say  that  these  changes  have  been 
nimeoessary  or  excessive,  and  that  what  was  already  excellent  has  been  impaired  by 
doing  that  which,  in  their  opinion,  might  well  have  been  left  undone,  let  them  on 
the  one  side  and  the  other,  consider  that  men's  judgments  of  perfection  are  very 
various,  and  that  what  is  imperfect,  with  peace,  is  often  better  than  what  is  otherwise 
more  excellent,  without  it.

CHUECH  ACTION,  1883. 

The  Annual  Session  of  the  General  Synod  was  holden  in  the  Synod  Hall,  Dublin, 
and  continued  for  six  days,  beginning  on  Tuesday,  April  3.  The  proceedings 
commenced  with  attending  Morning  I^ayer  and  the  Holy  Communion  in  Christ 
ChtiTch  Cathedral  at  10.15  A.M.,  and  the  chair  was  taken  in  the  Synod  Hall  adjacent, 
at  twelve  o'clock,  by  His  Grace  the  Lord  Primate  of  Ireland,  President.  The  Hon. 
Clerical  Secretaries  having  been  re-elected  by  the  Clergy  present,  and  the  Hon.  Lay 
gecretaiies  by  the  Lay  representatives  present,  and  the  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Harrison 
having  been  nominated  Assessor,  and  a  list  of  members  laid  on  the  table,  the  President 
delivered  the  following  address  : 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, — Dear  Christian  Brethren — Many  shadows  have  crossed  the 
path  of  our  ancient  Church  since  I  last  addressed  this  Synod  three  years  ago,  but  none  of  them 
has  cast  a  deeper  gloom  than  the  death  of  that  admirable  Prelate  who  of  late  so  worthily  occu- 
pied the  chair  of  St.  Augustine.  Our  political  union  with  the  Church  of  England,  and  our  con- 
nection with  the  State,  were  the  results  of  human  laws,  and  within  the  reach  of  the  authority  that 
created  them ;  but  that  spiritual  union  which  binds  the  Church  of  Ireland  to  that  of  England  by 
the  threefold  cord  of  one  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism,  is  of  a  higher  nature,  alike  beyond  the  dic- 
iation  of  the  Legislature  and  the  power  of  the  State.  To  that  Church — the  grandest  achievement 
of  the  Reformation — our  relations,  as  to  all  things  pertaining  to  true  religion,  remain  as  they  ever 
have  been.  The  rude  hand  of  confiscation  has,indeed,  deprived  us  of  that  provision  which  the  wise 
discretion  of  former  rulers,  the  piety  of  our  ancestors,  and  the  labours  of  our  predecessors  had  made 
for  the  maintenance  of  reUgion  in  this  country,  but  to  sever  the  links  of  brotherhood  that  unite  us 
Is  bcjond  the  capacity  of  any  extraneous  power.  This  was  also  the  view  of  that  most  worthy 
l^teUte  whose  loss  we  mourn ;  for  immediatdy  aiter  the  disestablishment  of  our  Church,  he  wrote 
|o  Die  a  letter  of  condolence,  assuring  me  that  *  the  fedings  of  regard  that  had  sprung  up  in  £ng-

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The  seventeenth  century  closed  in  peace  after  a  long  period  of  intestine  war,  during  which 
the  Church  suffered  much,  but  gained  little.  Yet,  even  in  those  disastrous  days,  it  left  its 
mark  upon  the  page  of  history,  where  the  names  of  Ussher  and  Bedell  and  Bramhall  and 
Jeremy  Taylor,  will  shine  so  long  as  learning,  piet}',  wisdom,  and  eloquence  are  honoured  among 
mankind.  The  eighteenth  century  opened  in  peace,  but  it  was  a  peace  still  laden  with  the 
csaUimitous  consequences  of  previous  war.  -  Bishop  King,  who  succeeded  to  Deny  as  the  first 
Bishop  after  the  Revolution,  describes  the  condition  of  the  Diocese  as  one  of  great  distress  and 
miservi  such  as  to  require  his  immediate  care,  attended  by  powerful  remedies.  *  Its  villages 
and  plantations  were  all  destroyed,  its  Churches  burnt  or  dilapidated,  its  Clergy  withdrawn,  and 
its  parishes  forsaken.'  No  doubt  he  brought  before  the  Government  the  wasted  state  of  his 
Diocese,  and  the  necessity  of  the  powerful  remedies  he  speaks  of ;  but  it  appears  to  have  been 
ipitb  very  little  effect,  for  some  years  after  he  writes  :—*  There  is  one  thing  I  am  much 
concerned  at,  because  I  have  heard  many  take  notice  of  it,  and  it  is  the  little  care  that  is  taken 
of.  the  Church  in  this  kingdom  at  Court,  which  ought  not  to  be  neglected,  since  this  is 
assuredly  and  apparently  the  strongest  interest  in  Ireland.'  And  again  he  writes  at  a  sub- 
sequent period : — '  As  to  the  building  of  Churches,  I  see  little  expectation  of  an  Act  for  that,  or 
anything  else  that  may  benefit  religion.' 

While  the  interests  of  the  Church  and  religion  were  thus  neglected,  a  great  injury  was 
inflicted  on  the  Clergy  by  filling  all  the  highest  appointments  with  strange  Clergymen  from 
England,  rejecting  the  just  claims  of  those  of  Irish  birth.  This  roused  the  indignation  of 
Swift,  who  thus  gave  vent  to  his  feelings  in  a  letter  to  the  then  Lord  Lieutenant : — 'Since 
yjMir  Excellency  has  had  an  opportunity  so  early  in  your  government  of  gratifying  your 
English  dependants  by  a  Bishopric  and  the  best  Deanery  in  the  kingdom,  I  cannot  but  hope 
that  the  Clergy  of  Ireland  will  have  tlieir  share  in  your  patronage.  The  misfortune  of  having 
Bishops  from  England,  as  it  must  needs  quench  the  spirit  of  emulation  among  us  to  excel  in 
learning  and  the  study  of  divinity,  so  it  produces  another  great  discouragement — that  those 
Prelates  usually  draw  after  them  colonies  of  sons,  nephews,  cousins,  or  old  college  companions, 
on  whom  they  bestow  the  best  preferments  in  their  gift,  and  thus  the  young  men  sent  into  the 
Church  from  the  University  here,  have  no  better  prospect  than  to  be  Curates  or  small  country' 
Vicars  for  life.' 

In  addition  to  the  evils  here  referred  to  by  Swift,  arising  from  the  unjust  and  partial 
administration  of  the  patronage  of  the  Crown,  another  heavy  calamity  fell  upon  the  Church 
and  Clergy  by  a  factious  resolution  of  the  House  of  Commons  against  the  tithe  of  agistment. 
This  clerical  charge,  arising  from  tlie  pasturage  of  diy  and  barren  cattle,  was  of  all  others  the 
least  objectionable,  for  it  only  affected  tlie  wealthier  classes.  To  this  the  Clergy  possessed  a 
l^al  right,  but  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Commons,  backed  by  the  formation  of  a  common 
parse  to  resist  their  rights,  deprived  them  of  this  valuable  portion  of  their  property.  The 
Injury  which  this  loss  inflicted  upon  the  Church  is  thus  described  by  Primate  Boulter ;— r 
*  Wiuiout  this  tithe  there  are  whole  parishes  where  there  is  no  provision  for  the  Minister.  By 
this  means  a  great  part  of  our  Churches  are  neglected  in  n^ny  places.'  It  had  the  effect  not 
only  of  closing  Churches,  diminishing  the  number  of  Clergy,  and  lessening  the  quantity  of 
tillage,  but  of  causing  an  e:j^tensive  emigration  in  the  South  and  West  of  Ireland.  The 
eniigTants  were  principally  members  of  the  Church,  and  thus  a  double  injury  was  inflicted  on 
the  Protestant  EstablisUment. 

At  the  close  of  this  century  the  French  Revolution  was  the  exciting  cause  of  another 

attempt  to  bi-eak  the  Saxon  yoke,  and  the  Church  had  to  undergo  another  fiery  trial ;  and  when 

peace  was  restored,  it  had  once  more  to  repair  the  desolations  of  civil  war.    The  union  of  the 

two  liatlons,  and  the  incorporation  of  the  two  national  Churches,  speedily  followed.    During 

this  long  period,  more  than  two  centuries  from  the  time  when  the  Church  of  Ireland  cast  off 

the  Papal  yoke  until  it  became  an  integral  part  of  the  Church  of  ICngland,  its  existence  was 

One  prolonged  struggle  against  the  stern  opposition  of  a  hostile  creed,  the  neglect,  or  perhaps 

tDability  of  the  governing  powers  to  render  any  effectual  aid,  and  the  embarrassments 

Cooatantly  arising  from  the  want  of  adequate  means  to  maintain  a  most  difficult  position.    It; 

'«  not  easy  to  account  for  the  neglect  and  apathy  with  which  the  Church  of  Ireland  was 

treated  for  this  long  period  of  time.    It  was,  no  doubt,  the  strongest  moral  link  tliat  bound 

the  two  nations  together ;    but,  nevertheless,    nothing  effectual   was  done  to  extend  its 

^<ifliience  or  to  increase  its  numbers.    This  may  have  arisen,  as  Primate  Boulter  suggested, 

^^x>xn  an  apprehension  that  the  Church  might  become  too  powerful. 

After  the  union  of  the  two  Churches,  however,  a  different  policy  was  pursued.  In  the  year 
^  S06f  Earl  Spencer,  the  then  Secretary  of  State,  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant, 
^.^pressing  *  the  anxiety  with  which  his  Majesty  viewed  the  btate  of  the  Established  Church 
■^  Ireland,  and  the  obvious  necessity  of  adopting  without  delay  any  proper  measures  for  its 
^Xjpport,  and  the  remedying  those  evils  under  which  it  unfortunately  laboured.'  In  consequence 
gj?  this,  returns  were  m'ade  by  the  Bishops  exhibiting  the  state  of  each  of  the  Irish  Dioceses. 
^jfom  these  returns  it  appeared  that  there  were  then  1,120  benefices  in  the  Church  of  Ireland, 
■^•-ith  431  parsonage  houses  and  1,001  Churches.  A  Parliamentary  grant  was  shortly  afterwards 
>^^uide,  which  greatly  facilitated  the  building  of  Churches,  and  enabled  the. Cler^,  by  njeans  of 
^<Mui  aad  grant,  to  erect.houses  on  tiieir  glebes,  and  become  resident  in  their  parishes.    How  far

It  haa  been  ptrMoutad 
but  not  foraakrn,  caNt  down  but  not  dtMttroycd.  It  naa  outIlve<l  tno  eoIdneM  and  n^Uot  of 
thorto  who  woro  uioitt  bound  to  rheriah  and  protect  It,  the  violence  of  the  lawleaa  multitude,  the 
dovarttationa  of  civil  war,  and  tho  covort  attacka  of  hoNtllo  loginlatlon.  He  tho  earth  never  ao 
un<|utot.  wo  caiiiint  rtMtnonably  antlolpato  moro  troubloua  timcrt  than  our  (.hurch  haa  already

Befiides  tb^  Report  of  the  Representative  Body,  there  was  laid  before

Board  of  Eeligious  Education.^ Fr6m  tlieir  report  it  appeared  that  the  examinations  of 
teachers,  held  in  1882,  were  attended  by  118  teachers — 29  males  and  89  females.  Of  these  72 
obtained  certificates  at  Diocesan  centres,  1  first  class,  7  second  and  8  third ;  at  the  Kildare 
Fiaca  Training  College,  9  first,  6  second  and  o5  third ;  an:l  at  the  Model  School,  Marlborough 
SIreet,  d  second  and  6  third. 

At  the  examination  for  pupils  of  iiltcrmediatc  schools  438  candidates  presented  themselves, 
828  in  senior  division.  Of  these  1  answered  80  per  cent. ;  0,  70  ;  12,  60  ;  535,  45  ;  who  therefore 
oiitained  certificates,  and  45  were  adjudged  passes.  Of  the  110  of  junior  division,  3  obtained 
80  per  cent.,  7,  70  ;  16,  60  ;  19,  45,  who  therefore  obtained  certificates,  and  25  ^lio  answered 
80  per  cent,  were  adjudged  passes.    10  passed  in  Greek  Testament. 

firesides  the  examinations  of  intermediate  schools,  37,149  children  were  examined  in  the 
▼arioos  Dioceses  in  connection  with  the  Diocesan  Boards,  of  whom  4,729  passed,  4,800  obtained 
certificates  and  6,405  prizes. 

Boport  of  Ohuroh  of  Ireland  Training  College. — The  total  number  of  students  who 
entered  in  1^2  was  26  males  and  63  females,  the  fees  paid  by  whom  amounted  to  455/.  12«. 
Twenty-four  students  completed  the  course  of  three  sessions,  one  year  and  a  half,  and  26  were 
appointed  to  schools.  The  receipts,  including  a  balance  of  322/.  5«.  7(/.  from  previous  year,  have 
amounted  to  3,022/.  5«.  4</.,  and  there  was  a  balance  to  credit  at  close  of  account  of  861/.  lo«.  od,

Lay  Agency. — Report  of  Committee  appointed  April  21, 1882 : 
•  I,  We,  the  Committee  appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  above  resolution  of  the  General  Synod, 
Ji^YiQg  carefully  considered  the  quefition  of  *  Lay  agency,*  not  only  as  it  may  be  more  fully 
ntilised  for  the  advantage  of  the  work  of  the  Church  in  Ireland,  but  also  as  it  is  at  present 
being  carried  out  in  many  Dioceses  in  England,  are  of  opinion  that,  in  view  of  the  large 
reduction  of  the  number  or  ordained  Clergy  m  the  Church  of  Ireland  during  the  last  twelve 
years,  and  the  consequent  amalgamation  of  two  or  more  parishes  in  many  districts,  an 
extended  use  of  *Lay  agency  *  would  be  beneficial  to  the  interests  of  the  Church,  not  only  in 
tlM  larger  towns,  but  also  in  many  of  the  straggling  and  extensive  country  parishes. 

II.  We  are  further  of  opinion  that  in  addition  to  other  modes  of  *  Lay  agency,'  it  would 
1m. desirable  to  institute  the  office  of  'Reader,'  as  recommended  in  the  resolutions  of  the 
^Afdibishops  and  Bishops,  unanimously  agreed  to,  at  the  meeting  held  at  Lambeth  Palace  on 
Ascension  Day,  1866. 

'   III.  We  are  further  of  opinion  that  much  advantage  to  the  work  of  the  Church  would 
fen^t  from  the  institution  of  Diocesan  and  parochial  associations  of  Lay  helpers,  whether 
jpotaimisdoned  by  the  ^Bishop  of  the  Diocese  or  not,  who  would  act  under  the  superintendence 
Wthe  parochial  Clergy.

A  month  wan  ^[\o\\  to  him 
for  thlN  purpoH«\ 
With  ro^nrd  to  HI.  Mary'n  C'athodral,  thu  DUhop  roforrod  to  tho  anxloty  of  tiio 
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Dean  and  himself  to  consult  the  Presbyters  as  to  the  way  of  making  it  more  useful  to 
the  Diocese  at  large,  and  spoke  of  tlie  various  meetings  wliicli  liad  been  recently  held 
within  it.  Reports  were  then  given  in  by  the  Auditor,  the  Religious  Inspector  of  Schools, 
and  the  Diocesan  Foreign  Mission  Board.  A  discussion  next  arose  as  to  the  observ- 
ance of  the  Day  of  Intercession,  when  it  was  resolved  to  have  morning  and  evening 
■ervice  in  the  Cathedral.  A  lay  member  was  then  appointed  to  the  Cathedral  Board, 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Walker  Bursaries  was  read  and  approved  of,  and 
the-  Committee  re-appointed.  It  was  next,  after  a  short  debate,  resolved,  <  tliat  this 
Bynod  respectfully  snbmits,  for  the  consideration  of  the  College  of  Bishops,  the 
expediency,  when  possible,  of  a  three  years'  course  of  theological  study  for  non- 
gxadnates  who  are  seeking  Holy  Orders.'  Reports  were  then  read  as  to  St.  Paul's, 
Oamibber's  Close,  the  Young  Men's  Friendly  Society,  Sunday  Schools,  and  St. 
Yinoent's  Church.  It  was  further  agreed,  on  the  motion  of  Canon  Murdoch,  *that  the 
preyalenoe  of  immorality  calls  for  wise  and  strenuous  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Church  and  that  this  Synod  respectfully  invites  his  Lonlship  the  Bishop,  with  the 
members  of  his  Chapter,  and  sucli  other  Clergy  and  Laity  of  tlie  Diocese  as  he  may 
think  fit  to  add,  to  consider  as  to  the  extent  and  prevalence  of  immorality  and  tho 
xemediee  which  may  possibly  be  employed  in  this  state  of  matters.'  It  was  also 
resolved  to  petition  Parliament  in  favour  of  an  extension  '  of  the  age  to  which  girls 
^honld  be  protected  from  vice,  from  thirteen  to  eighteen,  instead  of  sixteen  as  pro- 
posed In  the  Bill  to  be  brought  before  Parliament.'  A  Committee  was  next  appointed  to 
oonsfder  the  subject  of  the  overlapping  of  charity  in  connection  with  the  various  reli- 
gions denominations,  and  to  suggest  means  for  dealing  with  the  matter.  After  some 
conversation  the  following  motion  was  then  adopted :  *  That  this  Synod  respectfully 
requests  the  Bishop  to  bring  the  subject  of  commendatory  letters  for  members  of  tho 
CSinxcfa  passing  from  one  Diocese  to  another,  or  from  one  district  to  another,  before 
ihe  College  of  Bishops.'  The  Bishop  then  pronounced  the  Benediction  and  the  Synod 
adjqnmed. 

A  Spedal  Synod  of  this  Diocese  was  held  in  St,  Mary's  Cathedral  on  October  4,  to 
consider  the  question  of  tho  transference  of  St.  John's,  Alloa,  to  the  Diocese  of 
8^  Andrew's,  when  it  was,  almost  unanimously,  resolved  <  that  no  change  is  at  the 
present  time  desirable.' 

IV.  eiiASGOW  AND  OALL0WA7 — The  Annual  Synod  was  held  in  St.  Marj's, 
Glasgow,  on  September  12,  1883,  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  in  the  chair.     There 
WIS  a  large  attendance  of  Clergy.    After  the  SjTiod  had  been  duly  constituted,  and 
tha  n^ontesread  and  approved  of,  his  Lordship  delivered  his  Charge.   He  referred  to 
the  great  loss  which  the  Church  had  sustained  by  the  deaths  of  the  Bishops  of 
AboKleen  and  Argyll,  two  gentle,  faithful  men,  called  away  at  a  time  when  wisdom 
and  discretion  in  council  were  urgently  required.    He  next  spoke  of  the  changes  in 
the  Diocese,  none  of  which,  he  was  glad  to  say,  had  arisen  from  deaths.    He  had 
ordained  four  Deacons  and  two  Priests,  and  although  men  were  the  crying  need  of 
the  time,  he  deemed  it  wiser  to  work  with  a  smaller  number,  rather  than  run  the 
risk  of  ordaining  incompetent  or  injudicious  persons.    This  state  of  matters,  he  was 
weU  aware,  could  not  go  on  for  long,  and  therefore  he  entreated  his  brethren  to 
_^make  it  a  matter  of  constant  prayer  that  the  Lord  would  raise  up  fit  persons  for  the 
~  ministry  of  His  holy  Church.    He  also  expressed  a  hope  that  wealthier  people  would 
^  rf?re  more  Uberally  to  the  various  schemes  of  the  Church  for  the  extension  of  the 
.  -Redeemer's  kingdom.    Adverting  to  the  change  of  date  in  the  statistical  returns,  his 
Lndship  remarked  that  the  totals  showed  continued  progress,  while  he  was  glad  to  find 
that  the  state  of  religious  instruction  in  their  schools  was,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory. 
The  CoU^^  of  Bishops  had  recently  received  a  deputation  on  the  subject  of  starting 
a  branch  of  the  Young  Men's  Friendly  Society  in  Scotland,  and,  while  cordially 
approving  of  the  Society  and  its  objects,  had  referred  the  whole  matter  to  a  Com- 
.  nuttee.    Contrasting  the  multiplicity  of  divisions  among  Christians  with  the  very 
earnest  and  widespread  desire  for  outward  unity  now  so  marked  a  feature  of  our 
day,  his  Lordship  urged  the  need  of  faithful  adherence  to  the  principles  of  the 
Church,  and  the.  danger  of  being  guided  solely  by  expediency.    At  the  same  time 
they  most,  he  said,  never  forget  the  grand  duty  of  Christian  charity,  always  striving 
to  conciliate,  as  well  as  to  convince.    The  efforts  made  to  promote  union  among  pro- 
fessing Kpiscopalians  in  Scotland  had  not,  as  yet,  produced  such  results  as  they  all 
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(loNirod,  but  ho  hopod  for  boKor  thln^:i<,  m  tho  Kplrlt  in  which  \\wM  attoapU  Imd 
oriKinntiKl,  iMuiiimn  more  fully  rouo((niM(ui.

Tho  lUnhop  waN  ompoworod  to  luitition,  in  tho  namo  of  tho  Hynod,  agalniit  tho 
Hill,  Mhould  it  oomo  up  noxt  yoar.  Jlo  wa«  ah»o  rocptoitod  to  pro|iaro  a  form  for  tho 
iulottiu  upouing  of  tUo  DioooNau  Hyuod. 
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The  Diocesan  Inspector  of  Schools  then  presented  his  Report,  speaking  favourably 
of  their  general  condition,  but  regretting  the  want  of  a  Special  Syllabus.  It  was 
thereafter  resolved  to  ask  the  Inspector,  under  Episcopal  sanction,  to  issue  a  Syllabus 
on  his  own  account,  both  to  pupil  teachers  and  scholars. 

A  memorial  from  the  Mission  at  Buxbnrn,  craving  that  it  should  be  constituted 
an  Incumbency,  was  next  considered.  It  was  agreed  unanimously  to  grant  the  prayer 
of  the  petition,  and  his  Lordship  accordingly  declared  ^t.  Michaers,  Buxburn,  a 
regular  Incumbency  of  the  Diocese, 

The  Synod  then  adjourned. 

YII.  ABGYLL  AND  THE  ISLES.— The  Annual  Synod  met  at  Oban  on  August 
81, 1883,  under  the  presidency  of  the  newly-consecrated  Bishop.  There  was  an  early 
celebration  of  Holy  Communion,  followed  later  on  by  Matins,  after  which  the  Bishop 
deliyered  his  Charge.  He  began  by  referring,  very  touchingly,  to  the  death  of  his 
lamented  predecessor,  and  of  Canon  Keigwin,  and  spoke  of  the  noble  self-sacrificing 
work  which  they  had  done  for  God  and  for  the  Diocese.  He  next  dwelt  on  the  great 
object  and  end  of  the  Christian  Ministry,  which  was  not  simply  the  good  of  ourselves 
and  others,  but  above  all,  the  glory  of  the  Redeemer.  And  he  exhorted  all  to  endeavour 
to  realise  these  truths  more  and  more,  and  to  show  them  forth,  not  only  in  their  public 
ministrations,  but  in  and  by  their  daily  lives  and  conversation,  avoiding  the  too 
common  sin  of  lukewarnmess,  and  praying  earnestly  for  Divine  grace  and  guidance. 

After  the  transaction  of  some  routine  business  the  Synod  adjourned.

INSPECTORS'   REPORTS.— ABSTRACTS. 

# 

I.  MOBAT,  BOSS  AND  CAITHNESS.— The  Diocesan  Inspector  examined  the 
schools  in  May  and  June.  Number  of  children  on  the  registers  at  the  time  of 
examination,  864.  Only  three  claimed  exemption  under  the  Conscience  clause.  The 
Inspector  gave  to  the  Primus  a  very  favourable  report  of  the  Church  work  done  in  all 
of  file  schools,  the  syllabus  being  carefully  followed  and  well  worked  out. 

II.  ESINBTJBOH. — All  the  schools  are  doing  good  work. 

in.  OLA800W  AND  GALLOWAY. — Ten  schools  in  connection  with  seven  In- 
cumbencies have  been  visited.  The  aggregate  number  present  was  1,296—781  seniors 
and  488  infants.  ...  *  I  have  observed  nothing  to  indicate  any  decrease  of  attention 
to  religious  instruction  on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  or  of  interest  on  the  part  of  tha 
scholars :  but  it  is  doubtless  very  far  from  encouraging  to  them  in  their  arduous 
work,  that  the  new  "  uniform  "  Syllabus,  so  long  looked  for,  should  be  delayed  from 
year  to  year.  I  venture  to  hope  that  opportunity  may  be  found  at  the  ensuing  Council 
meetings  to  hasten  its  issue/ 

IV.  BBEGHIN. — *  These  are  my  conclusions  :  1.  That  the  whole  body  of  scholars 
in  your  schools  are,  without  a  single  exception,  learning  the  parts  of  the  syllabus 
proper  to  their  standards.  2.  That  the  Scripture  subjects  are  taught  with  much 
greater  minuteness  and  accuracy  than  they  were  in  the  first  year  of  my  office. 
3.  That  the  Catechism  is  explained,  as  well  as  taught  by  rote,  in  such  a  way  as  to 
Impart  a  knowledge  of  Church  doctrine,  &c.  4.  That  the  order  of  Morning  and 
Evening  Prayer  is  learned  with  excellent  precision  in  many  schools,  where  once 
there  was  only  a  xiry  and  poor  sketch  attempted.  .  .  .  The  question  of  a  uniform 
syllabus  is  stiU  a  difficulty.' 

V.  ABEBDEEN  AND  OBKNET. — There  was  *  good  evidence  that  the  same  steady, 
if  slow,  improvement  which  had  been  going  on  since  these  examinations  were 
ioaEtituted,  still  continued.  Many  of  the  schools  which  were  weakest  a  few  years 
ligOf  weiQ  now  well  to  'the  front  with  the  best,  while  the  good  schools  had  more 
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than  kept  the  position  they  held  at  the  beginning.  One  of  the  most  pleasing 
marks  of  improvement  was  the  increased  attention  paid  to  the  teaching  of  the 
Prayer  Book.  .  .  .  Much  inconvenience  had  been  experienced,  first  by  the  long 
uncertainty  about  the  revision  of  tlie  Hyllabus,  and  afterwards  by  its  final  non* 
appearance.* 

YI.  AUGTLL  A5B  TH£  ISUS.^In  some  of  the  schools,  thd  appearance  of  the 
pnpils,  both  in  secular  and  religious  8\ib]ccts  tvas  extremely  good,  in  others  it  wns 
not  so  satisfactory.  On  the  wliolc,  projrress  lja<l  been  made  during  the  year,  and  the 
Ins  jector  anticipated  a  still  more  marked  advance  on  his  next  visits. 

DIOCESE  OF  ABEBBEEK  AHB  OBKKET.— Election  of  a  Bishop.— A  special 
meeting  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Electors  was  held  jn  8t.  Andrew's  Church,  Aber- 
deen, on  Thursday,  March  29,  1883,  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  a  successor  to  the 
late  Bishop  Suther.  There  was  a  large  attendance.  After  a  celebration  of  Holy 
Communion  according  to  the  Scotch  Office,  the  meeting  was  duly  constituted  by  the 
Dean,  who  occupied  ihc  chair,  and  delivered  a  short  address  on  the  history  of  the 
two  Sees.  He  also  requested  to  be  allowed  tlie  assistance  of  Mr.  N.  Clyne  as 
Assessor,  and  desired  to  know  if  the  meeting  was  to  be  public  Ik)th  requests  were 
agreed  to.  The  following  resolution  was  then  unanimously  passed — *  We  the  Clergy 
and  Canonical  Lay  Representatives  of  the  Diocese  of  Aberdeen  and  Orkney,  before 
proceeding  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  as  successor  to  our  lamented  Fatlier  in  God, 
Thomas  George  Suther,  desire  to  place  on  record  our  sense  of  the  loss  the  Diocese 
has  sustained  by  his  death.  The  guilelessncss  of  Ids  life  and  the  urbanity  of  his 
manners  were  an  example  to  the  flock,  and  the  kindness  and  sympathy  of  his  natnrc 
drew  to  him  friends  from  sU  sides.  Long  shall  we  remember  him  as  the  gentle 
slie^erd,  who,  not  lording  it  over  God's  heritage,  nded  by  love,  and  so  won  a  willing 
obedience  from  his  servants  and  children  in  Christ.  We  beg  also  to  convey  to  his 
bereaved  family  our  heartfelt  sympathy.' 

The  mandate  for  the  election  issued  by  the  Primus  and  other  comprovinoial 
Bishops  of  Scotland  was  then  lead,  and  the  Synod  Clerk  called  the  roU.  After  some 
discussion  as  to  the  order  of  procedure,  the  Dean  called  for  nominations  of  suitable 
persons.  The  Rev.  W.  Webster,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  J.  Christie,  proposed  the  Rev. 
and  Hon.  Arthur  Gascoigne  Douglas  ;  while  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Danson,  seconded  by  1h3 
Rev.  W.  AVaikcr,  brought  forward  Dr.  John  Dowdcn.  The  Electors  then  separated, 
the  Clergy  remaining  in  Church,  and  the  Laity  retiring  to  an  adjoining  room,  where 
they  chose  Professor  Grub  as  Chairman.  After  the  votes  had  been  duly  recordwl, 
the  two  Chambers  again  met,  when  the  Dean  declared  that  there  was  a  majority  in 
both  Chambers  for  Mr.  Douglas,  and,  iherefore,  that  he  was  duly  and  canonically 
elected  Bishop.  The  two  copies  of  the  formal  declaration  of  the  result  were  next  - 
signed  by  the  Dean  and  Doctor  Grub,  and  ordered  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  « 
Canon.    The  meeting  was  then  brought  to  a  close. 

The  consecration  of  the  new  Bishop  took  place  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Abeixleen,  <■ 
on  St.  Philip  and  St.  James'  Day,  in  presence  of  a  very  large  assemblage  of  Clergy  ^ 
and  Laity  from  nearly  every  Diocese  in  Scotland,  and  from  other  denominations  of  3 
Christians.  The  Coasecrating  Prelates  were  the  Primus,  the  Bishops  of  St.  Andrews,  ^ 
Glasgow,  Edinburgh,  and  Tasmania.  The  Dean  preached  a  special  and  striking-^g 
sermon,  and  the  whole  ceremony  was  singularly  solemn  and  impressive. 

BI0CE8E  OF  ABGTLL  ANB  THE  ISLES.— Eleetion  of  a  Bishop.— A  special^  - 
meeting  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Electors  of  this  Diocese  was  held  at  Cumbra©«^«* 
on  June  13,  1883.  There  were  two  celebrations  of  Holy  Communion— at  8  and  ILK 
—after  which  the  meeting  was  constituted,  the  Dean  taking  the  chair.  The  mandates 
for  the  election  having  been  read,  the  Synod  Clerk  called  the  roll.  Three  Clergy^^ 
and  five  Lay  representatives  were  found  to  be  absent.  Sheriff  Clark  acted  as  Assessor,  'tm 
The  Dean  then  called  for  nominations;  when  Mr.  Mapleton  proposed  the  Very  Rev.  -=^ 
James  Robert  Alexander  Chinnery-Haldane,  and,  no  other  name  being  mentioned,  the^  * 
two  Chambers  separated.  On  their  again  meeting.  Lord  Glasgow,  Preses  of  the  Laj^C- 
Representatives,  reported  that  they  were  unanimously  in  favour  of  Mr.  Chinnery —  ^ 
Haldane.  The  Dean  having  informed  the  meeting  that  no  opposition  had  heermr^ 
offered  to  his  appointment  in  the  Clerical  Chamber,  said  that  it  now  only  remained^^ 
for  him  to  declare  Mr.  Chinnery-Haldane  duly  elected  to  till  the  vacant  Bishopric.-^ 
The  duplicate  copies  of  the  form  declaring  the  result  of  the  election  were  then  si^ed.^ 
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by  the  Dean  and  Lord  Glasgow,  and  ordered  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  Canon ; 
one  copy  being  sent  to  the  Primus  and  the  other  retained. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Dean  for  the  worthy  manner  in  which  he  Lad  filled  a  very 
trying  and  delicate  position  was  heartily  accorded,  and  a  desire  expressed  that  the 
Consecration — if  the  election  was  confirmed  by  the  College  of  Bishops — should  take 
place  either  at  Cumbrae  or  at  Ballachulish.  After  prayers  and  the  Benediction  the 
proceedings  terminated. 

The  Consecration  took  place  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Fort  William,  on  St  Bartho- 
lomew's Day ;  the  Consecrating  Prelates  being  the  Primus,  the  Bishops  of  Glasgow 
and  Gralloway,  Brechin,  Edinburgh,  and  Durham,  with  Bishop  Kelly,  late  of  New- 
foundland. 

The  sermon  was  preached  in  Gaelic — over  300  who  speak  that  language  being 
present — probably  the  first  occasion  since  the  disestablishment  of  the  Church,  on 
which  such  a  thing  has  ever  been  recorded.  About  fifty  Clergy  and  Choristers  took 
part  in  the  proceedings,  which  were  throughout  most  interesting  and  impressive.

immense  gain  to  Christian  truth  if,  in  their  conflict  with  the  various  forms  of  infidelity, 
they  would  place  simple  confidence  in  the  truth  of  Him  who  was  at  the  same  time 
the  Creator  of  the  universe  and  the  Source  of  the  reason  that  interpreted  God's 
Creation,  and  the  author  of  the  revelation  given  in  the  Holy  Scripture ;  and  if  they 
would  boldly  and  consistently  take  the  ground  that,  so  far  from  fearing  science,  they 
regarded  its  interpretations  of  nature — so  far  as  truly  scientific — as  aids  to  understand 
what  God's  power  and  wisdom  in  Creation  really  meant.  The  Bishop,  in  conclusion, 
remarked — *  To  direct  us  in  the  question  of  e^diibiting  Christianity  completely  and 
fully  as  its  own  witness  to  man,  we  need  a  theology  which  shall  be  a  real  living 
science,  which,  instead  of  confining  itself  to  the  work  (important  as  this  is)  of 
defijiing  accurately  from  Holy  Scriptures,  and  illustrating  from  the  Christian  teaching 
of  all  ages,  what  are  the  dogmas  and  doctrines  of  Christianity,  even  as  of  old  physical 
science  contented  itself  with  observing  the  phenomena  of  nature  and  accepting  them 
all  as  independent  proofs  of  the  power  and  wisdom  of  God  in  Creation ;  shall  devote 
itself  to  the  higher  work,  needing  more  spiritual  wisdom,  more  insight  into  the  spirit 
rather  than  the  letter  of  Holy  Scripture — the  work,  I  mean,  of  exhibiting  the  relations 
of  all  these  dogmas  and  doctrines  to  the  fundamental  law  of  God's  being,  which  is 
love,  and  thus  making  manifest  to  man  the  consistency  and  harmony  of  Christianity 
as  a  whole,  even  as  physical  science  now  investigates  the  unity  of  all  the  Creation  of 
God.  through  universal  law.  Surely  such  a  theology  might  greatly  aid  the  advocates 
of  ihe  Christian  faith  in  vindicating  it  on  grounds  intelligible  to  man,  and  by 
argument  to  which  there  must  be  a  response  in  the  spirit  of  man,  unless  totally 
blinded  by  vice,  from  those  moral  objections  which  are  undoubtedly  the  most 
formidable  and  the  most  injurious.' 

Mr.  Montague  Cannon,  Dundee,  in  the  absence  of  Walter  R.  Brown,  Esq.,  of 
London,  read  a  paper  on  the  same  subject,  showing  that  a  ver)-  large  amount  of 
money,  time,  and  talent  is  employed  in  the  crusade  against  religion ;  that  the  evil  is 
everywhere,  and  consequently  that  something  needs  to  be  done,  and  should  be  done. 
The  Church  should  employ,  as  freely  as  its  enemies,  the  power  of  the  press  in  meeting 
these  historical  and  so-called  scientific  attacks,  and  should  prepare  herself  for  the  fray 
by  studying  history  and  science.  Above  all,  she  should  meet  the  sneers  and  jibes  of 
freethinkers  as  to  the  divisions  and  shortcomings,  the  wars  and  fightings  among 
Christians,  by  greater  charity  and  forbearance,  by  hearty  efforts  after  unity,  and 
by  more  resolute  endeavours  to  be,  in  very  deed  and  truth,  what  she  is  in  name  and 
by  profession. 

The  Dean  of  Brechin,  the  Revs.  J.  R.  Dbnham,  C.  M.  Black,  C.  Gore,  and 
oi;hers  took  part  in  the  discussion  which  followed. 

The  Hundredth  Psalm  was  then  sung,  after  which  the  Primus  gave  the  Benediction, 
and  the  Conference  was  brought  to  a  close. 

On  the  evening  of  Tuesday  the  Associated  Church  Choirs  held  their  eighth  festival 
in  St.  Paul's  Churchj  Dundee.  The  sacred  building  was  crowded  to  its  utmost 
capacity,  and  the  service  was  of  a  most  solemn  and  impressive  character.  The  music 
was  well  rendered  throughout  by  the  large  choir  of  over  one  hundred  voices,  and  a 
very  eloquent  and  instructive  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  C.  Gore,  Vice- 
Principal  of  Cuddesdon  Theological  College,  on  the  text  St.  Luke  xii.  32,  *  Fear  not, 
little  flock,'  &c.

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Prayers  were  said  and  the  meeting  constituted. 

Theniinutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  having  been  held  as  reaH,  were  now  confirmed. 

The  Primus  opened  the  proceedings  with  a  brief  address,  in  which  he  alluded  to  the  losses 
sustained  by  the  Council  in  the  deaths  of  three  valued  members,  the  Biehops  of  Aberdeen  and 
of  Argyll,  and  Sir  Thomas  M.  Riddell,  and  a  resolution  was  unanimously  passed  b}-  the 
Council  expressive  of  this  feeling  and  of  its  sympathy  with  the  nearest  relatives,  to  whom  the 
secretary  was  instructed  to  send  a  copy  of  the  resolution. 

Vaiioua  reports  and  papers  were  then  laid  on  the  table,  and  accepted  as  the  basis  of 
discussion. 

An  amendment  in  the  constitution,  passed  at  last  annual  meeting,  was  now  confirmed,  and 
several  others,  now  agreed  to,  await  confirmation  at  next  annual  meeting. 

After  considerable  discussion  it  was  resolved  that  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  remain, 
as  now,  in  October  ;  but  that,  in  order  to  obviate  the  difiiculty  at  present  existing  in  connection 
with  the  preparation  of  the  reports,  &c.,  the  financial  year  shall  close  on  June  30 ;  details  to 
be  arranged  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Some  amendments  were  made  in  the  constitution  of  the  various  boards,  and  in  the  mode 
of  their  reporting  to  the  Council. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  next  Annual  Meeting  be  held  at  Aberdeen  on  Thursday,  October  9, 
1884. 

The  question  of  the  salary  to  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  was,  after  a  very 
exhaustive  debate,  settled  by  the  adoption  of  a  motion  *  that  the  state  of  Church  finance  docs 
not  justify  any  increase.'  ' 

The  Officials,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Law  Agent«and  Auditors,  were  then  re-elected  on  the 
same  terms  as  before ;  and  the  Executive  Committee  was  appointed  {see  Official  lists),  Mr. 
Haldane,  Convener. 

The  Sub-Committee  on  business  were  instructed  to  adjust  the  minutes  of  the  present 
meeting,  and  to  superintend  the  preparation  of  the  Annual  Report. 

Clergy  Fund. — ^A  Committee  of  Reference  on  Appeals  by  Congregational  Committees  was 
nominated,  requested  to  meet  that  evening,  and  to  report  next  morning.  Three  shares  of  the 
Clergy  Fund  were  voted  to  each  Bishop,  and  the  sum  of  100/.  to  the  Bishop  of  Moray  as 
Primu^.  Three  special  grants  to  poorer  charges,  which  had  lapsed  through  vacancies,  were 
renewed. 

A  considerable  discussion  arose  on  the  proposals  of  the  Executive  Committee  with  respect 
to  other  special  grants,  and  eventually  the  list  of  1882  was  adopted,  an  appeal  being  allowed  to 
certain  congregations,  and  several  modifications  made  in  the  rules  applying  to  these  poorer 
charges. 

It  was  unanimously  agreed,  after  some  debate,  to  abolish  the  distinction  between  first  and 
second  lists,  and  to  have  in  future  only  one  Equal  Dividend  list. 

Second  Day,  October  11,  the  Primus  in  the  chair. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  the  Dividend  List  was  received,  and  showed  in 
all  151  congregations. 

One  year's  notice  of  possible  withdrawal  of  Equal  Dividend  was,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  on  Appeals,  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  Incumbents  and  Congregational  Secre- 
taires of  eight  charges,  the  reasons  being  given  in  each  case.  Several  other  suggestions  of  the 
said  Committee  were  also  agreed  to. 

It  was  resolved  to  remit  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  consideration,  the  present  Equal 
Dividend  Schedule  and  its  queries. 

After  considerable  discussion,  it  was  further  resolved  that  no  congregation  shall  receive  a 
year's  notice  of  a  possible  withdrawal  of  Equal  Dividend,  until  a  meeting  has  been  held  on  the 
spot  by  a  deputation,  at  which  meeting  the  officials  of  the  congregation  shall  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  stating  their  case,  or  until  a  proposal  for  such  a  meeting  has  been  declined  on 
behalf  of  the  congregation. 

Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund. — The  Council  made  certain  grants,  ordered  a  new 
schedule  of  application  to  be  prepared,  and  appointed  a  Committee  to  manage  these  funds,  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Grants  were  also  made  from  the  Stewart,  Wood,  and  Lumsden  Funds. 

After  discussion,  the  disposable  balance  of  the  Education  Fund,  632/.,  was  allowed  to 
stand  as  adjusted  hy  the  Executive  Committee  ;  grants  to  the  amount  of  30/.  were  made  to 
five  Gaelic  schools  from  the  Church  Society  Fund  income,  and  notice  was  given  to  certain 
schools  that  their  secular  reports  and  instruction  in  Church  formularies  were  not  satisfactory. 
The  Education  Board  was  instructed  to  consider  the  means  of  helping  financially  Church 
Sunday  Schdols.  A  proposal  to  petition  Parliament  against  the  violation  of  the  Conscience 
clause  by  the  use  of  certain  books  of  Scotch  History  in  Board  Schools  was  abandoned  for 
communication  with  the  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  on  Education  in  Scotland.  It  was 
also  intimated  that  it  was  intended  to  arrange,  if  possible,  for  the  compilation  and  publica- 
tion of  a  fair  and  impartial  Church  History  of  Scotland  for  use  in  schools.  The  sanctioning 
of  a  i^llabus  of  religious  instruction  to  be  tued  in  day  schools  was  understood  to  be  left  1q  ^V^^

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SCOTCH  EPISCOPAL  FSIENDLT  SOCIETY. 

Founded  in  1811  with  the  small  balance  left  after  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  General 
Synod  held  that  year  in  Laurencekirk,  this  Society  is  now  able  to  offer  to  the  widows  of  Scottish 
Clergy  an  annuity  of  40/.  for  life,  and  to  their  children,  when  both  parents  are  dead,  the  pay- 
ment is  continued  for  ten  years.  The  subscription  is  3/.  per  annum,  with  certain  fines.  The 
Society  only  meets  every  third  year,  but  the  Committee  hold  meetings  every  year,  in  May. 
From  the  Keport  presented  on  May  8,  J  883,  it  appears  that  there  are  at  present  on  the  roll 
73  paying  members,  19  widows,  and  6  families,  while  2  widows  and  their  representatives  received 
partial  payments.

L  TRINITY  COLLEGE  (THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT). 

Now  at  9  RosEBEKY  Crescent,  Edinburgh. 

Principal— Rgw.  John  Dowden,  D.D. 

Lecturers, 

Theology  and  Ecclesiastical  History — Dr.  Dowden,  Fantonian  Professor,  and  Bell  Lecturer.

In  consequence  of  a  destructive  fire  at  Trinity  College,  Glenalmond,  by  which  thefstudents' 
rooms  were  rendered  uninhabitable,  the  Theological  Classes  were  temporarily  removed  to 
Edinburgh  in  1876.  Next  year  the  Bishops  determined  to  make  that  city  the  permanent 
home  of  the  Divinity  course  of  instruction.  But  it  was,  and  still  is  their  desire,  that  the  old 
connection  with  Trinity  College— which  had  subsisted  since  1846 — should  be  kept  up,  and  that 
the  Edinburgh  institution  should  be  regarded  as  the  Theological  Department  of  Glenalmond. 

There  are  at  present  in  the  College  13  students,  8  of  whom  are  graduates.  The  fees  are 
15/.  per  annum,  in  addition  to  which  residents  in  the  Hall  (Rosebery  Crescent)  pay  1/.  55. 
per  week,  whether  in  Term,  or  short  vacations.  A  residence  of  two  yeai*s  is  required  from  all 
students. 

Three  Walker  Bursaries  of  80/.,  100/.,  and  120/.,  respectively,  a  Luscombc,  Jamieson,  and 
Houblon  Scholarship,  and  a  varying  number  of  Panton  Bursaries  are  attached  to  the  College. 
These  range  from  15^  upwards.  A  Shand  Bursary  of  about  16/.  became  available  for  the  first 
time  this  year.

(Founded  1849.)

Tutor  and  Lecturer — The  Rev.  Malcolm  MacColl,  M.A. 
Present  number  of  Students,  5.  Fees,  per  annum,  95/.  Vacation  fees,  12/.  12«.  per  mensem. 
A  residence  of  one  year  is  required  from  graduates,  and  of  two  years  from  non-graduates. 
There  are  two  Scholarships  belonging  to  the  College,  of  the  annual  value  of  50/.  each.  Under- 
graduates of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  are  received  during  the  Long  Vacation  for  reading 
purposes. 

III.  TRINITY  COLLEGE,  GLENALMOND, 
Was  originated  in  1841  to  introduce  into  Scotland  *  a  combination  of  general  education  with 
dom^tic  discipline  and  systematic  religious  superintendence.'  The  plan  embraced  a  Public 
School,  with  Senior  and  Junior  Divisions,  and  a  Theological  Department,  and  for  many  years, 
under  a  succession  of  Wardens,  the  union  was  maintained.  But  in  1876,  owing  to  a  disastrous 
fire  in  the  students*  quarters,  the  Theological  Staflf  and  pupils  were  removed  to  Edinburgh, 
where  they  have  remained  ever  since,  being  still,  however,  regarded  as  an  integral  portion  of 
Trinity  College,  Glenalmond.  Latterly  various  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  modem 
side  of  the  school,  and  the  number  of  boys  is  increasing. 

IV.  TRAINING  COLLEGE. 
Dalry  House,  Edinburgh. 
This  institution  was  founded  in  1850  for  training  masters ;  in  1866  it  was  resolved  to  introduce 
the  training  of  mistresses  for  Church  schools.    Owing  to  the  great  decrease  of  male  candidates 
for  some  years  past,  the  College  confines  itself  to  the  training  of  mistresses.

ORPHANAGES.

22  have  left.  Total  in  the  institution,  135.  There  is  a  department  for  training  servants. 
Further  additions  to  the  building  have  been  latelv  made,  and  it  is  intended  to  complete  the 
quadrangle,  as  more  accommodation  is  needed.  The  Orphanage  depends  solely  on  voluntary 
contributions.  Life  members'  donations,  from  5/. ;  annual  subscriptions,  from  6s,  A  large 
debt  is  pressing  very  heavLK*  on  the  institution,  and  help  is  earnestly  solicited.in  clearing  it  oft*.

II.  St.  Mary's  Orphan  Home,  Edinburgh. — Founded  in  1873,  for  educating  and  training 
orphan  and  friendless  girls  for  domestic  service.  Total  number  now  in  the  Home,  15.  Terms, 
9/.  per  annum.  Contributions  (much  required)  thankfully  received.  Miss  Fraser  Tytler,  Ladi/ 
Superintendent, 

III.  The  Orplianage  and  Home  of  the  House  of  Bethany,  Aberdeen,  conducted  by 
the  Community  of  St.  Mary  and  St.  John,  is  intended  for  destitute  girls,  from  infancy  till  fit  to 
earn  their  living.  Charge  for  board,  clothing,  and  education,  10/.  per  annum.  There  are  at 
present  28  cnildren  in  the  House. 

IV.  Baldovan  Orphanage,  near  Dundee,  opened  in  Novbmber  1854  for  the  support  and 
education  of  female  orphans  and  other  destitute  girls  in  connection  with  the  Episcopal  Church 
in  Dundee  and  neighbourhood. 

v.  Children's  Home,  7  Johnston  Terrace,  Edinburgh,  conducted  by  the  Order  of 
Holy  Charity,  opened'in  1874,  to  receive  destitute  children,  who  are  in  all  instances  paid  for — 
the  payment  varying  with  the  circumstances. 

VI.  St.  Mary's-at-the-Sea,  Port  Seaton,  Preston  Pans.— A  small  Convalescent  Home 
in  connection  with  the  Order  of  Holy  Charity,  Edinburgh  ;  opened  in  1879. 

VII.  St.  Michael's  Orphanage,  Edinburgh. — Opened  1854  for  the  maintenance  and 
education  of  orphan  and  destitute  children  of  the  Church.  Boys  are  generallv  transferred  to 
another  institution  after  their  tenth  year.  Girls  are  trained  for  domestic  service,  or  as  pupil 
teachers,  generally  leaving  when  about  15  or  16.  Children  received  between  the  ages  of  2  and 
12,  and  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  10/.  per  annum. 

yill.  St.  John's  Home  for  West  Highland  Girls,  Oban,  was  opened  in  1872  for 
training  female  children  in  domestic  work,  and  as  pupil-teachers.  From  8  to  10  girls  are 
generally  in  the  Home.  Charge  for  each,  12/.  a  year.  Benefactions  in  money  or  kind  are 
most  welcome. 

The  compiler  regrets  that  want  of  time  compels  him  to  omit  many  valuable  and 
interesting  portions  of  the  Church's  work,  and  to  pass  by  with  a  simple  nominal 
record  other  and  no  less  deserving  organisations.  Of  this  latter  class  he  would  take 
leave  to  mention  the  various  Temperance  Societies,  the  Diocesan  Choral  Associations 
and  Sunday  School  Unions,  the  Scotch  Girls*  and  the  Young  Men's  Friendly  Societies, 
and  the  Guild  in  Aid  of  Home  Duties.  Nor  would  he  forget  the  Church  women's 
Association  in  Aid  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  that  in  Aid  of  the  Diocese  of  Bombay ; 
the  Scottish  Cliurch  Union,  the  Free  and  Open  Church  Association,  and  the  Earl  Grey 
Street  Flower  Mission.

Tho  UinhitpM  vf  ihU  Churoh  urg  cho«uu  hy  tho  Clor^y  nnd  n^promuitAtlvoii  itf  tho  hilty  In  tho 
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Dioceses  for  which  they  are  elected,  and  the  choice  must  be  approved,  first  by  a  majority  of  all 
the  Dioceses,  either  when  met  in  General  Convention  or  acting  through  their  Standing 
Committees,  and  then  by  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  exercising  jurisdiction.  This  approval 
must  be  notified  to  the  presiding  Bishop,  who  thereupon  takes  order  for  the  consecration.  The 
senior  Bishop,  by  consecration,  is  the  Presiding  Bishop,  and  precedence  is  in  all  cases  determined 
by  such  seniority.  The  House  of  Bishops  nominates,  and  the  House  of  Deputies  approves  the 
nomination  of  missionary  Bishops  for  territories  not  yet  organised  as  dioceses,  and  for  the  super- 
vision of  the  foreign  missions  of  the  Church.  The  office  of  Suffragan  does  not  exist  in  this 
Church,  but  Assistant-Bishops  may  be  elected  for  Dioceses  in  which  the  Ordinary  is  incapacitated 
for  the  duties  of  the  office. 

II.  TijE  Second  Title  treats  of  Discipline. — A  Clergyman  may  be  tried,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Canons  of  his  own  Diocese,  for  crime  or  immorality,  for  false  doctrino,  for  violation 
of  general  or  Diocesan  Canons,  or  for  breach  of  his  ordination  vows.  He  is  liable  to  removal 
from  his  cure  in  case  of  irreconcilable  differences  between  himself  and  his  congregation,  to  be 
determined  by  the  Bishop  and  his  Standing  Committee.  He  may,  on  his  own  motion,  renounce 
the  Ministr}',  and  be  deposed  by  the  Bishop,  without  any  impeachment  of  his  moral  or 
ministerial  character. 

The  Canons  of  this  Church  do  not  provide  fur  the  discipliue  of  the  Laity,  except  by  re- 
affirming the  rubric  before  the  Communion  office,  and  by  refusing  the  Sacraments  to  persons 
unlawfully  married. 

III.  Trk  Third  Title  relates  to  the  Organised  Bodies  and  Officers  of  thb 
Church. — The  General  Convocation  consists  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  including  all  Diocesan, 
Assistant,  and  Missionary  Bishops  exercising  jurisdiction,  and  the  House  of  Deputies,  including 
four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen  elected  by  each  Diocese.  The  House  of  Bishops  holds  its 
sessions  with  closed  doors,  the  House  of  Deputies  meets  in  public.    Legislation  is  concurrent. 

Parishes  have,  in  general,  territorial  limits,  though  where  two  or  more  parishes  exist  in 
the  same  town  or  city  the  several  Rectors  exercise  joint  jurisdiction,  and  no  other  Clergyman 
can  officiate  without  the  consent  of  one  or  more  of  the  resident  Clergy. 

Parishes  elect  their  own  Rectors  without  a  nomination  by  the  Bishop,  except  as  his 
counsel  is  voluntarily  sought.  In  some  of  the  Dioceses  the  corporation  is  composed  of  persons 
elected  by  itself,  and  the  Vestry  is  a  smaller  body  chosen  annually  by  the  corporation  for  the 
management  of  its  temporalities.  In  others  the  habitual  members  of  the  congregation  choose 
a  vestry  annually,  and  the  vestry  is  the  legal  corporation.  The  Rector  is  almost  invariably  an 
ex  officio  member  of  the  corporation. 

Each  Diocese  holds  an  annual  Convention  or  Council,  composed  of  the  Clergy  and  repre- 
sentative Laity  from  all  the  parishes.  The  Bishop  presides,  and  the  vote  of  the  Convocation 
determines  the  legislation  and  practical  action  of  the  Diocese.

Schools. — There  are  11  boarding-schools,  4  being  in  Africa,  3  in  China,  and  4  in 
Japan.    Also  a  divinity  and  medical  school,  with  the  college,  in  China. 

Medical  Missions. — The  number  of  Chinese  patients  treated  at  Wuchang  was 
10,922 ;  at  Shanghai  there  were  visits  made  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  at  the  College 
dispensary,  and  at  4  out-stations,  numbering  in  all  25,270,  for  the  year  ending 
June  30  last  (besides  large  numbers  who  wore  vaccinated),  and  for  the  same  time  the 
missionary  physician  at  Osaka,  Japan,  and  his  assistants  treated  3,153.  Several 
young  men  are  studying  medicine  at  Shanghai  and  Wuchang,  and  several  at  Osaka. 

Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.— There  are  2  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in 
Africa,  and  3  postulants ;  13  in  China.  These  are  under  training  in  Hofi^an 
Institute,  Cavalla,  Divinity  School  of  St.  John's  College,  Shanghai,  and  at  Wuchang. 

In  addition  to  sustaining  the  above  foreign  missionary  work,  the  Board  has,  during 
the  past  year,  made  large  grants  in  aid  of  work  in  Haiti  and  Mexico,  of  which 
statistics  are  not  given.  Under  the  action  of  the  recent  General  Convention  it  is  no 
longer  allowable  to  make  appropriations  to  independent  Churches,  but  in  some  other 
way.    The  work  which  lies  before  this  Church  in  the

Th^  General  Theological  Seminary. 
It  is  situated  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  is,  as  its  name  implies,  for  the  training  of 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders.     Its  annual  income  is  about  ^$'27,000  per  annum,  derived 
chiefly  from  real  estate  and  invested  funds.    The  number  of  students  in  the  past 
year  was  sixty-nine.     The  Faculty  are  as  follows,  viz.  : —

GENERAL    CONVENTION    OF   1883. 

On  Wodnomlay,  Ontobor  li,  ihoOonoml  Uouvoniion  mot  in  OhrJNt  C^mroh, 
Philadolphia,  tlio  plnoo  in  whioh  tho  Uonvontion  mot  ninoty-Hght  yoat*N 
n|ro,  and  for  the  flrHt  timo  UNod  tho  Liturgy  ivn  altorud  from  tliat  of  tho 
(Jliuroh  of  England,  aftor  tho  olono  of  tho  UovolutioTiarv  War.  'JIun  faot 
wai  fitly  oointuonioratod  in  a  Hormou  by  tho  Dinhop  of  llhodo  JNlaud. 

Among  tho  lUnhopM  ptcNont  on  tho  oooauiou  waN  tho  l^ord  IUnIiop  of 
rio(dioMtor. 

Tho  NubMomiont  flONNiotiN  of  tho  Houno  of  Doptiticm  W(^ro  hold  in  Ihdy

Namo  Churoh. 

Among  tho  flrrit  anin  of  tho  Convontion  wan  tho  oonllnnation  of  tho 
oltotionN  of  tho  lUv.  Dr.  Kniokcrbaokor  an  Hinhop  of  Indiana ;  of  tho 
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Rev.  Dr.  Henry  C.  Potter  as  Assistant-Bisliop  of  New  York  ;  and  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Randolph  as  Assistant-Bishop  of  Virginia. 

A  deputation  was  received  from  the  Provincial  Synod  of  Canada, 
headed  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Fredericton. 

A  telegraphic  message  of  greeting  was  received  from  the  Lord  Bishop 
of  Oxford,  in  behalf  of  the  English  Church  Congress  in  session  at 
Reading ;  and  a  letter  from  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  congratulating 
the  Bishops  of  this  Church  on  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
consecration  of  Dr.  Seabury,  the  first  Bishop  of  Connecticut.  The 
Archbishop  also  transmitted  an  invitation  from  the  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel,  asking  that  one  of  the  American  Bishops 
might  be  deputed  to  deliver  the  annual  sermon  before  that  Society. 

The  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  days  of  the  session  were  devoted  to  receiv- 
ing reports  and  hearing  addresses  from  the  Missionary  Bishops,  and 
transacting  the  business  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  The  special  interest 
of  the  session  in  this  particular  was  in  connection  with  the  immense 
work  before  this  Church  in  providing  for  the  spiritual  care  of  the  lately 
emancipated  coloured  population  of  the  South. 

Much  consideration  was  devoted  to  the  condition  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  in  Mexico,  which  was  considered  far  from  satisfactory,  owing  to 
dissensions  in  that  Church  and  the  unwise  action  of  its  authorities. 

It  was  clearly  the  judgment  of  the  Convention  that  whatever  aid  is 
in  future  given  to  evangelistic  work  in  Mexico  should  be  given,  under 
more  defined  responsibility  for  its  use,  to  the  Board  of  Missions  of  this 
Church. 

The  House  of  Bishops  accepted  at  this  session  the  resignations  of  the 
Right  Rev.  Dr.  Scheraschewsky,  Missionary  Bishop  to  Shanghai,  and  the 
Right  Rev.  Dr.  Perrick,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Cape  Palmas  and  parts 
adjacent.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Worthington,  having  been  elected  to  the  juris- 
diction of  Shanghai,  and  having  declined  the  appointment,  further  action 
in  the  matter  was  postponed,  and  the  presiding  Bishop  was  requested  to 
commission  some  member  of  the  House  of  Bishops  to  visit  the  mission 
and  to  exercise  temporary  jurisdiction. 

A  very  satisfactory  report  was  made  as  to  the  adjustment  of  diflPer- 
ences  between  the  English  and  American  Bishops  in  Japan.* 

At  this  session  a  new  missionary  jurisdiction  was  created  in  North 
Dakota,  and  consent  was  given  to  the  formation  of  a  new  Diocese  in 
North  Carolina.  The  name  of  the  Diocese  of  Illinois  was  changed  to  the 
*  Diocese  of  Chicago.' 

At  this  session  of  the  Convention,  the  Lectionary  as  amended  was 
finally  adopted. 

The  attention  of  the  Convention  was  called  to  the  importance  of 
making  adequate  provision  for  the  spiritual  care  of  immigrants  to  this 
country,  especially  such  as  are  members  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  a 
joint  committee  was  appointed  to  report  some  method  of  securing  such 
care  to  the  next  General  Convention. 

The  House  of  Bishops,  agreed  to  recommend  to  the  several  Dioceses 
the  observance  of  the  Sunday  next  before  Advent,  or  any  day  of  the  week 
in  which  the  Feast  of  St.  Andrew  occurs,  as  a  day  of  special  intercession 
for  missions ;  and  this  action  was  ordered  to  be  communicated  to  the 
Archbishops  of  Canterbury,  York,  Armagh,  and  Dublin ;  to  the  Priniua 
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of  ilm  HtioiiiNli  Ohumli,  uml  oilit^r  MoiropollUim.  Ily  Joint  aoilon  of  iho 
two  JlouMtiN,  lilio,  Urn  Nm«oml  Humliiy  nfUti*  ilia  Kpiolmtiy  wiM  mndo  A  day 
of  M|)tiaiH.l  InUruaHilon  foi*  noIiooIn  riiul  ooIIcikon.

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The  Council  feel  much  satisfaction  in  being  able  to  announce  that  a  further 
redootion  has  been  effected  in  the  working  espensea,  which,  in  the  past  year,  weie 
£661.  less  than  in  1881.  Since  the  year  ISTT  the  annual  expenses  have  been  reduced 
to  the  eitent  of  l,367i.— they  fell  last  year  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Ennd  below  2,0OOl. — and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  aid  of  Hon.  Secretaries  in  each 
Diocese  a  still  further  saving  may  be  made. 

Taming  to  the  amount  expended  in  grants,  the  Council  liavc  to  report  the  die- 
bnisement  for  the  year  1882  of  7,84(W.  to  181  Curates,  the  average  length  of  service 
of  the  recipients  being  29  years,  and  average  stipend  128?.  Of  this  number  64  are 
conditional  Grantees.  The  following  tabulated  statement  will  sliow  the  number  and 
distribution  of  the  Society's  grants  in  the  several  Dioceses  of  England  and  Wales,  to- 
gether with  the  amonnt  remitted  by  each  Diocese :

Saint  John's  Foundation  School  was  instituted  in  1852,  for  pro- 
viding a  free  education  for  the  sons  of  the  poorer  Clergy.  The 
school  is  about  half  a  mile  from  Leatherhead  Station  on  either 
the  London  and  Brighton  or  the  South  Western  Bailways. 
The  purpose  of  this  Charity  is  to  educate  and  maintain 
gratuitously,  and  in  a  manner  suitable  to  their  condition  in 
life,  the  sons  of  poor  Clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England, 
resident  in  any  Diocese  of  England  or  Wales,  and  such  chil- 
dren shall  alone  be  eligible.  The  sons  of  Clergyman  who  are 
actually  engaged  in  parochial  or  scholastic  work  shall  be 
considered  the  proper  objects  for  its  benefits,  but  other  cases 
may  be  admitted  on  the  list  of  applicants,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Committee.

The  object  of  this  school  is  to  provide  for  the  daughters  of 
Clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England,  in  straitened  circum- 
stances, an  appropriate  education  according  to  the  principles 
of  the  Church  of  England.  The  election  of  pupils,  after  a 
nomination  has  been  obtained,  rests  with  the  Committee. 
An  annual  subscriber  of  10/.  has  the  privilege  of  nominating 
a  pupil,  but  the  subscription  must  be  paid  during  the  whole 
time  of  residence.  A.  donor  of  hOl.  may  nominate  a  pupil 
for  five  years,  the  shortest  period  of  education  which  the  Com- 
mittee contemplate;  but  such  pupil  must  be  proposed  for 
admission  at  the  time  of  making  the  donation.  At  the  ex- 
piration of  five  years  an  annual  nomination  must  be  obtained 
untU  the  pupil's  education  is  completed.  The  parent  in  each  I 
case  to  contribute  201,  annually.  The  system  of  education 
included  in  the  above  sum  comprehends  grammar,  writing, 
arithmetic,  history,  geography,  needleworkt  French,  Latin, 
and  music.

The  action  of  the  Society  comprehends :  (1)  Special  private  prayer  for  unity  as 
the  first  duty  of  all  who  desire  reunion.  (2)  Special  public  services  with  sermons  on 
Christian  Unity,  and  the  frequent  use  of  the  *  Prayer  for  Unity  *  from  the  office  for 
the  Accession  in  the  Prayer  Book.  (3)  The  removal  of  all  defects  and  abuses  in  the 
practical  working  of  the  Church's  system  which  may  justly  give  offence  to  Non- 
conformists. (4)  Lectures  on  the  history,  doctrines,  and  formularies  of  the  Church 
of  England,  and  the  circulation  of  books  and  papers  likely  to  advance  the  purpose  of 
the  Society.  (6)  The  promotion  of  freer  social  intercourse  between  Churchmen  and 
Nonconformists.  (6)  The  appointment  of  committees  to  arrange  for  conferences 
with  Noncpnf ormists,  in  furtherance  of  the  purpose  of  the  Society.  This  Society 
was  founded  about  eight  years  ago,  and  has  endeavoured  to  keep  the  importance  of 
Home  Eeunion  before  the  eyes  of  Churchmen  and  Dissenters  continually.  The 
lAanagement  of  the  Society  is  vested  in  a  Council,  the  Chairman  of  which  is  the 
Right  Hon.  Earl  Nelson.  The  Council  meets  generally  about  twice  in  each  year,  and 
an  executive  committee  meets  much  more  frequently,  but  the  days  of  meeting  are 
not  fixed.    The  minimum  subscrip|}ion  for  membership  is  2s,  6d,

CHURCH    OF    ENGLAND    WORKING    MEN'S    SOCIETY. 

The  Church  of  England  Working  Men's  Society  is  the  only  organisation  existing 
in  this  country  founded  with  th%  distinct  and  definite  purpose  of  setting  before 
members  of  its  own  class  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  taught  by  the  Church  of  England, 
and  exhibited  by  her  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  for  the  preservation  of  the 
doctrine,  discipline,  and  usages  of  the  Church  upon  the  basis  of  that  book. 

The  Society  consists  entirely  of  bond  fide  working  men  communicants  as  members, 
who  pay  the  small  sum  of  Is.  per  annum  subscription,  and  these  alone  have  a  voice 
in  the  management  of  the  work  and  funds  of  the  Society.  Others,  not  strictly  work- 
ing men  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word,  are  gladly  welcomed,  and  pay  a  subscrip- 
tion of  not  less  than  5s,  per  annum ;  ladies  may  also  become  honorary  members. 
Working  men  who  are  not  yet  communicants  are  admitted  as  associates,  and  pay  the 
same  subscription  as  members,  but  neither  they  nor  the  honorary  members  t^e  any 
part  in  the  business  arrangements  of  the  Society  beyond  being  present  at  the  meet- 
ings, although  there  are  many  ways  in  which  they  can  greatly  assist  in  its  work. 

It  is  admitted  on  all  hands  that,  in  spite  of  the  efforts  which  have  been  made  by 
the  Clergy  and  others  to  bring  home  the  truths  of  the  Gospel  to  the  working  classes, 
the  result  has  not  been  wholly  satisfactory;  and  it  is  alleged  by  many  that  one 
great  cause  lies  in  the  suspicion,  unfounded  indeed,  but  nevertheless  existing,  that 
religion  is  a.  mere  matter  of  trade  with  the  *  parsons:*  hence  it  was  thought  that  if 
missionary  work  was  ever  to  touch  a  class,  otherwise  almost  inaccessible,  it  must  be 
through  the  efforts  of  working  men  themselves,  acting,  unostentatiously,  as  mission- 
aries to  their  fellow- workmen.  They  can  often  by  a  timely  remark  set  right  mis- 
apprehensions, or  contradict  false  assertions  such  as  one  constantly  hears  in  our 
workshops  and  factories,  and  disseminated  with  such  unscrupulous  zeal  and  audacity 
by  tmbelievers  and  wwbelievers,  about  Christianity  and  the  Church. 

Although,  from  the  necessities  of  the  case,  the  Society  has  had  from  the  very  first 
to  concern  itself  with  efforts  directed  towards  the  repelling  of  attacks  made  upon  the 
Ritual  of  the  Church  in  the  persons  of  some  of  her  priests,  and  much  of  its  funds  has 
been  spent  in  the  circulation  of  accurate  information  on  the  subject,  yet  its  missionary 
character  has  not  been  forgotten,  and  the  results  already  achieved  in  this  direction 
attest  its  vitality. 

Many  of  its  branches  have  undertaken  mission  work  in  their  respective  parishes, 
under  the  sanction  of  the  Clergy,  and  in  some  places  out-door  services  have  been  held 
with  marked  success.  The  Bishops  of  Ely,  Guildford,  Colchester,  and  Bedford  have 
more  than  once. shown  their  appreciation  of  the  Society's  work. 

Other  branches  have  devoted  themselves  to  different  phases  of  work,  some  holding 
frequent  meetings  for  lectures,  papers,  and  discussions  on  various  topics  connected 
with  Church  work,  to  which  strangers  are  cordially  welcomed ;  others,  again,  have 
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boon  Able,  ulthcr  with  tlm  kind  MNiRtAnon  of  frlcndii  or  hy  Uteir  own  exorttoniii  to 
obt«in  n  portntuinnt  nbrnUs  eithor  ii  houHo  or  roomii,  whoroin  to  hold  Mrvioeii  or 
mooitntifii.  which  of  oourHo  glvc^H  ilio  brunoh  tliii  diNiinot  ndvanintfo,  that  it  onAbloit 
tho  mombcm  to  Hoouro  niiuiy  who  would  hoHitnto  to  ontor  a  diuroli,  or  ■ohool  oven, 
but  nmkc  Ilttlo  diflloulty  About  a  olub  or  roAding  room.

This  is  a  comnanion  volume  to  the  cheap  edition  of  the  First 
Prayer  Book,  uniform  in  sise  and  price.  There  is  a  brief  Pr<«- 
face  by  Mr.  Parker,  showing  the  nuttons  of  the  ohangea  made 
in  the  Second  Book.  The  printing  is  based  on  the  edition  of 
Whitchurch,  of  1552. 

The  documents  reprinted  in  this  volume  have  been  careAiUy  col- 
lated with  the  originals.  The  edition  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  followed  has  been  that  of  Whitchurch.  As  fur  as 
typographical  conditions  allowed,  an  attempt  has  been  made 
to  preserve  the  general  effect  of  the  original.  A  thoughtfiil 
Introduction  by  the  Rev.  P.  G.  Medd,  Rector  of  North  (Temey 
and  Hon.  Canon  of  St  Albans,  explains  in  detail  the  design 
of  the  book. 


This  is  a  sequel  to  the  work  entitled  *  Worship  in  the  Church  of 
England,  by  the  same  author.  It  is  a  collection  of  papers  on 
matters  of  ritual,  most  of  which  have  appeared  during  the 
last  thirty  years  in  varioiui  serials.  Several  of  them  were 
suggested  by  the  recent  legal  proceedings  in  reference  to 
alleged  excesses  in  the  conduct  of  Public  Worship. 

The  object  of  this  work  is  to  furnish  an  answer  to  the  question, 
*  Is  me  use  of  the  Vestments  under  the  Ornaments  Rubric  part 
of  the  discipline  which  this  Church  has  received  ? '  The  work 
consists  of  a  correspondence  between  the  Rev.  H.  M.  Fletcher, 
Hector  of  Grasmerc,  and  £.  B.  Wheatley,  Balme  Hill.  These 
letters  will  be  found  helpful  to  those  interested  in  this  con- 
troversy. 

This  work  is  intended  to  supply  a  short  and  simple  exposition  of 
the  Articles,  for  the  use  of  the  upper  forms  of  a  Public  School. 
It  is  prefixed  by  an  introductory  Essay,  giving  a  brief  sketch 
of  the  history  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  showing  the 
origin  of  these  formularies,  and  the  changes  made  in  them  ttom 
time  to  time.

Knox-Little,  Canon  of  Worcester,  who  has  written  a  preface 
explanatory  of  the  object  of  the  work. 

This  is  a  brief  devotional  commentary  on  the  Liturgical  Gospels, 
It  is  arranged  for  daily  reading,  and  is  intended  to  furnish  the 
devout  Churchman  with  a  singie  holy  thou^t  for  every  day 
in  the  year,  founded  on  the  Goi^l  of  the  day.

The  position  of  the  author  is,  first,  tiiat  the  doctrine 
of  the  regeneration  of  all  infants  in  Baptism  is  not  an  article 
of  the  faith ;  and,  secondly,  that  the  formularies  of  the  Church 
do  not  impose  it.    The  first  part  of  the  book  deals  with  the 

feneral  question,  and  appeal  is  made  to  Holy  Scrii)ture  and 
*atristic  writings.    The  second  part  is  an  examination  of  the 
formularies  of  our  Church  which  bear  upon  the  subject. 

This  volume  is  not  a  scientific  treatise,  nor  yet  what  is  called  a 
reli^ous  book.  The  field  of  thought  it  traverses  belongs  ex- 
dusivdy  neither  to  science  nor  faith,  but  appertains  more  or 
less  to  both.  The  writer  discusses  from  a  religious  point  of 
view  such  subjects  as  Evolution,  the  Unity  of  Nature,  the 
Analogies  between  Human  and  Divine  science.  Natural 
Theology,  and  the  like.  The  book  concludes  with  a  Funeral 
Sermon  preached  on  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  Charies  Darwin. 
In  this  sermon  tibe  Bishop  seeks  to  indicate  the  relation  in 
which  Human  knowledge  stands  to  Divine. 

A  course  of  short  lectures  on  the  Apostles'  Creed.  The  writer 
endeavours  to  determine  the  relations  of  the  difierent  sections 
of  the  Creed  to  one  another,  and  the  significance  of  the  sepa- 
rate Clauds.  The  book  is  intended  rather  for  general  read^ 
than  for  students ;  but  for  the  sake  of  the  latter  the  author 
has  added  a  few  notes  which  deal  with  some  points  more  fully 
than  the  limits  of  the  lectures  allowed,  and  also  suggest  some 
interesting  lines  of  inquiry.  The  view  taken  by  the  author 
with  regard  to  what  he  calls  *  the  Historic  Creed  of  Christen- 
dom' is  thus  summed  up :  'Though  it  cannot  be  taken  in 
itself  as  a  complete  expression  of  what  we  hold  in  regard  to 
the  facts  of  our  faith,  it  brings  before  us  those  facts  in  their 
simple  majesty,  and  encourages  us  day  bv  day  to  bring  our 
interpretations  of  them  to  uie  test  of  the  whole  Historic 
Gospel,  for  the  guidance  of  our  own  lives. 

The  Bohlen  Lectures  for  1882.  Certain  passages  in  the  Gospels 
bearing  on  the  subject  are  discussed  ;  and  the  developments 
of  the  relation  between  the  Church  and  State  in  European 
and  American  history  considered. 


A  reprint  of  a  work  published  in  1843.  It  contains  a  full 
history  of  the  Tractarian  movement,  and  its  results  in  their 
bearing  on  the  Church  of  England.  The  author  has  added 
an  Inteoduction  and  Supplement,  extending  to  the  present 
time.  He  is  the  last  surviving  member  of  the  jSnglish 
Church  who  took  part  in  the  movement. 


A  treatise  on  the  disputed  text  in  the  First  Epistle  of  St.  John. 
The  writer  gives  a  short  history  of  the  controversy  and  shows 
that  a  complete  case  has  not  been  made  out  against  the 
passage  in  question.  He  apparently  inclines  to  the  belief 
that  the  text  in  question  is  genuine.

by  the  author  from  this  review  is  that  the  facts  point  to  a 
primitive  religion,  of  which  monotheism  and  expiatory  sacrifice 
were  parts,  gradually  corrupted  and  lost,  except  among  the 
Hebrews. 

The  aim  which  the  compilers  of  this  work  have  in  view  is  to 
bring  into  smaller  compass  the  opinions  of  thoughtful  men  of 
learning  and  research  in  reference  to  the  leading  subjects  of 
theological  study.  The  collection  of  extracts  is  from  writers 
of  all  ages  and  all  schools  of  thought  on  the  following 
subjects :  Christian  Evidence,  The  Person  and  Work  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  The  Beatitudes,  The  Lord's  Prayer,  and  Human 
Life  and  Character.  Each  subject  is  carefully  classified  under 
appropriate  heads,  and  there  are  very  full  indices,  alpha- 
betical, topical,  and  Scriptural.  There  is  an  Introduction  by 
Dean  Howson  containing  some  thoughts  on  the  present 
condition  of  the  question  of  Christian  Evidence. 

The  purpose  of  this  series  of  Tracts  (not  exclusively  confined  to 
the  authorship  of  Churchmen),  is,  by  setting  forth  the  foun- 
dations on  which  the  Christian  religion  rests,  to  remove  the 
doubts  and  difficulties  of  sceptics,  and  to  confirm  the  faith  of 
Christians.  This  series  is  published  to  meet  a  very  evident 
want  on  the  part  of  so  many  who  take  an  interest  in  the 
controversies  of  tjie  day,  but  have  not  leisure  enough  to 
examine  fully  into  the  various  forms  of  unbelief.

The  object  of  this  book  appears  to  be  to  direct  public  attention 
to  a  Commentary  at  present  but  little  known,  except  to 
students.  The  Talmud,  from  which  these  notes  on  Genesis 
are  selected,  is  believed  to  be  next  to  the  most  ancient  record 
in  the  world.  Those  who  desire  to  become  better  acquainted 
with  it  will  find  this  volume  very  helpful.  There  is  a  careful 
Introduction. 

This  book  is  an  exposition  of  a  difficult  portion  of  Holy  Scripture. 
The  English  version  given  difiers  considerably  from  the  Au- 
thorised Version.  Reasons  for  each  variation  are  given  in  the 
not«s.  It  will  be  found  very  helpful  to  a  right  understanding 
of  this  Epistle.  The  editor  gives  reasons  for  his  belief  that 
St.  Paul  was  not  irs  author.  The  Greek  text  followed  is  that 
of  VVestcott  and  Hort  An  Introduction  is  given  dwelling 
upon  the  scope  and  authorship  of  the  Epistle,  and  the  argu- 
ment is  fully  summarised. 

This  selection  from  the  *  Commentary  on  the  Psidms '  is  issued 
chiefly  as  a  devotional  manual  for  those  members  of  Religious 
Communities  who  are  accustomed  to  a  daily  recitation  of  this 
Psalm  as  a  part  of  the  Choir  Office.  The  work  consists  mainly 
of  q|uotations  from  St.  Ambrose,  St.  Augustine,  Dionysius  of 
Corinth,  and  other  ancient  commentators. 

This  is  a  complete  edition  of  Dr.  Puse3''s  *  Commentaries  on  the 
Minor  Prophets,'  which  have  been  long  published  in  a  separate 
form,  and  are  now  given  to  the  public  in  one  volume.  These 
Commentaries  are  already  well  known,  and  will  doubtless 
be  still  more  useful  and  valued  in  this  new  form.  The  notes 
are  explanatory  and  practical,  and  there  are  Introductions  to 
the  several  books.

CHURCH  HISTORY. 

The  object  of  this  work  is  to  show,  that  as  the  day  of  Pente- 
cost was  the  birthday  of  the  Church,  so  it  was  also  the  birth- 
day of  that  Christian  charity  which  is  inseparable  from  the 
Church. 


The  first  six  chapters  of  this  work  contain  a  brief  sketch  of  the 
history  of  the  Church  of  England  from  the  Reformation  to  the 
present  time.  The  remaining  four  chapters  present  an  account 
which  will  be  found  very  useful  of  the  Continental  Churches, 
the  Eastern  Churches,  and  the  principal  sects  of  Christendom. 

This  is  a  careful  report  of  the  Church  Congress  held  in  the  city 
of  Richmond,  Virginia,  in  October,  1882.  Seven  subjects 
were  discussed,  some  of  a  doctrinal  and  others  of  a  practical 
character.  The  papers  and  addresses  are  given  in  full,  with 
the  hymns  sung  at  the  meeting.  Prefixed  are  the  Communion 
address  by  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  the  inaugural  address  by 
the  Bishop  of  Virginia,  and  the  memorial  address  by  the  Rev. 
G.  D.  Wilde. 

The  whole  of  this  volume  (with  some  slight  exceptions),  refers 
to  the  controversy  concerning  the  Person  of  Our  Lord,  and 
the  two  great  coni^icts  of  the  Church  with  Nestorianism  and 
Eutychianism.  Hence  it  possesses  an  interest  which  attaches 
hardly  to  any  other,  and  is  marked  by  a  unity  which  is  seldom 
attainable  in  historical  narrative.  The  volume  also  throws 
much  light  on  the  debated  question  of  the  Athanasian  Creed, 
and  the  relation  of  the  Pope  to  the  Christian  Church.

This  ii  tlie  Urst  of  a  soriei  of  books  in  course  of  publication  on 
the  Religions  of  the  East  The  present  volume  contains  a 
comprehensive  review  of  one  of  tlio  chief  of  these  religions 
systems.  It  contains  a  Life  of  Buddha,  a  sketch  of  the  rise 
and  progress  of  liuddhism,  with  some  of  its  loading  charac- 
teristics. In  the  last  chapter  Buddhism  and  Christianity  are 
contrasted. 

The  aim  of  this  l)ook  is  to  show  the  power  of  the  poetical  illus- 
tration of  Holy  Scripture.  The  scenes  of  our  Lord's  life  and 
work  are  brought  out  into  new  light  by  a  series  of  Selected 
PiHMus,  very  largely,  though  not  exclusively,  the  composition 
of  C-hurchmen.  The  Editor  has  had  the  at^vantage  of  using 
the  unpubliMhud  Poems  of  the  Dean  of  Wells  on  the  *  Qospels 
and  KpiHtloH  fur  the  Year.' 

Our  Lord's  life  abounds  in  events  which  have  insnirod  the 
liighost  oftbrts  of  art ;  these  are  hero  illustrate<l  uy  wood 
engravings  fVom  some  of  tlio  ilnest  designs  of  the'  Italian 
school,  and  as  thov  are  united  with  the  text  of  the  Holy 
StTipturcs  fVom  whluli  they  took  their  origin,  what  is  mos't 
bcautifiil  in  art  will  hero  bo  found  combined  with  what  is 
moat  sacred  in  religion. 

January. — Tlio  princii)al  articles  in  this  number  are  a  sketch  of 
the  life  and  works  of  Edward  Boiiverio  Pusey,  I). I).,  a  paper 
u|K)n  Marriage  with  a  Deceased  Wife's  Sister,  woigliing  the 
proposed  alteration  in  the  Marriage  Laws,  c<mcisely  survey- 
ing their  hiktory  and  giving  reasons  for  opposing  any  altera- 
tion. The  subject  of  the  use  of  unfermented  wino  in  the 
Holy  Communion  is  also  disousHod  at  some  length. 

April, — In  this  number  the  previous  article  upon  the  use  of 
unfermented  wino  is  discussed.  The  life  of  Ulshop  Thirl  wall 
is  tlie  subject  of  a  paper  of  considerable  length,  dealing  as 
fully  as  circumstances  will  allow  with  the  loading  features  of  his 
life  and  the  influence  wliloh  he  exerted  upon  the  Church  at 
largo.

Short  Description  of  Scope  and  Contents 


July, — ^The  work  of  the  Cborch  in  the  Royal  Navy  finds  a 
significant  place  in  this  number,  the  importance  of  this 
subject  being  too  often  overlooked.  The  ongin  and  growth 
of  the  London  Lay  Helpers'  Association  is  traced  at  some 
length,  and  will  doubtless  serve  to  give  great  encouragement 
to  this  branch  of  Church  work.  There  is  a  comprehensive 
article  dwelling  upon  the  Catholic  side  of  Anglicanism. 

October, — This  number  contains  an  interesting  article  upon 
the  evidential  aspect  of  the  Holy  Sacraments.  A  discussion 
upon  the  subject  of  Anglo-Israelism,  in  which  seventeen  books 
and  pamphlets  are  pas^  under  review  and  the  arguments  of 
those  who  deem  the  English  people  to  be  Israelites  considered 
and  answered.

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STATISTICAL    SECTION. 

GENERAL   EXPLANATION. 

In  furnisbing  these  statistics  many  difficulties  have  naturally  been  found 
in  securing  that  exact  measure  of  completeness  which  is  desired ;  at  the 
same  time  the  great  importance  of  accuracy  has  been  steadily  kept  in 
view. 

To  give  confidence  in  making  use  of  these  figures,  it  is  thonght  well 
to  give  some  short  explanation  of  the  circumstances  under  which  each 
tabular  statement  has  been  constructed. 

It  will  be  observed  that  these  figures  embrace  a  period  of  five  or  ten 
years  or  more.  This  limit  has  been  chosen  with  a  view  of  presenting 
something  like  a  comparative  statement,  in  order  that  Churchmen  may 
be  able  to  judge  of  the  progress,  or  otherwise,  made  in  the  work  of  the 
Church ;  for  this  reason  also  the  same  plan  will  be  adopted  year  by  year. 

Ordinations. — An  eleven  years'  statement  is  furnished  of  the  number  of 
Deacons  ordained  in  the  several  Dioceses  within  the  Provinces  of  Canter- 
bury And  York,  showing  the  totals  both  for  each  year  and  for  the  whole 
period,  together  with  statistical  details  of  the  educational  antecedents  of 
the  candidates. 

These  returns  have  in  each  case  been  obtained  by  reference  to  the 
official  records  in  the  custody  of  the  Bishops'  Secretaries. 

Confirmations. — An  eleven  years'  table  is  given  pointing  out  the 
number  of  male  and  female  candidates  confirmed  in  each  year,  together 
with  the  number  of  Centres  at  which  Confirmations  have  been  held.  This 
table  also  represents  the  annual  totals,  and  for  the  whole  period. 

These  returns  have  been  in  some  cases  furnished  directly  by  the  Bishops 
themselves;  and  in  others,  obtained  from  those  who,  as  editors  of  our 
Diocesan  Calendars,  are  in  possession  of  the  figures. 

Grants  of  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  and  Queen  Anne's  Bounty. — 
In  compiling  these  tables  the  Committee  has  felt  their  great  importance, 
and  the  interest  that  must  attach  to  them,  as  showing  to  how  large  an 
extent  these  grants  are  continually  drawing  out  the  self-sacrifice  and 
liberality  of  those  who  are  anxious  to  widen  the  work  of  the  Church,  and 
to  give  it  greater  permanency.  The  statistical  results  as  here  given  have 
never  been  presented  in  a  similar  form  before,  and  their  compilation  has 
involved  a  most  laborious  and  minute  manipulation  of  the  Official  B>eports. 
In  order  to  arrive  at  these  figures  the  annual  reports  presented  to  the 
House  of  Lords  have  been  most  carefully  examined,  and  the  number  and 
amounts  of  the  grants  and  privat>e  benefactions  have  been  taken  out  and 
summarised.  It  will  be  farther  observed  that  the  form  into  which 
these  gathered  results  have  been  thrown  exhibits  for  every  individual 
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DioQose  for  each  yoar,  and  throngbout  tlio  whole  poriod,  what  sam  has 
boon  granted,  and  tlio  corresponding  amount  of  private  benofaotion 
which  ilio  grantR  liav'o  induced.  TIio  table  is  also  comprehensive  of  these 
results  for  the  Dioceses  collectively  for  each  year,  and  for  the  whole 
period. 

Betum  of  Church  Building  and  Bestoration  for  the  year  1882.— An 
endeavour  has  been  mado  to  oollccfc  information  in  reference  to  the 
money  expended  upon  ilie  building  of  now  churches,  the  reconstruction 
and  restoration  of  existing  buildings  and  permanent  Mission  chapels 
during  ilio  year  1882. 

The  facts  represented  in  the  acoompanving  table  have  been  ascertained 
in  each  case  by  direct  communication  with  the  Incumbent,  and  may  so 
far  be  accepted  as  complete  and  reliable.  It  must  not,  however,  be 
forgotten  that  owing  to  a  variety  of  circumstances  it  is  not  possible  to 
render  this  statement  in  every  respect  complete.  Many  who  have 
liberally  expended  their  money  upon  Church-building  ana  restoration 
prefer  for  private  reasons  to  withhold  information  as  to  the  amount  of 
their  ofToringSy  whilst  on  the  other  haaid  it  will  doubtless  be  found  that 
many  parishes  in  which  this  kind  of  work  has  been  carried  on  have  not 
boon  noticed  in  consequence  of  the  absence  of  any  official  record  of  the 
work  done. 

It  will  bo  observed  that  the  total  expenditure  amounts  to  more  than  a 
million,  and  it  would  havo  more  than  exceeded  this  amount  had  we  not 
excluded  from  our  inquiry  all  sums  undor  100/.  It  should  further  be 
remembered  that  this  money  was  raised  undor  exceptionally  disadvan- 
tageous circumstances,  owing  to  tho  commei*oial  and  agricultural  depres- 
sion which  prevailed  throughout  the  year. 

Diocesan  Statistics. — This  table  describes  iho  territory  of  each 
Diocese,  its  population,  number  of  Parishes  and  Rural  Deanorios,  and 
Clergy.  TIio  Btatisiics  of  population  havo  been  taken  from  the  Parlia- 
mentary lU^port  of  tho  Census  of  1881.  The  facts  with  regard  to  the 
number  of  Parishes  and  Clergy  havo  been  gathered  from  tho  ofQcial 
returns  made  by  tho  Clergy  to  the  Bishops,  in  complianco  with  tho  t>3rd 
Clause  of  the  Act  1  and  2  Viet.  c.  lOG.  From  tho  rorm  into  which  those 
returns  havo  been  brought,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  distinction  is  made 
botwoen  the  Non-resident  CU^gy  who  aro  entirely  absent  from  their  cures, 
serving  ihom  by  dopuly,  and  thoso  who  are  systematically  discharging 
their  duties,  and  living  in  tho  Parish  or  its  immodiato  neighbourhooci^ 
though  not  in  the  CHebo  House. 

Tliese  lleturns  aro  extremely  important,  as  they  so  satisfactorily  clear 
up  tho  very  misleading  statements  of  tho  Parliamentary  Paper  published 
in  tho  last  Ofkicial  Ykau  Hook,  page  G30. 

Grants  from  Diooeian  Funds  and  Ohuroh  Building  Sooieties. — By 
reference  to  the  Secretaries  of  tho  several  organisations  the  Committeo 
has  boon  ablo  to  give  a  statistical  I'oturn  of  the  grants  mado  out  of  ihoir 
funds  towards  Church  Building,  Parsonage  Houses,  and  Clerical  and  Lay 
Ageticy. 

It  must  bo  romomborcd  that  these  grants  aro  mado  in  every  caso  tho 
channel  for  securing  for  tho  welfare  of  tlio  Church  an  extent  of  contribu- 
tion considerably  in  oxcoss  of  tho  amount  which  they  represent  in  any 
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particular  case.  For  this  reason  the  table  is  valuable  in  tbe  place  it 
occupies  here. 

liew  Parishes. — These  returns  practically  represent  the  details  of 
active  Church  extension  for  a  period  of  twelve  years,  and  are  taken  from 
an  Official  B*etum  made  to  the  House  of  Commons  at  the  instance  of  Sir 
John  Mowbray. 

They  represent  the  number  of  new  parishes  constituted  under  the 
various  Church  Building  Acts.  The  Parliamentary  return  has  b^n  care- 
fully gone  through,  and  for  each  Diocese  a  total  has  been  arrived  at 
showing  the  number  of  new.  parishes  formed  under,  the  befbre-mentioned 
Acts,  together  with  the  population  which  they  serve,  and  the  amount  of 
additional  church  accommodation  secured.  These  returns  have  by  an 
of&cial  inquiiy  been  brought  up  to  a  later  date,  but  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  ootain  a  completed  statement  in  time  for  insertion  in  this 
book. 

Five  Years'  Statement  of  the  Income  of  the  Principal  Clmroh  Socie- 
ties.— This  financial  statement  has  been  prepared  by  direct  reference  to 
each  Society ;  a  form  hsiving  been  isaued  defining  the  basis  on  w|hich  the 
retnm  shouJd  be  made. 

Instructions  were  given  that  any  balances  brought  forward  from 
preceding  years  should  not  be  included  in  the  return  of  annual  incoine, 
and  in  each  case  a  request  was  made  that  legacies  and  donations  of  any 
large  amount  should  be  separately  shown  in  order  to  distinguish  between 
annual  and  accidental  support.  In  the  first  instance  the  sum  of  5^02. 
was  fixed  as  the  minimum  income  which  sho^d  be  recorded,  i|nd  this 
has  been  as  nearly  as  possible  kept  to  in  the  first  issue  of  this  book. 

Hospital  Sunday. — ^The  Statistical  Statement  representing  the  growth 
of  this  movement  in  the  Metropolis  and  the  Provinces  has  been  coinpfled 
with  considerable  care.  The  items  have,  in  every  case  been  collected  trpm 
official  records,  andljy  persons  more  or  less  conversant  with  local  circum- 
stances. In  a  few  instances  information  has  been  given  in  detail,  namely, 
with  regard  to  the  towns  and  districts  of  Birmingham,  Liverpool, 
Southampton,  Manchester,  North  Staffordshire,  Huddersfield,  Oxford, 
and  Lincoln.  It  wiQ  be  noticed  that  as. to  the  number  of  collections,  it 
has  not  been  possible  in  some  cases  to  give  them,  and  in  reference  to  the 
year  1883  the  returns  are  in  several  cases  omitted,  owing  to  the  accounts 
not  being  yet  made  up.

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EXPENDITURE  RETURNS    TO   DIOCESAN  CONFERENCE, 

FROM  1S75  TO  PRESENT  DATE. 


Through  the  kindness  of  the  Yen.  Arcbdeaoon  Earle  the  Teab-Book 
Committee  has  been  put  in  possession  of  the  following  interesting  statia- 
tical  statement.  It  is  inserted  here  as  it  seems  so  strikingly  to  point 
ont  the  readiness  with  which  the  Chnrch  in  a  single  Diocese  responds  to 
its  local  and  general  needs  by  its  voluntary  oflferingfs. 

When  these  Retarns  were  first  made  to  the  Diocesan  Conferenceytheyindaded  the 
present  Diocese  of  Truro.  At  first,  the  idea  of  an  Expenditure  Return  to  be  made 
from  each  parish  to  the  Diocesan  Conference  was  received  with  some  suspicion  and 
dislike.  The  following  objections  were  urged  against  it :  First,  that  such  a  Betim 
would  not  afford  a  real  test  of  spiritual  or  religious  work.  Secondly,  that  it  was  in- 
quisitorial in  its  character.  To  these  objections  it  was  answered,  that  the  original 
intention  of  those  who  moved  for  the  Returns  was  not  to  obt^n  a  test  of  smritual 
work,  but  to  enable  the  Ck>nference  to  form  some  opinion  of  the  voluntary  effort^  of 
the  Diocese  in  the  directions  indicated  by  the  Returns,  in  order  that  the  Conference 
might  take  steps  to  increase  the  interest  of  the  Diocese  in  such  and  each  directians 
as  might  appear  necessary,  and  also  have  brought  from  time  to  time  before  their 
notice  the  claims  of  different  Societies  and  Organisations  both  within  and  outside  the 
Diocese.  It  was  further  urged  that  such  a  &tum  might  furnish  a  very  real  answer 
to  those  who  not  infrequently  speak  of  the  Church  as  a  body  supported  entirely  by 
endowments,  and  doing  little  or  nothing  through  agencies  supported  by  voluntary 
effort.  The  soundness  of  this  latter  opinion  has  heem  abundantly  proved  by  the 
frequent  reference  to  those  Returns  in  reply  to  the  misstatements  of  Liberationist 
agents ;  and  the  other  objection,  when  it  became  known  that  the  details  of  the  paro- 
chial Returns  were  known  only  to  the  several  Deans  Rural,  was  almost  entirely 
dissipated,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  steadily  increasing  number  of  Parishes}  sending  in 
Returns. 

At  first,  all  the  Returns  had  to  pass  through  the  hands  of  the  Secretary,  Arch- 
deacon Earle,  and  the  work  of  dissection  and  an-angement  was  very  heav}\     But  now 
the  Returns  pass  through  the  hands  of  the  Deans  Rural,  and  the  Secretary's  work 
is  comparatively  easy,  as  all  that  he  now  has  to  do  is  to  dissect  and  re-arrange  under 
their  proper  heads  the  Returns  of  each  Rural  Deanery.     A  form  of  Returns  is  sent  to 
every  parish.    This  Return,  when  filled  up,  is  sent  to  the  Dean  Rural,  who  analyses 
and  arranges  all  the  parochial  Returns,  and  sends  them  on  to  the  Secretary,  who  re- 
arranges them  accordhig  to  the  several  Archdeaconries  in  the  Diocese,  under  three 
heads:  (1)  Parochial ;  (2)  Diocesan;  (3)  General.      The  Report  has  in  most  years 
been  full  of  information  as  to  the  object  and  work  of  the  different  Societies,  and 
some  special  work  or  special  Society  has  been  dealt  with  at  some  length ;  but  last 
year  the  Report  was  very  brief. 

A  broad  sheet  containing  only  the  financial  statement  is  sent  to  each  parish,  to  be 
affixed  to  the  door  of  the  parish  Church  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  Conference. 

It  is  believed  that  the  Returns  have  been  very  useful. 

Under  the  head  *  Parochial '  are  included  Voluntary  Schools,  Curates,  Lay  Helpers.

A  grant,  not  less  than  lOOZ.,  and  not  exceeding  200^.,  to  a  benefice  having  an 
income  not  exceeding  200Z.  per  annum,  may  be  made  by  the  Governors  to  meet — 

1.  A  benefaction,  in  money,  of  not  less  than  200/.,  the  whole  to  be  paid  (after  the 

benefaction  is  approved)  to  the  Treasurer  at  the  Bounty  Office. 

2.  A  benefaction  of  a  house  or  land,  or  other  real  estate  (not  already  annexed 

to  the  benefice),  of  not  less  value  than  200/.,  or 

3.  A  yearly  stipend  (not  already  secured  to  the  benefice)  of  not  less  than  15/. 

An  application  to  the  Governors  for  a  grant  to  meet  a  benefaction,  as  a  rule,  will 
not  be  entertained,  until  after  consecration  and  endowment  of  the  church,  and  the 
assignment  of  a  district  thereto. 

The  time  limited  for  making  application  to  the  Grovemors  for  grants  is  between 
the  1st  day  of  January  and  the  Ist  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

The  Governors  do  not  make  grants  to  meet  grants  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Com- 
missioners ;  nor  do  the  Governors  make  a  grant  to  meet  a  sum  which  may  have  been 
accepted  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  to  obtain  a  grant  from  them. 

The  building  of  a  house  towards  which  the  Governors  are  to  contribute  should  on 
no  account  be  commenced  until  the  benefaction  shall  have  been  completed,  the 
plans  approved  by  the  Governors,  and  their  permission  to  commence  the  works 
signified  by  letter.

BIOCESE  OF  CANTEBBUBY. 

Ordinatiocs  are  held  in  Lent  and  September. 

IiiBtnictioiis.— Deacons.— Application  to  be  made  a  few  weeks  after  the  Ordination  next 
before  that  at  which  they  desire  to  present  themselves.  Applicants  are  required  to  have  taken 
B.A.  degree,  and  have  gone  through  the  Divinity  course  at  one  of  the  English  Church 
Universities,  or  to  be  Theological  Associates  of  King's  College,  London.  About  two  months 
before  the  Ordination  there  will  be  a  preliminary  examination  in  the  rudiments  of  IScriptural 
knowledge.  Church  history,  Greek  and  Latin.  Those  who  have  passed  the  Cambridge 
*  preliminary '  will  be  excused  examination  in  the  special  subjects,  and  tested  only  in  general 
Bible  knowledge,  including  Greek,  in  doctrine,  and  general  fitness.  Those  claiming  this 
exemption  must  do  so  one  month  before  the  Ordination.  Certi/icatea  Sfc.  required, — (1)  Of 
baptism.  (2)  a.  If  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  certificate  of  attendance  at  two  courses  of 
Lectures  by  Divinity  Professow,  one  of  which  must  be  by  the  Regius  Professor.  (6)  If  of 
Dublin,  certificate  of  B.A.  and  Divinity  testimonium.

circumstances  which  induce  him  to  resign  ;  having  obtained  the  Bishop's  sanction,  he  will  then 
have  to  execute  a  formal  resignation  upon  a  ten  shilling  stamp,  in  the  presence  of  two 
witnesses,  and  before  a  notary  public.  The  notary  will  endorse  the  usual  certificate  upon  the 
back  of  the  resignation,  which  must  be  afterwards  laid  before  the  Bishop  for  his  acceptance. 
The  Bishop's  secretary  must  be  napied  as  proxy. 

tHE  INCUMBENTS'  RESIGNATION  ACT,  1871. 

This  Aqt  enables  Clergymen  who  are  permanently  disabled  by  illness  to  resign  their 
benefices  with  the  provision  of  a  pension.  '  • 

-  On  a  representation  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  the  Incumbent  of  any  benefice  who  ha^ 
held  the  incumbency  of  such  benefice  for  seven  years  continuously,  that  he  desu-es,  on  the 
ground  of  being  incapacitated  by  permanent,  mental,  or  bodily  infirmity  from  the  due 
"Derformance  of  his  duties,  to  retire  from  his  benefice  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the 
&shop  is  authorised,  if  he  shallsee  fit,  to  cause  a  commission  to  be  issued  under  his  hand  and 
seal,  addressed  to  five  persons,  consisting  of  the  Archdeacon  or  Rural  Dean,  two  Incumbents  of 
the  Diocese  Tone  named  by  the  Bishop  and  the  other  by  the  Incumbent),  a  local  Magistrate 
being  a  inemoer  of  the  Church  of  England  (to  be  nominated  by  the  Chairman  of  Quarter 
Sessions  or  the  Lord-Lieutenant  of  the  county),  and  another  person  to  be  nominated  by  the 
Patron  ;  these  Commissioners  are  to  make  their  return  to  the  Commission  within  three 
monUis.  If  the  return  to  ttie  Commission  shall  certify  that  the  resignation  is  expedient,  and 
the  Patron  of  the  living  consents,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  declaration  to  be  prepared  specifying 
the  amount  of  pedsion  to  be  allowed  out  of  the  benefice  to  the  retiring  Incumbent. 

In  the  event  of  the  Patron's  refusing  his  consent,  the  Commissioners'  return  is  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Archbishop,  who  is  to  decide  whether  the  resignation  shall  or  shall  not  be 
accepted.  The  pension  is  made  a  legal  charge  on  the  benefice.  It  is  in  no  case  to  exceed  one- 
third  of  the  net  annual  value  of  the  benefice  resigned ;  and  it  is  provided  that  no  benefice 
shall  be  charged  at  one  and  the  same  time  with  more  than  a  single  pension.  There  are 
clauses  enabling  the  Commissioners  to  examine  witnesses  on  oath  touching  matters  which  they 
may  judge  to  be  material ;  holding  the  pensioned  clerk  amenable  to  the  same  ecclesiastical 
discipline  to  which  he  would  have  been  subjected  as  an  actual  Incumbent ;  providing  that  the 
parsonage  house  shaU  in  no  case  belong  to  the  retiring  Clergyman,  but  to  his  successor,  and 
allowing  for  the  cessation  or  variation  of  the  pension  under  certain  circumstances.  The 
incidental  expenses  are,  in  ordinary  cases,  to  be  borne  equally  by  the  resigning  and  the 
succeeding  Incumbent.  The  Committee  of  the  estate  of  a  lunatic  Incumbent  is  authorised  to 
ekercise  in  his  name,  and  on  his  behalf,  the  right  of  resigning  the  benefice.

THE  SEQUESTRATION  ACT,  1871. 

Where  under  a  judgment  or  bankruptcy  a  sequestration  issues  t^d  remains  in  force  for  six 
months,  the  Bishop  is  to  take  order  for  the  due  performance  of  the  services  of  the  Chnreh,  and 
he  is  empowered  to  appoint  a  Curate  or  Curates,  as  the  case  may  require^  at  the  following

After  the  sequestration  has  been  in  force  six  months,  the  Bishop  may,  in  his  discratioiif 
inhibit  the  Incumbent  from  performing  any  services  of  the  Church  within  the  Diooese. 

The  Incumbent  is  debarred  from  pr^enting  or  nominating  to  any  preferment  belonging  to 
him  in  right  of  his  benefice ;  and  such  patronage  is  to  be  exercised  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese.  He  is  also  prohibited,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  the  eeqoeetrator, 
f^om  accepting  any  other  preferment  the  admission  to  which  would  vacate  the  aeqoeatrated 
benefice.

REGULATIONS    RESPECTING    CERTAIN    GRANTS    OUT    OF    THE 

COMMON  FUND, 

Population— Grants. 
I.  The  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  are  prepared  to  endow  a  limited  number 
of  churcihes  (not  being  situated  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  parish  of  Manchester  i),  to 

*  Having  regard  to  the  provicdons  of  *The  Parish  of  Manchester  Division  Act,'  by  which  a  special 
fnnd  is  created  for  the  endowment  and  augmentation  of  Cares  within  the  parish  of  Manchester^^os^'U 
p^  t))e9e  Begalat4ons  yriU  be  conpidfr^  |i8  inappUoab^e  to  tb^t '^«i\aU« 
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which  Districts  they  hare  been  legally  assigned  since  the  third  day  of  April,  1871,  containing 
in  feach  case,  at  the  date  of  such  assignment,  a  population  of  not  less  than  4,000  persona,  pro- 
vided that  the  formation  of  any  such  district  shall  not  have  involved  the  reduction  below 
4,000  persons  of  the  population  of  any  other  Benefice  receiving  a  grant  from  the  Commisaiooen 
on  the  ground  of  population  ;  the  granta  to  churches  of  this  character  which  may  be  in  pnUic 
patronage  >  to  be  made,  to  the  extent  of  200/.  a  year,  unconditionally,  and  to  those  in  private 
patronage,  to  the  extent  of  100/.  a  ye.ir,  upon  condition  that  an  cn(fowmcnt  of  equal  valae  be 
provided  from  non- ecclesiastical  sources. 

No  application  will  be  eligible  for  consideration  under  this  Regulation,  unless  and  until  a 
Church  having  suitable  accommodation,  and  in  which  at  least  one  half  of  the  sittings  are  free, 
shall  have  been  built  and  c(>nsccrate<l,  and  a  separate  district  shall  have  been  legally  anigned 
thereto,  wivh  authority  to  the  Incumbent  to  perform  all  the  ofllces  of  the  church,  and  no  grant 
will  be  made  in  any  case  which  would  raise  the  permanent  endowment  of  a  church  to  an 
amount  exceeding  300/.  a  year. 

N.B. — The  new  dif»tricts  which  have  been  already  formed,  in  expectation  of  receiving 
endowment  under  such  a  regulation  as  the  foregoing,  and  which  fultil  all  the  conditiona 
attaching  thereto,  are  more  than  sufficient  in  number  to  absorb  tlie  whole  of  the  funds  wbidi 
the  Commisi«ioncrs  arc  able  to  appropriate  to  this  class  of  grants  during  the  current  year. 

Grants  to  meet  Benefactions. 

II.  The  Commissioners  are  further  prepared  to  receive,  on  or  before  December  1  in  each 
year,  offers  of  benefactions  of  not  less  than  100/.  each  in  capital  value  towards  making  better 
provision  for  the  cure  of  souls,  with  a  view  to  sach  offers  being  met  by  the  Board  with  grants, 
during  the  spring  following. 

X.B. — It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  the  Commissioners  are  not  pledged  to  meet  all 
tuch  offers,  the  means  at  their  disposal  being  limited  in  amount. 

The  distribution  of  these  Grants  will  be  made  subject  to  the  Mlowing  general  regnlaiioos : 

1.  A  Benefaction  from  any  individual  or  from  any  Diocesan  or  other  societv  or  body  of 
contributors,  whether  such  Ik^nefaction  consist  of  money,  land,  house,  site  for  a  house,  titlie, 
or  rentcharge,  any  or  all,  may  be  met  by  a  Grant  from  the  Commissioners  ; — but  neither  a 
site  for  a  church,  or  Burial  Ground,  nor  money  to  be  expended  in  building  a  churdi,  nor  a 
Grant  from  Queen  Anne's  Bounty,  nor  a  Benefaction  already  met  by  such  a  Grants  nor 
money  borrowed  of  Queen  Anne's  Bounty',  nor  a  charge  upon  the  revenues  of  any  EcdesiasUcal 
Corporation  aggregate  or  sole  [^except  as  undermtntioned  *],  nor  any  endowment,  bequest, 
gift,  or  benefaction  already  secured  to  a  benefice  or  church,  nor  any  temporary  or  reverstoomry 
interest  in  or  charge  upon  properly,  can  be  met  by  a  Grant  from  the  Commissioners. 

2.  The  Grants  will  consist  of  perpetual  annuities  in  all  cases  except  those  in  which,  with  a 
view  to  the  provision  of  parsonage  houses,  or  for  other  reasons,  it  may  appear  to  the  Com- 
missioners to  be  especially  desirable  that  capital  should  be  voted. 

3.  No  single  Benetice  or  proposed  District  will  be  eligible  to  receive  a  Grant  of « larger 
sum  than  50/.  per  annum,  or  of  1,500/.  in  capital,  and  in  no  case  will  the  Grant  exceed  in 
value  the  Benefaction  otl'ered,  the  Grant,  if  it  consist  of  a  perpetual  annuity,  being  esUmated 
as  worth  thirty  years'  purchase. 

4.  Districts  proposed  to  l>e  formed  out  of,  or  Chapelries  proposed  to  be  severed  fVom, 
existing  Cures,  but  the  formation  or  severance  of  which  shall  not  have  been  legally  completed 
on  or  before  January  1,  1884,  will  not  be  eligible  to  receive  Grants  except  in  cases  where  the 
amount  of  Benefaction  offered  would,  with  the  Commissioners'  Grant,  be  sufficient  to  provide 
an  endowment  of  150/.  per  annum,  or  to  raise  to  that  amount  any  endowment  previoosly 
secui'ed. 

5.  In  selecting  cases  priority  will  be  given  to  those  which,  having  regard  to  income  and 
population,  shall  appear  to  be  the  most  necessitous. 

6.  A  Benefice  held  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Plurality  Acta  as  applicable  to  new 
Incumbents  will  not  be  considered  eligible  for  a  Grant 

7.  A  Benefice  which  has  received  a  Grant  is  not  disqualified,  on  the  offer  of  a  further 
Benefaction,  from  competing  for  a  further  Grant  in  any  subsequent  year. 

8.  The  Benefaction,  if  in  cash,  and  the  Grant,  if  it  consists  of  capifal»  may,  in  the  case  of 
existing  Benefices,  with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners  and  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  be 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land,  or  tithe  rentcharge,  within  the  Parish  or  District,  or  in  the 
purchase,  erection,  or  improvement  of  a  Parsonage  House  ;  but  no  portion  of  the  moneys  will 
DC  applicable  to  defraying  the  cost  of  works  already  executed  at  the  time  of  the  Grant  being 
voted.

9.  Every  application  must  contain  a  specific  offer  of  a  Benefaction,  and  must  reach  tlie 
Commissioners*  Office,  on  or  before  Dedember  1  in  each  year,  in  order  to  render  it  eligible  to 
compete  for  a  Grant  in  the  following  spring,  and  in  tlie  event  of  a  ({rant  being  made  to  a 
Benefice,  the  Benefaction,  if  in  money,  must  be  paid  to  the  Commissioners  on  or  before  the 
1st  of  May  following.

The  following  Instructions  on  the  subject  of  Grants  to  meet  Bejiefactions  for  the  Augmenta- 
tion of  Benefices  by  the  Governors  of  Queen  Anne's  Bounty  are  to  be  observed — 

A  Grant  not  less  than  100/.  and  not  exceeding  .200/.  to  a  Benefice  having  an  income  not 
exceeding  200/.  per  annum,  may  be  granted  by  the  Governors  to  meet : 

1.  A  Benefaction  in  money,  of  not  less  than  200/.,  the  whole  to  be  paid  (after  the  Benefaction 
is  approved)  to  the  Treasurer  at  the  Bounty  Office. 

2.  A  Benefaction  of  a  house  or  land,  or  other  real  estate  (^not  already  annwed  to  the  Bene' 
fee)  of  not  less  value  than  200/.,  or 

0.  A  Yearly  Stipend  (not  already  secured  to  the  Benefice")  of  not  less  than  \ll. 

In  special  cases,  to  meet  very  liberal  Benefactions,  the  Board  has  power  to  make  two  or 
three  Grants  in  the  same  year,  benefactors  may  also  apply  for  a  succession  of  yearly  Grants 
so  long  as  the  Income  of  the  Benefice  does  not  exceed  200/.  per  annum. 

The  Governors  are  empowered  to  lay  out  the  Benefaction  and  Augmentation  moneys  after 
the  same  shall  have  been  appropriated  to  the  Benefice,  in  providing  a  House  for  the  rendenceof 
the  Incumbentf  or  on  the  purchase  of  land  or  other  real  Estate. 

Incumbents  ajid  Benefactors  are  cautioned  not  to  expend  any  part  of  the  Benefaction  money  ; 
hut  to  take  care  that  the  whole  of  it  is  paid  to  the  Treasurer  ofthp  Goperjiors  ifi  ord/^  thoX  it  tjwj.^ 
pe  duly  appropriate^  to  the  benefice  hy  the  Bounty  Boc^rfi,

An  application  to  the  Governors  for  a  Grant  to  meet  a  Benefaction,  as  a  rale,  will  not  be 
entertained  until  after  Consecration  and  Endowment  of  the  Church,  and  the  Assignment  of  a 
District  thereto. 

The  time  limited  for  making  proposals  of  Benefactions  to  the  Governors  is  beiween  Jamttaiy 
1  and  March  1  in  each  year,  and  such  proposal  Hhould  state : — 

1.  The  name,  and  net  yearly  income  of  the  Benefice,  with  County  and  Dioceae ;  and  whether 
the  Church  has  been  consecrated,  and  a  District  assigned,  together  with  the  number  ef 
inhabitants. 

2.  The  amount  or  value  of  the  Benefaction,  and  whether  it  be  of  Money,  Iloose,  Land,  or 
other  real  Estate  or  Stipend. 

8.  By  whom  the  Benefaction  is  to  be  transferred  to  the  Go\'cmors,  stating  how  much  bj 
each  Benefactor,  if  by  more  than  one ;  if  part  or  the  whole  of  the  money  has  been  raised  by 
subscriptions,  the  totai  amount  subscribed  need  only  be  stated. 

4.  Whether  the  proposed  Benefaction  of  Money'and  the  Governors*  Grant  are  intended  to  be 
applied  by  the  Governors  towards  erecting  or  otherwise  providing  a  House  for  the  residenoe  of 
tne  Incumbent ;  if  so  it  is  to  bo  stated  when  and  in  what  way  the  deficiency,  in  case  those 
sums  shall  be  insufficient  to  pay  the  whole  cost,  will  be  supplied.

The  Governor »  do  not  ntake  Grants  to  meet  Grants  by  the  Ecclesiastical  CommieeiomerB ;  aor 
do  the  Governors  make  the  Grant  to  meet  a  sum  which  may  have  been  aec^ted  by  the  JHet^eeHstHeal 
Commissioners  to  obtain  a  Grant  from  them, 

7^  buUdina  of  a  House  towards  which  the  Governors  are  to  eontrUnUe  should  on  wo  aeanadke 
commenced  until  the  Benefaction  shall  have  been  completed^  the  plans  tqaproved  by  the  Govermora^ 
and  their  permission  to  commence  the  Works  signi^d  by  letter.

THE    UNIVERSITIES    AND    PUBLIC    SCHOOL    MISSIONS. 

The  Uppingham  Mission. — This  Mission  was  founded  at  Uppingham  on  April  25, 
1869,  in  consequence  of  a  suggestion  made  by  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Foy,  who  was  then  lec- 
turing at  Uppingham  for  the  A.C.S.  Through  the  Society  a  Missionary  Curate  was 
appointed  to  North  Woolwich.  About  a  year  ago  the  North  Woolwich  Mission  was 
transferred  to  Poplar,  and  at  present  the' Missionary  Curate  is  the  Rev.  Edward 
Hartley,  who  is  working  in  the  parish  of  St.  Saviour's,  Poplar. 

Winchester  College  Mission. — This  College  began  its  Mission  in  1876  at  All 
Hallows,  London  Docks.  When  All  Hallows  was  endowed  out  of  money  from  one  of 
the  *  City '  Churches,  Winchester  discontinued  its  aid.  In  Advent  1882  it  sent  the 
Rev.  R.  Linklater  to  work  as  Missionary  at  All  Saints,  Landport,  Portsmouth.  The 
masters  and  boys  of  the  College  have  promised  150^.  a  year  for  five  years  to  meet 
60^.  from  the  A.C.S.  The  money  is  raised  (1)  by  Offertories  twice  a  year  in  the  Col- 
lege Chapel ;  (2)  contributions  foom  Wykehamists  at  the  Universities  and  in  London ; 
(3)"  donations  from  the  boys'  parents.  The  interest  in  the  Mission  is  sustained  by 
visits  of  the  Missioner  to  the  CoUepfe,  and  visits  of  the  boys  to  the  Mission. 

Eton  College  Mission. — In  March  1880  this  College  established  its  Mission  in 
Hackney  Wick,  out  of  the  parish  of  St.  Augustine,  South  Hackney.  This  district,  a 
very  poor  one,  has  a  population  of  over  6,000.  The  Rev.  W.  M.  Carter  took  charge  of 
the  Mission  in  1880,  and  since  Christmas  1881  he  has  had  the  help  of  the  Rev.  the 
Hon.  A.  G.  Lawley:  there  are  also  a  Mission- woman  and  a  nurse  at  work.  The 
Mission  has  a  plot  of  ground,  part  of  which  was  given  by  Mr*  Richard  Foster  and 
the  rest  bought  by  subscriptions  from  Old  Etonians  and  others.  On  this  a  Mission 
Church  is  being  built.  The  site  cost  2,000/.,  and  the  buildings  in  course  of  erection 
will  cost  about  3,500?.  No  help  has  been  given  by  any  Society.  Several  Etonians 
are  helping  In  the  Mission,  The  contributions  from  the  boys  average  about  400Z.  a 
year. 

Harrow  Mission. — This  Mission  was  founded  in  June  1882.  The  district  selected 
ta  in  the  Latimer  Road,  and  was  carved  out  of  the  parish  of  St.  Clement's,  Netting 
Hill.  It  has  a  population  of  about  4,500,  and  is  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  William  Law. 
The  masters  and  boys  have  made  themselves  responsible  for  200?.  a  year,  the  salary 
of  the  Curate  in  Charge,  for  at  least  seven  years.  For  the  other  expenses  of  the  Mis- 
sion help  is  needed  from  Societies  and  friends  of  the  Mission.  A  plot  of  ground  has 
been  secured  for  2,200?. 

The  Marlborough  Mission.  —  The  Mission  district  is  at  Tottenham,  called  St. 
Mary's  Mission,  Tottenham.  The  Missionary  Clergyman  is  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Noel  Smith. 
The  district  contains  about  1,000  houses,  mostly  occupied  by  artisans.  The  cost  of 
the  Mission  is  a  little  under  300?,  a  year.  The  monthly  offertories  at  Marlborough 
produce  1 50?.,  which  is  the  sum  guaranteed  by  the  masters  and  boys ;  the  Bishop  of 
London's  Fund  and  the  East  London  Fund  largely  help.  The  Mission  was  started 
ip  tbe  spring  of  1832,        ,  .  .  

Shrewsbury  Sohool. — The  exact  extent  of  the  help  which  this  school  will  b% 
able  to  give  to  the  Missiop  in  B^t  London  catxuQt  y^^  \i^  ^^\ftS^   ^ 
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Badley  College. — This  Ck>llege  provides  the  expenses— about  802.  a  year— K>f  a 
playground  in  St.  Agatha's  Mission  District,  an  offshoot  from  St.  Petej^  London 
Dooks.  More  is  generally  contribated  than  is  required,  and  the  sorplos  is  banked  as 
a  reserve  f  and,  out  of  which  donations,  averaging  102.,  are  given  to  spedal  objecte 
connected  with  the  Mission,  such  as  the  Lowder  Memorial,  or  the  children's  day  in 
the  country. 

Wellington  College  MisBion. — This  school  contributes  302.  a  year  towards  the 
income  of  the  C.M.S.  Missionary  at  Pcshawur,  and  802.  a  year  toiwds  St.  Agatha's 
Mission,  St.  Peter's,  London  Docks. 

Clifton  College  Kission. — The  annual  cost  of  this  Mission  is  3002.,  which  is  col- 
lected by  offertories  solely.  The  Mission  District  is  St.  Agnes,  Newfoundland  Gar- 
dens, taken  from  the  parish  of  St.  Barnabas,  Bristol :  the  Mission  Clergyman  is  Ber. 
T.  W.  Harvey. 

Sottall  School,  Laneathire.— This  school  guarantees  752.  a  year  towards  the 
stipend  of  a  Missionary  Clergyman  in  Newton  Heath  Parish,  which  lies  to  the  east  of 
Manchester  and  has  a  population  of  about  1 2,000. 

Magdalen  School,  Oxford — This  schgol  has  a  Missionary  School  in  two  depart- 
ments. (1)  Ibrei^. — It  helps  the  Universities*  Mission  to  Central  Africa,  more 
especially  at  Umba.  (2)  JBbme  Mssions. — The  maintenance,  in  part,  of  a  Corate  in 
some  Mission  district  through  the  agency  of  the  A.C.S. 

Felttead  School. — This  school  has  a  Home  Missionary  AasooiaUon,  which  was 
founded  in  1880.  It  guarantees  502.  annually  to  meet  302.  from  the  A«C.S.  towards 
the  stipend  of  a  Curate  in  the  parish  of  Bromley,  Poplar.  The  boys  pay  each  1#.  a 
term,  the  prefects  2s,  6<2.,  and  the  masters  \0s.  6d.  The  Bev.  C.  £.  G.  Ashworth  is  the 
Missioner.  By  means  of  its  weekly  offertory  special  help  has  been  sent  to  the 
Universities'  Mission  to  Central  Africa  and  the  support  of  a  native  boy  undertaken. 

Tonbridge  School. — The  boys  of  this  school  have  for  the  first  year  gnaxant««d  a 
minimum  of  302.  towards  the  stipend  of  an  assistant  curate  (Bev.  F.  P.  Downman) 
for  the  Ecclesiastical  District  of  Holy  Cross,  St.  Pancras,  which  has  a  population  of 
between  5,000  and  6,000,  residing  in  472  houses. 

Aldenham  Grammar  School,  Herts. — The  missionary  subscriptions  from  this 
school  are  devoted  to  the  Public  Schools'  Mission  connected  with  the  A.C.S. 

Sutton  Valence,  Staplehnrst. — Throe  times  a  year  contributions  are  sent  from  this 
school  to  St.  Mark's,  West  Silvertown,  Victoria  Docks,  London,  E. 

Bishop's  Stortford. — This  school  sends  occasional  offertories  to  the  Bishop  of  St. 
Albans'  Fund  for  supplying  the  spiritual  needs  in  the  East  of  London.  For  some 
time  it  has  supported  a  boy  at  the  Mission  School,  Zanzibar. 

Charterhouse. — Help  is  given  to  both  Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  The  Old  Car- 
thusians have  a  Curate  Fund  and  have  for  some  years  supported  a  Curate  in  a  poor 
district  of  Coventry,  and  they  hope  soon  to  support  one  in  London  as  well. 

King's  College  School,  London. — This  school  has  undertaken  to  provide  1002.  a 
year  towards  the  support  of  a  Clergyman  working  in  East  London.  This  grant 
augments  one  from  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners.  The  District  is  Page  Green, 
Tottenham,  and  the  Missioner  Rev.  H.  Martin  Sharpe,  M.A. 

Haileybury  College,  Hertford. — During  the  last  ten  years  this  school  has  sap- 
ported  a  Master  at  St.  John's  College,  Agra,  India :  the  stipend  is  1502.  a  year. 

Christ  Church,  Oxford.— This  College  supports  a  Mission  in  the  East  End  of 
London,  carried  on  by  the  Rev.  H.  L.  Paget  in  a  District  carved  out  of  the  Districts 
of  All  Hallows  and  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  East  India  Docks.  The  population  is 
6,500,  and  the  Mission  is  maintained  at  a  yearly  cost  of  4002. 

'  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge.— The  members  of  this  College  support  a  Mission 
in  a  District  of  St.  John's,  Walworth,  called  Locksfield.  The  work  is  being  carried  on 
by  a  Mission  Priest,  under  the  direction  of  the  Rochester  Diocesan  Society.

Lay  Beaders  in  the  Diocese  of  Lichfield  are  of  two  classes. 

1.  Those  who  are  authorised  to  a98ist  in  parochial  work,  such  as  visiting  from  house  to 
house  and  reading  to  the  sick  and  infirm,  or  holding  cottage  lectures  under  the  direction  of 
the  Qergyman.

I.  Lay  Saaaer't  CommuBion. — All  candidates  for  the  commission  of  a  Lay  Reader  must 
have  been  engaged  in  some  parochial  work  under  the  Incumbent  for  at  least  six  months.  The 
Incumbent  must  then  apply  for  a  Commission  in  the  following  form,  which  must  be  copied 
out,  signed,  and  forwai^eid  to  the  Bishop.

The  duties  of  a  Reader,  as  specified  in  the  licence,  are  as  follows :  *  Subject  to  the  direction 
of  the  Incumbent,  to  visit  the  whole  and  the  sick  in  the  parish,  and  to  read  and  explain  the 
Word  of  God  to  them  ;  and  farther,  when  the  said  Incumbent  shall  require,  to  read  the  ap-  , 
pointed  Lessons  in  the  Church ;  and  also  to  read  publicly,  within  such  place  as  may  be  appointed 
by  the  Incumbent,  such  portions  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  as  the  said  Incumbent  shall 
appoint,  and  also  in  the  same  place  read  and  explain  such  passage  of  Holy  Scripture,  or  ta 
read  such  godly  Homily  or  Discourse,  as  the  said  Incumbent  may  approve  ;  and  further  to  dis- 
charge such  other  duties  within  the  said  Cure  as  the  Incumbent  may  direct,  and  as  by  a  lay- 
man may  lawfully  be  done.'

(Founded  1878.    Reconsxituted  1882.) 

RULES. 

1.  The  general  object  of  the  Society  u  the  conversion  of  the  ungodlr*  and  the  rcfrhnd  and 
deepening  of  spiritual  life  among  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Lichfield : 

(a)  By  providing  fbr  the  holding  of  parochial  missions,  Quiet  Daya»  or  other  ^edal 

servic^  in  any  of  the  parities  of  the  Diocese ; 
(6)  By  training,  under  the  guidance  of  experienced  missioners,  those  who  are  willing 

to  take  part  in  the  won  of  the  Sodebr ; 
(c)  By  procurmg  for  Gergymen,  who  wish  to  have  such  missions  or  apeelal  aeryiees 

held  in  their  parishes,  suitable  persons  to  conduct  or  to  help  In  coadnctlDg  the 

same. 

2.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen,  who  shall  be  called  AsBodates  of 
the  Lichfield  Diocesan  Home  Mission  Society. 

8.  Associates  shall  be  elected  by  the  CoundL  Application  for  election  most  be  made 
through  the  Secretary. 

4.  The  Bishop  shall  fh>m  time  to  time  call  such  of  the  Associates  as  he  may  think  fit  to 
hold  the  office  of  missioner  in  the  Diocese. 

5.  Of  the  rest,  those  who  are  willing  to  take  part  in  parochial  missions  shall  ofiRer  their 
services  to  the  Council,  and,  if  accepted,  shall,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Bishop,  be  enrolled  as 
assistant  missioners. 

6.  All  other  Associates  shall  be  understood  to  be  willing  to  further  the  objects  of  the  Society, 
and,  if  in  Holy  Orders,  and  able  to  do  so,  to  supply  the  place  of  parochial  Clei^,  when  engaged 
upon  missions  in  the  Diocese. 

7.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  president  of  the  Society. 

8.  The  Council,  or  govemmg  body  of  the  Society,  shall  consist  of  four  membeit  of  the 
general  chapter  of  the  Cathedra^  chosen  annually  by  that  body,  and  eight  Aasodatea.  dwien 
annually  by  the  Society  at  its  general  meeting.  £^tc4  members  of,  the  Councfl  shall  retain 
office  till  their  successors  be  appointed. 

9.  The  Diocesan  missioner  shall  be  ex  officio  an  additional  member  of  the  Councfl. 

10.  The  Council  shall  elect  a  warden,  sub-warden,  secretary,  and  treasurer  oat  of  their  own 
body. 

11.  It  is  expected  that  every  parish  in  which  a  mission  is  held  shall  defray  the  neeeasiy 
expenses  of  the  missioner  and  assistant  missioner,  and,  if  a  special  thank-offering  after  a  misskn 
be  made,  it  is  suggested  that  such  offering  shall  be  g^ven  to  the  f^nds  of  the  Society,  to  be  ad* 
ministered  by  the  Council  in  promoting  the  work  of  home  missions.  This  fund  uMy  be  aug- 
mented by  subscriptions. 

12.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  president,  with  the  adrice  of  the  Council,  to  remove  the 
name  of  any  Associate  from  the  roll  of  the  Society. 

18.  There  shall  be  an  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Society,  soon  after  the  Ember  Week 
in  September,  which  shall  be  preceded  by  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion.  At  this 
meeting  a  Report  of  the  Society's  work  during  the  past  year,  togetner  with  a  balance  abeot, 
shall  be  presented  by  the  secretary,  and  any  other  business  transacted. 

14.  The  Council  shall  meet  half-yearly,  at  Christmas  and  Midsummer,  when  summoDed  ty 
the  secretary. 

15.  The  warden  shall  preside  nt  meetings  of  the  Council  (unless  the  president  be  present), 
and  shall  have  power  to  convene  special  meetings  of  the  Coimcil  and  of  the  Society. 

Since  the  reorganisation  of  this  Society  upon  its  present  basis,  dating  f^om  Septemb^  1881, 
it  has  promoted  m  the  Diocese  eighteen  missions,  in  the  following  large  towns  (among  other 
places)  :  Stoke-upon-Trent,  Walsall,  a  genefal  mission  in  the  Rund  Deanery  of  WalsalL  ^ 
Quiet  Days  for  the  Clergy  in  six  rural  deaneries  have  also  been  held. 

Since  Advent  last  eleven  missions  and  three  Quiet  Days  for  Clergy  have  been  held. 

The  prospect  of  missions  for  the  coming  year  is  very  encouraging,  and  they  seem  likefy  to 
show  an  increase  ;  but  the  arrangements  in  each  case  are  at  present  more  or  leas  unoertain. 

The  Clergy  engaged  in  mission  work  under  the  Society  are  not  necessarily  confined  to  the 
Diocese. 

With  a  view  to  extend  the  usefulness  of  this  organisation  it  is  in  contemplation  to  prori^ 
an  interchange  of  pulpits  during  Advent  and  Lent,  but  no  definite  plan  has  yet  been  deter- 
mined upon  by  the  Society.

RULES. 

1.  The  object  of  this  Society  is,  by  co-oneration  of  Clergy  and  others  of  the  Dioceie  of 
Saiiabmy,  .to  farther  the  hol^^ng  oi'^'^ftc^s^oit'^vc^yMfii  Missions  in  the  Dioce8e<— en  the 
foritation  of  the  Pariah  Priest,  «n^u^u«^9A^x'^^A.x^^^B^V3  ^^^^s^xnX^a&.^'s.^M^^^t, 
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2.  The  Society  recognises  no  basis  of  religious  thought,  practice  or  Union,  narrower  than 
that  of  the  Church  of  England. 
S.  The  Society  sliall  consist  of — 

I.  Missionera.—i.e,  Priests  experienced  in  the  conduct  of  Special  Missions/ 

II.  Assistant  JUtssioners, — i.e.  (a)  such  Priests  and  Deacons,  and  (6)  such  Laymen 

holding  the  Bishop's  Licence,  as  may  be  willing  to  assist  in  conducting  the  same, 
under  an  experienced  Missioner. 

III.  Clerical  and  Lay  Associates. — i.e,  such  as  may  be  willing,  directly  or  indirectly, 
to  further  the  special  objects  of  the  Society. 

4.  The  Roll  of  Missioners  shall  consist  of  such  Associates  as  are,  from  time  to  time,  invited 
by  the  Society,  through  its  Council,  and  have  been  duly  admitted  as  such. 

The  Roll  of  Assistant  Missioners  shall  consist  of  any  such  who  may  offer  themselves  for  this 
service,  and  have  been  dul  v  admitted. 

It  shall  be  open  to  all  Beneficed  and  Licensed  Clergy  and  Lay  Communicants  of  the 
Diocese  to  be  enrolled  by  the  Secretary  as  Associates, 

There  shall  be  a  yearly  subscription  from  all  Associates  of  the  Society  (excepting  such  as 
are  not  resident  in  the  Diocese)  of  2«.  6dL  at  the  least,  which  shall  be  considered  as  due  on  the 
1st  of  November  in  each  year. 

5.  Clergymen  or  Laymen,  not  of^  the  Diocese,  may  be  admitted,  or  continued,  by  the 
Council  on  the  Society's  Roll  as  Associates,  but  without  any  voice  in  its  government. 

6.  The  Council  or  Governing  Body  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  6,  nor  more 
than  10,  together  with  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  chosen  annually  by  the  Society  from  its 
members  at  its  Annual  General  Meeting. 

7.  The  Council  shall  meet,  shortly  after  its  election,  for  business,  and  shall  then  elect  a 
Warden  and  Sub- Warden  out  of  its  own  body.  It  may  be  summoned  at  any  other  time  by 
the  Warden,  or  on  a  requisition  to  him  signed  by  two  members  of  the  Council. 

8.  It  shall  be  considered  the  duty  of  each  Missioner  and  Assistant  Missioner  (unless 
hindered  by  Mission  work  outside  the  Diocese  or  by  other  reasonable  cause),  to  conduct,  or  to 
assist  in  conducting,  at  least  once  in  each  year.  Mission  work  in  some  parish  of  the  Diocese — 
if  requested  by  the  0)uncil  to  do  so. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Associate  to  remember  in  their  prayers  the  work  and  objects 
of  the  Society. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  (with  the  advice  of  the  Warden  and  Sub- Warden) 
to  give  any  assistance  which  may  be  sought  for  by  the  Parish  Priest,  in  the  arrangements 
for  holding  a  Special  Mission  in  any  parish  of  the  Diocese. 

11.  The  expenses  of  a  Mission  shall,  in  ordinary  cases,  be  borne  by  the  parish  where  it  is 
held  ;  and  no  missioner  shall  refuse  to  receive  the  payment  of  his  expenses. 

12.  The  Society  shall  endeavour  to  raise  a  Diocesan  Special  Mission  Fund  for  assisting, 
where  neoessarv,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  Parochial  Missions,  and  the  cost  of  providing 
substitutes  for  Associates  engaged  in  Mi?sion  work  in  the  Diocese :  the  fund  to  be  administered 
by  the  Council. 

13.  There  shall  bo  an  Atiuual  General  Meeting  in  tiie  month  ot  October.  Other  meetingj^ 
of  the  Society  shall  be  held,  when  specially  convened  by  the  President  or  the  Warden.  There 
shall  also  be  one  Meeting  in  each  year  for  Conference  and  Devotion. 

14.  The  Warden  shaU,  in  the  abeence  of  the  President,  preside  &t  all  Meetings — or  in  hia 
absence  the  Sub- Warden. 

15.  No  Rule  shall  be  altered,  nor  shall  any  new  Rule  be  added,  but  at  a  General  Meeting 
and  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Members  presonft.  Notice  in  writing  of  any  such 
Meeting  (other  tJhan  the  Annual  Meeting  in  October),  And  of  th6  Agenda,  shall  be  sent,  one 
month  beforehand,  to  every  Member  of  the  Society. 


SUGGESTIONS  FOR   PREPARING   FOR  AND   FOLLOWING 

UP  A   MISSION. 

1.  The  decision  to  hold  a  Mission  should  be  arrived  at  some  six  (or  better  twelve) 
months  before  the  date  proposed  for  the  Mission.  This  gives  time  to  select  a  good 
man,  and  the  most  Sclent  Mission-preachers  are  usually  engaged  twelve  months 
fleep. 

2.  On  arriving  at  your  decision,  let  the  Mission  be  a  subject  for  daily  private 
prayer,  and  mention  it  at  once  privately  to  earnest  praying  friends. 

3.  About  two  or  three  months  before  date  preach  an  earnest  sermon  on  the 
subject,  pointing  out  the  importance  of  such  efforts,  and  showing  how  needful  they 
are.  Sermons  on  various  points  connected  with  the  subject,  and  designed  to  remove 
prejudice  and  awaken  interest,  should  follow  at  intervals  during  the  preparatioi;^  tim^. 
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4.  After  this  annoanccmcnt  in  tho  pulpit,  write  an  earnest  stirring  letter  to 
▼onr  people,  claiming  the  prayers  and  co-operation  of  the  spiritnaUy-minded, 
and  appealing  to  formalists,  and  the  indifferent  and  irreligious.  This  letter 
shoold  be  left  in  every  honso  where  expedient  by  a  band  of  Yisitoii  specially 
organised  for  the  purpose ;  where  this  is  inexpedient,  the  Post  and  the  Directory 
should  be  utilised.  N.B.  Don't  trust  to  hired  distributors.  It  is  a  help  when  these 
Ictteis  can  be  put  in  envelopes  and  addressed  to  the  heads  of  houses. 

5.  The  Bishop  should  bo  communicated  with  as  soon  as  a  Mission  is  decided  on, 
and  a  short  letter  of  approval  and  sympathy  should  be,  if  possible,  obtained  from 
him.  This  should  be  printed  on  the  same  sheet  as  your  own  letter,  and  a  prayer  for 
pri>*ate  and  family  use  should  accompany  it.  I  have  sometimes  thought  it  might 
help  to  awaken  interest  if  there  were  also  attached  a  brief  account  of  the 
Mission-preacher. 

6.  A  weekly  meeting  for  prayer  should  at  once  be  announced,  and  from  time  to 
time  in  the  services  of  the  church  special  silent  prayers  should  be  invited.  I  have 
thought  that  it  might  be  well  sometimes  to  make  a  pause  for  silent  intercession  in  the 
prayer  for  clergy  and  people  after  the  words  *  Spirit  of  Thy  grace.*  Communicants 
should  bo  exhorted  to  make  it  a  matter  of  special  prayer  while  waiting  for  their 
turn  or  after  reception  at  Holy  Ck)mmunion — tho  time  above  all  others  when  we 
should  realise  most  vividly  tho  value  of  souls. 

7.  During  the  intervening  weeks  district  visitors  should  be  instmeted  to  talk  to 
their  people  about  it  and  endeavour  to  excite  their  interest.  Sunday  School  teachen 
and  Day  School  teachers  should  talk  to  their  children  about  it.  A  tract  of  a 
Mission  tone,  perhaps  with  a  cover  bearing  special  reference  to  the  MiaBion,  should 
be  left  once  a  week  at  each  house  by  special  visitors.  And  members  of  the  ooQgre- 
gation  should  be  exhorted  to  speak  of  it  to  friends. 

8.  A  fortnight  or  so  before  the  Biission,  distribate  with  equal  care  a  letter  fnmi 
your  Mission-preacher,  and  along  with  it  the  order  of  iorrices  printed  plainly  on  the 
same  sheet.  Aim  at  being  very  perspicuous — people  are  sure  to  m^e  a  ndflake 
if  they  can. 

9.  Advertise  freely,  use  handbills,  bills  in  windows,  and  posters,  but  the  IjKtttt  ate 
of  no  use  unless  they  are  really  very  lofye.  You  want  letters  of  a  foot  long  to  attract 
people's  eyes  on  our  crowded  walls.  Don't  be  content  with  advertising'  in  local 
papers ;  get  the  editors  to  put  in  paragraphs  about  it. 

10.  If  you  are  in  a  poor  district  and  people  don't  come  out  freely,  try  aiwgnng  in 
the  streets,  with  short  open-air  addresses.  If  you  are  in  a  manufacturing  district, 
papers  should  bo  loft  at^all  tho  factories  and  such  like  places. 

11.  Form  a  p:ood  voluntary  choir  three  months  beforehand,  and  ask  your  peopla 
after  evening  service  sometimes  to  remain  and  practise  Mission  hymns.  Qet  them 
to  purchase  musical  copies  and  to  practise  the  new  tunes  at  home. 

12.  During  tho  Mission,  evetr  house  should  be  visited  every  day  with  a  fresh 
bill.  Suitable  handbills  can  bo  obtained  from  office  of  C.P.M.S.  Visitors  will  find  it 
well  to  run  round  just  before  service  time  ;  it  will  often  be  possible  to  find  men  at 
home  then,  and  by  a  little  tact  they  may  frequently  be  persuaded  to  come. 

13.  Select  from  amongst  the  more  definitely  spiritually-minded  of  your  flock, 
with  as  little  fuss  as  possible,  a  few  earnest  and  experienced  workers,  who  may  be' 
trusted  to  help  the  Mission-preacher  with  after-meetings,  if  required  to  do  so. 
These  should  meet  you  once  or  twice,  or  more  frequently,  for  instmction  about  this 
kind  of  work,  and  if  possible  they  should  also  meet  the  Mission-preacher  after  his 
arrival,  that  he  may  both  advise  and  also  become  acquainted  with  them. 

8UOOE8TI0HS  AS  TO  FOLLOWING  UP  A  1088105. 

1.  Let  your  workers  and  all  who  speak  to  individals  that  are  impressed  take  the 
names  and  addresses  of  those  they  speak  to  where  no  objection  is  made  to  the  course 
A  book  for  the  purpose  is  specially  provided  by  the  C.P.M.8.,  as  also  a  worker's  caid  ' 

2.  Three  days  before  the  Mission  closes,  papers  should  be  put  round  the  clmroh 

inviting  the  signatures  of  those  who  beUeve  that  they  have  received  special  and 

definite  spiritual  blessing  throughout  its  course.     The  papers  should  oontamalist  of 

queBtidns-^.i^.,  Do  yon  desiie  to  "bfewtn^  ^kCoitQsn.'amcant  ?

Confirmation  class  ?  or  do  you  wish  to  undertake  any  work  for  God  ?  The  Mission- 
preacher  should  urge  those  who  have  benefited  to  sign  the  papers,  as  they  will  thus 
be  brought  into  direct  communication  with  their  own  Clergy. 

3.  It  is  useful  sometimes  for  the  Incumbent  to  hold  a  meeting  of  those  who  have 
benefited  immediately  after  the  Mission,  and  then  to  explain  to  them  the  various, 
taeans  of  grace  he  intends  providing  for  them. 

4.  There  should  be  communicants'  and  prayer  unions,  a  detailed  account  of 
which  would .  be  given  at  the  C.P.M.S.  office ;  Bible  classes  for  different  ages  and 
sexes ;  temperance  associations,  &;c. 

6.  Young  Christians  are  always  disposed  to  be  active,  and  this  should  be 
encouraged  as  much  as  possible.  Many  such  are  lost  to  the  Church  after  these  move- 
ments because  no  field  for  work  is  offered  to  them  there,  when  their  services  are 
eagerly  welcomed  by  Nonconformists.  The  Sunday  school,  open-air  services,  evening 
tract  distribution,  special  cottage  meetings,  or  Mission  services  in  which  they  are 
expected  to  help  in  one  .way  or  another  will  afford  them  employment.  The  work 
of  the  Chiirch  army,  which  may  frequently  with  advantage  follow  a  Mission,  may' 
also  prove  very  usteful  as  offering  an  opening  for  earnest  work. 

6.- It  is. obvious  that  H<dy. Communion  should  be  the  centre  around  which  the 
various  agencies  for  the  development  of  the  spiritual  should,  as  it  were,  cluster. 
Monthly,  or  even  weekly  gatherings,  with  a  view  to  preparation  for  it,  or  in  order  to 
induce  a  fuller  apprehension  of  the  actual  union  by  which  true  Christians  in  this 
ordinance  are  botmd  together,  will  furbish  valuable  opportunities  of  following  up  the 
M^ioD.  There  is  but  little*  backsliding  observed  in  the  case  of  those  who  become 
regular  Communicants. 

7.  A  good  theological  and  otherwise  instructive  parish  library,  and  occasional 
lectures  on  scientific  x)r  historical  subjects,  will  be  found  useful  to  many,  as  will  also 
a  night  schck)!  in  the  winter  months.  True  religion  quickens  the  intellect  and  stimu- 
lates inquiry,  and  ignorance  carries  in  its  train  not  a  few  religious  disadvantages. 

8.  Above  all  let  the  parish  presbyter  endeavour  to  become  personally  acquainted 
with  those  who  have  been  thus  impressed.  Let  him  set  apart  certain  times  in  the 
yiiretik  to  be  giv^n  up  to  the  work  of  seeing  them  personally ;  no  small  advantage  is 
g^ed  when  such  feel  that  they  have  a  true  friend  and.  spiritual  father  in  him.

2.  Sunday  School  Superintendence  or  Teaching  ;  Bible  Class,  Ck»ttage  Lecture,  Motiien^ 

Meeting,  or  Band  Leading. 

3.  District  visiting. 

4.  Choir  or  Belfry  work. 

6.  C.E.T.S.,  G.F.S.,  or  similar  Society  work. 

6.  Parochial  Associates  for  Minions. 

7.  Obtaining  attendance  at  Sunday  school,  bringing  persons  to  Baptism,  CoDfirmatioiv 

Holy  Communion,  and  religious  instruction. 

8.  Sponsorship. 

9.  Welcoming  new  arrivals  in  the  Parish  and  bringing  them  to  the  Parochial  Clergr. 
10.  Praying  dail}'  for  one  or  more  individual  persons,  that  they  may  become  true  aervaoti 

of  God,  and  for  some  particular  branch  of  the  Church's  work. 

III.  To  join  in  the  prayers  of  the  Union.  This  is  to  be  done  by  using  the  Interooisocy 
paper,  which  is  issued  once  a  month,  and  by  sending  petitions  through  each  branch  to  ths 
Secretary  of  the  Union.

1.  Each  Guild  or  Society  is  liable  to  be  called  upon  for  a  contribution  of  not  mor«  tiun  lOt. 
annualh'.

It  contains  Supplementary  Helps  to  the  Study  of  the  Bible,  including  Notes  Analytical, 
Chronological,  Historical,  and  Geographical ;  a  Biblical  Index ;  Concordance ;  Dictionary  of 
Scripture  Proper  Names;  Maps;  a  Compendium  of  Scripture  Natural  History,  &c.  It  is 
issued  in  Ten  Sizes,  and  the  Text  is  arranged  in  each  so  as  to  correspond  page  for  page  with 
all  the  others. 

Six  of  these  sizes  are  printed  on  best  rag-made  printing  paper,  and  vary  in  price  from 
Zs.  6d,  to  45s. 

Four  sizes  are  printed  on  a  kind  of  India  paper,  which  is  extremely  thin  and  light,  and  at 
the  same  time  very  opaque  and  strong.  By  using  it  the  size  and  weight  of  the  volumes  arc 
materially  diminished.  They  vary  in  weight  from  12J  ounces  to  22  ounces,  and  in  price  from 
7s.  to  Zl8.  6d.    Neither  of  these  four  sizes  exceed  an  inch  in  thickness.

In  the  small  edition  (ruby  16mo.  thin)  by  the   use  of  paper  very  skilfully  adapted  to  t)  e 
purpose,  there  is  a  Bible  with  an  atlas,  a  concordance,  an  index,  and  several  tractates  on  various  points  of  Biblical 
antiquity,  the  whole,  in  a  very  solid  binding,  weighing  a  pound  and  an  ounce ;  no  great  weight  for  what  is 
really  a  miniature  library.    The  clergy  will  probably  give  the  preference  to  the  larger  book,  marked  Ko.  4.    TbLs 
includes  the  Apocrypha,  with  all  the  helps  to  the  use  of  the  Bible  that  distinguish  the  series.      Its  type  is 
excellent.    Many  clergymen  are  obliged  to  write  sermons  when  travelling  from  place  to  place.    This  volume 
would  serve  as  a  small  library  for  that  purpose,  and  not  too  large  for  the  most  moderate  portmanteau.    I  think 
that  this  work  in  some  of  its  forms  should  be  in  the  hands  of  every  teacher.    The  atlas  is  very  clear  and  well 
printed.    The  explanatory  work  and  the  indices,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  examine  them,  are  very  carefully 
done.    I  am  glad  that  my  own  University  has,  by  the  preparation  of  this  series  of  books,  taken  a  new  step  fcr 
the  promotion  of  the  careful  study  of  the  Word  of  God.

It  will  not  willingly  go  one  step  beyond,  or  fall  short  by  one  step  of,  the  teaching  of  the  Church  of  England.  What- 
ever effect  it  may  hope  to  have  upon  foreign  minds  it  will  endeavour  to  produce  by  a  straightforward  exhibition 
of  the  principles  of  the  English  Church,  not  by  ignoring  the  differences  which  exist  between  ourselves  and  other 
bodies  of  Christians.

MISSION   PRESSES. 

Every  year  the  whole  Foreign  Mission  Field  receives  help  in  various  ways,  and  Missionaries 
f  all  Evangelical  Churches  testify  that  their  usefulness  is  largely  dependent  upon  th« 
ctivity  of  the  Printing  Presses,  which  are  entirely,  or  in  great  part,  sustained  by  the  grants 
ronLthe  Society's  funds. 

In  China,  Japan,  India,  Burmah,  the  Indian  Archipelago,  Africa,  and  Syria,  thirty-eight 
{ranch  or  Corresponding  Societies  and  Mission  Presses  are  thus  directly  aided. 

OONTINENTAIi   WORK. 

On  the  Continent  of  Europe  a  large  sum  is  spent  every  year  in  France,  Bilgium,  Switzerland* 
taly,  Spain,  Portugal,  Germany,  Sweden,  Norway,  Austria,  Russia,  Greece,  and  Turkey,  in  aid 
f  the  production  and  distribution  of  a  Protestant  Evangelical  Literature. 

WHAT   THE    SOCIETY   DOES   AT   HOME. 

At  Hojib  during  the  current  year  Libraries  have  been  granted  at  greatly  reduced  price,  and 
a  some  cases  entirely  free,  to  425  Districts.  Parishes  and  Congregations;  637  Sunday  and  Day 
Ichools;  21  "Workmen's  Clubs  arid  Coflfee  Rooms;  96  Hospitals,  Union  Houses,  Prisons,  and 
Lsylums ;  28  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Institutions  ;  109  Ministers  on  Ordination,  and  to  Evangelists, 
>10  Library  Grants  on  payment  of  £Z.  155. ;  36  Colleges  and  Teachers — grants  at  half-price. 

Since  1832  no  less  than  36,333  Libraries  have  been  thus  granted^  and  the  Committee  feel 
astified  in  believing  that  the  circulation  of  so  large  a  number  of  healthy,  religious,  and 
ntertaining  books  cannot  but  have  been  a  great  help  to  the  work  of  Ministers  of  the  Gospel. 

Tract  Circulation,  chiefly  in  Great  Britain,  has  amounted  during  the  same  period  to  33,249,800 
k>pies.  A  very  large  number  of  these  have- been  granted  free,  and  the  remainder  at  half  subcriber's 
arice — i.e.,  205.  worth  for  7*.  ^d,

The  work  of  St.  Andrew's  Mission  is  to  encourage  the  Worship  of  God  at  Sea,  and  to  advance 
the  influence  and  teaching  of  the  Church  of  England  among  Sailors,  Fishermen,  and  Emigrants, 
on  board  ship  or  elsewhere,  through  the  agency  of  the  Parochial  Clergy  at  home  and  the 
responsible  Clergy  abroad. 

SHIPS'   LIBRABIES,   &c. 

About  6,000  ships  have  been  supplied  with  Free  Iiibraries. 

Each  Library  contains  about  36  selected  volumes.  The  Mission  also  gives  Books,  Magazines, 
Tracts,  &c.,  to  the  extent  of  many  thousands ;  these  are  supplied  to  the  Foreign  Stations,  and  to 
the  Fishing  Fleets,  Coasting  Vessels,  &c.,  and  large  quantities  of  Heading  and  Service  Books  to 
Emigrants. 

Foreign  Hospitals  at  the  Stations  have  been  provided  with  Books  for  English  Sailors, 
and  some  Sailors'  Homes  have  been  supplied. 

Both  in  London  and  Liverpool  special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  visitation  of  Emigrant 
Ships.  In  this  work  the  Mission  has  had  the  support  of  the  S.P.G-.  and  S.F.C.K.,  and  under  the 
new  arrangement  for  extension  of  the  work  of  the  Church  among  Emigrants  it  will  continue  to 
take  the  active  part  at  the  various  Ports. 

Many  thousands  of  Bibles,  Prayer  and  Hymn  Books  have  also  been  supplied  free,  for  Divine 
Service  on  board  ship. 

Applications  for  help  are  constantly  being  made  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  it  is  a  cause 
of  great  regret  to  the  Committee  that  their  funds  do  not  allow  them  at  present  further  to  extend 
their  operations.

THESE  *  Homes,'  besides  doing  a  vast  amount  of  general  Mission  work,  in  the 
poorest  parts  of  East  London,  now  feed,  clothe,  and  provide  a  Christian  and 
Lidnstrial  Training  for  nearly  1,200  Poor  Children,  and  have  since  their  formation 
rescued  over  5,000  Destitute  Boys  and  Girls. 

In  connection  with  these  Listitutions  there  are  Thirty  Cottage  Homes  for 
Girls,  forming  a  village,  upon  the  Family  system,  at  Ilford,  Essex ;  a  Home  for 
Little  Boys  at  Jersey ;  a  House  for  Babies  at  Hawkhurs£,  Kent ;  and  Three 
large  Homes  for  Boys  and  G-irls  in  the  East  of  London.  There  is  also  in 
operation  a  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  containing  Thirty-one  Beds,  under  skilful 
professional  care  ;  and  a  Hotel  for  Young  Workmen  who  have  left  the  Homes  ; 
whilst  a  Labour  House  for  Destitute  Youths,  too  old  to  enter  the  Boys'  Home, 
tad  a  Servants'  Home  and  Free  Register  for  Older  Girls,  have  recently 
been  added.  An  Emigration  Department,  with  a  large  Distributing  Home 
for  Boys  and  Girls  in  Ontario,  Canada,  is  also  in  active  operation. 

these  various  *  Homes '  present  some  special  features  which  distinguish  them  from 
all  others  in  the  Metropolis,  not  the  least  remarkable  being  that  Poor  Children  are 
sought  for  by  day  and  night  in  the  Lodging  Houses  and  other  miserable  haunts  of  the 
Homeless  Poor. 

Beally  Destituta  Children  are  alwxys  eligible,  and  may  be  sent  to  the  Office  at  any 
hour  of  the  day  or  night.  Other  coses  not  so  urgent  are,  if  brought  under  notice, 
carefuUy  inquired  into,  and  decided  upon  as  speedily  as  possible. 

Children  are  admitted  irrespactive  of  differences  of  age,  sex,  or  creed,  and  in  spite 
of  physical  disqualifications  that  frequently  lead  to  their  being  rejected  elsewhere. 

No  voting  or  promise  of  money  payments  is  ever  required  to  obtain  admission  for 
a  suitable,  i.e.,  a  destitute  case.  There  is  No  Endowment,  and  the  whole 
work**is  dependent  solely  upon  the  Free-will  Offerings  of  the 
benevolent. 

The  *  Homes '  are  always  open  to  Visitors,  except  on  Saturday  afternoon  and 
Sunday;  but  the  best  time  to  see  the  Boys'  Home  is  between  2.30  and  5.  p.m.,  when 
the  Workshops  and  Schools  arfe  in  operation.  The  Girl's  Village  can  be  reached  by 
train  from  Liverpool  Street  Station  to  Ilford,  starting  about  1.5  p.m.  daily. 

The  Committee  earnestly  appeal  for  help  from  all  those  who  pity  destitute  children, 
wherever  found.  £16  will  suffice  to  maintain  one  poor  boy  or  girl  in  the  *  Homes '  for 
a  whole  year  ;  £S  will  do  the  same  for  six  months,  but  any  gift,  however  small,  will  be 
thankfully  received.

Three  years*  experience  of  the  working  of  the  pay  hospital  system,  as  tested  by  the  association  at  their  home 
ispitals,  16  and  17  Fifczroy  Square,  has  shown  that  the  demand  for  admission  is  much  greater  than  the  amount  of 
sooxmnodation  at  present  provided.  It  was  a  iwrtion.  of  the  original  scheme,  as  submitted  to  the  public  at  a 
teeting  at  tiie  Mansion  House,  that  if  success  attended  the  establishment  of  home  hosplt^  for  acute  disease,  home 
Oflq;>itals  for  convalescent  patients  should  be  opened  at  the  sea-side  and  elsewhere.  The  home  hospitals  for  acute 
toease  having  proved  in  practice  so  complete  a  success  the  Committee  have  determined  to  establish  a  convalescent 
Qitel,  or  home  hospital,  where  anyone  recovering  from  sickness  will  be  received,  and  isolated  so  as  not  to  be  a  danger 
»  others,  whilst  being  freed  from  any  influence  which  is  likely  to  miUtate  against  his  rapid  and  permanent 
«x>very.  It  is  proposed  that  each  convalescent  home  hospital  shall  be  provided  with  a  resident  medical  oflQcer, 
Ith  skilled  and  competent  nurses,  and  with  a  cuisine  of  a  special  character.  Each  inmate  will  find  there 
Bither  the  noise,  the  absence  of  privacy,  or  the  general  bustle  of  an  hotel,  on  the  one  hand :  nor  the  damp 
leets,  slipshod  attendance,  and  great  discomforts  of  ordinary  lodgings  on  the  other.  At  the  prcselH  time, 
'lien  a  patient  becomes  convalescent,  and  when  he  is  ordered  by  hfi  doctor  to  seek  change  of  air,  where 
I  send  him  becomes  a  question  of  difficulty  and  worry,  in  proportion  to  the  serious  nature  of  the  attack 
roxn  which  he  is  recovering.  A  rapid  recovery  largely  depends  upon  the  wisdom  of  the  choice,  and  the 
beence  of  the  proper  accommodation  has  not  unfrequently  produced  a  relapse.  Indeed,  the  need  of  a 
onyalescent  home  hospital  for  paying  patients  for  the  treatment  of  patients  recovering  from  infectious 
Ifleases  has  become  so  urgently  necessary  that  most  families  have,  at  some  time  or  other,  felt  the  want  of 
BKsh  an  establishment  very  sadly  indeed.  It  is  proposed  further,  to  undertake  to  remove  the  patients  from  their 
BsldenceB  to  the  home  hospital,  and  to  provide  the  necessary  precautions  en  route,  which  are  uxgently  demanded 
y  the  public  health  and  the  patient's  welfare.  It  will  be  necessary  to  riuse  £10,000  to  enable  the  Home 
CoBpitals  Association  to  establish  and  open  the  convalescent  branch.  The  Association,  not  being  a  commercial 
;pdertakiog,  but  being  registered  at  the  Board  of  Trade  as  a  philanthropic  institution,  has  obtained 
be  necessary  capital  previously  on  the  same  system  as  that  which  embodies  the  financial  principle  upon 
rbich  the  colleges  at  the  universities  and  many  of  the  public  schools  were  originally  founded.  Oontri- 
ntors  of  00  and  20  guineas  each  become  eligible  for  election  as  governors  and  memben  of  the  Auodation, 
rith  the  prtvil^es  of  obtaining  (1)  priority  of  admission  for  themselves  and  their  families  when  ill, 
ad  of  two  nominations  each  year,  if  governors ;  and  (2)  of  priority  of  admission  for  themselves  only,  If 
nembers.  Owing  to  the  demand  for  admission,  a  governorship  at  the  present  time  confers  substantial  advantages , 
tnd  the  addition  of  a  home  hospital  for  convalesjents  will  increase  that  demand,  and  enhance  the  Talne  of 
^vemorshlps  and  memberships  of  the  Association.  The  £10,000  additional  capital  which  the  Oommittee  now 
•eqnlre  to  establish  the  Home  Hospital  for  Convalescents  will  enable  them  to  elect  about  800  new  govemon  and 
nembers,  and  it  Is  anticipated  that  the  substantial  advantages  offered  to  heads  of  families,  to  bachelors,  and 
ither  members  of  the  community.  In  return  for  their  subscriptions,  will  be  so  much  appreciated  that  the 
kpplicatlons  for  election  are  likely  to  far  exceed  the  number  at  the  disposal  of  the  Oommittee.
